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PREFACE.        " 

npHE  Fifth  Volume  of  this  CoIle£lion  makes  its  appearance 

at  the  moft  eventful  period  of  the  war — it  includes^  therefore, 

matter  of  the   highefl:  importance,  and  contains  all  the  official 

documents  rcfpedling  the  late  Negotiation — the   war  between 

this  country  and  Spain,  the  progrefs  of  the  French  arms  in  Italy 

and  Germany — the  armidices  and  treaties  concluded  with  the 

German  and  Italian  powers — the  correfpondence   between   the 

French  Republic  and  the  United  States  of  America,  upon  the 

fubjeft  of  the  differences  that  exift  between  them  ;  together  with 

many  other  articles  relating  to  the  external  and  internal  operations 

and  ftate  of  the  different  belligerent  powers.     Several  of  thefc 

articles,  particularly  the  important  correfpondence  between  the 

governments  of  America  and  France,   have  never  before  been 

publiflied  in  this  country. 

The  Editor  has  examined  the  materials  of  the  Fifth  Volume 
with  all  the  care  and  attention  in  his  power — he  has  admitted 
no  papers  upon  loofe  or  doubtful  authority  ;  and  he  feels  a  hope 
that  the  fame  accuracy  of  tranflation  and  clearnefs  of  arrangement 
will  be  found  in  this  volume  as  in  the  four  that  have  preceded  it.

Armijtice  concluded  with  the  Duke  of  fVurUmhetg  by  General  MoreaUy 
Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle. 

I.  TPHE  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  fliall  inftantly  wiiMraw  the 
-^  troops  whom  he  has  furni(hed  to  the  coalition  for  his 
contingent.  Thefc  troops  fhall  remain  armed,  and  the  Duke 
(hall  employ  them  as  he  thinks  proper  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
police  in  the  interior  of  his  dominions. 

II.  The  French  troops  fliall  in  future  have  a  free  pafTage 
through  the  towns  of  the  duchy.  Such  of  the  troops  as  in  virtue 
of  the  prefent  article  (hall  ^e  ordered  into  any  of  the  towns,  (hall 
be  lodged  either  in  the  houfes  of  the  inhabitants,  or  in  barracks^ 
according  to  circum(tfince8,  but  always  in  fuch  manner  as  to 
caufe  no  danger  to  the  inhabitants^ 

III.  The  general  in  chief,  in  pa(fing  through  the  duchy  with 
his  troops,  in  order  to  continue  his  military  operations,  will  caufe 
refpedt  to  be  paid  to  perfons  and  property.  He  will  alfo  take  the 
neceflary  precautions  to  prevent  any  injury  being  done  to  the 
religion,  and  civil  and  military  laws  of  the  country. 

IV.  If  it  is  necefTary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  troops  pafling 
or  fojourning  in  the  duchy,  to  draw  fubfiftence  from  the  country, 
fuch  as  corn,  bread,  meat,  hay,  oats,  wood,  car;iages,  or  horfes^ 
requifitions  for  which  ihall  be  made  by  the  generals  or  commiiTa- 
ries  of  war,  thefe  articles  (hall  not  be  refufed ;  but  they  (hall  be 
received  on  iiccount  as  contributions  in  provifions  and  ready 
money,  which  the  Duke, of  Wurtemberg  is  to  furnifh  to  the  army. 
Every  other  article  *purchafed  from  private  perfons  (hall  be  paid 
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for  in  ready  tnoncy  bj  the  treafuKcr^pf  the  army.-  The  articles 
furnifhed,  from  the  date  of  the  prefent  armiftice,  to  the  French 
troops  under  General  Duchefne,  Qiall  be  dedufted  from  the  con- 
tributions of  provifions  demanded. 

V.  The  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  (hall  pay  into  the  cheft  of  the 
treafurer  of  the  army  of  the  Rhine  and  Mofelle,  a  fum  of  four 
millions  of  French  money  in  the  following  manner;— a  million  in 
ten  days ;  two  millions  in  the  next  ten  days.  The  fourth  million 
fliall  be  paid  in  two  months  after  the  date  of  the  prefent  armiftice. 

The  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  fljall,  befides,  furniih  provifions 
and  other  objefts,  as  it  fhall  be  ftipulated  in  private. 

VI.  The  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  (hall  fend  to  the  Direftory  at 
Paris  a  plenipotentiary  to  negociate  peace  with  the  French 
Republic. 

VII.  The  towns  of  Efslingen  and  Renthingen  being  under 
the  fpecial  proteflion  of  the  Duke  and  the  feignores  of  Sindhingen 
and  Bcchingen,  belonging  to  the  Duchefs  Dowager,  are  com- 
prifed  in  the  prefent  armiftice,  and  in  confequence  are  fubjeft  to 
the  contributions  demanded  for  their  quota  in  proportion  to  their 
revenues. 

VIII.  The  general  in  chief  will  lifteh  to  all  propofals  for 
negociations  which  may  be  ma4e  by  the  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  in 
the  name  of  the  ftates  of  the  circle  of  Suabia,  rtiat  may  defire  to 
treat  with  the  French  Republic. .

Treaty  of  Peace  between  the  Duke  of  fVurtemberg  and  the  French 

Republic, 

THE  French  RepubUc  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Duke 
of  Wurtemberg  and  Teck,  equally  animated  with  the  defire  of 
terminating  the  war  in  which  they  have  been  engaged,  and  for 
renewing  that  intercourfe  of  commerce  and  of  good  neighbourhood 
which  muft  be  reciprocally  advantageous  to  them  both,  have 
appointed  the  undernamed  plenipotentiaries  \  the  Directory,  in 
the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  cithzen  Charles  Delacroix, 
minifter  of  external  relations;  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Duke  of 
Wurtemberg  and  Teck,  Baron  Charles  Woepwart,  minifter  of 
fiate  andprefident  of  the  chamber  of  finances,  and  Abel,  counfel- 
lor  of  legiflation,  who,  after  having  refpe£lively  interchanged 
|heir  full  powprs>  agreed  on  the  following  articles :

(    "i    ) 

Art.  I.  There  Qiall  be  peace,  amity,  and  good  tinderftandingy 
between  the  French  Republic  and' his  Serene  Highnefs  the  reign* 
ing  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  and  Tcck  ;  confequently  all  hoftilities 
fliall  ceafc  between  the  contracting  powers  from  the  date  of  the 
prefent  treaty* 

II.  The  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  revokes  all  adherence,  confent^ 
and  acceffion,  open  or  fccret,  given  by  him  to  the  armed  coalition 
againft  the  French  Republic,  to  any  treaty  of  alliance,  ofFenfive 
or  defenfive,  which  he  may  have  contra£ied  with  it.  In  future 
he  {hall  withhold  from  the  powers  at  war  with  the  Republic  any 
contingent  or  aid  in  men,  horfes,  provifionf,  money,  warlike 
ftores  or  otherwife,  under  whatever  title  they  may  be  demanded— 
even  though  he  ihould.  be  called  upon  as  member  of  the  Germanic 
empire. 

Ill-  The  troops  of  the  French  Republic  (hall  have  free  paflage 
into  theilates  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and  permilfioii  to  rende  and 
to  occupy  all  the  military  pofts  neceflary  for  their  operation. 

IV.  His  Serene  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Wurtemberg  and  Tcck 
renounces,  in  favour  of  the  French  Republic,  for  himfelf,his  fuc- 
ceifors,  and  all  who  have  any  claim,  all  his  rights  to  the  princi- 
pality of  Montheliard,  the  lordOiips  of  Hericourt,  PafTavant,  and 
other  dependencies,  in  the  county  of  Hobourg,  alfo  the  lordfliips 
of  Riquewir  and  Ofthein,  and  generally  cedes  to  it  all  the  pro- 
perty, rights  and  landed  revenue,  which  he  poflefles  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Rhine,  and  the  arrears  due  to  him.  He  renounces 
all  right  againft  the  Republic  for  all  claims  he  might  pretend  to 
have  againft  the  French  Republic,  or  the  privation  hitherto  of  the 
laid  rights  and  revenues  ;  and  any  other  claim  of  whatever  deno- 
mination anterior  to  the  prefent  treaty. 

V.  His  Serene  Highnefs  engages  not  to  permit  the  emigrants 
and  priefts,  banifhed  from  the  French  Republic,  to  refide  in  his 
ftates. 

VI.  There  ftiall  immediately  be  concluded  between  the  two 
powers,  a  treaty  of  commerce  on  grounds  reciprocally  advanta* 
geous.  In  the  mean  time  all  commercial  relations  (hall  be  renewed 
on  the  fame  footing  as  before  the  prefent  war.  All  articles  and 
commodities  belonging  to  the  foil,  the  manufaftures,  the  colonies, 
or  fi(heries  of  France,  fluU  enjoy  in  the  ftates  of  his  Royal  High- 
nefs, liberty  of  iranfit,  exempted  from  all  duties  except  the  tolls 
on  carriages  and  horfes.  French  drivers  (hall,  with  refpeft  to 
the  payment  of  the  faid  tolls,  be  treated  as  the  moft  favoured 
nation. 

VII.  The  French  Republic,  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the 
Duke  of  Wurtemberg,  refpe6tively  engage  to  remove  the  fequef- 
tration  of  all  efFeds,  revenues,  (fi  goods,  feized,  confifcated, 
detained,  or  fold,  belonging  to  French  citizens  on  the  one  hand, 
and  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  duchies  of  Wurtemberg  andTeckon 
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the  other ;  iind  io  adti^h  them  to  a  iegal  exercife  of  their  refpeiAlve; 
engagements  and  rights. 

VIII.  All  the  prifoncrs  refp6Sivcly  made  (hall*  be  delivered 
op  within  a  m'onrii,  reckoning  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions of  the  pre  fen  t  treaty,  on  paying  the  debts  they  may  have 
contra£bed  during  their  x:aptivity.  The  fick  and  wounded  fljall 
ftrll  be  taken  cape  of  in  their  refpeSive  hofpitals,  and  ihair  be 
delivered  up  immediately  on  their  cure. 

IX.  Conformably  to  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty  conchided  at 
the  Hague,  on  the  27th   Floreal  of  the  third   year,  the  prefent 

'  treaty  of  peace  and  amity  is  declared  to  be  common  with  the 
Batavian  Republic. 

X.  It  fhallbe  ratified,  and  the  ratification  exchanged  within  a 
month,  reckoning  from  the  fignature,  and  fooner,  if  poflible.

IN  the  firft  four  articles  it  is  (lipulated  that  the  circle  (hall  with- 
"*■  draw  its  troops  from  the  coalition,  allow  a  free  paiTage 'through 
the  circle  to  the  French  troops,  furnifli  them  with  provifions, 
waggons,  and  horfes,  for  which  they  will  be  paid,  and  fufFer^he 
mails  to  pafs  undiflurbed. 

Art.  V.  The  circle  of  Siiabia  (hall  pay  into  the  French  military 
cheftthe  fum  of  twelve  millions  of  livrcs  in  fpecie  in  the  following 
manner :  half  a  million  within  the  firft  tendays,  half  a  million  in  the 
next  ten  days,  a  million  in^he  third  decade,  two.  millions  in  the 
fourth,  two  in  the  fifth,  twoiq  the  fixthi/  two  in  the  fevenib,  and 
two  in  the  eighth  decade.

VI.  The  circle' ihidl  (timib  8000  horfes^  viz.   2000  drtft 

horfes,  2000  horfes  for  heavy  cavalry,  and  20CX>  for  li^ht  cavalry; 
500  of  thetlrait  horfes  in  the  fecond  decade ;  500  drait  horfes  and 
the  fame  number  of  cavalry  horfes,  in  the  third ;  the  fame 
in  the  fourth  ;  looe  draft  and  500  cavalry  horfes,  in  the  fifth  ; 
1000  draft  horfesy  and  the  fame  number  of  cavalry  horfes,  in  the 
fixth  ;  and  the  like  nlimber  in  the  feventh  decade.  Should  any 
difficulties  arifie  in  fiirnithing  the  laft  20op  horfes,  the  circle  of 
Suabia  fliall  be  at  libeity  to  pay  for  them,  lat  400  livres  a  piece.

VII.  Alfo  5000  oxen,  of  50olb.  weight  each,  200  of  which 
mud  be  delivered  to  the  army  within  two  months,  without  the 
ordonnator  in  chief  fhould  grant  fome  farther  delay  in  cafe  he 
ihould  not  want  them  immediately.

X.  Befides  thefe  contributions,  to  which  all  the  princes,  ftates^ 
abbies,  and  cities  of  the  circle  of  Suabia,  ihall  contribute, 
(Wurtemberg,  £aden,  Reutlingen,  and  Efslingen  excepted)  the 
abbies  of  Kemptot^  Lindau,  and  fiuchau,  the  whole  bench  of 
.prelates,  .and  abbots,  not  excepting  a  fingle  abbey  or  convent  in 
Suabia,  even  if  it  (hould  not  contribute  to  the  expence  of  the 
citcle,  (ball  within  fix  decades,  or  iixty  days,  pay  feven  millions 
df  livres  in  fpecie  into  the  military  che(l. 

XL  The  circle  of  Suabia  (hall  fend  deputies  to  the  Diredory 
at  Paris,  to  propofe  negociations  for  peace,  in  company  with  the 
princes  who  negociate  for  themfelves.

Armiflice  bttween  the  French  Ripailtc  and  the  Circle  ofFrancomeu 

T^IT'E  the  undcr(igned,  members  of  the  general  convention  of 

the  circle  of  Franconi^,  charged  in  the  name,  and  with  the 

full  powers  of  all  the  countries  of  ijie  faid  circle,  including  the 

immediate  Franconian  knights  of  the  empire  of  all  the  fix  places.

arid  Auguftus  Erriouf,  general  of  divifion,  &c.  ftirniflicd  With 
proper']p6wers  on  the  part  of  the  citizen  and  commander  in  chief 
Jourdan,  animated  with  the  defire  of  fccuring  the  tranquillity  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  circle  of  Franconia,  and  of  confolidating  the 
poffcffions  which  the  viftorious  armies  of  the  French  Republic 
have  gained,  have  made  an  agreement,  confifling  of  the  following 
articles: 

.  Art.  I.  The  ftrifteft  orders  fhall  be  given  for  the  moft  fcrupu- 
lous  obfervance  of  the  proclamation,  publicly  printed  and  pro- 
mulgated by  the  commander  in  chief,  refpeding  the  fecurity  of 
perfon  and  property,  the  maintenance  of  religious  worfliip,  and 
the  laws  and  cultoms  of  the  country. 

IL  By  virtue  of  the  preceding  article,  every  inhabitant  is  au- 
4horifed  toarreft,'  or  caufe  to  be  arrefled,  fuch  foldiers  or  other 
perfons  belonging  to  the  arlny,  as  fhall  be  found  plundering  or 
committing  other  excefTes,  and  they  fliall  be  delivered  up  to  the 
'  oiext  commandant,  and  punifhed  according  to  the  rigour  of  the 
law. 

i  III.  All  vthe  inhabitants  of  the  circle  of  Franconia,  even  /the 
illuftrious  ftatcs  who  have  left  their  refpeftive  refidenpe,  to  avoid 
Jor  a  moment  all  the  horrors  of  war,  are  at  liberty,  with  their 
families  and  fervants,  as  likewife  with  all  their  property,  to 
return  within  two  decades  (20  days)  to  reckon  from  the  publica- 
tion of  the  prefent  inftrumcnt.  They  (hall  then  enjoy  the  fame 
fecurity  and  the  fame  prote£lion,  as  the  other  quiet  inhabitants, 
'-who  take  no  part  in  the  events  of  the  war.  After  the  expiration  of 
the  two  decades,  none  of  them  fhall  be  allowed  to  return  without 
fpecial  permiffion  from  the  commander  in  chief. 

IV  The  circle  of  Franconia  ihall  pay  to  the  French  govern- 
ment, a  contribution  of  eight  millions  of  livres  in  ready  fpecie,  of 
which,    however,    two  millions   may  be  fet  off  by   furniftiing 
.necelfaries  or  provifions  for  the  armies. 

V.  'J'he  payment  of  the  fix  millions  in  fpecie  is  to  be  made  to 
,thc  paymaftcr  general  of  the  French  army  (according  to  the  feveral 
terras  fixed)  the  whole  within  forty-five  days, 
,     VI.  and  VII.  Relate  to  the  manner  of  difcharging  the  two 
remaining  millions  in  neceffaries  and  provifions,  &c. 

VI II.  The  circle  of  Franconia  fhall  alfo  furnifh  two  thoufand 
horfies  for  the  cavalry,  in  two  ftated  terms. 

IX.  and  X.  Relate  to  the  diftribution  of  the  contributions,  fjor 
'  -which  all  military  commanders  fhall,  if  required,  afford  every 

affiflance  againfl  fuch  as  fhall  refufe  to  make  good  payment. 

XI.  From  the  period  appointed  for  the  payment  of  the  contri- 
bution, that  is  to  fay,  from  this  prefent  d?y,  every  thing  that 
ihall  or  may  be  furnifhed  for  the  French  army  (except  free  quarters) 
-fliatl  be  dedu&ed  from  the  contributions. 

XII.  The 
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Xn.  The  Margraviates  of  Anfpach  and  Barcuth,  belonging 
to  his  Pruffian  Majefty ;  and  the  principality  of  Schmalkaldci^ 
belonging  to  his  Serene  Highneis  the  Landgrave  of  Hcilc  Caiiel^ 
according  to  the  'fiatui  quo  in  which  they  were  before  the  war, 
ihali  be  exempted  from  their  fhareof  the  contribution, 

XIII.  In  cafe  another  republican  army,  cxclufivc  of  that 
of  the  Sambre  and  Mufe,  ihould  enter  the  territories  of  the  circle 
of  Franconia,  it  "(hall  moft  ftridly  obfcrve  the  prefent  convention* 
which  is,  properly  fpcaking,  concluded  Vr^th  the  Frencj^ 
government. 

XIV.  The  convention  of  the  circle  of ;  Franconia  refervc  for 
themfelves  to  determine  farther,  by  feparate  articles,  every  thing 
relative  to  the  diftributing  and  levying  the  cpntribution.

w'hich  may  be  neceifary,  and  that  the  magiftrates  may  be  fuppUed 
beforehajQd  with  the  provifions  to  be  furni(hed. 
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V.  The  Margrave  of  Bacien  (hall  pay  into  tlic  cheft  of  the  pay- 
mafter  of  the  army  of  the  Rhine  znd  Mofelle^  the  fum  of  two 
millions  of  French  livrcs  in  money ;  500,000  livrcs  to  be  paid  in 
ten  day^  from  the  (igning  this  treaty,  500,000  livres  in  ten  days 
following,  500,000  livres  in  the  lafl  decade,  and  500,000  iivres 
the  following  month.

All  thefe  articles  (hall  be  furnifhed  in  thirds  within  fix  decades, 
unlefs  the  commifTary  in  chief  fixes  upon  a  longer  time. 

VIII.  Twenty-eight  thoofiind  pair  of  (hoes  (hall  be  given  into 
the  magazines  of  Stra(bourg  within  a  month.  If  thefe  (hoes 
cannot  be  furniflied  within  the  time  fixed,  they  (hall  be  paid  for 
at  five  livres  a  pair. 

IX.  The  Margrave  of  Baden  (hall  immediately  fend  to  the 
Executive  Directory  to  negociate  the  feparate  peace  which  he

Treaty  of  Peace  concluded  between  the  French  Republic  and  the 

Margrave  of  Baden . 

THE  French  Republic,  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Margrave 
of  Baden,  defirous  of  re-e(labli(hing  between  both  countries  the 
•relations  of  friend(hip  and  good  neighbourhood  which  exifted 
between  them  before  the  prefent  vyar,  have  appointed  as  their 
plenipotentiaries,  namely,  the  Executive  Direftory,  in  the  name 
of  the  French  Republic,  citizen  Charles  de  Lacroix,  minifter  of 
foreignaflPairs,  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Margrave  of  Baden, 
the  Baron  de  Reitzenftein,  his  chamberlain,  and  great  bailiff  of 

Lorrach'j, 
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Lorrachj  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  refpcdive  powers^ 
have  refolved  on  the  following  articles : 

Art.  I.  There  (hall  be  peace  and  good  iinderftanding  between 
the  French  Republic  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the  Margrave  of 
Baden.  In  confequence,  all  hoftilities  fhall  ceafe  between  the 
contraAing  parties^  to  reckon  from  the  ratification  of  this  prefent 
treaty. 

II.  The  . Margrave  of  Baden  revokes  all  adherence,  confent, 
2nd  accefs,  public  or  fecret,  by  him  given  to  the  coalition  armed 
againft  the  French  Republic,  every  contingent  or  fuccour,  it^ 
men,  horfes,  proviilons,  money,  ammunition,  or  other  (lores, 
under  any  pretence  whatever,  even  if  he  (hould  be  required  as 
member  of  the  Germanic  empire. 

III.  The  troops  of  the  Republic  fliall  pafs  freely  through  tlic 
dominions  of  his  Serene  Highnefs,  refide  there,  and  occupy  all 
military  pods  neceflary  for  their  operation^. 

IV.  His  Serene  Highnefs  the  Margrave  of  Baden,  for  bimfelf 
and  his  fucceflbrs,  cedes  to  the  French  Republic  all  the  rights 
that , may  belong  to  him  upon  the  lord  (hips  of  Rodemachern  and 
Hefperingen,  in  the  d-Jevant  duchy  of  Lujci^mburgh  ;  the  portion 
belonging  to  him  in  th<i  county  of  Sponheim,  and  his  rights  upon 
the  other  portion  ;  the  lord(hip  of  Greveilfiein,  the  bailiwicks  of 
Beinheim  and  Rhod,  and  generally  all  the  territories,  rights,  aiid 
revenues,  which  he  po(re(red,  or  prrtends  to  have  a  right  to  p6{Krs^ 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine*  He  renounces  all  demands' iipoiii 
the  Republic  refpe£ting  the  arreaffs  of  the  faid  rights  and  revenues, 
and  for  every  other  caufe  anterior  to  the  prefent  treaty.' 

V.  His  Serene  Highnefs,  the  reigning  Margrave  of  Badeii,  as 
5^eU  in  his  own  name,  as  in  that  of  his  two  fons^^the  Princei 
Frederick  and  Louis  of  Baden,  for  whom  he  interefts  himfelf 
firongly,  cedes  and  abandons,  with  entire  guarantee  to  the  French 
Republic,  the  two-thirds  of  the  manor  of  Kutzenhaufen,  fituate 
in  the  ci-devant  province  of  Alface,  with  all  its  rights  and  depen-  * 
diencies,  together  with  the  arrears  of  the  faid  rights  and  revenues, . 
which  might  remain  due,  renouncing  all  demands  upon  the  Re-  . 
public  thereto  relating,  and  for  every  other  caufe  anterior  to  the 
prefent  treaty.  * "  * 

Vr.  His  Serene  Highnefs  the  Margrave  of  Baden  alfp  cedes 
forhimfclf,  and  his  fucce(rors,  all  the  iflands  of  the  Rhine  which 
jnajr  belong  to  him,  all  the  rights  to  which  he  may  pretend  upon 
the  faid  iflands,  as  likewife  upon  the  courfe  and  the  different 
bratiches  oftliat  river;  efpecially  the  rights  of  tolls,  highjurif- 
didtouj  diTcSi  ldrd(hip,  civil  or  criminal  judice,  or  police.

VII'  Each  of  the  contra£ling  parties  (hall  be  at  liberty  to 
'  finift  the  work  pf  the  dykes,  which  may  be  thought  nQceflary  for 
the  prefervatiop  of  his  territory ;  but  this  is  to  be  done  fo  as  not  to 
injure  the  country  on  the  oppofite  bank.  All  difputes  which  may 
grifefrom  this  objeft,  as  alfofrom  the  eftablifhmerit  and  preferva- 
tjon  of  the  towing  path,  (hall  be  decided  by  juridical  means,  be- 
tween the  refpeftive  governments.

Meatiwhile  all  commercial  relations  (hall  be  re^ 
eftablifhed»  fuch  as  they  were  before  the  prefent  war. 

All  commodities  and  merchandize,  being  the  produce  of 
tbe  French  foil,  manufa£l0rics,  colonies,  and  fifheries^  ftiall 
exijoy  in  the  territories  of  hl$  Serene  Highnefs  the  liberty  of 
tranfit  and  ftaple,  exempted  from  all  duties^  except  thofe  of'tlw 
tolls  upon  waggons  and  horfes. 

The  French  waggoners  ihall  be  treated,  with  regard  to  th€ 
payment  of  thofe  duties  of  toll,  like  the  mod  favoured  nation. 
'  XVI.  The  French  Republic  and  his  Serene  Highnefs  the

Majefiy  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies* 

npHE  French  Republic  and  his  Majcfty  the  King  of  thcTwa 
Sicilies,  equally  animated  with  the  defire  to  m^e  the  advan- 
tages of  peace  fucceed  to  the  miferies  infeparable  from  war,  have 
named,  viz.  the  Executive  Dire&ory,  in  the  name  of  the  French 
Republic,  the  citizen  Charles  Delacroix,  minifter  for  foreign  af- 
fairs ;  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  the  I'wo  Sicilies,  the  Prince 
•  Belmonte  Pignatelli,  gentleman  of  the  chamber,  and  his  envoy  ex- 
traordinary and  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  Catholic  Majefty 9. 
to  treat,  in  their  name,  the  claufes  and  conditions  proper  to  re- 
cftablilh  good  underfianding  and  friend&ip  between  the  two 
powers,  who,  after  having  exchanged  their  reipedive  full  powers^ 
have  agreed  on  the  following  articles : 

I.  There  (hall  be  peace,  friendfhip,  and  good  underftanding, 
between  the  French  Republic  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of  the 
Two  Sicilies :  in  confequence,  all  hoftilities  ihall  definitively 
ceafe,  reckoning  from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratification 
of  the  prefent  treaty.  Meanwhile,  and  till  that  perjod,  the  con- 
ditions fiipulated  by  the  armiflice  concluded  on  the  17th  Prairial 
of  the  4th  year  (5th  of  June,  1796)  (hall  continue  to  have  full 
power  and  efFeft. 

II.  Every  interior  aft,  engagement,  or  convention,  on  the  one 
part  or  the  other  of  the  two  contradling  parties,  which  arc  con-^ 
trary  to  the  prefent  treaty,  are  revoked,  and  fliall  be  regarded  as 
null,  and  of  no  effeft ;  in  confequence,  during  the  courfe  of  the 
prefent  war,  neither  of  the  two  powers  fhall  furnifli  to  the  ene- 
mies of  the  other,  any  fuccours  of  troops,  fhips,  arms,  warlike 
Oores,  provifions,  or  money,  under  whatever  title  or  denomma- 
lion  that  may  be.

HI.  His  Majcfty,  the  King  of  the  Two  SiciUcs  fliaU  obfcrvo 
tlie  moft  ftrid  neutrality  towards  all  the  belligerent  powers ;  in 
confequence,  he  pledges  himfelf  to  prevent  indircriminately  accefi 
to  bia  ports  to  all  armed  fbips  of  .war  belonging  to  the  faid  powers, 
^n^hich  (hall  exceed  four,  according  to  the  regulations  acknow- 
ledged by  the  faid  neutrality.  All  (lores  or  merchandife^  knowa 
by  the  name  of  contraband,  (hall  be  refufed  them, 

i  V.  All  fecurity  and  protedion  (hall  be  granted  againft  all 
ferfjons  v^hatever,  in  the  pprts  and  roads  of  theT^WQ  Sicilies,  to 
all  French  merchantmen,  of  whatfoevej  number  they  may  be,  and 
to  all  the  (hips  of  war  of  the  Republic,  not  exceeding  the  number 
fpectfied  in  the  above  article. 

V.  The  French  Republic  and  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  en-- 
gage  to  take  off  the  fequeftration  from  all  efFeSs,  revenues,  goods 
letzed^  confifcated,  and  kept  from  the  citizens  or  fubjeSs  of  both 
powers,  in  confequence  of  the  prefent  war,  and  to  admit  them  rc- 
fpedively  to  the  legal  exercife  of  all  civil  rights  that  mayjbelong 
to  them. 

VL  All  prifoners  made  on  one  fide  or  the  other,  comprifing 
mariners  and  failors,  (hall  be  reciprocally  reftored  within  a  month, 
reckoning  from  the  exchatxge  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  paying  the  debts  which  they  may  have  contraAed  during 
their  captivity  ;  the  fick  and  woupded  ftall  continue  to  be  takeiv 
care  of  in  their  refpe&ive  hofpitals,  and  (ball  be  reftored  upon  their 
recovery. 

,  Vll.  To  give  a  proof  of  his  fricndlhip  for  the  French  Rc- 
mhlic,  and  of  his  fincere  defire  to  maintain  ^e  moftperfed  bar* 
imony  between  the  two  powers,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  theTvvo 
Sicilies  confents  to  fet  at  liberty  every  French  citizen  who  may 
liave  been  arrefted  and  detained  in  his  dates,  on  account  of  his  po- 
litical opinions  refpedling  the  French  revolution  ;  all  good^  zj^ 
property,  moveable  or  ipimoveable,  which  maybavc  been,  fe- 
>|oeftrated  on  the  fame  account^  (hall  be  reftored  to  tbetn* 

VIIL  From  the  fame  motives  which  didated  die  ptecodiog 
articles,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies  engages  to 
ca^ife  all  proper  fearch  to  be  made  for  difeovering,  by  legal  mean^, 
;aj>d  forgiving  up  to  the  rigour  of -the  laws,  ^e  perfons  who  ftqlCf 
'  in  1795,  the  papers  belonging  to  the  ^ate  IXl^lifter.of  the  F^renqh 
Republic. 

tX.  The  ambaffadors  or  miniftcrs  x>f   the  two  <ontra(fting 
pq:wers  fliall  enjoy,  in  their  refpeiftive. dates,  the  fame  preroga- 
tives ^nd  precedence  which  4hey  enjoyed  before  the  war,  except- 
/  ing  tbofe  which  were  altbw^ them asfapnily amba(&dQrs. 

"^-X.  Every  Frenqh  citizen,  -and  all  pesfons  .belonging  to  the 
boufehold  of  the  ambaflSwIor  or  minifter,  or  to  that  of  the  confuls 
and  other  authorifcd  and  acknowledged  ageixts  of  the  French  Re- 
public, Ihall  enjoy,  in  the  ftates  of  his  Majefty  the  Kin^  of  tbe 
'  I  \  '  Two 


TwoSiciIies»  the  fame  freedom  of  religious  worfhip  as  is  enjojre4 
by  the  individuals  of  ihofe  nationsi  not  Catholkt^  which  are  th« 
moft  favoured  in  that  refped. 

XL  There  (hall  be  negotiated  and  concluded,  itrhhout  dehy, 
a  treaty  of  commerce  between  the  two  powers,  founded  on  the  ba- 
fis  of  mutual  utility^  and  fuch  as  (ball  infure  to  the  French  na« 
tion  advantages  equnl  to  all  thofe  which  are  enjoyed  in  the  king- 
dom of  the  Two  Sicilies  by  the  mott  favoured  nations.  Until 
the  completion  of  this  treaty,  the  commercial  and  confular  rela* 
tions  (bali  be  reciprocally  xt*ellabli(hed  on  the  fame  footing  as  be* 
fore  the  war. 

XII.  In  conformity  with  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty  con- 
cluded at  the  Hasue  on  the  27th  Floreal,  in  the  third  year  of  the 
•Hepubiie  (i6thof  May,  1795,  old  (tyle),  the  fame  peace,  frifend« 
fhip,  and  good  underftanding,  that  are  itipulated  in  the  prefent 
treaty  between  the  French  Kepublic  and  his  Majcfty  the  King  of 
the  Two  Sicilies  (hall  fub(ift  between  his  Majefty  and  the  Bata« 
vian  Republic. 

XIII.  The  prefent  treaty  ihall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratification! 
exchanged,  within  forty  days  from  the  date  hereof. 

Pone  at  Paris  19th  Vendemiaire,  in  the  5th  year  of  the  French 
Republic,  one  and  iirdivtfible,  correfponding  with  the  loth 
O^ober,  1796,  (old  ityle).

definitive  peace^  on  th^  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned,  which 
M.  Frederick,  plenipotentiary  ^  the  Quke  of  Modena,  promifes 
to  fulfil. 

I.  The  Duke  of  Modena  Ih^I  pay  to  the  French  Republic  the 
fum  of  feven  ipiUions  five  hundred  thou(and  livres,  French  money^ 
of  which  three  millions  (hall  be  immediately  fent  to  the  army  cheii ; 
iwD  millions  more  (hall  be  paid  in  fifteen  d^ys  into  the  h^nds  of

fame  banker,  within  a  month. 

IL  The  Duke  oif  Modena  (hall  befides  furnifh  to  the  valqc  of

fTpHE-.Eicccurive  jy^xtOUay  of  t^e  French  Republic. and  his 
-^  Catholic  Majefty  the  King  ^fi  Spain,  aninoated  by  the  wifh 
to  (IrengtheA  the  bonds  of  ainity  and,  good  underili»nding  happily 
re-qftablifhed  between  Fr^n^e .  a;nd  Spain  by  thp  treaty  of  peace 
concluded  at  Bafle  on  thje  4th.  Thermidor,  and  the. third  year  of 
the  Republic,  (July  aa,  1795)  have  rtfolved  to  form  an  offenfive 
and  defenfive  treaty  of  alUao<:e  for  v^hatever  concerns  the  advan- 
tages and  common  defence  of  the  two  nations ;  and  they  have 
chargftd  whh  this  impoTtanrnegotiatten,  ^nd  have  given  their  fuH 
powers  to  the  under-mentioned  perfons;  namely,. the  Executive 
Direftory  of  the  French  ReptJbiic  to  Citizen  Doihihique  Cathe- 
rine Perigmon,  general  of  divifron  of  thfe-Repubiic^  and  its  ambaf- 
fador  to  his  Catholic  Majefty  the  King  of  Spaih-;'"ahd  his  Catho- 
lic Majefty  the  King  of  Spain,  to.  his  Excellency  Don  Manuel  de 
Godoi,  Prince  of  Peace,  Duke  of  Alcudia,  i&cl  jSci  &c.  wilo,^ 
carter  the  refpetSlive  communication  and  cxchah|;c  bf  their  full 
jpowers,  have  agreed  on  the  following  articfes: 

I.  There  (hall  exift  for  ever  an  ofletifivc  and  defenfive  alliancfe 
between  the  Frcnth  Repullicand  his  CathoUc  Majteftjrthe  king 
of  Spain,. 

IL  The  two  contrafting  pbwers  Ihall  be  tiiutual  guarantees, 
yithout^ny  referve  or  exception,  in  the  moft  atrthelitic  and  ab-

Iti.  Withih  the  fpace  of  three  months^  reckoning  from  the  mo« 
blent  o£the  requtfitipn,  the  power  called  on  fhall  hold  in  readinefs^ 
land  place  in  the  difpofal  of  the  power  calling,  15  {hips  of  the 
line,  three  of  which  (hall  be  three-deckers,  or  of  80  guns,  twelve 
of  from  70  to  jz,  fix  frigates  of  a  proportionate  force,  and  four 
Qoops  or  light  veflcks  all  ei)iiippe<{[«  armed,  and  vi^ualled  for  fix 
raonth$,  and  ftored  for  a  year.  Thefe  tuval  forces  ih^ll  be  af- 
fembled  by  the  power  called -oo  in  the  particular  port  poiotcd  out 
by  the  power  calling. 

IV.  In  cafe  the  requiriog  power  may  have  judged  it. proper  for 
the.commeocemeot  of  hofti^uiea  to  confine  to  the  one-half  the 
fuccour  which  was  to  have  b^n,given  in  execution  of  the  preceding 
article,  it  may,  at  any  epi2f^h>pf  the  campaign,  call  for  the  other 
half  of  the  aforefaid  fuccour,  which  Ihall  be  furnished  in  the  mode 
and  ivithin  the  fpace  fixed»  This  fpace  of  time  to  be  reckoned 
£rom  the  new  retquifition. 

V.  The  power  called  on  (hall  in  the  fame  way  place  atthedifpofal 
of  the  requiring  pOwer,  within  the  fpqce  of  three  months,  reck- 
oning from  the  moment  of  tlie  requiittion,  eighteen  thoufand  in- 
fantry, and  fix  thoufand  cavalry  (with  a  proportionate  train  of  ar- 
tillery to  be  readily  employed  in  Europe,  and  for  the  defence  of 
the  colooies  which  the  contra^ing  powers  poflcis  in  theXjuIf  of 
Mexico. 

VI.  The  requiring  power  (hall  be  allowed  to  fend  oncor  fe- 
veral  commifTioners  for  the  purpofe  of  afluring  itfelf  whether,  con- 
formably to  the  preceding  articles,  the  power  called  on  has  put 
itfelf  in  a  ftate  to  commence  hoftilities  on  the  day  fixed  with  the 
land  and  fea  forces. 

VII..  Thefe  fuccours  (haTl  be  entirely  placed  at  the  difpofal  of 
the  requiring  power,  which  may  leave  them  in  the  ports  and  on 
the  territory  of  the  power  called  on,  or  employ  them  in  expeditions 
it  may  think  fit  to  undertake,  without  being  obliged  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  the  nK>tives  by  which  it  may  have  been  determined. 

VIII.  The  demand  of  the  fuccours  ftipulated  in  the  preceding 
articles,  made  by  one  of  the  powers,  (hail  futlice  to  prove  the 
need  it  has  of  them,  and  (hall  bind  the  other  power  to  difpofe  of 
them,  without  its  being  neceflary  to  enter  into  any  difcullion  rela- 
tive to  the  quedion  whether  the  war  it  propofcs  be  ofFenlive  orde- 
fenfive;  or  without  any  explanation  being  required,  which  may 
tend  to  elude  the  inoft  fpeedy  and  exa£t  accomplilliment  of  what 
is  ftipulated. 

IX.  The  troops  and  fhips  demanded  (hall  continue  at  the  dif- 
pofal of  the  requiring  power  during  the  whole  duration  of  the  waf^ 
without  its  incurring  in  any  caTe  any  expence.  The  power  called 
on  (hall  maintain  them  in  all  places  where  its  ally  ihall  caufe  thenr 
to  aft,  as  if  it  employed  them  directly  for  itfelf.

'  X.  The  power  called  on  ihall  tminediateiy  rcplaccf  the  (hips  it 
furni(hes,  which  may  be  loft  by  accidents  of  wat  o^  tf  the  fea* 
]~t  Ihall  alfo  repair  the  loiTes  the  troops  it  fupplies  (nay  fttifer. 

XI.  If  the  aforcfaid  fuccours  are  foihid  to  be,  at  (hould  become 
infutficient,  the  two  contra£ling  powers  (hatt  put  on  foot  th6 
greateft  forces  they  poiiibly  can^  as  well  by  feai  sts  by  land^  againft 
Sie  enemy  of  the  power  attacked,  Which  fliall  emplty  the  aforc- 
faid fbrces,  either  by  combining  theta^  or  by  caufing  them  to  a£t 
feparately^  and  this  conformably  to  a  plan  concerted  between 
them.  ^  - 

XII.  The  fuccours  ftipulated  by  the  preceding  articles  (hall  be 
furni(hed  in  all  the  wars  the  contra £ting  powers  may  have  tomaiiv-* 
tain,  even  in  thofe  in  which  the  party  called  on  may  not  be  di* 
feftly  interefted,  and  maya£l  merely  as  a  fimpic  auxiliary. 

Xill.  In  the  cafe  in  whlc*h  the  motives  of  hoftilities  being 
prejudicial  to  both  parties,  they  may  declare  war  with  one  com* 
iQfion  afTent  againft  one  or  fevcral  powers,  the  limitations  efta- 
bliihed  in  the  preceding  articles  (hall  ceafe  to  take  place,  and  the 
two  contracting  powers  (hall  be  bound  to  bring  into  adtion  againil 
the  coriimon  enemy  the  whole  of  their  land  and  fea  forces,  and 
to  concert  their  plans  fo  as  todireA  them  towards  the  mo(t  conve- 
nient points,  either  feparately  or  by  Uniting  them.  They  equally 
bind  themfelves,  in  the  cafes  pointed  out  in  the  prefent  article, 
not  to  treat  for  peace^  unlefs  with  one  common  confent,  and  in 
fuch  a  Way  as  that  each  (hall  obtain  the  fatisfadion  which  is 
its  due. 

XIV.  In  the  cafe  In  which  otie  of  the  powers  (hall  a6t  merely 
lis  an  auxiliary,  the  power  which  alone  (hall  find  iifcif  attacked 
may  treat  of  peace  feparately^  but  fo  as  that  no  prejudice  may  re* 
fult  from  thence  to  the  auxiliary  power,  and  that  it  may  even  turn 
as  mtich  as  poflible  to  its  direft  advantage.  For  this  purpofc  ad- 
vice ihall  be  given  to  the  auxiliary  power  of  the  mode  and  time 
agreed  on  for  the  opening  and  feqiiel  of  the  negoclations. 

XV.  Without  any  delay  there  (ball  be  concluded  a  treaty  of 
commerce  on  the  molt  equitable  bafis,  and  reciprocally  advanta- 
geous to  the  two  nations,  which  (hall  fecure  to  each  of  them,  with 
its  ally,  a  marked  preference  for  the  productions  of  its  foil  or  ma* 
Yiufadturcs,  or  at  leafl  advantages  equal  to  thofe  which  the  moft 
favoured  nations  enjoy  in  their  refpeiStive  ftates.  The  two  powers 
ienii^ge  to  rriake  inltantly  a  common  caufe  to  reprefs  and  annihi- 
late the  maxims  adopted  by  any  country  whatever,  which  may  be 
ftibverfive  of  their  prefent  principles,  and  which  may  bring  into 

danger  tbc  fkfcty  oi  the  neutral  flag,  and  the  refjped  which  is  due 


\p\ty  US  well  as  to  faife  and  re-cAablilh  the  colonial  fyftem  <l£ 
Spain  on  the  footing  on  which  it  has  fubiiiledj  or  ought  to  iUbfi^t^ 
conformably  to  treaties. 

XVI.  The  chara^^er  and  jurifdidion  of  the  confuls  fltall  be  at 
the  fame  time  recognized  and  regulated  by  a  particular  conven* 
tion.  Tho&  anterior  to  the  prcfent  treaty  Ifaaii  be  prorifiouallr 
executed. 

XVII.  To  avoid  every  difpute  between  the  two  powers,  thcf 
fliall  be  bound  to  employ  themfelves  immediately,  and  without  de« 
laVf  in  the  explanation  and  developement  of  the  Vllth  anide  of 
the  treaty  of  Bafle,  concerning  the  frontiers,  conformable  to  tlie 
anftrudions,  plans,  and  memoirs,^  which  (hall  be  communicatc<f 
through  the  medium  of  the  plenipotentiaries  who  negotiate  the 
prefent  treaty. 

XVIII.  England,  being  the  only  power  again  ft  which  Spaia 
has  dtred  grievances,  the  prcfent  alliance  (hall  not  be  Executed 
unlefs  againft  her  during  the  prefent  war  ;  and  Spain  (hail  remaia 
neuter  with  refped  to  the  other  powers  armed  againft  the  Re« 
public. 

XIX.  The  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  exchanged 
"Within  a  month  from  the  diite  of  its  being  figned. 

Done  at  lldephonfo,  2  Fru(9idor,  (Aug.  19)  the  4th  year  of 
the  f  rench  Republic,  one  and  indivilible.

Prince  o^Peace. 

The  Executive  Directory  rcfolves  on  and  figns  the  prefent  of- 
fcn(ive  and  defenfive  treaty  of  alliance  with  his  Catholic  Majcfly 
the  King  of  Spain,  negotiated  in  the  name  of  the  French  Repuh'w 
lie  by  Citiz^en  Dominique  Catherine  Perignon,  general  of  divi- 
fion,  founded  on  powers  to  that  effeft  by  a  refolution  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Dire£lory,  dated  20  Melfidor,  (Sept.  6]  and  charged  with 
Its  inftrudions.

L  T^ISHING  to  give  a  proof  of  that  refpeft  which  the 
^  French  government  entertains  for  his  M^efty  the  King 
of  Spain,  the  commander  in  chief  and  thexivil  commiflioners  of 
the  army  of  Italy  grant  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  to  his  HolinelV, 
counting  from  this  day  till  five  (days  after  the  clofe  of  the  negoci- 
4tion  which  fhall  be  opened  at  Paris  for  the  couclulion  of  a 
definitive  peace  between  the  two  flates. 

II.  The  Pope  Ihall  fend  with  all  poflible  expedition  to  Paris 
%  plenipotentiary,  in  order  to  obtain  from  the  Executive  Diredlory 
*  definitive  peace,  by  offering  the  neccfTary  reparations  for  the 
outrages  and  infults  which  the  French  endured  in  his  dates,  ahd 
particularly  for  the  murder  of  Baireville,  and  the  rec9mpcnfe  due 
to  his  family. 

III.  The  individuals  detained  in  the  territories  of  the  Pope 
for  their  political  opinions  ihall  be  immediately  fet  at  liberty 
and  re-enter  into  the  polfelfion  of  their  eftefts. 

IV.  The  ports  belonging  to  the  Pope's  dates  fliall  be  fhut  to 
all  veffels  belonging  to  the  powers  at  war  with  the  French  Re- 

.  public,  and  open  to  the  French  (hips. 

y.  The  French  army  (hall  remain  in  polTeflion  of  the  legations 
of  Bologna  and  Ferrara,  and  (hall  occupy  that  of  Ancona. 

VI.  The  citadel  of  Aricona  ihall  in  fix  day  be  put  into  th€ 
polTeilion  of  the  French  troops,  with  its  artillery,  (lores,  and 
provifions. 

VII.  The  city  of  Ancona  fliall  continue  under  the  civil 
government  of  the  Pope. 

Villi  The  Pope  (hall,  yield  to  the  French  Republic  a  hundred 
pidlures,  biifts,  vafes,  and  liatues,  at  the  choice  of  commilTioners 
to  be  feat  to  Rome,  amongll:  which  are  fpecifically  comprifed  the 
bufts  in  bronze  of  Junius  Brut  Us,  and  that  in  marble  of 
Marcus  Brutus,  both  placed  in  the  capitol.  The  Pope  (hall 
alCo  dtliver  up  five  hundred  manufcripts,  at  the  choice  of  the  faid 
commiflioners. 

IX.  The  Pope  (hall  pay  to  the  French  Republic  twenty-one 
millions  of  French  money  ;  of  which  fifteen  millions  five  hundred 
ihoufand  livres  (hall  be  in  fpecie  or  ingots,  the  remaining  five 
millions  five  hundred  thoufand  livres  in  goods,  merchandize^ 
fcorfes,  &c. 

X.  The  fifteen  millions  five  hundred  thoufand  to  be  paid  in 
three  inftalments;  five  millions  in  fifteen  days,  five  millions  in 
the  following  month,  and  the  remainder  wiihin  three  months. 

XI.  1  he  five  millions  five  hundred  thoufand  livres  in  goods 
(hall  be  faiihfuUy  delivered  according  to  the  demands  made  from

Italy,  and  the  Alps  being  efpecially  chargedt 
by  a  d^ree  of  the  Executive  Diredory,  dated  the  lil  day  of 
Frudidor,  to  negociate  with  the  Pope,  Pius  Scxtus,  on  the  con* 
ditions  on  which  the  French  Republic  confents  to  grant  peace  to 
his  Holinefs,  do  hereby  tranfmit  to  Monfignor  Galeppi^  the 
Pope's  plenipotentiary,  the  annexed  tompilation  of 

xft.  The  Treaty  of  Peace ^  containing  21  articles. 

2dly.  The  Secret  Conditions^  containing  8  articles.

The  Convention  refpe^ting  the  Jurifdi^ion  of  the  Cmfubp 
forming  3  articles. 

The  commiffionens  are  inft^ufted  by  the  Executive  Dircftory 
to  decUre  to  Monfignor  Galeppi,  that  the  terms  of  thcfe  condi- 
cions  muft  either  be  acceded  to  oir  rcfufed  abfolucely  by  the  Pope 
or  his  plenipotentiary. 

They  deiirc  that  Monfignor  Galeppi  will  i^foriA  them  if  he

His  HoIInefs  Pope  Pius  Sextus  having  fhewn  a  dcfire  to  re- 
ftHablift)  mutual  union^  friendihip^  aiKl  harmony  with  the  Frendi 
Republic^  the  Executive  Diredory  have  named  citizens  Garrau 
mdSalicetiy  thetr  conDmifCoRers  with  the  army  of  Italy,  to  treat 
-with  Monfignor  Lorenzo  Galeppi,  the  Pope's  plenipotentiary,  on 
the  claufes  and  conditions  of  peace,  and  have  determined  on  th% 
following  articles : 

|»  There  Ihall  be  a  peace  for  the  future  between  the  Republic 
^d  the  Pope* 

II.  The  Pope  (hall  withdraw  himfelf  from  the  coalition,  and 
from  every  offenftve  and  defenfive  alliance  againd  France*  He 
obliges  himfelf  not  to  provide  for  any  of  the  enemies  of  France* 

IIK  The  Pope  (ball  never  grant  a  pafiage  through  his  territorjr 
to  the  enemies  of  France,  either  in  this  or  in  any  future  war. 
^Hc  fhall  always  allow  it  to  French  troops,  who  will  conform  tQ 
what  is  due  to  neutral  or  friendly  countries* 

IV.  His  Holinefs  acknowledges,  in  the  nooft  pointed  termsi^ 
that  the  con^mon  enemy  have  abufed  his  confidence,  and  impofed 
•on  his  religion  as  a  plea  for  iflurng,  publifhing,  and  difleminattng, 
in  his  name»  different  edi£ts,  of  which  the  principle  and  the  tfk& 
are  equally  contrary  to  his  true  intentions,  and  to  the  refpedi\3e 
laws  of  nations.  His  Holinefs,  therefore,  difapproves^  revokes, 
and  annuls  all  fuch  bulls,  .briefs,  apoftolical  mandates,  circular

All  churchesi  houfes,  convents>  colleges,  feminariesi 
funds  of  the  revenue,  credits^  eifcds,  chattels,  monuments  of 
fcience  and  arts,  and  generally  all  objeds,  rights,  and  z&$  of 
every  defcription  which  did  belotig  to  France,  and  now  belong  to 
corporations  and  countries  already  united,  and  to  be  united  to  It^ 
fhail  be  reftored  to  the  French  Republic,  to  be  fold  and  alienated 
it  will,  or  fltould  the  Republic  keep  them,  they  Ihall  be  governed 
and  difpoCed  of  according  to  its  laws,  through  the  means  of  its 
agents.

Whenever  any  differences  Ihall  arife  between  the 
French  and  the  Pope's  fubjeds,  which  cannot  be  terminated 
without  having  recourfe  to  tribunals,  the  plaintiff  (ball  be  obliged 
to  bring  his  aSion  before  the  judges  of  the  nation  to  which  the 
defendant  belongs— fliould  the  cafe  be  only  perfoiial.  Criminal 
cafes  ihall  be  brought  before  territorial  Judges. 

XIV.  Every  Frenchman  accufed  of  a  crime  may  be  arrefted> 
but  the  ambaiTador  or  agent  of  the  Republic  ihall  be  immediateljf 
kiformed  of  it,  and  after  having  examined  Into  the  fadt,  he  will 
give  notice  of  it  to  the  Executive  Pireflory,  who  (hall  decide 
whether  he  is  to  be  tried  on  the  fpot  or  tranfmitted  to  France^ 
jtbere  to  be  tried  according  to  the  nature  of  his  crime. 

XV.  All  French  and  other  individuals  who  fliall  be  employed

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r.  XVI.  Hi  HoUnefs  being  willing  to  put  an  end  to  ♦certain-, 
abufes,  againft  which  reafon  and  humanity  have  long  exclaimed^ 
accedes  to  the  delire  of  the  Republic,  and  entets  into  an  obligation 
to  prohibit  through  the  whole  of  his  dominions,  under  the  fevereit

The  Pope  renounces  and  cedes  to  the  French  Republic 
the  duchies  of  Caftro.and  Ronciglione,  Benevento,  and  Ponte- 
cano.  The  French  Republic  fhall  pontinue  to  enjoy  the  Legations 
of  Ferrara  and  Bologna  and  their  dependencies,  and  referves  to 
Iffelf,  at  a  general  peace,  the  difpofal  of  all  the  lands  and  places 
that  have  Jbeen  difmembered  by  the  Pope  and  his  predecelTors. 
The  Pope  now  makes  the  mofl  folemn  ceffion  to  that  effedl  to  the 
French  Kepi^blic. 

III.  The  Pope  obliges  himfelf  not  to  take  or  give  to  others 
the  titles  attached  to  the  ceded  territories,  and  thofe  to  be  ceded 
to  the  French  Republic. 

IV.  The  fliips,  velTels,  and  prIvAteei:s  of  the  enemies  of  thcr 
Republic,,  (hall  not  be  allowed  to  enter  or  remain  in  the  ports  of 
the  Pope.  On  the  contrary,  it  fliall  be  allowed  to  every  fhip 
helongiDg  to  the  Republic  i  and,  in  cafe  they  fhould  be  moleftedl 
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by  the  fliips  of  the  enemy,  the  Pope  obliges  himfclf  to  rcpaJr  the 
damages  occafioned  by  the  neglefl  of  taking  proper  meafures  for 
preventing  it.

VII,  Until  a  new  treatyof  commerce  is  concluded  between 
the  Republic  and  the  Pope,  the  commerce  of  the  Republic  fliall 
be  eilablifhcdand  maintained  in  the  ftates  of  the  Pope  on  the 
footing  of  the  mod  favoured  nations. 

VIII.  The  prefent  articles  (hall  be  as  obligatory  for  the  Pope 
fiiis  Sextus  as  for  his  fucceflbrs. 

Independent  -of  ihefe  articles,  they  have  agreeil  on  what

In  the  towns  where  the  French  Republic  fliall  judge  it 
neceifary  to  eftablifli  a  conful,  his  Holinefs  will  nominate  a 
magiflrate  under  the  name  of  judge  protedlor.  Whenever  any 
^flferences  (hall  arife  between  the  French  merchants  and  thofe  of 
"his  Holinefs,  and  that  the  French  merchant  is  the  plaintiff,  the 
caufe  fliall  be  tried  by  the  judge  protcdor,  who  fliall  pronounce 
liis  judgment  at  his  own  houfe,  with  the  intervention  of  the 
conful  and  two  merchants  chofen  by  the  parties.  If  the  merchant 
is  a  fubjeS-  of  his  Holinefs,  and  the  plaintiff,  the  judgment  fhatt 
■be  made  by  the  conful,  who  fliall  pronounce  it  at  his  own  houfe, 
with  the  intervention  of  the  judge  proteftor  and  two  merchants^ 
as  above.  The  procefs  fliall  be  inftituted  according  to  the  lavirs

IV.  The  jurifdidion  relative  to  civil  concernsi  a|id  the  ri^hf 
^f  inquiring  into  criminal  matters  refpeding  the  Frencht  are 
vnder  the  fole  direction  of  the  French  po&fulSf  or  vice-confuls, 
according  tp  thp  laws  of  conceffion  of  the  Republic,  They 
alone  fliall  be  judges  and  arbitrators  of  all  the  dUTentsofts  thftt  may 
arife  a^nong  tfie  fiavy  of  their  nationi  either  with  regard  to  their 
falaries,  provifions  of  the  failorsi  or  the  fervice  and  difcipline  of 
their  (hips.

^ecution  of  the  demand  of  the  captains,  without  interfering  in 
any  manner  whatever  with  the  compilation  of  the  ^uSL 

IL  The  faid  confuls  and  vice-confuls  ihall  have  the  rigjht  to 
reclaim  the  deierted  feamen  and  vagabonds  of  their  nation,  to 
lirreft  thpm,  und  employ  them  until  they  ^slx^  be  reftorcd  to  their 
flaffy  or  fent  back  to  th^ir  country.  T^b^  mi^iftrates  fliall  never 
reKiie  to  feize  aud  give  the  prifoners  over  to  the  confuls,  whei^<i> 
ever  it  ihall  6e  required,  unlefs  the  faid  prifoners  are  guilty  of  any 
f:rime  that  can  be  punfihed  by  the  laws  of  the  country.

HIS  Majedy  the  King  of  Pruflia  and  the  French  Republic 
hftviog  deemed  it  proper  to  modiffy  in  a  manner  agreeable  to 
exiftk^  circnmAaooefi  the  fiipolatibns  relative  to  the  neutrality  of 
the  northern  part  pf  Germany  agreed  upon  by  the  treaty  of  Bafle^ 
the  5th  of  April,  1795,  and  by  the  convention  of  the  17th  of  May  i 
they  named,  to  concert  on  that  fubjcdl,  viz,  his  Pruflian  Majefty, 
Sieur  Chretien  Henri  Count  de  H^ugwiliz,  his  minifter  of  ftate 
for  the  war  department ;  and  the  French  Repubh'c,  citizen 
Antoine  Bernard  Caitlard,  its  minifter  plenipotentiary  at  Berlin, 
who,  having  mutually  exchanged  their  powers,  have  agreed  on  the 
following  articles ; 

The  French  Republic  will  abflaln  from  extending  the  opera* 
tions  of  the  war,  and  from  fending  troops,  either  by  land  or  fea^ 
into  the  ftates  included  in  the  following  line  6f  demarcation  : 

This  line  to  begin  from  the  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Holftein, 
fituate  on  the  north  fea,  extending  down  the  coad  of  that  fea,  on 
the  (ide  of  Germany,  and  including  the  territory  in  which  the 
Elbe  difembogues  itfelf,  together  with  the  Wefer  ^nd  the  Eras, 
^s  well  as  the  iflands  fltuatod  in  thofe  difirids,  as  far  as  Forcum, 
from  thence  to  the  frontiers  of  Holland,  as  far  as  Anholt,  pafling 
Herenbecgy  and  including  the  Pruflian  poflcilions  near  Sevenaer, 
as  far  as  Bair  on  the  Yfel ;  it  will  then  continue  down  that  river 
to  the  place  where  it  mixes  its  waters  with  the  Rhine ;  the  line 
will  then  go  up  the  latter  river  as  far  as  Wefel,  and  farther  on, 
to  the  place  wnere  the  Roer  throws  itfelf  into  the  Rhine ;  it  will 
then  extend  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Roer  to  its  fource  ;  after 
ivhich,  leaving  the  city  of  Nedebach  to  the  left,  it  will  take  its 
direfiion  towards  the  Eder,  the  courfe  of  which  it  will  follow 
until  that  river  meets  the  Fuld,  and  then  it  will  go  up  that  river 
as  far  as  its  fource. 

The  French  Republic  will  confider  as  neutral  ftates  all  thofe  ia 
the  line,  on  condition  that  they  obfervc  on  their  fide,  a  ft^i<Sl  neu- 
trality ;  the  firft  point  of  which  will  be  to  furnifli,  for  the  future, 
for  the  continuation  of  the  war,  no  pecuniary  contributions  or  any 
Icind  whatever ;  to  order  back  immediately,  if  they  have  not 
already  done  fo,  their  refpedivc  contingent  troops,  and  that  in 
the  fpace  of  two  months,  from  the  figning  of  the  prefent  treaty  ; 
^fid  not  to  contraft  any  new  engagement,  which  may  authorize 
ihem  to  furniOi  troops  to  the  powers  at  war  with  France.  The 
ftates  which  do  not  a£l  agreeably  to  thefe  conditions  ihall  be  ex- 
cluded from  the^nefit  of  the  neutrality. 

As  for  that  part  of  the  coimty  of  La  Marck,  which,  being  on 
fhe  left  bank  of  the  Roer,  is  not  included  in  the  above  line,  it  will 
lieverthelefs  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  treaty  in  the  fuWe^  eY^civX.** 
but  his  PniJSjui  MxjeOy  confcnts  io  allow  the  troops  oi  t\vc\>e\\\-

THE  French  Republic  and  his  royal. highnefs  the  infant  Dukit 
of  Parma,  Placentia,  apd  Guaftalla,  defiring  to  re-eftabli(h 
i^hp  ties  of  amity  which  formerly  fubfifted  between  the  twoftates, 
and  to  put  an  end,  as  much  as  in  their  power,  to  the  calamities  of 
"war,  have  accepted,  with  eager nefs,  the  mediation  of  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  and  have  named  for  their  plenipotentiaries,  that  is  to 
fay,  the  Executive  Diredlory,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic, 
the  citizen  Charles  Delacroix,  minifter  of  foreign  affairs,  and  his 
joyal  highnefs  the  Infant  Duke  of  Parma,  Meflieurs  the  Count 
Pierre  Pbliti  and  Don  Louis  Boll  ;  who,  after  having  exchanged 
their  refpedlive  powers,  have  determined  upon  and  concluded 
definitively  the  following  articles,  under  the  mediation  of  his 
Catholic  Majefty,  exercifed  by  the  Marquis  del  Campo,  his  am- 
bajQTador  to  the  French.  Republic,  who  has  alfo  prefented  his  fuH 
powers : 

Article  I.  There  (hall  be  peace  and  amity  between  the  Frenck . 
Republic  and  his  royal  highnefs  the  Infant  Duke  of  Parma  ;  the 
two  powers  (hall  carefully  abftain  from  every  thing  that  may  alter 
the  good  harmony  and  union  eft^bliihcd  between  them  by  the 
prefent  treaty. 

II.  Every  aft,  engagement,  or  anterior  convention,  on  thp 
part  of  one  or  other  of  the  two  contrafling  powers,  which  might 
be  contrary  to  the  prefent  treaty,  (hall  be  contidered  as  null  and 
void.  In.  confequence,  during  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war, 
neither  of  the  two  powers  fhall  furni(h  to  the  enemies  of  the  other 
any'fuccours  in  troops,  arms,  warlike  ammunition,  provifions,  or 
jnoney,  under  whatever  title  and  denomination  it  may  be. 

III.  The  Infant  Duke  of  Parma  engages  not  to  permit  tlic 
emigrants,  or  banifhed  perfons  of  the  French  Republic,  to  (top  or 
fojourn  in  his  ftate. 

IV.  The  French  Republic  and  his  royal  highnefs  the  Infant 
Dvlkt  of  Parana  engage  to  remove  the  fequeftration  from  all  the 
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eSFeds^.  revenues)  or.  goods,  which  may  have  been*  feized^  con^ 
£fcated>  detained,  or  fold,  from  the  citizens  or  fubjedls  of  tha 
other  power^  relative  to  the  prefent  war,  and  to  admit  them  to  thft 
legal  exercife  o£  the  a£^ions  or  rights,  belonging  to  them* 

V*  The  contributions  ilipuiated  in  the  convention  of  armiftice,. 
figned  at  Placentia  en  the  20th  of  lad  Floreal,  between  General 
Buonaparte  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  and  the  Mar- 
uifes  Pelleviene  and  Phillippo  delle  Rofa  in  the  name  of  the  Infant 

uke  of  Parma,  (hall  be  fully  difcharged.  There  (hall  neither  be 
levied  nor  exacted  any  other ;  if  there  have  been  levied  any  con-» 
tnbutions  in  money,  or  required  any  fupplies  in  provifions,  be- 
yond what  is  fettled  by  the  faid  convention,  the  contributions  in 
money  fhall  be  reimburfed,  and  the  provifions  paid  for  at  the  cur- 
rent price  at  the  time  of  delivery.  There  (hall  be  named  on  eadi 
part,  if  ncceflary,  commiflaries  to  execute  the  prefent  article. 

VI.  From  the  (ignature  of  the  prefent  treaty  the  ftates  of  his 
royal  highncfs  the  Infant  Duke  of  Parma  (hall  be  treated  as  thofe 
of  friendly  and  neutral  powers ;  if  there  fhall  be  fupplied  any 
necelTaries  to  the  troops  of  the  Republic,  by  his  royal  highnefs  or 
bis  fubjeSs,  they  (hall  be  paid  for  at  a  price  agreed  upon. 

VII.  The  troops  of  the  Republic  (hall  enjoy  a  free  pa(rage 
through  the  ftates  of  the  Infant  Duke  of  Parma. 

V^III.  One  of  the  contrading  powers  (hall  not  grant  a  free 
padage  to  the  troops  of  the  enemy  of  the  other. 

IX.  The  French  Republic  and  his  royal  highnefs  the  Infant 
Duke  of  Parma  defiring  to  eCtabliih  and  augment  by  (lipulations, 
reciprocally  advantageous,  the  commercial  relations  that  exifted 
between  their  citizens  and  refpe£tive  fubje£ts,  determined  as 
follows : 

X.  Silks,  grain,  rice,  olive  oil,  cattle,  cheefe,  wines,  and  other 
articles,  the  produce  of  the  eftates  of  his  royal  highnefs,  (hall  be 
exported  to  the  territories  of  the-Republic  without  any  reftriftions 
beyond  thofe  which  the  exigencies  of  the  country  may  render  ne- 
ceflary.  The  faid  reftridions  (hall  never  attach  folely  and  efpeci-^ 
ally  upon  the  French  citizen.  There  (hall  even  be  granted  every 
degree  of  preference  for  the  purchafe  of  the  objedls  (mentioned  or 
alluded  to  in  the  prefent  article)  of  which  circumftances  may 
fufpend  or  reftrain  the  exportation, 

XI.-  All  articles  being  the  produce  of  the  Republic,  its  colonics 
or  filheries,  (hall  be  imported,  free  of  duty,  into  the  ftates  of  his 
royal  highnefs,'  and  exported  from  France,  fubjeft  only  to  fuch 
leftfiftions  as  local  circumftances  may  render  neceflary. 

XII.  All  articles  of  French  manufafture  (hall  likewife  be  im- 
ported to  the  ftates  of  his  rdyal  highnefs,  i\nlefs  he  may  deem  it 
expedient,  for  the  profperity,  of  hii  own  manufadures,  to  impofe 
certain  reftrlSions  or  prohibitions;  but  the fe  reft rvf\votvsftv?\V\xv 
XiQ  cafe  operate  ag^nli  French  manufadures  exc\ur\vt\^ ,  Xq  yiVidsx 
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hit  royal  highn^ft  even  tm^rtakef  to  girt  all  the  ft^bittici  hH 
tTtn  confidently  with  the  profperrty  6f  the  maimfaftures  of  his 
•wn  dates. 

The  3bovt  articles  ftafl  be  etecuted  with  the  moft  (crtipuloqs 
feciprocrty  for  the  tntrodliAient  of  tjie  manufadures  of  his  royal 
hfghnefs's  ftate^  into  Prance. 

XI IL  The  mutoal  dirties  oh  tt^ort$  and  imports  Aall  be 
regulated  by  a  feparate  convention :  itk  cafe  that  fach  convention 
Aould  not  be  ratified  by  theRepuWfc,  tt  h  t^prefsly  agreed  that  the 
Ikid  duties  (hall  be  reciprocally  afcertained  Mtti  colleded  in  the 
mode  obferved  with  the  countries  the  stoft  favoured  by  the 
Republic. 

XIV.  The  produce  of  the  lands  of  the  Republic,  her  colonies 
tftd  'fifheries,  fhall  be  conveyed  freely  through  the  dates  of  his 
royal  highnefs,  or  lodged  in  warehoufes  on  their  way  to  the  other 
ftates  of  Italy,  without  the  payment  of  cuftoms,  and  liable  only 
to  a  certain  toll  on  their  pafTage,  for  the  fupport  of  the  highways; 
which  (hatl  be  regulated  with  all  poflible  difpatch^  and  foundedfon 
a  moderate  footing  between  the  contracting  parties,  at  fo  much 
er  quintal  per  league.  The  toll  fhali  be  payable  at  the  firft  ofEce 
or  entering  the  goods. 

The  above  article  (hall  alfo  be  in  force  in  all  part  of  the 
Republic  ^  and  all  goods  and  merchandife  the  produce  of  the  dates 
of  his  royal  highnefs  the  Infant  Duke  of  Parma  (hall  be  fubjedl  to 
Ae  fame  regulations  as  above.     And, 

As  the  right  of  toll  above  mentioned  has  been  retained  only 
with  a  view  to  contribute  to  the  fupport  of  the  bridges  and  high- 
ways, it  is  exprefsly  dipulated  that  the  goods  and  merchandife 
conveyed  by  the  rivers  and  navigable  canals  diall  be  reciprocally 
exempt  from  duties  of  every  defcription. 

The  contrading  parties  refpeftively  (hall  adopt  the  necellary 
fneafures  for  the  due  execution  of  the  prefent  and  preceding  articles.  * 

,  XV.  In  conformity  to  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
at  tile  Hague,  the  22d  Floreal,  3d  year,  the  peace  concluded  by 
the  prefent  treaty  is  declared  common  with  the  Batavian  Republic^ 

XVI.  The  prefent  treaty  (hall  be  ratified,  and  the  ra^fications 

ttchanged  in  one  month  at  mod  from  the  prefent  day,  exel^dvely*

THE  mod  horrible  attempt  has  been  made  in  the  Cape 
town,  upon  the  perfons  of  the  GoVernof  Gcfaeral;  and 
the  civil  magiflrate  of  St.  Domingo. 

If  this  defign  of  the  fadious  had  becti  followed  by  ftill  fuc- 
ccfs,  the  European  whites  would  have  been  deftroyfed  ehtirfcly  in 
this  part  of  the  Republic — Slavery  would,  have  fuccecded  to 
freedom ;  but  the  Supreme  Being  did  not  alloW  the  crime  to  be 
con  fu  mm  ated. 

The  brave  General  Laveaux,  artd  the  civil  magiftftite;  were 
befet  yefterday  morning,  30th  Ventofe.  A  hundred  of  the  pfcoplQ 
of  tolour  went  to  the  town-houfe,  wherfe  they  lived,  irmed  with 
poignards  and  piftols.  This  troop  of  aflaflins,  arrlong  whom  there 
was  not  one  white  citizen,  nor  one  black,  had  little  difficulty  in 
feizing  thefe  two  principal  perfons  of  the  colohy :  they  beat  them 
down,  and  mutilated  them  by  cudgels:  they  dragged  them  along 
by  horfes  to  the  gaols  of  the  vileft  criminals. 

I  writfe  to  the  inhabitants,  and  demand  the  liberty  of  theft 
ferfons ;  that  their  invaded  pbWcts  be  rcftdrcd^  and  themfelves 
rcinftated  in  their  fun£lions» 

If  thefe  my  juft  demands  have  ridt  the  (iJccefs  \  wi(h,  I  Ihall 
inarch  againft  the  Gape  with  a  confiderable  force.

— The  virtuous  chiefs  have  been.reftored  to  their  fetlovv 
citizens, and  reinftated  in  their  funftibns. 

The  leaders  of  the  confpiracy  have  difappcared  from  the  Cape, 
the  ftage  of  their  crimed.  Tortured  by  remorfe-,  they  fly  to  Ihun 
the  juft  rewards  of  their  guilt. — But  where  can  they  hide  them- 
felves  from  divine  and  human  juftice  ? 

The  Governor  General  is  occupied  in  drawing  out  the  proces 
ver&aj  of  this  great  event.  All  Europe  will  be  aftonilhed,  and 
France  will  know  how  to  feparate  the  good  ifrom  the  bad.  Health 
to  the  country.

THE  accounts  of  the  grest  events  that  have  juft  taken  place  ati 
St.  Domingo,  will  undoubtedly  have  reached  you  with 
,fpeed.  Wicked  and  corrupted  people  cannot  have  failed  to  re- 
prefetit  to  you  the  matter  under  the  colours  which  their  malice 
and  atrocity  never  ceafes  to  make  ufe  of.  They  will  even  havo 
infpired  you  with  diftruft,  in  order  to  arreft  your  commerciat, 
operations  with  us,  and  reduce  us  a  fecond  time  to  the  formcc 
ftate  of  want,  dut  of  which  we  had  already  emerged  by  your  aid.. 

But,  citizens  and  friends,  we  haften  to  pre-engage  a  fenfible  ancj^ 
generous  people  againft  the  effefts  of  envy  and  calumny ;  todq- 
ftroy  by  everlaftiug  tFUths,  the  fatal  imprellions  which  fo  many 
accumulated  horrors  might  provoke,  agauift  the  deareft  interefts 
you  have  in  St.  Domingo. 

Let  not  the  impure  breath  of  all  vices,  collc£led  under  the 
fliape  of  prudence,  alFeft  your  tranquillity ;  repel  far  from  you 
craft  and  falfehood  ;  let  your  confidence  in  the  Republicans  of  St. 
JDomingo  be  unbounded. 

France  will  pdSs'kyote  of  thanks  to  you,  and  the  cultivators  of 
the  colony  will  redouble  their  induftry,  in  order  to  difcharge  what 
they  owe  you. 

Horrible  oiitrages  have  indeed  been  cpmmitted  againft  the  re- 
jprcfentatives  of  the  French  nation.  The  firft  authorities  of  St. 
Domingo,  the  only  perfons  entrufted  with  the  powers  of  th^ 
i*rench  people  tp  govejrn  the  colony,  have  beon  tcra  fron  th^ 
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liclm  of  government,  dragged,  abured,  ill-trcatci,  and  thrown 
into  dungeons  like  real  criminals,  and  the  virtuous  men  who  weic 
attached  to  them,  in  confcquencc  of  their  fuiidions,  (harcd  the 
fiime  fate. 

A  horde  of  faflious  people  and  intriguers,  ungrateful  men, 
loaded  with  crimes,  lave  done  ail  tiioCe  horrid  adls,  althouL'h 
France  had  heaped  up  benefits  upon  them. 

A  horrible  profcription,  extending  to  all  the  white  people,  was 
already  pronounced  in  all  the  quarters  of  the  colony,  and  its  de- 
ftruftion  was  about  to  be  efFeSed,  when  on  a  fudden  the  true 
people,  the  real  friends  of  order  and  general  liberty,  the  faithful 
fubjedls  of  the  French  Republic,  rofe  up  in  a  mafs,  and  ftifled  iu 
its  birth  the  difaftrous  mon(ter,  anarchy  and  rebellion. 

The  true  Republicans,  the  African  cultivators,  were  (truck 
with  thehorror§  of  that  outrage,  and  haftencd  to  join  in  a  mafs, 
in  arms,  in  order  to  take  off  our  fetters,  without  leaving  to  the' 
ambitious  crirninals  more  than  they  wanted  to  efcape,  the  arm  of 
vengeance. 

The  whole  plain  of  the  north  in  St.  Domingo  was  already 
reviving  from  its  alhes,  and  a  great  part  of  the  habitations  rebuilt 
under  our  eyes,  began  to  regain  their  former  latitude.  The  fi'ee- 
men  who  cultivated  the  foil,  enjoyed  in  peace  the  fruits  of 
their  labour,  and  no  day  paflTcd  but  they  lifted  up  their  hands  to 
heaven,  and  returned  ihants  to  the  Almighty  for  the  facred  rights 
which  France  has  reftored'to  them.

All  in  a  mafs^  and  led  on  by  virtuous  and  intrepid  chiefs,  they 
fummoned  the  town  of  the  Cape,  to  reft.ore  to  them  the  reprefen- 
tatives  of  the  French  nation  and  their  fathers ;  elfc  that  town 
would  again  be  reduced  to  afhes,  and  thofe  concerned  in  arrefting 
us,  (houldbe  put  to  the  fword. 

The  intrepid  ToufTant  Louvcrture,  this  man,  without  his  equal, 
to  whom  St.  Domingo  and  its  conftituted  authorities  owe  their 
fafety,  has  juft  been  made  an  afliftant  in  government  operations, 
under  the  title  of  Lieutenant-Governor. 

We  are  three  reprcfentative  heads,  forming  three  ftrong 
columns,  whereon  you  may  with  fafety  efl:abli(h  the  continuance 
of  your  commerce.  Here  all  the  means  of  guarantee,  as  far  as 
lies  in  our  power  to  promife,  are  expreiTed,  and  you  ought  to  rely 
thereon. 

The  wifli  of  the  whole  Republican"  army  difperfed  in  different 
quarters,  the  confent  of  all  the  united  municipalities,  the  union  of 
all  the  brave  generals  and  commanders,  who,  with  their  troops, 
have  broke  our  chains  ;  in  (hort,  all  the  legal  authorities,  demand 
carneftly  the  return  cf  good  order,  fubmillion  to  the  laws,  refpeft 
to  the  chiefs,  and  protedion  to  the  commerce  of  neutral  rv^lvovvv. 
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All  tjiofc  l?rave  cultivators  have  recomrpenced  their  works ;  th$ 
tarth  c,Qntinue$  without  intprruptjon  to  grow  fertile  under  their 
hands.

77*  concomitants  of  a  revolution,  France  enjoys  at  laft  a  confti- 
tutipn  worthy  of  a  people  who  know  how  to  value  liberty. 

Already  under  a  truly  repuljlTcan  goyernment,  the  French  peo- 
-ple  begin  to  reft  from  their  long  and  arduous  toil,  and  to  enjoy  the 
happy  efFefts  of  the  liberty  which  they  have  attained. 

Firmly  rcfojyed  to  caufe  the  conftitution  to  be  executed,  the 
Executive  Dircdory  is  conftantly  employedin  fearching  out  means 
to  have  it  eftablifhed  in  all  parts  of  the  Republic. 

The  iixth  article  of  the  conftitution  ftates.  That  the  French 
colonies  are  infeparable  parts  of  the  Kepublic,'and  fubjedled  to  th^ 
iTamc  conftitutional  law. 

Jt  is  particularly  for  the  execution  of  that  article,  that  we  have 
Received  frpm  the  government  the  honourable  miffion  intrufted  to 
tis  j  and,  at  the  fame  time,  to  let  you  know  all  the  means  you 
ought  to  employ  to  pi^ferye  liberty  and  ei^uality,  which  are  the 
fundanicntal  Jaws  of  that  conftitution. 

Citizens,  rally  iii  the  voice  of  the  delegates  of  the  Republic, 
(jncc  it  is  in  jier  name,  and  for  her  deareft  interefts,  that  they  ^rc  . 
Iping  to  addrefs  you. 

•    The  antient  government  of  the  colonies  had  diftinguifhed  three 
dl^Ttnt  t\zSt% — the  whites,,  the  coloured  pe6p]e,  and  the  flaves. 


TTo  thofe  dHfercftt  dafles,  now  united  and  honoured  with  the  ninnt 
of  French  citizens,  we  are  going  to.fpeak  alternately.  We  (hall 
firft  addrefs  that  portion  of  the  people  of  the  colony,  whrh  has 
moft  fuffered  under  the  tyrannic  order  which  has  been  aboliihedy 
and  we  (hall  fay  to  thetn :  By  the  republican  conftitution,  whicb 
the  French  nation  has  juft  adopted,  you  have  recovered  your  pri- 
mitive lights ;  but  you  mud  know  the  proper  means  to  prefervc 
them  without  trouble,  and  to  tranfmit  them  without  interruption^ 
to  your  remoteft  poftcrity.  Thofe  (hips,  the  warriors  whom  they 
bring  to  you  ;  all  thofe  formidable  preparations  are  deft gned  again<( 
the  Engli(h,  who  are  the  moft  cruel  enemies  of  your  liberty ! 
They  dare  to  indulge  the  hope  of  framing  new  chains  for  you» 
See  thefe  blood-thirfty  tygers  bending  ftill  your  brethren  under 
their  homicidal  whips.  We  cannot  differ  any  longer  fo  difmal  an 
pbje<^  ;  join  the  forces  which  France  fends  to  you,  expel  frtm 
the  territory  of  the  French  Republic  thofe  tyrants  of  mankind, 
purfue  them  even  to  their  haunts,  and  deftroy  the  laft  of  them! 
What !  is  it  n^ot  incumbent  upon  you  to  revenge  your  brethren, 
whom  they  keep  fettered  in  the  furrounding  iflands  ?  Yes,  citi- 
zens, every  thing  ought  to  imprefs  you  with  an  implacable  hatred 
jfer  thofe  tyxants,  whofe  moft  lucrative  trade  is,  reducing  you  to 
jBavery,  mifery,  and  death.  What  can  withhold  your  vengeance  ? 
Ku(h  on  this  impious  race ;  make  it  difappear  from  that  facred 
fpot,  which,  too  long  has  been  the  theatre  of  its  crimes  and  de« 
predations. 

Labour  and  inftruflion,  citizens,  areneceffary  to  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  people,  and  the  conftitution  impofes  them  as  a  duty 
upon  all  citizens.  The  15th  article  of  the  fecond  title  contains 
thefe  words :  Young  men  cannot  be  infcribed  in  the  civic  regifter, 
if  they  do  not  proye  that  they  can  read,  write,  and  follow  a  me- 
chanical branch  of  bufmefs.  That  claufe,  citizens,  can  and  ought 
to  take  place  only  agreeably  to  the  conftitution,  after  the  (irft  day 
of  the  1 2th  year  of  the  Republic. 

The  mutual  operations  of  agriculture  belong  to  the  mechanic 
arts. 

Yes,  labour  and  agriculture  particularly,  is  abfolutely  neceflary 
to  him  who  wi(hes  to  prefcrve  his  rights,  and  enjoy  his  liberty. 
Through  labour  we  procure  the  neceflary  things  to  our  exiftence 
and  enjoyment ;  through  labour  only  we  can  preferve  bur  li- 
|)crty. 

Had  yoiir  anceftors,  the  inhabitants, of  Africa,  devoted  them- 
felvcs  to  the  culture  of  their  fruitful  lands,  they  mo(t  afluredly 
would  not  have  deoafed  themfelyes  by  reciprocal  bloody  wars,  of 
which  greedy  Europeans  have  availed  themfelves  to  reduce  them  tb 
tthe  moft  intolerable  and  degrading  (lavery.  What  remains  for  you 
to  do,  in  order  to  avoid  all  the  misfortunes  which  are  iafeparable 
concomitants  of  idleneis  ?    J^othingj  but  to  devote  "jouifcVN^s  ^<i 
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^hcculture  of  the  rich  produdions  of  the  colony  yo^  inhabit !  Many 
of  yon  have  been  to  France  ;  they  will  tell  you,  that  the  people 
are  there  conUanily  occupied  at  ufeful  labours,  and  agriculture  in 
particular.  Imitate  that  a6live  people,  who  adapts  you  as  bre- 
thren, and  you  will  •  (lablilh  by  that  means,  a  trade  of  exchange 
-with  them,  whicii  will  cement  and  ftrcngthcn  your  brotherly  re- 
lations. 

Inftruftion  is  as  ufeful  to  you  as  labour  ;  Ixy  it  you  will  tranfmit 
your  rights  to  your  children  ;  by  it  you  will  learn  how  to  fulfil  the 
duty  of  good  citizens:  finally,  by  initruftibn  you  will  attain  that 
degree  of  morality,  which  diilinguiftes  the  civilized  fropi  the  fa- 
irage  man,  the  honeft  from  the  perverfe  citizen. 

The  government  will  omit  nothing  to  attain  an  objeft  fo  in- 
t^refting,  and  fo\yorthy  of  its  folicitude.  Public  fchools  will  be 
<eftabli(hed  throughout  4II  the  colonies ;  your  children  fliall  there 
receive  inftru£lion;  ipbibea  tafte  for  labour  and  morals,  which 
ane  to  acc.omplifti  their  full  regeneration.  The  Republic  will  ex- 
tend farther  ^er  cares  fojt^  your  childre^i,  for  (he  wilhes  that  a  cer- 
tain number  of  tjiofe  who  ihall  hav^  produced  a  greater  difpofition 
and  zeal  for  inilruflion  to  be  fent  tp  France,  with  the  confent  of 
their  parents,  there  tQ  ftudy  in  a  more  perfedl  degree  thefe  fci- 
cnces  or  arts,  to  which  they  may  have  (hewn  a  more  decided  in- 
clination. 

The  fame  refources  are  like\vife  offered  to  the  children  of  the 
whites,  and  of  the  coloured  people ;  for  the  primary  fchools,  wbich 
will  be  eltablilhed,  vvill  be  open  to  all  individuals,  born  in  the 
colonies,  of  w^hateyer  colour  they  iiiaybe.  AhL  men  are  equal 

IN  RIGHTS, 

To  you,  Citizen's,  whpm  a  bartiarpu*  cuftom  had  made  for- 
merly pjToprietors  of  (laves,  we  {hall  obferve,'  that  in  confequence 
only -of  the  moft  ftrange.fubverfton  of  what  is  known  undeir  the 
name  of  juAice  ;vq4  hmip^^nity,  the  mod  facred  rights  of  man  had 
been  forfaken  in  the  former  ord.&r  qi  thing?^  \vhich  allowed  them 
to  be  reduced  to  the  n\o{t  infuiS&r^ble  and  abjc£i  flavery  ;  we  (hall 

.  tell  you,  that  a  ftate  fo  contrary  to  nature,  though,  apparently  fa- 
Tourable  to  your  inter^fts,  was  of  too  violent  a  nature  to  laft  long. 
Hovyr^could  the  mafter  Qiake  off  the  thought  of  the  dangers  with 
which  he  was  inceffantly  threafte4i>ed  ?     Poes  not  the  experience  of 

■  a\5':sand  nations,  Jranfmitted  by  hiftory,  infoifm  us,  that  tyranny 
h^z  always  fallen  a  vidlim  to  its  own  crimes  ?     Undoubtedly,  (ix 

-hundred  thoufand  (laves,  voj^ly  and  cruelly  tortured,  in  altno(t 
every  inftant  of  their  lives,  QO^\d  not  afford  a  great  degree  of  fecu- 
lity  to  the  fmall  number  of  their  mafters.  They  were  moft  af- 
iuredly  difturbed  by  the  moft  cruel  en^H»ities. 

Inftead  of  the  violent  ftate  in  which  lingered  the  late  proprie- 
tors of  (laves,  liberty  and  equality,  which  flow  from  the  conftitu- 

tion, 
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tion,  oflfer  to  them  noththg  but  true  enjoyments,  and  perfeft  feco** 
rity  to  their  lives  and  fortunes. 

In  addrelling  thofe  formerly  diftinguifhcd  as  whites,  and  people 
of  colour,  without  polTeilions,  we  would  fay  to  them,  that  in  a 
free  ftate,  all  hands  ought  to  he  employed  ;  that  every  one  ought 
to  make  a  choice  of  a  kind  of  labour  which,  in  concurring  to  the 
general  welfare,  would  procure  to  the  labourer  not  only  exiftenctj, 
but  the  conveniencies  of  life  ;  that  the  colonial  fyttcm  being  al- 
tered, they  muft  no  more  eftablifli  their  hopes  of  fortune  on  sla- 
very, folr  it  is  FOREVER  A B0Li5ii ED  on  the  whole  territory  of 
France.  Let  every  one,  therefore,  make  the  beft  of  his  induftry^ 
devote  himfelf  to  agricullure.  Let. not  any  ill  founded  (hamekecp 
him  in  inactivity,  which  is  as  dangerous  to  himfelf,  as  it  is  ruin- 
ous to  the  common  weal.  Let  him  be  convinced,  that  no  occu- 
pation debafes  man  ;  let  him  know,  that  with  the  wifell  people 
of  antiquity,  agriculture  was  confidercd  as  the  firlt  of  all  occupa- 
tions. Let  ihem,  therefore  renounce  that  llate  of  vagrancy  which 
the  laws  of  the  Republic  will  punifh. 

In  fine,  we  would  repeat  to  them,  that  as  all  the  inhabitants 
of  the  colony  from  this  inftant  will  form  but  one  clafs,  every 
citizen  will  havfe  the  falne  rights,  and  enjoy  the  fame  advantages ; 
and  that  the  Republic  eilablifhes  no  other  diilin^ion  among  thenif 
than  thofe  of  virtue  and  vice,  of  talents  and  ignorance. 

In  the  name  of  the  Republic,  in  the  name  of  humanity,  in  the 
name  of  the  facred  love  of  our  country,  we  invite  all  citizens  to 
concur  vvith  us  in  the  reftoration  of  order  and  agriculture  ;  we  in- 
vito them  to  forget  their  refpedlive  wrongs  and  quarrels,  to  make 
it  now  their  fole  bufinefs  to  expel  the  enemies  of  the  Republic 
from  the  territory  they  have  invaded,  and  foon  to  repair  the  eviU 
and  devaluations  which  have  been  occafioned  by  hatred,  paffion, 
and  civil  war.

Declaration  of  the  Emprefs  of  Rujfia. 

M,  ie  Struviy  Charge  d' Affaires  frorft  RuJJia  to  the.  Imperial  Diet, 
made  verbally^  in  May  1796,  the  Declaration  following : 

TJER  Majeily,  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias,  has  furveyed  witfr 
^^  the  greateft  attehtion  the  fad  events  of  a  war  fo  decilive  of 
the  fate  of  Germany.     In  applauding  the  unrelaxed  zeal  and  pa*- 
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triotifm  difplayed  by  feveral  ftates  of  the  empire,  in  defence  of  the 
comnion  caufe,  fhe  cannot  conceal  the  pain  fhe  feels  from  the 
languor  of  many  others,  and  the  want  oi  unity  every  where  ma- 
Bifefted. 

Being  bound,  and  recently  by  new  engagements,  mod  inti- 
mately with  the  head  of  the"  empire,  (he  thmks  herfelf  called 
jipon  in  virtue  of  thefe  relations,  to  fummon  the  princes  and 
ftates  of  the  enipire,  to  unite  with  their  chief,  and  not  abandon  a 
coalition,  which  can  alone  fecure,  by  an  lionourable  p^ace,  the 
prefervation  of  the  Germanic  conftitution,  the  maintenance  of 
which  will  always  be  an  objeft  of  thff  mod  lively  folicitude  to  her 
Majefty. 

This  note  was  the  refult  of  the  folicitations  o^  the  court  of  Vi- 
enna, to  which  her  Majefty  replied : 

That  her  troops  were,  in  fad,  ready  to  march,  but  her  Ma-^ 
jcfty  thought  (he  ihoald  render  a  more  effential  fervice  by  making 
a  declaration.     '

T>E4t4{:nown  to  all  to  whom  this  law  (hall  come,  that  taking  inte 
'*^  my  royal  confideration  the  many  and  very  important  advafl  ^ 
tages  which  would  neceffarily  refult  to  the  commerce  of  the  fub- 
jefts  of  thefe  kingdoms  and  their  dominions,  by  the  eftabliftiment 
of  a  free  port ;  and  well  aware,  that  the  port  of  Li(bon>  froxtk 
its  fituation,  fecurity,  and  facility  of  navigation  with  the  ocean, 
is  preferable  to  thofe  of  other  nations  which  have  adopted  fimilar 

I  eftablilh- 
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efbbliditncnts ;  conforming  myfelf  to  the  opinion  of  my  roya} 
board  of  commerce,  agriculturci  manufadlures,  and  navigation, 
of  thofe  kingdoms  and  their  dominions,  and  of  others  of  my  coun- 
cil, very  learned  and  zealous  for  the  good  of  my  roval  fervice,  and 
of  the  public  utility — It  is  my  will,  and  I  am  pleated  to  create  and 
eftabiim,  atjunquiera,  joining  to  the  city  of  Lifbon^  a  free  port, 
to  take  entire  and  due  efrc£l  from  the  fird  day  of  January,  in  tl^e 
year  next  enfuing  of  17979  having  dedined  for  its  exercife  and 
the  depofit,  the  heufes  and  warehoufcs  pf  l^'ort  St.  John,  with  the 
ground  adjoining,  whereon  to  build  the  further  necefTary  accom- 
modations, there  to  receive  and  depofit  all  goods  and.  merchandize, 
of  whatever  qualify  or  kind  ih^y  may  be,  as  well  for  foreign  coun- 
tries, (except  for  the  prefent  fugar  and  tobacco)  as  from  national 
ports  fituate  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  for  the  purpofe,  at 
the  option  of  the  proprietors  of  faid  goods,  of  difpoflng  of  them 
for  the  internal  confumption  of  the  kingdom,  provided  they  are 
entitled  to  lawful  entry,  and  on  paying  the  cuflomary  duties,  at 
the  refpedive  cuilom-houfes ;  or  to  be  exported  to  foreign  ports, 
or  national  ones  beyond  the  faid  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  on  paying 
cbly  towards  the  benefit  of  my  royal  revenue,  for  protection  and 
depofit,  the  duty  of  1  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  their  value,  calp 
culated  on  the  invoice  to  be  produced  by  the  captains  of  the  ve(» 
fefs,  or  their  confignees,  by  them  figned  and  certified  on  oath ; 
the  liberty  of  franquin  ftill,  however,  to  remain  as  heretofore,  for 
all  veiTels  that  ihall  require  it,  according  to  the  rules  as  e(labli(bed^ 
bythe  cuflom-houfc  of  this  city  ;  fupprefling  all  other  duties,  andh 
revoking  all  and  whatever  difpofitions  that  may  oppofe  or  infringe 
on  the  liberty  and  freedom,  which  are  to  conftitute  the  advantages 
of  the  eftablifhment. 

Further  to  animate  and  promote  in  this  capital,  a  concurrence 
and  abundance  of  articles  of  the  firft  neceflity,  I  am  pleafed  to  de- 
clare, that  all  qualities  of  grain,  meat,  and  food,  which  are  free 
from  paying  duties  inward,  ihall  not  only  enjoy  the  free  liberty  of 
exportation,  but  ihall  be  alfo  free  from  payment  of  the  aforefaid 
contribution  impofed  on  other  goods,  and  continue  to  be  received 
and  difpatched  through  the  fame  departments  as  heretofore. 

In  cafe  it  ihould  happen  that  ^he  crown  of  Portugal  ihould  en- 
ter into  w?^r  (which  God  forbid)  with  any  power  whofe  fubjefts 
might  be  intereded  in  goods  in  the  free  port,  in  which  condition 
it  is  to  be  underilood  the  aforefaid  grain,  meat,  and  food,  are  in- 
cluded, no  arreit,  embargo,  fequeilration,  or  reprifal,  (hall  on 
that  account  be  made  thereon  ;^  but,  on  the  contrary,  they  (hall  re- 
main in  the  utmoil  freedom  and  fecurity,  as  if  each  individual  had 
them  placed  in  his  own  houfe,  to  difpofe  of  them  as  he  may  judge 
moft  fuited  to  his  intereft.

npHE  appreheftfibn^  of  a  fpeedy  opening  of  a  i]ijew  campaign 
^    with  France,  and  the  new  dangers  to  which  Germany,  will  be 
cxpofed  by  the  chancy  of  a  war  that  has  already  been  fo  fatal  to 
her,  have  deterrfiined  us,  the  King,  in  confequerice  of  our  foUci- 
tude  and  patriotic  attachment,  and  in  coofequence  of  the  p^Qi^c 
relations  which  we  maintain  with  France,  to  diftribute  as  mu^h 
aS  pofTible  to  our  co-eftates  of  the  north,  the  ineftimable  bleflings 
of  re{jpfe  and  fecurtty  from  the  troubles  and  misfortunes  of  \var.;,. 
that  is  to  fay,  as  far  as  thefe  ftates  will  on  their  part  accord  with 
our  intentions,  which  are  of  general  utility.     To  this  end  nego- 
tiations have  already  "been  entered  into  with  the  French  govern- 
ment, relative  to  a  new  line  of  neutrality ;  and  in  order  to  be  able 
with  the  moref^fcacy  to  aflTure  that  neutrality,  and  to  afford  pco- 
'  leAion  anfl  Safety  to  the  (lates  comprifed  within  it,  we,  the  King, 
are  ready  to  march  a  confiderable  army  j  ahdwe^  the  Duke,  have 
alTo  takhn  a  refolution  to  reinforce  that  army  with  our  troops,  the 
Eleflofkl  Court  of  Bmnfwick  Lutienburg  having  alfo  manifefted 
the  (Jarhe  intentions.     Thefe  combined  troops  being  therefore  to 
ptbtecS:  the  neutrality  of  the  north  ^f  Germany,  it  is  as  juft  as  it 
is'abfoliKely  indifperifabk,  that  they  (hould  be  provided  and  pro - 
yi/iqned  by  the  ftates  which  (hall  enjoy  this  advantage,  and  that 
€ach,  individu^ly,  (hould  haftcn  in  proportion  to  its  means,  to

late  the  difirihution  of  the  maintenance  of  the  troops  upon  an 
equitable  footing,  proportioned  to  the  faculties  of  each  (late;  for 
on  the  fpeedy  fbmifhing  of  the  objeds  neceflary  for  this  maintb- 
nance  will  alone  depend  the  maintenance  of  the  common  fafcty  of 
the  north  of  Germany.    ' 

Thofe,  thertfore,  whofe  territory,  is  comprifed  in  the  fald  line 
of  neutrality,  and  which,  confequently,  will  enjoy  the  benefit  of. 
this  protedion,  being  principally  implicated  in  this  cafe,  we  have. 
in  our  quality  of  Prince  and  Director  of  the  Circle  of  Lower 
Saxotiy,  addrefled  to  them  cohjointly  the  prefent  Letter  of  Convo- 
cation, in  order  to  unite  them  to  aflemble,  by  their  deputies, 
fumiihed  with  the  neceflary  in(lru£lions  on  the  20th  of  the  month 
of  June,  in  the  town  of  Hildeflein.  We  have  no  doubt  that  they 
acknowledge,  in  its  full  extent,  the  urgency  of  the  cafe,  and  of 
theadual  conjunctions,  as  well  as  of  the  importance  it  is  to  pro^ 
cure  to  the  n6rth  of  Germany  fecurity  and  repofe ;  and  that  in 
confequence  they  will  adhere  and  contribute  every  thing  that  can 
attain  the  comirron  end,  fufiSciently  in  time  to  avoid  being  fur- 
prifed  by  danger. 

We,  the  King,  (hall  depute  to  the  common  affcmbly  of  thi 
States,  our  intimate  Counfellor  de  Dohm,'  directorial  minifler  to 
the  Circle  of  the  Lower  Rhine  and  Weftphalia,  and  plenipoten* 
tiary  to  the  Eledoral  court  of  Cologne,  furnifhed  with  neceflTary 
powers;  atid  we  entreat,  very  amicably,  this  aflemhly  to  give 
from  this  time  faith  and  confidence  to  all  that  he  may  propofe  on 
our  part,  upon  the  fubjefl  of  the  affairs  in  queflion.

'TpHE  multiplied  proofs  of  rare  devotion  to  the  public  caufe  :  of 
.  proved  difintepeftednefs ;  of  valour,  that  calculates  neither  refift- 
alice  nor  danger;  have  taught  your  enemies  that  honour  is  the  fole 
duty  of  a  French  gentleman,  and  the  defire  of  being  ufeful  his 
firft  paflion.

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The  regret  of  all  honed  men  accompaniied  you,  whent  in  the 

{plains  of  Champagne,  difaflrous  circumftances  forced  you  far 
torn  your  homes,  which  you  had  fo  nearly  approached;  then^ 
Gentlemen,  the  army  of  the  centre,  under  the  dire£lion  of  the  al- 
lies, had  only  an  exiftence  in  fome  meafure  dependent. 

Now,  ho v; ever,  long  miferies  deeply  felt,  the  deep  indigna*. 
tion  of  having  been  deceived,  the  horror  of  having  been>  without 
wi(hing  it,  the  indrumentsi  of  the  mod  atrocious  crii?nies,'  have  at 
JiAigth  roufed  the  people  frotn  their  lethargy  ;  whdie  provipccs.of 
Tratice  have  rifen,  and,  in  order  to  (hew  themfelves,  wait  only 
for  chiefs ;  thefe  people,  accuftomed  to  find  them  in  their  bene- 
volent lords,  who  were  to  them  as  fathers^  call  out  for  thefe 
lords  in  juft  reparation. 

It  is  under  their  condu£l  that  they  wi(h  to  fly  to  battle;  and  if 
ihey  burn  with  a  dcfire  of  re-eftabliihing  the  throne  and  the  aU 
tar,  they  will  atieft  to  pofterity,  that,  before  they  enter  upon  this 
enterprize,  they  will  have  rendered  themfelves  worthy  of  aflifting 
in  it,  by  putting  at  their  head  thofe  who  have  never  deferved  being 
at  any  other  place.

When,  at  the  name  alone  of  their  King,  and  at  the 
"Will  of  their  King,  thefe  armies  (h^U  be  directed  by.  gentlemen 
trained  to  arms,  and  illuftrious  by  their  adions,  who  fight  for 
themfelves,  and  on  their  own  ground,  what  may  not  be  expeded  i 

Brethren  in  arms,  true  Frenchmen,  of  whom  £ngii(hmeu 
have  too  long  been  rivals,  we  fee  the  fafety  of  France  and  the  re- 
pofe  of  Europe  dependent  on  this  union.  Is  there  a  more  power- 
ful  motive  for  them  ?  In  the  name  of  their  country,  with  the  ap^ 
probation  of  my  King,  and  by  the  airthority  of  their  own,  I  in* 
vitc  thofe  among  you.  Gentlemen,  whofe  pofition^  talents,  and 
age,  enable  you,  to  join  the  royal  and  catholic  armies  of  the  in- 
ferior.    I  am  Aire  that  1  fpeak  to  your  generous  hearts* 

We  have  no  longer  to  engage  in  thofe  ifolated  combats,  in  thofe 
clandeftine  ftruggles,  at  the  firft  appearance  of  which  the  delicacy 
of  a  foldier,  sccudomed  to  attack  his  enemy  in  fror^t,  revolts* 
Thefe  are  properly  organized  corps,  an  immenfe  army,  which 
waits  only  the  arrival  of  its  chiefs,  and  for  which  the  King,  mjr 
mailer,  furnifhcs  all  the  fuccours  that  the  mod  powerful  intcreft 
and  true  fraternity  can  bedow. 

It  is  indeed,  Grntlemen,  to  the  judges  of  honour,  and  to  thofe 
who  are  in  the  habit  of  regulating  their  conduft  according  to  its 
principles,  that  we  addrcfs  this  invitation.  It  is  they  alone  wh« 
can  judge  in  what  way  it  afFefls  them.  Wc  do  not  pretend  to  trace 
dut  any  duty,  any  obligation;  but  to  indicafe  to  French  cheva- 
liers 
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£ers  the  means  of  rendering  themfejves  ufeftil.     And  we  belierey 
rn  doing  fo,  we  are  a£iing  according  to  their  wiflies. 

Attached  to  France  by  fo  many  and  fuch  flrong.  ties,  and  to 
Frenchmen  who  have  fo  nobly  devoted  themfelves  to  the  caufeof 
their  religion  and  their  King,  l  hereby  promifet  that  all  tbofe  whp 
may  think  themfelves. bound  to  atfend  to  thb  invitation,  will  find 
me  ever  anxious  to  fulfil  their  dedres,  and  to  remove  every  diffi* 
culty.  The  aged  and  the  infirm,  women  and  children,  1  (hall 
conijder  as  a  precious  truft  confided  to  my  honour  and  my  care. 

I  fhall  tafte  no  repofe  as  long  as.  any  one  of  you  (hall  experience 
any  want  which  L  may  be  able  to  relieve.  In  thus  acting,  I  am 
fure  that  I  fulfil  the  intentions  of  the  King  my  mafter,  and,  I  can 
aiUire  you,  alfo  a  duty  dear  to  my  own  heart.

'IpHE  long,  war  which  ffill  dcfolates  Europe,  which  afflid?  to 
•■"  many-  nations,  and  cofts  fo  niuch  blood,  and  fo  many  tear^^ 
isnot'a  mdre  politrcil  conticft,  but  a  religious  War.  Our  ehemie's 
arc  die  foes  of  GhriftianiVy ;  hofe  content  Witli  deftroying  it  in  the 
breafts  oftKeii'own'  nation^  they  would  alfobanifh  it  from  tvtrf 
^ti^rt^r  of  the  globe,  and  i^eplate  it  by  atheifm  or  enthufiaftic  ido- 
latry. Religion  opcAly^rtlpYobates  thfeir  projects.  They  aim  at 
the  overthtow  of  all  princely  government,  and  to  attain  this,  they 
difturb  the  peadfc  of  riationi^  nrifiulate  them  to  revolt  againft  their 
lawful  forvreretgri^,'  plung6  ttiekh  iiito  the  moft  dreadful  anarchy, 
and  (ink  them  in  an*  abyfe'df  c6nfufion  and  Aiifery.  Bdlgiiitri; 
HollkridV  and  fo  ivAxij  Gctnian  and  Italian  provinces  have  become 
the  Wretched  vidims  of  their  fedudion,  and  thirfl  for  plunder.

VOUR  anfwer  of  the  25th  of  April  laft  is  not  fufficient  to  difli* 

pate  my  uneafinefs  refpeding  the  prefervation  of  the  line  of 
neutrality.  My  fufpicions  were  the  better  founded,  as  iince  that 
epoch,  I  have  been  informed  that  the  French  have  formed  a  camp 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Brudruth^  which  you  have  uol  q^^oC^4 
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in  any  manner.     The  important  tmft  confided  to  mc,  requires,' 
for  myown  fecnrity,  other  afFuranccs  than  writings;  for  the  ene- 
my, warmtfd^  by  the  enthiifrafm  of  its  fucceflcs  in  Italy,  wilP 
think  itfelf  juftified  if  circumftances  require  to  violate  the  neutra- 
lity, if  bound' to  the  contriary  by  indeterminate  words  only.

IT  is  at  this  moment  that  nature  appears  to  be  re-animated ; 
•  that  the  egrth,  the  parent  of  flowers  and  of  verdure,  holds  out 
to  our  view  new  harvefts;  that  all  mankind  publifli  the*  gratifying 
i|[iteUigence  which  revives  the  univerfe ;  that  the  Frcneli  people,  at 
this  folemn  feftiva),  render  a  diAinguKhcd  homage  to  the  talents 
aiSd  tlie  virtues  of  the  friends  of  humanity  and  of  their  country. 
Oh!  what-day-^an  be  better  calculated  to  unite  every  heart,  whac 
citizen,  what  man  can  be  a  Aranger  to  the  fentiment  of  gratitude ! 
we  exift  only  by  a  long  t^ain  of  generous  a£lions,  and  our  life  is 
nothing  more  than  a  continual  interchange  of  fervices.  Scarce  da 
i^r  eyes  look  up  to  heaven  than  they  recognize  the  Supreme  Be- 
nefador.  Weak  without  fupport,  the  love  of  our  parents  watches 
over  our  infancy,  and  provides  for  our  wants ;  in  this  period  of 
our  exiftence,  they  guide  our  iirft  fteps,  their  patient  folicitude 
affifts  in  developing  our  organs,  and  from  them  we  receive  thofe 
£rft  ideas. 

Other  z&s  of  kindnefs  familiarize  our  hearts  to  afiedion,  our 
minds  to  knowledge,  and  our  bodies  to  ufeful  labour,  'Tis  for 
our  happinefs  that  the  philofopher  meditates  on  the  duties  of  man» 
that  the  learned  penetrate  into  the  recefles  of  nature,  that  the  ma« 
giftrate  watches  over  the  public  fafety,  and  that  the  legiflator  pre- 
pares himfelf  in  colledingdie  laws  for  our  protedion.  It  is  foon, 
however,  allowed  us  to  become  ufeful ;  grateful  children,  we 
fcatter'^flowers  on  the  old  age  of  our  parents,  and  their  trembling 
TQice  pours  blelEngs  on  us  at  the  hour  of  their  diflblution.

Tbis  fcnfibiltty  is  not  contraded  tathe  circle  of  a  family ;  it  is 
employed  in  fearching  out  indigence  in  the  cottage,  and  in  admi- 
nifiering  fuccour  and  confolation,  and  at  length  pays  good  offices 
on  the  fentiments  of  kindnefs  itfelf.  Humanity !  how  delightful 
is  your  pradlice,  and  how  deplorable  is  the  mind  which  is  uoac- 
quainted  with  your  excellence ! 

He  who  is  a  good  fon  and  a  good  father  is  alfo  a  good  citizen  ; 
he  loves  his  country^  aqd  with  joy  renders  to  it  the  tribute  of  his 
fervices  ;  he  is  delighted  to  give  to  his  brother  the  proteAion  which 
he  himfelf  hath  received.  Magiftrate  or  warrior,  artift  or  cul- 
tivator, in  the  temple  of  the  arts,  in  the  fenate,  in  the  field  of 
glory,  in  the  (bops  of  induflry,  he  demondrates  his  folicitude  to 
contribute  to  the  profperity  of  his  country,  and  one  day  ur  other  to 
merit  her  acknowledgment,  for  there  is  alfo  an  acknowledgment 
froRv  nations  to  individuals.

It  is  yon  , 
who  have  defended  uk  againft  ten  combmed  tyrants,  who  hwft 
chafed  then]  from  our  territory,  and  who  have  hurled  beck  oh 
thtm  the  fcourg^s  of  war ;  you  have  not  only  conquered  men,  but 
you  have  furmounted  all  the  obflacles  which  Mtore  placed  in  y«ur 
way ;  you  have  triumphed  over  the  fatigues  of  hoAnt  and  of  win" 
ter.  What  a  fpedacie  for  a  people,  and  whatH  terribte  teflon  for 
the  enemies  of  liberty !  A  iH^w-born  Republkr  arms  its  childlreil 
for  the  defence  of  its  indepetfdb^^  nottting  can  reftrain  their  inki- 
petuofity;  cro(ting  rivers,  'forcing  intrenchmer^ts,  chunberif^ 
rocks,  now,  after  a  worM  Of-  vi£l6ries,  they  eftabliA  oar  bounds* 
ries  at  the  barriers  which  nature  has  given  ua,  and  purfuing  on 
the  ice  the  wreck  of  three  armies,  they  have  made  an  oppreflbd 
and  an  inimical  nation  a  free  and  an  allied  people;  they  have  ex* 
terminated  the  hordes  of  traitors  of  brigands,  vomited  forth  by 
England,  punifhed  the  guilty  chiefs,  and  have  eflaUtfhed  a  Re- 
public of  brothers  who  have  too  long  been  mifle«l ;  now  enfraft^ 
chifing  the  Pyretine^,  they  precipitate  themfelves  from  their  fum^ 
mit,  and  overturnii>g  every  obftacle  which  oppofes  itfetf  to  their 
force,  are  (leaped  by  nothing  but  by  an  honourable  peace;  fcaling 
the  Alps  and  Appennines,  they  (hoot  acrofs  the  Po!  and  the 
Adda !  .

ynnr  ohildrsii  (hall  be  dear  io  us,  the  Republic  will  requite  itfelf 
ai  tbem  of  ihat  debt  which  it  owes  to  you ;  we  come  here  to  pay 
Aem  4hat  'ficft  acknowledgment  in  proclaiming  your  glory,  and 
ilB  remembraaoe  of  your  lervice.

Shortly,  with  the 
lapidity  of  lightning,  you  flew  to  all  (ides,  and  the  moil  obfti* 
i»te  opp«(itioi^'niAtfcf  ^iMteomm«ndtrs«ii4thft  cMK^^axuQ«% 
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of  Europe,  anfwcred  no  other  purpofe  than  to  kindle  the  fiime 
of  our  young  fons  of  liberty.  The  fword  of  our  heroes  hai 
divided  the  extended  net,  with  which  ambitious  confpirators 
conceived  they  fhould  furround  France,  ,  Thefe  treacherous 
enemies,  who  had  fooliftily  promifed  the  divifion  of  your  native 
country,  haVe  been  unable  to  defend  their  own  dominions. 

Kings  and  princes,  able  commanders  and  weli-difciplined 
foldiers,  have  all  fled  before  unconquerable  Frenchmen.  They 
are  gone  to  faf-diftant  courts,  meanly  cringing  for  afliftance,  and 
carrying  with  them  proofs  of  your  unreftrainable  courage;  the 
forrovvful  remnants  of  their  power,  and  a  prophetic  regifter  of 
their  approaching  deftruflion.  The  Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  the 
Mofellc  and  the  Rhine,  the  Var,  the  Po,  and  the  Adda,  have^ 
after  each  other,  and  alike,  witnefTed  the  want«,  the  facrifices, 
the  battles,  and  the  triumphs  of  our  republican  armies.  Con- 
querors of  the ,  feafons  and  the  elements,  as  examples  of  all 
virtues,  and  every  defcription  of  communicative  valour;  in- 
vincible in  the  (ield,  and  in  our  cities  obedient  to  the  laws,  always 
ready  to  defend  them  againft  the  machinations  of  difafiedion ; 
you  have  given  to  afloni(hed  Europe  the  unheard-of  fpecftacle  of 
a  five  years  war,  which  muft  afford  a  dreadful  leflbn  and  continual 
memento  to  thofe  arrogant  cabinets,  who  have  hitherto  relied 
oti  their  Machiavelian  power.  In  a  word,  your  arms  have 
eflabli(hed  the  Republic.  That  Republic  to-day  confecrates  and 
hands  to  poderity  your  illuftrious  achievements.  The  Conftitu- 
tional  a£l  is  fortified  under  the  fhield  of  your  triumphs*  The 
feaft,  which  calls  this  to  our  remembrance,  brings  you  now 
together — a  folemnity,  at  .this  moment,  obferved  by  your  brothers 
in  arms.  It  is,  bcfides,  a  fpur  to  the  conquerors  oi  Italy,  and  a 
pledge  for  new  fuccefles,  that  the  heroes  of  Jemappe  and  Fleurus 
already  contemplate.  At  thefe  words  I  fee  the  fparks  of  bravery 
glitter  in  your  eyes.  Your  noble  impatience  inipels  you  to  the 
borders  of  the  Rhine,  like  as  it  lately  called  you  under  the  walls

Icfs  worthy  of  the  fame  you  have  acquired.  Stationed  through 
the  confidence  of  a  faithful  ally  to  guard  its  boundaries,  and  to

npHE  unjuft  and  extravagant  demands  of  the  haughty  govem- 
"*■  ment  of  France  having  banilhed  all  hopes  of  peace,  and 
rendered  another  campaign  unavoidable,  his  Imperial  Majefty 
has,  in  confequence,  given  notice  of  theceflation  or  the  armiitice; 
and  hoftiiities  will  recommence  on  the  31(1,  between  the  hours  of 
eleven  and  twelve  at  noon. 

His  Majefty  having  deigned  to  confer  on  me,  at  this  impor- 
tant crifis,  the  command  of  this  army,  and  thereby  to  beftow  on 
me  the  moft  flattering  proofs  of  his  confidence,  it  is  my  duty  to 
exert  my  utmoft  powers ;  and  I  requeft  and  truft  that  all  the  troops 
under  my  command,  on  whofe  goodcondu£t  depend  the  fafety  of 
our  common  country,  and  the  obtaining  of  an  ho;)ourable  peace, 
animated  with  an  equal  zeal  and  a  generous  patriotifm,  will 
concur  with  perfeverance  and  courage  to  effe^l  this  important  and 
fiilutary  end ;  to  which  I  now  exhort  them  in  the  mod  folcma 
manner. 

The  mutual  confidence  of  the  troops  in  their  general,  and  the 
general  in  his  troops,  is  indifpenfab'le  to  the  execution  of  fo 
great  a  plan, -and  the  fulfilment  of  duties  fo  noble  and  fo  facred* 
It  is  this  confidence  which  I  requeft  of  the  army  which  I  have 
the  honour  to.cbmmand,  and  which,  1  flatter  myfelf,  I  merit  by 
the  fincerity  of  my  attachment.

Proclamation  by  General  Buonaparte  and  CommiJJary  SaUcetti,  dated 

the  Tpth  of  Floreal  fifjth  MayJ^ 

T^HE  French  Republic,  while  it  hasfworn  hatred  to  tyrants,  has 
•*•    fworn  fraternity  to  nations. 

This,  principle,  fanflioned  by  the  conftitotion  of  the  Republic^ 
is  as  much  a  principle  of  the  army.  The  defpotifiyi- which  for  fa 
long  a  time  has  held  Lombardy  under  its  yoke,  has  been  the  caufe 
of  great  calamities  to  France;  but  the  French  know  that  the 
caufe  of  kings  is  not  the  caufe  of  the  pebple. 

The  Tidorious  army  of  a  monarch  ^re  infolent^  and  fpread 
terror  among  the  nations  where  they  carry  their,  vidories:;  but  a 
republican  army,  though  forced  to  carry  on  a  deadly  war  againft 
the  kings  with  whom  it  contends,  promifes  friendihip  to  the 
people  whom  its  viSories  deliver  from  tyranny,  Refpeft  for  the 
perfons  and  property,  and  refpe£t  for  the  religion  of  the  people^ 
are  the  fentiments  which  annate  the  government  of:  the  FrcDch. 
Republic,  and  their  victorious  army  in  Italy.  Of  this  the  good 
order  which  they  have  obferved  from  the  firft  moment  of  tUcir 
entry  into  Lombardy,  is  no  unequivocal  proof. 

If  the  vidorious  French  confider  the  inhabitants  of  Lon^bardy 
as  brethren,  the  latter  ought  to  entertain  a  reciprocity  of  afiedion* 
The  army  muft  purfue  its  victories,  and  drive  entirely  out  of  Italy 
that  defpotifm  which  has  held  Lombardy  in  chains.  The  inde- 
pendence of  this  country,  and  its  good  fortune,  depend  upon  the 
fuccefs  of  the  French  enterprizes.  Lombardy  then  ought  to 
fecond  them  by  all  the  means  in  its  power.  To  affure  the  nciafck 
oC  the  troops  provifions  are  neceflary,  which  they  cannot  receive 
from  France,  from  which  they  are  feparated ;  they  ought  to  find 
then  thefe  in  Lombardy,  where  they  are  making  their  conqueft^. 
The  rights  of  war  give  them  fecurity  for  obtaining  them,  and 
friendihip  ought  to  be  eager  to  offer  them. 

Twenty  millions  of  French  money  are  impofed  as  a  contribu- 
tion for  this  purpofe;  the  divifion  will  be  made  amone;  the  difl[e« 
rent  provinces  of  Auftrian  Lombardy.  The  terms  of  payment;i 
which  admit  of  the  leafl  poffible  delay,  will  be  fixed  by  particular 
inflrudljons.  It  is  certainly  a  moderate  contribution  for  fo  fertile 
a  country,  particularly  when  we  refled  upon  the  advantages 
which  mufl  refult  from  it.  The  divifion  might  have  been  fettleci 
by    agents  of  the   French  government^  ^id  this  mode  would 

certainly 
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certainlj  have  been  rcaforiable;  but  the  French  Republic,  not 
nifli'ihg  to  iefcrVe  to  itfelf  ihl$  right,  has  left  it  to  ihc  local  autho- 
rities,  an4  to  the  aflembly  of  the  (late.  It  only  points  out  to  you, 
as  the  bafis  upon  which  you  ought  to  levy  this  contribution,  that 
it  ought  to  be  proporiionably  div  ided  among  thofe  provincei  which 
formerly  paid  imports  to  the  tyrant  of  Audria,  and  thar  it  ought  to 
fall  upon  the  rich  and  the  eccteflaftical  bodi<:i!,  who  too  long 
thought  them felves  privileged,  and  withltood  all  taxation  ;  do  not 
opprefs  the  poorer  clafs.  If  fome  requifitions  be  made  in  kind, 
the  general  in  chief,  and  the  commifTary  of  the  government,  de- 
clare, that  there  fhall  be  no  furchar^  upon  the  contribution.  They 
will  afterwards  fettle  the  price  of  the  articles  required,  which  they 
will  pay  to  the  venders  with  the  produce  of  the  contribution  fixed 
as  above,  or  with  the  receipts  which  they  will  give,  indcad  of  ready 
money. 


Proclamation  of  Commiffhry  Salicetli. 

Art.  I.  npHE  council  eftabliflied  on  the  9th  of  May  laft  by  the 
"  ^    Archduke,  at  the  moment  of  his  flight,  on  which  he 

Jevolved,  by  an  ediQ,  the  cxcrcife  of  the  fupreme  power,  is  fup- 
.  pre/led.  The  prefident  of  the  fupreme  tribunal,  the  two  presi- 
dents of  appeal  and  of  the  firft  indance,  and  the  prefident  of  the 
magiftracy,  who  were  appointed  by  the  Archduke  to  compofe  this 
council,  are  prohibited  from  continuing  their  fundlions. 

II.  The  general  council  of  decurions,  concentrated  into  privi- 
leged claiTes,  whofe  fundions  were  referved  for  extraordinary  oc- 
caiioas,  having  become  ufelefs  by  prefent  circumflances,  is  alfo 
futjpreiTed  ;  and  the  fame  prohibition  is  extended  to  the  nobles  and 
patricians  who  compofe  it. 

III.  'f  he  magiftracy,  known  by  the  name  of  magtjirat  politique 
ii  la  chambrcy  whofe  complicated  funflions  having  alfo  become 
ufelefs,  tend  only  to  throw  obftacles  in  the  way  of  the  fimple  courfe 
of  government,  is  likewife  fupprefled;  and  thofe  who  exercifed  the 
office  are  forbidden  to  aflemblc,  except  it  be  to  replace,  after  re- 
ceiving other  inftruftion?,  the  members  of  this  body,  when  their 
fundions  fli^all  be  rendered  fubfervient  to  the  happincfs  of  the 
people. 

IV.  The  authorities  thus  fuppreflcd  fhall  be  provifionally  re- 

t laced  by^^  military  agency,  compofed  of  citizens  Maurin,  Re- 
ouly  and  Patrain. 

Vi  The  aflembly  of  the  ftate,  compofed  of  thirteen  members, 
to  Whom  the  government  of  all  Lombardy  is  committed,  is  pro- 
vifionally f^t'amed  in  the  fundions  allotted  to  it  by  its  inftitution. 
It  ihall  exercife  thisfe  fun£tions  in  tht  name  of  the  Republic  o£

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France,  tinder  the  ihfpeAion  and  controul  of  the  military  agents, 
to  whom  It  (hall  be  accountable. 

VI.  The  municipal  adminiibations  are  alfo  retained  in  all  the

VII.  The  municipal  aflembly  exifting  at  Milan,  compofed  of 
thirteen  members  and  a  fyndic,  is  alfo  provifionally  retained  un- 
der the  name  of  the  municipality  of  me  town  of  Milan. 

VIII.  The  commandant  of  th^  fort  of  Milan  (hall  be  prefix 
dent  of  the  municipal  council,  and  fhall  exerqife  in  it  a  military 
police,  and  alfo  all  the  fundions  delegated  by  the  French  laws  to 
%h&  commandants  of  forts  in  a  (late  of  fiege. 

IX.  The  members  compofing  the  municipality  of  Milan  arc 
Francois  Vifcanti,  Antoine  Caccianini,  Galeas  Serbelloni,  Felix 
Laticada,  Charles  Bignami,  Antoine  Corbetta,  Fidele  Sopranfi, 
Gatean  Porro,  Pierre  Verri,  Jofeph  Violtini,  Jean  Baptifte  Som- 
marina,  Paul  Sangiorgio,  Antoine  Crefpi,  Caefar  Pelagata,  Charles 
Ciani,  Charles  Parea. 

X.  The  a6ls  and  deliberations  of  all  the  authorities  created  or 
preferred  by  the  prefent  decree,  fhall  be  in  the  namp  of  the  French 
Republic.

Auftrian  tyranny,  difplays  its  natural  fentiments  of  peace  and 
friendlhip  for  France.  Milan  is  our's,  and  the  Republican  flag 
flies  over  all  Lombardy.  The  Dukes  of  Parma  and  Modena  owe 
their  political  exiftence  to  your  generofity.  1  he  army  that  with 
fo  itiuch  pride  threatened  you,  has  no  barrier  of  proteftion  againf^ 
your  courage  :  the  Po,  theTeflin,  the  Adda,  have  been  unable  to 
flop  ypu  a  fingle  day  ;  thofe  boaftcd  bulwarks  of  Italy  halve  been 
infufEcient  to  delay  your  progrefs  ;  you  have  furmounted  them  as 
Rapidly  as  you  pafled  the  Appenines.  So  much  fuccefs  has  car- 
ried joy  to  tjie  l)ofom  of  our  country ;  your  reprefentativeis  have 
ordained  a  fete,  dedicated  to  your  vidories,  which  will  be*  cele- 
brated in  all  the  communes  of  the  Republic.

fee  you  run  to  arms ;  a  flothful  repofe  fatigues  you.  Let  us  de* 
part !  We  have  yet  forced  marches  to  make,  enemies  to  fubduc, 
laurels  to  gather,  injuries  to  revenge.

Re-eftablifli  the  capitol,  and 
place  there,  with  honour,  the  ftatues  of  the  heroes  that  rendered 
it  celebrated :  awaken  the  Roman  people,  €ebafed  by  many  cen- 
turies of  flavery  :  fuch  will  be  in  the  fruit  of  your  vidlories  ;  they 
will  form  ati  epoch  for  pofterity ;  you  will  have  the  immortal 
glory  of  changing;  the  face  of  the  fineft  coimtry  in  Europe.

umphed  over  fp  i^any  kiilgs.  This  infanity  is  deferving  of  pity, 
Jt  will  conduct  the  people  to  their  deftrufliion. 

The  general  in  chief,  faithful  to  the  principles  of  the  French 
nation,  which  makes  not  war  upon  the  people,  is  ftill  defirous  of 
leaving  a  door  open  to  repentance.  But  thofe  who,  after  a  delay 
ef  twenty-four  hours,  do  not  by  down  their  arms,  and  take  a  new 
oath  of  fidelity  to  the  French  Republic,  fhall  be  treated  as  rebels^ 
and  their  villages  (haR  be  burnt.  The  terrible  example  of  Binafco 
cMJght  to  open  their  eyes.  The  fame  fate  threatens  every  village 
and  every  town  that  (hall  remain  obftinately  rebellious* 


Extras  cf  a  Letter  from  the  CommiJJioner  of  Government  with  the 
Army  of  Italy ^  to  the  Executive  Dire^ory,  dated  loth  Prairiat 
{May  3),  fourth  Tear  of  the  Republic. 

Citizens  Directors, 

THE  army  in  entering  Lombardy,  by  the  defeat  of  the  Auf-. 
rians,  had  no  reafon  to  expect  to  be  obliged  to  reprefs  the  people 
thcmfelves;  the  teftimonies  of  joy  which  it  met  with  muft  have, 
made  it  conceive  other  hopes  :  fuch,  however,  has  been  its  difa-r 
greeablb  fituation.  We  have,  however,  fortunately  to  announce 
to  you  a  refult  no  lefs  prompt  than  favourable. 

I  was  informed,  on  the  5th,  by  General  Defpinoy,  who  com-" 
manded  in  the  town,  that  in  the  fuburbs  of  Milan,  towards  Pavia^ 
(bme  commotions  began  to  appear ;  that  the  people  were  gather-, 
ing,  and  that  forces  were  fent  to  difperfe  them.    The  rebels  made 
an  attempt  to  di  farm  thefe  troops;    many  in  this  attempt  \¥!ere, 
killed  or  wounded,  the  reft  fled,  and  order  was  reftored. 

In  the  night  I  was  informed,  that  fimilar  difturbances  had  taken 
place  at  Vareza,  as  well  as  at  Pavia  and  Lodi  \  that  in  fome  parts 
of  the  country  the  alarm  bell  was  founded,  to  excite  the  people  to 
arms:  that  this  revolt,  which  feemed  to  have  combinations,  was 
fomented  by  the  priefts  and  nobles,  who  roufed  the  people  to  re- 
bellions, in  order  to  aflaffinate  the  French :  that  the  garrifon, 
which  was  ftationed  in  Pavia,  had  been  difarmed;  and  that  on 
the  road  fome  armed  peafants  had  murdered  paflengers  and  perfons 
employed  by  the  adminiftration. 

I  had  no  hefitation  in  judging,  that  it  was  neceffary  inftantly 
to  reprefs  this  efFervefcence  ;  I  gave  orders  for  the  arreft  of  fome 
perfons  fufpedled  by  their  principles,  and  their  attachment  to  the 
Grand  Duke.     Thefe  meafures,  feconded  by  the  adlive  exertions  , 
of  General  Defpinoy,  fecured  the  tranquillity  of  Milan. 

I  haftened  to  inform  General  Buonaparte  of  what  was  pafling. . 
He  ufinaediately  came  to  Milan,  and  we  repaired  together  to  Pa* 

via>

rhf  which  wis  the  chief  feat  of  the  rebellion.  When  ttc  lul 
vnched  Binafcoy  the  general  of  brigade,  Lafne,  -who  commanded 
the  advanced  guard,  perceived  an  afiemblage  of  about  feven  or 
eight  hundred  armed  men.  He  attacked  the  rebels ;  more  than 
one  hundred  of  them  were  killed,  and  tlie  reft  put  to  flight.  The 
Ibldiers,  juftly  irritated,  fet  fire  to  tlie  village. 
Next  day  we  continued  our  march  to  Pavia.     We  found  the 

fites  ihut,  and  the  inhabitants  armed.     We  learned,    that  the 
rench  ^rrifon  had  been  made  prifoners  of  war. 

General  Buonaparte  fummoned  the  rebels,  ^nd  upon  their  refa« 
fal  to  furrender,  he  attacked  the  town.  It  was  cannonaded  du- 
ring fome  time  ;  the  grenadiers  afterwards  forced  the  gates  with 
hatchets.  The  rebels  were  killed  or  difperfed.  iThe  town  may  be 
laid,  on  account  of  the  refinance  which  it  made^  to  have  beea 
taken  by  aflault.     The  garrifon  was  ddivered. 

I  have  removed  the  municipality,  and  replaced  them* ,  I  hav« 
arrefted  a  number  of  the  rebels  and  fufpeded  perfons  who  partici- 
pated in  the  revolt.  Some  of  the  ring-leaders,  after  being  tried 
by  a  military  commiffion,  and  found  guilty,  wereihot.  . 

Tranquillity  is  completely  re-eftabliihcd.  The  contributions 
^re  received  with  adlivity,

.  veral  of  their  lords,  and  of  the  Emperor's  agents  at  Genoa, 
have  violated  the  oath  of  obedience  they  had  taken  to  the  French 
Republic :  they  have  allaffinated  feveral  French  detachments,  and 
have  befieged  at  Arquata  the  republican  troops  ttationed  there. 
There  are  no  crimes  of  which  they  have  not  been  guilty  ;  no  hor- 
rors which  they  have  not  committed.  They  were  enough  to  flat- 
ter themfelves  with  impunity;  they  thought -the  army  at  a  dif- 
tance ;  they  did  not  know  that  the  bands  of  the  army  of  Italy  arc 
in  every  place  where  there  are  enemies.  Their  inftigators  do  not 
yet  know  that  there  is  no  refuge  which  can  flielter  them  from  the 
rage  of  Frenchmen  :  let  them  learn  by  the  terrible  fpeAacle  of  Ar- 
quata, the  fate  which  awaits  them,  unlcfs  they  change  their  con- 
duft,  and  profit  by  the  door  which  national  clemency  ftill  leaves 
open  to  repentance. 

In  confequence,  the  commander  in  chief  orders : — 
Art.  I.  Each  of  the  communes  of  the  Imperial  fiefs  in  Italy 
fliali  immediately  fend  three  deputies  to  the  head-quarters  at  Tor- 
tona,  with  the  proccfs-verbaux  of  the  taking  of  the  oath  of  obe- 
dience to  the  French  Republic,  and  of  the  arms  they  have  in  their 
communes. 

II.  Each  of  the  communes  fliall  fend  two  hoftages,  as  a  pledge 
of  their  fidelity. 

III.  All  the  lords  poflefling  Imperial  fiefs  (hall  repair  in  per- 
fon  toTortona,  there  to  take  the  oath  of  obedience  to  the  Repub- 
lic. If  within  five  days  after  the  promulgation  of  the  prefent  or- 
der they  (hall  have  neglefted  to  do  fo,  their  property  will  be  con- 
fifcated. 

IV.  Within  twenty -four  hours  after  the  promulgation  of  the 
prefent  order,  the  communes  (hall  carry  to  the  military  agents  at 
Tortona  the  amount  of  the  military  contribution,  which  (hall  be 
augmented  one-tenth  for  each  day's  delay  of  payment. 

V.  Thofe  who,  forty-eight  hours  after  the  publication  of  the 
prefent  order,  (hall  be  found  with  arms  or  ammunition,  (hall  be 
(hot; 

VI.  All  the  bells  which  have  been  employed  to  found  the  toc- 
fin  (hall  be  taken  down  from  the  fteeples,  and  broken,  within 
twenty-four  hours  of  the  receipt  of  the  prefent  order.  The  inha- 
bitants who  (hall  negleA  to  do  this,  (hall  be  confidcred  as  rebels.

merce,  and  charges  it  to  cherifli  in  its  paflage  every  thing  which 
has  elevated  fo  highly  the  glory  of  the  French  name.  Honoured 
^'ith  the  confidence  of  both  the  army  and  the  nation,  we  invite 
you,  in  their  name,  to  refume  with  fecurity  the  operations  of  agri^ 
culture,  manufaftures,  and  commercial  fpeculations. 

The  entrance  of  conquerors  who  have,  for  a  long  time,  fuf- 
fered  hardftiips  of  every  kind,  muft  be  accompanied  with  extraor- 
dinary events  ;  but  the  firft  movements  ^re  paflcd,  never  to  return.

ANOTHER  horrible  outrage  againft  the  laws  of  nations  has 
been  committed  by  the  Englifli;  but  happily,  crimes  never 
remain  unpunifhed.     Yefterday,   the  29th,  the  Enterprife  armed 
corfair,  Captain  Valence,  bound  for  St.  Jea^  de  Luz,  was  failing 
along  fliore  in  fight  of  this  port,  when,  in  contempt  of  the  ediS  of 
the  King  of  Spain,  of  the  3d  of  January  laft,  declaring,  that  na 
fhip  pf  war  (hould  go  out  of  the  port  for  the  purppfe  ofattacking 
veifels  that  were  In  fight,  one  out  of  the  two  Englifti  floops  of 
war,  which  I  informed  you  were  here  at   anchor,  fet  fail,  aii4 
gave  chace  to  the  corfair.     The  latter,   too  inferior  in  point  of 
llrength,  and  near  being  taken  by  the  enemy,  ran  aihore,  apd  hef 
crew  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  faved.     The  Englifh,  after  ap- 
proaching within  a  piftol  (hot  of  the  corfair  as  fhe  lay  aground, 
and  having  fired  above  fixty  rounds  of  cafe-fhot  at  her,  part  of 
which  fell  uponth^  Spanilli  coaft,  the  ferocious  Englifli  difpatched 
their  long  boat,  with  fourteen  men,  to  carry  off  the  prize  :    and 
then  the  punifhment  of  their  crime  firft  awaited  them,  A  few.  mo- 
ments after  the  fourteen  men  boarded  the  corfair,  an  explofion, 
produced  by  a  match  artfully  placed,  blew  up  eleven  or  twelve 
of  the  Englifh,  and  two  loft  their  legs  and  arms. 

It  is  now  the  duty  of  our  brave  marines  and  the  Spaniards  to  .

'pHE  flag  of  the  French  Republic  is  conftantly  infulted  in  the 
.  ■*"  port  of  Leghorn.  The  property  of  the  French  merchants 
is  violated  there ;  every  day  is  marked  by  fome  attempt  againft 
France,  as  contrary  to  the  interefts  of  the  Republic  as  to  the  law 
of  nations.  The  Executive  Dirediory  have  repeatedly  preferred 
their  complaints  to  the  minifter  of  your  Royal  Highnefs  at  Paris^ 
who  has  been  obliged  to  avow  that  it  is  impoffible  for  your  Royal 
Highne/s  to  reprefs  the  bngliih,  and  to  maintain  a  neutrality  in 
the  port  of  Leghorn. 

This  confeflion  imnjediately  convinced  the  Executive  Direflory, 
that  it  was  their  duty  to  repel  force  by  force,  to  make  their  com- 
merce refpeded,  and  they  ordered  me  to  fend  a  divifion  of  the 
army  under  my  command  to  take  polfeflion  of  Leghorn.

The  governor 
fuifered  them  to  be  taken  under  the  fire  of  his  batteries,  which  was 
contrary  to  the  intention  of  your  Royal  Highnefs^  and  the  ncuv 
tralityof  the  port  of  Leghorn. 

I  prefer  a  complaint  to  your  Royal  Highhefs  againft  Ait 
governor,  who,  in  his  whole  condud,  difplays  a  decided  hatred 
againft  the  French, 

He  yefterday  endeavoured,  at  the  moment  of  our  arrival^  to  "", 
make  the  people  rife  up  againft  us  ;  there  is  no  kind  of  iU 
treatment  that  he  did  not  make  our  advanced  guard  experience. 
I  fhould,  doubtlefs,  have  been  juftiiied  in  bringing  him  to  trial 
before  a  military  commiflion;  but  from  refpeft  for  your  Royal 
Highnefs,  intimately  convinced  of  the  fpirit  of  juftice  iVhich 
direds  all  your  a£iions,  I  preferred  fending  him  to  Florence, 
where,  I  am  perfuaded,  you  will  give  orders  to  have  him  puniihed 
feverely.

Sir,  Bafliay  July  6. 

T^HE   French   troops  have  taken  pofTeflion  of  the  city  of  Leg* 
horn,  the  cannon  of  the  fortreifes  have  been  directed  againrt 
the  (hips  of  the  King  in  xhe  road,  and  the  propiirty  ofi  Vvi^'WVi^'jjQ.^Y^ 

Vox.  V.  G  Wx)\^&.'^ 
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fubjeSs  at  Leghorn  has  been  violated,  notwithftanding  the 
neutrality  of  his  royal  highnefs  the  Grand  Duke  of  Tufcany^i 
and  the  reiterated  proteftations  of  the  French  to  refpeft  it. 

There  is  likewife  reafon  to'believe,  that  the  f'riench  hav^  the 
farne  defign  ppon  the  fortrefs  of  Porto  Ferrajo>  hoping,  by  fiiclj 
means,  to  facilitate  their  defigns  that  they  meditate  d^inft  ttii^ 
kingdom  of  Corfica.  Thefe  circumftances  have  determined  us  tb 
prevent  the  defigns  of  the  enemies  of  the  Kiqg,  who  ^re  equally 
hoftile  to  his  royal  highnefs,  by  placing  at  Porto  Ferrajo,  a  ga^*.

T  READ  in  the  public  papers  the  ridiculous  declaration  of  fome

thjey  (hould  be  in  the  fecond,  &c. 

When  the  Batavian  convention  placed  under  my  command  thf 
army  of  the  Republic,  it  impofed  on  me  no  conditions  about 
placing  it  in  the  firrt  or  fecond  line  ;  and  this  mark  of  its  extreme 
confidence  has  imprefled  me  with  gratitude.  In  return  for  that 
confidence,  and  for  your's  alfo,  I  am  eager  to  inform  you,. that  the 
deiertion  has  .no  other  fource  than  the  fcarcity  of  provifions  and. 
neceflfaries — fo  fcanty  and  dear,  that  they  who  are  paid  in  money 
cannot  procure  them  in  their  cantonments.  To  ked  your  foldiers 
is  the  true  means  of  preventing  defertibn  ;  and  you  need  look  for 
no  other. 

It  muft  alfo  be  obferved,  that  your  regiments  did  not  make  war 
to  fupport  your  revolution ;  and,  poilibly,  there  may  be  indivi- 
duals amongft  them  who  do  not  like  it:  far,  therefore,  from 
blaming  their  emigration,  I  ^m  exceedingly  pleafed  to  find  none 
remain  but  the  true  patriots,  whofe  ardour  and  courage  can  alone 
fupport  it.

which  inundate  your  fields,  have  not  yet  moved  the  heaAs  of  your 
fovereigns  to  folicit  a  peace  which  may  reftore  tranqtiillity  ahd 
happinefs  to  Europe.  Since,  then,  blood  muft  continue  to  ilowy 
the  French  armies  tnuft  carry  the  Var  into  the  heart  6f  Germany. 
But  fear  not,  peaceable  inhabitants  of  thefe  .  unhappy  countries^ 
we  are  not  your  enemies,  we  mean  not  to  deftroy  y6ur  laws  or 
your  religion,  as  fome  falfely  endeavour  to  perfuadfe  you.  Thlrf 
prefence  of  the  armies  will  undoubtedly  caufe  you  to  fuffer  fottle' 
inconveniences  ;  but  imagine  not  that  we  mean  to  avenge  upon 
you  the  cruelties  which  the  people  of  France  fuffered  v^hen  that 
country  was  made  the  theatre  of  war.

Take  no  part  in 
the  conteft,  remain  peaceably  in  your  houfes,  and  you  and  yoni' 
property  (hall  be  protefted  by  the  generals  of  the  Republic.  Bui: 
fhould  you  take  arms,  you  muft  expeft  the  fevereft  ptinifhinehty 
and  to  be  made  a  terrible  example. 

A  regulation,  confiding  of  feven  articles,  is  annexed,  wiilcH 
orders  the  French  troops  to  obferve  the  ftrifteft  difcipKne.  Every- 
foldier  who  fhall  plunder  any  of  the  inhabitants  Ihall  be  put  to" 
death.  The  inhabitants,  however,  muft  reniain  quiet  iri  thdi* 
houfes,  and  deliver  up  their  arms :  if  they  are  t^keh  fiyirig  witlif 
their  effedts  or  cattle,  they  will  be  arretted,  and  their  property 
confifcated  fof  the  ufe  of  the  Republic.  Thd  inhabitants  of  rtitf 
villages,  who  fhall  take  arms  agairift  the  French,  fhall  be  (hot/ 
and  their  houfes  burnt,  as  iTiall  likewife  all  who  bear  arras  without 
permiflion  from  the  French  generials.

TpHE  commandant  of  Olmutz  informed  me  yefterday,  that,  in 
'■*■  anfwer  to  my  rcqucft  of  being  allowed  to  go  for  eight  days 
to  Vienna,  for  the  purpofe  of  confulting  the  faculty,  his  Imperial 
Majefty  fignified,  that  on  no  confideration  whatever  I  am  to  be 
permitted  to  vifit  that  capital,  and  that  he  will  confent  to  my 
<]mtting  this  prifon  only  on  condition  of  never  entering  it  more. 
I  have  the  honour  to  reiterate  the  anfwer  which  I  made  to  the 
commandant.  To  folicit  the  afliftance  which  the  (late  of  my 
faealth  requires,  is  a  duty  which  I  owed  my  family  and  my  friends ; 
^bxxt  they  are  fenfible  that  it  is  not  poflTible  for  me  to  purchafe  it  at 
Ac  price  at  which  it  is  offered.  I  cannot  forget,  that  while  wc 
were  both  on  the  point  of  perifhing — me,  by  the  tyranny  of 
R.obefpierrc — M.  de  la  Fayette,  by  the  moral  and  phyfical  ru(Fcr- 
liigs  of  his  captivity,  that  I  was  not  allowed  to  obtain  any  account  of 
him,  or  to  iniorm  him  that  his  children  and  myfelf  were  yet  in 
exiftence ;  and  nothing  ihall  tempt  me  to  expofe  myfelf  a  fccond 
time  to  the  horrors  of  fuch  a  feparaiion.  Whatever  then  may  be

2.  That  national  Frenchmen.  Ihall  alone  be  entitled  to  have 
their  names  rc'giftered,  the  regillering  to  relate  only  to  their  con- 
nexion with  France,  and  to  leave  them  fubjeft,  as  before,  to  our 
laws,  ordinances,  and  jurifdiclion,  as  our  temporary  fubjefls.

Mianifejloj  or  Declaration  of  the  ^een  of  Portugal,  againft  the  iGf-    • 
public  of  the  United  States  of  the  Netherlands. 

TXTHEREAS  the  Portuguefe  envoy  extraordinary- with  the  Re- 
^  publjcof  the  United  Statg  of  the  Netherlands,  has,  in  his 
Tcport  of  the  15th  of  June,  traftnitted  to  her  majefty  the  copy  of 
a  letter  which  he  received  from  the  committee  for  foreign  affairs 
of  the  Republic,  in  which  has  been  notified  to  him  the  fixed  refo- 
lution  of  abftaining  from  all  political  communication  with  him,  as 
reprefentative  of  her  majefty,  the  Queen  of  Portugal,  till  the  coji- 
clu(ion  of  a  peace  with  the  French  Republic. 

Befides  which,  the  faid  envoy  ultimately  fignifies  in  his  letter, 
that  all  commercial  tranfadions  had  alfo  been  fufpended :  her  ma* 
jefty  has  therefore  refolved,  '^nder  the  prefect  circumfta.tiCQ%>  vo 
fufpend  ip  «  Iskc  wanner,  on  her  part,  all  ^ommtict;  Vix\v  x>i^ 
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States  Genial  of  the  Netherlands^  to  prohibit  her  Aibje^t  aitt 
traofadions,  or  mercantile  connexions,  with  the  fubjedls  of  the 
Republic,  and  to  forbid  them  all  navigation  to  the  harbours  of  the 
Aid  dates. 

Her  Majefly  has  been  farther  pleafed  to  ordain,  that  all  tran& 
idions  in  the  interior  of  her  dominions  with  the  fubjeds  of  the 
United  Provinces  be  fufpended ;  and  that  their  capitals  (hall,  und^f 
no  pretence,  be  carried  out  of  the  kingdom. 

The  departure  of  all  Dutch  (hips,  which  are  in  the  harbours 
tinder  the  dominion  of  her  Majefty,  is  alfo  entirely  flopped,  be* 
caufe  there  they  muft  remain  under  eitibargo  till  further  orders. 

That  thiis  refolution  may  reach  the  knowledge  of  every  one^ 
And  be  put  in  force,  it  has  been  ptlblicly  pofted  up«

ARON  Gemminger,  minifter  pf  the  Duke  of  Bninfwic]q» 
has  received  orders  from  his  fovefeign  to  notify,  conjointly' 
with  the  ambafladors  of  the  elefiors  of  Brandenburgh,  and  oth«r 
German  princes,  to  the  Auftriap  minifters  refident  here,  by  a 
note,  the  meafures  concerted  for  the  fafety  of  the  northern  paurts 
of  Germany.^  The  declaration  further  cxprefles,  that  it  is  tte 
wJ/h  of  his  /ereoe^bighAefs  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  like  that  df 
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hb  Pniflian  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  that  his  Im- 
perial Majefty  will  approve  of,  and  honour  with  his  approbation^ 
(hofe  meafures  of  felf-defence  which  are  quite  conftitutional  and 
relate  to  felf  prefervation  ;  fince  they  correfpond  with  the  paternal 
and  imperial  fentiments  of  the  Emperor« 


July  \%. 
The  minifter  of  the  Elcftor  of  Saxony  flgnified  laft  week,  that 
his  moft  ferene  highnefs,  his  mafter,  having  fulfilled  all  his  duties 
as  a  prince  of  the  empire,  not  having  confented  to  any  feparate 
negociations,  but  had  frequently,  in  conjundion  with  the  majo- 
rity of  the  Germanic  princes,  urged  his  wifli  for  a  fpeedy  and  ac- 
ceptable peace  to  the  court  of  Vienna,  and. now  requefted  the 
prompteft  overtures  for  a  pacification,  by  means  of  a  deputation 
of  the  Empire,  agreeably  to  the  decree  of  the  imperial  diet,  en- 
afied  laft  year.  His  moil  ferene  htghnefs  declared  the  profperity 
iDf  Germany,  and  hb  co-eftates,  to  be  the  fole  objed  of  his  foU- 
citude. 


Ratifbonf  Aug.  I« 
THE  progrefs  of  the  French  has  induced  the  imperial  diet  fud- 
denly  to  cudate  a  memorable  advice  of  the  empire  for  the  accele* 
latioo  of  peace.  On  the  30th  ult.  an  extraordinary  feffion  of 
council  was  held,  which  was  opened  by  the  ele&oral  diredory  of 
Mentz  with  the  following  intimation : 

.  Several  embaifies  having  expreiTed  a  wifh  that  the  prefent  ur- 
gent concerns  of  the  war  be  taken  into  confideration,  agreeably 
to  die  inftniftions  which  they  received,  and  that  ways  and  means 
|ie  coofulted  for  putting  a  fpeedy  end  to  this,  war,  the  direflory  of 
lAeatz  would  not  be  wanting  to  give  aa  opportunity  for  delibe- 
latibii* 

AH  the  envoys,  without  waiting  any  farther  inftru£lions  from 
their  courts  and  conftituents,  voted,  and  almoft  every  vote  was 
for  the  acceleration  of  peace.  The  archducal,  Auftrian,  and 
eleAoral  Bohemian  vote,  deviated,  however,  in  feveral  refpe£U 
from  the  other  votes,  and  vras  to  the  following  purport : 

Vwitrftbi  Emfiror  as  JnhJuke  of  Aufiria  and  EkHor  of  Bohemia. 

The  piefe&t  dtfafters  of  the  war  have  chiefly  arifen,  becaufe 
Ae  wdl  meant  admonitions  of  his  majefty,  the  Roman  Emperor, 
to  onake  common  and  weU-conneded  preparations  of  defence  in 
duefeaTon,  have  not  been  fufficiently  attended  to;  nor  have  the 
lUbft.  reoeat  conclufa,  after  the  firll  fruitlefs  overtures  for  peace,  as 
yet  been  put  in  force,  ali  wluch  has  enabled  the  enemY  \o  xv^xtv 
every  favourable  Incident  to  promote  their  progrefs,  fvipjioneA  \>^ 
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iheir  numbers*  -A  firm  and  flncere  union  of  all  the  ftateS  to  pr6^' 
ferve  the  Germanic  conftitution,  is  therefore  the  only  efficient  re* 
me^y  to  bring  the  enemy  to  more  equitable  fentiments,  and  to  a 
fimilar  readlnefs  to  make  peace,  and  from  that  confiitutlonal  con- 
cord alone  the  accompli  (hment  of  a  fo  much  defired  general,  equt*- 
table,  and  juft  peace,  cati  be  with  confidence  expe£led.«  That 
his  majedy  the  Roman  Emperor  wiihes  nothing  more  than  to  put  * 
an  end  to  the  burdens  of  this  heavy  war,  his  Majefly  has  already 
proved.  His  Majefty's  wifdom  merits  likewife  the  moft  perfieft 
confidence  that  no  refource  of  obtaining  a  fuitable  peace  (hall  be 
left  untried,  and  no  favourable  oppqrtunity  for  it  negleded. 

The  following  advice  of  the  empire,  refpeding  a  fpeedy  over- 
ture for  peace,  was  drawn  up  on  the  30th  ult.  and  immediately 
feattoViennsu  ^ 

Advice  of  the  Empire* 

The  prefent  fituation  of, Germany  having  been  taken  into  con* 
fideration,  and  formerly  debated  upon,  all  the  three  colleges  of 
the  empire  have  deemed  and  refolved : 

That  the  wifh  repeatedly  manifefted  of  terminating  the  ruinous 
war,  which  is  ilill  profecuting,  by  means  of  an  acceptable  peace 
with  France,  be  again  laid  before  his  Imperial  Majefty,  vyith  the 
moft  refpeftful  confidence  in  his  Majefty's  paternal  cate  for'th.ef 
empire^  and  that  his  Majefty  be  moft  urgently  ^nd  ferioufly  re* 
quefted,  agreeably  to  the  advice  of  the  empire  already  given  with 
ze^rd  to  that  objed,  to  accelerate  it  m  his  wifdom,  by  thofe 
mean^  and  overtures  which  are  the  moft  proper,  and  to  realize  the 
fpeedy  negociiition  by  adding  the  deputation  of  the  empire  in  the 
'  peace  to  be  thus  concluded. 

Befides  this  advice  of  the  empire,  it  was  alfo  refolved  to  fend 
the  envoys  of  Wurtemberg,  Bamberg,  and  Wurtfburg,  BarOns 
SeckendorfF  and  Grofs,  as  deputies,  to  the  French  generals* 
They  left  this  place  on  Saturday  night,  the  Count  de  BernftorfF^ 
belonging  to  the  Pruflian  legation,  having  preceded  them  thither, 
at  the  requeft  of  the  Pruffian,  Swedifh,  Danifh,  and  Heffiah 
-embaflies.  As  far  as  we  know  thofe  two  deputies  are  charged  to 
obtain  pf  the  French  generals  neutrality,  and  fafety  of  perfonsand 
property,  as  well  for  the  diet  of  the  empire,  its  archives  and 
ofScers,  as  for  the  imperial  city  of  Ratifbon,  and  its  inhabitants. 

In  the  conference  on  Thurfday  laft  fome  envoys  declared,  that 
if  a  neutrality  could  not  be  obtained,  it  would  be  beft  to  adjourn 
the  diet.  The  majority  ^xf  the  envoys  would  not  however  agree  to 
this,  but  propofed  other  meafures  of  fecurity,  upon  which  thcT 
conferred  with  the  principal  imperial  comnufliony  as  likewife 
with  the  city,  whofe  magiftrates  were  charged  to  iifue  an  order  for 
ail  the  French  ^migrants  to  ^uit  tt^ 
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PatifiMf  Aufmfi  6, 
W£  have  no(  yet  learnt  what  foccefs  the  deputations  pf  the 
diet  to  the  French  generals  has  iret  with.  All  we  know  of  it  is, 
that  the  French  general  of  divifion,  Klein,  has  afliired  the  Pnif* 
fiui  counfellor  of  lotion.  Count  Bernftorf,  that  the  deputies 
will  be  fiiccelsful  in  their  negociations.  Should  they  not  be  able 
to  obtain  a  complete  neutrality  for  the  diet  and  our  city,  the  depo* 
ties  are  inftni&ed  to  negociate  for  paiTports  for  the  ambafladora  oa 
Aeir  way  to  and  from  this  city,  for  their  archives  and  (ervaot^ 
as  well  as  for  the  fccurity  of  the  inhabitants  and  their  property* 


THE  deputation  which  the  envoys  at  the  diet,  for  the  fake  of 
cir  individual  as  well  as  the  general  fafety,  and  on  account  of 
the  neutrality  of  the  diet,  had  fent  to  General  Jourdan,  feems  not 
to  have  had  the  good  effed  we  expeAed  from  it,  becaufe  both  the 
deputies,  MelTrs.  Von  Seckendorf  and  Grofs,  are  returned  already. 
General  Jouidan  feems  unwilling  to  take  this  buRnefs  wholly 
U|Km  himielf,  and  is  laid  to  have  referred  it  to  the  diredory  at 
Paris,  where  the  court  of  Berlin  will  probably  intercede  In  behalf 
of  the  diet.    Mean  time  the  French  draw  nearer  to  this  city.

the  enemies  of  liberty ;  the  Executive  Direflory,  who  partici- 
pate with  all  the  good  citizens,  with  all  the  true  friends  of  their 
country,  wjth  all  the  fmcere  republicans  in  the  admiration  which 
the  great  military  talents  you  difplay  do  infpire,  and  which  give 
yoti  >  juft  claim  to  national  gratitude,  fee  with  indignation  the 
efforts  which  libellers,  under  different  maflcs,  are  daily  making  to 
miflead  the  public,  and  to  fecond  the  enemies  of  our  country,  by 
runipprs  wh^h  can  have  no  other  end,  than  to  difleminate  ciiTen- 
tion  among  the  friends  of  order  and  peace.

T^HERE  has  been  publifhed  here,  ooih  in  P^reuch  and  German, 
the  following  (late  paper: 

His  DQoft  fcrene  highnefs,  the  Ele£lor  of  Saxony,  has  taken 
no  part  in  the  pr^fent  war,  as  a  principal  belligerent  power. 
At;  a  co-e(tate  of  the  empire,  arid  in  that  charafler  only  has  he 
fulfilled  thofe  obligations  which  the  Germanic  conditution  Im- 
pofed  on  him  as  a  duty  ;  and  his  Eledoral  Highnefs,  being  fully 
imprelTed  withrthe  wifli  of  feeing  the  miferies  of  this  defolaiing 
War  terminated,  has  oi'ipn  endeavoured  to  accelerate  a  pacification 
by  his  vote  in  the  Germanic  Diet^  and  by  other  ni,ean$.  -  Thefe 
are  fafls  of  public  notoriety. 

The  meaiiircs  which  are  difiated  by  the  j)refent  ftate  of  things, 
and  by  the  precaution  of  his  Ele6toral  Highnefs,  agree  with  the 
-principles  which  he  has  uniformly  manifefted.  He  will  in  no 
refpeft  deviate  from  them ;  and  the  re(olution  of  collefline  a  corps 
of  his  troqps  dn  the  frontiers  of  his  territories,  and  thole  of  the 
•ircle  of  Upper  Saxohy,  which  are  now  fo  contiguous  to  the 
theatre  of  war,  will  prevent  any  mifunderftanding  with  rcfpeft 
to  his  motives. 
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In  order,  however,  that  no  doubt  may  remain  on  this  fubjedi 
his  Ele<aoral  Highnefs  has  thought  proper  hereby  exprcfsly  to 
declare,  that  the  alTembling  of  thofe  troops  has  no  other  obje^ 
than  to  cover  his  territories,  and  thofe  of  the  other  dates  of 
Upper  Saxony,  againft  all  foreign  violence. 

They  are,  of  courfe,  mere  meafures  of  defence,  unconneded 
withadefign  of  aftingoflfenfively  with  them  againft  any  power- 
beyond  the  (kirts  of  his  territories,  and  of  thofe  of  the  dm 
circle,  whofe  firft  prince  he  is.

Citizen  Minfster, 
IMMEDIATELY  on  our  arrival  at  St.  Domingo,  we  haften  to 
•■'  inform  you  of  the  delegation  which  the  Executive  DireSory 
have  made  us  oF  their  powers,  by  virtue  of  the  CLIV  article  of  t^ic 
new  French  coriflituiion.  We  are  to  exercife  them  to  their 
difcharge  in  this  colony  ;  and  that  the  important  authority  with 
which  we  are  vefted,  may  turn  to  the  utmoft  advantage  of  the 
people  under  our  government,  we  think  it  our  duty  to  make  ufc* 
of  every  means  which  circumilances  afford  to  minds  defirous  of 
doing  good,  and  anxious  folely  for  its  attainment. 

If  the  endeavours  of  the  late  French  Ambaflador  had  but  a 
partial  fuccefs,  it  was  owing  to  a  feries  of  events  infcparable  from 
a  great  revolution ;  the  coTonifts  in  Paris  had  a  momentary  in- 
fluence ;  but  the  deceptive  illulion,  with  which  they  had  furround- 
ed  the  government,  difTipated  as  a  vapour,  and  the  Legiflative 
Body,  as  well  as  the  Executive  Direftory,  pronounced  theiilfclves, 
in  a  moft  decifive  tone,  againft  thofe  external  enemies  of  the 
principles  of  France,  and  of  its  facred  laws. 

An  aSive  correfpondence  between  you  and  us  appeared  to  us  well 
talculatcd  to  attain  this  end.  It  was  the  frequency  and  the  intimacy 
of  the  communication  between  the  lalt  commiflion  to  St,  Domiogo 
and  your  predeceflbrs,  which  at  that  time  moft  contributed  in  fruf- 
trating  the  infamous  plots  of  our  emigrants,  in  preventing  th^ir  ai'm- 
//jg"  ^gamR  this  colony^  and  in  neutralixing  the  effcdl  of  their  m»^ 
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Wuvres*  near  the  American  government^  and  with  the  agents  of 
foreign  powers  in  the  United  States. 

'  The  conftitution,  while  it  abolifhes  flavery,  declares  that  the 
colonies  are  an  integral  part  of  the  Republic,  and  that  they  (hall 
\e  governed  by  the  fame  laws.  This  declaration  gives  to  St. 
Domingo  t)ie  laws  made  relative  to  emigrants,  who,  by  the 
CCCLAlIId  article  of  the conftitiition, are  forever  baniflied  from 
the  French  territory,  while  it  takes  abfolutely  from  the  Legiflative 
Body  the  right  of  making  new  exceptions  on  that  head. 

Filled  with  refped  for  the  national  will,  we  declare  to  you, 
that  our  firm  intention  is  to  prevent  their  approaching  our  coaft, 
and  thus  to  guarantee  this  portion  oT  the  Republic  from  the 
peftilential  influence  of  their  principles,  and  from  the  dangers  of 
an  unavoidable  re-a£lion,  if  they  were  fuflfered  to  return. 

We  know,  citizen  minifter,  that  there  may  be  fome  legal 
.exceptions  among  them ;  fome  may  have  been  forced  by  violent 
means  to  abandon  their  homes,  but  the  law,  equitable  in  this 
refped,  has  left  open  to  them  the  means  of  re-integration :  a  late 
decree  of  the  Legiflative  Body  entrufts  to  the  Dire£tory  the 
deci&on  on  all  petitions  for  being  ftruck  off  the  lift  of  emigrants ; 
and  as  we  exercife  thenr  fundions  in  St.  Domingo,  we  ihall 
haften  to  do  juftice  to  all. 

The  women,  the  children,  the  old  men,  who,  driven  by  the 
fury  of  the  rebels  againft  the  national  authorities,  fled  from  the 
-conflajgration  of  the  Cape,  (hall  be  carefully  diflinguifhed  from  thie 
abettors  and  authors  of  that  unfortunate  cataftrophe.  We  (hall 
pity  misfortune,  but  never  forgive  crime. 

We  beg  you,  confequently,  to  give  no  paflport  to  St.  Domingo 
to  the  emigrants  of  this  colony,  except  thofe  who  may  be 
authorifed  to  return  by  a  decree  of  the  Legiflative  Body,  by  leave 
of  the  Executive  Dire£tory,  or  by  a  deciflon  of  their  delegates  to 
the  Leeward  Iflands.

CtTizEN  Minister, 
Tl  is  by  the'exprefs  order  of  my  court  that  I  have  the  honour  to 
*  renew,  before  the  Diredory,  the  fteps  I  had  already  taken  for 
the  admiiSon  of  M.  de  Rehaufen,in  the  quality  of  chargt  d  affaires 
of  his^Majefly  Whb  the  Trcneh  Republic. 
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Inviting  you,  citizen  minifler,  to  take  again  Into  confideratiofi 
a  ftep  fo  conformable  to  the  good  intelligence  which  fubfifls  bcr 
tween  the  two  coimtries,  I  beg  you  will  permit  me  to  make  fome 
obfetvationS)  which  I  fubmit  to  the  Direftory. 

The  confidence  which  friendly  and  allied  powers  reciprocally 
owe  c^ch  other,  the  refpedl  which  is  its  refult,  has  always  been 
indifcriminately  granted  to  the  perfon  chofen  by  his  fovereign  to 
reprefent  him  ;  it  is  even  infeparable  from  it.  Both  have,  how- 
ever, been  negleded  in  the  perfon  of  M.  de  Rehaufen*  His 
private  fentiments  can  the  lefs  give  umbrage  to  the  government^ 
as  he  would  certainly  facrifice  them  in  the  exercife  of  his 
/iinfliohs,  if  they  could  be  contrary  to  the  infl:ru£lions  he  has 
received;  and  if  in  his  condudt,  or  in  his  language^  he  could 
be  wanting  to  the  treaty  which  fubfifts  between  Sweden  and 
France.  And  it  is  in  this  cafe  only,  if  a  mifunderftanding 
ibould  take  place  between  the  two  governments,  that  his  recall 
•would  become  neceffary.  But  fince  this  is  not  the  cafe,  his 
fipntiments  cannot  be  confidered  as  a  valid  motive  of  exclufioQ* 
and  the  refufal  becomes  coilfequently  lefs  an  injury  done  tf> 
M.  de  Rehaufen  than  a  want  of  refpeS  to  his  fovereign. 

I  mud  likewife  remark,  that  M.  de  Rehaufen  being  at  Paris> 
has  been  appointed  to  attend  ad  interim  to  the  affairs  of  Sweden^ 
at  a  time  when  a  rupture  with  RuiEa  was  every  inftant  expefted, 
and  when  the  Swedilh  Ambalfador  at  that  court  was  on  the  eve 
of  quitting  his  port.  His  appointment  could  not,  therefore,  haye 
been  ii)fluenccd  by  the  Emprefs  of  Ruflia,  to  whom  he  is  other* 
wife  an  utter  ftranger. 

It  is  for  thefe  reafons,  citizen  minifter,  that  I  am  unable  to 
attribute  to  the  perfon  of  M.  de  Rehaufen  the  refufal  of  the 
Directory  to  acknowledge  him  in  his  public  charaSer.  This 
refufal  appears  evidently  to  announce  the  intention  of  difobligingt 
in  the  face  of  Europe,  the  moft  ancient  friend  of  France*  .1 
hefitate  to  pronounce  a  more  decifive  fuppofition;  it  is  too 
repugnant  to  the  known  wiihes  of  the  Swedes  and  the  French 
themfelves,  as  likewife  to  their  refpedive  interefts;  and  at  the 
fame  time,  it  v.oukl  be  difficult  for  the  enemies  of  both  countries, 
not  to  find  great  fatisfaction  in  the  difunion  of  which  the  French 
Republic  may  have  given  the  fignal.  It  is  pretcribed  to  me  to 
declare,  that  if  M.  de  Rehaufen  be  not  acknowledged,  .His 
Majefty  will  be  obliged,  in  fupport  of  his  dignity,  to  ufp  reci- 
procity with  regard  to  Citizen^ Perrochel.  This  teceflity  will 
otherwife  have  no  influence-on  the  defire  which  his  Majefty  will 
always  have  to  ftrengthen  the  bands  of  fxiendfhip  and  good 
underftanding  which  ought  ever  to  fubfift  between  the  two.

Miffage  of  the  Executive  DlnSfory  U  the  Council  of  Five  Hundred 
relative  to  the  Organization  and  prefent  State  of  )he  French 
Marine. 

T^HE  Executive  Direftory  haftens  to  reply  to  the  mefTage  of 
the  council  of  Five  Hundred,  dated  the  5ih  of  this  month* 
ind  which  it  received  on  the  7th,  refpeSing  its  arret  of  the  23d 
Prairial,  for  completing  the  military  officers  of  marine.  The 
J'Cgiflative  Body  having  itfelf  fufpended  the  execution  of  the 
maritime  law  of  the  3d  Brumaire,  did  not  declare  till  the 
month  Pluviofe  that  all  its  provifions  (hould  be  carried  into 
exeaition.  The  firft  of  thefe  provifions  ordained  the  com- 
plete organization  of  the  civil  officers,  and  the  nomination  of 
the  major  part  of  the  military.  The  fccond,  which  is  evidently 
no  more  than  an  acceffar}' provifion,  fince  it  is  indifferent  as  to 
the  organization  of  the  portjs,  and  particularly  on  the  armament 
of  veflels,  only  concerns  the  complement  of  military  officers. 
Since  the  j  ft  Germinal,  the  firft  difpofition  has  been  executed  in 
the  grofs  and  all  its  details.  ,On  this  difpofition  reftcd  the 
organization  and  regeneration  of  the  marine  and  arfenals  of  the 
Republic.  In  the  execution  of  this  great  defign,  the  Directory 
pegleAed  nothing  to  remove  all  the  obftacles  that  impeded  the  pro- 
^uflfon  of  a^rand  niu)f»    Jt  bad  then  the  cpurage  \q  {acufvee  9\\ 
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perfonal  confiderations,  "which  may  prove  injurious  *to  that  great 
operation.  It  difappointed  ambition,  difcarded  ignorance,  re-  ^ 
je£led  all  pretenfions,  reprefled  all  fpirit  of  corporation  and  party; 
afid  anxious  to  correfpond  ^  ith  the  views  of  the-  legKlature  m  the. 
regeneration  of  the  marine,  it  chofe  for  the  adminidration  of  tho 
ports  men  whofe  genius,  experience,  and  probity,  were  not 
Ihnited  to  the  reputation  of  *a  day.  They  fele&4d,  for  .the  com* 
xnand  of  the  ihips  and  harbours  of  the  Republic,  ofEcers  dif- 
tinguifiied  by  their  bravery,  their  talents,  and  their  devotion  to 
the  glory  of  the  marine.  In  this  fird  arrangement  it  was  unable 
to  include  feveral  gallant  officers,  to  whom  age  and  infirmities  did 
not  afford  means  of  a^ivity  proportioned  to  their  zeal.  But  k, 
was  refolved  to  recompence  their  former  fervices  with  honour- 
able and  ufeful  retreats,  or  with  employments  in  which  adivity 
was  not  required.  Let  any  impartial  man  caft  an  eye  upon  the 
piiSLure  of  wretchednefs,  languor,  and  diforganizationi  which  the 
arfenaU  prefcnted  in  Brumaire  laft,  and  then  take  a  view  of 
their  a&ual  fltuation  at  prefent.  He  will  perceive  the  union 
which  now  reigns  in  our  large  ports  between  alt  the  authorities, 
civil  and  military.  They  all  efteem  each  other,  and  propagate 
with  ardour  the  love  of  the  conilitution.  He  will  there  fee  the 
intelligence  with  which  buHnefs  is  conduced,  and  the  efforts  of 
the  new  adminidratlon,  to  relieve  the  indigence  of  the  moment, 
and  to  encourage  the  workmen  who  have  fo  long  been  mifemble*- 
He  will  fefc  (economy  and  a£livity  dire£ling  every  fpeculation, 
md  that  admirable  fpirit  which  impels  a  republican  to  obejT 
without  fervility,  and  to  command  without  pride.  All  are 
attached  to  the  government,  and  eager  to  contribute  to  the  glory 
i^nd  approaching  triumph  of  the  marine.  It  is  in  vain.  Citizens^ 
Legidators,  that  the  ambitious  who  are  difappointed,  and  the 
wicked  of  every  defcription,  endeavour  to  difturb  this  harmony^ 
by  reprefenting  to  fome  that  th^  are  worthy  of  higher  Htuation^ 
and  by  talking  to  others  of  the  ui^juft  prepofleffions  of  government ; 
it  is  in  vain  that  they  drove,  and  dill  drive,  to  vilify  the  fuperior 
authorities.  No;  real  merit  ihall  never  be  degraded,  in  an  or* 
ganized  republic  it  always  knows  how  to  triumph  over  intriguers 
and  intrigues. 

Such,  Citizen  Legidators,  is  the  effe£l  produced  by  the  fird 
^Ifpofition  of  the  law  of  the  3d  Brumaire,  and  it  will  fliew  with- 
what  fidelity  the  Direftory  entered  into  the  fpirit  of  it.  The  fecond 
difpofition,  which  is  only  acceflary,  as  it  only  regards  the  filling 
yp  of  the  military  ranks,  becomes  then  the  fole  objeft  of  the 
meffage  of  the  council,  and  it  will  be  eafy  for  the  Dire£lory 
to  dilHpate  this  frefli  dorm.  The  Legidature,  in  defiring  to 
organize  the  whole  of  the  navy,  were  aware  of  the  didicuity 
of  choofing  amongd  fuch  a  vad  number  of  perfons  in  the  fliort 
time  that  was  limited.     Confidering  that  the  civil  odicers  being 
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/edentary  and  refiding  in  the  ports,  are  better  known,  and  that 
military  mariners,  whom  a  wandering  life  withdrawn  from  ob* 
fervation,  cannot  produce  fiich  certain  teftimonials, — the  Legif- 
bture  enjoined  by  the  3d  Brnmairc,  that  the  adminillrators  of  all 
rank's  and  funfiions  KlibuUl  be  numeJ  at  the  fame  time;  but  that 
the  government,  after  nan^iiig  the  grcatdt  part  of  the  military 
officers  of  fu  peri  or  degree,  Ihoii!:!  noi  be  obliged  to  complete  them 
for  the  fpace  of  fix  months.  Thiis  the  lavv,  which  was  to  have 
been  executed  on  the  ift  of  Nlvofc,  adjourned  that  completing 
of  ranks  to  the  firft  of  the  following  MeHidor.  This  delay  was 
the  lefs  injurious,  as  the  niin;bcr  or  general  officers  and  captains 
alreadv  appointed  were  more  than  fulTicicnt  for  the  equipment 
of  eighty  Inips  of  the  line,  and  as  many  frigates.  This  certainly 
was  a  fage  dirpofition  at  the  tiiile,  that  all  ranks  were  filled  ac- 
cording to  the  choice  made  by  the  popular  focieties.  This 
difpofitioh  ought  unqueftionably  to  be  executed  in  its  full  latitude 
by  the  Direflory,  as  it  afforded  it  the  means  of  repairing  errors, 
and  correSing  the  inevitable  intrufion  of  indifcreet  and  multi- 
plied folicitations ;  becaufe,  in  fine,  it  conferred  on  it  th« 
niea^ns  of  advancing  officers  who  are,  at  this  moment^  in  the  face 
of  the  enemy,  burning  to  give  battle,  to  rcftore  its  fplendour  10 
the  re|)ublican  flag,  to  revenge  the  outrages  it  has  received^  and 
fctricve  pad  misfortunes.     It  was  this  delay  of  fi jc  months,  cori- 

grmable  to  the  fpirit  of  the  law,  that  produced  the  arret  of  the 
ireflory,  which  is  no  more  than  explanatory.  For  the  law  of 
the  3d  Brumaire  having  been  fufpcndcd,  muft  neceflarily  be  fo 
iti  all  its  difpontiohs  \  and  it  would  not  be  confiftcnt  with  good 
faith  to  regard  the  i(l  Meffidor  as  a  period  of  rigour  in  a  dif-« 
ppfltion  calculated  for  the  general  advancement  of"  the  piiblic 
weaL  Who  then  can  ccnfure  a  meafure,  not  only  authorifcd  by 
thie  (jpirit  of  the  law,  but,  which  alfo  enables  the  government 
to  juftify  its  wi(h  of  bringing  to  perfeftion  an  ufefiil  branch  of 
the  public  force?  On  the  contrary,  how  great  would  be  the 
danger  of  entering  upon  a  precipitate  examination  of  the  fervices 
of  every  officer,  at  the  time  that  we  are  withdrawing  curfelvfes 
from  aftate  of  diforgaiiization ;— To  put  the  forces  in  a6tivity,  to 
arm  for  the  ruin  of  the  commerce  of  our  enemies,  to  equip,  in 
order  to  defend  and  fupply  our  colonies  with  ptovifions,  are 
the  duties  you  are  to  require,  of  government;  but  to  prcfs  it  on 
the  impartial  examination  of  the  defcrts  of  individuals,  fince 
they  are  men  who  produce  events,  would  tend  to  deprive  it  of 
the  means  of  obtaining  great  fucceflcs.  The  Executive  Direc- 
tory having  made  this  explanation  to  the  council  of  Five 
Hundred,  think  it  will  be  fufficient  to  prevent  the  bad  efFefts 
whichji  in  our  political  fituation,  might  be  produced  by  hazardou  s 
expreflions  tending  to  impr^fs  a  falfe  idea  of  the  (late  of  our 
marine.  To  adjourn  to  the  firft  VencJexriiaire  the  faomination  of 
Vot.  V.  K  •         facEi^ 
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fomc  indiyiduals,  is  not  to  adjourn  the  aSiVity  of  the  navy; 
much  lefs  can  it  be  its  adjournment  for  a  year.' ,  The  inhabitants 
of  our  fea-ports,  or  thofe  who  have  cprrefpondence  with  them, 
cannot  be  ignorant  of  the  number  of  armed  (hips,  frigates^  and 
corvettes,  which  were  equipped  and  failed  from  our  harbours  in 
the  courfe  of  thefe  four  months.     Can  ttiey  be  ignorant  that 
forty-three  (hips  or   frigates  arc  now  at  fea,  and  employed  on 
particular  expeditions?-       Do  they   not  know   that    about   150- 
corvettes,  or  light  armed  (hips  of  war,  are  dcftincd  for  the  pro- 
te£lion  of  our  coafts  and  coafting  trade;  and  that  about  eighty 
(hips  arc  equipped  to  carjy  provifions  to  our  land  armies  ?     Do 
they  not  know  of  the  fuccours,  fortunate,  and  almoft  incredible, 
Con(idering  the  (ituationof  our  navy  for  fix  months,  which  haVc 
been  fent  to  our  colonies  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies  ?     Laftly» 
can  they  be  unipformed  thatlhe  jport  of  Breft  difplays  an  aSivity 
unknown  for  a  long  time  before;  that  the  ovens, ' rope-walks," 
and  work(hops  are  all  in  motion,  and  that  in   a  (hbrt  time  a 
numerous  fquadron  will  hi  well  armed  and  equipped ;  that  the 
port  of  Toulon  waits  only  for  the  fupply  of  money  deftined 
for  them>  in  order  to  complete  a  grand  armament,   and  that  it 
can,  in  a  Very  (hort  (pace  Of  time,  fend  out  a  powerful  fquadron; 
that  the  port  of  Rochfort  has  given  proofs  of  w^hat  zeal,  aSivity, 
and  (kill  can  effe£l,  by  equipping  the  greateft  part  of  thofe  ex- 
peditions which  have  gone  out  to  our  different  colonies.     From 
this    expofition    you   muft   be    cbnvincied,    citizen    legiflators^ 
that  while    the   Executive  Diredlory  meditated  on  the   proper 
choice  of  perfons  to  complete  the  number  of  the  defenders  of 
the  national  flag*  it  kept  the  navy  in  activity,  and  did  not  adjourn 
its  utility,  or  the  fervices  it  could  render  to  the  ftate.     If  thiiy 
afforded  fuch  great  proofs   of  its  zeal  in  the  general  penury  it 
experienced,  what  may  we  not  expedl  from  its  energy  and  courage, 
when  that  alone  (hall  attra£t  the  attention  of  the  whole  nation  ? 
Yes,  our  marine  proudly  perceives,  that  it  is  deftined  to  recount 
in  its  turn  the  number  of  thofe  viftories  which  give  luftre  to  our 
armies  by  land, — The  council  ordered  this  meffage  to  be  printed, 
and  referred  to  a  commiflion,  compofed    of  TroUilhe,   Blapj^ 
Lefevre  (De  Nantes),  Bergovin,  and  Riou, 


Report  made  hy  Perree  on  the  Expences  of  the  Marine. 

Representatives  of  the  People,   - 

YOU  nominated  on  the  7th  f  June  23)  a  commiflion  to  report ; 

on  the  refolution'ef  the  council  of  Five  Hundred.     The  objcft 

of  that  propofition  IS  to  put  120  millions  at  the  difpofal  of  the 

marine  minifter,  and  it  is  accompanied  by  a  meffage  from  the 
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Executive  Diiseflory.  To'thiii  meflige  are  joined  fifteen  fiate* 
mentsy  yfurnifbed  the  DireSory*  by. the  miniftcr,  Firft,  on  the 
real  (ituation  of  itie  finances  of  that  department.  Secondly,  on 
the  current  fervice  during  the  nionths  Floreal  and  Prairial  of  the 
4th  year.  Thitdfy,  on  the  arrears  due  at  the  period  of  the  13th 
of  laA  Brumaire.  I  -amxrooiey  in  the  name  of  your  commiflion^ 
tO'prefent  you  with:  the  rcfult  of  their  r^ile£tions  on  the  urgency 
and  grounds  of  this  refolution.  Th^^ciotives  of  urgency  are  thus 
conceived:"  cbnfidering  the  importince  of  putting  in  a<3ivity 
all  parts  of  the.  fervice  of  the  maxine  and  colonies,  by  furnifhing 
the  expences  ofjthatdepartmenty  de;clares  that  there  is  urgency. 
Thefe  motives  appeared  convincingy  and  it  propofed  to  you  to 
adopt  ahd  acknowledge  the  urgency.  This  was  decreed.  I 
Come  now  to  the  grounds  of /the  refolution.  The  firft  article  places 
at  the  difpofal  of  the  minifter  of  marine  and  colonies  a  fum  of 
120  milKon  -faced  value,,  for  the  months  of  Floreal  and  Prairial, 
according  to  the  ftatements  figned  by  the  minifter,  and  annexed  to 
the  mefliigc  of  the  Diredory. 

Your  com  mi  (lion  has  examined  the  ftate  of  thefe  accounts,  and 
the  nature  of  the  different  expences  that  compofed  the  total.  It 
took  for  its  guide  the  law  of  laft  Ventofe  refpefting  the  refpon- 
fibility  of  minifters.  The  law  has  been  obferved,  except  in  a 
fin^e  ftatement  of  No.  i,  under  the  head  of  "  The  current 
fervice  of  the  ports."  This  ftatement  announces  an  expence  of 
37,916,180  francs  fixed. value,.  It  is  divided  into  twelve  columns, 
on  account  of  the  twelve  principal  ports  of  the  Republic,  one  of 
which  makes  the  head  of  each  diviTion.  The  expence  of  each 
port  is  clear,  and  under  a  line  at  the  bottom  is  found  the  fum 
total  of  37,916,180  francs  free  from  fractions.  Such  is  the 
general  ftatement  of  the  expence  of  the  current  fervice  of  the 
ports  for  the  months  Floreal  and  Prairial.  Though  this  ftatement 
Ihews  the  fum  required  for  each  port,  it  is  not  perfe<Sly  con- 
formable to  the  intention  of  the  law,  which  formally  prefcribes 
an  indication  of  the  perfons  to  whom  the  money  is  due.  The 
xninifter  obferves,  that  it  was  impoftible  for  him  to  comply 
literally,  in  drawing  up  this  account,  with  the  provifions  of  the 
4th  article  of  the  law  of  the  third  of  lalt  Ventofe.  He  fhould  be. 
obliged  to  write  out  for  every  month  upwards  of  150  names,  op- 
pofed  to  fo  many  fums ;  and,  a  thing  ftill  more  impoffible,  to 
bring  forward  unknown  fums  for  work  yet  unfinifhed.  Thefe 
obfervations  will  appear  forcible  to  you.  You  will  fix  your 
attention  for  a  mom^^nt  on  the  twelve  principal  ports  of  the 
Republic,  and  you  will  fee  the  perpetual  charge  in  the  equipment 
of  ve^els,  the  charge  of  different  kinds,  of  workmen  in  the 
various  (hops  and  working  departments  of  each  port,  and  the 
fight  will,  no  doubt,  convince  you  of  the  great  difficulty  of 
giving  diftind  ftatements,  together  yrith  the  uticr  impoffibility 
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of  bringing  them  forward  in  a  fixed  fum,.  Ybu  V?iU  fcgfetl 
that  the  law  of  the  3d  Veritofe  is  too  gene rafy  and  you  will,  no 
doubt,  diredl  your  attention  to  lender  this- method,  of  .accounting,, 
at  prefent  too  rigorous  for'  pi^adice,  more  convenient  to  ti)C; 
fervice  of  the  marine.  The  naTcmcnt  of  arrears  in  this  depMft-* 
meht  fwelled,  on  theiCfth^'bf  laft  .BruiDairie,  to  '  105,0409 1;6|. 
francs.  The  nieflfage  of  the  DifedWry  hasi  faid  nothing  on  tihoj 
important  fiibjeft  of  *the  debts  owing  to  thofe  citizens  who  h^; 
tranfaflions  with  the  ancient  governrnent;.The--council' of. 
Five  Hundred  has  not  thpught-ppoper  to  make  an)f  profio&tion  upon; 
that  head;  but  I  can  annou«Ge  to  the  council^.  that.yjQujLjXoqcir; 
miflion  has  learned  from  the  principal  of  the  m|arine  deportiiicnt^' 
that  the  Dire6lory  is  employed  in  providing  means  of  putting  the^ 
rainifter  in  a  capacity- to  fulfil  engagements,  which^;  though  not* 
made  with  a  conftitutional  government,  are  not  thelcfe  deferving 
.  of  regard.  I  omitted  to  mehtiott  to  you  that  the  haJme  of  the  cx- 
pcnces  contained  in  the  ftatcmcnts  of  the  current  fervice  is  per- 
feftly  analogous  to  ferviccs  of  that  kind.  We  are  certainly  ap- 
proaching to  that  period  when  they  will  be  increafed.on  the,  fcore 
of  provifions,  and  contra6led  in  the  interior  management  of  thft 
offices.  .  .    '  :

Accordingly,  the  meflfage  of  the  Direftory  for  the  funds  to  be 
placed  at  the  difpofal  ot  the  minifter  of  marine,  makes  a  demand 
of  120  millions.  The  council  muft  certainly  obferve,  in  this  an- 
ticipation of  payment,  however  it  may  be  authorifed  by  the  mi* 
nifter  of  finance,  an  irregtiiarity,  the  repetition  of  which  would 
break  throuj^  the  tutelar  forms  of  the  public  property.  Your 
commifBon  had  in  mind  the  law  of  the  9th  Floreal.  It  adjourned 
all  delibci-ation  on  the  exceeding  of  955431640  francs,  which  ap- 
peared in  the  four  ftatements  annexed  to  the  meflage  of  the  Direcr 
tory,  till  thofe  ftatements  (hould  be  reproduced,  according  to  the 
form  prefcribed  by  the  law  of  the  3d  Ventofe.  From  this  difpo- 
fition  it  will  appear  that  the  want  of  form  alone  prevented  thfc 
execution  of  the  fund.  The  necelfities,  however,  were  imperi- 
ous ;  the  proceeding  was  neceftary  for  the  purchafe  of  fubfiftence^ 
and  the  daily  wages  of  the  workmen  for  the  fervice  vras  inter- 
rupted. 
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Tlicfe  coniUerations  induced  the  council  of  Five  Hundred  to  paCi 
l^tljr  over  a  meafure  which  may  be  executed  by  the  indirc£l  pro- 
vifion  of  the  law  of  the  3d  Ventofei  and  the  exifting  neceflity. 
Your  commiifion  thought  proper  to  enter  into  thofe  details.  The 
reprefentative  body  will  no  doubt  take  ineufures  to  prevent  that 
abufe  frooi  being  again  repeated.  The  fecoiid  refohition,  which 
aiEgns  to  the  treafury  the  payment  of  120  millions,  is  a  fcquel  to 
the  firft,  and  oiFers  no  fubjed  of  obfervation.  After  the  heavy 
verification  of  figures,  which  I  have  fubniitted  to  the  council, 
your  cpmmiflion  was  folicitous  to  anticipate  your  dcfires,  in  draw- 
ipg  your  attention  to  the  important  interelb  of  the  Republic,  on 
ifae  report  of  the  marine  commerce,  fo  rarely  fpoken  of  in  this 
tnlninc.  The  marine  has  fuiFcred  more  than  any  other  depart- 
ment by  the  revolutionary  delirium.  There  dilapidations  are 
more  eafy,  the  faults  of  ignorance  more  fatal,  and  profcilional 
men  more  fcarce.  Some  citizens,  poflfefling  patience  as  well  as 
%eal,  have  weathered  the  ftorn)  by  yielding  to  its  violence  ;  they 
never  defpaired  of  the  public  weal,  and  their  ufeful  labours  have 
prepared  for  our  fucceffes.  At  the  time  when  the  legiflative  body, 
entrufted  to  the  Directory  the  reins  of  government,  our  colonies 
appeared  to  be  forgotten  by  the  metropolis.  They  wanted  mor& 
fupplies,  more  proviiions ;  they  were  loaded  with  debt,  and  they 
bad  no  money.  The  Engliih  minifter  infulted  the  miferies  oif 
which  be  himfelf  was  the  artificer,  and  the  Britifh  flag  was  float- 
ing in  our  roads.  The  government  found  powerful  refources  in 
the  confidence  of  the^  legiflative  botty,  the  courage  of  its  chiefs, 
and  the  love  of  the  French  for  a  conftiiution,  which  alTiired  them 
the  reign  of  liberty  and  the  laws.  Circulation  was  reftored  by  our 
coafters.  Numerous  divifions  of  our  fleets  carried  fuccours  to  our 
colonies  in  the  two  Indies,  while  other  divifions  ilTucd  occafionally 
from  our  ports,  and  activity  revived  in  our  arfenals. 

We  have  lofl  fome  frigates,  but  the  Engliih  commerce  has  fuf- 
fered  greatly,  and  numerous  and  rich  prizes  have  fallen  into  our 
hands.  The  liberty  of  cruizing,  the  wifdom  of  the  law  in  that 
refpe£l,  the  adivity  of  the  marine,  have  produced  thcfe  advantages, 
and  every  thing  announces  our  approaching  amelioration.  Every 
inftant  in  the  life  of  empires,  as  well  as  of  individuals,  carries 
with  it  the  chara£ler  of  their  wifdom.  To  lay  up  and  preferve, 
is  to  make  acqiiifltion  for  the  time  to  come.  But  the  legiflative 
body  will  haflen  to  nationalize  the  principles  of  government.  By 
the  fide  of  the  emblem  of  liberty  it  will  fix  thefc  unerring  truths, 
that  without -colonies  and  fifheries  a  navy  cannot  be  maintained, 
and  without  a  navy  there  can  be  no  commerce.  The  pradice  of 
the  negledl  of  thefe  principles,  have  been  the  aeras  of  the  profpe* 
lity  or  calamities  of  France.  Behold  a  marine  and  commerce  re- 
ceive their  birth  from  the  creative  voice  of  Colbert,  the  wreck  oif 
the  fyllem  of  law  founding  in  Ada  a  commerc^^al  axvd  m\VvuLt^ 
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power,  Machault  difputing  the  empire  of  the*  feas,  and  Jl  navy  and. 
commerce  afFoi;ding  mutual  fuppqrt  to  each  other.     ^11'  thcfe  ad-' 
vantages,  which  cpft  fo  much  blood  and  treafure,  have'  befcn  fa-^ 
crificed  in' their  ttirns  by  levity  and  inccinfideratenefs?,  by  the  paf- 
fipns  and  the/intrigues  of  Courts.     Thofe  times' of  vertigo  are 
paffed.     The  Republic  has  every  thing  to  hope  from  the  firtnnefs    ' 
of  its  conftitutiohalfame;  its  allies  are  in  hopes,  and  Englati'd  be- 
^ns  to  tremble.     Viftory  and  glofy  are  the  faithful  companions  of" 
your  armies,     Wifdom  and' jufticc^  (hall  foon  ftiut  the  temple  of 

Janus, 

Then  experience  and  conftancy  Ihall  be  the  guides  of  govern- 
ment;  it  will  giveaftree  courfe  to  an  expenditure  direfled  by 
order  and  oeconomy,  and  march  with  an  even  pace  to  the  reftota-k' 
tjbn  of  commerce,  the  navy,  and  the  colonies.     Such .  are   the' 
fources  of  the  profperity  of  the  Republic,     XVe'all  take  pleafure' 
in  contemplating  it  beyond  the  term  of  our  ownexiftenee.  *  We 
love  to  draw  afide  the  veil  from  futurity,  and  lO. behold  our  coun* 
try  ftrong  in  her  free  governiinent,  cheriihing  the  fcienccis,  vrhich^ 
charm  the  paffage  through  life,  honouring  agnciilture,  arid  the 
Irts,  which  multiply  its  enjoyment , .  protedling  commerce,  which" 
unites  all  people  in  the  bands  of  friendftiip,  arid  acknowledging 
no  other  titles  of  fuperiority  than  thafe  of  talents  gmd  of  virtue* 
The  council  of  Five  Hundred  has  feen  the  neceflity  of  affording  tt^ 
fiftance  to  the  marine;  your  commilliori  is'imprefled  wiih  thefamt. 
motives,  and  propofes  to  you  to  adopt  the  refolution. 
•   The  refolution  was  adopted  by  the  council. 


Report  of  Defer mond  on  Contributions  and  Mandats. 

Citizen  Representatives, 
T^HE  law  which  the  council  of  Elders  has  announced  its  accept* 
-■-     ance  of,  refpediing  the  payment  of  the  land  contribution, 
demands  at  this  moment  your  moft  ferious  attention. 

When  paper  money  was  firft  created  by  the  conftituent  aflem-* 
bly,  it  obtained  and  preferved  for  a  while,  in  private  tranfadions^ 
the  nominal  value  which  the  law  had  given  it.  Confidence  alone 
cpuld  aflure  its  currency,  and  the  way  in  which  they  could  expefit 
fo  confolidate  the  public  fortune  and  credit,  was  an  incelTant  ap- 
plication to  ufeful  reforms,  and  confecrating  the  national  domains 
to  the  liquidation  of  our  debts. 

After  the  time  of  the  conftituent  aflfembly,  a  concourfe  of  nevr 
Circumftance^  brought  on  a  new  order  of  things,  France,  obliged 
to  aflert  by  arms  the  liberty  which  it  gave  itlelf,  and  involved  in 
extraordinary  expenccs  exceeding  its  revenue,  found  itfelf  con- 
flrained  to  direft*the  whole  of  its  attention  to  the  means  of  repel- 
lisig  the  enemy.    All  projefts  of  order  and  iacconomy  were  fuf- 

^ecided, 
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pended,  and  the  only  fcntiment  that  filled  the  minds  of  all  was,  to 
fight  and  conquer. 

The  internal  difcontents  were  a  new  caufe  of  difordcr,  which 
occafioned    enormous  expences  and  dilapidations  of  every  kind, 
which  drained  to  their  very  fource  the  means  ot*  reprodu&ion  and 
•the  public  revenue*       - 

'  In  what  light,  citizen  reprefen tat ives,  can  we  view  the  public 
fortunes  ilfuing  from  the  revolutionary  crifis,  and  the  long  tyranny 
that  followed  the  31ft  of  May?  Was  not  the  public  trcafure 
wafted  r  '  And  were  not  agriculture,  arts,  manufadurcs,  and 
commerce,  almoft  totally  dellroyed  ?  Our  hearts  were  expanded 
with  hope;  but  the  remembrance  of  the  evils  of  tyranny  was  yet 
too  ftrong  to  bring  forth  from  the  earth  the  depots  that  were  eii- 
tnifted  to  it,'  or  to  reitore  to  commerce  all  that  fear  had- con* 
sealed.  j 

It  was,  however,  necelTary  to  fupport  the  war  againil  nearly 
all  the  powers  of  Europe.  Peace  was  to  be  gained  by  vidories, 
and  to  obtain  thofe  vidories  we  had  armies  to  keep  up.  We 
could  not  calculate  on  the  proiiuce  of  contributions  from  a  country 
drained  and  exhaufted,  and  extraordinary  refources  alone  could  be 
employed  with  any  profpeS  of  fuccefs.  The  committees  of  go- 
vernment drew  from  the  only  fource  that  was  left  them,  namely, 
that  of  aflignats.  They  multiplied  them  10  excefs,  but  in  the  end 
the  bafinefs  was  effeded.  The  maximum  was  fupprefled,  agri- 
culture revived,  and  riches  appeared  to  be  transferred  entirely  to 
the  country.  Some  cries  were  raifed  againii  the  avarice  of  the 
farmers;  but  more  enlightened  men  were  aware,  that  wealth 
could  not,  for  any  length  of  time,  confine  itfelf  to  its  fource, 
•  without  flowing  through  thofe  channels  which  produce  the  public 
tranquillity;  and -the  event  already  begins  to  realize  their  predic- 
tions. Peace  has  been  concluded  with  Pruflia,  Holland,  and 
Spain ;  circulation  finds  a  re-e(labli(hment  in  the  interior,  com- 
merce revives  with  our  new  allies,  and  our  fituation  at  home  and 
abroad  aflumes  a  new  confidence. 

To  this  Rate  of  conftilutional  organization  have  we  now  arrived. 
All  Frenchmen,  really  attached  to  their  country,  thought  they 
faw  the  end  of  their  troubles,  and  the  happy  period  when  they 
'  were  to  enjoy  the  revolution.  But  we  were  ftill  obliged  to  conti- 
nue the  war  againft  enemies  oblHnately  determined  to  perfevere  in 
it.  Extraordinary  expences  were  the  confequence,  and  to  fupply 
them  we  were  forced  to  recur  again  to  extraordinary  means. 

The  forced  loan  and  creation  of  mandats  fucceeded.  The  pub- 
lic fervice  was  no^  interrupted.  Freffi  viSories  produced  freflt 
treaties  of  peace,  raifed  contributions,  and  diminifhed  our  ex- 
pences. Our  firmriefs  in  the  miclft  of  reverfes  has  ftaggcred  the 
obftinacy  of  thcrfe  enemies  that  remain  to  us.  They  have  now 
tried  us.  and  We  have  reafon  to  believe  that  they  will  foon  partake 
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in  our  d^Gre  to  £2[titigAi(h  the  flfe^mcs  of  War,  and  live  in  pezce 
with' a  people  no  lefs  anxious  to  difplay  their  moderation  than  to 
miakc  ihcir  rights  refpeAed. 

But  the  more  reafon  we  have  to  expe&  the  fpeedy  return  §f 
peace,  the  more  interefting  does  it  beeome  to  regulate  with  ceco- 
nomy  our  ordinary  expences,  and  provide  a  fund  of  contributions 
for  the  ricceflary  revenues  to  fupport  them. 

The  commi^on  of  finances  prefented  you  with  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal branches  of  revenue,  the  landed  contribution  ;  and  after  long 
•and  ferious  difcuflfions,  you  adopted  the  refolution  agreed  to  by  the 
council  of  Elders. 

You  will  readdy  call  to  mind,  citizen  reprefentatives^  that  the 

law  fixed  the  landed  contribution  at  the  fame  fum^as  in  179O9  and 

.  that,  to  fecure  an  equal  return  to  the  treafury,  it  ordained  thft 

each  franc,  of  the  value  of  the  year  1790,  (hall  be  paid  at  the  rate 

6f  fix  pounds  of  corn  in  mandats. 

Hitherto  the  nature  of  mandats,  fixed  by  the  laws  of  the  aSth    . 
Ventofe^  and  the  14th  and  t5th  of  la(l  Germinal^  did  not  allow 
them  to  be'otherwife  confidered  than  as  metallic  money,  and  they 
wisre  thei^fbre  received  at  their  nominal  value  in  all  payment^^ 
and  at  sdl  the  offices. 

It  is  not  requifite  now  to  examine  the  motives  which  induced 
you  to  make  thefe  difpofitions,  and  the  penalties  protiounctd 
againft  thofe  who  (hould  infringe  them;  neither  is  it'neccflary  to 
difcufs  anew  whether  you  could,  or  whether  you  ought  to  fupport 
the  mandats  at  their  nominal  value*  The  natural  tendency  of 
things  would  have  brought  you  back  to  the  point  from  which  you 
fet  out,  if  you  wfere  not  governed  by  circumftances.      ,  ^  . 

I  told  you,  on  the  ;5ih  Ventofe,  in  fpeaking  of  the  afiignats, 
that  we  (hould  confider  if  it  was  pollible  to  give  to  ailignats  a  rela- 
tive value.  I  reminded  you,  that  when  the  difcredit  of  a(fignfit8 
began  to  be  manifeft,  it  was  endeavoured  to  be  remedied  by  the 
maximum,  requifitions,  ^rofcriptlons  of  mone/,  penal  laws,  rcr 
volutionary  armies,  and  vadous  other  accompaniments;  and  that 
the  refult  of  all  thefe  nieafures  wis  lefs  confidence  in  the  affignats, 
the  ruin  of  many  good  citizens,  and  the  fcandalous  fortune  of  foftic 
fdoundtels^  I  laid  before  you  the  advantages  of  leaving  paper 
money  to  its  relative  value,  and  the  inconveniences  of  every  other 
fyftem. 

Notwithftanding  this,  we  adopted  other  principles  in  the  law  of 
the  28th  Ventofe,  and  the  other  laws  which  follovted  it.  We  per- 
fuaded  ourfellres  that  the  regulations  made  in  favour  of  mandats 
would  have  affored  them  their  nominal  value.  We  endowed 
them  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  expe£i  that  all  the  world  would  be  in 
^ueft  of  them,  and  flattered  ourfelves  with  the  hope  that  we  had 
replaced  the  aflignats  by  a  fpecies  of  money,  which  united  all  their  ' 
advantages  without  any  of  their  inconveniences,  and  which  would 

eftablifh. 
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eftablifhy  in  all  trdnfafliorls,  that  fairnefs  arid  equality  neceflary 
fur  the  maintenance  of  focicty. 

Our  hopes  were  difappointed  by  that  wickednefs,  ready  to  avail 
itfelf  of  every  ckrcurrencc,  and  which  having  excited  inquietude 
and  dillruft,  fucceeded  in  depreciating  their  real  vahie. 

You  then  faw  the  necellity  of  railing  contributions,  according 
to  the  relative,  and  not  the  nominal  value  of  the  inandat;  and  you 
difcovered  that  the  furctt  niellu)d  of  enlightening  the  public  opi- 
nion, was  to  intL-reft  every  citizen  in  bringing  the  mandats  back 
to  their  primitive  value. 

•  You  took  the  wife  precantiorr  of  not  leaving  mandats  to  the 
inercy  of  ftock-jobbing ;  and  in  takinj;  the  common  price  as  the 
regulator  of  their  value,  you  have  rendered  their  condition  intcrcft- 
ing  to  all  Frenchmen, 

But  having  already  eflabliflicd  this  rule  for  the  payment  of  con* 
tributionsy  now  that  your  relolution  is  become  the  law  of  the  Re- 
public, by  the  acceptation  of  the  council  of  Elders,  will  you  not 
extend  it  to  all  other  tranfadlions^  as  well  between  citizen  and 
citizen,  as  between  citizens  and  the  government? 

This  queltion  is  one  of  the  moft  intereiling  and  difficult  to  be 
'  refo/ved. 

If  you  adopt  the  affirmative,  you  muft  modify  your  law  rc- 
fpeding  the  mandats ;  and  if  you  maintain  the  negative,  it  will 
Tcrve  to  perpetuate  i^njuftice,  already  prolonged  too  much,  and 
over  which  each  of  us  had  ipore  than  once  reafon  to  figh. 

I  cannot  think  that  you  will  perfevere  in  a  fyftem  produftivc 
of  too  frequent  afts  of  injuftice,  and  the  caufe  of  great  evils,  with- 
out any  benefit  to  the  Republic.  Nothing  can  In:  more  true  than 
the  maxim,  that  the  public  good  is  compofed  of  that  of  indivi- 
duals, and  that  the  public  charges  ihould  be  equally  aflefled.  Do 
not  then  fuffiir  any  longer  that  a  proprietor  ihould  be  expofed  to 
lofe  a  part  of  his  fortune,  and  to  fee  enriched,  by  his  ruin,  a  man 
who  perhaps  made  no  facrifice  to  his  country, 
-  You  never  at  any  moment  found  yourfelves  in  a  fituation  more 
favourable  to  thofe  modifications,  which  circumftances  render  in- 
difpenfable.  Already,  in  the  interior,  almoft  all  tranfaftions  are 
independent  of  the  nominal  value  of  mandats ;  men  led  aftray, 
who  were  armed  again  (I  their  country,  have  now  entered  into  her 
hofom  ;  and  abroad  your  vi£lorious  armies  promife  you  a  fpeedy 
peace.  The  news  we  have  received  from  the  army  of  the  Rhine, 
has  fhewn  to  our  enemies,  that  in  the  vain  hope  of  putting  Jour- 
dan  to  flight,  they  only  fell  into  a  fnare ;  and  by  withdrawing 
their  principal  force  from  a  rich  country,  they  afforded  us  the  op- 
portunity of  becoming  matters  of  it.  Subfillence  is  abundant,  and 
we  reap  the  harvcfty  while  commerce  diffufes  itfelf  around;  Ita 
aftivity  will  incr&ife  when  it  has  no  longer  the  dread  oi  fce.m^x\vei 
idHrprotetSt  diiboaeHy,  i  Monty  hzs  re-appeared,  and  \ls  Y^etetvcc 
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announces  the  return,  of  Confidence.  The  government  has  proved 
to  all  France,  that  it  wlflies  only  for  the  maintenance  of  the  con- 
ilitution,  and  the  reign  of  the  laws.  All  things  qonfpire  to  aflure 
you,  that  you  will  be  ardently  feconded  by  the  nation,  and  that 
new  efforts  and  new  facrificcs,  if  ncceflary,  will  be  made  to  en- 
able you  to  hold  amongil  the  citizens  the  (trid  balance  of  juftice* 

The  public  fcrvice  mud  be  fupplied  with  contributions.  Obljge 
all  thofe  already  e(tabli(hcd  to  be  paid  in  real  value,  and  employ 
yourfelves  in  the  adoption  of  others  for  augmenting  the  revenue. 

The  extraordinary  fervice  (hould  be  defrayed  by  extraordinary 
funds.  Ihe  national  domains  are  an  abundant  fource, r^nd  far 
from  being  ex  handed.  You  mud  hufband  them  with  care,  but 
never  recede  from  your  engagements  to  give  them  to  the  holders  of 
mandatSv  On  this  fubjedt  cxprcfs  yourfelves  with  courage  and 
■with  candour. 

You  put  the  domains  into  trade  by  means  of  the  mandats :  thf 
fiation  nilfils  its  engagement,  in  order  that  the  citizens  ihpuld  alfo  * 
fulfil  theirs ;  and  do  not  liden  to  the  clamours  of  thofe  who  decry 
the  fmallnefs  of  the  payments  you  receive  for  them.  All  tho^ 
whowifti  to  fee  the  mod  furious  enemies  of  liberty  re-occijpy  tjhcir 
poiTeffions;  all  thofe  who  defire  that  the  public  fervice  may  bft 
negleded,  are  anxious  to  prevent  the  fale. 

The  one  promifes  you  loans  upon  eafy  terms,  and  the  other  a£» 
fures.you  that  fales  by  audion  will  produce  you  the  mod  abundati^ 
and  certain  refources.  Profit  by  the  lefTons  of  experience,  ai^  1(9 
not  reckon  on  the  podibility  of  loans,  until  peace  ifaall  redore  con- 
fidence, and  confolidate  the  public  credit.  Confider  that  thft  de.- 
preciation  of  no  property  is  more  rapid  than  of  that  which  is  in  the 
-  hands  of  4he  nation ;  and  that  there  h  no  furer  method  of  atta^ 
ing  men  to  their  country  than  by  making  them  proprietors. 

Reflcd  that  the  day  when  you  put  the  domains  up  to  au6Uon| 
the  mandats  will  have  no  term  of  comparifon,  which,  can  givip 
them  a  known  value  ^  and  that  they  will  be  multiplied  like  af- 
ilgnats  ib  as  to  embarrafs  circulation  by  a  mifcbievous  abundance 
'<»  figns  without  value* 

It  would  be  no  doubt  defirabie,  that  the  credit  of  the  mandiils 
bore  a  fairer  proportion  to  the  value  of  their  pledge.  •  But  as  Iob^ 
as  venders  are  obliged  to  fell,  and  he  that  purchafes  is  fiibjeA  to 
fttfpicion  and  uneafinefs,  the  difcredit  of  the  objeQ  for  fale  is  an 
twavoidable  confequence»  You  mud  hot  think  that  a  fale  by  auc* 
tion  would  encrea(e  the  value  of  your  efieds ;  turn  your  whate  at- 
tention to  the  removal  of  uneafinefs  and  miftrud,  and  you  need  not 
doubt  of  feeing  the  mandats  fpeedily  rife  in  their  credit. 

In  fine^  citizen  reprefentatives,  do  not  forget  that  the  mandatS' 
.^ierved,  and  dill  ferve,  for  the  exchange  of  affignats ;   aod  that 
hrge  quantities  of  the  latter  were  kept  in  the  departments  by  citi- 
-as^as  wb»  iateiidtd  to  employ  thttft  )Sk  ^wioslm^  vqijL  "vAao  tkanc 
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reckon  on  employing  the  produce  of  their  exchange.  Would  it 
be  juft  to  deprive  them  of  the  advantage  of  purchallng  on  the 
terms  of  the  law  of  the  28th  Vcntofe? 

You  will  maintain  that  law  in  all  the  difpofitions  made  for  the 
alienation  of  the  national  domains,  but  you  will  reform  that>  and 
ihofc  which  followed  it,  refpedling  the  difpofltions  that  refer  to 
the  nominal  value  of  mandats. 

Do  not  be  afraid  that  this  meafure  will  be  prejudicial  to  the 
public  treafnry.  It  takes  away  nothing  from  the  value  of  the  na- 
tional domains,  which  are  your  principal  refource.  It  will  aid, 
ioftead  of  injuring,  every  branch  of  political  ceconomy,  and  every 
fource  of  wealth.  In  a  word,  it  will  fix  public  opinion,  and  con- 
ciliate for  you  that  confidence  fo  necefTary  for  confolidating  the 
public  credit. 

I  cpnfefs  that  I  waited  with  impatience  the  adoption  of  the  law 
refpeAing  landed  contribution,  by  the  council  of  Elders.  All  the 
wretched  proprietors,  to  whom  reiinburfements  were  promifcd, 
addrefled  their  complaints  to  me,  becaufe  it  was  I  who  made  the 
report  on  theiJaw  of  the  15th  Germinal. 

.  I  attempted  in  vain  to  confble  them,  by  ihewing  that  they  may 
place  their  reimburfementsnn  national  domains.  The  fmall'reim- 
bariemebts,  fuch  as  belong  to  the  mod  miferable,  are  fcarcely  fuf^ 
ceptible  of  being  employed  in  funds  of  landed  property,  and  the 
difiiredit  of  the  mandats  brought  on  the  ruin  of  thofc  who  received 
them. 

Put  an  end  to  their  uneafmefs,  but,  while  you  do  them  juftice, 
do  not  be  unmindful  of  the  duty  you  owe  to  the  debtors.  The 
fcarcity  of  money  in  France  has  conGderably  enhanced  its.  value, 
as  will  appear  by  the  (lighted  refledion  on  thofe  circiimftances  to 
which  we  are  daily  witnefs. 

It  therefore  requires  a  deep  and  ferious  examination  to  difcover 
the  bcft  means  of  doing  juftice  to  every  one,  in  order  to  prcfent  you 
with  a  refolution  to  regulate  the  interefts  of  all  the  citizens. 

But  you  need  not  wait  the  termination  of  that  labour  to  an^ 
nounce  to  the  whole  Republic,  that  the  law  of  the  15th  Germinal 
is  no  longer  permitted  to  be  abufed ;  and  that»  as  in  all  tranfac- 
tions  between  individuals,  mandats  are  not  allowed  to  be  reftifed, 
fo  neither  can  they  be  forced  for  more  than  their  relative  valued 
according  to  the  law  upon  the  landed  contribution.

\n  cpnjeSure ;  but  they  look  forward  to  great  events.  Tiine  will 
fix  all  thefe  uncertainties. 


Official  Note  from  the  Minijier  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  jhe  Ambajfa^ 

dor  ( Barthelemy )  in  Switzerland. 

TpHE  French  government  is  informed  that  the  Englifli,  after 
■*■  having  flopped,  during  the  war,  under  the  molt  frivolous 
pretexts,  every  neutral  velfel,  have  juft  given  the  moft  pofitivc 
orders  to  the  commanders  of  their  (hips  of  war,  to  feizc,  indifcriT 
minately,  all  the  cargoes  which  they  may  fuppofe  to  be  deftine4 
for  the  French. 

Whatever  injury  France  may  have  fuftained  from  this  condu£l, 
fhe  has,  neverthelefs,  continued  to  give  the  only  example  of  the 
xnoft  inviolable  refpeft  for  the  law  of  nations,.,  which  cor^itutcn^ 
the  pledge  and  fecurity  of  their  civilization.  But,  after  having 
long  tolerated  the  offence  of  this  Machiavclian  fyftem  of  policy,^ 
ilie  at  length  finds  herfelf  compelled,  by  the  moft.urgerit  motives^ 
to  have  recourfe  to  reprifals  againft  England.  '  \  • 

The  Executive  Direftory,    therefore,    orders  all  the   political 
agents  of  the  French  Republic  to  inform  the  different  govern- 
ments, that  the  fquadrons  and  privateers  of  the  Republic  vvill  aft  '. 
agajnft  the  fhips  of  every  country,  in  the  fame  manner  in  whicl| 
thofe  governments  fuffer  the  Englifh  to  aft  againfl  them. 

This  meafure  ought  not  to  furprife  them,  fmce  it  would  be  very 
^afy  to  demonftrate  that  it  is  impcrioufly  prefcribed  by  neceflityji 
and  is  only  the  eflFedl  of  a  lawful  defence.  If  thefe  powers  ha4 
j^novvn  how  to  make  their  commerce  refpefled  by  the  Englifh,  we 
^ould  have  had  do  occaflori  to  have  recourfe  to  this  affli£ling  ex- 
tremity. 

They  will  recollefl:,  that  the  French  Republic,  ever  generous, 
propofed  to  all  the  belligerent  powers  t<>  refpcd  commerce;  but 
that  this  propofit ion,  honourable  to  the  government  which  made 
it,  and  didtated  by  the  moft  perfeft  philanthropy,  was  rejeSed  , 
with  pride,  by  a  government  accuftomed  to  treat  with  contempt" 
the  moft  facred  laws  of  humanity,  &c.

UONOURED  with  the  confidence  of  my  Republic,  I  had 
*^^  been  charged  fiicce (lively,  during  four, years,  on  the  frontiers 
of  the  two  ilates,  with  a  ca*e  very  grateful  to  my  heart,  that  of 
contributing  (o  keep  up  the  good  Underilanding  v^'hich  has  hitherto 
fubdHcd  between  the  two  nations,  and  I  have  had  the  good  for* 
tone  of  being  fuccefsful. 

.  It  was  in  that  interval  I  faw  the  aftoniffiing  fpedlaclc  of  the 
French  Republic,  ilruggling  almofl  againil  all  coalefced  Europe, 
pafs  from  the  moft  cruel  reyerfes  to  the  moft  fplendid  viftorics, 
ind  terminate  by  vanquifhing  all  her  enemies.  My  fecret  wiihes 
bad  anticipated  her  fublime  deftinies  ;,and  I  was  the  more  fatis- 
fied  of  feeing  theQi  accomplilhed,  as  my  fentiments  were  in  uni* 
fop  with  the  wife  refolutions  which  the  firm  government  of  Ge- 
noa had  adopted^  in  proclaiming  a  neutrality  fo  advantageous  to 
both  Republics. 

I  muft  add,  for  the  honour  of  my  country,  that,  notwithftand- 
jog  the  dangers  which  threatened  it  from  all  fides,  it  gave  a  great 
f  roof  of  courage,  and  at  the  fame  time  arv  example  of  the  attach* 
fnent  which  is  due  to  one's  friends.  Thofe  events  will  not  efcape 
hiftory.  The  French  government  applauded  them,  and  I  have 
been  more  than  once  the  organ  by  which  it  was  pleafed  to  exprefs 
its  entire  fatisfaftion  to  my  government. 

Events,  which  are  the  unavoidable  confequence  of  the  war, 
Have  not  altered  the  harmony  between  the  two  dates.  It  is  inva* 
liable,  like  the  principles  of  juftice,  and  of  reciprocal  intereft,  on 
yfthxch  they  are  founded.  It  will  be  as  lafting  as  the  fentiments  of 
efteem  and  conftant  friendihip,  with  which  the  Republic  of  Cjenoa 
is  peiietrated  for  the  French  Republic,  and  of  which  a  minifter, 
who  jtiftly  enjoys  the  confidence  of  both  Republics,  has  been  the 
interpreter  near  you. 

The  government  of  Genoa,  ever  eager  to  teftify  to  the  French 
Republic  the  moft  ardent  defire  of  foftering  and  cementing  ftill 
more  the  good  harmony  between  the  two  nations,  was  willing  to 
repeat  to  you  its  folemn  alfurance  of  the  fame  by  an  extraordinary 
million.  My  fellow-citizens  have  pitched  upon  me;  they  were  of 
opinion,  that  he,  to  whom  the  reprcfenlatives  and  the  generals  of 
the  French  Republic  had  fo  frequently  (hewn  their  confidence j 
Y'Ould  likevvife.  Citizens  Directors,  have  a  title  to  your  own.  To 
continue  to  merit  it  (hall  be  the  chief  end  of  my  endeavours ; 
happy  if  I  fucceed  in  realizing  the  fwect  hope  of  being  as  agree- 
able  to  the  DiredJory  as  ufeful  to  my  country.

^T^HE  vndcrligned  miniller  plenipotentiary  of  the  French  Re- 
'*'  miblic  has  the  honour  to  intimate,  ^at  occaiions  do  not 
oSarfo  frequently  as  he  could  wiih  of  giving  you  publicly  a  repe- 
tition  ef  thofe  affurances  of  edeem  and  regard  which  he  daily  re- 
ceives from  the  Executive  Direflory,  as  well  towards  your  ailembly 
as  the  people  which  you  reprefent.  This  efteem  is  not  limited  to 
Iboie  jniblic  atteftations  which  France  has  given  to  all  Europe ;  nor 
to  thofe  lefs  generally  known,  to  which  your  commiflion  for  the 
management  of  foreign  aifairs  can  alfoteftify.

A  T  a  period  which  is  now  remote,  rcafon  began  to  illuminatt 
*^  our  minds,  and  the  facred  fire  of  liberty  glowed  in  our  veins! 
The  ftudy  of  the  energetic  languages^  a  taue  for  which  has  iince 
been  generally  difFuftd,  the  bold  fyftems,  the  fublime  ideas,  ihc 
prcrfbund  fentimehts,  the  vigorous  images  of  thofe  philofophers 
ind  poets  who  have  rendered  Europe  illuftrious,  at  length  elevated 
oar  underftandings,  and  warmed  our  imaginations.  Thus  pre- 
Jpaiedy  the  American  revolution  could  not  remain  a  fterile  ex- 
ample. 

Since  that  memorable  epoch,  the  calls  of  liberty  have  been 
liSiened  to  with  rapture  in  France !  At  her  powerful  voice  the 
Dauphinefe  defcended  from  their  mountains,  and  the  men  of 
-Srittany  came  forth  from  their  heaths  and  their  forefts — they 
willed  their  independance !  Soon  was  this  generous  movement 
communicated  to  every  part  of  the  nation — the  rcprefentatives  of 
the  people  were  aflembled ! 

The  /pirited  refolution  pafled  by  the  deputies  of  the  people, 
on  the  23d  of  June,  began  to  fap  the  foundation  of  that 
throne,  which  had  opprcfTed  us  for  fo  many  ages.  The  fall  of 
the  baftile  (hook  it  to  its  bafis.  But  it  dill  exiiled — it  threatened 
to^  confolidate  itfelf  a  new,  and  by  increafed  force  to  bear  down 
all  before  it.

The  friends  of  liberty,  wearied  by  the  manoeuvres  of  the  court^ 
u  bafely  perfidious  as  deeply  corrupted,  flocked  here  from  every 
quarter.  Their  awful  phalanxes  attacked  the  colofTus  of  royalty, 
which  was  then  planning  new  devadations  and  new  crimes  ;  it 
crumbled  into  duft,  and  the  Republic  was  proclaimed  in  the  face 
of  its  moft  formidable  enemies. 

In  vain  do  the  vile  partizans  of  (lavery,  or  men,  who,  inca- 
pable of  forgetting  an  injury,  would  facrificc  the  bed  and  judeft 
of  caufes  to  the  padion  of  revenge.  In  vain,  I  fay,  do  they  en- 
deavour to  throw  a  cloud  over  the  enjoyment  of  this  day.  Im- 
partial hidory  will  fecure  its  place  among  the  mod  glorious  of 
epochs.  Poderity  will  be  informed,  that  though  fome  profligate 
men  iniinuated  themfelves  into  the  facred  ranks,  and  fucceedcd  at 
firft  in  edablidiing  their  horrid  dominaiicn ;  though  they  com- 
pleted the  meafure  of  their  crimes,  by  profiting  of  the  adonifliment 
and  confufion  neceflarily  produced  by  the  dreadful  fall  of  an  an- 
cient monarchy ;  dill  it  is  not  the  lefs  true,  that  the  io\U  o^ 
Auguft  was  the  work  of  the  purefi  patriots.     All  Uiofe  lo  v;\votcv

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nature  had  given  great  courage   and  vigorous  minds  contributed 
to  it  by  their  fpeeches,  their  writings,  or  their  perfonal  efforts. 

Hiftory  will  declare,  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  glorious  events 
of  the  icth  of  Augull,  the  territory  of  France  would  have  been 
parcelled  out  into  fmall  portions,  and  ihared  among  the  members 
of  a  powerful  coalition,  or  the  throne  would  have  been  firmly 
eftabliflied  by  the  deftrudion  of  our  infant  inftitutions,  and  then 
the  furious  tyrant  would  have  exercifed  a  vengeance  (till  more 
execrable  and  more  prolonged  than  that  which  marked  the  tran* 
fient  reign  of  the  Triumvirate.  ^         ■ 

It  will  unfold,  that  had  it  not  been  for  this  day,  Frenchmen 
would  never  have  enjoyed  the  full  extent  of  thofe  rights  which 
give  happinefs  to  the  focial  {late  ;  equality  would  not  have  exidedy 
that  equality  of  rights  which  renders  all  the  public  fun^ions 
acceffible  to  every  citizen  —that  equality  which  alTures  to  us 
the  conftitution  of  1795;  a  conflitution  which,  while  it  gives 
force  to  the  execution  of  the  laws,  and  fecurity  to  perfons  and 
property,  does  not  permit  any  family  or  individual  to  aflume 
peculiar  prerogatives  and  diftindions,  or  to  arrogate  lo'fhemfelvcs, 
even  eventually,  claims  to  public  offices;  a  conftitution  which 
obliges  the  legiilators  and  the  magift rates  of  the  Republic  to 
return  to  'the  condition  of  fimplc  citizens,  after  a  fiiort  exercife  of 
their  authority. 

Finally,  hiftory  will  declare  to  poftcrity,  that,  to  the  immortal 
lOth  of  Auguft  we  are  indebted  for  the  Republic !  The  Republic! 
Ah !  is  there  one  whofe  heart  is  fo  cold,  and  whofe  mind  is  (b 
grovelling,  as  not  to  feel  the  fcale  of  his  exlftence  enlarged,  and 
his  foul  elevated  by  the  idea  of  being  one  of  its  citizens,  and 
breat-liing  the  air  of  liberty  ! 

But,  citizens!  it  is  not  fufflcient  to  have  combated  for  the 
Republic,  and  to  havccftablilhed  it  by  wife  laws;  it  is  neceffary 
to  preferve  it.  What  would  be  your  lot  were  it  to  perifti  i  Shame 
and  mifery  !  The  means  of  perpetuating  it  is  in  your  own  hand^. 

Would  we  be  aifured  that  the  throne  of  kings  Ihall  never  rife 
'amongft  us — let  us  pull  down  th«  throne  of  vice  1  let  us  ereft  the 
.  throne  of  virtue  ! 

Let  all  the  afFcftlons  of  nature,  which  corruption  had  nearly 
cxtinguiflied,  and  which  the  violence  of  faflion  had  almoft  made 
us  forget,  refume  their  empire.  Let  all  the  foft  ties  of  focial 
relations  be  drawn  clofer.  Let  the  endearing  names  of  faithful 
lover,  tender  huft)and,  good  father,  afFeftionate  child,  difmte- 
lefted  friend,  kind  neighbour,  and  honeft  man,  be  preferred  to 
all  the  empty  titles  to  which  ainbition  has  attached  fo  much 
value.  Let  Republican  frank nefs,  and  a  fimple  life,  be  preferred 
to  the  glare  of  falfe  talents  and  the  brilliancy  of  fortune. 

It  is  by  moderate  defires,  by  the  pradtice  of  forgetting  one's 
fc]fj  and  thinking  only  of  promoting:  be  happinefs  of  others,  that

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egotiftn  can  be  dcftroyeJ,  and  thofe  exalted  charaflcrs  formed 
who  fly  with  ardour  to  the  defence  of  their  country,  who  aug- 
ment her  profpcrity,  and  add  to  her  glory.

peded  events  favours  the  rapid  progrefs  of  the  enemy,  and 
calls  for  our  redoubled  care  to  afford  afliftance  to  our  dates 
menaced  in  this  manner,  we  find  this  our  refolution  ftrengthencd 
by  confidering,  that  Providence  has  put  us  at  the  head  of  a  nation, 
which  has  given  us,  on  every  occafion,  the  mofl  effe£lual  proofs 
of  the  greatnefs  of  their  zeal  to  fupport  the  meafnres  taken  for 
the  defence  of  their  country,  of  their  laws,  which  render  them 
happy,  and  of  a  Prince  who  returns  to  their  fidelity  a  love  for 
every  individual.

Though  we  can  promife  ourfelves  the  principal  operation  of 
this  proclamation,  from  the  unequivocal  fentiments  of  our  faith- 
ful (ubjefts,  yet  we  think  it  our  duty  to  imprefs  upon  their  minds, 
that  in  following  willingly  this  honourable  call  of  their  country, 
they  like  wife  proteS  their  families  and  private  property  \  and  that, 
if  on  the  contrary^  they  (hould  negledl  to  join  us  for  the  general 
fecurity,  they  would  be  forced,  in  cafe  of  unfortunate  events,  to 
cany  parricidal  arms  againft  their  native  land,  and,  as  abufed 
oreaps  of  the  enemy,  to  promote  the  ruin  of  public  order,  the 
deuru£Uon  of  their  fellow  citizens,  and  &(  their  families,  and  to 
affiil  in  the  common  deftrudion. 

Behold  the  ftill  fmoaking  ruins  of  Italy,  and  therexcei&s 
and  moft  inhuman  cruelties  committed  there !  Behold  the  de« 
vaftations  which  the  once  flouriihing  territories  of  Germ?^ny  hgve 
fuffered,  inundated  by  the  armies,  of  the  enemy  !  And  you  cafi-^ 
iiot  rpnpain  dpbioi>s  about  the  terrible  fate  which  threatens  ev^ry 
country,  ^pd  evejry.miion,  on  being  invaded  by  fuch  enemies,

TXTE  Francis  IL  by  the  grace  of  God,  &c.  &c.     When 
^^    aflumed  the  government  of  this  monarchy,  we  felt  it  ex- 
tremely grievous  to  find  ourfelves  involved  in  fo  hard  a  war  as  the 
prefent:  great  as  our  grief  was,  equally  great  was  our  wifli  oP 
procuring  a  fpeedy  and  lading  peace  to  the  country.     Every  body 
mufl  be  convinced,  that  all  the  powers  and  means  poffible  to  meii' 
have  hitherto  been  ilfed  for  that  purpofe ;  and  it  is  highly  painful 
for  lis,  that  our  paternal  folicitude,  added  to  fo  many  patriotic' 
contributions  of  our  faithflil  fubjedls,  and  the  valour  of  our  troops,' 
fo  repeatedly  proved,  could  not,  as  yet,  bring  it  fo  far  as  toei{e& 
a  peace,  honourable  and   not  injurious  to  the  monarchy — ^ftay, 
that  it  rather  feems  to  be  our  peculiar  deftiny,  to  be  obliged^  to  our 
continual  mortification,  to  behold  the  enemy  conftantly  approach  • 
nearer  to  our  German  herditary  dominions,  and  efpecially  to  the 
frontiers  of  our  beloved  kingdom  of  Bohemia.     In  order,  there- 
fore, to  proteft  this  kingdom,    in  the  fafeft  and  moft  perfeft 
manner,  from  all  hoftile  attacks,  and  it  being,  in  other  refpeSs,  ■ 
no  longer  poffible  to  conquer  folely  with  the  army  now  exifting, 
and  to  keiep  from  off  the  frontiers  of  our  kingdom  of  Bohemia 
an  enemy  like  the  prefent,  who,  from  day  to  day,  arm  the  major' 
part  of  their  nation,  and  lead  them  againft  us  ; — we  caufed  feveral  • 
plans  to  he  laid  before  us,  having  for  their  tendency  the  particular 
fecurity  of  the  faid  kingdom  of  Bohemia  ; .  and  though  we  dlfcoveir  * 
in  every  part  of  them    patriotic  benevolence — yet  we  thought 
proper  to  give  the  preference  and  our  approbation  to  the  eftab* 
^  Ufhment 
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liihment  of  a  national  militia^  particularly  from  the  confideration 
of  its  combining  with  the  defence  of  the  country,  eflPedual  and 
ready  for  every  emergency,  all  poflible  indulgence  to  the  inhabi- 
tants*   We  do  hereby  ordain  ; — 

1.  That  the  meafiu-c  of  a  national  miliiia,  for  the  particular 
defence  of  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia,  be  immediately  put  in  force, 
and  that  for  this  purpofe  every  aoth  head  be  enrolled  out  of  the 
population  of  the  whole  country. 

2.  That  the  men  thus  cnrpHed  be  immediately  trained  in  the 
ttfe  of  arms^  and  in  every  branch  of  the  fervicc  for  which  they 
are  deftined,  and  to  which  end  the  (lafF  of  the  Bohemian  general 
officers  (hall  appoint  the  commiflioned  and  non-commiifiohed 
officers. 

3*  In  order  that  the  men,  during  fuch  exercife,  may  be  kept 
as  near  as  poflible  to  their  places  of  refidence,  the  places  of  ren- 
dezvous (ball  be  marked  out  in  fuch  a  manner,  in  the  diiferent 
circles,  that  each  perfon  enlifted  (liall  only  have  to  repair  to  fome 
place  little  diftant  from  his  owivdBode* 

4*  The  men  enlKled  (hall,  during  their  abfence  from  home 
on  account  of  their  being  exercifed,  receive  the  fame  treatment  as 
the  foldiers  a£^ually  ferving  in  the  field. 

5«  Should  there  be  any  occafion  for  calling  any  of  the  men 
thus  kept  in  readnefs  into  a£iive  fervice,  they  are  to  repair  to  the 
rendezvous  pointed  out  to  them,  there  to  wait  the  farther  orders  of 
their  commanders. 

6.  Their  folc  deftination  is  to  cover  the  frontiers  of  the  coun- 
try,  or  to  be  employed  within  its  limits;  but  they  are  by  no  means 
to  ferve  againft  the  enemy  abroad; 

7.  We  will  not  only  grant  to  thofe  men,  as  long  as  they  (hall 
continue  under  arms,  full  pay  and  provifions  in  the  fame  manner 
as  the  troops  ferving  in  the  field,  but  we  alfo  order, 

8.  That  thofe  who  (hall  diflinguifli  themfelves  by  their  valour 
on  proper  occafions,  filver  and  gold  medals  (hall  be  granted,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  to  the  real  foldiers,  and  they  (hall  every 
where  wear  them,  as  honourable  marks  of  ferviccs  rendered  to 
their  country,  and  enjoy  at  the  fame  time  the  aunual  penfion 
during  life. 

9*  All  thofe  who  (hall  ferve  in  this  miliiia,  (hall  be  for  ever 
after  confidered  as  peculiarly  meritorious,  and  where  equity  will 
permit,  all  due  preference  (hall  be  given,  and  every  pofGble  in- 
dulgence (hewn  to  them.

IN  this  meflage  the  Direftory  take  an  enlarged  view  of  tbo 
^  former  military  eftablifhment,  comparing  it  with  what  it  is  to 
be  in  future.  They  admit,  as  fo  many  weak  points,  that  they 
have  fuflEered  much  from  their  inferiority  in  point  of  cavalry,  ah 
augmentation  of  which  beyond  the  former  peace  eftablifhinenf 
they  confider  as  indifpenfable. 

Their  flying  artillery y  which  has  contributed  fo  much  to  thefr 
fuccefs,  they  ftate  to  be  as  yet  far  removed  from  perfedion.  It 
is  neceffary,  they  fay,  both  from  the  analogy  which  it  bears  to 
the  impetuofity  with  the  French  charafter,  and  from  its  adoption 
by  the  enemy,  that  every  attentioa  fhould  be  paid  to  its  im* 
proVement. 

Thtix  fortified  places,  they  add  alfo,  have  been  fuSered,  under 
the  old  regime y  to  fall  into  decay,  and  yet  they  have  often  faved 
France,  as  in  the  inftances  vvhefe  they  fo  happily  i^etarded  tiie 
enemy  at  Thionville,  Lifle,  and  Dunkirk,  Maubeuge,  Landau^ 
Cambray,  and  Perpignan.  To  repair  thefe  completely,  they 
therefore  confider  as  the  lead  expehfive  mode  of  preventing  future 
wars. 

The  new  eftablifliment  of  the  army,  however,  fliey  are  of 
opinion  may  be  lowered  conGderably  beneath  the  former  ilandard, 
^nd  for  thefe  reafons : 

I.  The  addition  of  territory  does  not  very  fenfibly  add  tatlid 
opening  of  the  frontier^  aud  the  new  frontier  is  more  eafy  ta

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!•  The  fuppreflion  of  the  privileged  corps,  and  the  abolition  of 
ufelefsplaces,  will  reduce  very  conuderably  the  annual  expence. 

3.  Twenty-five  thoufand  meni  to  be  maintained  by  the  Bata-i> 
vtan  Republic,  will  anfwer  the  double  purpofe,  they  lay,  of  pro- 
teding  their  territory  and  defending  our  northern  frontier,  without 
adding  to  the  expences  of  that  ally. 

In  fine,  confidering  that  in  a  republican  (late  every  man  is 
born  a  foldier,  and  that  of  the  whole  mafs  every  perfon  can  be 
fucceffively  oppofed  to  the  force  of  an  enemy,  the  Dircflory  is  of 
opinion  that  the  peace  eftablifhment  of  the  army  may  with  fafety 
be  reduced  to  170,000  men,  not  including  the  troops  of  Holland. 

The  maintenance  of  this  force  they  eftimate  at  100  millions  of 
li?Tes.  But  in  this  annual  estpence  is  comprifed  the  augmentation 
of  the  cavalrv,  the  improvement  of  the  light  artillery,  and  the 
repair  of  the  tortified  places.

— They  add,  that  the 
iiateowes  alfo  much  to  its  defenders,  and  many  years  mud  elapfp 
before  they  cai)  exped  to  arrive  at  an  habitual  peace.  To  meet 
thefe  emergencies,  they  propofe  a  gradual  diminution  as  follows ;

n"HE  Dire6lory  can   no  longer  leave  you  ignorant  of  the 
■■•    affliding  details'  which  they  receive  from  all  parts  relative 
to  the  fitua'ion  of  the  troops  ftatloned  in  the  interior  of  the 
Rrt>(iblic«      For  feveral  months  pad  has  their  conftancy  been 
put  to  the  teft  by  the  mod  painful  privations;  and  bewailing 
their  diftrefs,  the  Directory  have  admitted  more  than  once  that 
relxghation  v^'ith  which  French  foldiers  forget  their  wants,  when 
thoie  of  their  country  are  put  before  their  eyes.     As  long  as  thfe 
t)ire£lory  could  flatter  themfelves  with  feeing  the  end  of  fo  critical 
a  (ituation  in  the  amelioration  of  the  finances^  they  propped  up 
the  courage  of  the  troops  by  hopes,  and  fliut  up  in  their  own  bofom 
ill  uneafincfs;  but  the  evils  are  too  great  to  be  any  longer  con-

The  minifter  of  war  prefented  to  the  Executive  DireAory  two 
aides-de-camp  from  the  army  of  Italy  and  the  army  of  the 
Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  bearing  the  ftandards  taken  from  the 
Aufirians. — He  faid : 

"  Citizens  Directors, 
**  You  have  with  all  Europe  admired  the  indefatigable  a^ivity 
of  the  conqueror  of  Italy.  Hitherto  all  his  progrefs  was  oaark-^ 
ed  by  triumphs.  There  was  ftill  wanting*  to  complete  his  glory^ 
that  it  Ihould  be  proved  by  a  reverfe.  A  general,  grown  noaiy 
in  the  midd  of  battles,  and  fupported  by  numerous^  troops,  pre- 
cipitated  hlmfelf  upon  our  army,  and  carried  for  a  moment 
diforder  into  its  ranks ;  but,  thanks  to  Buonaparte,  the  fucceflcs  of 
the  enemy  were  only  ephemeral — the  French,  always  worthy  of 
themfelves,  and  the  heroes  who  command  them,  foon  recovered 
their  fuperiority,  and  the  defeat  of  the  Auftrians  was  complete* 
The  ftandards  which  are  now  offered  to  you  are  the  fruits  of  the 
viAories  of  Salo»  of  Lonado>  and  of  Cadigliona.  The  armies 
of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  and  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle, 
yield  in  nothing  to  that  of  Italy.  The  trophies  they  lay  before 
you  announce,  that  on  the  banks  of  the  Danube,  as  well  as  of 
the  Mlncio,  yiSory  is  every  where  the  order  of  the  day,  and  that 
the  conquerors  oi  f'leurus  and  of  Holland  will  not  belie  the  well- 
founded  opinioQ  ^Mch  their  talents  and  their  courage  have 
ffftabllfhed.  Thanlc?  alfo  be  rendered  to  the  brave  army  of  the 
coafts  of  the  oce^n.  Its  fuccefles  are  equally  worthy,  of  the 
national  gratitude.  The  pacification  of  La  Vendee  is  a  triumph 
as  dear  to  the  country  as  the  vidlories  of  the  other  armies*  By 
that  happy  pacification,  Hoche  has  (igned  the  preliminaricss  of  the 
glorious  peace  which  Jpurdai^^  Mpreau,  and  Buonaparte,  are 
about  at  lait  to  force  our  enemies  to  Receive.  He  has  marked  the. 
term  of  a  Wfur  \7hich  the  blind  ambition  of  Au/bria  might 
have  ftyi  for  fome  time  prolonged-,  ^ut  the  ravages  of  which  the 
cwntjy  Will  never  again  liave  to  dread."

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The  aid-de-cunp  of  General  Berthier,  chief  of  the  etat- major 
of  the  army  of  Italy,  then  addrefled  the  Executive  DireAory  in  the 
fUlowing  terms : 

«  Citizens  Directors, 

*'  You  fee  the  ftandards  taken  from  the  enemy  by  the  republi- 
cans in  Italy.  The  Auftrians,  after  having  received  condderable 
reinforcements,  attacked  feme  of  our  pofts  and  carried  them. 
Proud  of  thefe  iirft  advantages,  they  announced  to'all  Italy,  that 
foon  there  (hould  not  remain  a  fingle  republican  in  that  country — 
but  fuccefs  attended  them  only  for  four  days.  The  French 
troops  being  concentrated,  attacked  in  their  turn  this  army,  for  ^ 
moment  viftorious,  formidable  by  its  numbers,  and  the  lait  hope 
of  Auftria.  In  other  fotjr  days  it  vras  entirely  defeated,  and  all 
its  artillery  loft,  and  Wurmfer,  as  well  as  Beaulieu,  found  in 
Itily  the  fame  heroes  who,  in  1792,  defied  them  both  at  Jemappe. 
Thefe  fuccefles,  for  ever  glorious,  are  due  to  the  bravery  and 
intrepidity  of  our  foldiers,  and  to  the  flcillful  dirpofltions  and 
indentigable  aAivity  of  our  young  general.  Night  and  day  at 
their  h^,  partaking  of  their  dangers,  their  fatigues,  and  their 
privations,  he  conduds  their  attajcks,  direds  their  courage,  and 
opens  to  them  every  where  the  road  to  viflory.  Citizens 
DireAofs,  we  have  to  regret  the  lofs  of  many  brave  companions, 
but  they  died  worthy  of  the  facred  caufe  they  defended.  I  have 
faen  rtrem  xnn  the  bed  of  honour,  in  the  field  of  battle,  mortally 
wounded,  and  at  the  point  of  death,  ftop  for  a  moment  the  lall 
expiring  figh,  and  thus  cheer  their  comrades:  '<  Courage,  my 
friends,  the  day  is  our's !"  One  grievoufly  wounded,  and  carried 
off  by  his  comrades,  feeing  the  general  pafs,  fufpended  the  groans 
wiuch  pain  had  forced  from  him,  and  exclaimed,  ^*  My  general, 
Vive  la  Republique!"  Citizens  Dire£tors,  let  thefe  ftandards, 
theie  trophies,  feaied  with  republican  blood,  be  the  pledge  of  the 
afloiance  that  the  fole  and  noble  ambition  of  the  armv  of  Italy, 
and  of  the  general  who  commands  it,  is  to  annihilate  forever  the 
enemies  of  the  Republic,  and  their  higheft  recompence  will  be, 
the  having  obtained  fome  claim  to  the  gratitude  of  their  country.'* 

The  aid-de-camp  charged  to  prefent  the  ftandards  conquered  by 
the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  exprelTed  himfelf  thus: 

*'  Citizens  Directors, 
M  The  army  of  the  Sambre  and  the  Meufe,  guided  by  your 
genius,  conduced  by  chiefs  of  your  choice,  and  animated  by  the 
mrage  of  patriotifm  and  the  love  of  liberty,  took  from  the 
Anftrians  at  the  battle  of  Aitenkirchen  thefe  ftandards,  which  I 
have  the  honour  of  prcfenting  to  you.  Often  has  it  already  per- 
fonned  the  fame  homage  to  the  country,  and  often  fliall  it  renew 
it|(hotfld  the  enemy  be  ftill  obftinately  inclined  to  refift.  Point 
wt  to  the  army  always  the  path  to  vlftory,  and  you  vi\\\  fct  *\\ 
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eonftantly  purfue  it.     Exhibit  lunceafingly  wreaths  prepared  bjr  - 
the  gratitude  of  the  nation^  and  no  facrifice  will  be  too  dear  to 
obtain  that  flattering  recompcnce,  to  extend  the  glory  of  the 
French  name,  and  to  aflure  the  triumph  of  the  Republic*" 

The  Prefident  replied — **  Brave  warriors,  it  is  with  the  moft 
lively  joy  that  the  EsiLecutive  DireSory  receives  the  trophies  of  your 
yifiortes.  The  intrepidity  and  the  devotion  of  the  republicaa  ' 
ibldiers,  the  courage  and  abilities  of  the  generals,  have  carried  the 
glory  of  the  French  arms  to  the  higheftdegree>  and  efUblifiied  for 
ever  the  republican  gpverpment.  The  prodigies  which  they  have  , 
performed,  giye  th.e  femblanpe  of  truth  to  thofe  related  to  us  oi 
gntiquity,  for  they  have  furpafled  them.  May  fuch  confiancy  and 
fuccefs  forpe  at  laft  an  obftinate  enemy  to  renounce  the  ridiculoua 
proje&  of  overthrowing  the  Republic,  and  render  him  acceiGble 
to  the  voice  of  pegce,  the  continual  objeA  of  our  wiibes  and  of 
our  labours !  Let  the  enemies  of  France  learn  befide,  that  if  new 
triumphs  ^re  neceflary  to  reprefs  them,  thefe  triumphs  will  be 
ludtly  obtaiped  by  our  warriors.  They  will  finiOt  their  work* 
They  will  do  more.  After  having  given  moft  glorious  examples 
of  the  war-like  virtues  in  their  camps,  they  will  difplay  in  the 
^olbm  of  their  families  all  the  civic  virtues,  and  all  the  refpeft 
they  owe  to  the  laws.  Brave  warriors,  return  to  your  brothers  ia 
arms;  tell  them  that  the  aclcnowledgments  of  the  nation  will 
be  e^ual  to  their  fervices,  and  that  they  may  reckon  on  the  grati* 
tude  of  their  fellow-citizens,  as  well  as  the  admiration  of  pofterity.'* 
The  prefident  gave  the  fraternal  embrace  to  the  two  aides-de- 
camps and  to  the  brother  of  General  Buonaparte,  who  had 
arrived  with  difpatches,  and  prefented  each  of  them  with  afwo|d»

They  imagined  that,  in  the  midft 
of  this  diforder,  they  fliould  fave  their  giiilty  accomplices,  who 
had  all  departed  at  this  very  moment  to  the  place  where  the 
iegiflative  body  had  convoked  the  high  court  of  juftice  ;  they 
were  then  to  have  indulged  themfelves  in  ail  the  horrors  which 
Aqr  had  conceived  in  devifmg  the  confpiracy  of  Baboeuf. 

But  the  people,  acquainted  with  their  true  interefts,  (hewed 
Mdy  their  attachment  to  the  Republic,  and  the  conditution  by 
which  it  is  fecured*  They  deftroyed  all  the  badges  of  defpotifm, 
which  the  moft  perfidious  cunning  had  difleminated.  They 
bcfiowtd  upon  the  monfters,  who  again  widied  to  open  the 
career  of  guilt,  all  the  horror  and  contempt  which  they  dcfcrvcd. 
Cimfiding  in  a  government  with  the  real  and  linccrc  intention 
of  which  they  are  acquainted,  all  the  citizens  rciiialDcd  in  the 
moft  profound  tranquillity. 

Thanks  to  the  wifdom  of  the  people,  and  to  the  courage  and 
good  condoA  of  the  troops,  to  the  indefatigable  zeal  of  the 
magiftrates  appointed  to  watch  over  the  public  ferurity,  and  to 
that  of  the  brave  republican  generals,  the  tranquillity  of  Paris 
was  prelcrved,  and  the  defigns  of  anarchy  fuppreifed.  They  ail 
have  a  right  to  the.public  gratitude. 

Let  the  enemies  of  France  at  length  difcover  the  inutility  of 
their  efforts  to  miflead  the  mafs  of  the  people.  Let  its  friendi 
rally  round  the  conftitution,  which  fccures  at  once  our  repofe  and 
our  liberty,  and  let  them  fecond  the  efforts  of  a  government 
refolved  to  maintain  it  with  equal  firmncfs  againd  the  attempts  of 
all  parties.

High  mind^,  loyal,  and  gencroui^ 
like  your  forefathers^  you  want  but  a  hint  of  what  awaita  you; 
Zealoiiity  attached  to  the  worfliip  of  the  true  God,  and  thci 
auguft  blood  of  your  kings,  you,  no  doubt,  prefer  the  lofa  and 
facrifice  of  your  property  to  the  misf6rtune  and  difgrace  of  fob^

They  are  in  purfuit  of  a  few  viAims» 
whom  the  generofity  of  my  country  commands  me  to  fpare. 

We  are  iormidable  in  battle,  but  we  are  the  friends  of  thofe 
who  give  us  an  hofpitable  reception. 

The  religion,  the  cuftoms,  and  the  property  of  the  communes 
who  fubmit  fhall  be  refpeded. 

The  communes,  whofe  Tyrolean  inhabitants  hive  not  returned 
on  our  arrival,  (hall  be  burnt ;  the  inhabitants  taken  as  hoftages, 
and  fent  to  France. 

When  a  commune  has  fubmittcd,  the  fyndics  {hall  be  bound  to 
ddiver,  in  one  hour  after,  a  lift  of  the  inhabitants  who  are  in  the 
pay  of  the  Emperor,  and  if  they  fliould  fide  with  the  Tyrolean 
inhabltanti,  their  houfbs  (hall  be  immediately  burnt,  and  their 
relations  arrefted  and  fent  as  hoftages  to  France. 

The  Tyroleans  who  (hall  co-operate  with  the  free  inhabitants^ 
and  are  taken  with  arms  in  their  hands,  (hall  be  inftantly  (hot. 

The' generals  of  divifion  are  charged  with  the  ftrideft  execution 
of  this.arret.

'TpHE  reforms- already  determined  by  the  Exectttive  Dke£lor]^

of  its  intentions  to  reduce,  withont  delay,  all  expences  in  .thit 
department^  but  fuch  as  are  abfolutely  heceffary  ;  and  it  oblerves^ 
•with  the  moft  lively  fatisfa£lion,  the  efforts  you  daily  make  to 
fecond  its  views  of  economy, 

U  appears,  by  the  accounts  that  you  have  given  to  the  Di^eAory 

t>pon   the  different  branches   of  your   adminiftration,    that   the 

fervicc  of  your  offices,  including  the  war-office^  nuiy'  be  madif 

sU\er  the  fuppreffion  already  x>rdeied  itv,x.bie  aiuvv^of  the  interiar* 
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inA  the  fimplificatioh  which  tnay  be  inttbhiced  in  the  mechanirih 
of  your  labour,  with  a  third  of  the  officeis  now  cn)ployaJ 

The  moft  prefling  reform,  citizen  miiiil!' t,  appears  to  us  to 
rcfpeft  all  tbofe  employments  not  abfolutely  neccilary.     From 
fvch  a  reform,  it  follows,  you  will  be  able  to  make  an  excelltnc 
dioice  of  fuch  as  remain ;  that  it  wfll  be  caficr  to  pay  them ;  that 
fou  will   have  a  right  to  exa£l   more  aiFidiiity  from  them;  that 
there  will  be  niore  connexion    in  their  operations,    ani  more 
difficulty  in  indulging  the  fpirit  of  dilhpation  and  intrigiTe,  uhich 
is  the  fource  of  di (organization,  venality,  and   injulticc ;  that^ 
hftly,  being  confined   within  narrower   ]imit^,  you   will  obtain 
more  cafe  for  communications,  more  union  in  your  labours,  and 
a  more  adive  vieilance.     The   refourccs  of  the  citizens   will 
become  lefs  difficult ;  and,  in  fine,  you  will  be  ablo  to  let  build- 
ings to  the  nation,  which  will  become  ufckTs  .o  yourfehes. 

This  meafure  may  occafion  a  dill  greater  dimiriuti  n  of  the 
expences  of  the  officers,  and  you  will  do  wtll  in  thib  fcfpcft  to 
prefent  the  amount  of  the  expences  after  the  new  fyitem  is 
aftlopted.  You  will  likewife  do  well  not  to  accommoJaie  any 
one  from  this  time,  on  any  pretext,  with  cither  horfes  or  coachea 
but,  on  the  contrary,  to  oblige  thofe  who  Ihall  have  obtained 
them,  to  return  them  into  the  depots  of  the  Republic. 

Citizen  minifter,  the  DireAory  invites  yoti,  With  refpefl  to 
your  choice  of  perfons  to  be  employed,  to  confult  only  the 
public  good,  and  to  lay  afide  every  perfonal  confideration* 
Talents,  lepublicanifm,  conflant  attention  to  the  conflitution  of 
the  third  year,  and  good  condu6l,  are  the  only  titles  which  (hould 
determine  your  choice,  and  it  is  only  to  merit  you  will  have 
a  regard,  not  to  recommendations,  from  wliomfoever  they 
foay  come,  but  to  the  individual  fituation  of  the  candidate,  as 
it  maybe  more  or  lefs  unfortunate  ^ith  refped  to  their  families^ 
or  the  fervices  they  (hall  already  have  rendered  the  Republic. 

In  requiring  you,  citizen  minifter,  to  (hew  yourfclf  rigorotiJi 
and  inflexible  in  remedying  every  abufe,  the  Dircftory  would  at 
the  fame  time  be  jult ;  it  is  better  that  reform  ihould  be  carried 
on  gradually  with  refpeft  to  thofe  to  be  deprived  of  their  em- 
ployments.

uniform  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  the  Republic ;  that  the 
citizens   fhould  approximate^   by  the  cares  of  agriculture,  the 
relations  of  commerce^  and   the   love  of  the  arts ;  it  belongs  to 
tiiem  to  prepare  repofe  and  fongs  of  Vi^ftory  for  our  immortal 
defenders  on  their  return. 

The  minifter  of  general  police  will  powerfully  concur  in 
obtaining  this  obje^,  by  the  complete  organization  of  the 
stationary  national  guards,  in  which  he  bufies'  himfclf  with 
ardour,  and  the  citizens  will  eafily  feel  the  neceflity,  in  a  free, 
flate,  of  defending  themfelves,  and  confequently  that  every  one. 
will  perform  the  fervice  of  a  national  guard  pundualiy,  zealouflyf 
and  joyfully. 

Haften,  citizen  minifter,  as  much  as  you  are  able  fo  defirable, 
an  objeft,  fuppreft  thefe  numerous  eflablifhments,  thefe  partial 
adminiflrations,  which  were  made  necefTary,  which  a  war,  begun- 
with  enthufiafm,  created  without  method,  without  unUbrniity^ 
and  multiplied  beyond  meafure. 

Finally,  place  rapidly,,  and  yet  without  violence,  all  the 
branches  of- your  adminiliration  in  that  regular  ftatc  which  they 
are  to  prefervc  duiing  the  long  peace,  which,  without  doubt, 
will  foon  fuccced  that  terrible  yet  glorious  conteft  fuflained  by 
a  free  people  againfl  the  fanguinary  multitude  of  their  enemies,

rpHE  Britifli  minifter  iflfued  on  the  3d  of  this  month  a  royal 
^  ^proclamation 9    by  which   **  the  tree   navigation  of   Great 
Britain  to  the  United  Proiinces  is  granted,  as  well  as  the  expor> 
latioQ  of  all  kinds  of  merchandize,  except  military  and  naval 
taimunition,  provided  they  be  exported   under  a  neutral   flag." 
France,    hovrever  is  excepted.     This  is  an  artifice   which  the 
Batavian  people  fee  and  properly  appreciate — a  lure  which  they 
difdain.     Have  we  not  fketchcd  to  the  eyes  of  all  Europe,  in  our 
mairifefto  of  the  2d  of  May  of  the  pre  lent  year,  the  perfidious 
traits  of  the  conduft  of  this  fame  miniiler?     Did  we  not  evince 
in  the  moit  evident  manner  huw  this  niiniftcr  completed  his  want 
of  faith,  when  on  the  flight  of  the  lad  Stadtholder  he  feized  more 
than  a  hundred  ftiips   richly  laden^   and  fcveral  (hips  of  war ; 
when,:  deaf  to  every  reprcfentation,  he  dared  to  appropriate  this 
booty  ;  when,  by  falfe  advices,  he  enticed  into  the  Englifli  ports 
feveral  fhips  which  were  then  at  fea  ;  when,  violating  the  rights 
of  nations,  and  confidering  as  nothing  the  mod  folemn  treaties, 
he  changed  the  protedion  which  he  had  promi4ed,  into  a  declara- 
tion of  good  and  legal   capture  of  the  Dutch   fliips ;  when  he 
Endeavoured  to  get  pofleflion  of  our  colonics  in  the  moft  traitorous 
i&anner  ;  when  he  eiFe£lively  eftablifhed  himfelf  in  feveral   of 
our  moft  important  poireflions;    when  he  fumifhed   money  to 
the  unnatural  emigrants,  who  were  more  influenced  by  love  for  the 
Orange  party  than  for  their  country,  and  whom  he  continually 
fxctted  to  come  and  tear  down  the  ftandard  of  liberty  in  their 
own  country,  and  to  wafte  it  with  fire  and  fword  ?     In  a  word, 
fe  not  the  Britifh  minifter  the  fworn  enemy  to  the  well-being 
of  the  United  Provinces,  and  is  not  he  furious  that  the  Republic 
ftillexifts?     Let   him  delude  himfelf  with  the  artificial  calcula- 
tion of   the   confcqucnces  of  the  prefent  meafure!       Let   him 
imagine  that  his  lure  of  the  love   of  gain   may  leither  open   a 
fource  of  finance,  or  in  cafe  the  Batavian   Republic  difdain  it, 
may  fow  difcord,  inflame  the    fpirit  of  party,   and  alienate  the 
hearts  of  the  people  from  the  legitimate  government!     But  your 
reprcfcntatives.    Oh,   Batavian  people!    are   and   will    remain, 
notwithftanding,   faithful     to  their    deftinaiion;    they    will  not 
engage  in   a  meafure  which  would  render    the   moft    eilcntiat 
fcrvicc  to  the  enemy  of  the  nation,  check  the   wife  and  great" 
projeft  of  their  grand  ally,  and 'retard  that  peace  which  is   iliQ 
pbje^s  of  our  wilhes» 
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The  Englifh  people  are  on  the  eye  of  awaking,  afld  of  forcing 
the  minifter  to  accept  an  equitable  and  fpeedy  peace.  To  avoiJl 
carefully  every  thing  that  may  prolong  the  moft  terrible  war- 
of  which  hiflory  makes  mention,  is  our  moft  facred  duty:  and  to 
fpare  no  means  that  may  haften  the  moment  of  a  peace  fuitable 
to  the  intcreils  of  the  Batavian  people,  of  thei^  faithful  al]y,  of 
the  Britiih  nation  itfelf,  and  of  huoianity— ^-fuch  is  our  moft 
ferious  ohjedl. 

The  momentary  advantage  of  the  few  muft  not  be  ba# 
}anced  agaiaft  the  well-being  of  the  public,  the  well-being 
and  profp^-Ti^y  of  the  public  which  yw  wifli,  fallow  -  citi* 
citizens,  is  our  principal  obje£h.  We  know  that  the  Britifli 
miniflfr  at  this  moment  wants  fpecie  and  circulatifig  capitaik 
He  has  wafted  millions  of  money  and  rivers  of  blood ;  th^ 
prefent  meafure  evinces  his  embarr ailment.  The  glorious  vi£^ories 
pf  the  French  have  Ihut  up  feveral  ports  againft  the  Englifli,  and 
yv'ill  iliut  up  ftill  more.  England,  on  the  other  hand,  is  full  of 
he^  mannfaflures,  of  pillaged  merchandize,  particularly  of  thofi; 
articles  with  which  our  rich  (hips  returned  from  the  Eaft  Indiot 
have  furiiiihcd  him.  The  Britiih  minifter  muft  befides  make  at. 
this  fciicd  his  ufual  contrads  in  the  Baltic  for  the  maintcnancf 
pf  his  marine,  and  for  the  fupplying  of  his  other  wants:  and 
without  drawing  upon  the  Dutch  merchants,  it  appears,  that  he 
could  not  fucced  in  this. — Good  faith,  Batavian  glory,  feel  al) 
your  dignity  I 

What  Batavian  heart  is  not  filled  with  indignation,  on  coqT 
(idering,  that  the  enemy  of  our  country  would  offer  us  for  falfi 
fhoie  very  efFeds  which  he  has  robbeii  us  of  fo  fharoefully  I 
And  is  if^ permitted  to  us  to  hefitate  a  ftngle  moment,  in  con/bling 
purfelves  for  this  lofs  of  gain,  and  in  fruftrating  the  grand  objedi 
of  thi$  enemy  ?  Citizens,  his  objed  is  no  other  than  to  exchange 
for  mpney  ipnumerable  Britiih  merchandize ;  the  faculty  o$. 
being  able  to  difpofe  of  the  price  of  thefe  purchafesto  his  ownr 
advantage  :  to  put  an  end  to  the  juft  inurmurs  of  the  Engliib 
people ;  to  prolong  the  war,  and,  above  all,  to  excite  the  iq- 
dignaticn  of  the  French  Republic,  which  the  proclamation  cx-^ 
eludes  from  the  free  navigation.  It  is,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  all 
thefe  motives,  that  we  have  thought  proper  to  <ie|erm.ine  upoQ 
what  follows,  as  we  do  determine  by  thefe  prefents. 

Article  i;  It  (hall  not  be  permitted  to  import  into  the  United 
Provinces  anyBritifh  manufaiflure?  whatever,  any  Britiih  mer- 
chandize in  general,  and  particularly  any  effedis,  of  whatever 
nature  they  are,  which  proceed  froni  the  efFe<Ss  laden  on  board. 
the  (hips  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  feizcd  or  carried  to  Great' 
Britain,  in  any  manner,  or  under  any  pretext,  whether  the  faid 
eflefls  come  diredily  from  Great  Britain,  or  by  any  other  channel*. 

2.  Upon  the  importation  of  all  cfFe£ls  of  this  kind,  they  ihail 
be  fir/l  conSfcated  to  the   profit  ot    x\>e  Ba\^N\?LTi  ^^o^le,  and 
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depofitcd  in  proper  magazines,  in  order  to  remain  there  in  depot j 
aad  not  to  be  Ibid  until  it  (hail  be  ulteriorly  demanded  on  tlie  part 
of  the  Batavian  people* 

3.  All  perfons  who  may  have  participated  dire^SIy  or  mdireftly 
iRiuch  importation,   or   who  may  have  favoured  it,  or  to  whofc 
jconfignment  fuch  effects  may  have  been  addrciFed  and  expedited 
vith  their  knowledge,  fhall  be  not  only  refponiible,  independent- 
I7,  ^  be  fides  confifcation  of  the  eifcdt:,  but  fliall  bo  proceeded 
agfioft  before  the  judge  of  their  domicile^  as  having  entered  into 
acoBi^&.ion  with  the  enemy  to  the  ruin  of  the  country,  in  cafe 
it  appears,  that  after  the  promulgation  of  the  prefctit  proclama- 
tion they  have  had  any  knowledge  of  it,  and  have  not  informed 
(he  office  of  convoys  and  licences  within  twenty-four  hours,  or 
lave  not  informed  theadminiitration  of  the  place  where  they  dwell* 
4.  It  is  alfo  forbidden,  under  the  fame  penalties,  to  the  in- 
iahitants  of  tUs  Republic  to  accept  or  pay  any  bills  of  exchange 
drawn  from  Gtt^t  Britain* 

5*  The  cxaA  execution  of  our  prefent  ferlous  refolution  is 
coniBded  to  our  committee  for  the  afiairs  of  the  marine,  with  the 
particular  injun£lion  to  negle&  no  means  to  watch  over  fuch  an 
importation,  with  the  authority  toeftabliih  in  the  neceifary  places^ 
cither  in  the  towns  or  in  the  flat  countries,  fuch  extraordinary 
furveyors,  receivers,  or  clerks,  as  they  fiiall  judge  neceflary,  in 
order  to  fulfil  our  intentions. 

6.  The  Committee  for  the  affairs  of  the  marine  is  qualified,  in 
cafe  of  the  feizure  of  the  effeds  prohibited  in  Art.  i.  to  ordef 
^ piano  (without  form  of  procefs)  upon  its  refponfibility,  the 
confiication,  and  to  effe£l  the  depofit  in  the  necellary  magazines, 
mentioned  in  Art.  2.  In  confequcruze,  in  this  refped,  the 
ordinary  form  of  proceeding  is  fufpended  in  cafes  of  frauds 
committed  with  regard  to  the  marine  rights,  and  to  every  contra- 
vention of  the  placards  iflued  on  that  fubjed,  which  fliall  remain 
fofpcnded  with  refped  to  thofe  who  fliall  pr«fent  themfelves  as 
ikfenders  in  the  affairs  above-mentioned. 

7.  The  prefent  proclamation  fliail  be  publiflicd  and  (luck  up^ 
We  direft  and  entreat  the  fupreme  authorities  to  make  the  nc- 
ceflary  difpofitions,  in  order  that  our  prefent  objc£l  may  be  duly 
e&dedj  and  more  efpecially  tddire<^  all  the  municipalities  in 
)»ch  province,  to  lend  every  afliftance  to  the  conmiittee  for  the 
affairs  of  the  marine,  and  to  fnpport  it,  againfl  all  oppofition  to 
the  accomplifliment  of  the  duties  impofed  on  our  committee,  by 
our  prefent  proclamation. 

8.  This  proclamation  fliall  be  fent  to  the  committees  for  the 
aflairsof  the  marine,  and  for  the  £aft  India  trade^  in  order  to  ferye 
fU  information  and  advice  to  them.

Sir, 
npHE  Emprefs  was  already  informed,  through  the  public  prints, 
"■"  of  the  treaty  of  peace  concluded  between  Spain  and  the  FrcnchJ 
and  the  unplealani  fe^nfations  which  this  unexpe£}ed  and  difagree* 
able  tranfadlion  had  produced  in  her  Imperial  Majefty's  mind, 
were  greatly  increafcd  when  this  intelligence  was  confirmed  by 
the  minider  of  his  Catholic  Majefty.  The  Emprefs,  however,  has 
duringthe  new  connexion  which  fo  happily  fubfifted  bet  ween  her  and 
his  Catholic  Majefty,  met  with  too  many  opportunities  of  learning 
the  true  fcntiments  of  that  princfc,  not  to  be  thoroughly  convinced 
that  the  concurrence  of  the  moft  imperious  circumftances  can  ' 
alone  have  determined  him  to  aft  in  direft  onpofition  to  his  prin- 
ciples. No  doubt  it  has  been  for  him  a  tafk  infinitely  hard,  to  , 
enter  into  negociations  with  thofe,  who  with  their  own  hands 
murdered  the  chief  of  his  illuftrious  family,  and  to  conclude  a 
peace  with  thofe  difturbers  of  the  tranquillity  and  fafety  of  all 
Europe,  No  one  knows  better  than  her  Imperial  Majefty  to 
value  and  appreciate  all  the  difficulties  and  obftacles,  which  his 
Catholic  Majefty  muft  have  had  to  furmount,  before  Kc  could 
prevail  upon  hirafclf  to  adopt  a  meafure,  which  to  all  appearance 
has  been  brought  about  through  the  moft  urgent  neceflity,  and  the 
inoft  threatening  danger.- 

Her  Imperial  Majefty  being  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  the  motives 
which  can  have  determined  his  Catholic  Majefty  thus  to  infulate 
bis  intereft  from  that  of  the  coalition,  cannot  but  perfevere  in  the 
opinion,  that  notwithftanding  this  fuddeh  change,  his  Catholic 
Majefty  will  continue^  fincerely  to  intereft  himfelf  in  the  fuccefs 
of  the  operations  of  ^e  evangelic  powers;  and  fo  far  from 
throwing  any  obftacle  in  the  way  of  the  new  meafures  which  thofe 
powers  may  find  it  ncceflary  to  purfue,  rather  fupport  them  by 
•very  mean?,  which  the  fyftem  of  neutrality  he  may,  perhaps, 
think  proper  to  adopt,  does  not  preclude. 

His  Catholic  Majefty  cannet  yet  have  forgotten  the  high  im- 
portance of  the  caufe  for  which  the  coalcfced  powers  are  con- 
tending— to^  reftore  order  and  tranquillity,  to  lead  the  nations 
back  to  a  fenfe  of  their  duty,  and  to  Ihield  all  Europe  from  the 
rnofl;  dangerous  infeSion, —  1  hcfe  are  the  important  motives  which 
have  induced  the  coalcfced  powers. to  unite  their  counfels,  and 
pxert  their  joint  efforts  to  render  them  triumphant. 

It  is  for  this  purpofe,  that  the  three  courts  have  juft  now,  by 
means  of  a  folemn  treaty  of  alliance,  ftrengthened  the  tics  by 
vhich  they  were  united.  Their  reciprocal  intereft  is  therefore  fo 
intimately  conucde4  and  intc^^woven,  and  their  determination  fo 

firtn,. 
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firffl>  that  It  would  be  impofiible  to  obftruA  the  operations  of  oAe 
of  theiDy  without  forcing  the  others  mod  warmly  to  embrace  his 
caofe.  Of  this  defcriptien  i$  efpecially  the  fltuation  of  her  Im- 
perial Majefty  with  refped  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  ;  fo  that 
in  cafe  of  need,  her  Imperial  Majefty  would  be  obliged  to  aflift 
and  fupport  him  to  the  utmoft  extent  of  her  power ;  but  fortunately 
fttch  connexions  fubfift  between  his  Catholic  Majcfty  and  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  in  confequence  of  feveral  treaties  renewed 
io  the  year  17939  as  can  never  ceafe  to  be  dear  to  his  Catholic 
Majefty,  and  neither  the  conveniency  nor  ufefulnefs  of  which 
cu  have  been  leflened  by  a  change  of  affairs  produced  by  the  moft 
imperious  circumdances. 

This  important  confideration,  in  addition  to  that  which  pro* 
ceeds  from  the  favourable  difpoiition  of  his  Catholic  Majcfty 
towards  the  common  caufe,  cannot  but  render  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty  perfcAly  eafy  with  refpe£l  to  the  condu£l  which  his  Catholic 
Majefty  is  .likely  to  purfue.  Her  Imperial  Majefly  is  of  opinion, 
ttiat  it  will  be  both  candid  and  (incere,  and  it  would  be  painful 
for  her  to  fuppofe,  that  in  any  ca(^  whatever,  his  Catholic  Ma- 
jefty could  favour  meafures,  tending  to  obftru£l  and  oppofe  the 
avowed  purpofes  of  the  three  allied  courts. 

You,  Sir,  will  adopt  the  moft  proper  means  officially  to  com- 
municate to  the  miniftry  of  his  Catholic  Majefty  the  honour  of 
this  difpatch,  and  to  make  it  the  fubjedt  of  a  conference  you  are 
40  requefl  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.

Tbi  Anfwer  of  his  Excellency  the  Prince  of  Peace  to  M.  de  BuJzcWf 

d^ted  Santa  Cruz,  March  17,   1796. 

I  HAVE  received  your  Letter  of  the  22d  of  February,  wiili 
a  copy  of  the  difpatch,  which  you,  Sir,  have  received  from  your 
court  by  the  laft  courier  from  London,  and  muft  return  you  in 
anfwer,  that  the  King,  my  mafter,  has  with  much  pleafnrc 
learned  the  friendly  terms,  in  which,  on  the  part  of  her  Imperial 
Maj'^fty,  he  has  been  acquainted  with  the  clofe  alliance  concluded 
with  the  courts  of  Vienna  and  London,  which  certainly  cai)not 
have  been  the  refult  of  the  circumftances  which  exifted  in  Poland, 
at  a  time  when  the  forces  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  might  have 
been  employed  at  a  point,  where  all  thofe  monarchs  who  united 
for  the  prefervation  of  their  exiftcnce,  and  the  mutual  fupport  of. 
their  rights,  rallied.  At  that  period,  the  King,  my  mafter,  gave 
the  ftrongeft  proofs  of  his  grief  at  the  misfortune  of  a  beloved 
coufin,  and  forefaw  that  his  dominions  were  drawing  near  that 
,  univeifal  corruption,  which  refults  from  madnefi  v<  i;l\ou|» viovit\d%,^ 
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fife  waged  war  agamft  tyrants,  but  was  unable  lo  Icam  wlio  thcjr 
were,  for  he  did  not  know,  following  the  capricious  dilates  oif 
their  levity,  who  were  the  good  Frenchnien  that  defended  th^ 
caufe  of  their  king.  He  was  only  able  to  difcern,  that  but  a 
few,  vidims  of  their  fenfe  of  honour,  were  his  true  adherents, 
who  followed  him  to  the  grave.  The  defirc  of  the  King*  my 
my  mafter,  was,  however,  fo  earneft,  that  notwithftanding  the?* 
ill-founded  hopes  held  out  by  the  combined  powers,  he  profecuted 
the  moft  vigorous  and  mod  expenfive  war.  There  was  no 
fovereign  but  the  King  endeavoured  to  prevail  upon  him,  by  the 
ftioft  advantageous  propofals,  to  join  his  Majefty  ;  notwithflandiRg 
this  requcft  was  addrelf'ed  to  ihe  Emprefs  at  different  times,  fince 
tiic  laft  months  of  1791,  and  during  the  year  1792  by  M.  de 
Galvez,  Spanifh  minifter  in  Ruflia,  and  M.  de  Zinowief,  who 
refided  in  the  fame  quality  at  Madrid,  but  efpecially  in  0£lober 
1792,  and  December  17931  when  M.  de  Amat,  then  Spanifli 
charge  d'affaires  at  Peterlburgh,  and  foon  after  M.  de  Qris, 
miniiier  of  his  Catholic  Majefty,  had  long  conferences  on  diis 
fubjeift,  the  former  with  Count  Ofterman,  and  the  latter  with 
Count  Befborodko.  Notwithftanding  all  this,  there  did  not  exift 
the  leaft  circumftance  which  promifed  an  aftive  co-operation  oa 
the  part  of  the  Emprefs>  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  occupation 
of  Poland  could  have  prevented  her  from  co-operating  in  favpuF 
of  the  common  caufe.  It  was  under  thele  circumftances  that 
the  King,  my  mafter,  no  doubt  from  fear  and  apprehenfion 
of  finifter  confequences  for  his  kingdom)  refolved  to  make  peace, 
convinced,  that  if  he  were  left  without  afliftance  in  the  war* 
that  fiipport,  which  might  be  promifed  him  for  the  attainment  of 
peace,  would  prove  ftill  lefs  efficacious.  This  is  the  true  fituatioa 
of  Spain,  and  his  Catholic  Majefty  obliges  himfelif  to  fulfil  wbtt- 
ever  he  has  promifed  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  caufe,  it\ 
which  at  the  fame  time  he  muft,  for  the  future,  decline  partici* 
|iation  in  any  meafure,.  ffhich  has  no  certain  and  confiftent  objeft*

Suhfiance  of  a  Decree  publljhed  at  Ltjbon. 

f\^  the  2oth  of  September,  1 796,  a  decree  was  publiflied  at  Lifbon 
^^  prohibiting  the  admittance  of  the  privateers  of  the  belligerent 
powers,  or  the  prizes  made  by  them,  men  of  war,  frigates,  or 
any  other  (hip  of  war,  except  in  cafes  of  extreme  neceflity  or 
diftrefs. 


Declaration  delivered  to  the  Maglfirates  of  Nuremberg  on  the  li^th  of 
September y  1796,  by  the  Priijj:an  Minijiery  Baron  Von  Harden-- 
berg^  relative  to  the  Propojal  of  its  being  united  with  the  King*s 
Dominions. 

'T'HE  underfigned  has  the  honour,  in  the  name  of  the  King,  his 
moft  gracious  mafter,  to  declare  to  the  moft  worfhipful  the 
magiftrates  and  burghers  of  the.  city  of  Nuremberg,  that  the  proof 
of  confidence  and  attachment  which  it  gave  to  his  Majefty,  by  the 
voluntary  otkt^  of  fubmi^ting  to  his  fee  pi  re,  made  in  fo  folemn 
and  decided  a  manner,  has  beon  received  by  his  Majefty  with  true 
pleafure  and  grateful  approbation,  and  will  be  efteemed  in  its  full 
value;  but  that  iiis  Majefty,  according  to  the  fituation  of  matters, 
cannot  as  yet  refolve  hipielf  to  accept  of  that  voVxiuX^rj  Wb- 
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miffioni  and  to  ratify  the  annexed  agreement  of  fubjeQion  and 
exemption,  but  that  his  Majefty  will  nevcrthelefs  find  fufEcient 
motives  in  that  unequivocal  mark  of  the  confidential  attachment 
of  the  city,  to  make  it  experience,  by  preference,  his  favour  and 
benevolence,  and  is  already  prepared  to  do  every  thing  in.  his 
power  to  promote  the  welfare  and  fafciy  of  the  city  ;  while  his 
Majefly,  after  a  farther  developement  of  circmnftances  and  events^' 
will  alfo  never  have  any  obje<Sion  to  anfwer  as  much  as  poffible 
to  the  farther  wilhes  of  the  city. 

The  faid  mifiirter  delivered  a  limilar  declaration  to  the  citresof 
WeifTenberg  and  Wind iheini.  ^

TTTHEREAS  his  Majefty  has  received  intelligence,  that  fome 
^^  (hips  belonging  to  his  Majefty^s  fubje£ls  have  been,  and  are  -. 
detained  m  the  port  of  Genoa ;  his  Majefty,  with  the  advice'  of 
his  privy  council,  is  thereupon  pleafed  to  order,  and  it  is  berebv 
ordered,  that  no  (hips  or  velfcls  belonging  to  any  of  his  Majefty^ 
fubjeds  be  permitted  to  enter  or  clear  out  for  Genoa,  or  any  port 
within  the  territory  of  the  rcpiiblic  of  Genoa,  until  further  orders: 
and  his  Majelty  is  ftirther  pleMfcd  to  order,  that  a  general  embargo^ 
or  (lop,  be  made  of  ail  Genoe(e  (hips  or  veiiets  whatfoerer,  now  . 
within,  or  which  hereafter  (hall  come  into  any  of  the  ports,  har- 
bours, or  roads,  within  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  together 
with  all  perfons  and  effedls  on  board  the  faid  (hips  and  velfels  ; 
but  that  the  utmoft  care  be  taken  for  the  prefervation  of  all  ahd 
cvery^  part  of  the  cargoes  on  hoard  any  of  the  faid  (hips,  fo  that 
no  damage  or  embezzlement  whatever  be  fuftained. 

And  the  right  hcmoiirable  the  lords  commiflioners  of  his  Ma«  - 
jefty's  treafury,  the  lords  comniiilionei'^  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
the  lord  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  are*to  give  the  necdTary 
direAions  herein  as  to  them  may  refpedively  appertain.

tJiS  Mrjcfty  has  tranfmittcd  to  all  his  councils  a  decree  of  tho 
*•*  following  tenor: 

Oueof  the  principal  motives  that  determined  me  to  make  peace 
with  the  French  Republic,  as  foun  as  its  government  had  begun  to 
afFume  a  regular  and  (table  form,  was  the  manner  in  which  Eng* 
hiid  behaved  to  me  during  the  whole  of  the  war,  and  the  jult 
mifiruft  which  I  ought  to  feel  for  the  future  from  the  experience 
of  her  bad  faith,  which  began  to  be  manifefted  at  the  mod  critical, 
moment  of  the  firll  campaign ;  in  the  manner,  with  which  Admiral 
Hood  treated  my  fquadron  at  Toulon,  where  he  was  employed 
folely  in  ruining  ail  that  he  could  not  carry  away  himfelf ;  and 
afterwards  in  the  expedition  which  he  undertook  againft  the  Ifland 
of  Corfica— an  expedition  which  he  undertook  without  the  know- 
,  Jedge,  and  which  he  concealed  with  the  greateft  care  from  Don 
Juan  de  Langara,  while  they  were  together  at  Toulon. 

This  fame  bad  faith  the  Englifh  minifter  has  fuffered  clearly  to 
appear  by  his  filence  upon  the  iubje£l  of  all  his  negotiations  with 
other  powers,  particularly  in  the  treaty  concluded  on  the  19th 
November,  17949  with  the  United  States  of  America,  without 
any  regard  to  my  rights,  which  were  well  known  to  him«  I  re- 
marked it  again  in  his  repugnance  to  the  adoption  of  my  plans  and 
ideas  which  might  accelerate  the  termination  of  the  war,  and  in 
thevagtie  reply  which  Lord  Grenville  gave  to  my  ambaflador,  the 
Marquis  del  Campo,  when  he  demanded  fuccours  of  him  to  con- 
tinue it.  He  completely  confirmed  me  in  the  certainty  of  his- 
had  faith,  by  the  injuftice  with  which  he  appropriated  the  rich 
cargo  of  Ihe  Spanifli  (Iiip  Ic  Sant  Jago,  or  TAchillei  at  firflt  taken 
by  the  French,  and  afterwards  retaken  by  the  Kiigliih  fquadron, 
and  which  ought  to  have  been  re/lored  to  me  according  to  the  con- 
vention made  between  my  Secretary  of  State  and  Lord  St.  Helens, 
ambaiTador  fron)  his  Britannic  Majefty  :  afterwafds  by  the  deten- 
tion of  all  the  ammunition  which  arrived  in  the  Dutch  (hips  for 
the  fupply  of  my  fquadrons,  by  aiFe£ling  always  different  diffi^ 
culties  to  put  off  the  reftitution  of  them.  Finally,  I  could  no 
longer  entertain  a  doubt  of  the  bad  faith  of  England,  when  I  learnt 
the  frequent  landing  from  her  (hips  upon  the  coaits  of  Chili  and 
Pt:ni,  in  order  to  carry  on  a  contraband  trade,  and  to  reconnoitre 
the  Ihore  under  the  pretence  of  fifhing  for  whales,  a  privilege 
which  ihe  pretended  to  have  granted  her  by  the  convention  of 
Nootka.  Such  were  the  proceedings  of  the  Britifh  miniftcr  to 
ceipem  the  ties  of  friendfhip  and  reciprocal  confidence,  which  he 

0^2  had 
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had  engaged  to  maintain  according  to  our  convention  of  the  25th 
May,  1793. 

Since  I  have  made  peace  with  the  French  RejMiblic,  not  only 
have  I  had  ftronger  motives  for  fuppofing  aii  intention  on  the  part 
of  England  to  attack  my  pofleflions  in  America,  but  I  have  alfo 
received  direft  infnlts  which  perfuade  me  that  the  Englifli  miniftcr 
wiflies  to  oblige  me  to  adopt  a  part  contiary  to  the  interefts  of  hit* 
manity,  torn  by  the  bloody  war  which  ravages  Europe,  for  the 
termination  of  which  I  have  not  ceafed  to  offer  my  good  offices, 
and  to  teftify  my  conftant  folicitude. 

In  fafl,  England  has  developed  her  intentions,  has  clearly 
evinced  her  projeft  of  getting  poflTeflion  of  my  territories,  by 
fending  to  the  Antilles  a  confiderable  forced  and  particularly  def- 
tined  againft  Su  Domingo,  as  the  proclamations  of  her  general  in 
that  illand  clearly  demonftrate.  She  has  alfo  made  known  her  in- 
tentions by  the  eftablilhments  which  her  commercial  companies 
have  formed  upon  the  banks  of  the  Miflburi,  in  South  America, 
with  the  defign  of  penetrating  through  thofe  countries  to  the  South. 
Sea.  Finally,  by  the  conqueft  which  (he  has^  made  of  the  colony  of 
Demerary,  belonging  to  the  Dutch,  and  whofe  advantageous  po- 
fition  puts  her  in  a  condition  to  get  pofTeffion  of  pofts  ftill  more 
important. 

But  thete  can  no  longer  remain  any  doubt  of  the  boftile  nature 
of  thefe  projeds,  when  I  confider  the  frequent  infults  to  my  flag, 
the  afls  of  violence  committed  in  the  Mediterranean  by  her  frigates^ 
which  have  carried  away  foldiers  coming  from  Genoa  to  Barcelona/ 
on  board  Spanifli  fhips,  to  complete  my  armies ;  the  piracies  and 
vexations  which  the  Corfican  and  Anglo-Corfican  corlairs,  pro« 
tefled  by  the  Englifh  government  of  that  ifland,  exercife  againft 
the  Spanifli  trade  in  ^e  Mediterranean,  and  even  upon  the  coafts 
of  Catalonia,  and  the  detention  of  xlifFercnt  Spanifh  (hips,  laden 
with  Spani(h  property,  and  carried  to  England,  under  the  moft 
frivolous  pretences,  and  efpecially  the  rich  cargo  of  the  Spaniih 
(hip  the  Minerva,  on  which  an  embargo  was  laid  in  the  moll  in- 
fulting  manner  to  my  flag,  and  the  removal  of  which  could  not  be' 
obtained,  though  it  was  demonftrated  before  the  competent  tribu-« 
nals  that  this  rich  cargo  was  Spani(h  property. 

The  attack  committed  upon  my  ambaflkdor,  Don  Simon  de  las 
Cafas,  by  a  tribunal  of  London,  which  decreed  his  arreft,  founded 
upon  the  demand  of  a  very  fmall  fum,  which  was  claimed  by  the 
undertaker  of  an  embarkation.  Finally,  the  Spanifh  territory  has 
been  violated  in  an  intolerable  manner  upon  the  coafts  of  Galicia 
skfid  Alicant  b;^  the  Englifh  (hips  the  Cameleon  and  the  Kanguroo. 
Moreover,  Captain  George  Vaughan,  commodore  of  the  Alarm, 
behaved  in  a  manner  equally  infolent  and  fcandalous  in  the  ifland 
of  Trinity,  where  he  landed  with  drums  beating  and  flags  flying, 
to  attack  the  French,  and  to  avenge  the  injuries  which  he  pre- 
tended 
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tended  to  have  received,  didurbing,  by  the  violation  of  the  rights 
of  my  fovereignty,  the  tranquillity  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  ifland. 

By  all  thefe  infults,  equally  deep  and  unparalleled,  that  nation  has 
proved  to  the  univerfe,  that  Ihe  recognizes  no  other  laws  than  the 
aggrandifement  of  her  commerce  ;  and  by  their  defpotifm,  which 
has  exhaiided  my  patience  and  moderation,  flic  has  forced  me,  as 
well  to  fupport  the  honour  of  my  crown,  a<J  to  protcS  my  people 
againft  her  attacks,  to  declare  war  againit  the  King  of  England, 
his  kingdom  and  valfals,  and  to  give  orders  and  take  the  neceirory 
meafures  for  the  defence  of  my  domains  and  my  fubjeds^  and  to 
repulfe  the  enemy.

A  S  the  continuance  of  a  number  of  merchant  veflels  in  this  port 
would  be  attended  with  the  mod  ferious  evils,  at  a  time  when 
they  cannot  be  fupplied  from  the  garrifon  with  provifion,  water, 
or  firing,  and  when  there  is  a  greater  probability  of  their  being  fet 
on  fire  by  the  enemy  than  efcaping,  and  as  the  prefent  favourable 
opportunity  of  their  being  protedled  through  the  Streights  by  Ad- 
miral Mann's  fquadron,  who  will  poilibly  give  them  fome  convoy 
toLiibon,  is  an  advantage  not  likely  to  happen  again  in  a  reafonablv 
time,  and  as  thefe  veflels,  being  either  fet  on  fire  or  drove  on 
ftore,  facafualty  to  which  they  would  be  very  liable  where  they 
now  anchor)  might  be  prejudicial  to  the  fafety  of  the  place:  under 
thefe  circumftances,  J  think  it  neceffary  to  give  directions  to  every 
Britifli  veflel,  now  in  the  place,  to  hold  themfelves  in  readincfs  to 
fail  on  the  fignal  from  Admiral  Mann.  In  confcauence  of  difo- 
Wjeiice  or  ne^Ied  of  this  order,  they  will  be  aniwerable  for  the 
Confequences.

ENGLISH  MERCHANDISE. 

Meffagtofthe  Council  of  Five  Hundred,  Vtndimtaire  25,  (OH*  lfh}\

Citizens  Reprefentatives, 
HTHE  Britifh  cabinet,  for  the  purpofe  of  inducing  the  Parliament 

to  erant  the  ncceflary  fupplies  for  the  enftiing  campaign,  has 
adopted  two  meafures :— >|he  one  has  for  its  objed  to  open  the  way 
Un  dfL  immediate  and  direct  negotiation  with  the  Republic  ;  and 
the  other,  to  reftore  the  courfe  of  exchange  between  Holland  and 
London,  and  to  authorize  the  exportation  of  Englifh  merchandize 
to  the  ports  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  the  country  which  it  ftill 
aft&s  to  defcribe  as  Auftrian  Flanders. 

The  Batavian  government,  fenfible  of  its  real  interefls,  has  al- 
ready feen  the  latter  meafure  in  its  true  light.  It  has  rejeSed  the 
pretended  favour,  and  by  an  energetic  proclamation  has  taken  the 
neceflary  precautions  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  Englifh  mer« 
chandize,  and  to  look  upon  thofe  who  (hall  purchafe  or  ufe  them 
as  enemies  to  the  country,  a  circumftance  which  has  fpread  con- 
ftemation  over  the  Engliib. commerce  and  manufadories. 

The  Executive  DireAory,  on  its  part,  has  publiihed  in  the  nine 
united  departments,  the  i„  2,  3,  5,  and  6th  articles  of  the  law  of 
tlieiSth  day  of  the  2d  year,  ana  has  roufed,  by  particular  orders, 
the  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  cuftoms  in  every  part  of  the  Re- 
ptiblic,  who  have  already  t|iade  many  feizures  and  confifcations. 
£ut  it  is  in  vain  that  every  effort  if  .made  to  hin^pt  \h(:  itvtio&u&AOtv. 
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cf  Engllfti  merchandize,  if  no  ftcps  ai*c  taken  to  prevent  their 
xonfuinption  in  the  interior  of  the  Republic. 

The  fourth  article  of  the  above-nnentioned  law  fpecified,  that 
every  perfon  who  introduced  or  fold  fuch  merchandize,  fhould  be 
deemed  fufpefted  perfons,  and  puniflied  accordingly,  purfuant  to 
the  decree  of  the  17th  of  September.  This  law  can  no  longer  be 
Jn  force ;  it  is  for  your  wifdom,  citizen  reprefentatives,  to  fubfti- 
tule  fome  others  in  its  ftead. 

In  England,  the  public  execute  fevere  juftice  on  thofe  who  af{c£t 
to  prefer  the  produce  of  foreign  to  their  own  national  manufac- 
tories. Can  there  be  found  in  France,  men,  who  are  fo  far  the 
enemies  of  their  own  country,  as  ^o  oppofe  a  meafure'fo  eflcn- 
tially  neceffary  to  the  indurtry  and  profperiiy  of  the  nation,  and 
which  tends  to  leffen  thofe  refources  we  furnifli  our  enemies  for 
prolonging  the  war  they  have  excited  againlt  us  ?  You  have  ftiH, 
citizens  reprefentatives,  legiflative  afts  to  form  againft  thofe, 
who,  in  defpite  of  the  law,  have,  by  their  fpeculations  of  mercan- 
tile avidity,  obtained  (lores  of  Englifh  merchandize.  If  you  do 
not  think  it  proper  they  fhould  incur  the  penalty  of  confifcation, 
and  the  other  punifhmeuts  prefcribed  by  the  law,  you  may  at  lead 
appoint  a  ihort  period  for  their  re-exporting  thofe  goods,  whicH 
they  ought  not  to  have  introduced,  and  that  under  fuch  penalties 
as  you  may  dilate.  Yes,  citizens  reprefentatives,  the  fafety 
of  the  Republic,  perhaps,  depends  on  the  rigour  and  promptitude 
of  the  meafur€S  you  (hall  take  on  this  occafion.  Do  you  defire 
to  re«animate  your  commerce,  to  relieve  your  manufadories,  and 
to  re-eftablifli  your  trade  ?  Would  you  deprive  our  enemies  of 
their  great  refources  for  carrying  on  the  war  againft  us  ?  Would 
you  force  the  Britiih  government  to  treat  fincerely  for  peace,  and 
would  ymi  have  it  brought  to  ^  conclufion  ?  One  of  the. mod 
powerful  means  of  promoting  this  great  end  of  public  profperity, 
would  be  to  take  the  moft  efficacious  meafures  for  prohibiting, 
until  the  return  of  peace,  the  fale  or  confumption  of  Engliih 
merchandize  in  every  part  of  the  Republic. 

The  Executive  Direflory  invites  you  to  take  this  objeft  into 
immediate  confideration.

IT  is  not,  the  report  faid,  by  vidories  alone  that  we  wHl 
compel  our  enemy  to  make  peace:  a  check  \%  rcparaWe — tht 

fevered 
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fevereft  bibw  which  we  can  ftrike  againft  the  Englifhman  is  to 
deftroy^his  commerce.  A  member  faid  yefterday  on  this  tribune — 
fcace  is  in  the  bands  of  England.  It  is  an  acknowledged  truth, 
our  difpofitions  are  not  doubtful. 

But  if  that  government  defies  the  cries  of  humanity^  if  it 
refifts  longer  the  wifli  of  that  people,  we  will  have  it  to  know, 
that  it  approaches  the  moment  when  all  the  channels  of  its  com* 
merce  (hall  be  drained. 

Its  being  fo  much  ovcr-ftocked,  muft  every  day  prove  more 
fatal.  In  vain  have  they  (lored  all  the  northern  nations  with  their 
goods ;  they  have  no  way  to  fet  them  off.  Some  merchants  had 
endeavoured  to  open  them  a  channel  by  Bern,  at  the  prejudice  of 
their  own  intereil ;  but  thofe  will  alfo  be  dirappointed. 

Frenchmen,  if  you  wifti  for  peace,  rejed  far  from  you  all 
Englifli  goods.  Dread  not  privation  \  the  produce  of  our  manu- 
fa&ures  is  fufficient  for  our  exigencies.  Encourage  the  national 
induftry,  and  you  will  obtain  the  end  of  your  wilhes. 

Tbe  reporter  prefented  the  plan  of  a  refolulion.  The  report 
Was  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  the  confideration  of  it  was  ad- 
journed. 


Off  the  26th  of  Oc^oiery  the  Executive  Dire^ory  of  the  French  Re- 
public  prefented  a  fecond  Mefjage  upon  the  Suhjeti  to  the  Council  of 
Five  Hundred, 

Citizens  Representatives, 
iT  is  of  moment  that  the  Executive  Dire£lory  fliould  not  con- 
•^  ceal  fro^n  you,  that,  by  the  official  correfpondence  of  its 
agents,  and  by  private  informations  which  they  receive  from  all 
parts,  they  are  certain,  that  if  the  Legiflative  Body  does  not  take 
fpeedy  meafures  to  prevent  the  importation  and  fale  of  Englifh 
goods  in  France,  the  Batavian  Convention  will  not  delay  re- 
voking the  decree  which  it  enaded,  to  extend  the  fame  prohibition 
of  Holland. 

The  Executive  Direflory  ought  to  enable  you  to  obferve  at  the 
fame  time,  that  the  uncertainty  refpe6ting  t)ie  refolution  you  will 
deem  proper  to  take  on  that  fubjeft,  (lops  the  progrefs  of  the 
happy  effeds,  which  had  been  produced  by  the  fole  propofiiion  of 
feconding  the  meafure  taken  by  the  Dutch,  by  reducing  a  pound 
fteriing  to  21  livres,  10  fous,  which  had  been  raifed  at  that  epoch 
to  24  livres,  5  fous,  by  the  exchange. 

They  ought  finally  to  remark,  that  if  the  prohibition  they 
itqueft  is  not  decreed  foon,  if  the  delays  on  that  point,  or  the 
lAodiGcations  which  deftroy  the  main  end  of  the  principal  obj^fit, 
Ihould  occafioj}  the  revocation  of  the   meafures  Xaktu  \i^  ^c 
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Dutch,  England  will  foon  fee  vanifli  the  cmbarraffment  (be  feels 
to  procure  the  fupplies  fhe  ftands  in  need  of,  if  (he  wi(hes  to 
profecute  the  war,  and  that  the  Britifli  commerce  would  even  then 
feel  a  mighty  intereft  to  fee  it  prolonged. 

The  determination  which  you  are  about  to  take,  Citizens 
Reprefentatives,  will  thus  have  a  moft  ftriking  influence  on  the 
fuccefs  of  the  negociations  which  occupy  that  government  at  this 
ipoment  for  the  reftoration  of  peace.

t)n  the  2d  of  November y  the  Coutuil  of  Five  Hundred  pajjed  the  , 

following  Refolutions. 

ART.  I.  All  articles  manufaflurcd  in  England,  or  in  Englifli  *" 
cftablifhments,    ihall  continue  to  be    prohibited   throughout   the 
whole  of  the  republic.     From  the  date  of  the  publication  of  this 
law,  all  perfons  are  forbidden  to  expofe  fuch'  articles  to  fale,  or" 
to  give  notice  that  they  are  to  be  fold. 

II.  No  article,  containing  articles  of  Englifh  manufa£lurc, 
fhall,  under  any  pretext,  enter  the  ports  of  tiie  Republic. 

III.  The  neceffity  of  putting  into  a  port  fhall  nQt  furnifli  g^ 
plea  for  any  deviation  from  the  preceding  article,  where  the  vefTcl 
exceeds  ten  tons  in  burden. 

IV.  .With  refpeft  to  vefTels  above  ten  tons,  proved  to  have 
been  forced  into  port,  tl^e  captain,  on  the  moment  of  his  arrival^ 
(hall  produce  to  the  commiflioners  of  the  cuftoms  an  exaS  (latd- 
ment  of  the  quantity,  quality,  and  value  of  Englifh  merchandize* 
according  to  the  inventory;  it  (hall  be  depofited  in  a  magazine 
with  three  keys  ;  one  to  be  kept  by  the  cap.tain,  the  other  by  th^ 
commiflioners,  and  the  third  by  the  municipal  agent  of  the  com- 
mune ;  and  the  (hip  (hall  not  depart  ti'J  the  captain  has  proved 
that  they  have  been  all  re-embarked  exa£lly  as  they  were  delivered. 

V.  Articles  of  Englifli  manufadlure  in  vclTels  taken  from  the 
enemy,  or  (hipwrecked^  or  thofe  which  arife  from  con(ifcation|, 
Ihall  be  depofited  in  magazines  till  ihey  are  again  exported.  > 

VI.  Every  perfon  who  (hall  have  occafion  to  vifit  a  magazine 
where  Engli(h   manufadures  are  depofited,    fhall,  within    three 
days  after  the  publication  of  the  law,  give  in  to  the  municipal 
adminiftration  of  the  canton  a  detailed  account  of  their  quantity,- 
quality,  and  value.  ' 

VII.  Within  the  extent  of  three  leagues  from  the  frontiers, 
by  land  or  fea,  the  preceding  declaration  to  be  made  to  the  neared 
office  of  cuftoms,  and  the  goods  depofited  in  magazintfs  appointed 

for  thepurpok. 
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VIII.  After  the  expiration  of  the  period  fixed  to  make  iht 
declaration,  the  officers  of  the  cufloms,  accompanied  by  a  muni- 
cipal  adminiftratory  may  vifit  the  houfes  fufpe<Sted  to  contain  or 
conceal  articles  fabricated  in  England.  Vifits  during  the  day  may 
alfo  be  made  by  the  proper  officers,  to  difcover  whether  any 
articles  prohibited  by  this  decree  are  concealed  in  magazines ; 
and  if  any  fuch  are  found,  the  whole  houfe  of  the  owaer  of  the 
magazine  may  be  fcarched. 

IX.  All  military  corps  {lalioned  on  the  frontiers,  and  all  public 
fiiDdionaries,  are  enjoined  to  itop  any  article  of  Englifli  manu- 
faflure  found  on  the  territory  of  the  Republic. 

X.  Violations  of  the  decree  to  be  punifhed  with  arreft  (the 
criminal  to  be  brought  before  the  tribunal  of  corre£tional  police) 
and  con^cation  of  the  goods,  veifels,  carriages,  horfes,  and 
beails  of  burden ;  and  the  delinquent,  befides,  to  be  condemned 
to  pay  not  lefs  than  double  the  value  of  the  obje£t  feized  ;  and 
impnfonment  for  a  period  not  lefs  than  five  days,  nor  more  than 
three  months,  tn  cafe  of  a  repetition  of  the  offence  the  fine  to 
be  double,  and  the  imprifonment  for  the  fpace  of  fix  months. 

XI.  The  value  of  the  goods  confifcated  fhall  be  given  as  a  re- 
ward to  the  feizers,  or  to  thofe  who  have  affifted  in  the  arreft» 

A  fixth  of  the  confifcation  is  granted  as  an  indemnity  to  the 
municipal  adminifirators  and  commiiTioners  of  the  Executive 
iDirediory,  in  all  cafes  where  their  prefence  is  appointed  bythe 
law. 

XI I.  Of  Englifli  manufafture  are  confidered  all  goods,  whether 
direftly  brought  from  England,  or  coming  indireftly  from  other 
countries. 

1.  All  kinds  of  cloth  and  ftufFs  of  wool  and  cotton,  or  mix- 
tures of  thefe  materials ;  tamboured  nankeens,  muflins,  ftriped 
woollen  and  cotton  cloths,  and  EngliOi  tapeftfy. 

2.  All  kinds  of  cotton  or  woollen  caps,  fimple  or  mixed. 

3.  Buttons  of  every  kind. 

4.  All  kinds  of  metal ;  all  wrought  iron,  cutlery,  clock- work, 
fieel,  copper,  tin,  white  iron,  poliftied  or  rough,  pure  or  mixed. 

5.  Tanned  leather,  dreffed  hides,  or  plain  for  carriages  or 
boots,  harnefs,  and  all  fadlery  wares. 

6.  Riband^  hats,  gauzes,  known  as  Engliih  wares. 

7.  All  kind  of  (kins  for  gloves  or  breeches,  and  thefe  articles 
in  a  manufadtured  fiate. 

8.  All  kinds  of  glafs  and  cryftal,  except  vafes  of  glafs  ufed  in 
chymiftry,  and  glafles  for  fpedacles  and  watches. 

9.  Refined  fugars.    . 

10.  All  kinds  of  pottery  known  by  the  name  of  pipe-clay, 

.  Xill.  The  refined  fugars  comprehended  in    the    preceding 
ttticle  adually  in  the  interior>,  are  not  fubje£t  to  tht(<&  dtcW?^*'

tions,  and  to  be  lodged  In  the  magazines  according  to  the  preceding 
articles. 

XIV.  All  the  objefts  of  foreign  manufaflurc  diiFerent  from 
thofe  pointed  out  in  article  XII.  of  which  the  import  is  not  pro- 
hibited by  former  laws,  (hall  not  be  admitted  unlefs  accompanied 
^ith  certificates,  that  they  are  the  produce  of  countries  at  peace 
with  France. 

XV.  Certificates  fliall  be  delivered  by  the  French  confuIs»  or 
by  the  public  offices  ;  they  fhall  contain  a  formal  atteftation  that 
the  articles  have  been  manufa6);ured  in  the  faid  country,  and  fhall 
mention  the  name  of  the  artift. 

XVL  In  addition  to  the  penalties  above  pronounced^  the 
names,  firnames,  ages,  profcflions,  and  places  of  abode  of  the 
violators  of  the  law  and  of  their  agents,  ihall  by  the  fpecial  in-* 
ter&rence  of  the  minifter  of  the  interior,  be  ftuck  up  in  all 
public  places,  and  inferted  in  the  periodical  papers,  under  th^ 
general  title  of  brokers  of  England,  deftroycrs  of  French  in- 
duftry.  For  this  purpofe  the  commiflioncrs  of  the  Executive 
Directory,  with  the  tribunals  of  correctional  police,  fliall  be 
bound  to  fend  to  the  minifter  of  the  interior  the  names,  flrnameSy 
ages,  profeilions,  and  places  of  abode,  of  all  thofe  againft  whom 
he  fhall  have  pronounced  fentence  in  terms  of  the  prefent  law. 

XVII.  All  the  regulations  of  the  former  laws,  contrary  to  the 
prefent,  are  repealed. 

The  above  refolutions  were  afterwards  fandlioned  by  the 
council  of  Ancients.

/^AMBACERES,  in  the  name  of  a  fpecial  commiflion,  made 
^^  a,  report  on  a  mefTage  of  the  Dire<3ory,  in  which  he  calls  oH 
the  legiflative  body  to  fecure  the  return  of  peace,  by  a  vigorous 
organization  of  the  means  proper  for  the  continuance  of  the 
war,  and  for  providing  againft  the  wants  \yhich  mufl  arife  front 
the  delicate  paflage  from  the  flate  of  war  to  that  of  peace. 

*^  The  French  government,'*  faid  he,  **  is  defirous  of  a 
Cncere,  fjpeady,  honourable,  and  univerfal  peace.  Peace  is  in  the 
hands  of  our  enemies:  on  their  will  it  depends.  If  they  ^ 
with  franknefs  and  fincerity,  tranquillity  will  fpeedily  be  reftorect 
to  Europe*  Our  wants  are  multiplied,  it  is  true,  but  our  re- 
fources  are  not  exhaufted:  v^  have  domains  to  alienate,  and 
arrears  to  recover.  We  have  no  need  of  loans,  fubfidies^  or 
violent  means.  Our  territorial  riches  are  fufficient  for  us,  and 
will  enable  us  to  meet  both  the  war  expenditure  and  the  acquittal^ 
.of  the  public  debt." 
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The  reporter  now  prefented  the  following  plans  of  rcfolution: 

1.  For  the  fcrvicc  of  the  5th  year  there  (hall  be  a  fund  of 
4P1OOO9OOO  of  livres  in  fpecie,  for  the  fixed  cxpences;  and 
another  fund  of  550,00090001  alfo,  in  fpecie,  fur  the  extra- 
ordinaries,  t 

2.  The  funds  for  the  fixed  expenccs  (hall  be  drawn  from  the 
produce  of  the  contributions  of  the  ^th  year. 

3*  The  funds  for  the  extraordinnrtes  (hall  be  drawn  from  the 
arrears  of  the  contributions,  and  from  the  revenues  of  the 
national  domains  and  fbrefts.  And,  to  complete  the  550,000,0009 
a fufficient  quantity  of  national  domains  fliall  be  fold  by  audlion, 
and  the  payments  fliall  be  made,  a  tenth  part  in  fpecie,  four- 
tenths  in  fchedules,  and  the  other  five  tenths  in  government  de- 
bentures. 

4.  The  territorial  contributions  for  the  5th  year  are  fixed  ar 
250,000,000,  to  be  taken  from  all  the  departments,  and  the 
pcrfonal  and  fumptuary  contribution  at  50,000,000. 

5*  The  members  of  the  central  and  municipal  adminiftrations 
fliall,  as  foon  as  poflible,  proceed  to  the  collcdion  of  the  dired 
contribotion.

Speech   (f  the  Mlnifler  Plenipotentiary  fi\,m  the  Landgrave  ^f  Hejfe 
Qijfel  to  the  Executive  DireBory^  on  the  i^iji  Ociuhcvy  T796. 

Citizens  Directors, 
'T'HE  landgrave  of  HeJTe  Caflel,  in  appointing  me  his  minifter 

plenipotentiary  to  the  Frcncli  Republic,  has  charged  me  to 
declare  his  mod  profound  veneration  for  the  government,  and  for 
the  refpedable perfons  inveded  with  the  executive  power.  If  tiie 
evenls  which  occurred  at  the  termination  of  the  latt  ccntiirv,and 
the  total  change  of  policy  which  has  taken  place  in  the  prclent, 
hsve  broken  all  the  bonds  of  amity  which  in  ibrmer  ptrriods 
attached  HeiTe  to  France,  the  zeal  with  iiihich  the  Landgrave 
acceded  to  the  peace  of  Bafle,  and  the  condu6l  which  he  iias 
obferved  fince  that  intereJHng  epoch,  proves  his  finccre  dcTiro  of 
iC'-eftablifhing  a  good  underftanding  with  France,  and  of  fecnring 
the  happinefs  of  his  people.  Such  fentiments  are  tl.e  bell 
guarantees  for  the  treaties  and  the  fincerity  of  alliances.  Deign 
tfcn,  Citizen  Direflors,  to  receive  through  me  this  teftimony  of 
the  perfed  attachment  which  the  Landgrave  has  vowed  to  France, 
and  rely  upon  his  ardent  defire  of  affording  you  convincifig  proofs 
of  his  refpe£l.

Anfwer  of  the  Prefident  of  the  Dire^ory*' 

WITH  a  fincere  and  ardent  aSe£tion,  the  French  nation  will  ^ 
always  renew  thofe  ties  which  are  to  unite  her  to  powers,  whom 
odious  intrigues,   or  erroneous  views  of  their  interefi,  may  have 
detached  ^rom  her  at  different  periods.     The  French  Republic 
is,  doubtlefsy  too  powerful  to  fear  the  number  of  its  enemies, 
whomfoever  they  may  be.     It   is  alfo   too  generous,  too  candid^ 
and  cheriflies  humanity  too  highly,  not  to  endeavour  to  hve  in 
peace  with  all  the  neighbouring  dates,  and  not  to  be  defirous  of 
reckoning  them  among  the  number  of  their  friends.    The  Land* 
grave  of    Hefle  Caflel  is  one  of    thofe  whom    the   Executive 
Diredory  is  happy  to  confider  as  a  friend.     His  fidelity  has  been 
hitherto  manifeded  in  a  manner  which  does  him  infinite  honour  ; 
and  will  fecure  to  him  the  goodwill  of  the  Republic.     We  may 
rely  upon  that  good  will,  as  well  as  all  thofe  who  have  purfued 
the  fame  line  of  conduS.     The  Executive  Direftory,  regulated 
by  the  genius  of  a  free   people,  cannot  have  recourfe  to  the 
cvafions  of  a  dark  and  crooked  policy.     To  the  contrivances  of 
their  enemies  they  oppofe  a  condu£i  perfe£tly  open,  and  for  thft 
attachment  of  their  friends,  they  return  a  fincere  and  unchange- 
able affeftion.

Minifter  plenipo- 
tentiary, the  Executive  DireSory  hears,    with  real  fenfibility^  • 
the  teftimonies  of  attachment  towards  France  and  her  government^ 
which  you  have  made  in   the   name  of  the  Landgfave  of  H^fle 
CafTel,  they  invite  to  tranfmit  to  the  Landgrave  their  fentimeots 
of  gratitude,  and  to  afTure  him,  that  nothing  on  the  part  of  tht 
French  Republic  fhall  ever  diilurb  a  harmony  fo  advantageous* 
The  Direftory  alfo  owes  to  you  particular  acknowledgments  for 
the  regard  and  the  wifbes  you  have  expreffed  for  the  profperity  of 
our  Republic.     We  are  affured,  that  during  your  refidence  here» 
a  mutual  confidence  will  prevail  amongft  us,  which  will  at  all 
times  ferve  to  promote  the  happinefs  of  both  countries,  as  well 
as  your  own  fatisfaSion.     Such  is.  the  moft  ilncere  defire  of  the 
Executive  Directory  of  the  French  Republic.

the  14th  July,  1796. 

THE  laws  of  the  28th  Ventofe  and  6th  Floreal  laft,  by  feeking 
to  redeem  mandats,  with  the  whole  of  the  national  proper- 
ty, have  deprived  the  bills  payable   to  bearer,  arifing  from  the 
reftitution  of  coniifcated  property^  the  dedination  given  them  bj 
the  law  of  the  aift  Prairial,  third  year,  for  the  acquifition  of  the- 
property  of  emigrants.     The  bearers  of  thefc  bills,  who  arc  at 
the  fame  time  debtors  to  the  Republic,  demand  the  privilege  of 
paying  off  their  debts  by  means  of  the  credit  refuhing  from  thefe 
(ame  bills.      Your  intention,  citizens  legillators,  has  not  beeii 
to  render  thefe  titles  of  legitimate  credit   void  in   their  hands, 
whilft  they  are  compelled  to  pay  their  own  debts  to  the  nation* 
A  compenfation  fo  jufl  in  itfelf,  cannot  but  be  advantageous  to  the 
Republic,  fince  it  will  operate  to  the  extip&ion  of  part  of  the 
national  debt ;   neverthelefs,  it  may  be  neceif^ry  to  pay   fome 
aneniion  to  the  difference  in  value  between  their  reprefentative 
amount  of  ailignats,  and  the  fame  unfixed  value,  to  the  acquittal 
of  which  they  may  be  applied. 

It  is  for  your  wifdom  to  determine  the  new  deftlnation  of  this 
property  and  its  real  value;  and  we  cannot  but  exprefs  our 
defire  that  you  will  take  the  objefi  of  this  meflage  into  con- 
fideration.  ^ 

The  Executive  Dire£lory  fpares  no  pains  by  this  meffage,  in 
^nforcipg  the  juftice  and  the  neceflity  of  permitting  the  holders  of 
bills  the  privilege  of  paying  their  debts  with  that  property. 

In  the  fecond  place,  the  minifter  of  finance,  in  his  relative 
fituatidn  with  the  committqe,  has  made  it  evident  that  he  was  not 
only  of  the  fame  opinion,  but  that  he  thought  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  admit  the  dired  creditors  of  the  Republic  for  fums 
^pofed  of  by  miniflers  fince  the  5th  Brumaire,  and  who  had 
obtained  national  domains,  to  balance  their  accounts  within  the 
period  appointed  for  the  payment  of  the  firft  fixth  part  of  the 
laft  quarter,  which  they  eafily  might  do ;  and  for  that  purpofe, 
to  have  the  liberty  of  paying  as  cafli,  frank  for  frank,  and  to 
offer  the  warrants  of  miniftcrs,  of  which  they  might  be  the 
holders,  for  the  purpofe  of  entirely  balancing  the  account  for 
Y^hich  they  were  given  in  payment. 

This  method,  he  adds,  appears  to  me  proper  to  render  juftice 
to  the  parties  interefted,  and  to  relieve  the  public  trcafury. 

He  explains  himfelf  in  the  fame  manner  in  his  public  audiences,^ 
and  in  hisanfwers  to  thofe  who  daily  came  to  haften  the  committee 
in  nnaking  its  report  to  the  council. 

The  30th  Fruftidor,  one  of  our  colleagues  came  to  this  tribune 
to  defire  of  you,   "  that  interpreting  the  law  of  a&  VewVofe^  \\vfc 
couDca  &ou]d  declare,  that  it  was  no  obftacle  \o  x\ve  iwW  ^1R^ 
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complete  execution  of  thiit  of  the  21ft  Prairial,  of  the  3d  year, 
and  that  confequently  the  bills  furnifhedy  and  to  be  furniibed  to- 
the  heirs  of  condemned  perfons,  fhould  be  received  in  payment 
of  national  eftates  of  emigrants  fold,  or  to  be  fold.' 

He  called  for  the  acl  of  juftice,  as  being  of  fuch  a  nature,  that 
it  appeared  to  him  impoflible  that  any  one  could  offer  a  well* 
foimdcd  objedion  to  it.  It  was  neceflary,  he  faid,  either  to  de- 
clare frankly  that  the  amount  of  the  fales  of  property  of  con- 
demned perfons  fli.ould  either  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Republic,  or  that  real,  entire,  and  efFeftual  juftice  fhould  be 
rendered  to  their  heirs.  In  viewing  the  firft,  as  contrary  to  thole 
.  principles  of  humanity  and  judice  by  which  the  council  was  ac- 
tuated, he  made  no  doubt  but  the  fecond  would  be  adopted. 

He  even  added,  that  the  intereft  of  the  nation  demanded  itf 
that  the  prodigious  quantity  of  the  property  of  emigrants,  which 
are  neither  fold  nor  bargained  for,  are  leflened  in  value,  in  con- 
fequence  of  bad  management,  and  in  a  manner  fcarce  produce 
any  thing  for  the  public  treafure.  Give  them,  he  faid,  in  pay* 
ment  to  thofe  creditors  who,  on  many  accounts,  deferve  to  be 
confidered ;  for  whom  I  here  call  upon  your  juftice,  and  you  will 
foon  fee  this  fame  property  doubly  advantageous  to  the  public,  by 
the  fertility  it  will  refume,  and  the  contributions  to  which  it  will 
hz  fubje£l« 

The  council  referred  this  motion  to  the  committee  of  finances^ 
to  make  a  report  on  the  fame. 

A  number  of  petitions  came  every  day  to  the  committee  from 
different  parts  of  the  Republic.  People  could  not  imagine  how 
it  was  pollible  to  refufe  receiving  money,  the  fame  as  mandats, 
according  to  the  rate  of  exchange,  in  payment  for  the  laft 
quarter  of  the  price  of  the  national  domains ;  and  more  particu- 
larly in  the  departments  of  the  weft,  they  afked  how,  with  an 
army  without  pay,  in  want  of  money,  and  in  the  midft  of  various 
other  wants,  impofTible  to  procure  without  money,  it  fhould  be 
refufed,  and  particularly  when  in  confequence  of  that  refufal  the 
purchafers  were  obliged  to  renounce  their  purchafes,  or  to  buy 
inandats  at  four  livre?,  and  four  livres  and  ten  fols,  to  pay  into 
the  public  treafure,  where  they  were  only  received  at  the  rate  of 
two  livres  and  fifteen  fols.  The  ^ifcontent  has  increafed,  com- 
plaints are  made  in  all  parts,  and  with  fo  much  the  more  vio- 
lence, inafmuch  as  they  are  perfuaded  that  the  government  will  not 
gain  any  thing,  that  the  purchafers  i^ill  be  ruined,  and  flock- 
jobbers  alone  derive  any  advantage. 

In  the  mean  time,   however   preffing  circumftances  were,  the 

committee  of  finances,  unwilling  to  hazard  any  thing,  poftponed 

from  day  to  day  the  defired  report;  at  laft  the  period  appointed 

for  the  purchafers    to    fave    their    depofits    arrived,    and    the 

committee  could  delay  no  longer.    They  drew  \jip  a  plan^  and 
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llie  fcconi  complementary  day  communicated  It  to  the  Executive 
Dire<^pry»  requefting^  at  the  fame  time,  its  obfervations  and 
ide^s  upon  the  fubjeft^  The  committee  waited  for  an  anfwer 
until  the  4th  Vendemiaire,  a  del^y  which  was  fatal  in  the  de* 
partment  of  the  Seine;  it  could  no  longer  defer  its  report.  I 
prefented  it  to  you,  and  the  very  fame  evening  the  Diredory 
received  the  anfwer  of  the  committee. 

It  is  eafy  for  you  to  form  an  idea  what  powerful  motives  the 
Ipommittee  had  to  induce  it  to  prefent  its  plan  to  you.  The 
Pireftoryby  its  meflage  urged  it  ;  the  minifter  announced  it  as 
If^meafure  comqiandedbyjufliceand  interefl;  the  public  violently 
called  for  it,  and  a  longer  delay  on  the  part  of  the  committee 
would  haA'eexpofed  it  to  deferved  reproach. 

The  objf  61  propofed  is  not  difficult.  It  has  fought  to  fecond 
4ie  views  of  juflice,  contained  in  the  meflage  of  the  Executive 
Diredory  of  the  24th  Thermidor,  and  in  the  motion  of  order  of 
our  colleagues.  It  endeavoured  to  promote  the  convenience  of 
purchafers  a$  much  as  the  public  intercft  would  permit,  and  to 
pyethem  every  fupport* 

Reprefent  to  yourfelf  a  citizen  of  good  faith,  who,  having 
ir^eived  a  payment  in  mandats  of  a  nominal  value^  is  defirous  of 
ptirchafiqg  national  domains,  and  who,  deceived  in  his  expecta- 
tions, finds  himfelf  obligated  to  fubmit  to  the  lofs  occafiotied  hf 
Ae  difcredit  of  mandats,  and  conftrained  to  pay  the  laft  quarte^ 
in  money,  or  in  mandats,  according  to  the  courfe  of  exchange* 
Would  you  not  regret  t)iat  the  law  of  the  1 3th  Thermidor  makes 
HO  exception  in  his  favour?  But  if,  on  the  one  hand,  you  fee 
thishoneft  citizen,  under  the  abfolute  neceffity  of  procuring  fpecie 
border  to  difcharge  his  fourth  payment,  prefenting  himfelf  at  the 
office  appointed  to  receive  the  fame;  there  meeting  with  a  denial, 
apd  under  the  neceffity  of  applying  to  a  ftock-jobber,  who  would 
demand  a  confiderable  fum  to  fu^nifli  him  with  mandats  for  the 
porpofe  of  making  good  his  payment.  Could  you  be  infenfible 
to  Ac  diftrefs  of  this  honed  citizen,  and  could  you  leave  him  any 
longer  in  the  cruel  alternative,  of  either  abandoning  hi?  purphafe, 
or  of  making  a  more  confiderable  facrifice  than  that  prefcribed 
by  the  law? 

The  council  is  well  fatisfied  that  there  arp  no  means  more 
eligible  to  revive  confidence,  and  attach  every  citizen  to  the 
gq^emment,  than  to  indemnify  them  againft  every  obftacle 
which 'is  not  adually  neccffary  to  the  public  intereft,  and  to 
render  them  every  affiftance  which  may  tend  to  conciliate  them 
to  the  government.  Jt  cannot  be  contended  but  that  it  is  the 
intereft  of  the  public  to  encourage  purchafers  to  adhere  to  what 
thcyhavie  purchafipd;  and  that  if  the  public  intereft  renders  it 
(leceflary  to  infift  upon  the  laft  payment  being  made  according 
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to  the  real  valu9,  that  at  leaft  they  (houlJ  be  permitted  to  make 
their  payments  in  money. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  council  conflders  the:ynfortunate' 
fituation  he  is  placed  in,  who  has  fcen  his  property  fold,  though 
in  fact  he  may  have  committed  no  other  crinie  than  that  of  hav- 
ing heen  a  courageous  friend  of  liberty^  or  of  having  by  his 
talents,  his  virtues,  or  his  fortune,  given  offence  to  tyrants.  If 
it  confiders  that  the  laws  which  juftified  the  fale  of  fuch  a  man's 
cftate,  at  the  fame  time  are  defirons  that  he  (bpuld  receive  an 
equivalent,  by  authorifing  the  employment  of  bills  for  the  ac- 
qmfition  of  national  domains,  it  cannot  be  furprifing  that  the  holders 
of  thefe  bills  (hould  be  eager  to  make  purchafejs,  aod .  if,  after 
having  exhaufted  that  property ,  they  (hould  be  compelled  to  pay 
the  three  firft  quarters  in  mandats,  they  will  be  reduced  to  defpair, 
and  to  the  cruel  neceffity  of  abandoning  their  purchafes,  if  we. 
refufe  to  receive  property  in  paynient  of  the  laft  ijuarter,  for 
which  a  real  lvalue  is  demanded. 

Citizens  who  are  holders  of  mortgage  titles^  and  who  havo 
licus  upon  cda'tes  that  are  fold,  are  not  in  a  more  favourable 
lituation.  Depidlure  a  citizen,  who  in  1788,  or  prior  to  that 
period,  had  fold  an  eftate  for  100,000  livres,  and  who  had  onl]^ 
received  one-half  of  the  purchafe-money  vyhen  the  giantee, 
emigrated.  This  edate  would,  of  courfe,  be  comprifed  amoi^ 
the  national  <iomains,  in  confequence  of  his  emigration  ^  yet  it 
is  neverthelefs  the  fecurity  of  the  vender,  who  may  have  repurdiafedh 
it,  under  the  idea  that  government  would  admit  part,  if  not  th* 
whole  of  his  lieu  upon  the  eftate,  as  payment  for  To  miich  as  it 
might  amount  to,  and  if  this  judice  is  denied  him,  he  is  reduced 
«to  the  riecjiFity  of  abandoning  his  purchafe^  or  of  lafing  what  he 
may  have  paid  as  a  depodt. 

In  {hort,  however  fmall  may  be  the  favours  which  occupiers  o£ 
cftatcs  may  receive,  becaufe  fome  of  them  by  their  prodigality, 
juftify  the  charges  of  dilapidation  brought  againft  them,,  they  arc. 
ilill  entitled  to  your  jufticc,  and  we  ought  not  to  refufe  thole  who 
have  confiderable  fums  of  money  the  liberty  of  complaining 
againft  meafures  which  are  likely  to  involve  for  forfeitures  for 
default  of  payment  of  fums  of  money,  when,  at  the  fame  tuxi^ 
they  cannot  receive  what  is  due  to  them.  ■.  *  ' 

By  adopting  the  plan  fubmittcd  to  you  by  your  committee,  yoir 
will  obviate  all  thofe  caufcs  of  forfeiture,  and  you  ought  uot  'to 
lofe  fight  how  fatal  they  muft  be,  fince  in.  effefl  they  oblige  the 
public  trcalury  to  make  reftitutions,  which  are  far.  from  fatiify- 
iug  thofe  to  whom  they  are  made,  inafmiJch  as  they  are  not 
equivalent  to  what  they  may  have  been  deprived  of ;  circumftances 
which  cannot  fail  of  multiplying  difcontent,  and  of  contributing 
»  the  difcrcJit4)f  majulats. 

Thus 
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the  objcft  proptjfcd  by  the  committee  muft,  at  the  fame 
time,  be  fatisfadlory  to  the  fpirit  of  juftice,  which  animates  the 
council  and  operates  in  iredoring  confidence  and  public  credit. 

The  confequence  of  the  plan  would  be,  with  regard  to  the  firft 
article,  immediately  to  bring  into  the  public  treafury  the  money  of 
the  debtors,  for  the  fourth  payment  on  the  national  domains.  It 
would  tend  to  render  it  eafier  for  the  debtors  to  make  good  their 
payments,  and  without  injuring  the  public  fund  ;  and  perhaps,  far 
from  envying  them  the  advantage,  it  would  be  better  to  authorife 
them  to  pay  in  money  or  ingots,  if  they  have  no  other  means  of 
jpayment. 

If,  on  the  contrary,  you  ftiU  refufe  to  admit  payments  in 
Bioneyy  the  confequence  will  be  doubly  ruinous,  not  only  to  the 
debtor,  bnt  to  the  public  treafury. 

At  firft  they  would  be  obliged  to  purchafe  mandats  ;  and  thofe 
who  carried  on  a  traffic  in  this  kind  of  paper,  would  not  let  the 
purchafer  of  national  domains  have  them  without  obliging  him 
to  pay  at  a  dear  rate. 

In  the  fecond  place,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  public  fervice 
would  be  carried  on  by  means  of  fpecie ;  and  in  that  cafe  the 
government  would  be  obliged  to  employ  agents  to  exchange 
mandals  for  money,  and  to  pay  in  mandats,  an  iticonvenience 
which  would  be  avoided,  if,  when  it  received  payments  in  money, 
it  annulled  the  mandats  in  the  fame  proportion. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  but  that  in  many  departments  mandats 
have  had  little  currency,  and  indeed  are  not  to  be  procured  at  the 
common  rate  of  currency  proclaimed  daily.  The  minifter  of 
finances  has  even  attefted,  ^at  in  the  department  of  Morbihan 
many  confignments  have  been  made  in  money.  Would  the 
council  render  the  hna  fide  yurChafers  viftims  of  their  confidence 
{nits  jufljce,  and  pronounce  a  -decree  of  forfeiture  againft  them, 
when  they  wifli  <f)  pay  iti  money  the  real  value  demanded  oif 
them,  and  more  efpeciaily  too,  when  it  is  impoflible  to  procure 
mandats  fo  ^s  <o  nnake  their  payments  in  any  other  manner* 
Already  fhecouficiiy  penetrated  with  the  truth  of  thefe  motives, 
lad  adopted  a  refolution,  which  was  rejeded  by  the  council  of 
Ancients^  fcut  we  have  every  reafon  to  think  that  the  general 
clamour,  and  the  force  of  public  opinion,  will  not  permit  the 
lejedion  of  the  difpofition  of  the  firft  article. 

The  fecond  article  author! fes  the  debtors  on  account  of  the 
fourth  quarter  to  make  good  their  payments,  either  by  bilU 
given  them  for  what  they  may  have  provided  for  government,  or 
in  property  to  be  reftored  to  them,  or  by  claims  they  may  have  as 
mortgagees ;  and  the  fifth  article  further  enafts,  that  the  pur- 
chafer who  ftiall  become  the  firft  proprietor  fhall  difcharge,  in 
^cc  months  or  later,  and  without  paying  any  dcpofit,  the  whole 
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of  the  five  laft  fixth  parts  6f  thfc  laft  qtiart«r*     From  the  admit^ 
Tion  of  thefe  difpofitions  there  rcfults, 

1.  That  the  purchaf«rsj  who  may  have  fueh  legitimate  ile* 
mands  upon  the  Republic^  -would  not  only  be  debarred  the  right 
of  alledging  that  they  could  not  pay  their  purchafe  money,  but 
their  refufal  fo  to  do  would  be  taken  advantage  of  to  make  them 
fotfeit  all  the  payments  which  might  have  beeti  m^e  on  accouiijt 
of  the  three  firft  quarter's. 

2.  The  public  treafury  would  certaitily  obtain  payment  of  the 
'firft,  fixth  part  of  the  lad  quarter  in  money  or  in  mapdatd,  ac- 
cording to  this^  rate  of  exchange,  within  a  ihort  period,  as  well 
from  the  payment  of  debts  propofed  to  be  received  in  money  o't 
in  m'andats,  in  cafe  of  neceflityj  whilft  by  refufmg  fuch.an  ad* 
vantage  to  purchafers,  the  cdnfequence  wduld  be  forfeiture^ 
difcontent,  and  complaint* 

.  3.  It  would  give  to  all  the  purchalers  a  frefti  degree  of  coii- 
fidehce  in  their  purchafes,  and  they  would  ivo  longer  have  to  fear 
thofe  reproaches  of  dilapidation  which  envy  or  malice  fo  ofte^ 
siliedges  againft  them,  fmci^  they  might  anfwet  that  their  puP^ 
chafes  were  paid  for  by  their  legitimate  demands  6n  govenunent* 
,lF*he  council  has  never  fufiered  an  occaflon  to  efcape  of  proving 
how  jealous  it  is  in  refpc£ting  the  purchafe  of  national  domains^ 
and  furely  it  will  not  forego  the  opportunity  now  offered  of  re- 
moving the  caufe  of  the  complaints  made  by  thofe  who  kavt 
purchafed  fubfequent  to  the  law  of  the  28th  Ventofe. 

In  (hprt,  although  the  committee  has  confidered  fome  of  the 
inconveiiiencies  which  may  enfue  in  confequebce  of  the  refolutioil 
it  has  reported  to  you,  it  has  not  obferved  others  which  have  beeijk 
difcovered  by  the  Directory. 

I.  The  creditors  in  favour  of  whom  the  ptopofed  exception  is 
'to  be  eftablifhed,  cannot  depend'  upon  their  purchafes  after  they 
have  rriade  them ;  they  confequently  cannot  claim  them. 

This  firil  confideration  does  not  appear  to  the  committee  to 

"enter  into  conipetition  with  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  the 

plan  of  the  refolution.     It  is  true,  that  if  the   law  of  the  28th 

Ventofe  had  not  been  followed  with  any  modification,  thofe  who 

have  made  their  purchafes  according  to  that  law  could  have  de- 

inandcd  no  alteration  in  refpeft  to  them ;  but  they  would>  iievei^- 

thelefs,  poflefs  the  right  of  being  themfelves  paid,  in  order  that 

they  might  be  able  to  pay  what  they  owed.     For  when  a  purchafe 

is  made  with  the  condition  of  making  good  the  payments  hf 

^different  inftallments,  the  perfon  who  is  to  pay  them  not  onlr^ 

depends  upon  the  property  aSually  in  his  pofTeffion,  but  likewiie 

'upon  being  repaid  debts  he  has  a  right  to  expert. . 

,    Further,  the  modifications  made  with  refpeft  to  the  law  of 

the  28th  Ventofe,  have  produced   changes  fufiiciently  importsuijt 

JQ  nwie  it  ncceffary  to  grant  new  privileges  to  purchafers. 

A%  TBe 
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i«  ^e  hw  oF  the  13th  Thermi(iof^  and  the  decree  made  1)f 
the  Diredory  for  its  snore  exaft  obfervance^  declaring  that  the 
payments  Ihould  not  be  made  otherwife  than  in  mandats,  are  cir** 
cumfiances  which  ought  not  to  authorize  the  fear  that  the  pre* 
ient  leglflature  has  not  fufficlent  (lability  to  make  itfelf  obeyed. 

It  is  neceflary,  beyond  a  doubt,  if  it  is  intended  to  impute  any 
Vlaine  to  the  legiflature,  with  refpeA  to  the  civil  (late,  or  the  pro- 
perty of  citizens)  not  to  determine  how  far  that  blame  (hall 
tzfend)  without  great  conflderation  and  precaution  ;  but  we  are 
far  from  treating  of  a  queftion  of  fuch  a  nature.  The  principles 
of  our  prefent  legi/lature,  with  refped  to  certain  tranfaflions,  are^ 
that  they  ihould  be  fettled  in  money  or  mandats,  according  to  the 
iate  of  exchange.  Contributions  ought  to  be  the  fame;  circum* 
Iftanoes  never  more  imperioufly  required  that  money  (hould  be  paid 
into  the  public  treafury.  How  then  cati  the  efFe^  of  a  mevfure 
be  feared  which  had  no  other  objeft  i 

The  obligations  under  the  more  rigordus  jprinciples  of  civtl 
right  '2tc  confined  either  to  adion  or  indemnification.  Every 
tnan  c^led  before  a  tribunal  to  pay  an  obligation  which  he  hai 
COQtxa&ed  in  mandats,  would  be  difcharged  by  paying  in  money 
the  amount  of  what  he  had  received  in  mandats.  How  then  can 
govemnaent  be  more  rigorous^  and  particularly  towards  pur* 
cha/ers  to  whom  it  owes  protection  and  fupport,  inafmuch  as  they 
have  united  their  deftiny  and  their  fortunes  to  thcfe  of  the  Re* 
public^  and  are  the  very  perfons  to  whom  the  government  is  in*^ 
tiebted  for  its  eftablifhment. 

'3.  There  remains  national  domains  ftlll  to  be  fold;  the  fuccefs 
tsf  their  fale  depends  upon  there  being  a  great  number  of  creditors^ 
who  may  be  induced  to  purchafe  them,  and  the  refoIution>  fo  fat 
ifrom  inducing  them  to  become  purchafersj  muft  have  a  contrary 

There  certainly  remains  a  confiderable  quantity  of  national 
domjun^  to  be  fold;  but  if  the  fuccefs  of  future  fales  depends 
upon  there  being  a  great  number  of  creditors,  it  is  neceflfary  that 
they  fhould  come  forward  with  the  afTurance  that  the  refolution 
.prefented  by  the  committee  would  tend  to  diminiih  their  number. 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  confider  the  intered  of  creditors  with 
tefped  to  future  fates ;  it  is  not  lefs  juft  nor  lefs  necelTafy  that 
we  (hould  occupy  our  minds  with  thofe  already  made^  inafmuch 
as  government  cannot  gain  any  thing  by  reducing  purchafers  to 
the  neceflity  of  forfeiting  what  they  have  advanced;  and,  on  the 
contrary,  the  example  of  fUch  condu^  ^ould  deftroy  all  confi* 
dence  in  the  public  faith. 

4*  AH  contributions  are  declared  payable  in  money  or  mandats^ 
according  to  the  rate  of  exchange.  In  order  for  the  receipts  tt) 
'!»  any  ways  e(Fei^ive»  it  is  neceflary  to  keep  up  the  value  of  the 
^^lating  papers     It  cannot  be  dented  but  that  the  i^To^o&d 

m»^>ite 
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wcnfttTC  would  be  injurionf ;  it  would  be  fo  much  the  more  fata!^ 
a^thc  darly  receipts  would  actually  furnifh  the  only  means  of  their 
exiftenccr. 

If  the  pTan  of  the  committee  tends  to  preferve  a  greater  aom<* 
Irer  of  purchafers,  it  (hould  encreafe  in  proportion  the  nnmbcif  of ' 
iRofe  who  have  to  pay  money  or  raandats  fnta  the  public  trca^ 
fiiry.  If  purchafers  paid  in  money,  the  receipts  would  be  more 
cfFeftual  than  ever*  .  If  they  paid  in  mandats,  they  wo^ld  be 
©bilged  to  procure  them,  and  would  be  interefted  in  l^tping  op 
Aeir  credit.  ,^ 

The  fears  of  the  Direfl'ory  appear  the  more  ill-founded,  as  they 
rniight  be  obviated  by  the  currency  of  the  mandat,  according  to 
Ae  rate  of  exchange, 
'   In  a  mcfTage  of  the  rft.  Prairkl,  the  DireSory  cxpreflTes  itlelf 

**  If  you  would  preferve  the  public  property,  it  is  ncceffary 
iBat  whatever  is  paid  into  the  public  trcafury  (hould  be  according 
tD  the  rate  of  exchange  ;  and  in'  that  cafe  every  one  is  intereftol 
in  railing  the  courfe  of  exchange,  by  which  means  there  will  be 
IKT  exchange  at  all ;  for  if  there  has  been  a  rate  of  exchange,  and 
lihat  has  been  fatal  to  the  pubfic  wealth,  it  is  owing  to  the  trea- 
fcry  receiving  in  a  different  manner  to  what  is  paid.  Thus  every 
effort  would  be  made  to  pay  but  little  and  receive  a  jgr^at  deal» 
and  confequently  the  public  treafury  would  be  injured, 

•*  But  eftablrfli  a  rate  of  exchange  for  all  the  contribntions;^ 
fer  tlie  fale  of  your  national  domains,  and  for  your  receipts  arid 
payments,  and  all  thofe  who  would  have  to  pay  into  th^  treafury 
would  be  interefted  in  raifing  the  value  of  the  fymbol  ufed  in 
foment,  and  in  raifing  the  courfe  (rf  exchange,  or  rather,  there 
would  be  no  longer  any  variation  in  the  rate  of  exchange ;  good 
faith  would  revive  in  all  dealings,  and  we  (hould  .no  longer  wit- 
icefs  the  difgrace  of  having  laws  impofEble  to  be  executed.*' 

What  the  Diredory  obferve^  was  perfe6lly  applicable  to  the 
cnrcumftances  in  which  we  were  fituated^  and  it  is  eafy  to  be  ofcf- 
lerved,  that  of  all  the  reafons  which  have  been  employed  in 
©ppofition  to  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  there  is  not  one^wbicft 
can  be  put  in  competition  with  the  powerful  confiderations.  which 
kavc  given  brrth  to  the  plan  I  have  prefented  before  you,  and 
irpon  which  it  is  of  confecjuence  for  the  council  to  pronounce  it^ 
C)i|)inioa.

TX7E  received  the  ktter  you  wrote  us  upon  the  23d  of  laft 
^^  month.  Yoii  there  prcfent  your  good  advice  with  a  rr-. 
Ipe£lful  franknefs.  You  obfcrvc  that  it  only  depends  upon  us  td 
kcure  the  happinefs  and  the  fafcty  of  Germany  ;  that  a  fpcedy 
peace  can  only  diflipatc  the  \iolent  frorm  which  impends  over  the 
country  ;  that  thii  alone  cah  remove  the  dangers  which  in  fa 
many  ways  thrcr-tened  the  Germanic  conllitution ;  in  fine,  that 
this  alone  can  put  a  peiiud  to  thofe  unparalleled  miferies  under 
which  humaniiy  fo  long  has  groaned.  At  the  fame  time  yoa 
acquaint  us,  that  if  in  ihefe  diflicult  circumflanccs  the  danger 
approaches  ftill  nearer  your  dates,  you  will  have  no  refource  bcffi 
to  fubmit  to  the  law  of  neceflity,  and  to  make  a  fcpafatc  pcACC 
with  France. 

The  empire,  in  tniih,  defircs  with  ardour,  and  has  long  en- 
tertained this  wilh,  the  return  of  peace,  but  conneflcd  with  the 
juft' feeling  of  its  honour,  its  dignity,  its  independence.  In  thl« 
wlfti  it  only  comprehends  a  peace, "  equitable,  juft,  fuitable,  and 
worthy  to  be  accepted,  which  refts  upon  the  folid  bafis  of  the 
perfefl;  fupport  of  its  inteirni'-.y  and  its  conftitution,  agreeable  to 
ancient  treaties*  At  the  fame  time,  by  a  proper  rcfpcft  for  thefc 
fundamental  laws,  it  has  n<;Vcr  ccjnfcd  to  render  its  wiflics  and  its 
reToIutions  upon  this  fubjccl  fuhordinatc  to  the  rigorous  condltiofs^ 
that  peace  fo  ardently  dcIircJ  Ihofild  not  he  concluded,  but  agree- 
ably to  the  conftitution,  in  a  moft  pei'feft  and  invariable^ conceit 
between  the  Emperor  and  the  ftatcs- 

The  refolutions  of  the  diet  of  the  22d' of  December,   17941  and 
of  July  laft  year,  become  laws  of  the  empire  in  virtue  of  our  Im- 
perial fundlions,  very  pointedly  atteft  this  rcferve ;  and  the  Came 
fpirit  fcr\'es  as  a  foundation  to  the  full  powers  and  authorities  for 
peace,  "which  have  been  fuhmitted  for  our  acceptance,  in  virtue 
of  the  refolution  of  the  diet  of  the  7th  of  Odlobcr,   1795,  as  well 
as  for  the  annexed  inftru(?tions  to  the  deputies  of  the  empire  at  the 
congrefs  for  peace;  inftiuiSlions  which   cUcntially  proceed  upon 
the  re-eftablilhment  of  peace,  juft,    honourable,  (table,  perma- 
nent, and  common  to  the  whole  empire,  and  which  have  poin- 
tedly and  cxprefsly  as  their  object  the  maintenance  of  the  em- 
pire upon  the  footing  on   which  it  ftocd  before  the  mifunder- 
ftandings  which  arofe  w  th  France,  under  the  fpecial  recommen- 
dation to  ferve  ancient  treaties. 

After  having  thus  exprelfcdv  in  a  manner  equally  conftitu- 
tional  and  agreeable  to  the  inttrefts  of  the  Germanic  empire, 
its  fentiments  with  regard  to  the  re-eftablifhmcnt  of  peace, 
the  general  diet,  full  of  ref]>cftf'jl  confidence  in  our  paternal 
folicitude    for  tlic  common  advantage  of    Germany^   cv\Ue2i\v:d

m-  to  hegodate,  as  well  in  our  own  name  as  ifl  tha^  ^(  t\kfi 
Qermanic  body,  the  preliminaries  of  peace.  Wc  were  very- 
Vrell  difpofed  to  a£l  agreeably  to  th^fe  defires ;  but  the  fequel, 
proved  that  the  fgi  difant  committee  of  Public  Safety^  by  which 
the  foreign  affairs  of  France  then  were  governed,  had  v^ry  dif* 
ferent  views  from  coming  to  an  amicable  underflanding  with  the 
empire,  for  the  purpofe  of  putting  an  end  to  a  war  into  which  th^ 
empire  had  been  forced,  and  thus  to  reconcile  themfelves  with 
fufifering  humanity  by  facrificing  to  peace  their  pafllon  of  co(\t 
queft. 

All  Germany  has  fe^n  the  anfwer  of  the  committee  of  Public 
Safety,  the  contents  of  which  were  ordered  to  be  publifhed  by 
our  decree  of  the  i^ih  of  November  laft.  This  piece  cpntainJ. 
the  moft  naanifeft  proofs  of  the  decided  repugnance  of  France  to 
liften  to  the  pacific  overtures  defired  by  the  empire,  and  of  the 
clear  determination  of  this  power  not  to  engage  in  immediate  ne- 
gociations,  till  finding  herfelf  in  a  fituation  imperioqfly  to  diiSati? 
the  conditions  of  peace  to  the  empire^  (he  could,,  to  the  eternal 
fliame  of  the  German  name,  leave  her  no  other  part  in  this  raea« 
fure  but  a  paffive  fubfcription  of  the  treaty.  The  empire  being 
thus  convinced  of  the  refufal  of  the  French  government  to  make  a 
fuitable  return  to  the  overtures  which  had  been  made,  it  had  no 
other  refource  left  but  that  forefeen  by  the  refolution  of  the  aad 
of  Decemberi  17741  but  to  aflume  an  attitude  which  (houI4 
oblige  the  etiemy  to  grant  that  peace  defired  by  the  head  and  b/ 
the  members  of  the  Germanic  body,  under  the  conditions  w^-, 
nounced  in  thp  refolutions  of  the  diet.' 

The  Diredlory,  however,  which  has  fucceeded  the  committed, 
of  Public  Safety  in  the  management  of  foreign  affairs,  has  not 
adopted  more  moderate  fentiments.  We  find,  on  the  contrary^ 
in  all  their  adions,  and  all  the  public  papers  which  they  hav6 
iiTued,  the  marks  of  the  inflexible  obdinacy  of  a  conqueror  ]n<» 
flamed  with  pride  by  the  fortune  of  his  arms.  Upon  this  point 
we  refer  to  the  note  addrefied  by  the  French  ambalTador  to  \h% 
plenipotentiary  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  upon  the  26thof  May^^ 
this  year.  We  remark,  with  regret,  in  this  note,  how  much  the 
fpirit  in  which  it  is  drawn  up,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
demands  which  it  contains,  and  the  manner  in  which  theyar^ 
announced,  are  remote  from  a  reciprocal  defire  of  peace.  We 
are  not  miftaken  even  in  confulering  this  very  note  as  a  new  proof 
of  the  averfion  of  the  French  government  to  enter  into  negociations 
-•lith  the  empire  united  under  its  conflitutional  head,  fince,  iin 
G^Q^iy  if  we  compare  that  note  with  the  above-mentioned  anfwer 
of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety,  we  find  that  both  abfolutely 
announce  the  fame  political  maxims ;  to  which  we  muft  like* 
wife  add,  that  the  note  of  the  Direftory  demands,  as  an  invarin- 
bh  preliminary  of  p^ace,  a  Jiatus  jao  relatively  to  the  countrief^ 
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tonque'red  by  the  enemy,  and  united  in  virtue  of  its  decree',  uliich 
cannot  in  any  way  be  reconciled  with  the  bails  of  peace  laid  down 
by  the  diet. 

To  divide,  to  conquer,  and  to  ruic,  is  the  fpirit  of  the  cgotift 
policy  of  France.  But  every  divifion  infers  a  diminution  of 
ibength  in  the  meafures  of  refinance  of  the  whole,  and  which 
muft  neceiTarily  lead  to  the  difmemberment,  to  the  devaftation^ 
to  the  dependance,  to  the  fubjcAion,  and,  in  fine,  more  or  Icfs 
rapidly,  to  the  decompofition  of  our  refpe6lable  conditution. 
Concord,  on  the  contrary,  Brmnefs,  the  love  of  our  country » 
and  the  faithful  obfervance  of  the  laws,  are  the  fxid  duties  of 
fociety ;  the  dearefl  and  more  facred  duties  of  every  vaflal  of  the 
empirei  when  our  common  country  is  menaced,  in  the  mod  emi« 
ncnt  and  eflential  obje£t  of  all  political  focieties,  its  fafety  and 
prefervation.  Such  is  the  obje£l  of  the  fundamental  conflitution 
of  the  German  empire,  which  renders  all  the  individual  means  of 
lefillance  poflfeflTed  by  the  dates  of  the  empire  fubordinatc  to  the 
frefiion  of  one  fuprcme  authority,  and  proliibits  in  the  mod 
forcible  manner  the  condufion  of  a  feparate  peace  during  a  ge- 
neral war  of  the  empire.  But,  independently  of  this  confidera- 
tion,  it  is  not  lefs  certain  that  it  is  to  a£l  againd  all  experience 
to  reckon  upon  the  very  rare  indance  of  the  generofity  of  the 
enemy,  and  to  expedl  only,  from  their  magnanimity  and  love  of 
jnftice,  a  peace  that  can  be  accepted,  indead  of  condrainingthem 
togfant  it  by  force  of  arms.  In  fine,  we  find  a  manifcd  contra** 
(Eftion  in  not  ceafing  to  defire  an  objeS,  and  yet  failing  to  pro- 
^Ttion  the  means  by  which  it  is  to  be  attained  to  the  magnitude 
of  the  dangers  interpofed.  The  example  of  the  invincible  con- 
ftmcyand  vigour  with  which  the  enemy  exert  thcmfelvcs  to  exe- 
cute their  plans,  ought  to  afford  to  the  citizens  of  Germany  a 
tofficidat  motive  of  emulation  to  excite  them  to  the  mod  obfiinate 
ie(iftance>  and  to  the  defence  of  their  political  and  religious  con- 
ftitution.  . 

After  this  faithfiil  difclofure  of  circumdances  we  put  it  to  your 
jv^^OBient  to  decide,  whether,  however 'much  we  are  difpofed  to 
nftbfe  peace  to  the  empire,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  edablifhed  on  an 
lionourable  and  folid  bads,  it  depends  entirely  upon  us  to  grant 
tliii  blefling  to  Germany  ;  whether  it  coafids  with  our  authority 
as  chief  of  the  empire  to  fanSion  a  peace  upon  whatever  terms 
feparately  concluded  with  the  enemy  of  the  empire?  In  fine, 
Whether  at  a  moment  when  we  have  to  choofe  between  the  dif- 
n^mberment  and  the  union  of  the  empire,  between  the  dillblu- 
tion  and  the  edablifhment  of  the  conditution,  between  honour 
uufikamey  whether,  in  this  critical  fituation,  we  arc  not  rather 
Warranted  to  require,  in  the  name  of  the  country  and  the  condi- 
^0B>  in  the  name  of  all  the  dates  which  have  be^'n  pillai^eJ  and 
laid  wade,  in  virtue  of  odths  {iill  fublid^pg,  and  Tpiomvfe^  ^x^-

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qticntly  and  folemnly  renewed  by  the  eledors,  princes,  and  ftat« 
of  the  empire ;  in  fine,  by  our  own  examples  and  the  facrincc 
wh'ch  we  have  made  for  the  public  intereft,  whether,  we  fay,  w 
are  not  warranted  juftly  to  require  the  undivided  co-operation  o 
all  and  every  of  he  ftates  of  the  empire  in  the  defence  of  a  cauf 
fo  juft,  and  for  accelerating  that  peace  which  is  fo  earnefl:ly:dc 
fired  by  the  Germanic  ftates? 

If  a  difference  of  fcntim'ent  manifeftcd  in  your  letter  of  the  en 
of  laft  month  was  the  caufe  to  us  of  confiderable  anxiety,  it  wj 
not  long  before  our  tranquillity  was  reftored,  by  the  news  tha 
when  the  dangers  gf  war  approached  your  dates,  you  did  nc 
allow  yourlelves  to  be  betrayed  by  fear,  nor  by  the  diftates  of 
deceitful  policy,  into  any  unconflitutional  meafures ;  but  tlial 
on  the  contrary,  animated  by  fentiments  of  honour,  and  by 
courage  worthy  of  a  German  prince,  you  oppofed  the  dangc 
with  which  you  were  threatened  with  the  molt  efFedlual  means  c 
refiftance,  both  by  fending  againft  the  common  enemy  a  grcs 
part  of  the  garrifon  of  Stutgard  and  Louifburg,  and  by  givinj 
inftant  orders  to  put  the  nriilitia  of  Wirtemberg  immediately  i) 
motion,  who  made  a  body  of  12,000  men,  in  general  well  dil 
ciplined.  Accept  upon  this  fubjeft  the  aflurances  of  our  Impcrifl 
fatisfa£lion  and  fmcere  regard.  Thcfe  difpofitions,  fo  worthy  0 
you,  infpire  us  with  the  confidence  that  no  confideration  wil 
fliake  your  fentimen  s,  and  that,  weighing  confcientioufly  tb 
duties  which,  as  a  ftate  of  the  empire,  you  have  to  difcharge  t 
us  and  to  the  law,  you  will  perfift  in  your  patriotic  refolutioa  t 
continue,  till  the  re-eftabliftiment  of  a  general  peace  for  the  em 
pire,  to  fupport  the  common  caufe  with  all  your  force.  By  thef 
means  you  will  not  only  render  cfTential  fervice  to  Germany,  bu 
to  the  immoriial  honour  of  your  houfe  :  you  will  deferve  to  baf 
your  name  enrolled  in  the  annals  of  Germany  among  thofe  prinOC 
who*iavc  moft  contributed  to  its  luftre.

Hanover,  to  furnilh  a  frefh  and  marked  proof  of  his  attachtae- 
to  the  Germanic  conftitution,  by  giving  a  great  example,  and  1 
labouring  efficacioufly  at  the  diet  of  Ratifbon,  not  only  to  fix* 
a  fufficient  quantity  of  Roman  months,  but  to  pay  i^nmediate 
his  quota.

It  IS  with  the  iltmoft  concern  his  HoHitcfs  has  found,  that'; 
befides  the  article  already  propofcd  at  Paris,  tending-  to  oblige 
him  to  difapprove,  revoke,  and  annul,  all  the  bulls,  refcripts, 
briefs,  and  apoftolic  mandats  ilTued  under  the  authority  of  the 
holy  fee,  with  refpeft  to  the  affairs  of  France,  fince  the  year 
1789,  there  were  feveral  others,  which,  being  equally  prejudicial 
to  the  catholic  religion  and  the  rights  of  the  church,  arc  confer 
quently  inadmillible ;  without  entering  into  any  difcuflion  con- 
cerning thofe  which  are  deftruSivc  both  to  his  fovereignty  and 
dominions ;  pernicious  to  the  happinefs  and  tranquillity  of  his 
fobje^s,  and  eyidently  contrary  to  the  rights  of  other  nations  and 
powers,  towards  whom  the  holy  fee  would  not  even  be  able  to 
maintaip  lif^li  Yieutral.  His  Holinefs  hopes,  therefore, .  that  the

-The  centincls 
who  are  ftationed  there  (hall  feize  and  condu£l  to  the  com- 
mandant  of  the  place  whofoever  (hall  aft  contrary  to  this  order* 
They  (hall  be  puni(hed  by  a  fine  of  24  livres,  to  he  appointed  to 
the  ufe  of  the  centinel.

The  city  ihall  be  conftant]y  well  lighted  from  the  cven-*^ 
i^  till  day-light ;  and,  in  cafe  of  alarm,  lights  (hall  be  plated 
in  all  the  crofs-roads  of  the  firft  ftages,  for  the  better  difcerning 
objeds. 

i  V.  The  inhabitants  are  forbid  to  found  the  tocfin  on  any 

j.      account.     All  ringing  of  bells  is  formally  forbid.     Convents  and 
monafteries  are  not  excepted  from  this  regulation. 
VI.-  In  cafe  of  the  alarm  being  beat,  every  inhabitant  (bait  (hut 
(butters  and  ftreet  doors.     Proprietors  or  houfe-keepers  who 
do  not  conform  to  this  order  (hall  be  immediately  arrelted,  con- 
duced to  pnfon,  and  amerced. 

.  VII.  Every  inhabitant,  who;  in  cafe  of  alarm  being  beat, 
except  for  fire,  (hall  be  found  in  the  (Ireet,  (hall  be  immediately 
.arrefled.  He  (hall  be  immediately  fired  upon  if  he  endeavours  to 
cTcape. 

VI  n.  Every  inhabitant,  who,  in  cafe  of  the  alarm  being  beat# 
(hall  be  found  making  figns  or  acclamations,  (hall  be  immediately 
arretted  as  a  fpy,  and  punifhed  accordingly  after  the  retreat  is 
beat.  Every  kind  of  alfcmbling  is  forbid,  and  whenever  the 
patroles  (hall  meet  more  than  three  perfons  together  in  the  (Ireets, 
they  (hall  arreft  them,  and  they  fhall  be  detained  in  cuftody  until 
they  undergo  an  examination,  and  their  difcharge  pronounced 
by  the  commandant  of  the  place. 

IX.  Every  publican  who  (hall  keep  foldiers  or  fubalterns  in 
bis  houfe,  half  an  hour  after  the  beating  of  the  retreat,  ihall  be 
arrefted  and  fined  fifty  livres  in  money,  for  the  ufe  of  the  patrole 
l?ho  (hall  difcover  .him  breaking  the  law.

AS  foon  as  the  difpofitions  which  the  Englifh  were  making  to 
•"  evacuate  Corfica  became  known,  .  General  Ocntili  took 
the  rrfoKition  to  fend  there  the  Genera!  of  Brigade  Cazatte,  with 
file  stBth  divtfiott  of  the  national  Gend'armerie.  He  fet  out  on 
the  26th  Vendemiaire,  (O&oher  if)\ti  ftorrtiy  waather,  and 
notwithftanding  the  very  clofe  cruize  of  the  Englilh  near  Leghorn, 
and  on  the  coafts  of  Corfica,  found  tneans  to  fhrow  himfelf  into 
Ae  iffland  on  the  27th  Vendtemiaire^  (Odober  18.) 

On  the  following  day  he  was  joined  by  a  very  confiderable 
uunber  of  native  patriots,  and  with  this  force  he  rapidly 
mardied  againft  Baftia,  where  he  arrived  on  the  morning  of  the 
i9th,  (Oa.  20.) 

Mafter  of  the  heights;  and  ftrongfy  fupported  by  the  citizens 
of  the  town,  he  fummoned  the  Englifh,  who  ilill  occupied  the 
fort,  to  furrender  within  an  hourV  de?^y.  Their  number  con* 
:  iieA  of  tlurce  thotiland  men.  They  had  fome  Ahps  in  the  road, 
wUeh  tlu^al^eAcd  to  thunder  upon  the  city,  but  the  tear  of  having 
the  paflag|&  ta  the  kat  cut  ofT,  accelerated  their  flight.  They 
niflied  in.  ccuitufion  on  board  their  Ihips,  when  General  Cazatte 
km  down-  uj^QQ  them  with  the  forces  he  had  colledled.  He 
Succeeded  in  taking  between  eighf  and  nine  hund/ed  prironers, 
%mf^Bg  whfKU  ic  %I«noft  the  whc^e  regiment  of  DiJIon,  confiding  of 
cjHigmitiv  Hfi  toolc  from  them  a  great  part  of  their  magazines, 
which  they  werp  not  able  to  embark* 

Mbfter  fif  £la(U^  he  marched  the  day  after,  with  two  pieces 
ffficannWx^iaftFiorenxo,  which  the  Eoiglifh  likewiie  had 
(oOeffioo  oif  then/    iThey  found  the  defilor  of  St.  Germano 
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gutfded  b7  the  enemyy  which,  after  t  fmm  reC(bnce,  vrtte 
forced,  tnd  in  fpite  of  the  fire  of  two  ihips  direded  upon  the 
f dad  which  led  to  the  city,  the  I'epublicans  fucceeded  in  felzim 
them,  took  part  of  the  garrifon  prifoners,  and  captured  fevenS 
snortars  and  pieces  of  cannon,  which  the  enemy  were  .not  able 
to  fjpike. 

The  fqualdron,  which  is  ftill  in  the  gulph  of  St*  Fiorenzo, 
retired  out  of  the  reach  of  cannon,  and  the  viceroy,  with  troops. 
vrhom  he  faved  from  Baftia,  fought  refuge  at  Porto  Perrajo. 

The  garrifon  of  Bonifacio  were  made  prifoners  by  the 
Kepublicans. 

I  know  that  the  chief  of  battalion,  Bonelli,  with  a  great 
tiumber  of  patriots,  marched  againft  Ajaccio,  but  I  have  not  as 
yet  received  the  report  of  the  events  which  may  have  taken  place 
in  that  quarter. 

^     General  Gentilli,   with  all  the  Corfican  refugees  who  ftill 
remained  on  the  continent,  failed  laft  night ;    and  though  the 
Englifh  have  a  great  number  of  cruizers  oiit  to  intercept  our . 
paflage,  I  hope  he  will  be  fo  fortunate  as  to  reach  the  place  of  his 
deftination. 

I  expe£l  to  fet  out  in  three  days  for  Baftia.  As  foon  as  I  Ihall 
have  arrived,  I  (hall  take  care  to  give  you  a  more  circumftantial 
account  of  the  fituation  of  the  country,  as  well  as  of  the  meafuies 
I  fhall  deem  it  proper  to  adopt  for  the  maintenance  of  good 
order. 

It  is  certain,  that  the  Englifh  are  in  want  of  proviflons;  that 
their  fhips  are  not  well  manned,  and  that  their  whole  aroiy  i&  ia 
the  moil  4efiitute  condition.

'T'HE  law  of  the  ipth  of  Brumaire,  which  prohibits  the  impor- 
•*•  ration  of  merchandize  manufadlured  in  England,  or  confined 
to  the  Englifii  trade,  delivers,  citiatns,  into  the  hands  of  the 
.  puMio  ftinAionaries  charged  with  its  execution  a  powerful 
weapon  with  which  they  may  perfonally  combat  and  force  our 
foreign  enemies  to^make  a  peace;  if  the  fplendour  of  viftory 
^tKl^  not  accQpnpany  their  labours,  they  may  at  UaS\.  ftv^xx^  \t\  xVsa 
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glory  of  the  defenders  of  their  countryi  and^  like  them»  acquire 
tlx  prcud  convi£lion  of  having  contributed  to  confolidate  libetijf, 
and  to  lay  the  foundation  of  public  happinefs. 

Such,  citizens,  are  the  ideas  which  ought  to  aniofiate  you  m 
cxercifing  the  fpecial  functions  which  that  law  delegates  to  you ; 
fuch  are  thofe  you  ought  conilantly  to  prcfent  to  the  tnembers  of 
the  gdiriiniftrations  near  which  you  are  placed,  fo  that  the  latter, 
eager  thcmfelves  to  accomplifh  fo  noble  an  objed,  may  regulate 
their  vigilance  by  that  continual  energy,  and  that  unibaken  jigour> 
without  which  the  will  of  the  law  cannot  be  fulfilled. 

Tell  them,  citizens,  that  even  then,  when  they  think  they 
exercife  a  rigorous  office  over  thofe  unto  whom  they  adniiniflef, 
they  only  exercife  a  paternal  a£l;  for  it  is  not  only  in  this  inftance 
that  the  general  intereft  exafts  a  facrifice  from  the  private  intereft^ 
but  private  intereft,  well-guided  and  enlightened  by  wifdom, 
impofes  upon  itfelf  a  momentary  lofs,  to  fecure  for  the  approach- 
ing regeneration  of  commerce,  and  its  full  developement^  greater 
and  leTs  precarious  refources  of  wealth  and  profperify. 

Let  the  adminidrations  immediately  charged  with  the 
interefts  of  the  citizens,  and,  endowed  with  their  confidence, 
render  familiar  all  thofe  truths  which  malevolence  or  error  alone 
can  conteft  ;  let  them  roufe  in  every  mind  that  patriotic  .pride 
which  fcorns  to  be  tributary,  in  any  point,  to  an  hoftile  people; 
in  fine,  let  them  zealoufly  profit  by  this  extraordinary  ftate  of 
things,  to  emancipate  entirely  the  national  commerce  from  fuch 
a  degrading  ilavery,  which  is  lefs  the  refult  of  a  real  fuperiarity  da 
the  part  of  our  rivals  than  of  daflardly  indifference  on  our  own 
parts.  By  thefe  means  they  will  difplay  in  our  induftry  a  falutary 
revolution,  which  our  political  change  ought  neceffarily  to  eflPeft^ 
but  which  depends  on  tben»  to  accelerate  and  to  render  complete  ; 
by  fo  doing  they  will  alfo  have  fulfilled  the  principal  obje6i  of 
adminlArative  police,  by  preveBting  tranfgrelTions,  becauie  they 
will  no  longer  ha.ve  occauon  to  axraign  before  the  tribunals  any 
pcrfons  but  thofe  in  whom  the  voice  of  duty  and  that  of  intereft 
ihalt  not  have  been  powerful  enough  to  conquer  a  fentiment  of 
enmity  to  their  own  country. 

May  thofe  degraded  Frenchmen.  engro(s  all  the  vigilance  of  ad- 
miniftration,  and  its  juft  feverity !  Without  them,  without  their 
covetoufnefs,  it  would  have  been  fuKHcient  to  (hut  the  channels  of 
importation  by  a  prohibition  in  general  terms.  But  the  legiflative 
body  forefaw,  that  there  was  no  barrier,  which  the  thirft  after 
gain,  and  the  defire  of  gralifying  luxurious  inclinations,  wMch 
are  the  more  violent  in  certain  minds^  becaufe  they  militaie 
againft  the  laws  and  the  welfiire  of  the  Republic,  would  not 
attempt  to  force.  It  is  therefore  neceflary,  that  thofic  w^may 
ha^ve  ehided  the  vigilance  of  the  cuftom-houfis  officers^  may  not 
Jilsc>vi)fe  efcaf  e  the  eye;s  q£  thofe  wbom  \bs  law  ^xpnus  ta  watdi> 
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ifid  follow  their  movements  into  the  very  haunts  which  conceal 
them. 

You  will  pleafe,  citizens,  to  inform  me  every  decade  of  what 

you  may  have  jperfonally  done  with  regard  to  the  execution  of  tho 

12th  article  of  that  law,  and  to  apprize  me  at  the  fame  time, 

with  what  zeal  and  fuccefs  the  law  Ihall  have  been  enforced  in  its 

whole  tenor  in  the  diftrlA  fiibjcfl  to  your  vigilance  ;  what  icinds 

of  impediments  you  may  meet  with,  and  the  mcafures  taken  by 

jour  adminiftratlon  to  remove  obftacles.     If  the  legiflaturci  by 

ordaining  the  publication  of  rhe  names  of  individuals  condemned 

bj  the  tribunab  of  correflive  police,  wifhed  to  amend  or  punifh 

by  the  fentiment  of  (hame,    government  ought  not  to  believe, 

that  the   fame  fentiment  will   operate    lefs  forcibly  upon   the 

niagiftnites ;   and  in  wi/hing  to  make  known  to  the  Executive 

Dtredory  thofe  magiflrates,    employed  in  admin iftration,  who 

(hall  have  ncgleded  the  law  of  the  loth  of  Brumaire,  and  (hall 

have  incurred  the   punifhment   provided  againft  by  the  fecond 

paragraph  of  the  196th  articlb  of  the  conftitution,  I  think  it  will 

prove  a  farther  Aimulus  to  the  condudb  of  thofe  to  whom  the 

voice  of  duty  may  not  have  fpoken  in  a  tone  fufficiently  imperious.

diat  they  confider  their  county^  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  in  a  Hate 
df.difturbance,  or  in  iminediate  danger  of  becoming  fo^  and  praying- 
thit  the  lord  lieutenant  and  council  may  proclaim  fuch  county,

it,  becaufe  the  reply  that  had  been  made  by  France  to  the  firft 
overtures  of  the  emperor  left  no  means  of  conciliation.    .  N-  ■ 
having  faid  to  him  that  that  reply  did  not  appear  to  him  to  be  fo 
repulfive,  M.  Degelmann  replied,  that  it  was  removing  all  conci* 
lifition  to  ihfifl',  in  the  firft  inftance,  upon  the  acknowiedgmeut 
of  the  French  Republic,  fince  that  point  was  one  of  the  caufes 
of  the  war,  which,  according  to  him,  could  not  ceafe  but  by 
peace.

He  fpoke  up  wants  of  two  hours,  and  prefented  a 
number  of  confiderations  appropriate  to  the  fubjefl:,  but  which, 
it  isimpoffible  to  give  in  detail.  The  firit  queilipn  heconfid^red 
ivasy  whether,  on  the  principle  of  the  decree  which  unites  Bel* 
gium  to  France,  the  nine  departments  who  took  no  £kare  in  the 
lad  eledion,  ought,  on  the  id  of  Germinal,  to  name  the  whole 
number  of  deputies  whom  they  are  authorifed  to  chufe  in  confe<» 
quence  of  the  extent  of  their  population  ?  He  referred  to  the 
conftitution,  which  determines  that  the  legiflative  body  (ball  be. 
renewed  one-third  every  year ;  in  confequence  250  members  go 
out  on  the  i  ft  of  Germinal ;  i(  ci-devant  Belgium  (hould  appoint 
the  whole  number  of  deputies  in  proportion  to  its  population,  it 
would  fend  22 ;  the  number  of  members  to  quit  the  legiflative 
body  would  in  that  cafe  amount  to  272  inftead  of  25O9  and  the 
number  of  thole  renewed  would  exceed  the  third  ftipulated  by  the 
conftitution*  The  reporter  admitted  that  the  department  united 
to  the  RepubliCf  from  the.  moment  of  union,  acquired  an  incon* 
teftible  right  to  concur  in  the  formation  of  the  legiflative  body  { 
but  the  union  of  Belgium  is.  pofterior  to  the  convocation  of  the 
laft  eledloral  aflemblies;  the  right  of  appointment  could  only 
apply,  lo  what  had  not  yet  been  determined,  and  not  to  what  baii 
already  been  afcertained.

Copy  of  the  Chancellor  dfihe  Exchequers  Letter  reed  at  the  Bank. 

TrtAT  under  the  prefent  drcumftances  it  feemed  peculiarly 
Bcceflary  that  providon  (hould  be  made  for  the  fervices  of  the 
rnfuing  year,  without  having  recourfe  to  the  acciiflomed  way  of 
raifing  money  by  a  loan,  at  the  prefent  price  of  the  funds.  li 
was  therefore  in  contemplation  to  propofe  to  parliament  that  one* 
fourth  of  the  income  of  individuals  of  a  certain  ctafs  (hould  be 
applied  to  that  purpofe,  to  be  repaid  according  to  the  terms  (pe* 
cified  in  the  inclofed  memorandum.  There  were  (trong  reafons. 
to  believe  that  many  gentlemen  vrould  voluivtarily  fubfcribe  a 
larger  proportion  than  what  might  be  required  oJT  them,  but  the 
extent  of  cohtribution  greatly  depended  oti  the  examples  that 
might  be  given,  particularly  on  that  vdiich  might  be  held  out  t>7 
the  bank  of  England.  He  therefore  earneftly  hoped  that  the 
court  of  directors  of  the  governor  and  company  of  the  bank 
of  England,  and  the  proprietors,  imprefled  with  that  zeal 
which  they  had  always  manifeiled  for  the  public  good,  smd 
convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  prefent  crifis,  would  be  in- 
duced to  take  the  lead  in  a  meafure  fo  highly  conducive  to  the 
maintenance  of  public  credit,  and  which  would  ftrongly  tend  to 
the  acceleration  of  a  permanent  and  honourable  peace.

efforts  which  his  folicitude  diftated  to  him,  to  guard  the  different 
tuitions  fubmitted  !.to  h'un,  as  well  as  his  hereditary  dominions^ 

and 
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pnd  eonfcquently  the  kingdom  of  Hungary,  from  tlie  fuiy  an! 
(the  incurfions  of  the  enemy.  Never  have  dangers  more  immi^ 
|ient  threatened  this  kingdom  than  at  the  prcfent  epoch,  ivhen 
the  J'rench  nation,  having  emigrated  as  it  were  from  her  dwell* 
ings,  is  feeking  to  prepare  by  an  ohftinate  war,  which  it  hai 
undertaken  four  years  ago,  without  any  juft  pretence,  the  de- 
ftrudion  of  lawful  governments,  of  the  chriftian  religion,  and  of 
all  the  nobility  ;  and  that  with  the  defign  of  being  enabled,  after 
having  obtained  that  end,  to  overwhelm  the  more  eafily  the  other 
dafles  of  fociety  with  their  tyrannical  yoke.  That  nation, 
formerly  fo  famed  for  the  gentlenefs  of  her  manners,  furpatfecp 
at  this  moment^  the  moft  barbarous  nations  in  cruelty,  favage 
ferocity,  and  irreligion.  We  have  before  our  eyes  the  mod  con- 
vincing proof  of  that  barbarifm,  both  in  feeing  the  French 
people  themfelves  languifli  under  the  preflure  of  the  evils  nvhich 
they  have  prepared  for  themfelves,  and  in  contemplating  the 
ravages,  the  devaftations,  committed  upon  the  towns  and  villaget 
of  the  Germanic  territory,  and  the  fad  and  deplorable  fituation  of 
fubjugated  Italy. 

In  the  mean  time  his  Majefty  has  hitherto  neglei&ed  nothing 

to  check  the  audacity  of  that  licentious  enemy,  and  to  comfort,  at 

much  as  poflible,  his  faithful  fubjedls  fur  the  heavy  burden  of 

thii;  difaftrous  war.     His  Majefty  has  been  fatjsfied  with  the 

voluntary  gifts^  of  a  ereat  number  of  them,  a^iimated  by  the 

laudable  example  which  the  ftates  had  fet  in  the  diet  of  17Q2« 

fumifhed   by  their  own  accord;   his  Majefty  fupplied  himielf 

with  the  exigencies  of  the  roy^l  treafure  all  the  other  expences  of 

the  war.     All  thofe  free  gifts,  which  Ihewed  the  zeal  for,  and  the 

leal  love  of  the  cpuntry,  were  far  from  being  fufficient  to  check 

the  boldnefs  of  the  enemy,  who  felt  himfeUf  impelled  to  make 

eforts  ft  ill  more  confiderable.     However,  his  Majefty  has  never 

been  difmayed,  either  by  the  iflue  of  battles,  or  by  the  inftabilitj 

of  affairs.     He  had  an  unfhaken  confidence  in  the  Hungariaa 

iiation,  who,  by  their  hereditary  valour,  had  it  always  in  their 

power  to  ward  off  all  danger,    and  to  force  an  enemy,  w1i» 

delpifes  all  divine  rights,  as  well  as  thofe  of  humanity,  to  lajr 

down  arms,  and  to  conclude  a  peace  worthy  of  his.Majeftya 

auguft  houfe,  aiid  of  his  hereditary  crown — a  peace  which  chat 

enemy  has  always  haughtily  refufe^. 

His.Majefty  has  not  forgotten  that  it  is  foleif  owing  to  the 
bravery  and  loyalty  of  the  Hungarian  nation  that  the  monarchy 
has  been  preferved,  under  the  reign  of  his  auguft  grandmother^ 
Maria  Therefa,  at  the  critical  epoch  of  1741  ;  and  on  this 
account  he  has  no  doubt  but  the  worthy  defcendants  of  thofe 
fupporters  of  the  throne  will  preferve  the  dignity  of  his  illuftrious 
houfe  with  equal  folicitude  and  energy,  and  refcue  the  country 

kota  the  ruin  with  which  it  is  menaced.     It  wLU  be  tQu(t^  ?L%ivcv« 


Aaf  wicicnt  warlike  fpirit  which  flifelded  from  fo  many  hoAife 
^ntcrprtzes  the  crowns  of  his  Majefty's  illuftrious  anceftors ;  it 
vill  exceed)  by  new  exploits,  the  great  hopes  of  his  Royal  and 
Ap'oftolic  Majefly,  and  the  expe£lation  of  all  Europe* 

This  is  what  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King  wiibed  to 
propofe  and  communicate  to  the  ftates,  farther  reqoefting  them 
to  make  the  fole  objeds  of  their  deliberations  the  meai>s  the  moft 
proper  to  flrengthen  at  this  moment  the  throne,  the  defence  of 
the  ancient  coaftitntion  of  the  kingdom,  the  protedion  of  the 
lights  and  privileges  of  the  nobility^  and  the  maintenance  of  holy 
religion,  againft  the  machinations  of  the  enemy,  which  tend  to 
t&e  fubverfion  of  every  conflitution  and  every  worQiip  ;  and  thatf 
in  confequence,  they  take  a  refolution  which  ihall  form  anothef 
mofiument  of  the  unfhaken  fame  of  fidelity  towards  the  illuilrioat 
Iroufe.  of  Auftria,  which  their  anceftors  have  acquired,  and  oC 
that  ardent  love  of  the  country  and  the  conflitution,  which  they 
kave  equally  inherited  of  their  forefathers. 

In  other  refpefls  his  MajiAy  the  Emperor  and  King  is  moft 
gracioufly  pleafcd  to  aiTure  the  efiates  of  his  royal  grace  an^ 
afcAion^

Anjwer  to  his  Majejiys  Propojitions. 

THE  propofition  addrefled  on  the  part  of  his  Apoftoliq; 
Majefty  to  the  ftates  furnifhes  them  a  frefli  proof  of  the  cdnfU 
tfence  which  his  Majefty  always  repofed  in  the  unihaken  fidelity 
of  his  faithful  Hungarian  nation,  in  deigning  to  recolleft  and 
confirm  the  bravery  which  their  anceftors,  have  always  difplayed 
in  f'rpport  of  the  auguft  houfe  of  Auftria :  his  Majefty  has  given 
»  farther  teftimony  of  his  paternal  confidence,  in  reprefenting  to 
the  grandees  and  the  ftates  in  diet  aifembled,  the  magnitude  of 
the  danger  of  the  prefent  war,  in  which  a  defttuSive  enemy 
threatens  the  hereditary-. kingdoms  and  provinces;  the  ftateSi 
therefore,  animated  with  the  exapiple  of  their  anceftors,  have 
vefolved  fully  to  realize  the  expeftaUon  not  only  of  the  hereditary 
dominiojis,.  but  of  ;^\\  Europe.  Th^  ftates,  wiftiing  to  follow 
the  footftcps  of  their  anceftors,  will  negle6i  no  means  in  theiy 
power  to  avert  all  future  danger,  and  to  compel  the  enemy  to 
make  a  peace  fuitable  ^o  the  dignity  of  his  Majefty,  and  to  tho 
honour  of  the  nation. 

It  is  very  flattering  to  the  ftates  that  his  Majefty  deigned  not  to 
fjueftion  the  devotion  and  the  fidelity  of  which  they  have  not  Icmg 
ago  given  alfurances  at  the  foot  of  the  throne,  when  they  made 
oath  to  raciifice  their  blood  and  their  lives  for  his  Majefty  and  the 

country 
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country.  The  fame  valour  which  infpired  their  anceftors  in  1741 
Hill  lives  in  them,  and  with  them  alone  it  can  ever  porifh.  for* 
Ac  purpofe  of  accompHlhing  the  defires  of  his  Majefty,  and  to 
guarantee  religion,  the  royal  prerogative,  as  well  as  the  rights  of 
the  nobilitv,  and  of  all  their  fellow-citizens;  rights  which  the 
enemy  endeavours  to  deftroy  ;  the  ftates  have  refolved  to  offer  to 
his  Majefty,  as  a  voluntary  contribtition  for  the  profecution  of  the 
war,  50,000  recruits,  all  the  neceflary  grain  for  the  fubfiftcnce  of 
a  force  of  340,000  men  during  a  twelvemonth,  which  forms  a 
total  of  2,400,000  meafures  of  Prcfburg,  and  for  80,000  horfes, 
9,760,000  meafures  of  oats ;  farther,  20,000  oxen,  and  10,000 
borfes ;  the  whole,  however^  without  infringement  of  article  36^ 
efthe  year  1741. 

The  ftates  hope  that  that  audacious  enemy,  who  has  laiely 
been  repulfed  far  beyond  our  frontiers  by  the  vi£torious  armies 
tinder  the  command  of  his  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke  Charles^ 
will  ultimately  return  to  more  moderate  principles.  Should  the 
contrary  happen,  and  the  enemy  perfift  in  their  exaggerated  and 
obftinate  pretenfions,  and  wifh  to  continue  the  war,  the  ftates 
are  well  refolved  to  take  the  field  themfclvcs  to  combat  that 
enemy :  and  in  this  cafe  they  offer  from  this  moment  to  prepare 
for  rifing  in  a  mafs  for  the  future  the  whole  kingdom^  and  all 
id  provinces  comprifed. 

The  (lates  conclude  by  fupplicating  his  Majefty  to  be  pleafed 
to  accept  this  offer,  which  has  for  its  obje6l  the  defence  of  his 
fiicred  perfon,  of  his  auguft  houfe^  and  of  all  the  citizens  of  the 
empire  in  general,  with  that  paternal  bounty  which  charaderizes 
him ;  and  that  he  be  afTured  that  the  heart  of  the  Hungarians 
is  ^le  fafeft  bulwark  againft  every  enemy  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria. 


injwer  rfthe.  Bpiijh  Odvemment  to  the  Spani/b  Declaration  of  War t 


T^HE  open  aggreffions  of  Spain,  the  violences  committed 
^  againft  the  perfons  and  property  of  his  Majefty's  fubjefis, 
and  the  unprovoked  declaration  of  war  on  the  part  of  that  power^ 
have  at  length  compelled  his  Majefty  to  take  the  neceflary 
meafures  for  repelling  force  by  force,  and  for  vindicating  the 
dignity  of  his  crown,  and  the  rights  and  interefts  of  his  people. 

At  the  moment  of  adopting  thefe  meafures,  his  Majefty  feels 
it  due  to  himfelf  to  remove  every  doubt  which  can  be  thrown  on 
the  indifputable  juftice  of  his  caufe,  and  it  will  be  eafily  proved^ 
from  the  very  reafons  adduced  by  the  court  of  Madrid  in  fupport 
of  its  declaration  of  war,  that  all  the  calamities  which  may 
•nfue  are  folely  to  be  attributed  to  the  condujft  of  his  enemies^ 
Vol.  V.  Y  Ktek^\^ 
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A  fimple  reference  to  that  declaration,  and  a  bare  enumeratfosi 
cf  the  vague  and  frivolous  charges  which  it  contains,  "would 
indeed  be  fufiicient  to  fa^isfy  all  reafonabie  and  impartial  mindsy 
that  no  part  of  the  condu£l  of  Great  firitain  towards  Spain  has 
afforded  the  fmalleft  ground  of  complaint,  mpch  lefs  any  motive; 
fufficiently  powerful  for  adding  to  the  prefent  calamities  of  Euxoge 
all  th^  evils  of  a  new  and  complicated  war. 

The  only  difficulty  of  a  detailed  r^ply  arifes  not  from  iho 
flrength  and  importance  of  the  complaints  alledged,  but  fron^ 
their  weaknefs  and  futility — from  the  confufed  and  unintelligible; 
fhape  in  which  they  are  brought  forward,  and  from  the  iunpoffi** 
bility  pf  referring  them  to  any  eilablilhed  principle  or  rule  of 
judice,  to  any  ufual  form  or  topic  of  complaint  between  inde*'. 
pendant  governments,  or  to  any  of  thofe  motives  which  can  alpne 
create  the  painful  duty  of  an  appeal  to  arms. 

The  a£ls  of  hoftility  attributed  to  his  Majefty  in  tbe  manifefta 
of  Spain,  confifl  either  of  matters  perfedly  innocent  and  ind|^« 
ferent  in  their  natur'e,  or  of  imputed  opinions  and  intentio^s^  ^• 
*  which  no  proof  is  adduced,  nor  any  effed  alledgeid;  or,  lafUjf^ 
of  complaints  of  the  mifcondudl  of  unauthorised  individuals;  re^ 
fpedingall  which  his  Majefty  has  never  failed  to  inftitute  iii- 
^uiry^  where  inquiry  was  necefTary,  and  to  caufe  juftice  to  hci 
done  in  the  regular  courfe  of  judicial  proceedings.  The  verj 
.  nature  of  fuch  complaints  aiFords  a  fufficient  anfwer  to  the  con- 
clufion  attempted  to  be  drawn  from  them  by  Spaii\;  and  hii( 
Majefty  might  have  been  well  juftified  in  declining  all  furthe^ 
difcuilion  on  points,  on  which  it  was  manifeft  that  no  juft  motive 
of  hoftility  could  be  grounded. 

,  Such,  however,  was  not  his  condu6|.  Anxious  to  avert  fronn 
bpth  kingdoms  the  calamities  of  war,  he  has  repeatedly  ^d  vainly 
propofed  to  adjuft,  by  friendly  difcuilion,  all  points  of  difference 
which  could  fubfift  between  the  governments  of  two  nations  whofi; 
real  interefts  were  the  fame,  and  who  had  an  equal  concern  i^- 
oppofing  the  progrefs  of  a  common  enemy. 

This  difcuilion  having  always  been  ftudioufly  avoided  by  the 
court  of  Madrid,  it  now  remains  only  for  his  Majefty  to  vindicate 
in  this  public  manner  his  own  caufe,  and  to  prove  the  futility  of 
thofe  pretences  by  which  that  court  now  feeks  to  colour  its  ag* 
greifion. 

The  firft  point  brought  forward  to  fupport  an  accufatipn  of  ill 
faith  is  the  condud  of  the  King's  admiral  at  Toulon:  who  is, 
charged  with  having  deftroyed  thofe  fliips  and  naval  ftores  of  thc^ 
enemy  which  he  could  not  carry  away  "with  him  ;  and  with  having 
afterwards  undertaken  an  expedition  to  Corfica,  without  thtf 
knowledge  or  participation  of  the  Spanifli  admiral.  To  aa 
accufatton  of  .fuch.a  nature,  alledged  as  a  ground  for  war  between^ 
Hro  grekt  nations^  it  can  baldly  Vs  »^«{^«d  that  a  ferioiis  anfwer 
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ftooU  be  given.  It  is  perhaps  the  firft  time  that  it  has  been  im« 
jmted  as  a  crime  to  oae  of  the  commanding  officers  of  two  powers 
ifiing  in  alliance,  and  making  a  common  caufe  in  war,  that  he 
did  more  than  his  proportion  of  mifchief  to  the  common  enemy. 
And  if  it  be  really  true  that  fuch  a  fentiment  was  entertained  at 
Madrid,  certainly  no  other  j  unification  can  be  neceflary  for  not 
inriting  the  officers  of  that  court  to  join  in  fubfequent  expeditions 
agunft  the  fame  enemy  :  at  all  events,  it  cannot  be  pretended  that 
a  co-operation  between  two  allies  (however  cordial  and  fmcere) 
in  any  one  particular  enterprize,  could  afterwards  rcftrain  either 
of  them  from  undertaking  feparately  any  other,  to  which  his  own 
fefce  appeared  in  itfelf  to  be  inadequate. 

The  fecond  inftance  of  ilUfaith  attributed  to  his  Majefty  is 
die  conclufion  of  a  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  with  the 
United  States  of  America;  a  po%yer  with  whom  both  Great 
Britain  and  Spain  were  at  peace  ;  with  whom  the*  King,  as  well 
as  his  Catholic  Majefty,  was  perfedly  free  to  contrad  any  fuch 
tiigagements ;  and  with  whom  the  court  of  Madrid  has  adually 
ooDdiided  a  (imilar  treaty,  with  this  difference  only,  that  the 
iKpulaiions  of  the  Britifli  treaty  can  give  no  ground  of  offence 
or  injnry  to  any  other  powec»  while  the  Spanifh  treaty  contains 
an  article  (that  refpeding  the  navigation  of  the  Milfillippij  which 
if  it  coald  have  any  force  or  cfk&  at  all,  would  be,  on  the  part  of 
Spain,  a  direA  breach  of  treaty  with  Great  Britain,  and  a  grofs 
Violatton  of  the  important  and  unqueftionable  rights  of  his  Majefty 
joA  his  people. 

The  fame  ill-faith  is  faid  to  have  been  manifefted  in  the  un* 
willingnefs  fliewn  by  the  Britifli  government  to  adopt  the  plans 
jpropofed  by  i^iain  for  haftening  the  conclufion  of  the  war  with 
r  rance>  (but  what  thefe  plans  were,  it  is  not  ftated)  and  alfo  in 
omitting  to  comply  with  an  application  made  by  Spain  for 
pecuniary  fuccours,  as  neceflary  to  enable  her  to  slA  againft  the 
common  enemy.  The  failure  of  fuch  an  application  cannot 
certainly  be  matter  of  furprife  to  any  one  who  confiders  the 
fitoaUon  and  conduA  of  Spain  during  the  war.  It  can  hardly 
be  alledged>  even  as  an  excufe  for  the  precipitate  peace  concluded 
iyy  Spain,  not  only  without  the  knowledge  of  her  allies,  but  in 
contradidion  to  repeated  and  poflttve  afliirances ;  but  it  is 
difficult  to  conceive  how  fuch  a  refufal  can  be  made  the  ground 
of  hoftility  towards  Great  Britain,  or  with  what  conflftency  the 
inability  of  Snain  to  profecute  the  former  conteft  without 
pecuniary  aid  from  its  ally,  can  have  become  a  motive  of  engag- 
'inggratuitoufly  in  all  the  expences  and  difficulties  of  a  new  wat 
againft  that  very  power. 

With  regard  to  the  condemnation  of  the  St.  Jago,  (a  prize  taken 
'from  the  enemy  by  his  Majefty's  naval  forces)  his  Majefty  has 
only  to  xq>]y4Q  tie  injarious  after tions  on  that  tuVje^  \tv  xV^ 
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Sp>nt(h  manifefto^  that  the  claims  of  all  the  parties  in  that  caufe 
were  publicly  heard  and  decided  according  to  the  known  law  of 
nations,  and  before  the  only  competent  tribunal ;  one,  whofe  im« 
partiality  is  above  all  fufpicion. 

Ihe  conduS  of  his  Majefty  refpe6l:ing  the  naval  {lores,  which 
were  claimed  by  Spain  on  board  Dutch  veiTels,  has  been  in  like 
manner  exempt  from  all  blame,  nor  was  any  unnecelFary  delay 
interpofed  refpeding  thofe  cargoes  till  the  equal  condud  of  Spain^ 
and  the  (Irong  and  juft  fufpicion  of  her  holtile  difpofitionsy  made 
it  impolTible  for  his  Majefty  to  confent  to  fiipply  her  from  the 
ports  of  his  dominions  with  the  means  of  adding  againft  himfelf»  • 

The  next  charge  relates  to  the  alledged  mifcondudl  of  feme 
merchant  (hips  in  landing  their  crews  on  the  coafts  of  Chili  and 
Peru,  with  a  view  of  carrying  on  there  an  illicit  commerce,  and 
of  reconnoitring  the  country.  On  this  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that 
thofe  views  are  not  fupported  by  any  faft  whatever  ;  that  if  any 
Z&.  was  in  truth  committed  by  individuals  in  thofe  territoricf 
againd  the  laws  of  the  government  eftabliihed  .there,  thofe  laws 
might  have  been  enforced  upon  the  fpot,  and  the  court  of  London 
has  always  been  open  to  receive  and  redrefs  all  complaints  of  that 
nature.  But  that  what  is  afligned  in  the  manifefto  as  a  mere 
cover  and  pretext  for  fraud,  namely,  the  exercife  of  the  whale 
fifhery  by  the  Engliih  in  thofe  parts,  is  not,  as  there  afTerted,  t 
right  which  the  Englifh  ^*  claim  under  the  convention  of  Nootka." 
It  is  one,  which  was  not  then  for  the  firft  time  eAabliihed,  but 
folemnly  recognized  by  the  court  of  Madrid,  as  having  always 
belonged  to  Great  Britain,  and  the  full  and  undifturbed  exerciie 
of  which  was  guaranteed  to  his  Majefty's  fubjeds  in  terms  lb 
exprefs  as  to  admit  of  no  d(^bt,  and  in  a  tranfa^lion  fo  recentf 
that  ignorance  of  it  cannot  be  pretended. 

Such,  it  feems,  were  the  offences  of  the  Britifli  goVerntnentt 
and  fuch  the  jealoufies  and  apprehenfion  of  Spain  during  the  tiaie 
when  the  courts  of  London  and  Madrid  were  united  in  the  hainds 
of  alliance,  and  engaged  in  a  common  caufe  ;  and  it  is  on 
motives  as  frivolous  as  thefe,  that  the  court  of  Madrid  began  to 
projedl  an  oifenfive  alliance  with  the  King's  enemies ;  a  defign 
which  it  jnow  profelTes  to  have  entertained  from  the  moment  when 
it  fep;trated  ilfelf  from  the  common  caufe,  but  which  was  long 
afte^that  period  difguifed  under  the  moft  pofitive  and  explicit 
alTui-ances  of  neutrality. 

It  is  inAnuated,  that  the  good  offices  of  his  Catholic  Majefty^ 
.for  bringing  about  a  general  pacification,  had  been  tendered  to 
Great  Britain,  and  had  been  refufed.  What  degree  of  impar- 
tiality could  have  been  expedled  from  ,fuch  a  mediation,  the 
difpofitions  which  Spain  now  avows  herfelf  to  have  entertained 
at  that  period  fufficiently  fliews ;  his  Majeily  excrcifed  his  ua-« 
d^v^tcd  light  of  judging  for  himfelf  and  for  bis  people^  how  ficvr 
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initiation  commenced  under  fuch  aufpices  was  likdy  to  con* 
tribute  to  the  honour  and  intercit  of  his  dominion, ;  and  he  novir 
£ads  the  propriety  of  his  dccifion  confirmed  beyond  a  doubt,  by  the 
condud  and  avowals  of  t>pain. 

It  is  next  ftated,  that  in  the  profecution  of  the  war,  in  which 
Great  Britain  is  engaged,  her  views  feem  uiiiiormly  to  have  been 
directed  to  the  annoyance  of  the  Spanidi  polFeilions  in  America. 
In  fupport  of  this  accufation  are  adduced  an  expedition  dirciScd 
againd  St.  Domingo,  the  conqueft  of  the  Dutch  colony  of 
Demerary,  and  the  fuppofcdeflablilhrnent  of  Bi-itiih  commercial 
companies  on  the  banks  of  the  Milliilippi,  formed  with  a  view  of 
penetrating  to  the  South  Sea. 

This  latter  point  is  one  to  which  it  is  impofTible  to  make  a 
fpecific  anfwer,  becaufe  the  Britiih  government  has  no  know- 
ledge of  any  fa£t  to  which  it  can  refer.  Within  the  Spanilli 
territory,  the  Spanifh  government  cenainly  polFefs  both  the  right 
and  the  power  to  prevent  individuals  from  trading.  Within  the 
American  territory,  his  Majeiiy's  fubje£ts  have  by  treaty  a  right 
»  to  fettle  and  to  trade ;  and  they  have  alfo  an  exprefs  right  freely 
to  navi^te  the  Miilidippi,  by  which  the  territories  of  Spain  and 
of  the  United  States  are  divided  from  each  other.  Unlefs^ 
therefore,  it  can  be  (hewn  that  the  Britiih  government  has 
autborifed  any  fettlement  on  the  Spanilh  territory,  this  complaint 
can  afford  no  pretence  for  hoflility  againfl  his  Majefly. 

With  regard  to  the  expedition  againil  St.  Domingo,  and  to  thp 
conqueft  of  Demerary,  it  is  impoffible  to  refrain  from  remark- 
ing, that  however  highly  the  rights  of  neutral  nations  ought  to 
be  refpeded,  and  whatever  delicacy  his  Majedy  might  be  difpofed 
to  fe^  towards  thofe  of  a  pov\er  fo  lately  his  ally,  and  not  yet 
become  his  enemy — it  is  a  new  and  hitherto  unheard-of  claim  of 
neutiality,  which  is  to  be  circumfcribed  by  no  bounds,  either  of  time 
or  place;  which  extends  equally  beyond  the  date,  and  beyond  the 
limits  of  poifeflion,  and  is  to  attach  not  to  the  territories  of  a  neutral 
power  itfelf,  but  to  whatever  may  once  have  belonged  to  it,  and 
to  whatever  may  be  fituated  in  its  neighbourhood,  although  in  the 
pofleflioo  of  an  afiual  enemy. 

Thc.fubjefl,  however,  of  St.  Domingo,  defervef;  to  be  more 
particularly  adverted  to,  becaufe  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  Spain 
to  cede  a  part  of  that  illand  to  France,  is  a  breach  of  that  folemn 
tteaty  under  which  alone  the  crown  of  Spain  holds  any  part  of 
its  American  pofleflions*  The  conclufiqn  of  fuch  an  article, 
without  the  knowledge  of  an  ally  fo  deeply  concerned  as  Great 
Britain  in  that  ftipulation,  both  in  right  and  intereil,  was  there<« 
fore  an  a&,  fuch  as  would  have  juftified  any  me^ifures  to  which 
the  court  of  London  could  have  rccogrfe  ;  yet  fo  earned  was  the 
King^s  defire  to  maintain  peace  with  Spain,  that  he  repeatedly 
endeavoured  tu  fixj  by  an  amicable  difcuilioa  wUU  xkvaix  ^ouUv  ^^^ 
...  3  ^viUo\ 
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jperioj  when  the  right  of. Spain  to  the  territory  fo  ceiecl  vnJi  ^ 
ceafe,  in  order  that  any  operation,  which  it  might  become  €<;• 
pedient  for  his  troops  to  undertake  there,  might  he<iire£ied  agatnft 
the  French  alone.     Arid  although  no  explanation  could  ever  b6  f 
obtained  from  the  court  of  Madrid  on  this  fubjeft,-  his  commanded 
on  the  fpot  were  reftrained  from  afting,  and  did  not  a6l  agaioft- 
the.Spanifh  part  bf  the  ifland,  till  the  ceffion  aSu^lly  took  place; b| ; 
which  it  became^  as  far  a&  the  a3  of  Sp^in  cotild  make  it,  a  i^iik 
of  the  territories  of  France. 

To  the  accufations  which  made  up  the  greater  part  of  the  t6» 
mainder  of  the  manifeftot  refpe£ling  the  detention  or  capture  ft 
merchant  lhips>  or  the  violation  of  territory  therein  mentioned 
it  is  fufficient  to  reply^  that  in  every  cafe  of  JTuch  a  nature  whicikv' 
has  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Britifti  government,  tie 
mod  efFeftual  meafures  have  been  inftantly  taken  for  inftitutint 
inquiry  into  the  particulars  of  the  tranfa£libh,  for  coUeSing  tW  [ 
proofs  neceflary  to  afcertain  the  fadl  on  which  the  charge  i|  .; 
founded,  and  for  fnbmitting  the  whole  to  that  regular  coarik  of 
proceeding  in  which  juftice  is  to  be  rendered  in  thefc  cafes^ 
according  to  the  eftabliflied  praSice  throughout  Europe,  and  tb  ■  1 
•  theexprefs  ftipulations  of  the  treaties  between  Great  Britain  and  : 
Spain. 

Amidft  the  wide  and  complicated  operations  of  a  ;iaval  war*  ^ 
extended  over  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  it  is  not  improbable  i 
that  fomediforders  and  irregularities  may  have  taken  place,  which  ' 
the  utmoft  vigilance  of  the  government  could  not  immediateljr'  : 
difcover  or  reprefs^  and  that  in  the  exercife  of  the  undoubteil /< 
right  of  a  power  at  war,  to  fearch  out  and  feize  the  property  of - 
the  enemy,  the  rights  of  neutral  nations  may,  in  fome  inftanceli  . 
have  been  unintentionally  expofed  to  temporary  molcflatioiit  ; 
The  fame  obfervation  was  not  lefs  applicable  to  Spain  in  hei\  ] 
War  with  France ;  and  the  fhort  interval  that  has  elapfed  jSriqft  , 
her  declaration  againft  Great  Britain  has  amply  {hewn  that  fimiW  ^ 
complaints  will  arife  from  her  conduft  in  the  prefent  war. 

The.  utmoft  that  can  be  demanded  in  fuch  cafes  of  a  powet 
at  war,  is,  that  it  fhould  (hew  itfelf  ready  on  all  occafions  W 
liflen  to  the  remonftrances  and  reclamations  of  thofe  whom  it 
may  have  aggrieved,  and  prompt  and  expeditious  in.  redrefiing 
their  injuries,  and  in  reftoring  their  property :  and  to  the  readtnell 
of  the  Briciih  government  to  fulfil  thefe  duties,  in  every  cafe 
where  they  have  been  called  upon  to  do  fo,  even  Spain  hcrfelf 
may  fafely  be  called  to  bear  witnefs.  Nor  would  h  be  eafyto 
cite  a  more  ftriking  proof  of  the.  friendly  difpofition  of  the  Klrfgfs 
government,  and  of  the  particular  attention  manifefted  towards 
the  rights  and  interefts  of  Spain,  than  arifes  from  an  impartial 
examination  of  the  detail  of  what  has  pafled  on  this  fubje^.  It 
ivill  be  foand  that  the  caufcs  of  com^Vuuvts^  vrhetfecrivcli  or  ffl- 
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iimdedy  which  have  been  broilght  forward,  are  much  fewer  thai| 
frer  have  occurred  within  the  fame  period  in  former  times.  An4 
ihc  court  of  Spain,  when  called  upon  to  fpecify  particulars  oa 
this  head,  is  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  an  allegation  of  the  dcpre- 
^tions  of  Corfican  privateers. 

There  remains  but  one  ground  upon  which  the  court  of  Spain 
pretends  to  account  to  the  world  for  the  ralh  and  perfidious  Hep 
IvUch  it  has  taken  in  decla^ring  war  again  A  England,  and  to 
acufe  to  Europe  the  calamities  which  cannot  fail  to  rcfult  froin 
fadi  a  meafure ;  the  fuppofed  decree'  of  arrefl  alFerted  to 
kave  ifliied  againft  the  Spaaifh  Ambaflador  at  the  court  of 
London.  The  fad,  to  which  this  relates,  mufl  have  been 
gro(sly  miftaken  before  it  could  be  made  to  appear,  even  in  the 
eyes  of  Spain,  a  fit  motive  for  the  (lighted  reprefentation  or  com- 
fbint,  much  more  a  juftifiable  caufe  of  war  between  the  two 
kiAg^oms. 

fiy  the  ftrefs  which  is  laid  upon  this  tranfadioni  who  is  there 
Aat  would  not  be  led  to  imagine  that  the  law  fuit  commenced 
againft  the  SpaniQi  ambaflador,  was  attended  with  fome  peculiar 
prcumfiances  of  perfonal  indignity  ?  That  the  refult  was 
intentional,  and  originated  with  the  BritiOi  government  ?  or  that^ 
pn  being  apprifed  of  the  offence,  the  court  of  London  had  (hewn 
fome  unwillingnefs  or  delay  in  proceeding  to  the  profegution  of 
ihc  parties  concerned  in  it  ? 

Who  but  would  be  aftoni(hed  to  learn  that  the  procefs  itfelf 
was  no  nM>re  than  a  fimple  citation  to  anfwer  at  law  for  a  debt 
^emaiided  ?  that  the  fuing  this  procefs  was  the  miftaken  zSt  of 
.  an  individual,  who  was  immediately  difavowed  by  the  govern- 
plenty  and  ordered  to  be  profecuted  for  his  condud,  and  who 
inade,  (but  made  in  vain)  repeated  and  fubmiflive  applications  to 
the  Spanifh  ambaflfador  for  forgivenefs  and  interference  on  his 
behali  ?  that  cafes  of  the  fame  nature  have  frequently  arifen 
in  England  from  the  ignorance  of  individuals,  and  from  the 
ready  appeal  to  the  laws  which  the  happy  conflitution  of  the 
country  admits  and  authorifes,  without  the  previous  intervention  qr 
knowledge  of  any  branch  of  thte  executive  government;  and  that  in 
all  (imilar  cafes,  and  particularly  in  one  which  had  occurred  only 
a  few  weeks  before,    precifely   the.  fame  meafures  have   been 

Cirfoed  by  the  government  to  vindicate  the  privileges  of  foreign 
ioifters,  and  have  uniformly,  and  without  exception,  been 
accepted  as  completely  adequate  to  thajt  object,  and  fatisfa£lory 
to  the  dignity  and  honour  of  the  fovereign  whom  the  cafe 
pmcerned  P 

Such  then  are  the  frivolous  motives,  and  pretended  wrongs^ 
ivhich  Spain  has  chofen  to  affign  as  the  juftification  of  her  de- 
claration of  war  againft  Great  Britain.  Such  are  the  topics  of 
complaint  upon  which  his  MycHy  hsis  repeatedly  o&i^d  ti^^  tcvo%. 
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/ 

wnequivocal  explanation ;  upon  which  he  has  long  and  carncftl^ 
endeavoured  to  perfuade  the  court  of  Madrid  to  enter  into  a  fuK. 
and  amicable  difcuflion,   for  the   purpofe  of  averting  from  hi. 
<A\n  fubjefts,  from   thofe  of  his  Catholic  Majedy,  and 
Kurope,  the  extremities  of  v»rar. 

When  upon  grounds  of  fuch  a  nature,  and  with  the   offer 
negotiation  repeatedly  prefented  to  its  choree,  a  power   has  wi 
fwlTy  ar»d  wantonly  chofen   a  war,  Jn  which  its  profpcrity,  i' 
lapptnefsy  and  its  fafety^  are  hazarded,  and  ii^  which  it  will  hai 
sks  much  to  fear  from  the  fuccefs  of  its  allies,  as  from  that  of  i- 
enemies — it  furely  is  not  too  much  to  prcfume,  that,  even  in 
own  eyes,  that  power  is  not  juftified  for  the  proceeding  which 
adopted,    and  that  there    muft    be  fomc   unailigned   motive 
irreftflible  neceflity,  which  induces  it  to  purfue  meafu^^^s  aliB 
iwconfiftent  with  its  intercft  and  with  its  honour. 

It  will  be  plain  to  all  pofterity — it  is  now  notorious  to  Eurogx^ 
ihat  neither   to  the  genuine  wi(hes,  nor  even   to  the  miftalt^ 
policy  of  Spain,  her  prefent  condu£t  is  to  be  attributed  ;  that  n<oi 
from  enmity  towards  Great  Britain,  not  from  any  refentment    o^ 
paft  or  apprchenfion  of  future  injuries,  but  from  a  blind  fuV 
ferviency  to  the   views  of    his   Majefty's   enemies,    frorp    th6 
dominion  ufurped  over  her  councils  and  afl ions  by  her  newallic8L^ 
Ihe  has  been  compelled  to  z&.  in  a  quarrel^  and  for  interefis^  not 
her  own :    to  take   up  arms  againft  one  of  thofe   powers   ift'  ' 
whofe  canfe  (he  had  profefled  to  feel  the  ftrongeft  intereft ;  aiN{ 
^ven  to  menace  with   hoftility  another^  againft   whom  nocaoft  |: 
of  complaint  is  pretended,  except  its   honourable  and  faithfbt 
adherence  to  its  engagements. 

Under  thefe  circumftances,  his  Majefty  forbears  to  enumerate 
the  feveral  grounds  of  juft  complaint  which  he  has  had  occafuMij 
on  his  part,  to  prefer  to  the  court  of  Madrid,  fmce  the  conclufion 
of  the  peace  between   France  and  Spain  ;  the  many  and  groft    ; 
inftances  of   unjuft  partiality  towards   his  enemies,   of   undue    " 
proteflion   afforded  to  their  fhips,   and  of    injuries  committcdj 
and  allowed  to  be  committed,  on  thofe  of  his  Majefty  and  hii    = 
fubjefts. 

Confident  of  having  acquitted  himfelf  to  the  world  of  any 
fhare  in  originating  the  prefent  war,  he  finds  in  the  manifeft  aO" 
unprovoked  aggrefliqn  of  the  enemy,  a  fufficient  caufe  for  calling 
forth  the  rcfources  of  his  kingdoms,  and  the  fpirit  of  his  fubje&i 
and  he  commits  to  the  Divine  Providence  the  iflue  of  a  cont^f 
which  it  was  to  the  laft  moment  his  earncft  endeavour  to  avoiuf 
and  which  he  now  ardently  defires  to  bring  to  a  fpeedy  and 
honourable  termination.

MEMORIAL. 

HIS  l^ritannic  Majefty  defiring,  as  he  has  alreacfy  declaredi 
to  contribute,  as  far  as  depends  on  him,  to  the  re-eftabliflraient 
of  public  tran(]uillity,  and  to  enfure,  by  the  means  of  juft, 
honourable^  and  folid  conditions  of  peace,  the  future  repole  of 
Europe ;  his  Majefty  is  of  opinion,  that  the  beft  means  of  attain- 
ing, with  all  pollible  expedition,  that  falutary  end,  will  be  to 
agree,  at  the  beginning  of  the  negotiation,  on  the  general  prin- 
ciple which  fliall  ferve  as  a  bafis  for  the  de6nitive  arrangements. 

The  firft  objeft  of  negotiations  for  peace  generally  relates  to 
the  reftriftions  and  ceflions  which  the  refpeSive  parties  have  mu- 
tually to  demand,  in  confequence  of  the  events  or  war. 

Great  Britain,  from  the  uninterrupted  fuccefs  of  her  naval 
War,  finds  herfelf  in  a  fituation  to  have  no  reftitution  to  demand 
of  France,  from  which,  on  the  contrary,  Ihe  has  taken  eftablifli- 
ments  and  colonies  of  the  higheft  ifiiportance,  and  of  a  value 
almoft  incalculable. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  France  has  made,  on  the  continent 
of  Europe,  conquefts  to  which  his  Majefty  can  be  the  lefs  in- 
different, as  the  moft  important  interefts  of  his  people,  and  the 
moft  facred  engagements  of  his  crown  are  eftentially  implicated 
therein. 

The  magnanimity  of  the  King,  his  inviolable  good  faith,  and 
his  defire  to  reftore  repofe  to  fo  many  nations,  induce  him  to 
cdnfider  this  fituation  of  affairs  as  affording  the  means  of  pro- 
curing for  all  the  belligerent  powers  juft  and  equitable  terms  of 
peace,  and  fuch  as  are  calculated  to  enfure  for  the  time  to  come 
the  general  tranquillity. 

It  is  on  this  footihg,  then,  that  he  purpofes  to  negotiate,  by 
offering  to  make  compenfation  to  France,  by  proportionable  re- 
iiitutions,  for  thofe  arrangements  to  which   flie  will  be  called

tpon  to  confent,  in  ord«r  to  fatisfy  the  jiift  demands  of  the  King*s 
Jillies,  and  to  preferve  the  political  balance  of  Europe, 

Having  made  this  firft  overture,  his  Majefty  will,  in  ihe  fc- 
quel,  explain  himfelf  more  particularly  on  the  application  of  this 
principle  to  the  different  ohjeds  which  may  be  difcuired  between 
the  relpeiSive  parties. 

It  is  this  application  which  will  conftitute  the  fnbjeft  of  thofe 
difcuffions,  into  which  his  Majefty  has  authorized  his  minifler 
to  enter,  as  foon  as  the  principle  to  be  adopted  as  the  general 
bafisofthe  negotiation  is  known.

THE  Executive  Direflory  orders  the  minifter  for  foreign 
affairs  to  make  the  following  anfwer  to  Lord  Malmeft)ury : 

The  Executive  Diredtory  fees  with  pain,  that  at  the  moment 
when  it  had  reafon  to  hope  for  the  fpeedy  return  of  peace  between 
the  French  Republic  and  his  Britannic  Majefty,  the  proppfal  of 
Lord  Malmefbury  offers  nothing  but  dilatory  or  very  diftant  means 
of  bringing  the  negotiation  to  a  conclufion. 

The  DircSory  obfervc,  that  if  Lord  Malmeflbury  would  have 
agreed  to  treat  feparately,  as  he  was  formally  authorized  by  the 
ienor  of  his  credentials,  the  negotiations  might  have  been  con- 
fiderably  abridged  ;  that  the  neceflity  of  balancing  with  the  interefts 
of  the  two  powers  thofe  of  the  allies  of  Great  Britain,  multiplies 
the  combinations,  increafes  the  difficulties,  tsnds  to  the  formation 
of  a  congrefs^  the  forms  of  which  it  is  known  are  always  tardy, 
and  requires  the  acceflion  of  powers  which  hitherto  have  dif- 
played  no  defire  of  accommodation,  and  have  not  given  to  Lord 
Malmefbury  himfelf,  according  to  his  own  declaration,  any  power 
to  ftipulate  for  them.

Thus^  -without  prejudging  the  intentions  of  Lord  Malinefhuryj| 
without  drawing  any  concluflon  from  the  circumftance  of  his  de« 
claration  not  appearing  to  accord  with  his  credentials;  without 
fiippofing  that  he  has  received  any  fccret  indrudions  which  would 
Meitroy  the  tffeSL  of  his  oftcnfible  powers ;  without  pretendipgi  in 
(hort,  to  alTert,  that  the  Britifh  government,,  have  had  a  doubk 
objeft  in  view — to  prevent,  by  general  propofitions,  the  partial 
propofitions  of  other  powers^  and  to  obtain  from  the  pec^le  of 
England  the  means  of  continuing  the  war,  by  throwing  upon  the 
Republic  the  odium  of  delay  occafioned  by  themfelves;  the 
Executive  Diredory  cannot  but  perceive,  that  the  propofition  of 
Lord  Malmefbury  is  nothing  more  than  a  renewal ,  under  mor( 
amicable  forms,  of  the  propofitions  made  laft  year  by  Mn  Wick- 
ham,  and  that  it  prefents  but  a  diftant  hope  of  peace* 

The  Executive  Dircdory  farther  obferve,  wijh  regajrd  to  th^. 
principle  of  retrocelTions  advanced  by  Lord  Malnftefbury,  that  fuch^ 
a  principle,  prefented  in  a  vague  and  ifolated  manner,  cannot  ferve 
as  the  bafis  of  negotiation ;  that  the  firft  points  of  confideration 
are,  the  common  neceffity  of  a  juft  and  folid  peace,  the  political 
equilibrium  which  abfolute  retroceffions  might  deftroy,  and  then 
the  means  which  the  belligerent  powers  may  ppflefs — ^the  one  to 
retain  conquells  made  at  a  time  when  it  was  fupported  by  a  great 
number  of  allies,  now  detached  from  the  coalition ;  and  the 
other,  to  recover  them  at  a  time  when  thofe  who  were  at  firft

Neverthekfs,  the  Executive  Dire^ory,  animated  with  an  ardent 
defire  of  putting  a  ftop  to  the  fcourge  .of  war,  and  to  prove  that 
they  will  not  reje£l  any  means  of  reconciliation,  declare,  that  as 
foon  as  Lord  Malmefbury  fhall  exhibit  to  the  minifter  forforei^a

THE  iinderfigned  has  not  failed  to  tranfmtt  to  hts  court  the 
aofwer  of  the  Executive  Diredory  to  the  propofals  which  he  was 
efiaiged  to  make,  as  an  opening  to  a  pacific  negotiation. 

With  regard  to  the  oflfbndve  and  injurious  infinuations  which  are 
omtained  in  that  paper,  and  which  are  only  calculated  to  throw 
new  obftaclcs  in  the  way  of  the  accommodation  which  the  French 
government  profeires  to  defire,  the  King  has  deemed  it  far 
beneath  his  dignity  to  permit  an  anfwer  to  be  made  to  them  on 
Iris  part  in  any  manner  whatfoevcr. 

The  progrefs  and  the  refult  of  the  negotiation  will  fufficicntly 
prove  the  principles  by  which  it  will  have  been  direfted  on  each 
ide ;  and  it  is  neither  by  revolting  reproaches  wholly  deftitute  of 
fbandaitiony  nor  by  reciprocal  invedlive,  that  a  fincere  wi(h  to 
accomplifli  the  great  work  of  pacification  can  be  evinced. 
'  The  underfigncd  pafles,  therefore,  to  the  firft  objed  of  difcuffion 
broiigbt  forward  in  the  anfwer  of  the  Executive  Directory  ; — that 
0Fa  feparate  negotiation,  to  which  it  has  been  fuppofed,  without 
the  fmdleft  foundation,  that  the  underfigncd  was  authorized  to 
accede* 

His  full  powers,  made  out  in  the  ufual  form,  give  him  all 
ttecef&iy  authority  to  negotiate  and  to  conclude  the  peace;  but 
thefe  powers  prcfcribe  to  him  neither  the  form,  the  nature,  nor 
the  conditions  of  the  future  treaty. 

Upon  thefe  points,  he  is  bound  to  conform  himfclf,  according 
to  the  long  eftablifhed  and  received  cuftom  of  Europe,  to  the 
the  infiru£lions  which  he  fhall  receive  from  his  court ;  and  ac- 
oordingly  he  did  not  fail  to  acquaint  the  minifter  for  foreign 
affairs,  at  their  firft  conference,  that  the  King  his  mafter  had  ex- 
pfefsly  enjoined  him  to  liften  to  no  propofal  tending  to  feparaie 
the  intereilsof  his  Majefty  from  thof©  of  his  allies. 

There  can  be  no  queftion  then  but  of  a  negotiation  which  fhall 
combine  the  intcrefts  and  pretenfionsof  all  the  powers  who  make 
1  common  caufe  with  the  King  in  the  prefent  war. 

In  the  courfe  of  fuch  a  negotiation,  the  intervention,  or,  at 
leaft,  the  participation  of  thefe  powers  will  doubtlefs  become  ab- 
folutely  necefTary  ;  and  his  Majefty  hopes  to  find  at  all  times  the 
fame  difpofitions  to  treat,  upon  a  juft  and  equitable  bafis,  of 
which  his  Majefty,  the  Emperor  and  King,  gave  to  the  French 
government  fo  ftriking  a  proof  at  the  very  moment  of  the  opening 
9f  the  prefent  campaign. 

But  it  appears,  that  the  waiting  for  a  formal  and  definitive 
authority  on  the  part  of  the  allien  ,of  the  King,  before  Great 
Britain  and   France  begin  to  difcufs,    even  provifionally,    the

principles  of  the  negotiation,  would  be  to  create  a  very  ufclefd 
cfelay. 

A  conduft  wholly  difFerent  has  been  obferved  by  thofe  tw« 
powers  on  almod  all  fimilar  occafions ;  and  his  Majefty  thinks, 
that  the  beft  proof  which  they  Can  give,  at  the  prefent  moment,  to. 
a)l  Europe,  of  their  mutual  defire  to  put  a  ftop,  as  foon  as  pofli- 
ble;  to  the  calamities  of  war,  would  be  to  fettle,  without  delay, 
the  baf«€i  of  a  combined  negotiation,  inviting,  at  the  fame  tiroc^ 
their  allies  to  concur,  in  it,  in  the  manner  the  mod  proper  for  ac- 
celerating the  general  pacification.

lerating the  progrefs  of  a  difcullion  fo  important  to  the  happinefs 
of  fo  many  nations.

TH&  principle^. already  eftabliflied  as  the  bafis  of  negotiation, 
by  the  confent  of  the  two  governments,  is  founded,  on  rcftitutions 
to  be  made  by  his  Britannic  Majedy  to  France,  in  compcnfation 
for  the  arrangements  to  which  that  power  may  confent,  in  order 
to  fatisfy  the  juft  pretenfions  of  the  allies  of  the  King^  and  to  pre- 
ferve  the  political  balance  of  Europe. 

In  order  to  accomplifh  thefe  objc6ls>  in  the  manner  the  mod 
complete>  and  to  offer  a  frefti  proof  of  the  (inccrity  of  his  wifhes 
for  the  re-eftablilhment  of  geneiral  tranquility,  his  Majefty  would 
propofe>  that  there  fhould  be  given  to  this  principle,  on  each  fide^ 
all  tiie  latitude  of  which  it  may  be  fufceptible. 

L  His  Majefty  demands  therefore, 

\.  The  reftitution  to  his  Majefty,  the  Emperor  and  King,  of 
all  his  dominions,  on  the  footing  of  the  ftatus  ante  helium. 

2.  The  re-eftablifhment  of  peace  between  the  Germanic  em- 
|nre  and  France,  by  a  fuitable  arrangement  conformable  to  the 
Itlpedive  interefts  and  the  general  fafety  of  Europe.  This 
Arrangement  to  be  negotiated  with  his  Imperial  Majefty,  as  con- 
ftitutional  head  of  the  empire,  either  by  the  intervention  of  the 
Kidg,  or  immediately,  as  his  Imperial  Majefty  ftiall  prefer. 

3.  The  evacuation  of  Italy  by  the  French  troops,  with  an 
engagement  not  to  interfere  in  the  internal  affairs  of  that  country  ; 
which  fliQuld  be  re-eftabiiftied,  aslFar  as  poftible,  upon  the  footing 
of  iht  Jiatus  ante  helium. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  a  more  detailed  difcuftion 
tnay  be  entered  into  of  the  further  meaftires  which  may  be  proper 
toidopt  refpedting  the  objefts  of  thefe  three  articles,  in  order 
to  the  providing  more  effe dually  for  the  future  fecurity  of  the 
lefjpedive  limits  or  poifeftions,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  general 
(tinquillity. 

.  II.  With  regard  to  the  other  allies  of  his  Britafmic  Majefty, 
his  Majefty  demands,  that  there  be  refcr\'cd  to  her  Majefty  the 
Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias  a  full  and  unlimited  power  of  taking 
part  in  this  negotiation  whenever  ftie  may  think  fit,  or  of  ac- 
ceding to  the  definitive  treaty,  and  thereby  returning  to  a  ft^t^  o< 
peace  with  France^

in.  His  Majefty  alfo  demands,  that  her  Mofl  Faithful  Maj«Rjr 
tnay  be  comprehended  in  this  negotiation^  and  may  return  to  a 
Hate  of  peace  with  France,  without  any  ceffion  or  burthenfomo 
^condition  on  either  fide. 

IV.  On  thefe  conditions  his  Majefty  offbrs  to  France  the  en* 
tire  atid  unrefervcd  reftitution  of  all  the  conquefls  which  he  has 
made  on  that  power  in  the  Eaft  and  Wed  Indies,  propofing  at 
the  fame  time  that  a  mutual  underftanding  (hould  be  ellablifhed  as 
to  the  means  of  fecuring,  for  the  future,  the  tranquillity  of  the  two 
nations,  and  of  confolidating,  as  much  as  podible,  the  advantages 
of  their  refpeilive  poiTeflions.  His  Majefty  offers,  in  like  manner, 
the  rertitution  of  the  iflands  of  St.  Pierre  and  Miquclon,  and  of 
the  fifliery  of  Newfoundland,  on  the  footing  of  the  Jiatus  ante 
helium.  '  . 

But  if,  iti  addition  to  this,  his  Majefty  were  to  wave  the  right 
given  to  him  by  the  exprefs  ftipulations  of  the  treaty  of  Utrccht| 
of  oppbfitig  the  cefHon  of  the  Spanifti  part  of  St.  Domingo  to 
France,  his  Majefty  would  then  demand,  in  return  for  this  con- 
ccflion,  a  compenfation,  which  might  fecure,  at  Icaft  in  fome. 
degree,  the  maintenance  of  the  balance  of  the  refpe£live  poITeflions 
in  that  part  of  the  world.  '   ' 

V.  In  all  the  cafes  of  ceflions  or  reftitiitions  which  may 
come  in  queftion  in  the  courfe  of  this  negotiation,  there  fhoulcf 
be  granted  on  each  fide  to  all  individuals  the  moft  unlimited 
right  to  withdraw  with  their  families  and  their  property,  and  to. 
fell  their  land  and  other  immoveable  pofleftions ;  and  adequate 
arrangements  fliould  be  alfo  made,  in  the  courfe  of  this  negoti- 
ation, for  the  removal  of  all  fequeftrations,  and  for  the  fatisfa^ion 
of  the  juft  claims,  which  individuals  on  either  fide  may  have  to 
make  upon  the  refpedlive  governments.

Cofifidenttal  Memorial  on  the  Peace  with  Spain  and  Holland. 

.  THE  allies  of  France  not  having  hitherto  exprefled  any 
defire  or  difpofition  to  treat  with  the  King,  his  Majefty 
might  have  forborne  to  enter  into  any  detail  on  their  account; 
but  ill  order  to  avoid  any  delays  prejudicial  to  the  great  obje& 
which  the  King  has  in  view,  and  to  accelerate  the  vvprk  of  a 
general  peace,  his  Majefty  will  not  refufe  to  explain  himfelf  in 
ihc  firft  inftancc  on  the  points  which  concern  thofe  powers.  If 
then  the  Catholic  King  Ihould  defire  to  be  comprehended  in  this 
iiegQiiaiion,  or  to  be  allowed  to  accede  to  the  definitive  treaty, 
this ^ would  meet  with  no  obftack  ou  iKc  jart  of  hisMajcfty# 


Nothing  having  hitherto  been  conquered  by  cither  of  the  two 
fovereigns  from  the  other,  no  other  point  could,  at  the  preftnt 
moment,  come  into  queftion  but  that  of  the  rc-cftabliftiment  of 
peace  iimpiy,  and  without  any  reftitiition  or  compenfation 
whatever,  except  fuch  as  might  poflibly  refult  from  the  applica- 
tion of  the  principle  declared  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  article  of  the 
memorial  already  delivered  to  the  minifter  for  foreign  affairs. 

But  if,  during  the  negotiation,  any  alteration  (hoiild  take  place 
in  the  ftate  of  things  in  this  refpedl,  it  will  then  be  proper  to 
agree  upon  the  reftitutions  and  compenfations  to  be  made  on  each 
fide. 

With  regard  to  the  Republic  of  the  United  Provinces,  his 
Britannic  Majefty  and  his  allies  find  themfclvcs  too  nearly  inte- 
ftfted  in  the  political  fituation  of  thofe  provinces  to  be  able  to 
confent  in  her  favour  to  the  re-eftablifhment  of  x\i^  Jiatus  ante 
helium  as  with  rcfpeft  to  territorial  poircffions,  upltfs  France 
could,  on  her  part,  reindate  them  in  all  rcfpcdls  in  the  fame 
political  fituation  in  which  they  flood  before  the  war. 

If  at  lead  it  were  poflible  to  reeftablifli  in  thofe  provinces, 
agreeably  to  what  is  believed  to  be  the  wilh  of  a  great  majority  of 
the  inhiibitants,  their  ancient  conftitution  and  form  of  government, 
his  Majefty  might  then  be  difpofed  to  relax,  in  their  favour,  from 
.a  very  confid^rable  part  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  prefent 
ftatc  of  things  obliges  him  to  infift. 

But  if,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  with  the  Republic  of  Holland, 
in  its  prefent  ftate,  that  their  Britannic  and  Imperial  Majefties 
will  have  to  treat,  they  will  feel  thcmfelves  obliged  to  feck  ia 
tcrritorfal  acquifitions  thofe  compenfations  and  that  feciirity 
which  fuch  a  ftate  of  things  will  have  rendered  indifpenfablc  to 
them. 

Reftitutions  of  any  kind,  in  favour  of  Holland,  could  in  that 
cafe  be  admitted  in  fo  far  only  as  they  ftiall  be  compcnfjttd  by 
arrangements  calculated  to  contribute  to  the  fecurity  of  the  Auf- 
trian  Netherlands.  The  means  of  accompli Ihing  this  objedl  will 
be  found  in  the  ceflions  which  France  has  cxaded  i^i  her  treaty 
of  peace  with  Holland,  and  the  poflTeflion  of  which  by  that 
power  would  in  any  cafe  be  abfoliitcly  incompatible  with  the 
fecurity  of  the  Aulhian  Netherlands  in  the  hands  of  his  Imperial 

Majefty. 

It  is  on  thefe  principles  that  his  Brjtaiinic  Majefty  would  be 
ready  ^o  treat  for  ihe  re-eftabliftiment  of  peace  with  the  Republic 
pf  Holland  in  its  prefent  ftate.-^The  details  of  fnch  a  difcuflion 
muft  neceflar ily  lead  to  the  confideration  of  what  wpuhl  be  due  t<> 
the  interefts  and  the  rights  of  the  houfe  of  Orange.

Mr.  ELLIS  returned  here  from  London  on  Thurfday  laft  the 
1 5ih  inftant,  at  five  P.  M.  and  delivered  to  me  the  difpatchea 
No,  II  and  12,  with  which  he  was  charged  by  your  lordfliip. 

Although  nothing  can  he  clearer,  more  ably  drawn  up,  or  morp 
fatisfaftory  than  the  inftrudlions  they  contain,  yet  as  it  was  of  tho 
laft  importance  that  I  (hould  be  completely  mafter  of  the  fubjefk 
before  I  faw  the  French  minifter,  1  delay^  afking  for  a  confer 
rence  till  late  on  Friday  evening,  with  a  view  that  it  ihould  noj 
take  place  till  Saturday  morning. 

He  appointed  the  hour  of  eleven  A.  M.  on  that  day,  and  it 
was  near  one  before  we  parted.  Although  what  is  faid  by  Mji 
Delacroix  before  he  has  communicated  with  the  Dire£tory  cannol 
be  confidered  as  officially  binding,  and  probably  tn^Yi  in  the  event^ 
be  very  different  from  what  I  ihall  hear  when  he  (peaks  to  me  in 
their  name^  yet  as  it  is  impoffible  they  (hould  not  nearly  conjec- 
ture the  nature  of  the  overtures  I  (hould  make,  and  of  courfe  be 
prepared  in  fome  degree  for  them,  it  is  material  that  your  lor4? 
ihip  (hould  be  accurately  acquainted  with  the  firft  inipreflions  tb^ 
appear  to  make  on  M.  Delacroix. 

i  prefaced  what  I  had  to  communicate  with  faying,  that  I  now 
came  authorized  to  enter  with  him  into  deliberation  upon  one  of 
the  moft  important  fubje£ts  that  perhaps  ever  was  brought  into 
difcuflion — that  as  it's  magnitude  forbade  all  fneffi^  excluded  all 
prevarication,  fufpended  all  prejudices,  and  that  as  I  had  it  in 
command  to  fpeak  and  a6l  with  freedom  and  truth,  |  expe£ied 
that  he,  on  his  part,  would  confider  thefe  as  the  only  means  which 
could  or  ought  to  be  employed  if  he  wifhed  to  fee  a  negotiationji 
in  which  the  happinefs  of  millions  was  involved,  terminate  fuc- 
cefsfully.  That,  for  greater  precifion,  and  with  a  view  to  be 
clearly  underftood  in  what  I  was  about  to  propofe,  I  would  give 
him  a  confidential  memoriaj,  accompanied  by  an  official  nptet 
both  which,  when  he  had  perufed  them,  would  fpeak  for  them* 
felves.  The  memorial  coi^tained  the  conditions,  on  the  accom-; 
plifhment  of  which  his  Majefty  confidered  the  reftoication  of 
peace  to  depend.  The  notp  was  expreffive  of  his  Majefty's  rear 
dinefs  to  enter  into  any  explanation  required  by  the  DireQory  op 
the  fubjefl,  or  to  receive  any  qontre-frojet,  relling  on  the  umq 
bafis,  which  the  Diredlory  might  be  difpofed  to  give  in.  Thatg^ 
moreover,  I  did  not  he fitate  declaring  to  him,  in  conformity  to  the 
principles  which  I  had  laid  down,  arid  -fi:om  which  I  certainly 
never  Ihould  depart  at  any  period  of  the  negotiation,  that  I  was  pre^ 
pared  to  anfwer  any  queftions,  explain  and  elucidate  any  points, 
on  which  which  it  was  poffible  to  forefcc  that  doubts  or  mifcon- 
ceptiom  could  arife  on  the  conC\d^i2kX\Qxv  ^i  \Jwife  ^^^ers.    And 
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having  faid  thus  much,  I  had  only  to  remark,  that  I  belief  ed,  in 
.  no  fimiUr  negotiation  which  had  ever  taken  place,  any  miniftcr 
was  authorized,  in  the  firil  inftancc,  to  go  fo  fully  into  the  dit- 
coffion  as  I  now  was— -That  I  was  Aire  neither  the  truth  of  this 
remark,  nor  the  manifi^d  conclufion  to  be  drawn  from  it,  would 
(fape  M»  Delacroix's  gbfervation. 

I  then  put  the  two  papers  into  his  hands.      He  began  by 
reading  the  note,    on  which  of  courfe  he  could  only  exprefs 
fittisfa^ionf    .After  perufing  the  confidential  memorial  with  all 
the  attentfon  it  deferved,   he,  after  a  (hort  paufe,  faid,  that  it 
^appeared  to  him  to  be  liable  to  infurmountable  objedions ;  that  it 
feemedto  him  to  require  much  more  than  it  conceded,  and,  in  the 
event,  not  to  leav^  France  in  a  fituation  of  proportional  great* 
&e(t  to  the  powers  of  Europe.     He  faid,  the  zd  of  their  con* 
ftitution,  accoroing  to  the  manner  in  which  //  was  interpreted  by 
the  heft  puiliciftsf  (and  this  phrafe  is  worthy  remark)  made  it 
impoflible  for  the  Republic  to  do  what  we  required.  The  Auftrian 
Netherlands  were  annexed  to  it ;    they  could  not  be  difpofed  of 
without  flinging  the  nation  into  all  the  confufion  which   mud 
follow  a  convocation  of  the  primary  aflfemblies ;  and  he  faid, 
he  was  rather  furprized  that  Great   Britain  fhould   bring  this 
forward  as  the  governing  condition   of  the    treaty,    (Ince    he 
thought  he  had,  in  fome  ot  our  late  converfations,  fully  explained 
the  nature  of  their  conftitution  to  me.     I  replied,  thai  every 
thing  I  had  heard  from  him  on  this  point  was  perfedly  in  my 
IccoUedion,  as  it  probably  was  in  his;  that  though  I  had  lidened 
to  him  with  that  attention  I  always  afforded  to  every  thing  he 
£ud,  yet  I  had  never  made  him  any  fort  of  reply,  and  had  neither 
admitted  nor  controverted  this  opinion :    that  although  I  believed 
I  could  eafily  difprove  this  opinion  from  the  fpirit  of  the  French 
conftituion    itfelf,    yet   the  difcuflion  of  that  conditutiop  was 
pcrfefily  foreign  to  the  objeft  of  my  million  ;  fince,  even  allow- 
ing his  two  pofitions,  viz.    that  the  retroceffion  of  the  Auftrian 
Netherlands  was  incompatible  with  their  laws,  and  that  we  ought 
to  have  known  that  beforehand,  yet  that  there  exifted  a  droit 
fuilic  in  Europe  paramount  to  any  droitpublic  they  might  think 
proper  to  eftablifh  within  their  own  dominions ;  and  that  if  their 
conftitution  was  publicly  known,  the  treaties  exifting  betweeq^ 
his  Majefty  and  the  Emperor  were  at  leaft  equally  public,  and  iix 
thefe  it  was  clearly  and  diftin£lly  announced,  that  the  contra6ling 
parties  reciprocally  promife  not  to  lay  down  their  arms  without 
the  reftitution  of  all  the  dominions,  territories,  &c.  which  may 
have  belonged  to  either  of  them  before  the  war.     That  the  date 
of  this  ftipulatioa  was  previous  to  their  annexing  the  Auftrian 
Netherlands  to  France;  and  the  notoriety  of  this  ought,  at  the 
very  moment  when  they  had  pafled  that  law,  to  have  cotvvvtvcfiA 
them,   that,  if  adhered  to,   it  muft  prove  an  iu(urmouvA^\^ 
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©bftacic  to  peace.   I  applied  his  maxim  to  the  Weft  India  iflanrfs^ 
and  to  the  fettlements  in  the  £aft  Indies ;  and  aflced  him,  whether 
it  was  cxpefled  that  we  were  to  wave  our  right  of  pofleffioiTi 
and  be  required  ftill  to  confider  them  as  integral  parts  of  thd 
French  Republk  which  muft  be  reftored,  and  on  which  no  value 
"was  to  be'  fet  in  the  balance  of  compenfation.     I  atfo  flated  the    j 
poffible  cafe  of  France  having  loft  part  of  what  fhe  deemed  her    ; 
integral  dominions,   inftead  of  having  added   to  them,    in  tht  j 
courfe  of  the  war,  and  whether  then,  under  the  ^pprehenfiott  \ 
of  fiill  greater  loftes,  the  government,  as  it  was  now  compofecf,^    i 
ibouM  confider  itfelf  as  not  vefted  with  powers  fufKcicnt  to&vt.  f 
their  country  from  the  impending  danger,  by  making  peace  oi  ':^ 
tbe  conditions  of  facrificing  a  portion  of  their  dominions  to  fave    1 
tbe  remainder*     M.  Delacroix  faid,  this  was  ftating  a  cafe  of 
nrceflity,  and  fuch  a  mode  of  reafoning  did  not  attach  to  the    j 
prefent  circumflances,     I  readily  admitted  the  rirft  part  of  this   ^ 
propofttion,  but  contended,  that  if  the  power  exifted  in  a  cafe  of   i 
ueceffity,  it  equally  exifted  in  all' others,  and  particularly  in  die 
cafe  before  us,  fmce  he  himfelf  had  repeatedly  told  me  that  peace 
was  what  this  country  and  it*s  government  wifhed  for,,  and  evei 
wanted. 

M»  Delacroix,  in  reply,  (hifted  his  ground,  and,  by  a  firing  of  . 
arguR^nts  founded  on  premifes  calculated  for  this  purpofe,  a^ 
tempted  to  prove,  that  from  the  relative  fituation  of  the  adjacent 
countries,  the  prefent  government  of  France  would  be  reprehen* 
fibie  tn  the  extreme,  and  deferve  impeachment,  if  they  ever  fu& 
fered  the  Netherlands  to  be  feparated  fr6m  their  dominions; 
that  by  tbe  partition  of  Poland,  Ruftia,  Auftria,  and  Pruflia,  ba^ 
increased  their  power  to  a  moft  formidable  degree  ;  that  Englandi 
by  its  conquefts,  and  by  the  aflivity  and  judgment  with  wWch 
it  governed  its  colonies,  had  redoubled  its  ftrength. — Your  Indian 
empire  alone,  faid  M.  Delacroix  with  vehemence,  has  ehaUel 
you  to  fubfidize  all  the  powers  of  Europe  againft  us,  and  your 
monopoly  of  trade  has  put  you  in  pofTcilion  of  a  fund  of  mt%' 
lia«ftible  wealth.  His  words  were,  **  f^otre  empire  dans  F  Irldf 
tmis  a  fourni  Us  moyens  de  Jalarier  touies  les  puiJJ'ances  cant  re  mu$% 
et  v&us  a'vez  accapare  le  eomnurce  de  maniere  que  toutes  Us  •  richiffiS 
du  mwdeje  verjent  dans  vos  coffresJ* 

From  theneceility  that  France  fhould  keep  the  Netherlands  ani 
the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  for  the  purpofe  of  preferving  its  re- 
lative fttuation  in  Europe,  he  paffed  to  the  advantages  which  he 
contended  would  refult  to  the  other  powers  by  fuch  an  addition 
to  the  French  dominions.  Belgium  (to  ufe  his  word)  by  belong* 
ing  to  France,  would  remove  what  had  been  the  fourceof  ail  wars 
for  two  centuriq;5  paft,  and  the  Rhine,  being  the  natural  boundary 
of  France,  would  enfure  the  tranquillity  of  Europe  for  two 
centuries  iocoitnt*    I  did  uol  f ed  ix  lite^ffiirj  \ocQ\xvbat  this  pro- 
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^erous  dodrine ;  I  contented  myfelf  ^Ith  rcmincting  hiih  of 
what  he  had  faid  to  me  in  onb  of  our  lad  conferences,  when  be 
made  a  comparifon  of  the  weaknefs  of  France  under  its  monarchs^ 
and  its  ftrength  and  vigour  under  its  republican  form  of  govern^' 
BKOt.     ^  JNfius  m  fomnus  plus  dans-  la  dicripitudt  it  la  FranU 
wmairdiiqutj  mats  dans  i9uie  la  farct  d*une  RefuUiqut  adtdefcMt^*^ 
was  his  expreflion  ;  and  I  inferred  from  tkis,  accoiding  to  hip 
own  reafoning,  that  the  force  and  power  France  had  acquired  bf 
iu  change  of  government  was  much  greater  than  it  couM  derive 
from  any  acquifition  of  territory  ;  and  that  it  foilowcd^  if  France^ 
when  under  a  regal  form  of  government,  was  a  very  juft  and  con* 
fiaat  obje6l  of  attention,  not  to  fay  of  jcaloufy,  to  theotlier 
powers  of  Europe,  France  (admitting  his  axiom)  was  a  much 
more  reafonable  objeA  of  jealoufy  and  attention  under  its  prefent 
coaftitution  than  it  ever  had  yet  been,  and  that  no  addition  to  its 
dominions  could  be  feen  by  its  neighbours  but  under  impreffions 
of  alarm  for  their  own  future  faiety  and  for  the  general  tran- 
fiiUity  of  Europe.  M.  Delacroix's  anfwer  to  this  was  fo  remark- 
able that  I  mull  beg  leave  to  infert  it  in  what  I  believe  to  be  nearly 
Ilia  pwn  words, — **  Dans  le  terns  revolutionarie  tout  ce  que  vouf 
£tesy  mf  Lordf  etolt  vrai — rien  r!egaloit  notre  puiffance^  mats  C€ 
terns  Jixijie  plus.     Nous  ne  pouvcns  plus  lever  la  ua/ion  en.  mafft 
pour  vder  au  Jecours  de  la  patrie  en  danger.     Nous  ne  pauvomsplus 
^ager  nos  concitoyens  d^ouvrir  leurs  bourfes  pour  les  verfer  dans  ie 
Urejor  national^  et  de  fe  priver  mime  du  necej/aire  pour  le  iien  de  la 
iiofefuhlsque."-^And  he  ended  by  faying,  that  the  French  Republic^ 
when  at  peace,  neceflarily  muft  become  the  moft  quiet  and  pacific 
power  in  Europe.     I  only  ohfeived,  that  in  this  cafe  the  pafTage 
of  the  Republic  from  youth  to  decrepitude  had  been  very  fudden  ; 
but  that  (till  I  never  could  admit  that  it  could  he  a  matter  of 
iodiSerence  to  its  neighbours,  much  lefs  one  necelFary  fecurity 
to  itfelf,  to  acquire  fuch  a  very  extcnfive  addition  to  its  frontiers 
as  that  be  had  hinted  at.   . 

This  led  M.. Delacroix  to  talk  of  ofFering  an  equivalent  to 
the  Emperor  for  the  Auftrian  Netherlands,  and  it  was  to  bQ 
found,  according  to  his  plan,  in  the  fecularization  of  the  three 
acclefiaftical  eledorates^  and  fcveral  bifhopricks  in  Germany  and 
ID  Italy. 

He  talked  upon  this  fubjcdl  as  one  very  familiar  to  him>  and  on 
wliigh  his. thoughts  had  been  frequently  employed. 

He  fpoke  of  making  new  elcdors,  and  named>  probably  with 
a  view  to  render  his  icheme  more  palatable,  the  Stadtholder  and 
the  Dukes  of  firunfwick  and  Wurtemberg  as  perfons  proper  tq 
replace  the  three  ecclefiaftical  ele£tors  which  were  to  be  reformed. 

It  would  be  making  an  ill  ufe  of  your  lord(liip*s  time  to  en- 
deavour to  repeat  to  you  all  he  faid  on  this  fubje£l  \  it  went  ii\ 
fubftance  (as  he  himit-Jf  confclTcd)  to  the  total  l\\V>v«tt\oi\  ol  \\v^ 

2  )  '  y^^^\!^ 
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bfefent  conftitution  of  the  Gtrmanic  body ;  and,  as  it  milifatett 
diredly  againft  the  principle  which  both  his  Majefty  and  the 
Emperor  laid  down  fo  diftindly  as  the  bafis  of  the  peace  to  be  1 
made  for  the  empire,  I  contented  myfelf  with  rismlndtne;  him  of  f 
this  circumdance,  particularly  as  it  is  impoifible  to  diicufs  Ihii  7 
point  with  any  propriety  till  his  Imperial  MajeCty  becomes  a  party 
to  the  negotiation.  I  took  thi«  t)pportunIty  of  hinting,  that  if  on 
all  the  other  poitits  France  agreed  to  the  propofals  now  made^  it 
would  not  ht  impoflible  that  fome  increafe  of  territory  might  be 
teded  to  he^  on  the  Gtrmar>ic  fide  of  her  frontiers,  and  that  Uris, 
in  addition  to  the  duchy  of  Savoy,  Nice,  and  Avignon,  vronU 
be  a  very  great  acquifition  of  ftrength  and  power.  M.  Dda*  ; ' 
croix  here  again  reverted  to  the  conftitution,  and  fald  that  thcfe  **• 
countries  were  already  conftitutionally  annexed  to  France.     I  re- 

Elied,  that  it  was  impoflible,  in  the  negotiation  which  we  were 
eginning,  for  the  other  powers  to  take  it  up  from  any  period  but 
that  which  immediately  preceded  the  war,  and  that  any  acqaifi-^ 
tion  or  diminution  of  territory  which  had  taken  place  amori^ 
the  belligerent  powers  fince  it  firft  broke  out,  muft  neceflarily  bt* 
come  fubje£^  matter  for  negotiation,  and  be  balanced  againft  eacf 
other  in  the  final  arrangement  of  a  general  peace.     You  the; 
perfift,  faid  M.  Delacroix,  in  applying  this  principle  to  Belgium 
I  anfwered,  mod  certainly ;  and  1  (hould  not  deal  fairly  with 
if  Ihefitatedto  declare,  in  the  outfet  of  our  negotiation,  that 
this  point  you  muft  entertain  no  expe£lation  that  his  Majefty  wl 
relax  or  ever  confeht.  to  fee  the  Netherlands  remain  a  part  qp^  - 
France. 

M.  Delacroix  replied,  he  faw  no  profpeft  in  this  cafe  of  ou    -^ 
ideas  ever  meeting,  and  he  defpaired  of  the  fuccefs  of  our  neg 
tiation.     He  returned  again,  however^  to  his  idea  of  a  poffibl 
equivalent  to  be  found  for  the  Emperbr ;  but  as  all  he  propo 
was  the  alienation  or  the  difmemberment  of  countries  not  belong- 
ing to  France  even  by  conqueft,  I  did  not  confider  it  as  defervinj 
attention,  and  it  is  certainly  not  worth  repeating  to  your  lordihip< 

I  need  not  obferve  that  all  the  equivalents  propofed,  however? 
inadequate  to  the  exchange,  were  offered  as  a  return  for  our  cott— ^ 
fent  that  the  Netherlands  Ihould  remain  a  part  of  France,  of  courfi 
the  admitting  them  in  any  (hape  would  have  been  in  direct  con- 
tradiSion  to  my  inftruftions. 

M.  Delacroix  touched  very  (lightly  on  Italy  ;  and  the  courfeo 
our  converfation  did  not  bring  this  part  of  the  fubje^  more  Inter 
difcuflion. 

I  muft  add,  that  whenever  I  mentioned  the  reftoration  of  tW 

Netherlands  to  the  Emperor,  I  always  took  care  it  fliould  be  un-- 

derftood  that  thefe  were  to  be  accompanied  by  fuch  further  ceiIion9 

as   ftiould  form  a  competent  line  of  defence,  and  that  France 

eould  not  be  permitted  to  kee^^  ^ot^^Q^ou  oC  ^\l  the  intermediator . 
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Country  to  the  Rhine ;  and  I  particularly  dweft  on  this  point,  ^v hen 
I  held  out  the  polfibility  of  admitting  an  exteniion  of  the  limits  of 
France  on  the  iide  of  Germany.  But  as  the  French  miniitcr  no 
lefsftrenuoiiily  oppofbd  the  rclUtution  of  the  Netherlands  to  the 
Emperor  than  I  tenacionfly  infilled  upon  it,  the  further  extcnfion 
of  my  claim  could  noc  of  courfe  become  a  fuhjcft  of  argu- 
toent. 

I  believe  I  have  now,  with  a  tolerable  degree  of  accuracy, 
loformed  your  Lordfliip  of  all  that  the  French  miniilcr  faid 
OD  my  opening  myfclf  to  him  on  that  part  of  my  in(lru£Uons 
which  more  immediately  relates  to  peace  between  Great  Britain^ 
Ik  Imperial  Majefly,  and  France.  It  remains  with  me  to  in- 
form your  lordlhip  what  paHed  between  us  on  the  fubje£l  of  our 
refpedlive  allies. 

On  the  articles  referving  a  right  to  the  court  of  St.  Peterf- 
lai^gy  and  to  that  of  Lifbon,  to  accede  to  the  treaty  of  peace  on 
he  &tiQ,yia/us  ante  belluniy  the  French  minifter  made  no  other 
riMnark  than  by  mentioning  the  allies  of  the  Republic^  and  by 
nquiTing  w'hether  I  was  prepared  to  fay  any  thing  relative  to 
lieir  interefts,  which  certainly  the  Republic  could  never  abandon* 
I^his  aiForded  me  the  opportunity  of  giving  in  the  confidential 
nemorial  B.  relative  to  Spain  and  Holland,  and  I  prefaced  it  by 
cpeating  to  him  the  fubdance  of  the  firfl  part  of  yout  Lord(hip*s^ 

So.   12. 

Although  I  had  touched  upon  the  fubjeft  of  the  Spanifh  part 

rf  St.  Domingo,  when  I  had  been  fpcaking  to  M.  Delacroix  on 

ihc  peace  with  France,  yet,   as  it  did  not  become  a  matter  of 

^fcuflion  between  us  till  I  came  to  mention  the  peace  with  Spain, 

t  thought  it  better  to  place  all  that  palTed  on  the  fubjedt  in  this 

part  of  my  difpatch  ;  it  was  the  only  point  on  which  he  entered : 

but  I  by  no  means  infer  from  his   not  bringing  forward  fome 

claims  for  Spain,  that  we  are  not  to  hear  of  any  in  the  courfe  of 

the  negotiation  ;'on  the  contrary,  I  have  little  doubt  that  many, 

and  moft  of  them  inadmilTible,  will  be  made  before  it  can   end. 

He,   however,  was  filent  on  them  at  this  moment,  and  confined 

all  be  had  to  fay  to  combating  the  idea  that  Spain  was  bound  by 

the  treaty  of  Utrecht  not  to  alienate  her  poireflions  in  America. 

Ihad  the  article  copied  in  my  pocket,  and  I  read  it  to  him.     He 

confeiled  it  was  clear  and  explicit,  but  that  circumftances  had  fo 

materially  altered  fincc  the  year   1713?  that  engagements  made 

th«n   ought  not  to   be  confidered  as  in  force  now.     I  faid  that 

the  fpirit  of  thp  article  itfclf  went  to  provide  for  dillant  con-    - 

tingencies,    not  for  what  was   expcftcd  to  happtn  at  or  near 

the  time- when  the  treaty  was  made,  and  that  it  y.  .is  becaufe  the 

alteration  of  circumftances  he  alluded  to  was  forefeea  as  poffible, 

that  the  claufe  was  inferted  ;  and   that  if  Spain  paid  2ltv^  le^-ax^ 

to  the  faith  of  treaties,  (he  muii  confider  heifcU  as  tio\tk  ?^vtvSN>J 

yoL,  V.  C  c  \)OUtA 
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^>ound  by  this  claufc  now  than  at  the  moment  when  it  was  61 
irp:  I  went  on  by  faying,  that  it  did  not,  however,  ap 
quite  impoflible  that  this  point  might  be  fettled  without  11 
difficulty;  and  that  means  might  be  devifed  that  his  Cat] 
Majcfty  fhoiiW  not  break  his  fatith,  and  both  England  and  Fr 
be  equally  fatisfied.  I  then  held  out  to  him,  but  in  gei 
terms,  that  either,  Spain  might  regain  her  pofleffioA  of 
Domingo,  by  making  fome  confiderable  ceffion  to  Great 
tain  and  France,  as  the  price  of  peace,  or  that,  in  returi 
leaving  the  whole  of  St.  Domingo  to  France^  we  IhouW  n 
either  Martinico  or  St.  Lucia  and  Tobago.  M.  Delac 
liftened  with  a  degree  of  attention  to  thefe  propofals,  but  he 
fearful  of  committing  himfelf  by  any  exprefTion  of  approba- 
and  be  difmilTed  the  fubjedl  of  the  court  of  MatJrid,  by  obfen 
that  France  never  would  forfake  the  intercfts  of  its  allies. 

Our  converfation  on  thofe  of  its  other  ally,  Holland,  was  n 
longer^  as  the  wording  of  the  memorial  *ncvilably  led  at  < 
deep  into  the  fubjeft. 

M.  Delacroix  affe^ed  to  treat  any  deviation  from  the  trcal 
peace  concluded  between  France  and  that  country,  or  any  r 
ration  of  territories  acquired  under  that  treaty  to  France,  as  c 
impraflicable.  He  treated  as  equally  impradlicable  any  attc 
at  reftoring  the  ancient  form  of  government  in  the  Seven  Ui 
Provinces.  He  talked  with  an  air  of  triumph  of  the  eflahlifhi 
t>f  a  national  convention  at  the  Hague,  and  with  an  afFefts 
t>f  feeling,  that  by  it  the  caufe  of  freedom  had  extended  i 
over  fuch  a  large  numbej^  of  people.  He,  however,  was  r 
to  confefs,  that  from  thp  great  loffes  the  Dutch  Republic 
fullained  in  its  colonies,  and  particularly  from  the  weak  ma 
•in  which  they  had  defended  them,  it  could  not  be  expeSed 
his  Majefty  would  confent  to  a  full  and  complete  reftituti« 
them,  and  that  it  was  reafonablc  that  fome  fliould  be  facrifi< 
and  he  alked  me  if  I  could  inform  him,  how  far  our  v 
extended  on  this  point  ?  1  faid  I  had  reafon  to  believe 
what  his  Majefty  would  require  would  be  pofleffions  and  fe 
inents  which  would  not  add  either  to  the  power  or  wealth  of 
Indian  dominions,  but  only  tend  to  fecure  to  us  their  fafe  and 
molefted  pofieffion.  You  mean  by  this,  faid  M.  Delacroix 
Cape  and  Trincomale.  I  faid  they  certainly  came  under 
defcription,  and  I  faw  little  profpcft  of  their  being  reftore 
the  Dutch.  M.  Delacroix  launched  forth  on  tliis  into  a  1 
laboured  diflertation  on  the  value  of  the  Cajpe  of  Good  H 
'whigh  he  did  not  con  fide  r  at  all  as  a  fort  de  relachc^  but  as  a 
fcflion  which,  in  our  hands,  would  become  one  of  the  1 
fertile  and  moft  produSive  colonies  in  theeaft;  and,  accor 
to  his  edimation  of  it,  he  did  not  fcruplc  to  aflert,  that  it  w 
Mltimztcly  be  au  ac^uifiUon  ^t  ix\fiiuXelY  gireatcr  importanc 
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England  than  that  of  the  Netherlands  to  France;  and^  if 
^quiefced  in,  fhould  be  reckoned  as  a  full  and  ample  compenfa- 
tJon  for  them.  He  added,  if  ycu  are  mafters  ot  the  Cape  and 
TrincomalC)  we  (hrill  ht)ld  all  our  fettlements  in  India,  and  the 
iflands  of  France  and  Bourbon,  entirely  at  the  tenure  of  your  will  and 
pleafure:  they  will  beour's  only  as  long  as  you  chufe  wc  (hould  rc- 
t3unthem.  You  will  be  fole  maltefs  in  }ndia,  and  wc  (hall  be 
entirely  dependent  upon  you.  I  repcjited  to  him,  th^t  it  was  as 
means' of  defence,  not  of  offence,  that  thefc  polfeflions  would  be 
infifted  on,  and  that  if  the  matter  was  fairly  and  difpaflionatcly 
difcufled)  he  would  find  that  they  afforded  us  a  great  additional 
(ecurity,  but  no  additional  power  of  attack,  even  if  we  were  dif- 
pofed  to  difturb  the  peace  of  that  p^rt  of  the  world.  If  thefc,  and 
perhaps  fome  few  other  not  very  material  fettlements  belonging  to 
the  Dutch,  were  to  be  infifted  upon,  and  if  he  wouW  be  pica  fed  to 
enumerate  all  we  fliouUl  ftill  have  to  rcftorc  to  them,  whil^  they 
had  nothing  to  rcftore  to  England,  it  was  impoffible  not  to  confi- 
der  the  terms  on  which  his  Majcfty  propofcd  peace  to  Holland 
as  generous  and  liberal. 

Ml  Delacroix  was  not  at  all  difpofed  to  agree  with  me  on  this 

point,  and  f^id,  Holland,  dripped  of  thefe  poITcflions,  would  be 

rained.     He  then  Ikcld  out,  but  as  if  the  idea  had  juft  croflcd  his 

mind,  the  ppflibility  of  indemnifying  the  Dutch  for  their  loflcs 

in  India,  by  giying  ihcm  a  trasfl  of  territory  towards  the  Meufp, 

(I  could  not  find  out  whether  he  meant  Aix  la  Chapelle,  Liege, 

or  the  countries  of  Juliers  and  Berg)  ajjd  hinted,  that  if  this  wa^ 

not  to  be  done,i  an  additional    fugar  iflaqd  might,   perhaps,  be 

ceded  to  the  Dutch  Republic     I  told  him  all  this  might  become 

a  fubjeft    of  future  (^ncufliop,   and  I  conceived,  that  if  we  ceyld 

agree  upon  the  mofe  effential  points,  the  treaty  would  not  break 

off  oh  thefe  fex:ond^ry  confideratiojis.     Our  converfation  had  now 

been  extremely   lopg,  and  M»  Delacroix  ended  by  faying,  that 

although   he  had  taken  upon  himfejf  to  entey  with  m^  thus  f;ir 

upon  the  fubjeft,  yet  I  ipuft  pot  confider  aqy  thing  he  f{iid  as 

binding,  or  as  pledging  the  Republic,  till  fuch  timp  as  he  had  laid 

the  papers  I  had  given  him  before  the  Diredlpry  ;  and  in  order  to 

do  this  with  more  accuracy,  he  agaiii  afked  me,  whpther  in  his 

report  he  was  to  ftate  thedifunitjng  Pelgiunj  from  prance  gs  a 

Jne  qua  non  from  which  his  Majefty  wqi^ld  not  depart.     \  replied, 

it  moft  certainly  was  a  Jlne  qua  mr^  from  which  his  Majefly  would 

not  depart ;  and  that  any  propofal  which  would  leave  the  Ncthcr- 

lanijs  annexed  to  France,  would  be  attended  with  much  greater 

benefit  to  that  power,  and  lofs  tp  the  allies,  than  thp  prefent  re- 

hlive  (ituation  of  the  belligerent  powers  could  entitle  the  French 

goyernriient  to  expeft. 

M.  Delacroix   repeated  his  concern   at  the    peremptory  wa^ 
IQ  which  I  naade  tbisafTertion,  and  alked  whetVvtx  \X  vjo\A&  ?AvcC\x

of  no  modification  ?  I  repliedi  if  France  could^  in  a  c$ntP4 
frojety  point  out  a  prafticable  and  adequate  one,  ftill  keeping  in 
view  that  the  Netherlands  muft  not  be  French,  or  likely  again  to 
fall  into  the  hands  of  France,  fuch  a  propofal  might  certainly  be 
taken  into  confideration. 

M.  Delacroix  by  no  means  encouraged  me  to  explain  myfelf 
more  fully  ;  he  Repeatedly  faid,  that  this  diflSculty  relative  to  the 
Netherlands  was  one  which  could  not  be.overcome. 

Juft  as  I  was  taking  leave  of  him,  he  begged  me  to  explaii} 
what  was.  meant  by  the  words  in  the  memoire  (A)  in  the  4th 
paragraph,  beginning  de  s  entendre  mutuellement  fur  ks  moyens 
ifaffifrer,  and  ending  at  leur  pojjejftons  refpeSfives,  1  told  him  it  rcr 
ferred  to  the  dcftruftivc  fytlem  adopted  by  France  in  the  Weft  - 
Indies,  and  went  to  exprcfs  a  wilh,  that  tne  two  powers  (hould 
agree  on  fome  general  and  uniform  fyftem  of  internal  police  in 
the  fettlements  there,  which  would  contribute  to  the  fecurity  of 
thefe  pbflTeflions  to  the  refpe£live  countries,  and  at  tke  fame  time 
to  the  happinefs.of  every  defcriprion  of  inhabitants  in  them» 

M.  Delacroix,  a  little  hurt   at  my  expreffion  relative  to  the 
fyftem  adopted  by  France,  endeavoured  to  recriminate  on  us ; 
but  he  ended  by  faying,  that  they  ftiould   certainly  be  willing  tq 
concur  in  any  arrangement  relative  to  the  negroes,  which  did  not 
militate  againft   the  principles  of  their  conftitution.     Here  our 
conference  ended,  and  as,  during  the  whole  courfe  of  it,  I  bore 
in  my  mind   the  poffibility,  that  although  this,  bur  firft,  might 
be  the  only  favourable  opportunity  1  ihould  ever  have  of  fpeaking 
on  the  general  principles  on   which  his  Majefty  was  difpofed  to   j 
treat,  I  endeavoured,  by  adverting  more  or  lefs  to  almofl  every  "■ 
point  in  my  inftruflions,  to  enable  M.  Delacroix  (if  he  reports  2 
faithfully)  to  ftate  to  the  Dire£lory  what  I  faid,  in  fuch  a  manrter  ~: 
as   to  put  it   out  of  their  power  to  mifconceive  what  were  hi^^ 
Majefty's    intentions,  to  remove   all  poftibility  of  cavil  on  thi$^ 
cafe,  and  to  bring  them  to  a  clear  and  diftindl:   anfwer,   whether  " 
they  would  agree  to  open    a  negotiation  on  the  principle  of  thc^ 
Jiatus  ante  bellunty  or  on  one  differing   from  it  only  in    form,  not  - 
in  fubftance.     I  hope  in  attempting  to  do  this  I   did  not,  in  the-s 
firft  inftance,  commit   myfelf,  or  difcover  m.ore  of  my  inftruc-- 
tions  than   it  became  me  do ;  and  that  in  the  converfation   witless. 
M.  Delacroix  nothing  efcaped  me  which   might,  at   fome  fub— 
fequent  period,  hu|-t  the  progrefs  of  the  negotiation.     I   have,  E- 
believe,  given  this  conference  nearly  verbatim   to  your  lordfhip  \^ 
and  I  was  particularly  anxious  to  do  this  correftly  and  minutely^ 
as   well  that  you  may  judge  on  the  propriety   of  what  I  faii 
myfelf,  as  that  what  M.  Delacroix  faid  to  me  maybe  accurately 
known,  and  remain  on  record. 

It  muft,  however,  be  remembered  (as  I  obferved  in   the    be- 
gmning  of  this  difpatch)  that  he  fpoke  foif  himfelf,  as  minifter- 
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)Ddced»  but^ot  under  the  immediate  intlrudions  of  ihe  Direfior^a 
fuid  thfs  coniideration  will  take  a  little  away  from  the  fingularity 
offomeof  the  pofitions  he  advanced. 

I  confefs*  my  Lord,  from   the  civility  of  his  manners,  and 
from  hi^  apparent  readinefs  to  difcufs  the  fubjefl,  the  impreilion 
which  remained  on  my  mind  ofi  leaving  hLm  was,  tliat  the  ne- 
gotiation would  go  on,  but  be  liable  to  fo  many  difficiflties,  and 
fome  of  them  fo  nearly  infurmountable,  that  knowing  as  I  do 
the  opinion  of  the  Direftory,  I   faw   little  profpe£i  of  its  ter- 
minating fucccfsfully*     But  1  did  not  expcd  the  condud  of  the 
Dire£lory  would  immediately  be  fuch  as  to  evince  a  manifeft  in- 
clination, and  even  determination,  to  break  off  on  the  firft  pro- 
pofals  ;  and  {   was  not  a  little  furprifed  at  receiving,  on  Sunday^ 
at  three  P,  M.  the  enclofed  letter  A  from  M.  Delacroix  :  he  fent 
it  by  the  principal  fccretary  of  his  department  (M.  Guiraudct) 
who   communicated  to  me  the  original  of  the    arrete   of  the 
.  Diredory,  of    which  this  letter,  abating  the  alteration  in   the 
ibrm,  is  a  literal  copy.     After  peruflng  it,  1  afked  M.  Guiraudet 
Vrhether  he  was  informed  of  its  contents,  and  this  led  to  a  ihprt 
ooQverfation  on  them.     I  told  him  that  both  the  demands  were  fo 
^nexpeded  that  I  could  not  reply  to  them  off  hand :  that  as  to 
Zht  firft,  it  was  quite  unufual  to  fign   memorials  which  were 
annexed  to  a  note  aftually  figned,  and  that  I  fcarcely  felt  myfelf 
^uthorifed  to  depart  from  what  was,  I  believe,  an  invariable  rule. 
"That  as  to    the  fecond  demand,  made  in    fo  peremptory  and 
'%inprecedentcd  a  way,  I  could,   without  much  hefitation,  fay  at 
«nce  that  it   could    npt  be  complied  with.     M.  Guiraudet    la- 
mented this  much,  and  faid,  that  this  being  the   cafe,  he  feared 
oar  principles  of  negotiation  would  .never  coincide.     I  agreed 
urith  him  in  my  exprellions  of  concern.     We  converfed  together 
lifterwards  for  feme    time,    but    nothing  paflTed   at    all  worthy 
remark.     I  told  him  I   (hould  fend   my  anfwer  the  next  day. 
On  refledling  more  attentively  on  the  requeft  that  I  would  fign  the 
two  memorials  which  I  had  given  in,  it  ftruck  me  that  the  com- 
plying with   it  pledged  me   to  nothing,  and  that  it  was  merely 
gratifying  them  on  a  point  infifted  on  peevilhly,  and  that  the  doing 
it  would  put  them  ftill  more  in  the  wrong. 

As  to  the  ftrangc  demand  of  an  ultimatum,  it  was  perfedlly 
clear  what  it  became  me  to  fay,  and  I  hope  that  in  the  enclofed 
anfwer  B.  (which  I  fent  yefterday  morning  at  twelve  o'clock)  to 
M.  Delacroix,  I  fhall  be  found  to  have  adhered  as  clofely  asi 
poffible  to  the  fpirit  of  my  inftruftions. 

Yefterday  evening,  at  half  paft  nine,  M.  Guiraudct  brou^t 
We  the  note  C.  to  which  I  immediately  replied  by  the  note  D. 
They  require  no  comment  ;  and  as  I  intend  leaving  Paris  to- 
morrow, and  travelling  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  I  iba^l  fo. 
(oon  hiayc  it  'm  my  power  to  fay  th^  little  which  umaius  xo  ^vj 
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preparing  to  quit  Paris  to-morrow,  and  demands.  In  confeqUcnc6| 
the  necellary  paflports  for  himfclf  and  his  fuitc. 

He  requeds  the  miniilcr  for  foreign  adairs  to  accept  the 
aflurances  of  his  high  confideration*.

George  Rex. 
GEORGE,    by  the  grace   of  God,    King  of    Great   Britain, 
France  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  faith,  &c.   to  rll  to  whom 
thefe  prefcnts  /hall  come,  greeting. — Seeing  that  the  flame  of  war 
has  for  a  long  time  raged,  in  different  parts  of  the  globe  ;  deeply 
occupied  with  the  projedl  of  terminating  regularly  lo  many  quar- 
rels and  diflenfions,  of  reftoring  and  confolidating  the  public  tran- 
quillity ;  refolved  for  this  purpofe  to  chufe  a  man  capable  of  a 
negotiation  of  this  importance,  and  to  invert  him  with  full  autho- 
rity  to  complete  fo  great  a  work,  be  it  known,  that  the  fidelity, 
talents,  genius,  perfpicuity,  and  experience  of  our  faithful  and 
dear  counfellor  James  Baron   Malmeftury,  knight  of  the  moft 
hgnoorable  order  of  the  Bath,  infpiring  us  with  full  confidence, 
we  have  named  him,  and  he  is  appointed  and  conftituted  our  true, 
certain,  and  accredited  commifTary  and   plenipotentiary,  giving 
and  conceding  him,  in  all  refpefts,  full  and  entire  power,  faculty, 
and  authority  ;  charging  him  befides  with  our  general  and  fpecial 
orders  to  confer  on  our  part,  and  in  our  name,  with  the  minifter 
or  minifters,  commiffioners,  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  French 
Republic,  fufficiently  inverted  with  equal  authority,  as  well  as 
with   the   minirters,  commiffioners,    or  plenipotefitiaries  of  the 
other  princes  and  ftates  who  may  take  part  in  the  prefent  nego- 
tiation^ alfo  inverted  with  the  fame  authority ;   to  treat  either 
feparatcly  or  together ;  to  confer  upon  the  means  of  eftablifhing 
a  folid  and  durable  peace,  amity,  and  fincere  concord ;  and  to 
adopt  all  refolutions  and  conclufions ;  to  fign  for  us,  and  in  our 
name,  all  the  faid  conventions  or  conclufions ;  to  make,  in  con- 
fequence,  every  treaty  or  treaties,  and  all  other  afis,  as  he  fliall 
judge  neceifary ;  to  deliver  and  receive  mutually  all  other  objects 
relative  to  the  fortunate  execution  of  the  above-mentioned  work^ 
to  tranfad  with  the  fame  force  and  the  fame  effedt  as  we  ftiould 
be  able  to  do  if  we  aflifted  in  perfon ;  guaranteeing,  and  on  our 
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royal  word  promifing,  that  all  and  each  of  the  tranfafllons  apd 
conclufions  which  fhall  be  made  and  determined  by  pur  faid  pleni- 
potentiary fliall  be  made  and  agreed  upon,  ratified,  accepted,'  and 
adopted  with  the  beft  faith ;  that  we  fliall  never  fuffer  amy  one, 
either  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  infringe  and  a6l  contrary  to  them  5 
and  in  order  Xo  give  to  every  thing  more  fecurity  and  force,  we 
have  figned  the  prefent  with  our  royal  hand,  and  affixed  to  it  the 
great  feal  of  Great  Britain,

Note,  on  the  Dffmijfal  xf  Lord  Malmefhury, 

\The  following  Paper  is  taken  from  the  Reda^eur  of  the  24/A  ^ 
December.  As  it  may  he  conjidered  in  fome  degree  official^  tut 
have  thought  it  neceJJ'ary  to  fnfert  it  in  this  CoUeSfionJ^ 

npHE  numerous  and  brilliant  fuccefles  of  the  arms  of  the  Rc- 
"^  public  have  not  fliut  the  cars  of  the  French  to  the  voice  pi 
humanity.  If  they  took  up  arms  it  was  in  their  own  defence  ;  ii 
they  purfued  their  enemies  beyond  their  own  territory,  it  was  foi 
the  purpofe  of  forcing  them  to  conclude  a  peace.  Peace  has  been 
the  conftant  objeS  of  their  eflForts  and  of  their  wiflies,  and  it  was 
already  re-eftabli(hec(  with  mod  of  the  powers  of  the  coalition  oq 
a  happy  and  folid  foundation,  when  the  Engli(h  envoy  was  faftii 
dioufly  announced.  There  were  a  thoufand  grounds  for  diftruft- 
ing  the  fincerity  of  this  ftep  in  the  Engli(h  government.  Thf 
perfidy  of  the  means  which  it  had  employed  againftus;  tiK 
troubles  in  the  interior  of  France  which  it  had  excited  ;  the  falfi; 
aflignats  with  which  it  had  inundated  the  country ;  La  Yen4M 
inflamed  and  fupported  in  a  ftate  of  infurre£lion;  the  traiton 
which  it  had  hired ;  in  fine,  the  generally  recognized  chara£^q 
of  its  envoy,  for  duplicity  and  intrigue,  were  all  prefumptions  oj 
its  bad  faith.  But,  eager  to  grafp  at  the  hope  of  reftoring  peac^ 
to  Europe,  the  Direflory  chearfully  difmifled  every  fufpicion  ;  il 
rejoiced  to  think  that  the  almoft  incredible  fuccefles  of  the  ariB) 
of  Italy,  that  the  trophies  of  glory  gained  by  the  army  of  the 
Rhine  and  Mofelle  in  its  memorable  retreat,  had  at  laft  opener 
the  eyes  of  the  British  cabinet,  it  was  forward  in  confenting  t< 
difpatch  the  paffports  demanded  for  the  Englilh  envoy.  Its  decre< 
for  this  purpofe  was  dated  on  the  9th  of  lafl  Vendemiairi 
(0£lober  2.)  Lord  Malmefbury  certainly  did  not  ftel  the  fam^ 
eagernefs ;  he  did  not  arrive  in  Paris  till  the  2d  Brumaire  follow* 
ing,  (Odober  25). 

His  firfl  overtures  feemed  to  indicate  an  intentioh  of  renderli^ 
the  negotiation  almoft  interminable.  His  powers  were  indefinite.; 
he  might  have  adopted  whatever  form  of  negotiation  he  thought 

proper  \ 
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proper:  he  mig^it  hare  begun  it,  therefore,  with  that  frank nefs 

and  good  faith  which  in  the  courfe  of  lail  year  have  enabled  us  to 

conclude  fo  many  treaties ;  he  might  have  withheld  every  prctcn- 

fion  which  was  infuhing  to  the  Republic,  or  inadmifTible  by  its 

cohftitution,  its  laws,  and  its  treaties.     He  might  have  propofed 

and  difcufled,  without  lofs  of  time,  fmcere  proportions,  which 

would  have  been  combated  with  the  fame  frankncfs.     His  coiidu6l 

vas quite  the  revcrfc.     He  had  no  power  from  the  allies  of  Eng- 

laad ;  he  found  no  perfon  at  Paris  charged  to  ftipulatc  for  their 

interefts,  which  placed  him  in  a  fitnation  to  a6l  only  in  virtue  of 

that  part  of  his  powers  which  authorized  him  to  treat  in  the  name 

of  England*     lie  afFedied  a  wifh  to  coinprchend  all  the-  powers  in 

the  treaty,  and  declared,  in  confcqiiciice,  that  he  thought  it  his 

duty  to  fend  couriers  even  to  Rullia.     To  have  the  air,  at  the  fame 

time,  of  wiihing  to  advance  the  negotiation.  Lord  Malmcfbury 

propofed  the  admiflion  of  a  vague  principle  of  coiiipcnf;uion  as  the 

fcafis  of  dlfcutfion.     Thefe  procrallinations  did  not  put  a  llup  to 

theeffufion  of  human  blood;  the  Diredory  lamented  the  delay  ; 

it  tettified  its  concern  in  the  reply  ;  neverthclefs,  as  it  was  fmcerely 

^firous  of  peace,  it  accepted  every  means  that  was  propofed  to 

expedite  its  arrival. 

As  to  the  principle  of  compenfation,  it  did  not  contcft  it.  This 
principle  was  of  the  efTcnce  of  the  negotiations  into  which  they 
were  to  enter ;  the  difficulties  arofe  only  from  the  application  of 
the  principle  ;  it  called  therefore  for  this  application  ;  it  aflccd  of 
Lord  Malmefbury  what  were  the  objc6ls  of  reciprocal  com  pen  fa - 
lion  which  he  meant  to  propofe.  This  flcp  was  too  rapid  for  his 
Lordfhip's  tade — he  pretended  to  believe  that  the  Dircdiory  dif- 
putcd  his  principle ;  his  fubfequent  notes  were  more  vague  and 
complicated  than  his  former  ;  he  affvfted  to  a(k  by  a  note,  whe- 
ther the  memorials  tranfmitted  to  him  contained  an  anfwer  to  thofe 
which  he  had  previouHy  furniihcd  r  In  fine,  by  way  of  keeping 
ap  a  climax  in  this  temporiilng  fyftem.  Lord  Malmcfbury, 
though  he  was  veiled  with  full  powers,  replied  to  every  word 
diat  was  faid  to  him,  that  he  would  refer  it  to  his  court,  and  each 
time  he  difpatchcd  a  courier. 

The  indecency  cf  this  game  could  not  lad  long.  The  note  of 
Ae  7th  Frimaire,  (Nov.  27th,)  in  which  the  minider  for  foreiga 
affairs  was  charged  to  repeat  the  demand  of  Lord  Malmcfbury, 
Blade  upon  his  own  principle,  to  fpccify  without  delay,  and 
&om]na:iTe!y9  the  objects  of  reciprocal  compenfation,  which  he 
meant  to  propofe  *,  this  note  made  him  feel  that  it  was  at  lalt 
htcefbrw  that  he  fhouiJ  explain  himfelf,  and  he  promifed  to  do  it. 
Neferthelefs,  and  dil!  in  fpi'.e  of  his  full  powers,  he  dilpatch;:d 
BOtonlv  a  courier,  but  one  of  the  fccretaries  of  this  legation. 

TwectT  days  more  elapfed,  and  as  if  Lord  Malmelcury  was 
a&aii  that  anj  one  dep  of  his  proceedings  IhooVd  Yiav^  \V.c  a^- 
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pearan^  of  finccrity,  the  two  memorials  which  he  produced  oil 
the  27th  and  29th  Frimaire  were  without  fignatures. 

On  the  report  which  was  made  to  the  Direftory  iijpon  thefe 
memorials,  on  the  expofiire  of  the  overtures  of  Lord  Malmefbury^ 
which  left  no  poflibility  of  difcuflion,  fmce  they  propofed  that  the 
government  fliould  fign  the  difgrace  of  the  Republic,  the  Direc- 
tory gave  his  Lordfhip  notice  10  prefent  his  ultimatum  in  tWcnty- 
four  hours  and  to  fign  it. — His  Lordftiip  figned  his  two  memorials. 
A  flight  perufal  of  their  contents  muft  fill  all  France  with  that  in- 
dignation  with  which  the  Direftory  muft  have  read  them,  and  dc^ 
monftrate  the  ncceffity  there  wa|  for  difmifling  the  in  an  who  dared 
to  propofe  them.  In  thefe,  England  at  once  di Sates  the  reftitu- 
tion  to  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  and  King  of  all  his  eftates  upon 
the  footing  of  pofleilion  previous  to  the  war. 

Thus  the  vi£korious  French,  the  French  who  have  Ihcd  their 
blood,  and  fquandered  their  refources  to  repel  an  unjuft  aggreflion,. 
were  to  retire  (hamefully  within  their  territories,  as  if  they  had 
been  vanquiflied.  They  were  to  fupport  the  weight  and  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  war  which  they  were  obliged  to  maintain  in  defence 
of  their  liberty  !  Thus,  in  compliance  with  thefe  demands  too, 
although  by  the  text  of  the  conftitution  a  treaty  cannot  ftipulate 
any  alienation  of  the  territory  of  the  Republic,  the  Direftory  war 
to  reftore  the  ci-devant  Belgium.  They  were  to  fign  with  thcif 
own  hand  the  inftrument  of  their  impeachment,  by  the  violatioa 
of  the  focial  agreement  which  they  were  fpecially  deputed  to 
maintain  1  Thus  thofe  nations  who  are  connedled  wilh  us,  who 
have  relied  upon  our  friendlhip,  upon  our  fidelity,  were  to  be 
bafely  abandoned ! 

England  next  imperioufly  diflblves  the  treaties  we  have  made 
with  the  greater  number  of  the  princes  of  Germany.  In  her  eyes 
thefe  treaties  are  of  no  value.  It  was  only  with  his  Imperial 
Majefty  that  France  could  have  concluded  them  ;  it  is  upon  his 
Imperial  Majefty  that  the  Englifti  government  is  defirous  6f 
rendering  that  peace  dependent,  which  the  Republic  has  granted 
to  thofe  ftates  of  Germany  who  have  detached  themfelves  from  the 
coalition. 

The  evacuation  of  Italy  is  next  propofed  by  England  ;  it  would 
be  neceflary,  therefore,  to  abandon  alfo  the  ci-devant  Savoy,  and 
the  county  of  Nice ;   it  would  be  neceffary  then  to  cxercife  to- 
wards their  inhabitants  the  fame  perfidy  as  the  cafe  of  the  ancient 
Belgians;-  and  in  order  that  the  confequences  of  this  mode  of- 
condiift  fhould  call  down  upon  France  the  hatred  of  thofe  who 
have  feconded  her  arms  with  their  good  wifhes  or  by  their  means, 
in  order  that  this  bafenefs  might  for  ever  devote  the  Republic  to 
the  execration  of  nations,  England  difcharges  her  from  the  excr- 
cife  of  the  power  of  interfering  in  the  internal  affairs  of  thefe 
countries,  and  by  confequence  of  that  of  warding  <^  the  ven-

piance  ^^hich  they  already  meditate  againft  thofc  who  have  fhewn 
themfelves  frienJly  to  our  caufe,  who  by  their  exertions  have 
feconded  the  courage  of  the  brave  army  of  Italy  ;  of  thofe,  in  fine, 
who  have  aflifted  in  preventing  the  mailacre  of  our  brothers  ia 
arms. 

To  thefe  propofitions,  openly  infamous,  fucceed  claufcs  which 
a  little  more  carefully  conceal  the  ignominy  with  which  the  Eng- 
liOi  government  defirc  to  overwhelm  us.  It  refer ves  to  the  court 
of  St.  Peter(burgh  the  full  and  unlimited  power  of  joining  in  the 
B^tiation  when  it  thinks  proper.  It  would  doubtlefs  have  inter- 
fered, if  we  had  had  the  bafencfs  to  liilen  to  pretentions  fo  odious. 
It  would  indeed  have  interfered,  and,  ftrong  through  the  weaknefs 
which  it  might  reafonably  have  imputed  to  us,  it  would  have  re- 
quired us  to  fubmit  to  new  humiliations. 

Portugal  next  figures  in  the  projeft  of  this  Lord.  It  referves 
to  Portugal  too  the  power  of  joining  in  the  negotiation;  and 
futhful  to  its  fecret  principle  of  throwing  upon  the  Republic  the 
whole  expence  of  a  war  which  fhe  has  been  compelled  to  fupport 
^nft  all  Europe  confederated  to  lay  wafte  and  difmember  her 
territory,  Lord  Malmefbury,  nevcrthelefs,  not  daring  to  demand 
openly  that  the  French  government  fliould  renounce  the  (lipula- 
tion  of  a  fum  of  money  to  be  paid  by  Portugal,  to  reimburfe  the 
Republic  for  the  expence  of  the  war,  prepares  in  its  memorial 
the  foundation  of  that  unjuft  pretention,  and  craftily  propofes 
that  in  the  treaty  with  Portugal  there  (hall  be  no  queilion  of  any 
burthenfome  condition  either  upon  the  one  tide  or  the  other. 

Not  content  with   the  important  aggrandizement  which  the 

partition  of  Poland  has  conferred  upon  her  allies  ;  not  content 

with  having  enriched  herfelf  on  the  fpoils  of  our  commerce,  by  a 

treaty  perfidioufly   purchafed  ;     not  content   with  having    thus 

broken  the  balance  of  Europe,  the  reftoration  of  which  (he  fo 

loudly  demands,  England,  under  the  pretext   of  re-c(lablilhing 

this  very  balance,  has  contended  with  the  Republic  agaiiift  the 

validity  of  the  ceflion  which  has  been    made  by  his  Catholic 

Majefty  of  the  Spanifh  part  of  St.  Domingo.     She  demands  a 

cooipenfation  for  this  objeft.     Without  a  blufti  flie  founds  her 

ridiculous  pretention  upon  the  20th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht, 

which  (he  herfelf,  in  faft,    annulled  by  the  ceffion  which  (he 

caufed  to  be  made  in  her  favour  in  1763,  of  Florida,  St.  Auguflin, 

and  Penfacola. 

In  fine,  in  a  latter  article,  ftudioufly  obfcure  and  methodically 
complicated.  Lord  Malmefbury  prefents  certain  bafes  relative  to 
the  rights  of  individuals;  bafes,  the  objeft  of  which  does  not 
appear  fufceptible  of  any  application  unlefs  they  refer  to  the 
emigrants,  and  the  reftitution  of  their  property,  fold  or  fequeftered. 
And  thefe ^  forfoothj  are  frofofithm  for  peace  ! 

The 
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The  fecond  memorial  of  L6rd  Malmefbury  Mil^el-ns  th£  allicil 
of  France ;  and  this  memorial  is  not  lefs  inftilting  than  that  wi 
have  mentioned. 

After  having  pafled  cnrforily  over  the  interefts  of  Spain,  t6 
-which  he  fuppofes  no  indemnification  to  be  due,  he  fpeaks  cf 
Holland,  and  on  this  head  his  pretenfions  are  extravagant  even  to 
phrenzy. 

According  to  him,  the  French  Republic  ought  to  barter  th^ 
liberty  of  Holland — the  Stadtholderate  miift  be  redored — France 
muft  facrifice  their  republic,  with  which  the  moft  perfeA 
friendfhip  fubfifts,  to  a  new  revolution — trampling  under  foot  the 
moft  facred  conventions — fhamefuUy  violating  the  faith  of  treaties, 
(he  is  called  upoh  to  let  loofe  upon  the  head  of  this  people  all  the 
horrors  which  would  arife  from-  the  re-a£tion  of  the  Orange 
party. 

And  what  was  to  be  the  price  of  this  infamy  ?— Would  it  not 
be  imagined  that  England  offers  upon  thefe  conditions  the  reftito* 
tion  of  what  treachery  has  eaabled  her  to  plunder  from  Holland } 
— Would  it  not  be  innagined  that  (he  was  to  add  to  this  offer  thai 
of  fome  indemniBcation  to  be  afterwards  arranged? — ^No; 
offers  only  the  reftitution  of  a  part  of  what  (he  does  not  blufli 
confider  as  a  conqueft,  and,  doubtlefs,  by  means  of  the  indecili 
TCferve  fhe  preferves,  (he  was  afterwards  to  announce  the  prete 
fion  of  retaining  the  Cape  and  the  ifland  of  Ceylon  ,  ftill  with 
view  of  preferving  the  balance  of  Europe,  which  in  her  unde 
landing  confifts   in  being  herfelf  every  thing,    and  the  ot 
powers  nothing. 

Lord  Malmefbury  propofes,  in  fine,  that,  if  the  French 
not  confent  to  tear  Holland  in  pieces  with  their  own  h*inds,  th 
Ihould  to  give  the  Emperor  and  King  every  thing  which  Holla 
has  ceded  to  France  in  the  treaty  concluded  between  them; 

Such,  truly,  are  the  conditions  of  peace  propofed  by  the  nob-"7e 
Lord !     Without  doubt,  they  muft  be  confidered  as  war-hoops  h^y 
every  man  whofe  heart  is  not  impenetrable  to  the  love  of  hf? 
country  ;  by  every  man  who  refpeds  its  laws  and  the  faith  ducfd 
its  treaties ;  it  is  Ihanne  and  perfidy  which  England  propofes  to  us; 
it  is  the  violation  of  our  conftitution  and  good  faith ;  it  is  the 
fubverfion  of  our  principles,  the  reftoration  of  the  emigrants,  the 
reftitution  of  their  fortunes,  a  counter-revolution,  anarchy,  and 
civil  war ;   it  is  every  evil,  every  misfortune,  and  every  criiric 
united,  with  which  they  prefent  us  in  pretending  to  afk  for  peace! 
Perfidious  England,    or  rather,    crafty  and    nefarious    Englifli 
government !  you  only  wiflied  for  money,  and  this  was  the  onh 
objeS  of  your  embafly !  you  wiflied  to  deceive  the  people  whofe 
happinefs  is  entrufted  to  you  !    you  wiflied  to  obtain  from  them 
refources,  without  which  your  unmeaning  rdge  would  become 
impotent  t    But,  do  not  count  upon  the  fucceffes  with  which  you 
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latter  yourfclf ;  jfou  are  about  t^  laviih  your  newtrcafurcs  to  no 
poq)ore  ;  you  are  going  only  to  allure  und  tu  haftcn  your  ruin  ; 
your  vain  boaft  of  public  credit  will  come  to  nought  as  fiion  as 
the  blindnefs  of  the  nation  is  removed  ;  French  courage  will  foon 
lellen  your  arrogance,  the  heroes  who  beat  you  in  the  fields  of 
HoDdfcootey  Jemappe,  Fleurus,  Werwick,  Comines,  &c.  upon 
the  fiozen  plams  ot  Holland,  upon  the  banks  of  :he  Adige*  in  the 
necks  of  the  Brenta,  of  Trou-d'Enfcrs,  &c.  thefe  heroes  Hill  exift  ; 
Acy  will  force  you  to  reftore  to  the  world  that  peace  which 
liumanity  reclaims,  and  which  your  avarice  and  devouring  ambition 
withhold. 

Friends  of  peace!  take  courage,  blood  will  not  continue  long 
lo  flow.     England  cannot  tleel  the  hearts  of  all  the  powers  againit 
the  cry  that  humanity  has  raifed.     Audria,  Auf^ria  itfelf  w  ill  (oon 
q)en  its  eyes :    alarmed  at  a  war  to  which  it  fees  no  end ;  ex- 
l^ufted  by  the  immenfe  ^xpence  of  a  lengthened  ft  niggle  ;   de* 
prived  of  the  refources  of  thofe  ftates  now  in  our  poflTcilion  ;  un» 
deceived  refpeding  the  Englifli  government,  who  calling  iifclf 
her  ally,  has  preferved  what  was  its  own,  and   has  left  her  de- 
fpoiled  of  Belgium,  of  a  part  of  Germany,  and  of  Italy ; — prclTcd 
by  her  own  fubje£ls,    upon  whom  the  dcvaftations  confequent 
^pon  the  war  chiefly  fall ;  Auftria,  in  fine,  under  the  influence 
of  better  counfels,  menaced  perhaps  from  another  quarter,  will 
*ecl  the  neceflity  of  treating  with  the  Republic,  and  then  Eng- 
land, (landing  by  itfelf,  and  juftly  expofed  to  all  the  refentment 
of  the  French,  it  will  not  be  able  to  diifemble  its  wcaknefs,  and 
"^ill  receive  with  more  gentlenefs  a  peace  which  it  now  dares  to 
difdain. 


Afaui/efio  of  the  BritiJbJGovimnunt  againjl  France. 

T^HE  negotiation  which  an  anxious  deflre  for  the  rcftoration  of 
peace  had  induced  his  Majefty  to  open  at  Paris,  having  been 
abruptly  terminated  by  the  French  government^  the  King  thinks 
it  due  to  himfclf  and  to  his  people  to  ftate,  in  this  public  manner, 
thecircumftances  which  have  preceded  and  attended  a  tranfaflion 
of  fo  much  importance  to  the  general  interefts  of  Europe. 

It  is  well  known  that  early  in  the  prcfent  year  his  Majefly, 
laying  afide  the  conflderation  of  many  circumftanccs  of  difficulty 
aod  difcouragement,  determined  to  take  fuch  ilcps  as  were  bcft 
^Iculated  to  open  the  way  for  negotiation,  if  any  correfponding 
defire  prevailed  on  the  part  of  his  enemies.  He  directed  an  over- 
ture to  be  made  in  his  name,  by  his  minifter  in  SwilFerland,  for 
the  purpofe  of  afcertaining  the  difpofitions  of  the  French  governr 
mcnt  with  refpe6l  to  peace.  The  anfwer  which  he  received  in 
return  was  at  once  haughty  and  evafive;  it  afFcded  to  queftion  the 
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iincerity  of  ihofe  difpofitions  of  which  his  Majefty's  condua 
afforded  fo  unequivocal  a  proof;  it  raifed  groundlefs  objeftions  td 
the  mode  of  negotiation  propofed  by  his  Majefty  (that  of  a  general 
congrefi,  by  which  peace  has  fo  often  been  reftored  to  Europe)'; 
but  it  ftudiouily  paffed  over  in  filence  his  Majefty's  defire  to  leara 
what  other  mo  !e  would  be  preferred  by  France.  It  at  the  f^m 
time  aflerted  a  principle  which  was  ttated  as  an  indifpcnfiblcprC; 
liminary  to  all  negotiation — a  principle  under  which  the  tcrott 
of  peace  muft  have  been  regulated,  not  by  the  ufual  confiderationf 
of  juftice,  policy,  and  reciprocal  convenience  ;but  by  an  implicit 
fubmiflion,  on  the  part  of  all  the  powers,  to  a  claim  founded  oh  the 
internal  laws  and  feparate  conflitution  of  Trance,  as  having  foil 
authority  to  fuperfede  the  treaties  entered  into  by  independent 
ftates,  to  govern  their  interefts,  to  control  their  engagement!, 
and  to  difpofe  of  their  dominions. 

A  pretenfion  in  itfelf  fo  extravagant  could  in  no  inftance  have 
been  admitted,  or  even  liftened  to  for  a  moment.  Its  application 
to  the  prefent  cafe  led  to  nothing  lefs  than,  that  France  ihould,  as 
a  preliminary  to  all  difcuflion,  retain  nearly  all  her  conquefts, 
and  thofe  particularly  in  which  his  Majefty  was  moft  concernedi 
both  from  the  ties  of  intereft,  and  the  facrcd  obligations  of 
treaties  :  that  (he  fhould  in  like  manner  recover  back  all  that  had 
been  conquered  from  her  in  every  part  of  the  world  ;  and  that  ihc 
Ihould  be  left  at  liberty  to  bring  forward  fuch  further  demands  on 
all  other  points  of  negotiation,  as  fuch  unqualified  fubmiffionon 
the  part  of  thofe  with  whom  (he  treated  could  not  fail  to 
produce. 

On  fuch  grounds  as  thefe  it  was  fufficiently  evident  that  no 
negotiation  could  be  eftablKhed :  neither  did  the  anfwer  of  bis 
Majefty's  enemies  afford  any  opening  for  continuing  the  difcufiioni 
fince  the  mode  of  negotiation  offered  by  his  Majefty  had  been 
peremptorily  rejefled  by  them,  and  no  other  had  been  ftated  in 
which  they  were  willing  to  concur. 

His  Majefty  was  however  not  difcouraged  even  by  this  refult 
from  ftill  purfuing  fuch  meafures  as  appeared  to  him  moft  con- 
ducive to  the  end  of  peace ;  and  the  wilhes  of  his  ally  the  cm- 
peror  correfponding  with  thofe  which  his  Majefty  had  manifeftcd, 
fentiments  of  a  fimilar  tendency  were  exprefled  on  the  part  of  his 
Imperial  Majefty  at  the  time  of  opening  the  campaign  ;  but  the 
continuance  of  the  fame  fpirit  and  print iples,  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy,  rendered  this  frefli  overture  equally  unfuccefsful. 

While  the  government  of  France  thus  perfifted  in  obftru£);ing 
every  meafure  that  could  even  open  the  way  to  negotiation,  no 
endeavour  was  omitted  to  miQead  the  public  opinion  throughout 
^U  Europe  with  refpeft  to  the  real  caufe  of  the  prolongation  of 
the  war,  and  to  caft  a  doubt  on  thofe  difpofitions  which  could 
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ilone  have  di£tated  the  (Icps  taken  by  his  Majefty  ^nd  his  auguft 
illy. 

Pn  order  to  deprive  his  enemies  of  all  poflibillty  of  fubtcrfnge 
0^  eVafion,  and  in  the  hope  that  a  jurl  fenfc  of  the  continued 
cdamities  of  war,   and  of  the  incrcafing  diftreires  of  France 
herfelfy  might  at  length  have  led  to  more  juft  and  pacii'C  dlfpo- 
fitionsy  his  Majefty  renewed  in  another  form,  and  through  the 
iijittfrverition  of  friendly  powers,  a  propofal  for  opening  nego- 
tiartions  for  peace.     The  manner  in  which  this  intervention  was 
recrived  indicated    the  moft  hoftile   difpofhions  towards  Great 
Britain,  and  at  the  fame  time  afforded   to  ail  Europe  a  (Iriking 
inftsince  of  that  injurious  and  ofFenfive  conduft  which  is  obferved 
on  the  part  of  the  French  government  towards  all  other  countries* 
The  repeated  overtures  made  in  his  Majefty's  name  were  never* 
thelefsof  fuch  a  nature,  that  it  was  at  laft  found  impoflible  to 
perfift  in  the  abfoiute  rcjeflion  of  them,  without  the  direft  and 
uhdifguifed  avowal  of  a  determination  to  refiife  to  Europe  all  hope 
of  the  reftoration  of  tranquillity.     A  channel  was  therefore  at 
length  indicated,  through  which  the  government  of  France  pro- 
fefled  itfelf  willing  to  carry  on  a  negotiation,  and  a  readinefs  was 
cxprefled  (though  in  terms  far  remote  from  any  fpirit  of  conci- 
liation)   to   receive  a  minifter    authorifed    by   his   Majefty  to 
proceed  to  Paris  for  that  purpofe. 

Many  circumftances  might  have  been  urged  as  affording  power- 
*  fill  motives  againft  adopting  this  fuggeftion,  until  the  government 
of  France  had  given  fome  indication  of  a  fpirit  better  calculated 
to  promote  the  fuccefs  of  fuch  a  million,  and  to  meet  thufe 
advances  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain.  The  King's  dcfire  for  the 
ttlloration  of  general  peace  on  juft  and  honourable  terms,  his 
concern  for  the  interefts  of  his  fubjefts,  and  his  determination  to 
fcavc  to  his  enemies  no  pretext  for  imputing  to  him  the  confe- 
i|nences  of  their  own  ambition,  induced  him  to  overlook  every 
fuch  confideration,  and  to  take  a  ftep  which  thefe  rcafons  alone 
OMjld  juftify. 
[  The  repeated  endeavours  of  the  French  government  to  defeat 
[  thiaf  miftion  in  its  outfet,  and  to  break  off  the  intercourfe  thus 
opened,  even  before  the  firft  fteps  towards  negotiation  could  be 
taken  ;  the  indecent  and  injurious  language  employed  with  a  view 
to  irritate,  the  captious  and  frivolous  objedions  raifed  for  the 
purpofe  of  obftrufling  the  progrefs  of  the  difcuflion  ;  all  thel'e 
have  fuflficiently  appeared  from  the  official  papers  which  palfed  oti 
Both  fides,  and  which  are  known  to  all  Europe. 

But  above  all,  the  abrupt  termination  of  the  negotiation  ha« 
afforded  the  moft  conclufive  proof,  that  at  no  period  of  it  was  any 
real  wifh    for  peace  entertained   on  the  pait   of    the    French 
^vernment. 
Vox.  V.  .  Eg  K^x'tt 
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After  repeated   evtfion   and  delay,   that  government  had  at 
length  cdnlentcd  to  cftablifh,  as  the  bafis  of  the* negotiation,  % 
principle  propofed  by  his  Majedy,   liberal  in  its  own   nature^ 
equitable  towards  his  enemies,  and  calculated  to  provide  for  the 
interefls  of  his  allies,  and  of  Europe.     It  had  been  agreed  that, 
compenfation  (hould  be  made  to  France,  by  proportionable  reSi*    • 
tutions  from  his  Majefty's  cohquefts  on  that  power,  for  thofe 
arrangements  to  which  ihe  (hould  be  called  upon  to  confent  in    , 
order  to  fatisfy  the  juft  pretenfions  of  hi*  allies,  and  to  preferve 
the   political  balance  of  Europe.     At  the  defire  of  the  French 
government  itfelf  memorials  wepe   prefented    by   his  Majefty's 
minifter,  which  contained  the  outlines  of  the  terms  of  peace, 
grounded  on  the  bafis  fo  eftablifhed,  and  in  which  his  Majefty 
propofed  to  carry  to  the  utmoft  polfible  extent  the  application 
of  a  principle  fo  equitable  with  refpecS  to  France,  and  fo  liberal 
on  his  Majefty's  part,     The  delivery  of  thefe  papers  was  accom* 
panied   by  a  declaration  exprefsly  and   repeatedly  made,    lK)th 
verbally  and  in  writing,  that  his  Majefty*s  minifter  was  willing 
and  prepared  to  enter,  with  a  fpirlt  of  conciliation  and  fairnefs, . 
into  the  difcuflion  of  the  different  points  there  contained,  or  into 
that  of  any  other  propofal  or  fcheme  of  peace  which  the  French 
government  might  wifli  to  fubftituie  in  its  place. 

In  reply  to  this  communication,  he  received  a  demand,  io 
form  the  moft  ofFenfive,  and  in  fubftance  the  moft  extravagant, 
that  ever  was  made  in  the  courfe  of  any  negotiation.  It'was 
peremptorily  required  of  him  that  in  the  very  outfet  of  the  bufi-. 
nefs,  when  no  anfwer  had  been  given  by  the  French  government 
to  his  firft  propofal,  when  he  had  not  even  learnt,  in  any  regular 
Ihape,  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  objedions  to  it,  and  much 
lefs  received  from  that  government  any  other  offer  or  plan 
of  peace,  he  ftiould  in  twenty-four  hours  deliver  in  a  ftatement  of 
the  final  terms  to  which  his  court  would  in  any  cafe  accede— a 
demand  tending  evidently  to  fliut  the  door  to^  all  negotiation,  to 
preclude  all  difcuffion,  all  explanation,  all  poflibility  of  the 
amicable  adjuftment  of  points  of  difference — a.  demand  in  its- 
nature  p^epofterous,  in  its  execution  imprafticable,  fince  it  is 
plain  that  no  fuch  ultimate  refolution  refpeding  a  general  plan  of 
peace  ever  can  be  rationally  formed,  much  lefs  declared,  without 
knowing  what  points  are  principally  objedled  to  by  the'  enemy, 
and  what  facilities  he  may  be  willing  to  offer  in  return  for  con- 
ceflion  in  thofe  refpeSs.  Having  declined  compliance  with  this 
demand,  and  explained  the  reafons  which  rendered  it  inadmifliblc, 
but  having,  at  the  fame  time,  exprefsly  renewed  the  declaration 
of  his  readinefs  to  enter  into  the  difcuflion  of  the  propofal  he  had 
conveyed,  or  of  any  other  which  might  be  communicated  to  him^ 
the  King's  minifter  received  no  other  anfwer  than  an  abrupt  com- 
m^^d  to  5uit..Paiis  ia  forty-e\g\\X  Yioui^.    l^i  \w  addition  t/o  fuch

m  infulti  any  further  proof  were  neceflary  of  the  difpofltions  of 
ftofc  by  whcHn  it  was  offered,  fuch  proof  would  be  abundantly 
fupplied  from  the  contents  of  the  note  in  which  this  order  was 
conveyed.     The  mode  of  negotiation  on  which  the  French  go- 
vernment had  itfelf  inflfled,  is  there  rejected,  and  no  pradicable 
means  left  open  for  treating  with  effeft.     The  bafis  of  negotia- 
tion,  fo  recently  cdablifhcd  by  mutual  confent,  is  there  difclaimed, 
and,  in  its  room,  a  principle  clearly  inadmilfible  is  reafTerted  as 
the  only  ground  on  which  France  can  confent  to  treat :  the  very 
fame  principle  which  had  been  brought  forward  in  reply  to  his 
Majeuy's  firft  overtures  from  Switzerland,  which  had  then  been 
lejeded  by  his  Majefty,  but  which  now  appears  never  to  have 
been,  in  faS,  abandoned  by  the  government  of  France,  however 
inconfiftent  with  tliat  on  which  they  had  exprefsly  agreed  to  trea%^ 

It  is  therefore  nccelTary  that  all  Europe  fhonld  underftand,  that 
the  rupture  of  the  negotiation  at  Paris  does  not  arife  from  the 
fiuiure  of  any  fmcere  attempt  on  the  part  of  France  to  reconcile 
by  fair  difcuflion  the  views  and  interefts  of  the  contending  powers. 
Such  a  difcuflion  has  been  repeatedly  invited,  and  even  folicited^ 
on  the  part  of  his  Majefty,  but  has  been,  in  the  firft  inftance^ 
and  abfolutely,  precluded  by  the  aS  of  the  French  government. 

It  arifes  exclnfively  from  the  determination  of  that  government 
to  rcjed  all  means  of  peace — a  determination  which  appeared  but 
too  ftrongly  on  all  the  preliminary  difcuffions  ;  which  was  clearly 
manifefted  in  the  demand  of  an  ultimatum  made  in  the  very 
outfet  of  the  negotiation,  but  which  is  proved  beyond  all  pofli- 
bility  of  doubt  by  the  obftinate  adherence  to  a  claim  which  never 
Can  be  admitted — a  claim  that  the  conftru£lion  which  that  govern- 
ment affe£^s  to  put  (^thougl^even  in  that  refpeft  unfupported  by  the 
foft)  on  the  internal  conftitution  of  its  own  country,  fhall  be 
received  by  all  other  nations  as  paramount  to  every  known  prin- 
ciple of  public  law  in  Europe,  as  fuperior  to  the  obligations  of 
treaties,  to  the  ties  of  common  intereft,  to  the  moft  prelEng  and 
urgent  confiderations  of  general  fecurity. 

On  fuch  grounds  it  is  that  the  French  government  has  abruptly 
terminated  a  negotiation,  which  commenced  with  reluctance,  and 
conduded  with  every  indication  to  prevent  its  final  fuccefs.  On 
thefc  motives  it  is  that  the  further  effufibn  of  blood,  the  continued 
calamities  of  war,  the  interruptions  of  peaceable  and  friendly 
intercourfe  among  mankind,  the  prolonged  diftreflfes  of  Europe, 
and  the  accumulated  miferies  of  France  itfelf,  are  by  the  govern- 
ment of  that  country  to  be  juftified  to  the  world. 

His  Majefty,  who  had  entered  into  the  negotiation  with  good 
faith,  who  has  fufFered  no  impediment  to  prevent  his  profecuting 
it  with  carneftnefs  and  fincerity,  has  now  only  to  lament  its 
abrupt  termination  ;  and  to  renew,  in  the  face  of  all  Europe,  the 
hltmn  iecUr^tloD,  that,  whenever  his  enemVes  fti^W  b^  d^^^o^t;^ 

£  e  a  ^.^ 
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tojenteron  the  work  of  a  general  pacification,  in  a  fpirjt  of  CQa-.- 
ciliation   and  equity,  nothing  fball  be  wanting  on  his   part- to' 
contribute  to  the  accompli (h me nt  of  that  great  pbjeft,  with  a 
view  to  which  he  has  already  offered  fuch  confiderable  facrij5cc3 
op  his  part,  and  which  is  now  retarded  only  by  the  exorbitant 
preteniions  of  his  enemies.

The  Speech  of  Citizen  RevelUere  Lepcauxy  Prefident  of  the  Executive 
DireBoryy  delivered  at  the  Feftival  celebrated  in  honour  of  tht 
Founding  of  the  Republic^  in  the  Champ  de  Mars^  on  the  ifi 
Vendemiaire. 

"fF  the  aeras  of  the   revolution,  the  celebration  of  which   was" 
•*■  ordained  as  well  by  the  feelings  of  our  hearts,  as  by  the  prpf 
vifions  of  our  law?,  recallthe  memory  of  thofe  deeds  which  are 
fitted  to  cherifh  grand  and  fublime  ideas,  to  elevate  the  mind,  ,and 
to  incite  to  heroifm,  there  is  none  of  them  which  penetrates  the 
Ibul  with  a  more  delightful  fenfation  than  the  founding  of  jthc- 
Republic,     It  is  truly  grand  and  worthy  of  the  admiration  of  the 
world,  to  behold  a  nation  breaking  their  fetters  by  the  moft  nob! 
efforts,  and  fpcnding  their  blood  and  treafure  in  regaining  theic", 
rights !    At  the  fame  time  nothing  is  more  affeding  than  thofs. 
aflemblies  in  which  all  the   friends  of  liberty,  united   by  ep^e 
opinion,  fwear  to  remain  conftant  in  its  defence,    poth  honourable 
exertions,  however,  and  noble  refolutions,  are  accompanied  with 
the  fear  of  either  not  attaining  their  object  or  of  over-reaching  it. 
And  what  is  this  objeft  ?  a  confkitution  which  guarantees  to  us  ^ 
Republic.     The  Republic,  when  once  it  is  conftituted,  muft  be 
regarded  as  the  wiflied-for  fruit  of  all  the  labour  and  all  the 
anxiety  which  has  attended  the  revolution.     It    is  a    glorious 
repofe,  the  acquifition  of  the  moft  perilous  triumphs.     The  annir 
verfary  of  the  Republic,  therefore,  is  a  moft  happy  as  well  as  a 
moft  fpl^ndid  day,  fince  it  is  by  this  fublime  inftitution,  the  fource 
of  heroic  deeds  and  eminent  virtues,  that  the  nation  beholds  its 
liberty  and  its  repofe  equally  fecnred.   It  is,  in  faft,  at  this  moment 
that,  the  reign  of  the  law  is  fubftituted  in  place  of  the  will  of  one 
or  a-  few  individuals ;  it  is  at  this  moment  that  the  caprice  of 
faftion  feems  to  ufurp  the  name  of  republican  governrnent ;  it  is 
at  this  moment,  in  fine,  that  every  authority  being  clearly  ^nd 
precifely  defined,  as  well  with  refpeft  to  the  extent  as  to  the 
duration  of  its  powers,  and  every  citizen  having  a  fixed  and  re- 
gular mode   of  giving  his  opinion,    the   moft   cunning  villains 
attempt  in  vain  to  incenfe  and  infuriate  the  unthinking  oiob  ;  the 
roarings  of  anarchy,  and  the  feditious  outcries  of  fanaticifm,  or 
of  J'o/iflty,  arc  obliged  to  g^ux  ^Uc^  \o  \\v^  ugitioaal  opinlpu* 
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Too  often,  amid  the  violeiit  ihocks  of  paflion,  which  neceflarily 
mark  the  paifage  of  a  revolution  from  dcfpotlfm  to  liberty,  men 
inordinately  ambitious  of  power,  or  avaricious  of  wealth,  fome 
/or  the  purpofe  of  cftablifhing  their  own  fovercignty,  others  for 
the  purpofe  of  overturning  every  thing,  and  bringing  back  tho(e 
abufes  by  which  they  lived,  drive  men  of  worth,  who  are  not 
poireifed  of  a  fufficicntly  clear  difcernment,  to  an  extreme  ;  they 
overthrow  every  thing,  they  confound  every  thing,  they  ftifle  the 
"Voice  of  reafun  by  violence ;  what  was  an  evident  truth  is  obfcured 
hy  falfe  colourings  ;  they  have  the  art  to  reprefcnt  to  the  view  of  a 
llinded  multitude  the  mod  facred  virtues  as  frightful  vices,  and 
to  impute  to  thofc  who  boldly  oppofe  them  the  mod  odious  crimes 
"which  it  is  pofTible  to  conceive.     Amidil  fuch  diforder,  the  true 
friends  of  liberty  are  always  kept  in  anxiety  about  the  fate  of  the 
jevolution  ;  they  dread  a  return  to  dcfpotifm  through  a  devouring 
anarchy,  an  almod  general  immorality.     The  people,  tormented 
on  all  udes,  not  knowing  where  to  fix  their  attention,  often  throw 
themfelves  into  the  arms  of  the  feducer  who  promifes  to  aflure 
them  of  rcpofe.     I>ut  when  once  the  Republic  exifts,  I  mean  to 
fay  when  it  is  conllituted,  every  thing  is  put  in  its  proper  place, 
that  which  appears  to  be  falfe  virtue  is  inftantly  unmaflccd,  true 
merit  is  brought  to  light,  the  national  intereft  is  clearly  pointed 
out,  public  opinion  is  truly  known,    for  then  one  can  freely 
deliver  his  fentimcnts,  without  the  fear  of  being  devoted  to  con-i^ 
finement  or  to  death,  at  the  will  of  the  leader  of  a  party.     It  is 
the  law  and  the  law  only  which  punifhcs  and  protefls  with  an 
equal  impartiality.     Man,  in  fociety,  is  at  laft  elevated  to  his 
true  dignity.     Good  faith  mud  no  longer  be  mifled,  its  obje£l  is 
attained  ;  all  the  citizens,  in  the  moment  of  danger,  have  a  fixed 
point,  round  which  they  may  and  ought  to  rally ;  it  is  the  Re- 
public, that  is   to  fay,  the  conflitution  is  then  in  a6lion,  which 
fecures  to  every  pcrfon  the  exercife  of  his  rights,  the  fruits  of  his 
iaduftry,  and  of  his  property,  and  which  guarantees  to  all  civil 
and  political  liberty.     Far  be   it  from  me  to  throw  the  citizens 
into  a  (late  of  languor  and  apathy,  which  annihilates  the  vigour 
of  the  foul,  and  enervates  the  ftrength  of  the  body,  till  at  lafl 
men  are  contented,  without  making  the  fmalled  refinance,  to  be 
ilaughtered  like  the  meancft  herds  of  animals,  or  to  be  bridled 
like   bealts   of  burthen.     Liberty   ought   to  be  vigilant,    to  bj9 
a&ive  ;  I  mean  more,  1  mean  that  it  ought  to  be  impatient  of 
tv^ry  thing  which  may  hurt  it.     But   caution  is  alfo   neceflary 
when  it  interferes  with  the  eftablifhed  order  of  thint^s,  elfe  it 
will,  ftep  by  ftep,  arrive  at  the  precipice  over  which  it  dreads 
l>eing  thi-own.     Its  exiftence  can  only  be  fecured  by  watching 
oyer  th.e  maintenance  of  its  laws,  with  that  aflidnity  and  foUci-* 
tude  which  the  vcftals  exercife   in   preferving   the  facred   fire* 
pepxived  of  thin  fupport,  liberty  floats  at  Urg]^  vj  vOeiouX  ^x^:^  ^^^^ 
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direSion ;  its  energies  are  wafted  in  vaia  eflForts ;  the  national 
tvill  is  dilTolved  into  partial  wills;  the  public  intereft  is  loft  among 
the  multiplicity  of  individual  interefls;  there  exifts  no  general 
end,  but  every  individual  has  an  objeft  of  his  own  ;  public  opi- 
nion is  corrupted,  public  fpirit  is  extinguiftied. 

Liberty  is  no  more !  for  its  exiftence  is  infeparably  blended  with 
that  of  the  Republic,  and  the  Republic  itfelf  is  founded  upon  the 
liability  of  the  laws.     Therefore,  I  love  to  repeat  it,  the  day  on 
which  we  celebrate  the   founding  of  the  Republic  is  the  moft 
facred  as  well  as  the  moft  happy  of  days.     At  this  glorious  epoch 
the  patriotic  flame  which  ought  to  burn   at  all  the  feftivals  bf 
liberty,  ought  to  be  accompanied  with  a  charm  ftill  more  bewitch- 
ing than  at  other  times  !  Hence  thofe  frigid  hearts  and  fouls  in- 
fenfible  to  the  love  of  their  country,  which  cannot  be  moved  by 
the  grand  objedt  for  which  we  are  now  aflembled!     Let  the 
liveleft  and  the  pureft  joy,  let  the  fweeteft  fraternity,  and  the 
happieft  relaxation  reign  among  the  citizens!    Let  the  voice  of 
pleafure  accord  with  the  manly  accents  of  liberty !    Let  our  games 
fucceed  to  give  aSion  and  life,  fo  to  fpeak  to  the  fentiment  which 
infpires  us,  and  let  the  games  themfelves  be  animated  by  every 
acclamation  which  can  produce  the  rhoft  fublime  tranfports !  Let 
the  fignal  for  the  races  and  the  dances  be  given  by  the  found  of 
inftruments,  and  the  (bout  of  cannons,    mingled  with  cries  A 
thoufand  times  repeated,  Live  Republic^  Olive  for  ever!

EXECUTIVE  DIRECTORY. 

T^IFFERENT  journals  having  afferted  that  an  Englifti  pleni** 
^^  potentiary  has  arrived  in  Paris,  and  has  prefented  himfelf  to 
the  Diredlory,  but  that  his  propofitions  not  appearing  to  Be 
fatisfadory,  he  has  received  orders  to  quit  France  inftantly.  All 
thefe  aflertions  are  equally  falfe. 

The  notices  given  in  the  Englifti  papers  of  a  minifter  having 
been  fent  to  Paris,  there  to  treat  of  peace,  bring  to  our  recdl- 
leftion  the  overtures  of  Mr.  Wickham  to  the  ambaftador  of  the 
Republic  at  Bafle,  and  the  rumours  circulated  relative  to  the 
million  of  Mr.  Hammond  to  the  court  of  Pruffia.  The  infigni- 
ficance,  or  rather  the  fubtle  duplicity,  the  punic  ftile  of  Mr. 
Wickham's  note,  is  not  forgotten. 

According  to  the  partizans  of  the  Englifti  minifter,  it  was  to 

Paris  that  Mr.  Hammond  was  to  come  to  fpeak  of  peace ;  when 

his  deftination  was  publiflied,  and  it  was  known  that  he  was 

going  to  Pruffia,  the  fame  pwlou^  it^^^x^^  xV-^x  \x  ^>s  to  acce- 
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ieffte  peace,  and  yet  the  well  koown  obje£t  of  that  negothtion 

Was  to  prevail  on  Pruflia  to  violate  its  treaties  with  the  Republic^ 

anid  to  enter  again  into  the  coalition.  The  court  of  Berlin,  faithful 

to  its  engagements,  has  rejeded  thefe  perfidious  propofitions.   But, 

io  reprefenting  this  intrigue  as  a  miflion  for  peace,  the  Englilh 

mlDifter  joined  the  hope  of  creating  a  new  enemy  to  France,  with 

that  of  juftifying  a  continuance  of  the  war  in  the  eyes  of  the 

Eogliih  nation,  and  of  throwing  all  the  odium  of  it  on  the  French 

government.     Such  was  alfo  the  objed  of  Mr.  Wickham's  note. 

Such  is  ftill  that  of  the  aflertions  made  at  this  time  in  the  £ngli(h 

pacers. 

This  objed  will  appear  evident,  if  we  confider  how  nnlikel/ 
it  is  that  the  ambitious  government  of  England  (hould  wifli  (in- 
oerely  for  a  peace,  which  will  deprive  her  of  her  maritime  pre- 
ponderance, re-edablifh  the  liberty  of  the  feas,  give  a  new  im* 
pulfe  to  the  Spanifli,  Dutch,  and  French  marines,  and  carry  to 
the  higheft  degree  of  profperity  the  induftry  and  commerce-  of 
thofc  nations,  in  which  fhe  has  always  found  rivals,  and  which 
the  has  ever  confidered  as  the  enemies  of  her  commerce,  even 
when  they  have  fuflFered  themfelves  to  be  her  dupes. 

Bat  there  will  no  longer  be  any  credit  given  to  the  pacific 
intentions  of  the  Englilh  miniflry,  when  it  is  known  that  their 
gold  and  their  intrigues,  open  pradices,  and  their  inflnuations, 
befiege  more  than  ever  the  cabinet  of  Vienna,  and  are  one  of  the 
principal  obflacles  to  the  negotiations,  which  that  cabinet  might 
of  itfelf  be  induced  to  enter  on  for  peace. 

Finally,  when  we  confider  the  moment  at  which  the  report  of 
thefe  overtures  is  circulated,  we  muft  ccafe  to  believe  it.  The 
Englifh  nation  fupports  with  impatience  the  continuance  of  the 
war ;  it  is  neceflary  to  anfwer  its  complaints  and  its  reproaches. 
The  parliament  is  about  to  open  its  feflions ;  it  is  neceiTary  to 
clofe  the  mouths  of  thofe  fpeakers  who  may  raife  their  voice 
againfl  the  war ;  it  is  neceflary  to  juftify  the  demand  of  new 
takes — and  for  obtaining  all  thofe  ends  it  is  neceflary  to  advance, 
that  the  French  government  refufes  all  propofitions  of  a  reafonable 
peace.

^^  yefterday  the  anfvirer  which  he  had  been  for  fome  days*  in  e^^ 
pe£tation  of  receiving  from  Naples.  It  was  tranfinitted  to  hiih  bjr 
Prince  Caftel-Cicata,  fecretary  of  ftate  for  foreign  affaire.  Gen^nn. 
A&on,  to  whom  citizen  Cacault  had  addreifed  his*  difpafch> 
officiates  as  prime  minifter.  The  anfwer  is  in  ftri>ftance  lut 
follows : 

**  The  King  of  Naples  declares  that  he  never  entertained  the 
moft  diftant  idea  of  entering  the  territories  of  the  Holy  See  in  a 
hoftile  manner  \  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  quarter  a  few  troops 
at  Pont  Corvo,  by  reafon  of  his  having  a  numerous  army,  the 
whole  of  which  he  could  not  accommodate  within  the  limits 
of  his  own  ftates^  and  that  it  was  his  intention  to  come  to  an  ' 
explanation  with  the  Pope  on  this  fubjeft.  The  King  of  Naples 
further  declares,  that  he  never  thought  of  violating  the  arm i(tice 
with  France;  on  the  contrary,  he  profeffes  to  entertain  fenti* 
ments  of  the  ftrifleft  honour  and  friendfliip,  with  this  qualifi^* 
cation  however,  that  in  cafe  the  enemies  of  Naples  fhould  enter 
the  papal  eftates  and  approach  his  frontiers,  he  will  like  Wife  elK» 
with  his  army.

npHE  minifter  of  Hanover  has  declared  to  M.  de  Hlngel,  the 
^    Imperial  commillionery 

That  his  Imperial  Majefly  has  directly  required  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  £Ie£tor  ot  Hanpver  to  fumilh  a 
new  proof  of  his  marked  attachment  to  the  Germanic  confiitution^ 
byciying  a  great  eKample,  and  acting  efHcacioufly  in  concert 
with  the  Diet  of  Ratifbon,  not  only  that  he  may  be  rated  for  a 
fiifficient  quantjty  of  Roman  months,  but  by  paying  up  all  that 
miains  due  of  his  quota.  It  was  declared  at  the  fame  time  that 
^  was  neceflary  the  nun^ber  qf  Roo^an  n[ionths  fhoiUd  exceed  a 
kindred. 

His  Britannic  Majefty  has  replied  to  his  Imperial  Majefty  that 
he  would  not,  nor  was  he  able  to  anticipate  the  refohitions  of  his 
fo-eftates ;  a^d  that  he  was  not  at  prefent  in  circumftances  which 
^rmitted  him  to  anfwer  the  demand  which  was  made-— that  fmoe 
ime  periods  when  the  lad  Roman  inonths  were  granted,  the 
fyftem  of  the  war  had  completely  changed — th^t  different  ftates, 
'llMiDg  of  the  empire,  had  made  a  feparate  peace,  to  avoid  the 
lotal  ruin  with  which  their  countries  were  threatened-^that  others 
kid  embraced  neutrality  for  the  prote^ioii  of  their  fubjeSs ;  and 
Ait  the  profperity  thefe  fts^tes  enjoyed  proved  that  they  had  attain- 
ed a-falutary  obje£t — that  the  affairs  of  the  empire  have  aflumed 
Site  another  afpe£t,  and  that  the  re)^tio;is  of  his  Britannic 
ijefty,  in  his  quality  of  Eledor  and  Prince  of  the  empire^  were 
Well  known  to  be  inconfiftent  with  the  Imperial  demands ;  that 
ke  canoot  of  courfe  confent  to  the  gratitingof  new  Roman  mvnths 
(for  the  continuation  of  this  unhappy  war)  ftill  fa^tefs  car^  he^on- 
tiibitte  diredly,  fince  the  negotiations  commenced  at  Parisj^  trooi 
H^kich  is  ei^peded  a  happy  ilfue  for  the  tranquillity  of  £>uro|>e,.

TpHE  multiplied  wants  of  the  Republic  call  imperioufly  upon 
^  you  to  difplay  and  employ  all  hqr  refouroes.  You  are  not 
ignorant^  that  every  branch  of  the  p^iihlic  fervrce  experiences  the 
Utmoft  diftrefs.  The  pay  of  the  troops  remains  unfetjled;  the 
defenders  of. the  country  fufFer  all  the  horrors  of  nakedncfs ;  their 
courage  is  decreafed  by  the  painful  fcnfe  of  their  wants ;  the 
difguft  ariCng  from  them  naturally  occafions  defertion ;  the 
hofpitals  are  in  want  of  fuel,  medicines,  and  all  other  necelfaries; 
ihe  public  alms  and  workhoufes  experience,  the  fame  want,  and 
far  .this  re^i)  ihey  rejc&  the  needy  and  lA&cok  cvV\x^vv^>  "^^^ 
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vrually  founB  an  afjium  in  them.  The  creditors  of  the  ftatei^  thfSk 
contradors,  who  daily  fupply  the  wants  of  the  armies,  with  great 
difficulty  obtain  only  a  fmall  part  of  the  fums  due  to  them,  and 
the  diftrefs  which  they  experience  on  this  account  deters  otheis 
who  might  fupply  thefe  wants  with  more  exadnefs,  and  on  termsL 
more  advantageous  for  the  Republic.  The  public  roads  are  im- 
pafTable,  and  the  communications  interrupted.  The  falaries  of 
the  public  funfiionaries  remain  unpaid.  From  one  end  of  the 
Republic  to  the  other,  the  judges  and  adminidrators  are  reduced 
,  to  the  dreadful  dikmma,  either  to  expofe  themfelves  and  their 
families  to  the  utmoft  mifery,  or  difgracefully  to  fell  themfelves  to 
intriguers.  The  difafFedled  agitate  every  part  of  the  Republic ; 
murder  and  afTaflination  are  .organized  in  many  places,  and  the 
adminiftration  of  police,  without  aSivity  and  without  force, 
from  want  of  provifionary  means,  is  unable  to  check  thefe  dif-^ 
orders. 

It  is  in  your  power  to  make  this  affliftive  piSure  difappear  ; 
you  can  diffufe  new  life  through  all  the  parts  of  the  public  admi* 
jiid ration,  and  re-eftabli(h  the  fecial  harmony,  the  fprings  oi 
which  are  impeded,  but  not  deftroyed. 

An  important  work,  a  fimple  work,  but  which  tends  direftly 
to  the  end  which  you  will  wi(h  to  propofe  to  yourfelvcs,  has 
already  been  prefented  to  you  on  this  fubjeft,  and  you  have 
adopted  it.  Wife  principles,  equitable  bafes,  hive  been  fub-. 
mitted  to  you  for  the  eftabliihment  of  contributions,  and  means 
fufficient  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenceSj^ 
which  the  confolidation  of  the  Republic  and  the  happinefs  of  the 
people  require. 

But  until  the  laws  whix:h  you  are  to  lay  down  on  thofe  bafes  are 
cnaQed,  until  the  rcimburfcments  are  in  aSivity,  until  by  a 
certainty  of  receipts  the  necelfary  order  can  be  eflabliOied  for 
giving  an  invariable  appplication  to  every  branch  of  the  pttUrc 
revenue  ;  waiting  the  happy  inftant  which  is  near,  if  you  choofe, 
you  ought  by  a  provifional  refource  to  fofter  and  re-animate  all; 
you  muft  reftore  motion  to  the  divers. departments  of  adniiniftra- 
tion,  which  all  hold  together,  and  fecond  each  other,  and  which. 
it  becomes  indifpenfable  to  extricate  from  the  dangerous  ftate  of 
decline  in  which  they  are  plunged.' 

(Here  the  DireSory  points  out  the  employments  of  the  arrears 
due  iipon  the  laft  fourth  part  of  the  national  domains  fold  by  the 
law  of  the  28th  Ventofe,  as  the  means  of  obtaining  that  defirable 
end;  eV^ery  purchafer  of  national  domains,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  * 
law,  who  has  not  paid  the  whole  amount  of  his  purchafe,  is  to 
pay  the  fame  in  bills  payable  to  order,  and  in  ready  fpecie,  ten 
days  after  the  promulgation  of  a  law  to  be  paffed  for  the  purpole^ 
'  in  his  department ;  thofe  fums  are  to  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of 
each  term  of  payment  ftipuUted,  uaV^fe  xVt  '^>3ii^Vttfet  will  come 
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!brward  fo^aer  with  his  payments-,  and  thus  benefit  his  capital  by 
nceiving  iotereft.  The  bills  or  fecurities  are  to  be  mortgaged 
Upon  the  property  bought  by  the  purchafer,  who,  in  cafe  of 
default,  is  to  fuffcr  forfeiture ;  the  eil^te  is,  of  courfc,  to  be  put 
up  to  fale  by  audtion.  If  any  adminiftration  negle£U  to  enforce 
this  payment,  by  putting  up  the  eftate  to  fale,  its  members  are  to 
be  perfonally  r^fponfible.  The  bills  thus  iflued  by  the  purchafers 
of  national  domains  as  aforefaid,  are  not  to  have  any  forcible  circu- 
lation, but  they  are  to  pafs  by  confidence,  at  the  refponfibility  of 
the  drawers  and  endorfers,  for  metallic  fpecie,  their  adlual  and 
natural  value  being  mortgaged  and  fccured  upon  the  value  of  the 
tfUtes  in  payment  x>f  which  they  were  ifTued.)

Citizens^ 

A  FTER  a  train  oF  events,  as  extrilordinary  as  calamitous,  yow 
'**•  are  at  length  reftored  to  the  unity  of  the  Republic.  I  am  now, 
m  the  name  of  the  government,  to  bear  to  you  the  tidings  of  peace 
and  confolation ;  the  conflitutional  a£l,  which  the  people  of 
("ranee  have  accepted,  will  foon  be  prefented  to  you,  and  your 
liappinefs  will  depend  only  on  your  execution  of  it.  It  is  by 
fubmiffion  to  the  law  that  you  are  to  find  your  liberty  fecured, 
the  deflrudlion  of  fa£lion  accomplifhed,  and  the  conclufion  of 
your  miferies. 

Profit  at  length  by  the  leflons  of  experience^  let  thfe  fources  of 
divifion  among  you,  which  have  been  the  fpring  of  all  your 
Itniferies,  be  dried  up ;  and  the  fpirit  of  party,  which  has  been 
ever  the  forge  in  which  your  fetters  have  been  formed,  give  place 
to  the  bonds  of  fraternity ;  and,  above  all  things,  let  what  has 
pafled  teach  you  not  to  give  credit  to  men>  unlefs  when  they  fpeak 
"the  language  of  principle  ;  and  let  him,  who  would  hereafter  fub- 
Ititute  his  will  for  law,  be  confiJered  as  a  traitor,  ahd  abandoned 
to  the  vengeance  of  freemen. 

it  was  a  boundlefs  confidence  repofe'd  in  one  of  your  fellow- 
fcitizens,  who  was  far  from  deferving  it,  that  mi  fled  you  fo  much  ' 
as  to  c'aufe  you  to  betray  your  deareft  interefls,  to  detach  yourfelf 
from  your  mother-country,  not  only  at  the  moment  when  fhe  was 
beflowing  on  you  theeftimable  boon  of  liberty,  but  while  (he  was 
lavifhing  her  treafures  for  the  ipcreafe  of  your  indultry,  for 
the  formation  of  your  havens,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  ^'ov\t 
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fields.  It  was  a  blind  obedience  to  the  will  of  a  mean^  ambiliotii 
man^  that  led  you  to  the  commiflion  of  the  moil  atrocious  CfifB# 
that  Republicans  could  commit,  that  of  fubmitting  to  a  King. 

Citizens,  you  have  great  cripies,  for  which  yoil  (hoiild  tnake 
reparation.  The  ftigma  with  which  you  arc  branded  can  only 
be  done  away  by  a  conduft  fach  as  to  juftify  the  generality  with 
?vhiah  the  French  Republic  has  treated  you,  in  reftoring  you  to 
the  plentitude  of  your  rights.  May  you  make  fuch  ufe  of  this  irt* 
dulgence,  as  is  worthy  of  men  who  wffli  for  freedom,  without 
,  acquiring  it  by  the  horrors  of  anafchy !  who  are  difpofed  to  fubp* 
mit,  without  meannefs,  to  the  laws>  and  to  acknowledge  no 
other  authority  than  that  which  may  emanate  from  the  Republic. 

The  fttal  error,  of  which  during  three  years  you  have  been  thd 
vidlims,  (hould  inftruft  you  how  far  you  ought  to  give  credit  to 
the  profeflion  of  thofc  who  are  the  enemies  of  the  Republic.  The 
Englifli  could  not  prevail  on  you  to  betray  your  duty  but  by.» 
fromife  to  preferve  your  liberty ;  and  yet,  while  they  loaded  yod 
fv'ith  contempt,  they  plunged  you  in  flavery.  They  wete  bound 
to  have  prevented  crimes  by  the  punifhment  of  thofe  who  coni- 
mitted  them  ;  yet  they  encouraged  every  wickednefs,  by  giving 
impunity  to  aflaflins.  They  had  fworn  to  defend  you  againft  ^hd 
French,  whofe  juft  indignation  ypu  had  provoked ;  yet^  w)i^ 
their  intereft  called  them  el fe where,  they  abandoned  you  to  tbs 
mercy  of  the  republic,  which  you  had  miftrtifted. 

What  a  contraft  does  the  generotjs  conduft  of  Republicans  foroK 
to  that  of  their  enemies !  They  return  to  you  with  the  olive* 
branch  of  peace  in  their  hands — they  forget  the  injuries  whicil 
they  have  fufFered^— and  if  ever  the  recolledion  of  them  croflcs' 
their  minds,  it  is  only  when  they  are  anixous  to  caution  you  againfl 
iiew  errors>  by  which  new  attempts  may  be  .made  to  feduce  you 
from  your  duty.  Let  not  thofe  days  of  horror  and  of  calamity  pafs 
from  before  your  fight,  in  which  the  general  council  of  tlic 
department  lighted  the  torch  of  civil  war,  and  reared  the  ftandaid 
of  rebellion  in  the  fci-difant  aflembly  of  Corfica,  If  you  hajl 
then  been  commanded  by  energetic  patriots,  they  would,  by 
enlightening  the  people,  have  neutralized  the  influenci  of  the 
traitor,  who,  while,  preaching  liberty,  fought  only  the  means  of 
cnflaving  you ;  and,  if  the  adminiftrators  had  then  done  their 
duty,  they  would  have  prevented  thofe  evils  which  have  been  the 
neceflary  refult  of  this  firft  aft  of  rebellion,  and  you  would  not 
now  have  had  occafion  to  blufli  at  thofe  difaftrous  events  whicli 
have  been  the  confeqiience  of  the  errors  into*  which  by  degrees  yoii 
were  mifled. 

The  conftitution  infured  to  you  not  only  the  free  exercife  of 
your  civil  and  political  rights,  but  alfo  that  of  religion^  whi(;k  h^s 
been  fo  /frangely  abufed  for  the  purpofe  of  deceiving  yo«.     The 
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bglidi  had  become  the  friends^  the  prote£tors  of  the  Pope  ;  thuf 
inen  without  probity,  and  without  virtue,  deplored  the  decay  of 
teligion,  and  the  cry  of  impiety  was  raifed  by  thofe  whofc  daya 
were  numbered  only  by  the  crimes  they  had  committed,  and  by 
the  immoral  a^ons  which  difgraced  them. 

Ye  minifters  of  religion  1  the  conllitution  feeures  to  you  tho 
freedom  of  worihip  ;  the  government  refpefls  thofe  who  profefs 
the  dofirines  of  the  gofpel ;  and  the  confciences  of  citizens  are 
a  facred  afylum  into  which  the  eye  of  its  agents  does  not  penetrated 
but  thofb  who  would  preach  difcord  in  the  name  of  the  God  of 
peace;  rhofe  who  would  abufe  the  facred  miniflry  which  they 
are  calie<i  to  fill,  and  who  would  corrupt  public  opinion  by  th«f 
p<Mfbn  of  fanaticifm ;  fuch  are  men  to  whom  the  rigour  of 
iepublicati.laws  extetids  its  feveral  puni(hments-7-a  rigour  enjoin^ 
ti  both  by  policy  and  by  refped  for  religion. 

Ye  numerous  patriots,  who  during  three  year$  have  groaned 
Imder  the  rod  of  thofe  proud  maders  to  whom  you  were  fold^ 
while  you  fighed  for  the  moment  in  which  you  might  take  up 
hrma  to  vindicate  your  rights ;  and  above  all^  ye  who,  to  fecure 
the  happinefs  of  your  country,  have  preferred  exile  to  the  (hame 
of  obeying  a  king ;  whofe  generous  devotion  to  the  fervice  of 
your  country  has  overcome  all  obdacles,  has  endured  all  wants, 
andfias  braved  alt  dangers— it  is  your^s  to  give  the  firft  example  of 
tific  virtue. 

At  the  approach  of  the  arms  of  the  Republic,  thofe  traitors, 
who  had  been  moft  guilty,  difappcared ;  no  longer  would  they 
tread  the  ground  they  had  fought  to  diflionour,  without  finding 
death  at  hand ;  and  (hould  any  be  found  to  remain  in  the  country, 
the  law  will  fpeedily  overtake  them  ;  but  in  others  it  behoves  you 
to  fee  miftaken  brethren,  who,  returning  to  their  right  reafon, 
tvill  merit  by  republican  conduft  your  virtue  and  your  efteem, 
le  united  ;  forget  your  divifions,  and  unanimoufly  fwear  on  the 
4lts\r  of  your  country,  and  by  the  mams  of  your  companions  in 
danger  and  in  glory,  who  died  in  battle  in  defence  of  the 
Republic,  eiernal  hatred  to  royalty.

If  they 
cannot  be  kept,  it  would  be  better  to  avail  ourfelves  of  the  breach 
of  the  treaty  by  the  Maroons  themfelves,  and  move  on,  as  no- 
thing can  be  clearer  than  that  all  tieaty  would  foon  terminate.

Celj  of  a  Letter  from  the  Right  Hon.  Earl  Balcarras  to  Major^ 
general  Campbell f  dated  Caftle  fVemyfsj  January  26^  ^79^*     • 

I  HAVE  great  fatisfaSion  in  announcing  to  you,  that  in 
coofequence  of  orders  which  I  ilfued  to  Major-general  Walpole, 
he  moved  forwards  with  a  (Irong  column  of  regulars,  accompa- 
nied by  the  Spaniards  and  the  dogs.  He  had  only  advanced  fome 
kindred  yards,  when  a  Maroon  delivered  a  melfage  from  John* 
fione.  As  we  experienced  much  trifling  evafions  and  indncerity^ 
it  was  judged  expedient  to  move  flowly  on,  merely  taking  the 
precaution  of  keeping  the  dogs  in  the  rear  of  the  column. 

In  confequence  of  this  arrangement  of  the  line  of  march^ 
which  I  conceive  was  both  firm  and  temperate,  the  Maroons,  to 
the^number  of  260,  have  furrendered.  1  have  in  my  pofleflion  oV 
Trelaway  Maroons  upwards  of  four  hundred  perfons,  of  whom  I 
count  above  130  men.  Some  of  the  young  Maroons  are  flill  out, 
but  I  think  we  have  a  clear  and  happy  profpe£t  of  extinguifliing 
the  embers  of  this  rebellion.

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ThoH:  clogs  were  brought  here  at  the  inftancc  of  the  Genera 
Aflembly  ol   Jamaica,  who  fent  one  of  their  own  members 
procure  them,  one  of  their  own  fhips  to  convey  them,  and  w^ 
ai  the  fole  expence. 

It  is  mod   flrange  that  the  ufe  \vhich  the  Spaniards  mad& 
blood  hounds  againft  the  Indian  inhabitants  of  the  weftern  wor/| 
fhould  be  deemed  by  the  hon.  general  a  cafe  parallel   to  pury 
the  Spaniards  fent  them  for  attack  and  roiiery,  againft  the  peacejfuj 
proprietors  qf  thefe  countries. 

This  ifland  h^s  brought  dogs,  not  blood  hounds,  for  their  #fMr 
defencey  and  for  their  mm  prote5!tony  againft  a  banditti  who  InJi 
entered  into  a  moft  dangerous  and  ungrateful  rAellion. 

Thefe  Maroon  favages  poircifed  a  country  the  moft  tretnendoti^ 
into  which  no  European  had  ever  dared  tor  penetrate.  ' 

I  ferved  laft  war  with  eleven  nations  of  Indian  favages.  Their 
drefs  is  'not  n^ore  wild  and  fantaftic  than  that  of  the  Marooi^ 
favage;  but  the  one  is  a  real  charader — the  other  an  aiTumedone, 

In  war  a  Maroon  favage  goes  through  his  ejtercife  with  hish^- 
plaited,  his  face  49efmeared,  and  his  body  painted  the  colour  of  the 
ground  or  foliage..  He  conceals  himfelf;  when  difcovercd^'hft 
twifts  and  turns  to  avoid  his  enemy's  fire  ;  he  throws  his  arms  ia 
the  air  with  wonderful  agility;  and  when  a  reprefented  vifiim. 
falls,  the  children  rufh  forward,  and  with  their  knives  clofetk 
fcene.. 

As  it  fuits  their  views,  all  this  is  revcrfed — They  change  wi» 
their  drefs  their  ferocity — they  afTume  the  moft  mild  and  moft  in- 
finuating  manners — -they  defcend  from  the  mountains  ,to  tte 
plains,  and  mix  with  civilized  fociety ;  the  proprietors  of  eflatft 
dare  not  however  refufe  them  any  thing  they  aflc. 

Looking  at  the  country  in  a  military  view,  it  is  this :  thofe 
Maroons  poflefled  a  diftrid,  in  the  rear  of  their  town,  of  amazing 
ftrength  ;  and  their  policy  vj^as  fuch  as  to  deter  all  Europeans  froA 
approaching  it. 

This  country  is  in  the  centre  of  the  ifland,  and  is  furrounded  l^ 
plains,  which,  in  the  value  of  their  produce  andconfequentiv 
efFeSs,  employ  forty  millions  of  Britifli  capital. 

To  reduce  my  argument,  as  I  would  do  a  chart  by  a  pentc* 
graph,  the  power  of  thofe  Maroons  was  that  of  a  fort  on  an  cmi 
nence,  which  commands  the  plains  below  it:  that  the  Maroon 
underftood  this,  is  evident ;  and  the  bolder  fifter  of  a  bojd  an 
noted  Maroon,  on  the  firft  day  of  the  rebellion,  took;*  the  title  c 
Qiieen  of  Montego  Bay. 

In  attacking  the  Maroons  in  their  diftrift,  my  line  of  opcfl 
tion  Was  more  than  twenty  miles  long,  the  laft  fix  miles  of  whic 
was  through  tracks  and  glades,  of  which  the  military  term  A^ 
can  give  no  adequate  idea;  and,  iKiitwit^ftanding  our  unremktc 
cxenioas^  at  no  time  couVd  Y<t  buvv^  \i^  a  force  neaxly  eqw 
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{a  nufnber  to  our  enemy.  Delay,  in  my  opinlonj  would  have 
prodiidRl  as  fatal  efFeds,  and  was  as  much  to  be  dreaded  by  us  as 
«  defeat.  Their  fkill  and  ability  in  planting  ambulhes  m^de  it 
impoifible  to  reduce  them  by  ordinary  means:  our  fkill  and  ability 
fiarted  thpfe  ambulhes  by  extraordinary  meafures ;  meafures  jufti* 
(&ed  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  man.  An  inftrument  of  war  is  in  one 
cafe  fair,  and  in  another  unfair.  Why  do  the  laws  and  cuftoms 
^  ivar  authorife  aibrt  to  fire  red-hot  (hot,  and  deny  it  to  a  ihip  of 
9rar?  The  reafon  is  obvious ;  the  one  is  defence,  and  the  pthe^ 
iH^ilion.  Jt  is  upon  that  principle  that  I  ufed  the  inftrument  in 
fldeiftioii  in  Jamaica.  It  is  upon  that  principle  that  I  have  refufed 
*ft.  in  St.  Domingo,  who  offered  to  reimburfe  to  the  ifland  the 
^pence,  provided  they  could  get  the  dogs.  I  refufed  them  in  the 
one  cafe,  becaufe  territory  was  to  be  acquired.  I  employed  theixi 
ih  the  other  cafe,  becaufe  territory  is  to  be  maintained  by  eveiy 
poffible  means  that  refource  can  fugged.  I  mud  be  judged  by  my 
anions;  I  defire  n6  fcreen,  no  Ihelter,  but  the  honour  of  my 
tpiwn  mind ;  but  I  publicly  avow,  in  the  face  of  the  world,  that  if 
neceffity  had  obliged  me  to  ufe  thefe  dogs,  I  ihould  have  had 
fxa£ily  that  compundion  which  you  yourielf  might  have  felt  if 
a  miuderer  had  entered  your  gates,  and  was  torn  by  your  houfe 

Xetfiritain  fhed  her  tears,  let  the  ftrong  nerves  of  Englilhmen 
]be  unftrung,.  when  I  relate,  that  the  decollated  head  of  the  brave 
and  gallant  Colonel  Fitch  was  found  entombed  in  his  own  perfon, 
9nd  both  denied  the  rites  of  fepulchre. 

One  of  the  Maroon  chiefs,  in  his  civilized  flate,  was  overfear 
on  the  property  of  a  Mr.  Gowdie,  who  had  always  been  au 
afedionate  and  indulgent  mailer  to  him  ;  he  came  to  the  houfe  of 
j|us  benefaAor,  murdered  his  nephew,  murdered  himfelf,  and 
gave  as  his  reafon,  that  all  the  Marions  had  taken  an  oath  to  kill 
every  white  perfon.  All  our  evidt-nce  eflablifhes  ihat  the  Mai oons 
Jiad  entered  into  this  obligation.  Let  this  affeding  narrative 
iplofV  with  a  melancholy  truth,  that  all  the  prifoncrs  who  fell 
into  their  t^nds  were  murdered  in  cold  blood,  and  the  flirieks  of 
Ibme  of  the  miferable  vidims  were  diftinftly  heard  by  their  fellow- 
J^ldiers;  but  let  this  ifland  and  t!ie  empire  rejoice,  that  no  bar- 
j^rity,  no  a)3  of  retaliation,  has  difgraced  the  national  charadcr 
$f  virtue  and  humanity.

StR,  St.  Alban's  flreeij  J^ty  $i   1796. 

'TpWO  letters,  addrefled  to  you,  and  bearing  the  ngnature  of 
•^  Lord  Balcarras,  faid  to  be  copied  from  the  Royal  Jathaica 
Gazette,  and  which  have  been  inferted  in  feveral  of  the  Londorf 
papers,'  place  me  in  a  very  delicate  fituation.  I  muft. either 
Tubmit  to  fevere  public  imputation  on  my  parliamentary  conduft 
and  general  charader,  or  feem  to  carry  on  that  detcftable  thing» 
a  paper  war,  agamft  a  military  officer  acrofs  the  Atlantic.  I 
hope  to  avoid  both  thefe  dangers  by  this  fingle  letter  to  you,  Whom 
his  lordfliip  has  chofen  as  the  vehicle  of  his  thoughts ;  and  that 
circumdance  only  could  induce  me  to  trouble  you  on  the  prefen( 
occafion. 

His  lordlhip  ftaies,  that,  on  the  authority  of  a  low  private  let- 
ter,  I  arrogated  to  myfelf  the  right  to  call  him  to  the  bar  of  the 
Houfe  of  Lords ;  and  that  I  thereby  feemed  to  have  forgotten  the 
principles  of  the  Britilh  conftitiition.  The  contents  of  the  letter^' 
•which,  as  a  member  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  I  read  in  my 
place  as  a  part  of  my  fpeech,  have  been  fully  verified  by  the 
Jamaica  gazettes,  by  many  other  private  letters^  and  by  his  Lord^ 
ihip  himlelf  in  his  publication  to  you. 

Spanijh  dogs  of  the  ancient  race  were  fent  for,  with  Spanifli 
hunters,  to  hunt  men  m  Jamaica,  under  the  command  of  the'Elail 
of  Balcarras.  I  fear  that  it  is  the  noble  Lord  who  will  be  found 
not  to  have  underftood  the  principles  of  the  conftitution,  when  he 
arraigns  my  conduft  in  parliament ;  for  you,  Sir,  muft  acMkow^ 
ledge,  with  all  your  learned  profeflion,  that  every  meniber  (A  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  has  the  moft  undoubted  right  to  move  to 
impeach,  or  threaten  to  move  to  impeach,  before  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  any  perfon  or  officer  employed  by  the  crown.  And  this 
accufatory  privilege,  next  to  that  of  granting  nioney,  is  the^inoft 
valuably  and  moft  ufeful  power  with  which  the  Commons  are 
inverted.  Sometimes  the  adual  impeachment  may  be  ncccflary 
for  puniftiment  and  example;  and  certainly  the  fear  of  it  may  be 
ufetul  to  the  fafety  or  honour  of  the  country,  by  way  of  preven- 
tion. My  motion  concerning  the  barbarous  ufe  of  bloodhounds 
againft  men  in  the  Jamaica  war  was  calculated  to  ferve  the  natioft 
in  cither  way,  as  circumftafices  might  dircft,  but  certainlynot 
with  the  Icaft  ideas  of  individual  attack,  or  of  perfonal  hoftility 
to  his  Lordlhip. 

I  appeal  to  the  whole  houfe  who  heard  me,  whether  I  didjiot 
mention  his  Lordfliip  in  terms  befitting  him^  and  befitting  mezsz 
man  and  a  foldicr.     His  lordfliip  has  committed  a  very  common — 
and  pardonable  miftake  in  taking  the  newfpapers  as  authorities? 
for  fpecches  in  parliament ;  J  never  claimed  any  particular  ynti — 

'  inacy^ 
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inacj^  triendlhipy  or  connexion  with  him  :  I  certainly  faiJ  that 
1  had  the  honour  of  his  acquaintance,  and  t^at  of  his  family  ; 
and  my  natural  ftatement  was,  that  I  could  have  no  malice  againft 
a  noble  and  honourable  fellow  foldier.  He  therefore  has,  in  his 
letter  to  you  on  this  point,  been  warped  by  paflion  from  his  ufual 
oandour*  If  he  hadconfidcred  for  a  moment  he  would  have  per- 
ceived, that  however  I  might  refpcA  his  private  and  public  cha- 
xaAer,  the  budnefs  on  which  1  was  fpeaking  was  not  that  occafion 
on  which  I  (houid  peculiarly  chufe  to  boaft  of  his  friendfliip.  He 
is  pleafed  to  bring  his  character  and  mine  into  contraft :  whether^ 
on  acomparifon  or  contrail  of  our  lives  and  condnd,  it  will  bo 
found  that  he  or  I  have  rendered  the  moft  fuccefsful  and  eflential 
lervices  to  the  nation,  it  is  neither  for  him  nor  me  to  decide ; 
perhaps  I  might  obtain  more  fufiragcs  in  the  conted  than  he  is 
now  difpofed  to  believe ;  and  I  ihall  not  be  furry  that  our  adio/is 
are  comparatively  confuicrcd. 

But,  Sir,  this  fubjedl  is  now  renewed  as  a  public  quefljon : 
vhen  I  firft  mentioned  it,  Mr.  Pitt  fecmed  (Iruck  with  the  bar** 
barity  of  employing  dogs  againft  mef2y  the  whole  houfe  gave  him 
Credit  for  the  fenfations  of  hunmnity  which  he  then  difplayed, 
and  he  may  recoiled,  that  though  I  am  not  often  difpofed  to 
praifc  him,  I  then  did  him  juftice  in  the  highcil  fpirit  of  fairnefs  : 
his  heart  then  feemed  to  beat  with  the  fame  Dulfe^  that  always,  has 
animated  him  in  the  debates  on  the  flavc  trade. 

On  the  motion  after  the  notice,  Mr.  Dundas  very  truly  denied 
that  any  order  had  been  fent  from  government  to  employ  Jogs 
againd  metj,  but  he  dated,  that  on  the  firft  furmife  that  fuch  a 
loeafure  had  been  adopted,  orderji  h(id  been  fent  to  prevent  thefe 
dogs  being  employed   in  any  bloody  way — and  that  tUefe  orders 
iud  been  fent  previous  t9  my  firft  mention  of  the  clrcumftance 
in  the  houfe.     Of  thefe  orders  I  could  not  be  aware  ;  but  if  they 
^crc  fent  before  I  mentioned  the  bufincfs,  it  is  a  clear  proof  that 
I  have  not,  in  the  opinion  of  his  Majefty's  miniftcrs,  afted  im- 
properly, or  done  any  injuftice  to  Lord  Balcarras  or  the  AfTembly 
of  Jamaica,  becaufe  I  only  blamed  them  for  what  our  minifters 
teprobated  and  forbade. 

It  is  now  a  matter  of  doubt  whether  I  am  to  be  a  member  of 
the  prefent  parliament ;  but  whether  I  am  or  not,  I  ihall  hope 
that  fome  member  will  bring  the  whole  bufinefs  of  this  Marooa 
"War  under  confideration.     It  involves  fome  of  the  moft  material 
principles  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  the  condud  which  we  have 
obferved  may  be  quoted  againft  us  in  a  moft  important  way. 
Lord  Balcarras,  or  the  compofer  of  his  manifefto,  has  employed 
the  moft  curious  logic.     In  tho  firft  place,  confcious  of  the  im- 
propriety of  that  mode  of  warfare,  he  traniifers  the  v.hole  load  of 
blame  to  the  General  AlTe'mbly  of  Jamaica.     He  fays,  "  Thefe 
dogs  were  brought  here  at  the  inftance  of  the  Geaeral  A.iTt^\^\'^> 
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^ho  Tent  one  of  their  own  (hips  to  convey  them,  aiid  were  at  tte 

fole  expence."     I  have  not  the  lead  doubt  of  the  truth  6f  thH 

aflfertion ;  but  it  (hould  be  known,  that  at  tlie  period  when  thefe 

dogs  were  fent  for  the  ifland  was  under  martial  law ;  that  all  the 

powers  of  the  aflembly  were  for  the  time  fufpended,  and  thiat  the 

governor  was  then  legally  the  diftatbr.    But  if  he  had  never  been 

invefted  with  thefe  extraordinary  powers,  he  was  in  two  othisr 

capacities  enabled  to  prevent  fo  horrible  a  meafure.     He  ikH 

governor,  and  therefore  had  t  n^ative  on  the  Aflemblv,  in  the 

fame  manner  as  our  King  has  a  ne^tive  on  the  two'noafeft  ^of 

parliament*    But  he  had  it  not  with  the  fame  advantage;  die 

King  can  do  no  wrong,  though  his  advifers  may*    A  gcivemoir 

ihay  do  wrong,  and  is  amenable  in  his  own  perfon.     He  was  a!ib 

commander  in  chief;   I  a(k,  whether  the  legiflative  powers  of 

the  Aflembly  could  compel  the  noble  Lord,  in  that  capacity,  to 

employ  improper  weapons,  or  any  means  of  war  contrary  to  the 

received  ideas  of  the  law  of  nations?  I  muft^therefore  contend 

that  it  is  rather  ungenerous  in  the  noble  Lord  to  throw  the  whole 

blame  on  the  Aflembly,  for  it  was  his  own  a£l  as  governor,  con- 

fentingto  that  vote  of  Aflembly,  and  more  efpecially  his  own  aft 

us  Captain-general  and  commander  in  chief  of  the  troops.     But 

the  moft  extraordinary  idea,  in  feveral  views,  which  the  earl  tiM 

advanced  is,  that  \t  is  perfe£tly  lawful  and  corred  to  ufe  dogs  in 

defence^  but  not  in  offence  \  and  that  he  himfelf  would  ufe  them  in 

Jamaica,  but  not  in  St.  Domingo.     That  he  had  adually  refiifed 

to  fend  them  tu  St.  Domingo,  though  he  had  been  offered  the  moft 

advantageous  fubfidy  for  thefe  allies — and  all  this  is  ferioufly  dated 

as  principk.     Sir,  at  this  flatement  I  can  only  fnnile;  it  does  not 

admit  of  a  grave  anfwer,  and  his  lordfliip's  illudration  of  it  if 

remarkable:  ••  Why,"   he  fays,  •*  do  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of 

war  authorife  a  fort  to  fire  red-hot  fliot,  and  deny  it  to  a  fhip  of 

war  ?     The  reafon  is  obvious  ;  the  one  is  defence,  and  the  other 

^ggreflion."     I  know  of  no   convention  to  this  efFed  than  that 

which  arifes  from  mutual  interefl.     If  two  (hips  (ire  hot  balls  at 

each  other,  they  rifir«  beyond  .the  common  dangers  of  combat, 

that  of  perifliing  miferably  in  the  flames:  therefore  it  is  for  the 

fmitoal  advantage  to  abftain  from  that  weapon.*   But  a  fort  com* 

foUA  of  ftone  and  brick,  cannot  fufier  from  that  fort  of  fire,  attS 

does  not  fcruple  to  beflow  it  on  enemies  in  wood  :  by  parity  of 

xeafon  Lord  Balcarras  bat  employed  dogs  againfl  the  Maroon», 

becaufe  he  had  the  powrr  to  do  fo,  and  they  had  not.    Thus  he 

ias  refolved  all  the  principle  of  right  into  that  of  power ;  and  has 
etermined,  as  far  as  his  example  goes,  that  wherever  you  are 
enabled  to  commit  injuftice  or  barbarity  by  means  which  the 
|nemy4o  n^  poflefs,  you  are  juflified.  His  LordOiip*s  propofi- 
tioOy  <<  duty  ^  ai^y  of  thefe  dogs  had  actually  torn  to  pieces 
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jbde  of  ©iir  fcllow-ciratures,  he  Ihould  hare  had  exafliy  that 
compunfiion  which  yourfelf  might  have  (elt  if  a  murderer  had 
eirtered  your  gates»  and  was  torn  to  pieces  hy  your  houfe  dog,'* 
does  merit  a  little  obfervation.  Had  the  planters  of  Jamaica  (ent 
to  Newfoundland  for  their  fine  breed  of  dogs,  to  England  for 
IhailiflfSy  or  to  the  Spaniards  for  blood-hounds,  for  the  purpofe  of 
Afing  them  as  houfe  dogs  againft  robbers  or  murderers,  who  could 
llive  blamM  them  ?  If  one  or  two  dogs  had  been  planted  in 
every  houfe  as  a  guard,  it  might  have  been  an  ufcful,  nay  an 
kumane  precaution*  But  is  this  the  meafure  of  which  I  com- 
plain ? 

I  will  now  make  a  better  defence  for  his  LordOiip  than  he  has 

mde  for  himfelf.     The  true  Hate  of  the  cafe  feems  to  be,  that 

tile  planters  of  Jamaica,  as  appears  from  their  hiflory,  have  long 

wiflied  to  extirpate  the  Maroons,  and  that  they  feized  theoccafion 

6f the  prefent  convulfion  of  principle^and  the  prefent  rage  againfl 

Kberty,  excited  by  our  miniitry,  to  cBe&  their  purpofe,  in  which 

te   boble  earl,    in  my  opinion,   mod  wrongfully  joined.     It 

ierhaps  might  require  higher  reverence  for  man  as  man,  greater 

Knowledge  of  the  law  of  nature  and  nations,  and  a  deeper  (ludy  of 

the  l^hilofophy  of  government,  than  generally  falls  to  the  (hare  of 

our  nobles,   to  have  enabled  his  Lordfhip  to   have  refifted  the 

AflemUy  and  the  inhabitants  in  this  dreadful  fcheme.     I  impute 

not  inhumanity  to  him,  but  weaknefs  in  yielding  to  the  cruelty  of 

men  who  derive  their  riches  and  confcquence  from  the  mifery  of 

homaa  beings,  and  I  have  his  own  authority  for  faying,  that  it 

was  not  his  a^,  but  their's. 

But  a  charge  of  a  much' more  ferious  complexion  is  no^.  pro- 
voked by  Lord  Balcarras  and  the  AiTembly  of  Jamaica,  than  that 
which  I  urged  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  They  have  (hewn  their 
admiration  of  Spanifh  policy  and  nicrcy  by  the  moft  exa£l  and 
complete  adoption  of  them.     Not  fatisfied   with  fubduing  and 
difarming  the  Maroons,  a  free  body  of  men,  cxifting  under  the 
protedion  of  the   Britifh  crown  and  nation,  they  have  robbed 
them  of  their  lands,  and  have  banifhed  them  from  their  native 
country,  not  individually,  but  in  mafs;  men,  women,  and  chil- 
dren.    We  have  had  debates  on  the  different  forts  of  exile,  of 
which  I  think  there  are  three.     Perfons  may  be  ordered  to  quit  a 
country,  and  fettle  where  they  will:  they  may  be  carried  to  a 
puticular  place,  and  forced  there  to  remain,  but  \^'ith  freedom  ; 
f      or  they  may  be  made  flaves.     Thefe  unhappy  free  Maroons  had 
I      &o  choice  ih  the  p>aceor  degree  of  their  exile,  and  whether  they 
\      ^gone  to  Botany  Bay,  the  favourite  deftination  for  thofe  who 
I      ^ggle  for  liberty,  I  know  not.     Jamaica,  in  this  tranfaftion, 
has  corrcdly  copied,  on  a  fmall  fcale,  the  example  of  Spain   in 
^pellmg  the  Moors,  and  certainly  has  not  the  apology  of  ferviog 
^  caafe  of  religion  • 
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It  feems  to  me  to  be  iughly  worthy  of  inveftlgation  by  tkff 
legiflaturc,  whether  our  colonial  aircmblies  and  governors  hafa 
the  right  of  committing  fuch  an  a£l.  It  has  now  been  exerted  ia 
a  moll  imjufliSible  degree,  and  may  be  a  precedent  for  the  greateS 
enormities.  If  it  is  allowed  that  our  planters,  met  in  aflembly, 
have  a  right  to  condemn  to  banilhment  claflfes  of  free  blacks,  or 
coloured  men,  there  will  foon  not  cxifl  many  free  people  in  our  , 
idands.  But  I  rather  think  that  the  governor  and  aflembly  of 
Jamaica  have  in  this  inftance  greatly  exceeded  their  powers.      •    .   . 

If  your  really  great  anceftor,  the  firft  Lord  Hardwicke,  who 
certainly  had  not   much  more  afFeftion  for  the  Highlanders  of 
Scotland  than  Lord  Balcarras  feems  to  have  for  the  Maroons,  hai 
moved  to  expatriate  them  all  like  the  Spanilh  Moors,  he  would    . 
have  not  enjoyed  his  prefent  fame ;  but  he  was  too  wife  and  too 
enlighlencikl  to  propofe  fuch  a  meafurc.    I  have  written  more  than  I 
intended  on  this  fubje£l :  I  fhall  therefore  declare  what  muil  be 
obvious  tp  every  impartial  man,  that  I  have  ne^cr  (lirred  in  this 
buiirlefs  from  any  other  motive  than  my  regard  to  national  honour; 
that  I  fcorn  the  idea  of  perfonal  malice  or  attack ;  but  that  no    ; 
refpeft  to  nobility,  or  what  weighs  more  with   me,  individual   3 
mciit,  fliail  prevent  me  from  performing  my  duty  to  my  country^ 
1  have  the  honour  to  be.  Sir,

IN  ycllerday's  Sun  and  Star  I  perceive  that  you  have  done  me 
the  honour  of  addreHir.ii:  me,  in  anhvcr  to  two  letters  which 
have  been  inferted  in  many  of  the  papers,  from  fome  of  the 
Jamaica  gazettes,  arrived  by  the  lall  mail,  and  fuppofed  to  be 
written  by  Lord  Balcar/as  to  me.  Withmit  entering  into  any 
controvcrly  on  the  points  contained'in  any  of  the  letters,  which 
would  be  more  properly  dilcuded  in  Parliament  than  in  the  ncwf- 
papers  ;  and  contenting  myfclf  with  faying,  that  I  am  certain 
that  Lord  Balcarras's  conduct,  when /(//>/)■  examined,  will  appear 
to  have  been  every  way  v.  orthy  of  a  l>rilon  and  an  officer ;  I  beg 
leave  to  aifure  you,  tliat  no  fuch  letters  were  ever  fent  by  that 
noble  Lord  to  me,  and  il.at  I  have  the  ftrongelt  doubts  of  their 
having  been  written  by  him.  I  was  accordingly  much  furprifed 
to  fee  them  in  the  papers.     I  fliould  think  it  might  have  occurred 
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to  BVf  ry  body  that  the  above  letters  could  not  have  made  part  of  a 
genuine  correjpondencey  as  they  bear  date  on  the  2d  of  May,  aad 
were  inferted  in  the  Jamaica  newfpapers,  brought  by  the  packet^ 
Vrbich  left  that  ifland  the  23d  of  the  fame  month. 

As  you  have  thought  it  necelfary  to  make  ufe  of  my  name  m 

the  newfpapers  (an  honour  I  would  rather  have  declined).  I  ihall 

be  obliged  to  you  to  Jhew  that  I  am  not  ufually  **  '^nade  a-vfhicle** 

■    fdr  an  attack  upon  any  man  ;  neither  is^  it  the  ufual  modeof  Lcfd 

Palcarras's  proceeding.

Iiave  received  from  the  refpedlable  municipality  of  Toulon,  as 
veil  as  from  all  the  inhabitants  of  that  place. 

I  cannot  make  a  better  reply  than  to  teftify,  by  fentiments  of 
the  moft  lively  gratitude,  how  defirous  I  am  of  feizing  every 
cpporf unity  to  demonftrate  the  fincere  affedtion  arid  cileem  I 
entertain  for  you ;  wiftiing  at  the  fame  time  fuccefs  to  the  arms  of 
the  Republic,  which  will  infallibly  procure  an  honourable  peace, 
and  cover  the  French  nation  with  profperity  and  glory. 

I  addrefs  to  you  my  particular  refpeds.  As  you  have  Impofed 
upon  me  the  agreeable  obligation  of  informing  you  of  my  fuccefs, 
and  of  my  arrival  in  Spain,  I  hope,  in  return,  that  you  will  not 
negleA  to  inform  me,  by  your  correfpondence,  of  the  military 
iadvantages  of  a  people  who  have  given  fo  many  proofs  of  friend- 
ship to  their  real  allies — a  fricndftiip  which  1  have  fo  amply 
experienced  on  your  part  in  this  port. 

I  pray  God  to  preferve  you  for  many  years !

it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  Majefty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
t>f  his  privy  council,  by  any  order  or  orders  to  be  ilfued  from  time  , 
to  time,  to  give  fuch  diredions,  and  make  fuch  regulatiops, 
touching  the  trade  and  commerce  to  and  from  the  fettlement  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  territories  and  dependencies 
thereot,  as  to  his  Majedy  in  council  (hall  appear  moft  expedient 
and  falutary,  any  of  the  ads  of  Parlianient  therein  referred  to» 
or  any  ufage,  law,  or  cuftom,  to  the  contrary  notwithftandiilg : 

And  whereas  during  the  time  the  faid  fettlement,  with  the  terri- 
tories and  dependencies  thereof,  were  in  the  poffeflTon  and  under 
the  government  of  the  dates  general  of  the  United  Provinces,  or 
of  the  honourable  the  General  Eaft  India  Company  in  the  Nether- 
lands, it  was  ufual  to  admit  the  (hips  and  veflfels  belonging  to  thp

forces  at  the  faid  fettlement :  but  it  is  his  Majefly's  pleafure,  that

But  it  is  his  Majefly's  pleafure,  that  nothing  in  this  order  con- 
tained (ball  extend  to  prevent  fhips  or  veflels  employed  in  the 
fbatfaern  whale  fifhery  from  carrying  on  the  fame,  in  fuch  and  the 
fame  manner  as  might  have  been  done  if  this  order  had  not  been 
9ude. 

And  it  is  alfo  his  Majefly's  pleafure,  that  no  arms  or  artillery,

THE  laft  accounts  from  General  JJalrymple  are  by  his 
d-de-camp.  Captain  Gordon,  who  left  Bantry  at  ten  A.  MJ 
dn  Tijefday,  and  arrived  here  this  morning.  Seventeen  fail  of 
French  ihips  of  the  line  were  at  that  time  at  anchor  at  the  lower 

Crt  of  Bear  Ifland,  but  at  fnch  a  diilance  as  their  force  could  not 
afc^rtained.  The  lieutenant  of  a  French  frigate  was  driven  on 
fcorc  in  his  boat,  in  going  from  his  veflel  (which  was  difmafted) 
to  the  admiral.  He  confirms  the  account  of  the  fleet  being 
FTench,  and  with  views  hoflile  to  this  country ;  but  does  not 
tppear  to  know  whether  the  whole  fleet  (which  confifted  of  about 
feventeen  fail  of  the  line,  fifteen  frigates,  and,  including  tranf- 
i>orts  and  luggers,  amounting  to  fifty  fail)  were  all  to  reaflemble 
lit  Bantry  Bay.  General  Hoche  was  on  board,  commanding  a 
confiderablc  force*

TX7E  having  been  informed  that  an  opinion  has  been  propa- 
^^  gated  through  a  part  of  our  flate.of  Weilphalia,  fituatejl 
,on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  to  wit,  the  provinces  of  Cleves, 
Meurs,  and  Gueldres,  in  the  adlual  pofleflipn  of  tlie  French 
troops,  that  fuflicient  remonftrances  and  proteftations  had  not 
oeen  made  on  our  part  againfl  the  various  innovations  and  op-* 
preffions  which  the  French  commilfaries  and  agents  excrcife 
.over  our  faithful  fubjeSs ;  we  have  therefore  thought  it  good  to 
tnake  this  public  declaration,  by  means  of  our  regency,  jointly 
with  our  chamber  of  war  and  of  territory ;  and  we  do  publicly 
declare,  that  we  have  never  ceafed,  nor  .liall  vie  ever  ceafe,  to 
intereft  ourfelves  in  behalf  of  our  faid  fiibjv^fts,  by  the  interven- 
Uon  of  our  envoy  to  the  French  Republic  \  and  that  it  is  far  from 
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our  intention  to  depart  from  the  bads  of  the  treaty  of  Bsifli 
refpeding  the  civil  or  financial  adminiftration  of  thofe  coun* 

tries.         '  ^  ^ 

In  concluding  the  treaty,  by  which  the  war  between  our  ftatc 
and  the  French  Republic  was  put  an  end  to,  it  was  never  par 
intention  to  grant  them  more  than  a  mere  military  pofleflioo  of 
our  provinces  on  the  left  fide  of  the  Rhine,  till  peace  (hould  be 
conchided  with  the  Emperor:  and  this  intention,  which  has 
been  taken  as  a  bafis  in  the  negotiation,  is  fufficiently  manifeft  by 
the  tenor  of  the  5th  article,  which  exprefsly  declares,  **  that  the 
troops  of  the  Republic  (hall  occupy  thefe  countries  belonging 
to  us." 

The  difference  between  provinces  coilquered  from  an  enemy^ 
and  thofe  which  belong  to  a  power  in  alliance,  and  which  have 
been  merely  conceded  for  a  temporary  military  occupatton,  is 
fufficiently  evident,  and  it  is  obvious  that  they  ought  not  to  be 
treated  in  the  fame  manner. 

It  is  therefore  impoffible  for  us  to  believa  that  the  Frencli 
government,  eonfidering  the  amicable  ties  fubfiftine  between  us 
and  it,  will  fiill  oppofe  fuch  evident  reafoning,  it  cannot  iisul 
to  conceive,  that  neither  fequeftration  nor  confifcation  of  thcT 
goods  of  the  clergy,  nor  the  projeded  fale  of  woods,  nor  tl^ 
enormous  contribution  of  three  millions,  impofed  on  the  country 
between  the  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  which  would  entirely  min  . 
that  country,  can  take  place  with  any  regard  to  appearance  of 
judice. 

It  has  already  in  effe^l  given  our  envoy  at  Paris  th(S  iMft 
pofitive  affurance,  that  the  menfures  taken  with  refpe£l  to  the 
clergy  (hould  be  put  an  end  to,  and  that  the  ecclefiadics  (houM 
remain  in  quiet  enjoyment  of  their  goods  and  revenues  f  we 
therefore  con(iantly  expedit  the  revocation  of  the  order  for  the 
fale  of  woods^  and,  in  general,  a  renunciation  of  all  thofe  de* 
ftruflive  innovations  relative  to  our  dominions. 

We  (hall  not  by  any  means  recognize  as  valid  the  fale  of 
woods,  which  has  already  taken  jplace,  to  our  great  aftonifll- 
jnent ;  and  we  are  pofitively  determmed  to  have  recourfe  to  the 
*)>urcbafers  for  reftitution  in  kind,  or  for  the  value  at  which  the 
property  fold  (hall  be  edimated  by  our  agents,  and  for  the 
damages  which  (ball  refult  from  the  wade  committed  on  thefe 
woods. 

In  thofe  cafes  where  the  purchafers  cannot  be  found,  we 
Ihall  exercife  our  feverity  on  all  thofe  who  arc  employed  by 
thefe  laft  for  cutting  and  carrying  wood.  We,  in  confequence, 
exhort  our  faithful  fubjeSs  of  the  faid  provinces  to  remain 
aflured  of  our  lading  and  efficacious  proteftiop,  and  to  wait  with

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confidence  for  the  return  of  that  ancient  order  of  things  fo  highljf

'THE  pireflor-general  of  the  conquered  countries  between  the 
^  Meufe  and  the  Rhine,  having  the  entire  adminiftration  of 
tliofe  countries,  could  not  fee,  without  the  greateft  furprife, 
die  order  of  the  royal  chamber  of  war  and  domains  of  Wefd, 
and  of  the  regency  of  Emmerick,  dated  the  29th  December 
j[0.  S.^  which  forbids  the  cutting  down  of  wood  fold,  under  the 
'   penalty  of  reflitution  and  reprifal. 

We  fliould  be  eflentially  wanting  In  the  difcharge  of  our  duties 
and  obedience,  if  we  fuffered  other  authorities  to  interfere  in  the 
adminiftrative  affairs  of  our  cantons,  without  having  previoully 
leceived  a  formal  order  from  our  fuperiors. 

You  have  feen  feveral  times  ordinances  emanating  from  thofe 
inthorities ;  you  have  feen  alfo  that  the  French  government  hat 
not,  on  that  account,  difcontinued  the  diredion  of  Prulfian  as 
well  as  of  other  countries — Do  not  doubt  that  they  will  ftill  con- 
tinue it ;  you  will,  perhaps,  be  convinced  of  it,  when  you  (hall 
pay  attention  to  the  manner  in  which  xhp  ordinances  have  been 
communicated. 

We  appeal  to  the  members  of  thofe  chambers,  if  a  foreign 
'  authority  were  to  intimate  orders  to  them,  would  not  they  fay, 
with  reafon,  ''  we  have  a  fovereign,  it  is  only  to  him  that  wc 
owe  obedience  ;**  and  would  not  they  continue  their  functions 
without  paying  any  attention  to  the  order  ?  We  are  therefore 
determined,  citizens,  to  maintain  with  firmnefs  all  the  opera- 
tions undertaken,  or  to  be  undertaken,  in  the  name  of  the 
government  which  we  reprefent,  and  to  punifti  exemplarily  all 
thofe  who  (hall  ihew  any  difobedience  in  any  manner  what- 
ever.

Subjlance  of  the  Reply  made  to  the  above  Note  by  the  Court  rf  VUmuu 

HIS  Imperial  Majefty,  as  fuprcme  head  of  the  empire,  cannot 
doubt  that  the  ftates  are  obliged  to  concur  in  a  war,  rendered 
ncccflary  from  the  prefTure  of  circumftanc^s,  jfnd  formally  d6- 
dared,  with  all  their  force^  for  the  common  defence.  This  obli- 
gation is  derived  from  the  principle  of  individual  and  general 
fccurity,  which  is  the  moft  facred  and  the  moft  eflential  b^fijS  iA  " 
every  conftitution.  It  is  in  a  particular  manner  blended  with  th* 
fubftancc  of  the  Germanic  conftitution,  and  is  recognised  bf 
feveral-of  its  laws  in  the  moft  pofitlve  terms. 

Such  is  the  refull  diftatcd  by   the  fpirit  of  our  conftrftTfldtf^ 
"which   fubjeds  all  the  /efpeftive  ftates,   and  all  the  meaHS  ot 
defence,  to  the  general  controul  of  the  fovereign  power  of  the 
Germanic  empire.     Such  is  the  refult  of  the  oath  ot  fealty,  which 
the  eleftor^,    princes,    and  ftates  of   the   empire,    in   drd^  f6^- 
flrengthen  the  focial  bond,  take  in  their  capacity  of  vaffals,  by — 
•which  they  fwear  aftively  to  concur  in  every  ftep  which  can  tetidjH 
to  the  hononr,  to  the  advantage,  and  to  the  profperity  of  his  Ii 
perial  Majefty  and  of  the  empire,  and   which,  by  confequenctfj 
impofes  upon  them  an  obligation  to  fecond,  with  all  their  might 
the  meafures  adopted  by  the  chief  and  the  ftaties  of  the  ern[ 
to  avert  the  danger  which  threatens  them  vvith  total  deftruQion. 

His  Imperial  Majefty  fees  with  pain  that  the  appearances  of  th< 
tvar  by  no  means  anfwer  the  expeftation  w^hich  he  had  been  1< 
*to  entertain ;  but  in  confidering  the   fundamental   laws  of  6vei 
well  organized  conftitution,  and  the  principles  recognized  in  tht 
moft  pofitive  terms  in  the  laws  of  the  empire,  full  of  anxiety  fc 
th6  good  of  the  country,  his  Majefty  cannot  refrain  from  rtiani-^ 
fefting  a  defire  that  the  corps,    affcmbled   at  a  crifis   the  mol 
alarming  and  the  moft  dangerous,  may  be  employed  rather  ii 
aiding  a  moft  juft  defence,  by  oppofing  the  common  enemy,  thai 
in  flopping  an  invafion  ftill  at  a  diftance,  and  of  which  we  apprc-  ^ 
iend  only  the  poffibility.

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Thcfc  meafurcs  of  fecurity,  confidered  in  thcmfclvci,  do  not 
appear  to  be  contrary  to  the  bafis  and  the  fpirit  of  the  conftitu- 
tion,  provided  that  the  arrangements,  for  the  fafety  and  the  par* 
ticular  defence  of  the  north  of  Germany^  are  not  founded  upon 
illegal  fuppofitions^  and  provided  they  are  not  employed  to 
fiuidion  the  unconftitutional  prerext  of  freeing  them  from  the 
obligations  binding  upon  them  by  the  regifter  of  the  refolutions 
of  the  empire,  decreed  for  the  purpofe  of  the  general  fecurity  of 
Germany. 

If  his  Imperial  Majefty  on  the  prefcnt  occafion  were  to  grant 
Id  this  meafureof  fecurity,  as  it  is  termed  in  the  circular  letter  of 
the  Pruflian  minifter,  in  the  letters  of  convocation,  and  in  the

T>Y  this  public  inftniment  of  proteft,  be  it*  made  known  afirf 
■'^  manifcll,  that  on  this  day,  the  nth  of  June,  in  the  year  cl 
€wr  Lord  1796,  before  me,  Clement  Biddle,  notary  public '^of 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania,  duly  commiflioned  and  bj 
law  aiithorifed  to  adminifter  oaths,  dwelling  in  the  city  of  Phi- 
ladelphia, perfbnally  came  and  appeared  Captain  G.  Dommickt 
commander  of  the  (hip  Mount  Vernon,  of  Philadelphia,  of  the 
burden  of  425  tons,  or  thereabouts,  and  being  duly  fworn  ac- 
cording to  law,,  on  his  folemn  oath  depofes  and  fays,  that  the 
faid  fhtp,  under  his  command,  left  the  city  of  Philadelphia  qr 
the  2d  day  of  this  prefent  month,  bound  to  Cbwes  in  Great 
Britain,:  and  a  market ;  that  on  the  4th  day  of  this  fame  monfh^ 
jhe  appearer  got  under  weigh  with  his  (hip  at  Newcaftlc,  anjl 
proceeded  on.  his  voyage  down  the  river  and  bay  of  Delawar^, 
and  on  the  9th  inftant,  about  fix  o*^clock  in  the  morning,  he"  dtf- 
charged  his  pilot^^  and  in  about  two  hours  after,  with  alight 
wiiid  from   the  fouth-fouth-eaft,    Cape  Helopen  bearing  weft, 
tflftance  about  fix  leagues,  and  the  light-houfe  then  in  fight^ 
about  eight  o*cIoek  in  the  morning,  they  difcovered  a  fchooner^ 
about  *oiie  league  a-head,  and  to  windward,  which  bore  dowiu 
on  them,  and  fired  ^a  gun,  and  ordered  the   (hip  to  fend  Ihcir^ 
boat  on  board  the  fchooner,  which  this  appearer  immediately 
eomplred  with,  fuppoting  there  was  nothing  wanting  but  to  fee 
hh-  papers,  which  he  knew  to  be  perfedliy  clear;  andfuppofing  he 
had  nothing  to  apprehend  from  the  fchooner,  therefore  fent  his 
iecond  officer  and  four  hands  in  his  boat  on  board  her,  to  know 
their  demands,  but  they  detained  his  officer  and  the  boat's  crew^ 
and  fent  the  boat  back  to  the  (hip  with  fourteen  armed  men^ 
with  orders  to  take  him  on  board  the  fchooner,  with  the  (hip's 
papers ;  they  declared  that  the  (hip  was  loaded  with  naval  ftores^ 
^A  this  appearer  knowing  that  their  fufpicions  were  groundlefs, 
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tftid  confident  that  he  could  convince  thiem  of  their  error^  went 
on  board  the  fchooner  with  the  (hip's  papers^  bot  as  foon  as  he 
got  on  board  the  fchooner,  which  proved  to  be  the  Flying  Fi(li> 
a  French  republican  privateer,  which  had  a  few  days  befort 
(ailed  from  Philadelphia,  the  maker's  name  not  made  known  to 
this  appearer,  but  a  perfon  on  board,  who  declared  himfelf  tb 
be  owner,  was  named  Paris,  and  gave  his  addrefs  to  this  appearer> 
as  refiding  at  No.  399,  in  Front-ftreet  North,  in  this  city  of 
Philadelphia ;  they  took  his  papers,  which  they  kept,  and  w  ithout 
exanrining  them,  declared  the  ftiip  to  be  a  ^ood  prize  :  that  this 
appearer  expoltulated  v\ith  them  on  the  impropriety  of  fuch 
conduct  towards  American  (hips  and  the.  property  of  their  citi- 
xens,  but  all  the  anfwer  he  could  obtain  in  return  was,  that 
they  had  good  information  from  feveral  refpodable  houfes  in 
Philadelphia,  one  in  particular;-  which  they  faid  was  one  of  thfc 
tirft  American  h'oufes  there,  that  the  ihip  had  naval  (lores  on 
board,  and  they  would  not  at  firft  be  convinced  of  the  contrary  ; 
at  length  he  prevailed  on  them  to  examine  iiis  manifefl,  port 
clearance,  and  regifler,  and  they  finding  no  fuch  naval  (lores  on 
Jloard,  they  did  not  then  fcem  to  doubt  but  that  (he  was  loaded, 
as  (he  afiually  was,  with  the  articles  mentioned  in  her  manifed, 
ivbich  are  coffee,  rum,  fugar,  ftaves,  fuftic,  and  logwood ;  the 
only  plea  they  then  made  was,  that  fince  our  treaty  with  Great 
Britain  they  had  orders,  and  were  determined,  to  take  every 
Aiperictn  veflTcl  bound  to  or  from  any  Englilh  port,  even  on

he  had  infortnation  of,  and  thofe  which  had  already  failed  he 
was  determined  to  take ;  their  names  were  as  follow — the  faid 
(hip  Mount  Vernon,  the  Atlantic,  the  William  Penn,  the  Phila- 
delphia, the  Dominick  Terry  (the  lait  with  flour  for  Jamaica), 
and  fome others,  which  he  would  not  mention;  that  having  forced 
Ihc  whole  of  the  paflTengers  and  crew  (except  the  Spani(h  feaman 
and  French  cook)  out  of  the  (hip,  without  even  fuffering  them 
to  take  all  their  baggage,  and  having  taken  full  pofre(fion  of  the 
fiiip  iand  cargo,  the  privateer  (lood  into  Cape  Uenlopen  Road, 
and  Tent  fhem  all  on  board  a  pilot  boat ;  and  this  appearer  arrived 
at  this  port  of  Philadelphia  about  noon  this  day,  and  now  defires 
to  proteft,  requiring  an  aft  of  me  the  faid  notary,  to  avail  him 
when  and  where  needful  and  neceiTary,  referving  to  himfelf*  to 
extend  this  proteft  more  amply,  and  to  fupport  the  fame  by  his 
Voters  and  crew,  on  their  oaths,  as  may  be  reqiiifitc,

Friends  and  Fellow  Citizens, 

^V*HE  period  for  a  new  eleflion  of  a  citizen  to  adminifter  the 
executive  government  of  the   United  Stales  being  not  far 
^ftant,  and  the  time  adually  arrived  when  your  thoughts   muft 
^^  employed  in  defignating  the  perfon  who  is  to  be  clothed  with 
^^liat  important  truft,  it  appears  to  me  proper,  efpecially  as  it  may 
^^onduce  to  a  more  diftindl  expreflion  of  the  public  voice,  that  I 
^(Mild  now  apprife  you  of  the  refolntion  1  have  formed  to  de- 
cline being  confidered  among  the  number  of  thofe  Out  of  whom 
^  choice  is  to  be  made. 

I  beg  you,  at  the  fame  time,  to  do  me  the  juftice  to  be  aflfured, 
that  this  refolution  has  not  been  taken  without  a  Rxi&,  regard  to 
flU  the  conflderations  appertaining  to  the  relation  which  binds  a 
Mful  citizen  to  his  country,  and  that,  in  withdrawing  the  tender 
<tf  iervice,  which  filence  in  my  fituation  might  imply,  I  am 
^uenced  by  no  diminution  of  zeal  for  your  futij^^  intereft  ;  no 
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deficiency  •£  gntehil  rtfp^St  for  your  paft  kindnofs ;  butaco  ftip- 
ported  by  a  full  conviftion  that  the  (Icp  is  compatible  with  both. 

The  acceptance  of,  and  continnance  hitherto  in  the  office  to 
ivhich  your  fufFrages  have  twice  called  me,  have  becix  a  unifonn 
facrifice  of  inclination  to  the  cpiniou  of  duty,  and  to  a  deference  ^ 
for  what  appeared  to  be  your  deli  re.  I  conftantly  hoped  that  it 
would  have  been  much  earJier  in  my  power,  confidently  with 
motives  which  I  was  not  at  liberty  to  difregard,  to  return  to  that 
irctirement  from  which  I  had  been  reludantly  drawn.  The 
ilcength  of  my  inclination  to  do  this,  previous  to  the  laft  eledion^ 
had  even  led  to  the  preparation  of  an  addrefs  to  declare  it  to  you ; 
but  mature  refledlion  on  the  then  perplexed  and  critical  pofture  of 
our  affairs  with  foreign  nations,  and  the  unanimous  advice  of 
perfons  entitled  to  my  confidence,  impelled  me  to  abandon  the 
idea. 

I  rejoice  that  the  (late  of  your  concerns,  extcrp.al  as  well  a& 
iaternal,  no  longer  renders  the  purfuit  of  inclination  incompa- 
tible with  the  fcntiment  of  duty  or  propriety  ;  and  am  perfuaded^ 
whatever  partiality  may  be  retained  for  my  fervices,  that  in  the- 
'  prefcnt  circumftances  of  our  country,  you  will  not  difapprovi 
my  determination  to  retire. 

The  imprefljons  with  which  I  firft  undertook  the  arduoii! 
thifl  were  explained  on  the  proper  occafion.  In  the  difchargc 
ofthistruft  I  will  only  fay,  that  1  have,  with  good  intentions 
contributed  towards  the  organization  and  adminift ration  of  th< 
government,  the  befl  exertions  of  which  a  very  fallible  judgmei 
was  capable.  Not  unconfcious  in  the  outfet  of  the  inferiority 
my  qualifications,  experience  in  my  own  eyes,  perhaps  ftill  mor 
in  the  eyes  of  others,  has  ftrengihened  the  motives  to  diffidence 
myfelf ;  and  every  day  the  increafing  weight  of  years  admoni(h( 
me  more  and  more  that  the  fhade  of  retirement  is  as  neceffary  t- 
'me  as  it  will  be  welcome.  Satisfied  that  if  any  circumftan( 
•  have  given  peculiar  value  to  my  fcrvices,  they  were  temporary  , 
I  have  the  confolation  to  belie-vc,  that  while  choice  and  prudence"  e 
invite  me  to  quit  the  political  fcene,  patrrotifm  does  not  forbid  i^^"* 

In  looking  forward  to  the  moment,  which  is  intended  to  termi- 
nate the  career  of  my  public  life,  my  feelings  do  not  permit  nm^ 
to  fufpend  the  deep  acknowledgment  of  that  debt  of  gratitude 
which  I  owe  to  my  beloved  country,  for  the  many  honours  it  h»* 
conferred  upon  me :  ftill  more  for  the  (Icdfaft  confidence  witft 
which  it  has  fupported   me ;   and  for  the  opportunities  I  have- 
thence  enjoyed  of  manifefting  my  inviolable  attachment,,  by  fer- 
vices  faithful  andperfevering,  though  in  ufefulnefs  unequal  to  my 
zeal.     If  benefits  have  refulted  to  our  country  from  thefe  ferviceSi 
let  it  always  be  remembered  to  your  praife,  and  as  an  inftruAive 
example  in  our  annals,  that  under  circumftances  in  which  the 
paffions^  agitated  in  every  direAion,  were  liable  to  mifl^d>  amidft 
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appearances  romctimes  dubious,  viciiritncfes  of  fortune  ortcn  ilif*' 
couragingy  in  fituations  in  which  not  nntrfcjuciitly  wunt  of  fuccefs 
has  countenanced  the  fpirit  of  criiicifm,  the  conitancy  of  your 
foppoTt-  was  the  client ial  prop  of  the  clFoits,  and  a  guarantee  of; 
the  plans  by  which  they  were  ctfc^Ud.  Profoundly  penetrated- 
with  this  idea,  I  (hall  carry  it  with  me  to  my  grave,  as  a  ilrong 
ioeitement  to  uncealing  vows,  that  heaven  may  continue  to  you 
the  choiceft  tokens  of.  its  beneficence,  that  your  union  and  brotherly 
ifedion  may  be  perpetual ;  that  the  free  conlHtution,  which  is 
the  work  of  your  hands,  may  be  facrcdiy  maintained;  that  its 
ickniniAration  in  every  departnnent  may  be  Aamped  with  wifdom 
and  virtue;  that,  in  fine,  the  happincfs  of  the  people  of  thefe 
ftates,  under  the  aufpices  of  liberty,  may  be  made  complete^  by 
/a  careful  a  prefeivation  and  fo  prudent  a  ufe  of  this  bleifing,  as 
will  acquire  to  them  the  glory  of  recommending  to  the  applauff, 
tht  nScGtioUy  and  adoption  of  every  nation  which  is  ytt  a  (tranger 
M  it. 

Here,  perhaps,  I  ought  to  ftop.  But  folicitude  for  your  wcU 
fare,  which  cannot  end  but  with  my  life,  and  the  apprehenfion  of 
clanger,  natural  to  that  folicitude,  urge  mc,  on  an  occafion  like 
"^he  prefent,  to  offer  to  your  folemn  contemplation,  und  to  rccom-'- 
xnend  to  your  frequent  review,  fome  fentiments,  which  are  the 
.veAik-  of  much  reileflion,  of  no  inconfiderable  obfcrvation,  and 
'vrhich  appear  to  me  all  important  to  the  permanency  of  your 
JicKcijry'as  a  people.  Thefe  will  be  offered  to  you  with  the  more 
fiteedom,  as  you  can  only  fee  in  them  the  difmtcrclled  warnings 
wfz.  parting  friend,  who  can  poffibly  have  no  perfonal  motive  to 
hns  his  counfel.  Nor  can  1  forget,  as  an  encouragement  to  it, 
"your  indulgent  reception  of  my  fentiments  on  a  former  and  not 
diflimilar  occafion. 

Interwoven  as  is  the  love  of  liberty  with  every  ligament  of  your 
-heart,  no  recommendation  of  mine  is  neceifary  to  fortify  or  con- 
firm the  attachment. 

The  unity  of  government,  which  conftitutes  you  one  people,  is" 
alfo  now  dear  to  you.     It  is  jufily  fo  ;  for  it  is  a  main  pillar  in. 
the  edifice  of  your  real  independence,  the  fupport  of  your  tran- 
quillity at  home,  your  peace  abroad ;  of  your   faftty  ;  of  your' 
profperity  ;  of  that  very  liberty  which  you  fo  highly  prize.     But* 
as  it  is  eafy  to  forefee,  that  from  ditferent  caufes,   and  from  diffe* 
rent  quarters,  much  pains  will  be  taken,  many  artifices  employed^ 
to  weaken  in  your  mftids  the  convidion  of  this  truth  ;  as  this  lis* 
the- point  in  your  political  fortrefs  againft  which  the  batteries  of* 
internal  and  external  enemies  will  be  mod  conftantly  and  aflivcly^ 
(though  covertly  and  infidioufly)dire£ted,  It  is  of  infinite  moment' 
that  you  ifaould  properly  eftimate  the  immenfe  value  of  your 
national  union   to  your  colledtve  and  individual  happinefs ;  that 
jrOU'  Aould  cb^fli' » cordial,  habitual^  and  immoveable  attach-". 
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ment  to  rt»  aecuftotning  yourfelves  to  think  and  fpeak  of  it  as  of 
the  palladium  of  your  political  fafety  and  profperity;  watching 
for  its  prefervation  with  jealous  anxiety;  difcountenancing  what- 
ever  may  fuggeil  even  a  fufpicion  that  it  can  in  any  evont  be 
abandoned  (  and  indignantly  frowning  upon  the  (irft  dawning  of 
every  attempt  to  alienate  any  portion  of  our  country  from  the  reft^^ 
or  to  enfeeble  the  facred  ties  which  now.  link  together  its  various 
parts. 

For  this  you-have  every  inducement  of  fympathy  and  intercft. 
Citizens  by  birth  or  choice,  of  a  common  country,  that  country, 
has  a  right  to  concentrate  your  afFe£lions.     The  name  6f  Ameri- 
can,  which  belongs    to  you,    in  your  national  capacity,    mtift 
always  exalt  the  ju(t  pride  of  patriotifm  more  than  any  appella-, 
tion  derived  from  local  difcriminations.     With  flight  (hades  of, 
difference,  you  have  the  fame  religion,  manners,  habits,  and  poli- 
tical principles.     You    have    in   a   common   caufe  fought  and* 
triumphed  together  ;  the  independence  and  liberty  you  polTefs  aro 
the  work  pf  joint  councils  and  joint  efforts,  of  common  dangers^ 
fufferings,  and  fuccefles. 

But  thefe  confiderations,  however  powerfully  they  ^drefs 
themfelves  to  your  fenfibility,  are  greatly  outweighed  by  thofe 
which  apply  more  immediately  to  your  intereft.  Here  every  por- 
tion of  our  country  finds  the  moll  commanding  motives  for.care^ 
fully  guarding  and  preferving  the  union  of  the  whole. 
.  The  north,  in  an  unreftrained  intercourfe  with  the  fouth,  pro* 
tc£led  by  the  equal  laws  of  a  common  government,  finds,  In  the 
p/odu£tions  of  the  latter,  great  additional  refources  of  maritime 
and  commercial  enterprife,  and  precious  materials  of  manu* 
fadluring  indudry.  The  fouth,  in  the  fame  intercourfe^  benefit* 
ting  by  the  agency  of  the  north,  fees  its  agriculture  grow  and  its . 
commerce  expand;  turning  partly  into  its  own  channels  the  feamen 
of  the  north,  it  finds  its  particular  navigation  invigorated;  and 
while  it  contributes  in  different  ways,  to  nourifli  and  increafc  the 
general  mafs  of  the  national  navigation,  it  looks  forward  to  the 
piotedion  of  a  maritime  ftrength,  to  which  itfelf  is  unequally 
adapted.  The  eaft,  in  a  like  intercourfe  with  the  weft,  already 
finds,  and  in  the  progreflive  improvement  of  interior  communica- 
tion by  land  and  water,  will  more  and  more  find  a  valuable  vent 
for  the  commodities  which  it  brings  from  abroad,  or  manufadures 
at  home.  The  weft  derives  from  the  eaft  fupplies  requifite  to 
its  growth  and  comfort ;  and  what  is  perhaps  of  ftill  greater  con- 
fequencc,  it  muft  of  neceffity  owe  the  fecure  enjoyment  of  indif- 
penfable  outlets  for  its  own  produdions  to  the  weight,  influence^ 
and  the  future  maritime  ftrength  of  the  Atlantic  fide  of  the  uniong 
diredled  by  an  indiflfoluble  community  of  intereft  as  one  nat,on» 
Any  other  tenure  by  which  the  weft  can  hold  this  eflfential  ad- 
tmit^ge,  whether  derived  from  its  ovvn  feparate  ftrength^  or  from 
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HI  apoftate  and  unnatural  connexion  with  any  foreign  power^ 

iDiift  be  intrinfically  precarious. 
While  then  every  part  of  our  country  thus  feels  an  immediate 

ind  particular  intereft  in  union,  all  the  parts  combined  cannot 

fail  to  find,  in  the  united  mafs  of  means  and  efforts,  greater 
trength,  greater  resource,  proportionably  greater  fcrcurity  from 
external  danger,  a  lefs  frequent  interruption  of  their  peace  by 
foreign  nations,  and,  what  is  of  ineftimable  value !  they  muft 
derive  from  union  an  exemption  from  thofe  broils  and  wars 
ketween  thcmfelves,  which  fo  frequently  affliA  neighbouring 
countries,  not  tied  together  by  the  fame  government ;  which  their 
own  rivalfliips  alone  would  be  fufiicient  to  produce,  but  which 
oppofite  foreign  alliances,  attachments  and  intrigues,  would  fti- 
mulate  and  imbitter.  Hence,  likewife^  they  will  avoid  the 
seceffity  of  thofe  overgrown  efiablilhments,  which,  under  anjr 
form  of  government,  are  inaufpicious  to  liberty,  and  which  are 
to  be  regarded  as  particularly  holtile  to  republican  liberty ;  in 
this  fenfe  it  is  that  your  union  ought  to  be  confidered  as  a  main 
prop  of  your  liberty,  and  that  the  love  of  the  one  ought  to  endear 
to  you  the  prefervation  of  the  other. 

Thefe  confiderations  fpeak  a  perfuafive  language  to  every  re- 
8eAing  and  virtuous  mind,  and  exhibits  the  continuance  of  the 
union  as  a  primary  obje£l  of  patriotic  defire*  Is  there  a  doubt 
whether  a  common  government  can  embrace  fo  large  a  fpherel 
I^  experience  fulve  it.  To  liften  to  mere  fpeculations  in  fuch  a 
afe  were  criminal.  We  are  authorifed  to  hope  that  a  proper 
mganization  of  the  whole,  with  the  auxiliary  agency  of  govern- 
ments for  the  refpe£live  fubdivi lions,  will  afford  a  happy  iflTue 
to  the  experiment,  'lis  well  worth  a  fair  and  full  experiment* 
With  fuch  powerful  and  obvious  motives  to  union,  affedling  all 
parts  of  our  country,  while  experience  ihall  not  have  demon- 
ilrated  its  impracticability,  there  will  always  be  reafon  to  diftruft 
the  patriotifm  of  thofe,  who  in  any  quarter  may  endeavour  to 
weaken  its  bands. 

In  contemplating  the  caufes  which  may  difturb  our  union,  it 
occurs  as  matter  of  ferious  concern,  that  any  ground  fhould  have 
ken  furniihed  for  charadlerifmg  parties  by  geographical  difcrimi« 
nations,  northern  and  fouthern,  Atlantic  and  weftern;  whence 
^kflgning  men  may  endeavour  to  excite  a  belief  that  there  is  a  real 
ASerence  of  local  interefts  and  views.  One  of  the  expedients  X)f 
party  to  acquire  influence,  w^ithin  particular  dl(lri£ts,  is  to  mifre- 

Srefent  the  opinions  and  aims  of  other  di(lri£ts.  You  cannol 
lield  yourfelves  too  much  againft  the  jealoufies  and  heart- 
humings  which  fpring  from  thefe  mifreprcfentations :  they  tend 
to  render  alien  to  each  other  thofe  who  ought  to  be  bound 
together  by  fraternal  aflFeftiofi.  The  inhabitants  of  our  weftern 
M^try  have  lately  had  aa  ufcfi4  kflfoa  oa  this  head  \  they  hav« 
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fecn,  in  ilie  negotiatioti  by  the  executive,  and  lili  the  Qnanifno« 
r;:tification  by  the  fenate  of  the  treaty  ^ith  Spain^  and  in  the 
iiiiiverfal  fatisfaflioii  at  the  event  throughout  4he  United  States,  a 
<lecinve  proof  how  unfounded  were  the  fufpicions  propagated 
among  them  of  a  policy  in  the  general  government^  and  in  the 
Atlantic  dates,  .unfriendly  to  their  interefts  in  regard  to  tht 
Mirtiflippi:  they  have  been  witneffes  to  the  formation  of  tir9 
treaties,  that  with  Great  Britain,  and  that  with  Spain,  which 
fecure  to  them  every  thing  they  could  defire,  in  relpeA  to  oiir 
foreign  relations,  towards  confirming  their  profperity.  Will  it 
not  be  their  wifdom  to  rely  for  the  prefervation  of  thefe  advantages 
on  the  union  by  which  they  were  procured  ?  Will  they  not 
henceforth  be  deaf  to  thofe  advifers,  if  fuch  there  are,  who  wouU 
fever  them  from  their  brethren,  and  connedl  with  aliens  i 

To  the  efficacy  and  permanency  of  your  union,  a  government 
for  the  whole  is  indifpenftble.     No  alliances,    however  ftrift, 
between  the  parties,  can  be   an  adequate  fubftitute ;  they  mud 
inevitably  experience  the  infraftions  and  interruptions  which  aH 
alliances  in  all   times  have  experienced.     Senfible  of  this  mo- 
mentous truth  you  have  improved  uppn  your  firft  elFay,  by  the 
adoption  of  a  conitituiion  of  government  better  calculated  thaa 
your  former   for    an   intimate  union,   and    for    the    efficacioris 
management  of  your  common  concerns.     This  government,  the 
offspring  6f  our  own  choice,  uninSucnced  and  unawed,  adopted 
upon  full  inveftigation  and  mature  deliberation,  completely  free 
in  its  principles,  in  the  diftribution  of  its  powers,  uniting  fecnrity 
with  energy,  and  containing  within  itfclf  a  provifion  for  its  own 
amendment,  has  juft  claim  to  your  confidence  and   your  fupport. 
Refpcft  for  its  authority,  compliance  with  its  laws,  acquiefcence 
in  its  measures,  are  duties  enjoined  by  the  fundamental  maxims df 
true  liberty.     The  b:«{is  of  our  political  fyflems  is  the  right  of  the 
peop.e  to  make  and   to  alter  their  conftitutions  of  government; 
but  the  conliiuiiion,  v/hich  at  any  timcexifls,  until  changed  by  an 
explicit  antl  autlicnlic  acl  of  the  whole  people,  is  facredly  oWi- 
gatof  y  upon  all.     The  very  idea  of  the  power  and  the  right  of  the 
people   to  eftabliili  go\ernment,  prefuppofes   the  duty  of  every 
individual  to  obey  the  eftablilhed  government. 

All  obftrticlions  to  the  execution  of  the  laws,  all  combinations 
and  alFociations,  under  whatever  plaufible  character,  with  the 
real  defign  to  dire6^,  controul,  counteract,  or  awe  the  regular 
deliberation  and  a£lion  of  the  conltiluted  authorities,  are  deftruc^ 
tive  of  this  fundamental  principle,  and  of  fatal  tendency.  They 
ferve  to  organize  faction,  to  give  it  an  artificial  and  extraordinary 
force — to  put  in  the  place  of  the  delegated  will  of  the  nation  the 
will  of  a  party,  often  a  fmall  but  artful  and  enterprifing  minority 
of  the  commtiuity ;  and,  according  to  the  alternate  triumphs  rf 
didcrent  parties,   to  make  the  public  adminiflration  the  mirror 
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tf  the  ill-concerted  and  incongruous  projeSs  of  faftlon,  rather 
than  the  organ  of  confiftent  and  whoIcTome  plans,  digeded  by 
eommon  councils,  and  modified  by  mutual  interefls. 

However  combinations  or  aflbciations  of  the  above  defcription 
may,  now  and  then,  anfwer  popular  ends,  they  arc  likely,  in  the 
courfe  of  time  and  things,  to  become  potent  engines,  by  which 
eunning,  ambitious,  and  unprincipled  men  will  be  enabled  to 
fiibvert  the  power  of  the  people,  and  to  ufurp  for  themfelvcs  the 
veins  of  government;  dcftroying  afterwards  the  very  enemies 
which  have  lifted  them  to  unjuft  dominion. 

Towards  the  prefervation  of  your  government,  and  the  perma- 
nency of  your  prefent  happy  ftate,  it  is  rcquifite,  not  only  that 
you  fteadily  difcountenance  irregular  oppofitions  to  its  acknow- 
ledged authority,  but  alfo,  that  you  rcli(i  with  care  the  fpirit  of 
innovation  upon  its  principles,  however  fpecious  the  pretexts. 
One  method  of  aflault  may  be  to  efFed,  in  the  forms  of  the  con- 
iHtution,  alterations  which  will  impair  the  energy  of  the  fyftem, 
and  thus  to  undermine  what  cannot  be  diredlly  overthrown.  ■  In 
all  the  changes  to  which  you  may  be  invited,  remember  that  time 
and  habit  are  at  lead  as  neceiTary  to  fix  the  true  charade r  of  govern- 
ments as  of  other  human  in(litutions^*that  experience  is  the  fured 
ihuulard  by  which  to  teft  the  real  tendency  of  the  exifting  confti- 
tiition  of  a  country — that  facility  in  changes,  upon  the  credit  of 
mere  hypothefis  and  opinion,  expofes  to  perpetual  change,  from 
the  endlefs  variety  of  hypothefis  and  opinion  ;  and  remember, 
efpecially,  that  for  the  efficient  management  of  your  common 
interefts,  in  a  country  fo  extenfive  as  our's,  a  government  of  as 
much  vigour  as  is  confident  with  the  pcrfed  fecurity  of  liberty 
is  indifpenfable.  Liberty  itfelf  will  find  in  fuch  a  government, 
with  powers  properly  diftributed  and  adjuflcd,  its  furcll  guardian. 
It  is,  indeed,  little  elfe  than  a  name,  where  the  government  is 
too  feeble  to  withdand  the  enterprizes  of  fa6tion,,to  confine  each 
member  of  the  fociety  within  the  limits  prefcribcd  by  tlic  laws, 
and  to  maintain  all  in  the  fecure  and  tranquil  enjoyment  of  the 
lights  of  perfons  and  property. 

I  have  already  intimated  to  you  the  danger  of  parties  in  tjic 
ftate,  with  the  particular  reference  to  the  founding  of  thcym  on 
geographical  difcriminations.  Let  me  now  take  a  more  comprc- 
hcnfive  view,  and  warn  you  in  the  mod  folcmn  manner  aj^ainll 
the  baneful  eiFeds  of  the  fpirit  of  party  generally. 

This  fpirit,  unfortunately,  is  infcparablc  from  oi:r  nature, 
having  its  roots  in  the  dronged  paifions  of  the  human  mind.  It 
exifts  under  different  fhapes  in  all  p;ovcrninents,  more  or  Icfs 
ftifled,  cqntrouled,  or  oppreifed;  but  in  thofe  of  th.*  popular  form 
h  is.fcen  in  its  greatcd  rankncfs,  and  it  is  truly  their  word 
fnemy. 
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The  alternate  dominion  of  one  faction  over  another,  (harpenei 
bv  the  fpirit  of  revenge  natural  to  party  diifention,  which  ih^ 
c'ifFerent  ages  and  countries  has  perpetrated  the  moll  horrid  cnor^ 
mities,  is  itfclf  a  moft.  horrid  dcfpotifm.  But  this  leads  at  iengt}\ 
to  a  more  formal  and  permanent  defpotifm.  The  diforders  aiwi 
miferies  which  refult,  gradually  incline  the  minds  of  men  to  fecfc 
fecurity  and  repofe  in  the  abfolute  power  of  an  individual;  and^ 
fooner  or  later,  the  chief  of  fome  prevailing  faftion,  more  able  or 
more  fortunate  than  his  competitors,  turns  this  difpofition  to  the, 
purpofcs  of  his  own  elevation,  on  the  ruins  of  public  liberty: 

Without  looking  forward  to  an  extremity  of  this  kind  (which 
neverthelefs  ought  not  to  be  entirely  out  of  fight)  the  common  amt 
continued  mifchiefs  of  the  fpirit  of  party  are  fufficieht  to  make  it 
the  intereft  and  duty  of  a  wife  people  to  difcourage  and  re- 
firkin  it,   ■ 

It  fcrves  always  to  diftraS'the  public  councils  and  enfeeble  the 
public  adminiftration.  It  agitates  the  community  with  ill  founded 
jealoufies  and  falfe  alarms;  kindles  the  animofity  of  one  pairt 
againft  another,  foments  occafionally  riot  and  infurreftion.  It 
opens  the  door  to  foreign  influence  and  corruption,  which  find  a 
facilitated  accefs  to  the  government  itfelf  through  the  channels  of 
party  paffions.  Thus  the  policy  and  the  will  of  one  country  arci 
lubjeded  to  the  policy  and  will  of  another.  #* 

There  is  an  opinion  that  parties  in  free  countries  are  ulefol 
checks  upon  the  adminiftration  of  the  governmeilt,  and  ferve  to 
keep  alive  the  fpirit  of  liberty.  This  within  certain  limits  is 
probably  true  ;  and  in  governments  of  a  monarchical  cafl,  patrto- 
tifm  may  look  with  indulgence,  if  not  with  favour,  upon  the  ipirit 
of  party.  But  in  thofe  of  the  popular  charafter,  in  governmehts 
purely  elective,  it  is  a  fpirit  not  to  be  encouraged.  From  their 
natural  tendency,  it  is  certain  there  will  always  be  enough  of  that 
fpirit  for  every  fahitary  purpofe.  And  there  being  conflant  dangef 
of  excefs,  the  effedt  ought  to  be,  by  force  of  public  opinion,  tc 
mitigate  and  aifuage  it.  A  fire  not  to  be  quenched  ;  it  demands  fl 
unifcr  n  vigilanc  e  to  prevent  its  burfting  into  a  flame,  lefl,  infteac 
of  warming,  it  Ihould  confume. 

It  is  important  Hkewife,  that  the  habits  of  thinking  in  a  frei 
country  fliould  infpire  caution  in  thofe  entrufled  with  its  admi. 
niftration,  to  confine  themfelves  within  their  refpeSive  conftita- 
tional  fpheres,  avoiding  in  the  exercife  of  the  .powers  of  on< 
department  to  encroach  upon  another.  The  fpirit'  of  encroach 
ment  tends  to  confolidate  the  powers  of  all  the  departn^ents  in  one 
and  thus  to  create,  whatever  the  form  of  government,  a  real 
defpotifm.  A  juft  eftimate  of  that  love  of  power,  and  pronenef^ 
to  abufe  it,  which  predominates  in  the  human  heart,  is  fuflBcient 
to  faiisfy  us  of  the  truth  of  this  pofition.     The  neceflity  of  rcci- 
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^rocal  checks  in  the  cxercifc  of  political  power,  by  dividing  and 
dillributing  it  into  different  depornorit«,,  and  conlhtuting  each  the 
£;uardian  of  the  public  weal  againft  invafions  by  the  others,  has 
been  evinced  by  experiments  ancient  and  modern  ;  fome  of  them 
in  our  country,  and  under  our  own  eyes.  'J"o  prcferve  them  mull 
be  as  neceffary  as  to  inllitute  them.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
•people,  the  dillribution  or  modification  of  the  conilitutional 
-powers  be  in  any  particular  wrong,  let  it  be  corrected  by  an 
Amendment  in  the  way  which  the  conftitution  defignatos.  But  let 
there  be  no  change  by  ufurpation;  for  though  this,  in  one 
ioilance,  may  be  the  inftrument  of  gofxi,  it  is  the  cuflomary 
weapon  by  which  free  governments  are  dellroycd.  The  precedent 
mull  always  greatly  over-balance  in  permanent  evil  any  partial 
or  tranfient  benefit  which  the  ufe  can  at  any  time  yield. 

Of  all  the  difpofitions  and  habits  which  lead  to  political  profpe- 
rity,  religion'  and  morality  are  indifpenfable  fupports.  In  vain 
would  that  man  claim  the  tribute  of  patriot! fm  who  ihould  labour 
tofubveit  thefe  great  pillars  of  human  happinefs,  thcfe  firmed 
props  of  the  duties  of  men  and  citizens.  The  mere  politician, 
equally  with  the  pious  man,  ought  to  n  f^  eft  and  to  cherifli  ihem. 
A  volume  could  not  trace  all  their  conncdlion  with  privat'^  and 
public  felicity.  Let  it  fimply  be  afked,  where  is  the  fecurity  for 
property,  for  reputation,  for  life,  if  the  fenfe  of  religious  obliga- 
tion defert  the  oaths,  which  are  the  inftruments  of  invcitigatlon  in 
-courts  of  juftice?  And  let  us  with  caution  indulge  the  fuppo- 
fition  that  morality  can  be  maintained  without  religion.  What 
ever  may  be  conceded  to  the  influence  of  refined  education  on 
minds  of  peculiar  Itrudlure,  reafon  and  experience  both  forbid  us 
to  expefl  that  national  morality  can  prevail  in  exclufion  of  reli- 
gious principle. 

It  is  fubltantially  true,,  that  virtue  or  morality 'is  a  neceffary 
fpring  of  popular  government.  The  rule  indeed  extends  with 
Inofe  or  lefs  force  to  every  fpecies  of  fice  government.  Who 
that  is  a  fmcere  friend  to  it  can  look  with  indifference  upon 
attempts  to  fliake  the  foundation  of  the  fabric  ? 

Promote,  then,  as  an  objedl  of  primary  importance,  inflitu- 
tions  for  the  general  difFufion  of  knowledge.  In  proportion  as  the' 
ftrufture  of  government  gives  force  to  public  opinion,  it  is  eflen- 
tial  that  public  opinion  fhould  be  enlightened. 

As  a  very  important  fource  of  ftrength  and  fecurity,  cherifh 
public  credit.  One  method -of  preferving  it  is  to  ufe  as  fparingly 
.aspoflible;  avoiding  occafions  of  expence  by  cultivating  peace, 
but  remembering  alfo  that  timely  difburfements  to  prepare  for 
danger,  frequently  prevent  much  greater  difburfcmenls  to  repel 
it;  avoiding  likewife  the  accunuilation  of  trebt,  not  only  by  fliun- 
ning  occafions  of  expence,  but  by  vigorous  exertions  in  time  of 
peace  to  difcharge  the  debts,  which  unavo\d'jLt\c  \sws  \?Cv:v>j  Wn^ 
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occafioned,  not  ungeneroufly  throwing  upon  pofterity  the  bartfaeft 
which  we  ourfelves  ought  to  bear.  The  executions  of  thefe 
maxims  belong  to  your  reprefentatives,  but  it  is  neceflary  that 
public  opinion  fhould  co-operate.  To  facilitate  to  them  the  pcr« 
fonnance  of  their  duty,  it  is  effential  that  you  fhould  pra£lically 
bear  in  mind,  that  towards  the  payment  of  debts  there  muft  be  a 
revenue  :  that  to  have  revenue  there  muft  be  taxes  ;  that  no  taxes 
can  be  devifed  which  are  not  more  or  lefs  inconvenient  and  un- 
pleafant;  that  the  intrinfic  embarraflment  infeparable  from  the 
ieleflion  of  the  proper  objefts  (which  is  always  a  choice  of  diffi- 
culties) ought  to  be  a  decifive  motive  for  a  candid  conftrudion  of 
the  condudl  of  the  government  in  making  it,  and  for  a  fpirit'of  • 
acquiefcence  in  the  meafures  for  obtaining  revenue,  which  the  ' 
public  exigencies  may  at  any  time  diSate. 

Obferve  good  faith  and  juftice  towards  all  nations,  cultivate 
peace  and  harmony  with  all ;  religion  and  morality  enjoin  this 
condu(S :  and  can  it.be  that  good  policy  does  not  equally  enjoiil  it  i 
It  will  be  worthy  of  a  free,  enlightened,  and,  at  no  great  diftant 
period,  a  great  nation,  to  give  to  mankind  the  magnanimous  and 
too  novel  example  of  a  people  always  guided  by  an  exalted  juftice 
and  benevolence.  Who  can  doubt  that  in  the  courfe  of  time  and 
things  the  fruits  of  fuch  a  plan  would  richly  repay  any  temporary 
advantages,  which  might  be  loft  by  a  fteady  adherence  to  it  ?  Can 
it  be  that  Providence  has  not  connefted  the  permanent  felicity^  of 
nation  with  its  virtues?  The  experiment,  at  leaft,  is  recom<» 
mended  by  every  fentiment  which  ennobles  human  nature.  Alas! 
is  it  rendered  impolfible  by  its  vices  ? 

In  the  execution  of  fuch  a  plan,  nothing  is  more  effential  than 
that  permanent,  inveterate  antipathies  againft  particular  nations, 
and  paffionate  attachments  for  others,  fhould  be  excluded;  and  that 
in  place  of  them,  juft  and  amicable  feelings  towards  all  (houldbe  ' 
cultivated.  The  nation  which  indulges  towards  another  an  habi- 
tual hatl-ed,  or  an  habitual  fondnefs,  is  in  fome  degree  a  flave.  It 
is  a  flave  to  its  animofity  or  to  its  affe6tion,  either  of  which  is 
fufficicnt  to  lead  it  aftray  from  its  duty  and  its  intereft.  Antipathy 
in  one  nation  againft  another  difpofes  each  more  readily  to  offer 
infult  and  injury,  to  lay  hold  of  flight  caufes  of  umbrage,  and  to 
be  haughty  and  intradlable^  when  accidental  or  trifling  occaflons 
of  difpute  occur.  Hence  frequent  collifions,  obftinate,  enve- 
nomed, and  bloody  contefts.  The  nation,  prompted  by  ill-will 
and  refcntment,  fomctimes  impels  to  war  the  government,  con- 
trary to  the  beft  calculations  of  policy.  The  government  fomc- 
times participates-in  the  national  propenfity,  and  adopts,  through 
paflion,  what  reafon  would  rejeft ;  at  other  times  it  makes  thf 
animofity  of  the  nation  fubfervient  to  projefts  of  hoftility,  inftl- 
rated  by  pride,  ambition,  and  other  finifter  and  pernicious  motives. 
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Yhe  peace  often,  fometimes,  perhapsi  the  liberty  of  nations  liaf 
been  the  vidim. 
So,  likewife,  a  paflionate  attachment  of  one  nation  for  another 

!)roduces  a  variety  of  evils.  Sympathy  for  the  favourite  nation, 
kcilitating  the  infufion  of  an  imaginary  common  intereft,  in 
cafes  where  no  real  common  intcreft  exiits,  and  infufmg  into  one 
the  enmities  of  the  other,  betrays  the  former  into  a  participation 
in  the  quarrels  and  wars  of  the  latter,  without  acli|uate  induce- 
ment or  juftification.  It  leads  alfo  to  conceflions  to  the  favourite 
ration,  of  privileges  denied  to  others,  which  is  apt  doubly  to  in- 
jure the  nation  making  the  conceflions ;  by  unnecefTarily  parting 
with  what  ought  to  have  been  retained  ;  and  by  exciting  jealoufy, 

•  ill-will,  and  a  difpofition  to  retaliate,  in  the  parties  frotn  whom 
equal   privileges  are  withheld :  and  it  gives  to  ambitious,  cor- 

!  nipted,  or  deluded  citizens,  (who  devote  themfelves  to  the  fa- 
l.  vourite  nation)  facility  to  betray,  or  facrifice  the  intcreUs  of  their 
j  own  country,  without  odium,  fometimes.even  with  popularity; 
gilding  with  the  appearances  of  a  virtuous  fen fe  of  obligation,  a 
I  commendable  deference  for  public  opinion,  or  a  laudable  zeal  for 
;.,  public  good,  the  bafe  or  foolilh  compliances  of  ambition^  corrup- 
[    tion,  or  infatuation. 

I        As  the  avenues  to  foreign  influence  are  in  innumerable  ways,  fucb 
I    attachments  are  particularly  alarming  to  the  truly  enlightened  and 

•  independent  patriot.     How  many  opportunities  do  they  afford  to 
'    tamper  with  domefiic  fadions,  to  pradilb  the  arts  of  fedudtion, 

to  miflead  public  opinion,  to  influence  or  awe  the  public  councils? 
Such  an  attachment  of  a  fmall  or  weak,  towards  a  great  or 
powerful  nation,  dooms  the  former  to  be  fatellitc  of  the  latter. 

Againft  the  infidious  wiles  of  foreign  influence  (1  conjure  you 

to  believe  me,  fellow  citizens)  the  jealoufy  of  a  free  people  ought  to 

ht  corifiantly  zv/zkt'^  fince  hiltory  and  experience  prove,  that  foreign 

[     influence  is  one  of  the  molt  baneful  foes  of  a  republican  govern- 

l     mcnt.     But  that  jealoufy  to  be  ufeful  muft  be  impartial ;  elfe  it 

;     becomes  the  inftrumcnt  of   the  very  influence    to  be  avoided, 

I     itkftead  of  a  defence  againl^  it.    Exceiiive  partiality  for  one  foreign 

nation,  and  exceflive  diflike  of  another,  caiife  thofe  whom  they 

aduate  to  fee  danger  only  on  one  lidc,  and  ferve  to  veil  and  even 

fccond  the  arts  of  influence  on  the  other.     Real  patriots,  who 

may  refift  the  intrigues  of  the  favourite,    arc  liable  to  become 

I     fufpedcd  and  odious;  while  its  tools  and  dupes  ufurp  the  applaufe 

and  confidence  of  the  people,  to  furrender  their  interefts. 

The  great  rule  of  condudl  for  us,  in  regard  to  foreign  nations, 
is  in  extending  our  commercial  relations,  to  have  with  them  as 
Httlc  political  connedlion  as  poflible.  So  far  as  we  have  already 
fcrmcd  engagements,  let  them  be  fulfilled  with  perfect  good 
faith.— Here  let  us  flop. 
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The  inducements  of  intereft  for  obferving  that  conduct  wilf" 
beft  be  referred  to  your  own  reflexions  and  experience.  With 
ine  a  predominant  motive  has  been  to  endeavour  to  gain  time 
to  our  country  to  fettle  and  mature  its  yet  recent  inftitutions,  and 
to  progrefs  without  interruption,  to  that  degree  of  ftrength  and 
confiftency,  which  is  necelfary  to  give  it,  humanly  fpeaking,  the 
command  of  its  own  fortunes. 

Though  in  reviewing  the  incidents  of  adminiftration  I  am 
wnconfcious  of  intentional  error,  I  am  neverthelefs  too  fenfible  of 
my  defeds  not  to  think  it  probable  that  I  may  have  committed 
many  errors.  .  Whatever  they  may  be,  I  fervently  bcfeech  the 
Almighty  to  avert  or  mitigate  the  evils  to  which  they  may  tend. 
I  (hall  alfo  carry  with  me  the  hope  that  my  country  will  nefcr  i 
ccafe  to  view  them  with  indulgence ;  and  that  after  forty-five '  j 
year$  of  my  life  dedicated  to  its  fervice,  with  an  upright  zeal| 
jthe  faults  of  incompetent  abilities  will  be  configned  to  oblivioni  as 
myfelf  muft  foon  be  to  the  manfions  of  reft. 

Relying  on  its  kindnefs  in  this  as  in  other  things,  and  afbateit 
by  that  fervent  love  towards  it,  which  is  fo  natural  to  a  man  who 
views  in  it  the  native  foil  of  himfelf  and  his  progenitors  for  fevend 
generations,  I  anticipate  with  pleafmg  expeftation  that  retreat, 
in  which  I  promife  myfelf  to  realize,  without  alloy,  the  fwcct 
enjoyment  of  partaking,  in  the  midft  of  my  fellow  citizens,  tta 
benign  influence  of  good  laws,  under  a  free  government,  the  ever 
favourite  obje£l  of  my  heart,  and  the  happy  reward,  as  I  truft,  of 
Quv  mutual  cares,  labourS|  and  dangers,

The  fentiments  which  the  American  government  hare  mani- 

fefted  to  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary,  do  not  permit 

him  to  doubt,  that  they  will  fee  in  its  true  light  this  meafure,  as 

far  as  it  may  concern  the  United  States ;  and  that  they  will  alio 

fceJ,  that  it  is  didated  by  imperious  circumftances,  and  approved 
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Great  firitain,  during  the  war  (lie  )ins  carried  on  againd  the 
Republic,  has  not  ceafed  iiflng  every  means  in  her  power  to  add 
to  that   fcourge  fcoiirges  flill  more  terrible.     She  has  ufed  the 
well-known  liberality  of  the  French  nation  to  the  detriment  of 
tiiat  nation.     Knowing  how  faithful  France  has  always  been  in 
the  pbfervance  of  her  treaties;  kno'.ving  that  it  was  a  piinciplc  of 
the  Republic  to  refpcd  the  flags  of  all  nations,  the  Hritilh  go- 
vernment, from  the  beginning  of  the  war,   has  caufed  neiitrsil 
reflels,  and  in  particular  American  velfols,  to  be  detained,  taki'n 
them  into  their  ports,  and  dragged  from  them  Frenchmen  ar.d 
French  property.     France,  bound  by  a  treaty  witli  the  United 
States,  could  find  only  a  real  difadvantage  in  the  articles  of  that 
treaty,  which  caufed  to  be  refpefted  as  American  property  Eng- 
f     lifli  property  found  on   board  American  velfcls.     They  had  a 
I     right,  under  this  confideration,  to  expcd  that  America  would 
lake  fteps  in  favour  of  her  violated  neutrality.     One  of  the  prc- 
deceflbrsof  the  underfigned,  in  July  1793,  applied  on  this  fubjeft 
to  the  government  of  the  United  States ;  but  he  was  not  fuccefs- 
ful.      Ncvcrthelefs   the   National    Convention,    who,    b}*   their 
decree  of  the  9th  of  May,  1793,  ^^^  ordered  the  fcizure  of  cnc- 
»y*8  property  on  board  neutral  veflels,  declaring,  at  the  fame  time, 
that  the  meafure  fliould  ccafe  when   the  Englilh  (hould  refpecl 
neutral  flags,  had  excepted,  on  the  23d  of  the  fiime  month,  the 
Americans  from  the  operation  of  this  general  order.     Ijut    the 
Convention   was  obliged  foon  to  repeal  the  law  wliicii  contained 
thiscxception  fo  favourable  to  Americans;  the  manner  in   which 
the  Engtilh  conduced  themfelves,   the  manifeft  intention  they 
had  to  ftop  the  exportation  of  provilions  from  America  to  France, 
rendered  it  unavoidable.  '♦ 

The  National  Convention  by  this  had  reflored  the  equilibrium 

of  neutrality  which  England  had  deftroyed  ;  had  difchargcd  th(»ir 

duty  in  a  manner  juftified  by  a  thoufand  paft  examples,  as  well  as 

hy  the  neceflity  of  the   then  exiting  moment.      They  ii^ighr,- 

therefore,  to  recall  the  orders  they  had  given  to  feize  the  enemy's 

property  on  board  American  velfels,  have  waited  till   the   Britilh 

p>vernment  had  firft  definitively  revoked  the  fame  order,  a  fufpen. 

fion  only  of  which  was  produced  by  the  embargo  laid  by  Congrei's 

the  26th  of  March,  1794.    But  as  foon  as  tliey  were  informed  that, 

under  orders  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  Mr,  Jay 

^as  direSed  to  remonftrate  againft  the  vexatious  meafurcs  of  the 

Englifh,  they  gave  orders,  by  the  law  of  the   13th   Nivofe,  3d 

year,  to  the  fhips  of  war  of  the  Republic  to  refpeft  American 

^eflels;  and  the  committee  of  Public  Safely,  in  their  explanatory. 

'"cfolve  of  the  14th  of  the  fame  month,  haftencd  to   fanftion  the 

ftmc  principles.     The  National  Convention   and   the  committre 

Of  Public  Safety  had  every  reafon  to  believe,  thai  this  open,  and 
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liberal  conduft  would  determine  the  United  States  to  ufc  every 
effort  to  put  a  Aop  to  the  vexations  impofed  upon  their  commeicei 
to  the  injury  of  the  French  Republic ;  they  were  deceived  in  this 
hope  ;  and  though  the  treaty  of  fricndfliip,  navigation,  and  com- 
merce, between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  had  been 
figned  fix.  weeks  before  France  adopted  the  meafure  I  have  juft 
fpoken  of,  the  Englifh  did  not  abandon  the  plan  they  had  formed| 
and  continued  to  "flop  and  carry  into  their  ports  all  Ameriaq 
velTels  bound  to  PVench  ports,  or  returning  from  them. 

This  condu£t  was  the  fubjedl  of  a  note  which  the  underfigncd 
addrefled  on  the    7th  Vendcmiaire,    4th  year  (29th  Septemhcf    ' 
1795,    O.  S.)    to  the  fecretary  of  ftate.      The  remonftranccs   • 
which  it  contained  were  founded  on  the  duties  of  neutrality,  upon    : 
the  principles  which  Mr,  Jefferfon  had  laid  down  in  his  letter  to 
Mr.  Pinckncy,  dated  the  I3tli  September,  1794. 

Yet  this  note  has  remained  without  an  anfwer,  though  recalled 
to  the  remembrance  of  the  fecretary  of  ftate  by  a  difpatch  of  the 
9th  Germinal,  4th  year  (29th  March  1796,  O.  S.)  ;  and  Ame- 
rican veifcls  bound  to  French  ports,  or  returning  from  thefli, 
have  ftill  been  feized  by  the  Englifli.  Indeed  more;  they  haw- 
added  a  new  vexation  to  thofe  they  had  already  impofed  upon 
Americans  ;  they  have  impreffed  feamen  from  on  board  American 
vcflels,  and  have  thus  found  the  means  of  ftrengthening  their 
crews  at  the  ex  pence  of  the  Americans,  without  the -government 
of  the  United  States  having  made  known  to  the  underfigned  the 
fteps  they  had  taken  to  obtain  fatisfadlion  for  this  violation  of  ncu*  . 
trality,  fo  hurtful  to  the  interefts  of  France,  as  the  underfigncd 
hath  fet  forth  in  his  difpatches  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the  9th 
Germinal,  4th  «ear  (29th  March  1796,  O.  S,),  19th  Germinal 
(8th  April  1796),  and  ift  Floreal  (20th  April,  X796J,  which.havc 
remained  without  an  anfwer. 

The  French  government  then  finds  itfelf,  with  refpe£l  to  Amc* 
lica  at  the  prefent  time,  in  circumftances  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the 
year  1795;  and  if  it  fees  itfelf  obliged  to  abandon,  with  rcfpcft 
to  them,  and  neutral  powers  in  general,  the  favourable  line  of 
conduft  they  purfued,  and  to  adopt  different  meafures,  thebianw 
fhould  fall  upon  the  Britifti  government:  it  is  their  condu  ft  which 
the  French  government  has  been  obliged  to  follow. 

The  under fijjncd  miniftcr  plenipotentiary  conceives  it  his  duty 

to  remark  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  that  the  neutral  governincnts, 

or  the  allies  of  the  Republic,  have  nothing  to  fear  as  to  the  treat" 

ment  of  their  flag  by  the  French,  fmce  if,  keeping  within  the 

boundsof  their  neutrality,  they  caufe  the  rights  of  that  neutrality 

to  be  refpeded  by  the  Engliflh,  the  Republic  will   refpeS  them* 

But    if,    through   weaknefs,    partiality,    or   other  motives,   they 

^opld  fuifer  the  EngliiTi  to  fport  with  that  neutrality,  and  tvrn  it 

"  to 
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t>'tbci^  advantage,  could  they  then  complain,  when  FrancCi'to 
eftore  the  balance  of  neutrality  to  its  equilibrium,  ihall  a&,  in  tha 
une  manner  as  the  Englifli  r  No,  certainly  ;  for  the  neutrality 
Pa  nation .confifts  in  granting  to  belligerent  powers  the  fame  ad« 
intages  ;  and  that  neutrality  no  longer  exifls,  when,  in  the 
mrfe  of  the  war,  that  neutral  nation  grants  to  one  of  the  belli- 
:rent  powers  advantages  not  Aipulated  by  treaties  anterior  to  the 
afj  or  fufFers  that  power  to  feize  upon  them.  The  neutral 
»vernment  cannot  then  complain  if  the  other  belligerent  power 
ill  enjoy  advantages  which  its  enemy  enjoys,  or  if  it  feizes 
ion  them ;  otherwife  that  neutral  government  would  deviate, 
ith  refpedl  to  it,  from  the  line  of  neutrality,  and  would  become 
s  enemy* 

The  underfigned  miniftcr  plenipotentiary  thinks  it  ufelefs 
irther  to  develope  thefe  principles*  He  does  not  doubt  that  the 
icretary  of  (late  feels  all  their  force ;  and  that  the  government  of 
le  United  States  will  maintain  from  all  violation  a  neutrality 
fhich  France  has  always  refpcded,  and  will  always  refpe£t, 
rhcn  her  enemies  do  not  make  it  turn  to  her  detriment. 

The  underfigned  minifler  plenipotentiary  embraces  this  oppor^ 
irnity  of  reiterating  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  the  aflurance  of  his 
ilmn,  and  informs  him,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  will  caufo 
his  note  .to  be  printed,  in  order  to  make  ptiblicly  known  the 
sotiycs  which,  at  the  prefent  jun£lure,  influence  the  French 
lepublic.

Reply  of  the  Executive  Government  of  America  /^  Citizen  Adefi  Note^ 
inclojing  the  Decree  of  the  Dire^ory  refpe^ing  Neutral  Fejftls.

Sir, 

HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note^ 
of  the  ayth  ult.  covering  a  decree  of  the  Executive  Dircdorj" 
of  the  French  Republic,  concerning  the  commerce  of  neutr: 
nations. 

This  decree  makes  no  diftinftion  between  neutral  powers,  whc 


€an  claim  only  the  rights  fee n red  to  them  by  the  law  of  nations, 
and  others  between  whoin  and  the  French  Republic  treaties  have 
impofed  fpeclal  obligatioris.  Where  no  treaties  exift,  the  Re- 
public, by  fcfizing  and  confifdating  the  property  of  their  enemies  9 
found  on  board  neutral  vtifcls,  would  only  cxercife  an  ackhow  — - 
ledged  right  under  the  law  of  nations;  If,  towards  fuch  ncuti 
nations,  the  French  Republic  has  forborne  to  execute  this  right 
the  forbearance  has  been  perfeSly  gratuitous.  The  United  States 
by  virtue  of  their  treaty  of  commerce  with  France,  (land  on  dific 
rent  ground. 

In  the  year  1778,  France  voluntarily  entered  into  a  comme: 
cial  treaty  with  us,  on  principles  of  perfeft  reciprocity,  and  e: 
prefsly  Itipulating  that  free  Jhips  Jhould  make  free  goods*     That  is, 
France  fhould  be  at  war  with  any  nation  with  whom  the  Unit 
States  fiiould  be  at  peace,  the  goods  (except  contraband)  and 
perfons  of  her  enemies  (foldiers  in  adual  fervice  excepted)  fou 
on  b6ard  the  veifels  of  the  United  States,  were  to  be  free  from  cm.  J)- 
ture.     That  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  United  States  fliould  enga.  £t 
in  war  with  any  nation,  while   France  remained  at  peace,  tlE.«n 
^he  goods   (except  contraband)  and  the  perfons  of  our  eneia  5cs 
(foldiers   in  aftual   fervice    excepted)    found  on   board    Frerm  ch 
veflels,  were  alfo  to  be  free  from  capture.     This  is  plainly  ^^x- 
prefled  in  the  23d  article  of  that  treaty,  and  demonftrates  that  -^  he 
reciprocity  thereby  ftipulated  was  to  operate  at  different  perio^^^\ 
that  is,  at  one  time  in  favour  of  one  of  the  contrading  partm  «s, 
and  of  the  other  at  another  time.    At  the  prefent  time,  the  Uni  "^cd 
States  being  at  peace,  they  poflefs  by  the  treaty  the  right  of  car  :^'- 
ing  the  goods  of  the  enemies  of  France,  without  fubje3ing  th  ^^ 
to  capture.     But  what  do  the  fpirit  of  the  decree  of  the  Execut  i  *• 
Diredlory  and  the  current  of   your  obfervations  require? — T  *^^^ 
the  United  States  fliould  now  gratuitoufly  renounce  this  rig^^' 
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A  what  reafon  is  afligned  for  denying  to  us  the  enjoy nnent  of 
s  right?  Your  own  words  fiirniih  the  anfwer:  «•  France, 
md  by  treaty  to  the  United  States,  coM  find  only  a  real  dijad- 
^agi  in  the  articles  of  iliat  treaty,  which  caufed  to  be  rcfpe^ed, 
American  property,  Englifh  property  found  on  board  Ameri- 
I  veflels."  This  rcquiiition,  and  the  reafon  alligned  to  fupport 
alike  excite  furprize.  The  American  government.  Sir,  con- 
3US  of  the  purity  of  its  intentions,  of  its  impartial  obfcrvanc« 
the  laws  of  neutrality,  and  of  its  inviolable  regard  to  treaties, 
mot  for  a  moment  admit,  that  it  has  forfeited  the  right  to 
im  a  reciprocal  cbfcrvance  of  llipulations  on  the  part  of  the 
;nch  Republic,  whofe  friend Ihip  moreover  it  has  every  reafoA 
cultivate  with  the  moll  perfeft  fmcerity.  This  right,  formerly 
ringed  by  a  decree  of  the  National  Convention,  was  recog- 
'xA.  anew  by  the  repeal  of  that  decree.  Why  it  fliould  be 
lin  queAioned  we  are  at  a  lofs  to  dctertnine.  Wc  are  ignorant 
any  new  reftraints  on  our  commerce  by  the  Britifh  government  ; 
thie  contrary,  we  pofTefs  recent  official  information^  that  no  new 
(en  have  been  ijfued. 

The  captures  made  by  the  Britifh  of  American  veflcls,  having 
tnch  property  on  board,  are  warranted  by  the  law  of  nations, 
he  force  and  operation  of  this  law  was  contemplated  by  France 
d  the  United  States,  when  they  formed  their  treaty  of  commerce* 
dtheir  fpecial  ftipulation  en  thiifj^oint  was  meant  as  an  ex- 
ption  to  an  univerfal  rule  \  neither  dur  weaknefs  nor  our  flrength 
.vc  any  choice,  when  the  queftion  concerns  the  obfcrvancc  of  a 
lown  rule  of  the  law  of  nations. 

You  are  pleafed  to  remark,  that  the  con^uft  of  Great  Britain, 
capturing  veflels  bound  to  and  from  French  ports,  had  been  the 
hjcft  of  a  note,  which  on  the  29th  of  September,  1795,  was 
klreifed  to  the  fecrctary  of  ftate,  but  which  remained  without  an 
ifwer.  Very  fufficient  reafons  may  be  ailigned  for  the  omiflion* 
he  fubje£i,  in  all  its  afpecls,  had  been  oflicially  and  piiblicly 
(cuffed,  and  the  principles  and  ultimate  meafurcs  of  the  United 
ateSi  founded  on  their  indifputable  rights,  were  as  publicly 
ted.  But  if  the  fnbjedl  had  not,  by  the  previous  difcullions 
!cn  already  exhaufted,  can  it  be  a  matter  of  fiirprife  that  there 
ould  be  a  repugnance  to  anfwer  a  letter  containingfuch  inhnua- 
>ns  as  thefe  r 

"  It  muft  then  be  clear  to  every  man,  who  will  difcard  prc- 
dices,  love,  hatred,  and,  in  a  word,  all  the  palHor.s  which  lead 
e  judgment -aitray,  that  the  French  Republic  have  a  right  to 
4nplain,  if  the  American  government  futFcred  the  Knglilh  to 
terrupt  the  commercial  relations  wiiich  exift  between  her  and 
C  United  States  ;  if  by  a  perfidious  condejcaifion  it  permitted  \\\z 
ngliih  to  violate  a  right  which  it  ought,   for  its  own  honour  an  i 
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mterejiy  to  defend  ;  if,  under  the  cloak  of  neutrality,  it  pfefentett 
to  England  a  poniard  to  cut  the  throat  of  its  faithful  ally  ;  if,  irs 
fine,  partaking  in  the  tyrannical  and  homicidal  rage  of  Great  Britain^ 
it  concurred  to  plunge  xhc  people  of  France  into  the  horrors  tf famine  l*^~ 
For  the  fake  of  preferving  harmony,  filence  was.  preferred  to  ^ 
comment  upon  thefe  iniinuations. 

You  are  alfo  pleafed  to  refer,  to  your  letters  of  March  and  AprL  ' 
laft,  relative  to  impreffes  of  American  feamen  by  Britifh  ihipas 
and  complain  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  had  n 
made  known  to  you  the  fteps  they  had  taken  to  obtain  fatisfa£lia 
This,  Sir,  was  a  matter  which  concerned  only  that  governmen"^ 
As  an  independent  nation,  we  are  not  bound  to  render  an  accouzr^. 
to  any  other  of  the  meafuies  we  deemed  proper  for  the  protcdic^x 
of  our  own  citizens  ;  fo  long  as  there  was  not  the  flighteft  grour^« 
to  fufpe£l  that  the  government  ever  acquiefced  in  any  aggrellion  — . 

But  permit  me  to  recur  to  the  fubjeft  of  the  decree  of  the  Eil^ 
cutive  Direftory. 

As  before  obferved,  we  are  officially  informed  that  the  Briti  d 
government  have  iflued  no  new  orders  for  capturing  the  veflels    oi 
the  United  States^     We  are  alfo  officially  informed,  that  on  tFie 
appearance  of  the  notification  of  that  decree,  theminifter  of  tlie 
United   States  at   Parfs    applied   for  information,     **  Whether 
orders  were  ilTucd  for  the  feizure  of  neutral  veflels,  and  wasiiK 
formed,  that  no  fuch  order  ws  iffiied,  and  further,  that  no  ftich 
order  would  be  ifTued,  in  cafe  the  Britifh  did  not  feizcour  veflels." 
This  communication  from  the  minifter  of  the  United  States,  at 
P^ris,  to  their  minifter  at  London,  was  dated  the  28th  of  Auguft; 
but  the  decree  of  the  Diredtory  bears  date  the  14th  Meffidor> 
anfwering  to  the  2d  of  July,     Thefe  circumllances,  together  with 
fome  obfer  vat  ions  in  your  note,  leave  the  American  government . 
in  a  fl:ate  of  uncertainty  of  the  real  intentions  of  the  government 
in  France.     Allow  jnc  then  to  afk,  whether,  in  the  aftual  ftate 
of  things,  our  commerce  is  confidered  as  liable  to  fufFer  any  new 
reftridtions  on  the  part  of  the   French  Republic  ?  Whether  the 
reftraints  now  exercifcd  by  tlic  Britilh  government  are  confidered 
as  of  a  nature  to  jiiftiiV  a  denial  of  thofe  rights,   which  are 
pledged  to  us  by  our  treaty  with  your  nation  ?    Whether  orders 
have  been  adually  given  to  the  fliips  of  war  of  the  French  Re- 
public to  capture  the  veflels  of  the  United  States  ?    And  what,  if 
they  exifl:,  are  the  precife  terms  of  thofe  orders  ? 

The  queftions,  Sir,  you  will  fee,  are  highly  interefting  to  the 
United  States.  It  is  with  extreme  concern  that  the  government 
finds  itfelf  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of  afking  an  explanation  of  this, 
nature ;  and  if  it  (hall  be  informed  that  a  new  line  of  condufl  i$ 
to  be  adopted  towards  this  country,  on  the  ground  of  the  decree, 
referred  to,  its  furprife  will  eqi.jal  its  regret,  that  principles  Ihould 
now  be  qucftioned,  which,  alter  repeated  difcuflions,  both  here 
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md  in  France,  have  been  dcmonftrated  to  be  founded,  as  wc  con- 
ceive, in  the  obligations  of  impartial  nciilrality,  of  rtij)uLitions  b/ 
treaty,  and  of  the  law  of  nations.  1  hope,  Sir,  you  will  find  it 
^-onvenient,  by  an  early  anfwer,  to  remove  the  fufpenfe  in  which 
the  government  of  the  United  States  is  now  held  on  the  queftion 
^bove  dated. 

I  fhall  clofe  this  letter  by  one  remark  on  the  fmgularity  of  your 
-caofmg  the  publicatifti  of  your  note.  As  it  concerned  the  United 
States,  it  was  properly  adJrefled  to  its  government,  to  whicli 
alone  pertained  the  right  of  communicating  it  in  fuch  time  and 
inanner  as  it  (hould  think  fit  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States.

hpHE  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  the  French  Re- 
•^.   public  now  fulfils,  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the  United 
States,  a  painful  but  facred  duty.     He  claims,  in  the  name  of 
American  honour,  in  the  name  of  the  faith  of  treaties,  the  exe- 
cution of  that  contraS,  which  aifured  in  the  United  Slates  their 
cxiAence,  and  which  France  regarded  as  the  pledge  of  the  moft 
facred   union  between  two  people  the  freeft  upoi>  earth :    in  a 
vord,  he  announces  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  the  rcfolution  of  a 
government,  terrible  to  its  enemies,  but  g<;nerous  to  its  allies* 
*    It  would  have  been  pleafing  to  the  underfigned  minifter  pleni- 
potentiary to  have  only  to  exprefs,  on  the  prefent  occefion,  the 
attachment  which  his  government  bears  to  the  American  people, 
the  vows  which  it  forms  for  their  profperity,  for  their  happincfs. 
His  heart,  therefore,  is  grieved  at  the  circumftances  which  im- 
pofe  upon  him  a  different  talk.     With  regret  he  finds  himfelf 
compelled  to  fubftitute  the  tone  of  reproach  for  the  language  of 
friendihip.     With  regret  alfo  his  government  has  ordered  him  to 
take  that  tone,  but  that  very  friend fl^ip  has  rendered  it  indifpen- 
fible.    Its  obligations,  facred  to   men,  are  as  facred  to   govern- 
WWts;  and  if  a  friend,  offended  by  a  friend^  can  juftly  complain,

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When    Europe  rofe  up  againft   the    Republic  tt    its.  hir%hg  ^ 

menaced  it  with  all  the  horrors  of  war  and  famine;  when  oi 
every  fide  the  French  could  not  calculate  upon  any  but  enemies 
ihcir  thougiits  turned  towards  Aincrica :  a  fweet  feniimcnt  the 
mingled  iiielf  with  thofe  proud  fentiments  which  the  prefence 
danger,  and  the  defire  of  repelling  it,  produced  in  their  hearts  ^ 
In  America  they  faw  friends.    Thrtfe  who  went  to  brave  tempefts^ 
«nd  death  upon  the  ocean  forgot  all  dangers^ in  order  to  indul 
the  hope  of  V lilting  that  American  continent,  where,  for  the  fi 
lime,  the  I'rcnch  colours  had  been  difplayed  in  favour  of  libert 
Under  the  guarantee  of  the  law  of  nation**,  under  the  protefliit 
(hade  of  a  folemn  treaty,  they  expeii^lcd  to  find  in  the  ports  of  t 
Uniccd  States  an  afylnm  as  f^re  as  at  home:  they  thought,  if       J 
may   ufc    the  expreliion,  there  to  find   a  feccnd  country.     Tt-^g 
French  government  thought  as  they  did.     O  JK^pe,   worthy  of      ^ 
faithful  people,  how  hall  thou  been  deceived!     So  far  from  oiFfc  x, 
ing  to  the  French  the  fuccours  wl^.jch  frieiuKhip  might  have  giv  on 
•without   compromifing  it,    the  American    government,  in  ihiis 
xefpfc<9,  violaicd  the  letter  of  treaties. 

The  17th  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  of  177S 
ilates,  that  French  vcflTcls  of  war,  and  thofe  of  the  United  States,' 
a5»  well  as  thofe  whi^  (hall  have  been  armed  for  war,  by  indi, 
viduals  of  the  two  Ilates,  may  freely  condudt,  where  they  pleafe, 
the    piizes  they   ihall  have  made  upon  their  enemies,    without  * 
bt^ing  fiibje6l  to  any  Admiralty  or  oilier  duty;  without  the  faid 
▼eiftls,  on  entering  into  the  harhours  of  IVance,  or  of  the  United 
States,  being  li.iblc  to  be  arrefted  or  fcized,  or  the  officers  of  thofe 
places  tr.king  cognizance  of  the  validity  of  the  faid  prizes  ;  which 
may   depart  and  be  conduded  freely  and  in  full  liberty  to  the 
places  expreiTld  in  their  commiflions,  which  the  captains  of  the 
iaid  vcirtls  ihall   be  obliged  to  fliew  ;  and  'that,  on  the  contrary^ 
no  fhelter  or  refuge  ihall  he  given  to  thofe  who  (hall  have  mad© 
prizes  upon  the  French  or   An;cricans  ;  and  that,  if  theylhouM 
be  forced  by  ftrefs  of  weather  or  the  danger  of  the  fea  to  enter, 
they  (hall  be  made  to  depart  as  foon  as  poliihic. 

In  contempt  of  thefe  flipulalions,  the  French  privateers  hat 
been  ancftcd  in  the  United  Stales,  as  wtll  as  their  prizes;  tl 
tribunals  have   taken  cognizance  of  the  vnliditv  or  invalidity 
ihcfc  prizes.     It  v.ere  vain  to  fcek  to  juiHry  thofe   proceedir 
under  the  pretext  of  the  right  of  vindicating  the  compromi 
neutrality  of  the  United  States.     The  fads  about  to  be  (lated  ' 
prove  that  this  pretext  has  been  the  four.'^o  of  (hocking  pert 
tions  againft  the  French  privateers,  and  that   the  condu6l  of 
federal  government  has  been  but  a  ferics  of  violations  of  the 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1778. 

On  the  4th  of  Auguft,    1793,  a  circular  letter  of  the  fecj 
of  the  trcafurv  v/ai  fent  to  all  the  collectors  of  the  cuftom? 
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accompanied  regulations  adopted  by  the  prefidcnt^.  prohibiting  all 
armaments  in  favour  of  the  belligerent  powers.  Thefe  regula- 
tions immediately  acquired  the  force  of  law,  and  the  agents  of  th^ 
government  and  the  tribunals  concurred  in  their  execution.  They 
gave  them  a  retrofpe^live  efFe£l,  and  caufed  to  be  feized^  in  the 
ports  of  the  United  States,  the  armed  velfels  and  prizes  which 
had  come  in  prior  to  that  time.  But  even  before  thefe  regula- 
tions, adopted  by  the  prefident,  had  edabliihed  any  rule  whatever 
upon  the  prohibition  of  armaments,  the  tribunals  had  already,  by 
order  of  the  government,  afliimed  the  cognizance  of  prizes  made 
by  French  velTcls.  (No  i.)  One  of  the  predeceflbrs  of  the 
underfigned  proteftcd  againd  this,  but  in  vain.  The  tribunals 
fiill  continue  their  profecutions. 

On  the  3d  of  December,  1793,  the  prefident  aflced  of  Con- 
g^fs  a  law,  confirming  the  mcafurcs  contained  in  the  letter  from 
the  fecretary  of  the  treafury  above  mentioned  (No.  2.)  This 
law  was  palFed  the  5th  of  June,  1794.  What  was  its  refult  J 
In  confequence  of  this  law  the  greater  part  of  the  French  priva- 
teers have  been  arreded,  as  well  as  their  prizes,  not  upon  formal 
depoCtionSy  not  upon  eftabliflied  teAimnny,  not  upon  a  neceflary 
body  of  proofs,  but  upon  the  fimple  information  of  the  conful  of 
one  of  the  powers  at  war  with  the  French  Republic ;  frequently 
upon  that  of  failors  of  the  enemy  powers;  fometimes  according 
to  the  orders  of  governors,  but  often  upon  the  demand  of  the 
aS^Gt  attoniies,  who  aflert,  upon  principles  avowed  by  the  go- 
vernment (No,  3),  that  their  conviftion  was  fufficient  to  authorize 
Aem,  without  complaint  or  regular  information,  to  caufe  the 
privateers  to  be  profecutcd  in  virtue  of  the  law  above-mentioned, 
(K0.4). 

When  the  minifters  of  the  Republic  have  afked  juftice  of  the 
government  for  the  vexations  experienced  by  the  privateers,  ia 
Contempt  of  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty,  they  have  never  been 
^Ic  to  obtain  fatisfaiStion. 

Thus  when,  on  the  9th  Fruftidor,  third  year  (26th  Auguft, 
1794),  the  prcdeccflbr  of  the  underfigned  addrcflcd  a  complaint  to 
^hc  government  on  this  fubjeft,  the  fecretary  of  ftale  anfwered, 
On  the  3d  of  September,  17949  by  a  phrafe  indicative  of  delay. 

Thus  when  the  fame  minifter,  on  the  27th  Vendemiaire,  3d 

year  f  I7ih  Oi^ober,  I794}>  reminded  the  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the 

Qlcans  he  had  propofed  to  him  for  putting  an  end  to  the  meafures 

adopted  againd  the  French  privateers ;  when  he  caufed  him  to 

fee  that  this  means,  which  confift  in  requiring  fecurity  from  thofe 

Vrho  claimed  the  prizes  as  illegal,  would  prevent  the  enemies  of 

the  Republic  from  inftituting  fo  many  fuits,  of  which  they  them- 

lelves  perceived  the  injufticc ;  he  obtained  no  other  anfwer  than 

that  his  propofition  relative  to  fecurities  was  inadmiiSble.

Wliefi  on  t^  t3tli  yioreal,  3d  year,  ther  fame  .minifler  cx- 
J)fcflrcd  himi'elf  in  thefe  terms,  in  a  letter  to  the  fecrctary  of  ftate: 
,<*  Ybii  have  alledgcd,  Sir,  that  the  executive  government  of  the- 
United  States  cannot  interfere  in  the  afKiirs  of  vvhich  the  tribunals 
}iave  taken  cognizance.  In  admitting  this  objeSion  for  all  the 
bufincfig  now  in  fuit,  I  do  not  the  lefs  think  that  your  government 
could,  by  general  meafures,  bring  back  the  jurifdiftion  of  the 
American  tribunals,  concerning  prizes  made  by  our  veffeJs,  withie 
the  limits  prefcribcd  by  our  treaties,  which  make  part  of  tt^ 
fuprenle  law  of  the  land  :  it  might  make  known  that  the  facilit3ia 
with  which  your  courts  of  Admiralty  admit,  without  didindioeg 
ftll  the  chicanery  which  our  enemies  create  againft  us  in  the  prefer 
Ivar,  is  evidently  contrary  to  the  fpirit  of  the  treaty."  The  g.-^ 
Vernment  paid  no  attention  to  thefe  refledions,  and  the  anfwer  ^ 
the  fccretary  of  ftatc  merely  notices  the  particular  faft  which  h^^ 
bccafioned  the  note  of  citizen  Fauchet. 

What  was  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  able  tc 
C)btaln  in  the  aflFair  of  the  Cailfius  and  of  the  Vengeance  ? — , 
Nothing. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  muft  have  feen,  however, 
\)y  the  claims  which  the  minifters  of  the  Republic  addrefltd  to  jr, 
and  by  the  great  number  of  fads  of  which  it  has  had  a  knowledge^ 
how  much  the  execution  of  the  meafures  of  the  prefident,  and  of 
the  law  of  the  jjih  of  June,   1794,  was  contrary  to  the  17th  artN 
cle  of  the  treaty;  how  much  the  agency  of  the  tribunals,  vho' 
ought  not  to  have  any  cognizance  of  the  validity  or  inValiditTof 
prizes,  tending  to  annul  that  article,  and  to  deprive  the  Republic 
of  the  advantages  which  it  aiTures  to  her*     In  fa£^,  was  it  not 
evident  that,  when  the  powers  at  war  with  the  Republic  had  the  . 
privilege,  in  virtue  of  the   law'  of  the  5th   of  June,   1794.»  of 
c^uGng  to  be  arreted  the  privateers  and  their  prizes,  ofdetainiif    ^ 
them  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  of  ruining  them  by  0006- 
derahle  cofts,  by  the  exceflive  expenfes  which  they  occafioncd 
them,  they  drew  fjt)m  that  privilege  an  immenfe  advantage,  to 
the  detriment  of  France  ?     Doubtlefs  it  was  but  of  little  import 
to  them  that  fometimes  the  privateers  obtained  juftice  in  the  Isft 
refort,  if  they  detained  the  privateers  for  a  length  of  time,  and  5f 
they  by  thaft  means  fhcltered  from  their  purfuit  the  cominerce  of 
the  enemy  of  France. 

The  neutrality  of  the  United  States  in  this  cafe  was  altogether 
to  their  advantage;  and  the^federal  government,  on  feeing  this 
ftate  of  things,  fhould,  out  of  refpeft  to  its  neutrality  and  to 
treaties;  fblicit  from  the  Congrcfs  the  means  of  conciliating  the 
duties  of  the  former  with  the  obligations  of  the  latter. 

The  government  very  well  knew  how  to  follcit  the  law  of 
the  5th  of  June,  1794.    Whtn  the  laW  v\ras  to  bear  on  France 
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zimcy  when  it  gave  the  tribunals  a  right  which  has  been  abui^d, 
and  which  enables  them  to  decide  upon  prizes,  why,  on  feeing 
the  inconveniences  of  this  law,  has  it  not  endeavoured  to  remedy 
Tthem  ?  Should  it  wait  to  be  folicited  on  this  head  ?  Should  it  not 
anticipate  all  claims  ?  And,  when  thofe  were  prefented  by  tho 
minifters  of  the  Republic,  fhouid  it  not  do  juilice  ? 

ficfides,  if  the  government  had  been  impartial,  as  it  has  pre- 
tended to  be,  it  would  not  have  adopted  that  flow  and  circuitous 
mode,  fo  favourable  to  the  enemies  of  France,  for  deciding  the 
cafes  relative  to  its  neutrality  ;  it  would  have  preferred  the  mea- 
fure  pFOpoftd  by  Mr  JeiFerfon,  on  the  25th  of  June,  17939  to 
the  tniniderof  the  Republic;  thefe  meafurcs  were  fimple ;  they 
were  in  conformity  with  the  duties  of  neutrality,  and  the  intercfts 
of  the  Republic, 

The  federal  government  had  decided  queflions  which  Intereded 
its  neutrality,  upon  informations  furniihed  by  the  flate  governors. 
and  the  agents  of  the  !i '^public;  the  prizes  remained  in  the  hands 
of  the  French  conful  until  this   deciiion  took   place.t    the  (li- 

fmlations  of  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1778  were  not  vio-* 
ated  ;  and  the  government  at  the  fame  time  fatisfied  the  obli* 
gallons  of  duty  and  juftice.  In  vain  would  it  fay  that  it  had  not 
this  power.  Notwithftanding  the  law  of  the  5th  of  Junej  1794, 
giving  to  the  tribunal  the  right  of  taking  cognizance  of  cafes  iri 
which  neutrality  had  been  violated,  did  not  the  prefident  on  the 
2lftof  June,  1794,  decide,  that  the  fliip  William,  taken  out  of 
the  limits  of  the  waters  of  the  United  States,  fliould  be  delivered 
to  the  captors?  And  on  the  ^d  of  July,  1794,  did  he  not  decide, 
Aat  the  rilgrim  had  been  taken  in  the  waters  of  the  United  States, 
and  that  ot  courfe  (he  Ihould  be  given  up  to  the  owners?  In 
thefe  cafes  the  prefident  not  only  decided  on  matters,  the  cogni- 
zance of  which  had  been  configned  to  the  tribunals,  but  likewif^ 
gave  a  retrofpedlive  eSed  to  his  own  decifion  upon  the  protedling 
line  of  the  United  States,  which  was  not  notified  to  the  miniller 
of  the  Republic  till  the  8th  of  November,  i,793» 

Not  fatisfied  with  permitting  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty  to 
be  violated  by  its  agents  and  tribunals,  the  federal  government 
alfo  fuflered  the  Englifh  to  avail  thcmfeives  of  advantages  inter- 
dided  to  them  by  that  article.  They  armed  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  States,  brought  in  and  repaired  their  prizes,  and,  in  a 
"Word,  found  in  them  a  certain  afylum. 

The  Englifh  privateer  Trufty,  Captain  Hall,  was  armed  at 
Baltimore  to  cruize,again(l  the  French,  and  failed,  notwithfland- 
ing  the  complaints  of  the  conful  of  the  Repnblic.  At  CharleC- 
town>  one  Bermudian  vefTel,  fevcral  Englifh  vcfTels,  and  one 
Dutch  veflel,  from  the  24th  of  May  to  the  6th  of  June,  1793, 
took  in  cannon  for  their  defence,  and  failed  williout  oppofition. 

M  m  z  \N\y.'3\ 
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•  -What  anfwcr  did  the  government  give  to  the  rcprefentations  of 
the  miniftcr  of  the  French  Republic  in  this  refpedl  ?     He  faid 
that  thefe  veffels  failed  fo  fuddenly,  it  was  not  able  to  have  them 
arretted,     But  the  treaty  was  not  the  lefs  violable.     Some  inha* 
bltants  of  the  United  States  had  aided  in  thefe  illegal  armaments: 
what  meafures  were  taken  againft  them  ?     Was  any  fearch  made 
to  difcover  them,  to  profecute  them  ?  Never ;  and  yet  the  govern'' ' 
ment  of  the  United  States  no  fooner  learned  that,  in  confequence 
of  the  implied  ftipulation  which  the  treaty  of  Verfailles  feemed  to 
contain,  the  French  were  no  fooner  in  the  ports  of  the  United 
States,  than  the  moft  energetic  orders  were  fent  for  (lopping  thefe 
armaments.     Even  citizens  of  the  United  States  were  imprifoncd 
upon  fufpicion  that  they  had  participated  in  them.     The  miniftcr 
cannot  onnt  citing  here  the  following  paflage  of  a  letter  from  the     -^ 
fecretary  of  ftate,  Edmund  Randolph,  to  Mr.  Hammond,  dated 
2d  June,   1794.     **  On  a  fuggeftion  that  citizens  of  the  United     ^ 
States  had  taken  part  in  the  adl  (he  fpeakc  of  the  armaments  ia      j 
the  United  States),  one,  who  was  defignated,  was  inftantly  com-      h 
Xnitted  to  prifon  for  profecution  \  one  or  two  others  have  been 
fince  named  and  committed  in  like  manner ;  and  (hould  it  appear      ; 
that  there  were  ftill  others,  no  meafures  would  be  fpared  to  bring 
them  to  juftice."     What  more  could  the  American  government 
do  in  favour  of  the  Englifli,  if  they  had  a  fimilar  treaty  to  that     '■ 
with    France,    and  had  been  fole  polfeflbrs  of  the   advantages      \ 
^fliired  to  her  by  pofitive  ftipulations  ? 

However,  in  contempt  of  thefe  very  ftipulations,  the  Argonaut| 
an  Englifh  Ihip  of  war,  in  January,   1795*  condufted  intoLynri"-. 
haven  Bay  the  French  corvette  L'Efperance,  which  (he  had  taken 
upon  the  coaft ;  (he  there  had  her  repaired,  in  order  to  fend  hey 
on  a  cruize.    Letters  were  in  confequence  written  by  the  fecretary 
of  ftate  to  the  governor  of  Virginia  and  to  Mr.  Hammond,  What 
was  the  refult?    Nothing,      On  the  29th  of  May,   1793,  the 
federal  government  had  not  yet  done  any  thing  pofitive  as  to  the 
afts  which  produced  the  complaint  of  the  minifter  of  the  Republic* ' 
The  fecretary  of  ftate  announced,  **  That  thefe  fadls  (hall  bQ 
exaniined,  and  that   if  they  are  verified,  the  federal  government, 
will  not  be  in  the  rear  of  its  obligations."     To  that  has  the  repa- 
ration demanded  by  the  Republic  been  limited. 

What  are  we  to  think  of  thefe  delays,  when  we  fee  the  officers 
of  the  government  acting  with  fo  much  aftivity  againft  the 
French,  on  the  llighteft  fufpicion  that  they  have  violated  the  neu-r 
trality,  when,  in  his  letter  of  the  2gth  of  April,  I794>  the  fecre- 
tary of  ftate  anfvvers  the  complaints  of  the  Englifti  minifter—-**  Wo 
have  received  no  intelligence  of  the  particular  faSs  to  which  you  . 
ipefer ;  but,  to  prevent  all  unneceffary  circuity  in  firft  inquiring 

ifitg  tbepfij   and  ne^^t  tr^nfmitting  to  this  city  the  refult,  the 

proper 
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^proper  inftnidtons  will  be  given  to  a£l  without  further  diredions.^ 
Bow  did  the  federal  government  condudl  itfelf  towards  the  autumn 
of  1794?  The  Englilh  frigate  Terpfichorc  took  the  privateer 
la  Montagne  into  the  port  of  Norfolk.  The  French  vicc-conful 
claimed  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  the  governor  of  Virginia. 
The  governor  anfwered  him,  that  he  would  have  the  neceifary 
inveftigation  made,  and  would  afterwards  take  the  proper 
ineafures. 

The  predcccflbrs  of  the  underfigned  then  interpofed  with  the 
federal  government ;  and  the  fecretary  of  flate  alTured  him  that 
lie  wrote  to  the  governor  of  Virginia  to  have  juftice  rendered. 
But  this  juftice  was  limited  to  invefligations  made  with  fuch  flow* 
scfsy  that  five  months  after  this  affair  was  not  finiihed  ;  and,  on 
the  24th  of  February,  I795>  the  fecretary  of  ftate  contented  him- 
fclf  with  fending  to  the  predecefTor  of  the  underfigned  the  dif- 
patches  of  the  lieutenant-governor,  dated  lOih  Oftober,  1794, 
by  which  he  announces,  that  he  ordered  the  commandant  of  the 
militia  of  Norfolk  to  make  the  neceifary  inquiries  for  enabling  the 
accative  of  Virginia  to  render  to  the  Republic  the  juftice  which 
it  had  a  right  to  expeft.  The  refult  of  thefe  inquiries  is  not 
known.  However,  the  faft  about  which  the  minifter,  Fauchet, 
complained  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate  was  notorious,  and  painful 
refearches  were  not  neccfTary  to  convince  himfelf  of  it.  Do  we 
not  find  in  this  proceeding  a  formal  defire  to  elude  the  treaties, 
and  <o  favour  the  Englifti  ? 

If  the  government  of  the  United  States  had  wiflied  to  maintain 
itfelf  in  that  impartiality  which  its  duties  prefcribed,  if  it  wifhed 
freely  to  execute  the  treaties,  it  would  not  have  waited^  every 
time  that  the  Englifli  infringed  them,  for  the  minifter  to  folicit 
its  juftice:  fliould  it  nut  have  given  inftruftions  fo  precife  that 
the  governors  of  the  States  and  fubaltern  officers  of  the  federal  go- 
vernment might  know  what  duties  they  had  to  fulfill,  in  order  to 
maintain  the  execution  of  treaties  ?  Why  have  the  moft  cnergelic 
orders  (fuch  as  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  Randolph,  mentions)  been 
given,  when  the  fupporl  of  the  neutrality  inviolate,  in  favour  of 
theEnglift],  came  in  queftion  ?  Why  have  the  meafures  taken 
by  the  federal  government  operated  with  fo  much  flownefs  when 
France  was  interefted?  VC^hy,  in  fine,  have  the  multiplied 
claims  of  her  minifters  never  produced  the  rcdrefs  of  the  grievances 
?f  which  they  complained  ? 

When  the  predecefTor  of  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipoten- 
tiary claimed  the  execution  of  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty,  inter- 
difting  the  entry  into  the  American  ports  of  Englifh  veffels  which 
fhoiild  have  made  prizes  upon  the  French,  when  he  cited  this 
fimple  and  formal  ftipulation — "  On  the  contrary,  neither  afylum 
fior  refuge  fliajl  be  given  in  the  ports  or  harbours  of  Frai^cc,  or  of 
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the  United  States^  to  veiTcIs  which  (hall  have  made  prizes  of  \U 
French  or  Americans ;  and  ihould  they  be  obliged  to  enter,  bf 
lenF^peft  or  danger  of  tl>e  fea,  all  proper  means  Ihall  be  ufed  to 
make  them  depart  as  foon  as  poflible,"  the  fecretary  of  (late,  in 
order  to  avoid  (hutting  the  American  ports  againit  the  Englilhy 
interpreted  this  article  in  their  favour.  ^'  But  it  would  be  un* 
candid  to  conceal  from  you  the  conilrudion  which  we  have  hitherto 
deemed  the  true  one.  The  firfl;  part  of  the  17th  article  relates  to 
French  (hips  of  war  and  privateers  entering  our  ports  with  their  . 
prizes;  the  fecond  contrads  the  fituation  of  the  enemies  of 
France,  by  forbidding  fuch  as  (hall  have  made  prizes  of  the 
French  ;  intimating,  from  this  connedion  of  th«  two  claufei,- 
that  vcfleTs  forbidden  are  thofe  which  bring  their  prizes  "with 
them.  It  has  been  confidered  that  this  fedion  of  the  treaty  was  . 
impartially  dedined  to  the  withholdin'g  of  protedion  or  fuccout 
to  the  prizes  themfelves  ;  had  it  been  otherwife  it  would  have 
been  fiiperfluous  to  have  prohibited  from  failing  what  they  have 
taken  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States" 

He  faid,  moreover,  that  in  letter  of  the  29th  of  May,  1795, 
•*  But,  on  the  3d  of  Auguft,  the  prefident  declared  his  conftnic* 
tion  of  that  treaty  to  be,  that  no  public  armed  veffels  were  thereby- 
forbidden  from  our  waters,  except  thofe  which  (hould  have  made 
prizes  of  \\\t  people  or  property  of  France  coming  with  their 
prizes."  But  how  is  it  poffible  to  find,  in  the  ftipulations  of  the 
treaty,  the  fcnfe  given  to  them  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States?  This  expreffion  of  the  treaty*,  "  which  (hall  have  n»de  . 
prizes/'  is  general,  and  applies  to  all  capturing  veflels,  whether 
they  enter  the  ports  of  the  United  States  with  prizes,  or  enter 
them  alone  after  having  made  prizes.  It  is  evident  that  the  go* 
vernment  adds  to  the  letter  of  the  treaty  in  this  circumftance;  and 
it  is  not  ailonifhing  that  it  admits  a  conftrudion  of  the  treaty, 
>vhen  it  expefls  to  hnd  a  meaning  difadvantageous  to  France,  and 
in  other  inllances  oppofes  all  conltruflion,  when  this  would  be 
favourable  to  the  Republic.  But  has  it  the  right  of  conft ruing  the 
treaty,  of  changing,  of  its  own*,  accord,  the  fenfe  of  a  clear  and 
precife  ftipulation,  without  the  confent  and- concurrence^ of  the 
other  contradting  party  ?  Doubtlefs  not,  efpecially  when,  by  >o 
doing,  it  wounds  her  interefts. 

The  fecretary  of  ftate,  by  the  22d  article,  pretends  to  fupport 
his  conft  ruction  of  the  17th  article.  What  does  this  22d  article 
contain  ?  A  prohibition  of  the  enemies  of  France  and  of  the 
United  Slates  from  arming  in  the  refpedive  ports  of  the  two 
powers,  of  felling  their  prizes,  or  of  difcharging  all  or  a  part  of 
their  cargo  there.  This  article,  therefore,  applies  to  the  priiesJ 
while  the  1  7th  applies  to  the  capturing  vefTels.  Di<l  it  not  cxift> 
the  enemies  of  France  or  of  the  United  States  might  fend  thcif 
prizes  into  the  refpcdive  ports  of  the  two  powers,  without  con* 

du£tiiig 
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du&ing  them   there  themfelves:    the   17th  article,  containing 

fwly  a  prohibitory  arrangement  for  the  capturing  of  velfels,  couM 

BOt  prohibit  then)  from  doing  this.     It  was  neccirary  then  to  have 

lecourfe  to  a  formal  prohibition :  befides,  as  the  yeifels^  which 

have  made  prizes  on  the  French  or  Americans^  are  admitted  into 

the  ports  of  France  or  of  the  United  Slates,  in  cafes  of  temped  or 

danger  of  the  fea,  they  might,  in  this  cafe,  have  conceived  them-* 

ielves  anthoriled  to  difpofe  of  their  prizes,  to  fell  them,  or  to 

4ifcharge  their  carg^>es ;  it  was  neceflary,  therefore,  to  take  this 

right  from  them  in  a  pofitive  manner;  it  was  nccelfary  to  prevent 

them  from  benefiting  by  a  (lipulation  made  in  favour  of  hu« 

minity.     This  is  the  end  anfwered  by  the  22d  article,  which  it 

not  fuperfluous,  as  the  fecrctary  of  (late  maintains,  but,  on  the 

contrary,  contains  a  diftin£l  ftipulation  from  that  of  the  17th. 

It  is  then  evident  from  this,  that,  in  the  cafes  above  cited  by  the 

underiigned,  the  ftipulations  of  the  17th  article  have  been  violated* 

They  have  been  equally  fo  by  the  admiflion,  in  fundry  ports,  of 

the  Thetis  and  HulTar  frigates,  which  captured  La  Prevoyante 

and  La  Raifon,  French  (tore  (hips,  and  by  admitting,  in  the  laft 

bftance,  this  fame  (hip  La  Raifon,  prize  to  the  Thetis,  into  the 

ports  of  the  United  States. 

But,  admitting  for  a  moment  the  condruftions  gratuitotifl^ 
pVcn  by  the  fecretary  of  ftatc  to  the  17th  article  of  the  treat/  df 
1778,  this  article  has  not  the  Icfs  been  violated,  when  the  Argo- 
naut, which  had  quitted  FJamfton  Roads  in  order  to  capture 
L'Efperance,  was  permitted  to  enter  vrith  that  prize ;  when  the 
Tcrpfichore  was  fufFcred  to  bring  in  the  privateer  La  Montagne. 
In  vain  were  fought,  in  the  rcfourccs  of  i  captious  and  falfe  logic, 
the  means  of  excufing  fuch  conduft.  The  fafls  fpeak,  and  every 
opright  mind,  not  blinded  by  pafl1on,\  will  necelfarily  yield  to 
their  evidence.  Yet  the  prohibitory  ftipulation,  of  the  admiffion 
trf  prizes  made  by  her  enemies,  is  the  only  advantage  which 
France  expefled  to  enjoy,  after  having  wrought  and  guaranteed 
the  independence  of  the  United  States,  at  a  time  when  (he  might, 
aa  the  price  of  that  very  independence,  have  granted  thcni  lefs 
liberal  conditions. 

Thefc  wrongs  of  the  American  government  towards  the  Re- 
public, juft  ftated  by  the  underiigned  miniiier  pknipotcntjiary, 
VriU  foon  be  aggravated  by  new  ones. 

It  was  a  little  matter  only  to  allow  the  Engli(h  to  avail  them- 
felves of  the  advantages  of  our  treaty;  it  was  ncccilary  to  a(Tnrc 
thefc  to  them  by  the  aid  of  a  contrad  which  might  ferve  at  once 
^  a  reply  to  the  claims  of  France,  and  as  peremptory  motives  fot 
ftfufals,  the  true  catife  of  which  it  was  requilitc  inccirantly  to 
jlif^uife  to  her  under  fpccious  pretexts. 

Such  was  the  objc6l  of  Mr.  Jay's  mi(rion  to  London,  fuch  was 
the  object  of  a  ncgoiiation  enveloped  Irum  its  ori^^iu  iulVi^  ftk^Ao^ 
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of  myftcry,  and  covered  with  the  veil  of  diflimulation.     Could  th< 

Executive  Diredory  have  any  other  idea  of  it,  on  examining  it! 

iQlie^  on  feeing  all  the  efforts  made  by  the  American  governmeni 

to  conceal  the  fecret  from  every  eye  ? 

,    In  his  meflage  to  the  fenate,  of  the  i6th  of  April,  1794,  th( 

prefideht  declared  that  Mr.  Jay  wzs  fent  to  London  only  to  obtaii 

a  redrefs  of  the  wrongs  done  to  the  United  States ;  at  the  (am        e 

time  the  fecretary  of  ftate  communicated  to  the  predeceflbr  of  th q 

underfigncd  a  part  of  the  inftrudlions  of  Mr.  Jay,  reminding  hicr — :^ 
of  the  intention  of  the  American  government  not  to  deviate  frocrrm 
its  engagements   with  the  Republic  of   France.     The  Frenc::::::::h 
fninifter,  deceived  by  this  communication,  contributed  ingeniouT'^y 
to  deceive  his  government.     The  American  minifter  in  Fran^^e 
removed  the  fears  of  the  French  government  as  to  the  million       of 
this  envoy  extraordinary,  and  reprefented  it  as  the  only  means       of 
oi^taining  indemnification  for  the  lofles  which  the  American  com^  n- 
merce  had  fuftained.     What  has  this  negotiation  produced?     T""^  he 
treaty  of  amity  and  commerce,  which  deprives  France  of  all  "^^  he 
advantages  iiipulated  in  a  previous  treaty. 

In  fad,  all  that  could  render  the  neutrality  profitable  to  Exng- 
land,  and  injurious  to  France,  is  combined  in  this  treaty..    I— Her 
^mtnercial  relations  with  the  United  States  are  entirely  brote^eii 
by^he  abandonment  of  the  modern  public  law  on  contraband  ^  a 
law  which  England  had  confecrated  in  eleven  treaties,  and  wt^  ich 
the  Americans  had  alfo  confecrated  in  their  treaties  with  Franc^e, 
Holland,    Sweden,    and  Pruflia.     From  the  new  arrangemexits 
adopted  by  the  United  States  with  regard  to  England,  the  fVee 
carriage  of  the  articles  for  the  equipment  and  armament  of  velTels 
is  granted  exclufively  to  that  power. 

By  the  23d  article  of  the  treaty  of  Verfailles,  the  United  St  sates 
have  the  liberty  of  freely  carrying  on  commerce  with  the  eneranics 
of  France.  The  24th  article  of  the  treaty  with  Holland,  the  t  oth 
article  of  the  treaty  with  Sweden,  and  the  13th  article  of  the 
treaty  with  Pruflia,  contain  the  fame  ftipulation.  This  laft  . 
article  gives  even  more  extenfive  rights  to  the  United  States^  by 
permitting  them  to  carry  to  the  enemies  of  this  power  all  the  ^fcrti- 
cles  enumerated  in  the  lift  of  fuch  as  are  contraband  of  -war, 
without  their  being  liable  to  confifcation.  But  by  the  1 8th 
article  of  London,  the  articles  for  arming  and  equipping  ve/Teb 
are  declared  of  war.  The  government  of  the  United  States  has 
therefore  by  this  flipulation  granted  to  the  Engliih  a  right  which 
they  had  refufed,  in  confequence  of  the  modern  public  law,  to 
other  nations  with  whom  they  have  made  treaties ;  that  of  fcizJng 
on  board  their  veflTels  articles  proper  for  the  conflrudion  and  equip- 
ment of  veifcls.  The  Englifli  then,  according  to  that,  enjoy 
the  exclufive  commerce  of  articles  proper  for  the  conftruflion  of 
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Vfeflels ;  yet  prior  to  the  treaty  concluded  between  John  Jay  and 
Lord  Grenvilley  the  United  States  had  the  right  of  carrying  on 
commerce  with  every  power ;  the  partiality  of  the  American 
government  in  favour  ot  England  has  therefore  been  fuch,  that 
not  only  the  interefts  of  France,  but  alfo  thofe  of  other  ftates^ 
have  been  facrificed  to  her. 

In  vain  will  it  be  objeded  that  France^  having  the  right  by  her 
treaty  of  1778  to  enjoy  all  the  advantages  in  commerce  and 
navigation  which  the  United  States  have  granted  to  England,  is 
not  injured  by  the  (lipulations  of  the  treaty  of  1794,  relative  to 
the  contraband  of  war,  as  they  become  common  to  her.  But 
the  right  fccured  to  her  by  the  fecond  article  of  the  treaty  of  1778 
does  not  at  all  extend  to  the  allies,  whom  the  fuccefs  of  her  arms, 
and  the  juft  refentment  iiifpired  by  the  ambition  of  England, 
have  definitively  given  and  (hall  give  to  her  in  Europe.  The  dif- 
Dofitions  change,  during  the  courle  of  the  war,  the  fituation  of  the 
United  States  towards  England,  apd  the  belligerent  powers  allied 
to  France ;  the  intereft  of  thefe  powers  is  common  to  France ; 
and  from  the  moment  that  is  injured,  France  is  injured  alfo. 

After  having  alTured  to  the  Englifli  the  carriage  of  naval  (lores, 
the  federal  government  wifhed  to  aflure  to  them  that  of  meals ; 
in  a  word,  it  is  defired  to  have  commerce  only  with  England. 
Thus  it  fiipulates  by  the  18th  article,  that  the  American  veflels 
adcn  with  grain  may  be  feized,  under  the  frivolous  pretext  that 
t  is  extremely  difScult  to  define  the  cafes  wherein  provifions,  and 
>ther  articles,  which  are  generally  excepted,  could  be  clafled  in 
he  lift  of  contraband  of  war :  thus  it  fiipulates,  in  article  17,  that 
:hc  American  veflels  may  be  arretted  upon  the  fingle  fufpicion, 
either  that  they  have  merchandife  belonging  to  the  enemy,  or 
:hat  they  carry  to  him  articles  contraband  of  war.  The  United 
States,  in  their  treaty  with  France,  have  made  ftipulations  entirely 
Dpoofite  to  thofe  jufl  cited  ;  whillt  her  velfels  of  war  are  bound  to 
reiped  the  American  flag  going  to  Englifh  poflcflions,  the  EngUQi 
iliag  into  their  ports  the  American  veflels  going  to  the  ports  of 
France;  fubjeft  them  to  decifions  more  or  lefs  arbitrary;  and 
often  condemn  them  on  account  of  the  na^ne  alone  of  their 
owners ;  by  which  means  all  the  commercial  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  France  are  entirely  fufpended.  What 
American  will  venture  to  fend  veflels  into  French  ports?  What 
commerce  will  he  venture  to  undertake  with  the  French  pof- 
feflions,  when  it  will  be  certain  that  his  funds,  either  in  going  to, 
or  returning  frOm  them,  run  the  greateft  hazard  ?  Would  he  not 
xather  prefer  trafficking  with  a  country  to  which  his  veflels  might 
go  without  being  expofed  to  other  riflts  than  thofe  of  the  fea  ? 
Would  he  not  prefer  Great  Britain  to  France  for  hia  fpecula- 
tions?    In  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  London,  and  by  the  courfe  of 
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things,  would  not  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  pafi  cntirdf 
to  England,  during  the  prefent  war?  • 

After  having  cbnfented  to  fuch  conditions  the  American  gp^ 
vemment  cannot  pretend  to  impartiality.;  it  cannot  fay  that  it 
has  maintained  'an  equal  neutrality  between  France  and  Englattii 
fince  it  has  granted  to  Great  Britain  advantages  denied  to  France. 
But  every  one  of  tbefe  advantages  granted  to  England,  was  a  real 
wrong  to  the  Republic ;  and  if  it  is  not  maintained,  withoit 
fpoTting  with  all  principles,  that  a  government  may  confider 
itfelf  as  neutral,  in  granting  to  a  belligerent  power  advantage 
which  it  refufcs  to  another,  it  is  clear  that  the  government  of  Ae 
United  States,  after  having  made  its  treaty  with  Great  firitaioi 
ceafed  to  be  neutral,  when  it  oppofed  itfelf  to  the  participation  bj 
France,  in  the  favour  granted  to  the  Englifli. 

In  confequence  the  underfigned  miniller  pknipotentiaty  agua 
declares,  that  the  Executive  Direftory  has  juft  ordered  the  vefcii 
of  war  and  privateers  of  the  Republic  to  treat  Ainerican  vefleUia 
the  fame  manner  as  they  fufFer  the'  Englilh  to  treat  tfaeni* 

Were  the  treaty  of  London  out  of  the  queftion,  the  meafuif 
the  Executive  Diredtory  now  takes  would  not  be  lefs  ctmfbmabic 
to  jufticc.  The  underfigned  minifler  plenipotentiary  has  iff- 
veloped  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  his  note  of  the  6th  Bnimsurb 
hft,  principles  which  leave  no  doubt  in  this  rcfpefl^  an4  whldi 
the  anfwer  of  the  fecretary  of  (late  is  far  from  deftroying.  (No.  5.) 
But  the  ftipulations  of  treaties  now  come  to  the  fupport  of  generd 
principles.  The  Republic  calls  for  the  execution  of  the  fecond 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1778,  which  fays  that  France  and  the 
United  States  mutually  engage  not  to  grant  any  particular  favour, 
as  to  navigation  or  commerce,  which  fliall  not  immediately 
J)ccome  common  to  the  other  party.  The  governrt»ent  of  thfc 
L'nitcd  States  having  by  the  treaty  of  London  facrificed  to  Ei^- 
land  the  freedom  of  their  flag,  the  property  of  the  enemies  of 
Kngland,  and  naval  ftores ;  France,  by  her  treaty,  is  authorifed 
■^o  claim  the  fame  advantage,  to  make  ufe  of  it,  and  the  United 
States  have  no  right  to  complain. 

Certainly  it  would  have  been  more  conformable  to  the  defigns 
oi  France,  and  to  her  principles,  to  fee  the  American  lag 
floating  without  interruption  upon  the  feas;  to  fee  the  conunerce 
of -the  United  States  enjoy  that  liberty,  that  freedom,  whick 
fhouki  belong  to  neutral  nations ;  but  in  order  to  that  it  was 
ncceffary  that  the  American  government  fhould  know  how  to 
maintain  that  neutrality  ;  it  was  neceflfary  that  it  preferved  it  fric 
from  violation  by  Great  Britain  ;  and  if  now  the  execution  of  the 
raeafures  which  the  Direftory  is  obliged  to  adopt,  gave  rife  to 
complaints  in  the  United  States,  it  is  not  againft  France  they 
ihould  be  diredlcd,  but  againft  thofe  men  who,  by  negotiations: 
a  con- 
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tmj  to  the  interefts  of  their  country,  have  brought  the  French 
goverrnnent  to  ufe  the  prerogatives  granted  to  the  English. 

Whehy  after  having  fufFered  to  be  violated  the  treaties  which 
mute  it  to  France,  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  aifo* 
ciated  itfelf  with  England,  and  has  rendered  its  neutrality  as 
ufefiil  to  that  power  as  it  is  now  injurious  to  its  ally,  could  tho 
R/epttblic  be  filent?  Her  outraged  generofity,  her  wounded 
honour,  prevented  her.  Her  file  nee  were  weakncfs  ;  and,  ftrong 
ia  her  principles  as  in  her  proceedings,  (he  (hould  deaiand  her 
mitcknowledged  or  forgotten  rights. 

Thus,  therefore,  as  it  refults  from  the  (latement  which  the 
tilMkrfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  has  juft  given, 

ift.  That  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1778  has  been 
violated ;  that  in  contempt  of  this  article  the  American  tribunals 
kive  been  permitted  to  take  cognizance  of  the  validity  of  prizes 
mde  by  French  (hips  of  war  and  privsiteers,  under  pretext  of 
oripnal  armament  or  augmentation  of  armament  in  the  United 
States,  or  capture  within  the  jurifdidional  line  -of  the  United 
bates. 

I  a.  That  the  faid  article  17th  has  been  equally  violated  by  the 
l^(fion  of  EngH(h  veflels  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States, 
which  had  made  prizes  on  Frenchmen,  and  by  the  admiilion  of 
their  prize?; 

The  un«lerfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary,  in  the  name  and  by 
&e  trdecs  of  thjc  Executive  Dire£tory,  protells  againft  the  vio- 
ktiooof  the  17th  article  above  cited,  in  contempt  of  which  tho 
American  tribunals  have  taken  cognizance  of  the  validity  of 
fffiies  made  by  French  (hips  of  war,  or  privateers,  under  pretext 
rf  original  armament  or  augmentation  of  armament  in  ttif 
United  States,  orof  capture  within  the  jurifdi£tional  line;  claims 
Ae  replevy  of  all  feizures,  and  the  repeal  of  all  other  judicial 
a£b  exercifed  on  thofe  prizes ;  and  protefts,  moreover,  againft  all 
Ofipofitioo  to  the  fale  of  the  faid  prizes. 

Further,  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  protefts 
agunft  the  violation  of  the  17th  article  of  the  treaty  of  1778,  in 
flontempt  of  which  Engli(h  veifels,  which  had  made  prize  on 
Fienchmen,  have  been  admitted  into  the  ports  of  the  United 
tetes;  and  declares  that  the  Executive  Dire^ory  cannot  regard, 
tt  a  juft  conftru£tion  of  the  treaty,  the  diftin^ion  which  Mr. 
Randolph,  fecretary  of  (late,  has  eftabliflied  in  his  letter  of 
May  29, 1 795,  in  which  he  admits  only  the  exclufion  of  the  £ngli(h 
^^la  which  bring  in  their  prizes,  and  wiQies  to  except  from  the 
PKobibilory  meafure  the  veilcls  which,  after  having  made  prizes^ 
enter  the  ports  of  the  United  States. 

The  undeHtgned  minifter  plenipotentiary  moreover  declares, 
^bt  the  Executive  Directory  regards  the  treaty  of  commerce  con- 
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eluded  with  Great  Britain  as  a  violation  of  the  treaty  mad^  with 
France  in  1778,  and  equivalent  to  a  treaty  of  alliance  with 
Great  Britain  ;  and  that  juftly  offended  at  the  condudl  which  the 
American  government  has  held  in  this  cafe,  they  have  given  him 
orders  to  fufpend  from  this  moment  his  minifterial  funftions^th 
the  federal  government. 

The  fame  caufe  which  for  a  long  time  prevented  the  Executive 
Direftory  from  allowing  their  juft  refentment  to  break  forth»  bai 
alfo  tempered  its  efFefts.  Neither  hatred,  nor  the  defire  of  ven- 
geance, rapidly  fucceed  to  friendfhip  in  the  heart  of  a  Frenchman; 
the  name  of  America  dill  excites  fweet  emotions  in  it,  notwith- 
flanding  the  wrongs  of  its  government,  and  the  Executive  Direc* 
tory  wiih  not  to  break  with  a  people  whom  they  love  to  iaiute 
with  the  appellation  of  friend. 

The  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  therefore  announce! 
that  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  the  American 
people,  are  not  to  regard  the  fufjpenfion  of  his  fun£tion8  as  t 
rupture  between  France  and  the  IJnited  States,  but  as  a  mark  of 
juft  difcontent,  which  is  to  laft  until  the  government  of  the  United 
States  returns  to  fentiments  and  to  meafures  more  conformable  to 
the  interefts  of  the  alliance^  and  the  fworn  friendfhip  between  the 
two  nations. 

This  alliance  was  always  dear  to  Frenchmen  ;  they  have  done 
every  thing  to  tighten  its  bands ;  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  on  the  contrary,  has  fought  to  break  them.  Scarcely  bail 
the  war  broken  out  between  France  and  England,  when  America 
was  alone  invited  to  the  commerce  of  the  Antilles.  All  the  colo- 
nial ports  were  opened  to  her.  Her  veflTcls  entered  the  ports  of 
France  without  being  fubjefted  to  higher  duties  than  French 
vefTcls.  When  the  Englifh  violated  the  freedom  of  the  neutral 
flag,  the  Convention  was  obliged  to  ufe  reprifals.  They  ordered 
that  neutral  vefTels  Ihould  be  feized  by  the  fhips  of  the  Republic; 
She  excepted  the  Americans  from  this  meafure:  forced  againft 
her  inclination  to  make  it  bear  on  them  alfo,  (he  waited  with  im- 
patience for  the  moment  when  fhe  might  return  to  a  condud 
more  conformable  to  her  fentiments  for  the  United  States.  Soon 
/lie  revoked  her  law  relative  to  the  arreft  of  their  vefTels.  Soon 
alfo  the  committee  of  Public  Safety  gave  orders  to  refpe6l  the 
American  flag.  In  every  circumttance  France  fought  the  means 
of  proving  to  the  United  States  the  fincerity  of  her  friendfhip. 
When  the  federal  government  complained  of  the  conduft  of  one 
of  the  predeceflbrs  of  the  underfigned,  the  French  government 
faw  only  the  complaints  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  immediately  gave  the  mofl  ftriking  reparation. 

Let  the  annals  of  the  French  revolution  be  opened,  let  the 
minutes  of  that  auguft  fitting  be  feen,  in  which  the  National  Con* 
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vention  received  the  minifter  of  the  tJnited  States  info  its  bofom ; 
the  addrefles  were  not  ftudicd ;  they  fprang  from  hearts  full  of 
afie£lion  for  an  allied  people ;  they  breathed  the  fentlments  which 
diAated  them;  and  the  American  minifter  found  himfelf  in  the 
midft  of  his  friends.  What  joy  did  not  the  American  flag  infpirc 
when  it  waved  unfurled  in  the  French  fenate?  Tender  tears 
trickled  from  each  eye  ;  every  one  looked  at  it  with  amazement. 
There,  faid  they,  is  the  fymbol  of  the  independence  of  our  Ame- 
rican brethren — ^behold  there  the  pledge  of  their  liberty!  May 
^Aory  always  attend  it — May  it  lead  to  glory  none  but  a  free 
and  happy  people!  Thefe  words^  which  efcaped  from  a  thoufand 
mouths,  were  the  expreflion  of  the  fentiments  of  the  whole  nation. 
Was  not  an  American  to  each  Frenchman  another  Frenchman  ? — 
he  was  more — he  was  a  friend  ;  and  that  facred  name,  amidfl:  civil 
diflentions,  was  equally  refpe£ted  by  all. 

\yhat  then  was  done  by  the  government?  It  put  in  queftion 
whether  it  fliould  execute  the  treaties,  or  receive  the  agents  of  the 
rebel  and  profcribed  princes  (No.  6.)  ;  it  made  a  proclamation  of 
infidious  neutrality ;  by  its  chicaneries  it  abandoned  French  priva- 
teers to  its  courts  of  juftice;  it  eluded  the  amicable  mediation  of 
the  Republic  for  breaking  the  chains  of  its  citizens  at  Algiers. 
(No.  7»)  Notwithftanding  treaty  ftipulations,  it  allowed  ro  be 
arrefted  veflels  of  the  ftate ;  it  fuffered  England,  by  infulting  its 
neutrality,  to  interrupt  its  commerce  with  France  ;  notwithftand- 
ing the  faith  of  treaties,  it  gave  an  afylum  to  thefe  fame  EngliHi, 
vrho,  after  having  infulted  her  flag,  pillaged  her  citizens,  came 
alfo  to  brave  the  American  people  in  its  ports,  and  to  take  a 
ftation  whence  to  cruize  on  a  favourable  opportunity  ag^inft  the 
French.  It  might  be  faid  that  it  applauded  their  audacity  ;  all 
fabmiflSon  to  their  will,  it  allowed  the  French  colonies  to  be  de- 
clared in  a  ftate  of  blockade,  and  its  citizens  interdicted  the  right 
of  trading  to  them.  (No.  8.)  It  eluded  all  the  advances  made  by 
the  Republic  for  renewing  the  treaties  of  commerce,  upon  a 
more  favourable  footing  to  both  nations.  (No.  9.)  It  excufed 
itfelf,  on  the  moft  frivolous  pretexts,  whilft  it  anticipated  Great 
Britain,  by  foliciting  a  treaty  in  which,  proftituting  its  neutrality, 
it  facrificed  France  to  her  enemies ;  or  rather  looking  upon  her  as 
obliterated  from  the  chart  of  the  world,  it  forgot  the  fervices  that 
ihe  had  rendered  it,  and  threw  afide  the  duty  of  gratitude,  as  if 
ingratitude  was  a  governmental  duty. 

Alas !  time  has  not  yet  demolifhed  the  fortifications  with  which 
the  Engliib  roughened  this  country — nor  thofe  the  Americans  raifed 
for  their  defence ;  their  half  rounded  fummits  ft  ill  appear  in  every 
quarter,  amidft  plains,  on  the  top  of  mountains.  The  traveller 
need  not  fearch  for  the  ditch  which  ferved  to  encompafs  them  ;  it 
is  ftill  open  under  his  feet.  Scattered  ruins  of  houfes  laid  wafte, 
which  the  fire  had  partly  refpectcd,  in  order  to  leave  monuments 
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of  Britifh  fury,  are  ftill  to  be  found,  '^en  ftUl  exifl:>  who  can  faiy, 
here  a  ferocious  Englifliman  flaughterfed  my  father  ;  there  my  vtik 
tore  her  bleeding  daughter  from  the  hands  of  an  unbridled  En^fli* 
man.  Alas !  the  foldiers  who  fell  under  the  fword  of  the  Britont 
are  not  yet  reduced  to  duft:  the  labourer,  in  turning  up  his  field, 
flill  draws  from  the  bofom  of  the  earth  theur  whitened  bonet; 
while  the  ploughman,  with  tears  of  tenderiiefs  and  gratitude,  ftiU 
recolle£ls  that  his  fields,  now  covered  with  rich  harvefts,  have  beci 
moiflened  with  French  blood ;  while  every  thing  around  the  inhir 
bitants  of  this  country  animates  them  to  fpeak  of  the  tyranny  df 
Great  Britain  and  of  the  generofity  of  Frenchmen :  when  En^and 
has  declared  a  war  of  death  to  that  nation,  to  avenge  herfelf  for  its 
having  cemented  with  its  blood  the  independence  of  the  Uniteif 
States.  It  was  at  this  moment  their  government  made  a  treaty  of 
amity  with  their  ancient  tyrant,  the  implacable  enemy  of  their 
ancient  ally.  O!  Americans,  covered  with  noble  fears!  O!  you 
who  have  [o  often  flown  to  death  and  to  viSory  with  French  fol- 
diers !  You,  who  know  thofe  generous  fentiments  which  diftinguifli 
the  true  warrior !  Whofe  hearts  have  always  vibrated  with  thofc 
of  your  companions  in  arms !  Confult  them  to-day  to  know  what 
they  experience ;  recolle<3,  at  the  fame  time,  that  if  magnanimous 
fouls  with  livelinefs  refent  an  affront,  they  alfoknow  how  to  forget 
one.  Let  your  government  return  to  itfelf,  and  you  will  ftill  find 
in  Frenchmen  faithful  friends  and  generous  allies.

(No.  I.)  Vide  letter  from  Citizen  Genet  to  Mr.  JefEbrfon  if 
2t2d  June,  1793  ;  tneflage  from  the  prefident,  page  15  of  the  ori* 
ginal  French. 

(No.  2.)  Extra£l  of  the  Prefident's  Speech  to  the  Houfeof  Re* 
prefentatives,  3d  December,   1793. 

—As  foon  as  the  war  in  Eurppe  had  embraced  thofe  powers  wiA 
whom  the  United  States  have  the  moft  extenfive  relations,  there  wa$ 
reafon  to  apprehend  that  an  extenfive  intercourfe  with  them  might 
be  interrupted,  and  our  difpofition  for  peace  drawn  into  queftioa 
by  the  fufpicions  too  often  entertained  by  belligerent  nations.  It 
feemed  therefore  to  be  my  duty  to  admonifh  our  citizens  of  the 
conlequences  of  a  contraband  trade,  and  of  hoftile  a£ts  to  any  of 
the  parties  ;  and  to  obtain,  by  a  declaration  of  the  exifting  kgil 
ilate  of  things,  an  eafier  admiffion  of  our  right  to  the  immunitiei 
belonging  to  our  fituation.  Under  thefe  impreflions  the  proda* 
mation,  which  will  be  laid  before  you,  was  ifiued. 

In 
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In  this  poAure  of  affairs,  both  new  and  delicate,  I  refolved  to 
idopt  general  rules,  which  fhould  conform  to  the  treaties,  and 
aflert  the  privilege  of  the  United  States.  Thefc  were  reduced  into 
ifyftem^  which- will  be  communicated  to  you.  Although  1  have 
not  thought  myfclf  at  liberty  to  forbid  the  falc  of  the  prizes,  per- 
nutted  by  our  treaty  of  tommercc  with  France  to  be  brought  into 
wr  ports,  I  have  not  refufcd  to  caufe  them  to  be  reflored  when  they 
were  taken  within  the  protedion  of  our  territory,  or  by  velfels 
commiffioned  or  equipped  in  a  warlike  form  within  the  limits  of 
the  United  States. 

Jt  refts  with  the  wifdom  of  Congrefs  to  correct,  improve,  or 
inforce  this  plan  of  prote6lion  ;  and  it  will  probably  be  found 
etpedient  to  extend  the  legal  code,  and  the  jurifdidion  of  the 
coarts  of  the  United  States  to  many  cafes,  which,  though  de- 
pendent on  principles  already  recognifcd,  demand  fome  further 
frovifion. 

Where  individuals  (hall,  within  the  United  States,  array  them* 
fehres  in  hoftiiity  againft  any  of  the  powers  at  war,  or  enter  upon 
military  expeditions  or  enterprifcs  within  the  jurifdi6lion  of  the 
^^  United  States,  or  ufurp  and  cxercifc  judicial  authority  within  the 
United  States,  or  where  the  penalties  on  violations  of  the  law  of 
nations  may  have  been  indiitin£lly  marked,  or  are  inade:quate, 
tkefe  ofences  cannot  receive  too  early  and  clofe  an  attention,  and 
requue  prompt  and  decifivc  remedies. 

Whatever  thofe  remedies  may  be,  they  will  be  well  admi- 
nift^ed  by  the  judiciary,  who  poiicfs  a  long  eitabliffacd  courfe 
of  inveftigation,  eftcdual  procefs,  and  officers  in  the  habit  of 
oecuting  it. 

(No.  3J.  The  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  having  com- 
plutted  to  the  fecretary  of  (late  that  the  attorney  of  the  United 
States  bad  csiufed  the  privateer  La  P^engeance  to  be  arrefled,  with'^ 
<»t an  affidavit  or  other  authentic  tedimony  ;  on  the  i  ith  Auguil, 
1795,  the  fecretary  of  ftate  fent  him  an  anfwcr,  which  Mr.  Troup 
hui  addreiTed  to  him,  in  the  abfence  of  Mr.  Harrifon,  di(lri£b 
auorney  of  New  York,  in  which  is  this  paiTage — 

*'  As  to  the  fuit  againft  the  privateer,  it  was  commenced  by  Mr. 
"  Harrifon,  as  attorney  for  the  diftrift,  upon  an  official  difclofure 
*'U)hitp,  by  the  Spanlih  conful,  of  the  evidence  which  led  him 
**  tofuppofe  the  privateer  had  been  fitted  out  and  armed  within  the 
**  United  States*  Mr.  Harrifon,  upon  receiving  this  difclofure 
^fclt  himfelf  called  upon  by  confiderations  which,  as  a  public 
''officer,  he  could  not  relift,  to  proceed  againft  the  privateer  under 
**Ae3d  fe£lion  of  the  aS  of  Congrefs,  intitled.  An  aft  in  addi- 
[  .''tion  to  the  aOt  for  the  ponilhment  of  certain  crimes  againft  the 
I  ''United  States,  pafled  June  5,  1794.

**  the  courfe  of  the  common  law,  filed  an  information  in  behalf 
"  the  United  States  folely  againft  the  privateer,  as  you  will         _ 
**  ceivc  by  the  copy  of  the  information  already  tranfmitted  toyo^-^ 
<<  No  law  of  the  United  States,  and  no  law  or  ufage  of  this  fts^^ 
<*  required  the  information  to  be  founded  upon  any  previous  a  ^5. 
**  davit  or  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  matters  alleged  in  it.     T^ljc 
*'  filing  of  an  information  is  an  a£l  entirely  in  the  difcretion  of  -^Jg 
<^  officer  intrufted  by  law  with  the  power  of  doing  it;  and  if    4^ 
"  (hould  abufe  his  power  he  (lands  upon  the  footing  of  all  pul)!/^ 
**  officers  who  are  guilty  of  malverfation  in  office.     In  the  prefent 
<*  inftance  Mr.  Harrifon  has  adlcd  from  the  be(t  of  his  judgfneot 
<*  upon  the  duty  of  his  office,  after  officially  obtaining  informs- 
<*  tion  from  a  pijblic  officer,  who  conceived  himfelf  likewife  bouod 
**  by  a  fenfe  of  duty  to  communicate  the  information."  j 

When  the  underfigned  minifler  plenipotentiary  renewed  the 
charge  on  the  3d  Vendemiaire,  4th  year  (24th  Sept.  1795),  to  the 
fecretary  of  (late,  and  dill  complained  that  an  affidavit  was  not 
required  to  caufe  a  privateer  to  be  arrefled,  he  cxprefTed  himfelf 
in  thefe  words : 

**  But  I  again  renew  the  afTertioh  that  an  affidavit  is  not  necei&if 
«*  for  the  ordering  the  arred  of  a  vefTel." 

What  is  the  law,  what  is  the  ufage,  which  edablifhesthepro- 
fecution  for  reparation  of  an  offi^nce,  before  it  be  afcertained  that  it 
has  been  committed;  and  what  certainty  then  had  the  attorney? 
His  opinion  !  Upon  what  is  it  founded  ?  The  complaint  of  the 
Spanilh  agent,  fince  there  was  not  a  iingle  affidavit. 

Now,  Sir,  upon  mere  fufpicions,  which  the  enemy  intereftwiU 
not  fail  always  to  bring  forward,  the  French  privateers  are  to  be 
fubjeclcd  to  feizure!  Such  a  meafure  tends  to  nothing  lefs  than  to 
parali^e  the  17th  article  of  our  treaty. 

The  fecretary  of  date,  in  reply,  fent  to  the  underfigned  miniftcif 
plenipotentiary  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Harrifort,  of  the  3^ 
Odlober,   1795,  in  which  is  this  remarkable  pafTage — "  In  tb*-* 
**  whole  bufinefs,  however,  I  have  undoubtedly  a£ted  from  nr^T 
•*  own  opinion,  founded  upon  fuch  evidence  as  came  to  my  knov^^ 
**  ledge ;  and  as  in  (imilar  cafes  I  mud  necefTarily,  in  the  fir  '^. 
*'  indance,  be  unacquainted  with  the  opinions  and  conviftionB  c:^^ 
**  others,  I  know  of  no  other  rule  by  which  I  can  be  guidecl,  unlej 
*'  zvhfn  I  am  hcnoured  with  the  at  re  Sf  ions  of  the  chief  executive 
*^  gijirate.^' 

The  fecretary  of  date  thus  clofes  his  letter  on  the  i6th  of  Oc 
tober,  covering  that  of  Mr.  Harrifon — 

"  You  will  perceive,  that  whatever  may  be  the  event  of  the  fuit 
**  pending  in  court  concerning  her  [the  privateer^  and  her  prize,  th« 

•  publi< 
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*  public  officer,  Mr.  Harrifon,  is  fiipported  in  his  proceedings  by 
''the  laws  and  ufages  of  this  country,  upon  fuch  evidence  and  in* 
•*  formation  as  in  the  cafe  referred  to  were  produced." 

(No.  4.5  In  virtue  of  this  law  the  trihunals  were  only  authorifed 
fo  decide  on  cafes  in  which  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  (hall 
hwc  been  compromitted.  Yet  thefe  tribunals  conceived  they  had  a 
right  to  pronounce  upon  prizes  made  by  the  French,  in  almoft  an 
indefinite  manner.  In  the  affair  of  Glafs  and  Gibbs  againft  the  (hip 
Betfey,  the  decifion  of  which  has  been  printed,  the  fupreme  court 
pronounced,  that  the  tribunals  could  decide  whether  a  prize 
klonged  to  enemies  or  to  neutrals.  In  the  affair  of  Jood  Janfon 
again(t  the  Dutch  (hip  Vrouw  Catharina  Magdalena,  it  was  decided 
thit  the  naturalization  granted  in  the  territories  of  France  to  Ame- 
rican citizens,  during  the  war,  could  not  give  them  the  right, 
dther  of  ferviog  or  of  commanding  on  board  of  French  privateers ; 
tet  the  prizes  made  by  fuch,  although  legally  commiinoncd,  were  - 
aot  valid ;  a  di(lin£lion  is  e(labli(hcd  between  a  legal  and  an  illegal 
privateer ;  it  was  judged  that  they  had  a  right  to  pronounce  on 
this  legality,  and  conlequently  on  the  validity  of  the  prizes.  It 
Was  finally  decided,  that  a  prize  made  at  fea  with  the  afliftance  of 
ID  illegal  privateer  was  void,  and  (hould  be  rcftored. 

It  was  according  to  thefe  firft  decifions  of  the  fupreme  court  that 
the  diftrift  attorney  of  Virginia  wrote  officially,  on  the  28th  of 
March,  1794,  to  the  vicc-conful  at  Norfolk — "  No  vefTel  can  be 
**  condemned  as  prize  but  in  diftriS  courts,  which  are  the  proper 
•*  admiralties  of  the  United  States  "  The  enemies  of  France 
tinderftood,  or  did  not  underftand  this  mode ;  but  they  availed 
tfiemfelves  of  it ;  and  in  order  to  caufe  French  privateers  to  be 
iirrefted,  they  had  recourfe  to  the  law  of  the  5th  of  June,   1794- 

At  this  period,  however,  the  law  had  put  into  the  hands  of  go- 
vernment a  fufficient  power  for  preventing  the  arming  and  equip- 
i.ng  of  privateers  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States.  By  the  letter  of 
^efecretary  of  the  treafury  of  the  4th  of  Auguft,   1793,  the  col- 
leAors  of  the  cuftoms  were  authorifed,  and  even  required,  to  vifit, 
in  the  ftri£teft  manner,  not  only  all  privateers,  but  all  vefTels  enter- 
ing or^oing  out  of  American  ports.     The  law  of  the  5th  of  June 
siuthorifed  the  prefidcnt  to  fupport  the  exercife  of  thefe  fund^ions 
^ith  military  force.     Of  courfe  they  did  not  negledl  to  vifit,  with 
^he  greated  rigour^  all  French  velTels,  privateers  and  others,  during 
their  continuance  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  at  their 
departwe^     They  did  not  quit  thefe  ports  but  under  the  eye  and 
with  the  exprefs  pcrmiffion  of  the  officers  of  the  government ;  for 
it  had  forbidden  the  colledors  to  clear  them,  if  they  committed 
the  leafi  violation  on  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States,  in  which 
cafe  they  might  be  feized  and  confifcated.     Yet,  whether  they 
had  entered  the  ports  of  the  United  States  armed,  and  alfo  went 
ml  armed;  or  had  fince  been  armed  for  war  iu  Fi^xvcU  ^c^xu^ 
Vol.  V.  Oo  ^Q.^tw\^ 
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fcarceiY  did  one  of  their  prizes  enter  but  (he  was  arrcfted  by  ordei 
of  the  federal  court. 

The  proceedings  were  inflituted  and  purfued  without  any  of  the 
forms  for  protecting  citizens.  As  the  underfigncd  mioifier  pleoi* 
potenti;;rY  has  faid,  the  aflcrtion  of  an  enemy  of  the  Republic  wa$  • 
fufllicient  for  caufing  a  prize  to  be  feized,  often  the  privateer  which 
had  brought  her  in,  and  fometimes  for  the  arreft  of  her  captain  no 
proof  was  required  from  the  enemy  conful ,  who  inftigated  the  anA;  , 
he  was  not  obliged  to  give  fecurity  for  the  damages  which  might 
refult  from  the  procedure,  if  it  were  unfounded ;  the  captain  was 
xiot  allowed  to  remain  in  pofleiGon  of  his  property,  on  giving  fecu- 
rity for  its  value  ;  the  prizes  were  not  valuecl ;  they  iimply  place4 
them  in  the  hands  of  the  o£5cers  of  juftice ;  rarely  were  they  per- 
mitted to  be  fold  ;  and  then  the  fale  was  made  with  flownefs,  and 
not  till  the  confent  of  the  two  parties  was  obtained.  In  fine,  when 
with  much  delay  and  expenfe,  notwiihftanding  the  fhifts  of  a  crafty 
chicanery,  the  complainants  proved  nothing  they  advanced,  the 
prizes  were  adjudged  to  the  captors,  but  refufed  indemnificatioa 
for  damages  and  lolFes  occaHoned  by  this  feizure. 

The  underfigncd  minifler  plenipotentiary  knows  but  twoaSiurS| 
that  of  la  l^oflra  Senora  del  Carmen^  at  Rhode  Ifland,  and  that  of 
la  Princejfe  des  AJiuriesy  at  New  York,  where  fecurity  was  given 
to  the  party  complaining,  and  where  damages  and  interefts  were 
allowed  to  the  captors.  Yet  the  tribunals  have  always  allowed 
damages  to  the  captured,  when  they  have  declared  the  pri^  . 
illegal.  The  lead  pretext  was  fuflicient  to  obtain  from  a  tribunal 
the  arreft  of  a  prize ;  it  was  fufficient  to  alledge  that  the  privateer 
had  taken  one  or  two  cannon,  one  or  two  barrels  of  powder^ 
ppened  feme  portholes  in  the  territory  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  affair  of  the  two  prizes  of  the  French  privateer  Les  Citoy- 
f  ns  de  Marfeille,  which  entered  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  armed 
and  commiflioned,  repaired  in  the  fame  port,  and  fent  out  undef 
the  eyes  of  the  government,* the  only  thing  in  queflion  was,  that 
fome  portholes  were  pretended  to  have  been  opened  in  the  vcflfcl 
after  her  departure  from  Philadelphia  ;  the  court  of  Charlefton  wa^ 
of  opinion  that  the  holes  had  been  opened,  and  condemned  th^ 
two  prizes.     The  fuperior  courts  did  not  adopt  this  opinion,  anc^ 
the  firfl  fentence  was  reverfed ;  but  after  how  long  a  time,  hov^ 
much  care,  fatigue,  pain,  andexpenfe? 

In  the  affair  of  the  PrincefTe  des  Afturies,  at  New  York,  at- 
will  be  feen  hereafter,  only  two  cannon  and  a  fcore  of  fufees  wero^ 
in  queftion  ;    behold  what  is  called  an  armament,  behold  how 
words  are  abiifed ! 

Prizts  have  been  arrefled  under  flill  more  frivolous  pretexts* 
The  privateer  La  Parifienne  had  infringed  a  revenue  law  of  the 
United  Siaics,  fhe  was  feized  and  condemned  by  the  diflri£| 
(:pprt.  7  his  tribuna]|  doubtlpfs  agreeable  to  rules  pref|pri|}ed  by 
^  -tilt 
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tlic  IviTj  hzi  reftored  this  veflcl  to  her  owriers,  on  mating  them 
jMijr  her  value.  The  privateer,  after  having  executed  the  fentence 
of  the  court,  went  out  and  made  two  confiderable  prizes ;  one  was 
fent  irito  Charledon,  arid  the  other  into  Savanna.  They  were  both 
arretted  at  the  inftance  of  the  Englifh  confuls,  under  the  pretext 
that  the  tribunal  had  aded  illegally,  by  reftoridg  the  contifcated 
l^rivateer ;-— that  notwithflandiiig  this  reditution,  and  the  payment 
of  her  value  to  the  treafilrer,  (he  had  always  remained  the  property 
of  the  United  States,  and  could  not  make  any  lawful  prize* 
This  ridiculous  aifertion  was  ferioufly  oppofed  in  the  di(lri6t  and 
circuit  courts,  and  in  the  fupreme  court  of  the  United  States ;  at 
the  clofe  of  the  proceedings,  which  lafted  near  two  years,  the 
,  prizes  were  adjtidged  to  the  captors,  but  without  allowing  them 
damages. 

In  like  manner  have  been  treated  the  rich  and  numerous  prizes 
of  the  French  privateers  La  Mere  Michelle,  Le  Brutus,  Le  Ge- 
neral Lavaux,  and  Le  Vengeur.  The  captors  have  gained  their 
caufes  in  three  courts,  and  have  not  obtained  damages. 

Were  it  neceflary  to  cite  here  all  the  vexatious  proceedings 
commenced  againft  French  vefTels,  the  underfigncd  minifter  ple- 
nipotentiary would  be  obliged  to  write  a  volume.  He  contents 
himfelf  with  adding,  to  what  he  has  juit  faid,  the  affair  of  the 
Vengeance  and  that  of  the  Caflius. 

jiffair  of  the  Vengeance. 

At  the  beginning  of  1794  the  predeceflbr  of  the  underfigned 
charged  the  captain  of  La  Dorade,  a  French  galliot,  with  a  par- 
ticular miflion  for  St.  Domingo.     He  ordered  him  to  go  to  New 
^ork  with  his  galliot,  to  take  fomc  powder,  which  was  at  Sandy 
I^ook,  on  board  the  frigate  La  SemiUante,  belonging  tci  the  Re- 
pablic,  and  which  made  part  of  her  equipment,  and  to  carry  them 
%^  General  Leveaux.  This  veflel  had  formerly  been  armed  for  war; 
Hie  had  j^en  built  with  portholes,  confequently  (he  attrafted  the 
particular  attention  of  the  government.     Many  difficulties  were 
"thrown  in  her  way  ;  but  finally,  after  having  fubmitted  to  all  the 
ircquifite  infpeftions,  Ihe  failed  with  a  formal  clearance  from  the 
colleftor  of  the  cuftoms  of  Philadelphia.  She  went  to  New  York, 
"vhcre  the  captain  acquitted  himfelf  of  his  miflion,  and  thence  to 
Port  de  Paix,  where  the  powder  was  delivered  to  General  Leveaux. 
At  that  place  this  galliot  was  fold  to  an  inhabitant  of  St.  Domin- 
gOi  who  armed  her,  equipped  her  completely,  partly  at  Port  dc 
Paix,  and  partly  at  Cape  Fran9ois.     She  was  called  La  Vengeance^ 
and  given  to  Captain  Berard,  as  commander,  who  failed  from 
St.  Domingo  with  a  commiffion  in  good  form,  and  a  crew  entirely 
French,  to  cruize  againft  the  enemies  of  the  Republic.      A  few 
^*ys  after  her  departure  fhe  captured  a  Spanilh  veflel  called  the 
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Prlncejfe  dis  AJlurtes^  laden  with  a  rich  cargo,  ani  cawiod  her  inta 
the  port  of  New  York,  in  the  fiimmer  of  1795. 

The  Spanifh  conful,  availing  himfelf  of  the  facility  given  him 
by  the  law  of  the  5th  of  June,  1794,  had  the  prize  arrefted,  undei 
the  pretext  that  the  privateer  had  been  armed  in  the  United  States, 
and  we  (aw  officers  of  the  governnnent  appear  to  defend  his  afler- 
tlon ;  Mr.  Harrifon,  attorney  of  the  diftri£l  of  New  York,  and. 
Mr.  Troup,  clerk  of  the  diftrift  and  circuit  courts,  to  which 
appertained  the  decifion  of  the  caufe. 

It  was  under  thefe  aufpices  that  the  prize  was  arreted,  and  tho 
captain  of  the  privateer  faw  himfelf  obliged  to  defend .  her  againd 
the  allegation  of  a  pretended  armament.  But  it  was  not  fumcient 
to  have  arrefted  the  prize,  they  mud  alfo  attack  the  priyatcer. 
This  did  not  fail  to  happen.  Shortly  after  Mr.  Harrifon,  without. . 
laying  afide  his  office  of  attorney  for  the  captuied,  but  a£ling  in  thb 
inltance  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  informed  agatnft  La  Ven^ 
geance^  and  rec^uired  her  arreft  under  the  fame  pretext  which  baJ 
been  ufed  for  arreting  her  prize.  This  information  was  notibund« 
cd  on  any  affidavit  or  matexiaT  proof.  But  Mr.  Attorney,  accord- 
ing to  his  letter  to  the  fecretary  of  ({ate,  had  no  need  of  any ;  he 
had  feen  in  the  hands  of  the  Spanifh  con fuT  documents  fufficient  foe 
having  the  prize  condemned.  In  fine,  not  content  with  thefe  mcA- 
fares,the  fame  attorney,  fome  time  after,  the  two  other  caufesbeing 
ftill  pending,  exhibited  a  fecond  information  agalnft  the  privateer* 
^nd  had  her  arrefted  anew,  -for  having  exported  arms  in  violation 
of  a  law  of  the  United  States,  which  was  in  force  when  the  Ven- 
geance faikd  from  New  Ycrk.  This  information  was  made  on 
the  fimple  declaration  of  Mr.  Giles,  marfhal  of  the  court,  who, 
as  informer,  was  to  (hare  part  of  the  confifcatidn.  So  that  all  the 
officers  of  the  diftridl  court  (except  the  judge)  were  interefted  ii» 
the  condemnation  of  the  privateer  or  her  prize.  It  is  vsrell  to 
obferve,  that. during  the  courfe  of  the  procefs  the  monies  aridng 
from  the  fate  of  the  prize  were  depofited  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk 
(attorney  for  the  Spaniards),  thofe  arifing  from  the  fale  of  the 
prize  in  the  hands  of  the  marjhal  (informer  and  interefted  in  the 
confifcation) ; — fo  that  their  intereft  was  to  fpin  out  thefe  caufes  by 
means  of  appeals;  and  fait  has  happened. 

As  this  laft  information  is  here  principally  in  qu^ftion,  it  i$> 
proper  to  enter  into  fome  details  on  the  fubjeft.  It  appeared  in 
the  allegation,  that  the  privateer  had  exported  from  the  United 
States  two  cannon,  twenty  muflcets,  and  fifty  barrels  of  powder. 

Two  cannon  and  twenty  mufkets  could  fcarcely  be  an  object  of 
commercial  fpeculation.  The  exiftence  of  the  cannon  has  never 
been  proved,  and  certainly  whatever  mufkets  were  found  on  board 
were  only  for  the  defence  of  the  veflTel,  without  a  wifh  to  infringe 
the  laws  of  the  American  govcmmejjt.    The  powder  in  truth  wat 
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of  the  greateft  coD^equencci  but  the  conful  of  New  York  hafteaed 
to  give  his  declaration  under  oath,  and  to  prove,  by  witnefles,  that 
this  povrder  had  been  taken  from  on  board  La  Semiltante,  and 
made  part  of  her  equipment.  Mr.  Harrifon  did  not  yield  to  this 
•videiice. 

However^  the  three  caufcs  went  on ;  but  the  yellow  ferer^ 
I  which  took  place  at  New  York,  (jpun  them  out  to  confideiable 
I  length.  The  judgment  of  the  di(tri£l  court  was  not  ^ven  till 
November.  In  the  mean  time  an  exprefs,  which  Captain  Beraid 
had  fent  to  St.  Domingo,  on  the  tirll  arreft  of  his  prize,  had  re- 
turned with  papers,  proving  in  the  moll  convincing  manner,  that 
the  Vengevr  had  arrived  at  Port  de  Paix  without  any  armament  or 
tqaipment  whatever ;  and  that  Ibe  had  been  fold,  anxied,  and 
equipped  wholly,  and  commiffioned  as  a  privateer,  on  the  terri- 
toiy  of  the  Republic.  Thefe  documents  were,  certificates  of  thm 
geaeral,  the  ordonnateur,  &c.  of  the  greater  part  of  the  principal 
•fficers  of  St.  Domingo  ;  the  accounts  of  armament  attefted  by  aH 
die  providers  [fournifleursj,  t^c.  the  whole  executed  in  the  moft 
authentic  form* 

The  underfigned  haftened  to  communicate  thefe  documents  to 
Ae  fecretary  of  Hate  of  the  United  States,  and  to  requeft  that  he 
would  order  the  attorney  of  New  York  diftriA  to  ftay  the  pro- 
ceedings he  had  inftituted  in  the  name  of  the  government;  there 
was  nothing  done  with  them,  and  Mr.  Harrifon  continued  his  pro- 
iecution. 

In  fine,  the  moment  came  for  deciding  thefe  three  caules. 
They  were  pleaded  with  much  preparation  before  the  diftrift 
court  of  New  York.  The  privateer  was  acquitted  of  the  chai^ 
of  illegally  arming,  and  the  prize  adjudged  to  the  captor.  Mr* 
Harrifon  did  not  appeal  as  to  the  privateer ;  but  the  caufe  of  the 
prize  was  carried  to  the  circuit  court,  and  finally  to  the  fupreme 
court ;  and  thefe  two  tribunals  confirmed  the  fenteace  of  the  diftrift 
coon. 

As  to  the  exportation,  the  judge  was  of  opinion  that  the  veflel 
ihould  be  condemned  for  it ;  and  grounded  his  fentence  only  on  the 
wticle  of  twenty  mujkets.     Some  of  the  attprnies  for  the  privateer 
had  confidered  it  asof  fo  little  confequence,  that  they  had  not  con- 
ceived it  would  be  brought  in  queftion  ;  and  had  omitted  to  fpeak 
of  it  in  their  pleadings.     It  was  natural  to  appeal  from  fuch  a  fen*^ 
(eoce ;  the  conful  of  New  York  was  the  appellant,  and  required, 
agreeable  to  a  law  of  Congrefs,  that  the  vefiel  (hould  be  given  up 
fo  him  under  fecurity,  during  the  appeal ;  but  he  could  not  obtain 
't;  the  veflel  was  fold  for  lefs  than  a  tenth  part  of  the  cod  of  her 
^tmament,  and  the  money  was  depofited  till  the  conclufion  of  the 
IWocefs. 

The  circuit  court,    as  was  expeSed,    fet  afide  the  fentence 
^ich  condemned  the  privateer ;  but  Mr.  Harrifon^  not  content 
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with  all  he  haicl  hitherto  done,  immediately  applie<J  t6  the  fuprtiiie 
touft  of  the  United  States,  which  was  not  more  favourable  td 
him,  and  confirmed  the  fentence  of  the  circuit  court;  The  gd- 
Vernmcnt,  notwithftanding  the  rcprefentations  of  the  underfignctf 
ininifter  plenipotentiary,  took^a  decided  part  iri  the  appeal j  and 
gave,  it  in  charge  to  Mr.  Lee,  the  attorney  general,  to  afguci 
-which  he  did  with  liiUch  eloquence,  but  with  the  (iiccefs  fucft  i 
caufe  merited; 

Affair  tf  the  Cajfius* 

In  the  month  bf  Thermidor,  of  the  3d  year  f  Augtirt  1795)* 
the  corvette  Le  C^ffius,  belonging  to  the  Republic,  commanded 
by  Captain  Davis,  and  fent  by  General  LeVeaux  to  the  under' 
figned  minifter  plenipotentiary  on  a  particular  miflion^  requiring 
her  irkimediate  return  to  St.  Domingo,  was  feized  in  virtue  6i  in 
order  from  the  diftrift  court  of  the  United  States,  for  the  ftate  of 
Pennfylvania^  and  her  captain  was  arrefled  at  the  fuit  of  a  mer- 
chant of  Philadelphia,  to  anfwer  for  a  pretended  illegal  captuit 
made  in  virtue  of  his  commiiTion,  and  out  of  the  jurifdi6[idn  of  th6 
United  States. 

The  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  complained  of  thil 
violation  of  the  treaties  and  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  requefted  tte 
govern rtient  to  caufe,  as  foon  as  poffible,  the  releafc  of  the  corvette 
Le  Callius  and  her  captain.  He  conceived  himfelf  fo  much  the  more 
grounded  in  this  requefl,  as  he  knew  that  a  like  interpofition  was 
not  new  in  the  annals  of  the  United  States  ;  as  he  knew  that  the 
executive  power  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania  had  interpofed  in  a 
flmilar  cafe,  and  in  the  fame  manner,  in  favour  of  the  ftate  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  as  this  meafure,  diftated  by  a  profound  knowledge  of  the 
law  of  nations,  and  of  the  reciprocal  duties  of  nations,  had  been 
approved  and  ratified  by  the  tribunals,  organs  of  the  law.  'But 
Mr.  Randolph,  fecretary  of  ftate  of  the  United  States,  replied.to 
the  underfigned  on  the  15th  of  Auguft,  1795 — "  As  long  as  th^ 
**  qucftion  is  in  the  hands  of  our  courts,  the  executive  cannot  with- 
"  draw  it  from  them.*' 

The  underfigned  infifting,  on  the  ift  Fruftidor,  in  the  thirf 
year  ( 1 8th  Auguft,  1795),  exprefled  himfelf  in  thefe  terms:  "I<Io 
**  not  know,  x\6x  ought  I  to  know,  any  other  than  the  govcrn- 
"  ment  of  the  United  States;  I  carinot  under  any  (hape  admit  tht 
**  competency  of  your  tribunals  in  the  different  circumftancei 
*'  which  arife  on  the  execution  or  inexecution  of  the  treaties.  W 
**  thefe  tribunals  are  the  firft  to  violate  them,  1  can  only  addrcff 
**  myfclf  to  the  government  for  reparation  of  that  violation  ;  other* 
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^f  wife  It  would  be  to  render  the  agents  of  the  French  govermcnt-^w 
**  the  French  government  itfelf — amenable  to  thefe  tribunal  ; 
•*  which  would  be  to  reverfe  principles.'*  Informed  that  tho 
C^flSus  and  her  captain  might  be  liberated  on  giving  fecurify>  the 
llhderfigned  requelled,  by  the  fame  letter,  thatthe  government  of 
the  United  States  would  itfelf  furnlfti  this  fecurity ;  and  knowing 
that  the  fupreme  court  of  the  United  States,  which  was  then  ia 
fclliony  had  the  power  in  certain  cafes  of  arrefting  the  proceedings 
df  the  inferior  courts,  on  their  fignifying  to  them  a  prohibition, 
he  fuggeiled  to  the  fecretary  to  adopt  this  fure  and  prompt  method 
to  put  an  end  to  this  vexatious  procedure.  Both  thefe  requeds 
were  refufed.  The  captain  of  Le  Caffius  then  addreffed  himfelf 
to  the  fupreme  tribunal,  requeued  the  prohibition  and  obtained 
It.  The  diftrifl  cotjrt  was  enjoined  immediately  to  flop  the  pro- 
ceedings which  had  been  commenced,  and  to  liberate  Captaia 
Payis  and  his  veiTel. 

'  But  at  the  very  inftant  in  which  the  marjhallvfzs  defired  to  cxc- 
cute  the  order  of  the  fupreme  court,  he  had  already  in  poffeflion  a 
pew  order  from  another  tribunal  (the  circuit  court)  enjoining  hitn 
to  arreft  the  veflel  anew,  upon  the  charge  of  an  Engliih  merchant 
;in4  naturalifed  American,  {Rating  that  this  vefTel  had  been  formerly 
armed  in  the  United  States ;  and  confequently  requefled  that  (he 
^ould  be  confifcated,  one  moiety  to  himfelf,  the  other  moiety  to 
the  government.  The  underfigned  being  uninformed  whether  thii|. 
yeflel  had  ever  been  armed  in  the  ports  of  the  United  Stales,  he  waf 
glfo  afTured  that  fume  individuals  had  only  attempted  to  put  on  board 
grins  and  ammunition,  and  which  they  were  preventea  from  doing 
gt  the  time  ;  hut  he  takes  upon  him  to  affirm,  that  (ince  this  veflej. 
has  become  the  property  of  the  French  Republic,  General  La- 
Veaux  armed  and  equipped  her  wholly  at  St.  Domingo  ;  and  that^^ 
OB  her  arrival  here,  ihe  had  not  a  cannon  or  pound  of  powder 
^hich  had  not  been  put  on  board  her  in  the  territory  of  France. 
This,  new  order  was  figned  by  one  of  the  judges  of  theXuprcmc 
court  (in  quality  of  circuit  judge)  who,  having  already  ordered  the 
prohibition  in  the  firil  inilance,  mufl  have  known  very  well  that 
ihts  veflel  was  the  property  of  the  French  Republic ;  and  who 
muft  alfo  have  known  that  the  circuit  court  was  not  competent  tq 
this  proceeding ;  whicl^  the  law  and  ufage  have  conAantly  attrir 
Ibuted  to  the  dif^rid  tribunalst  But  the  diftrid  court  then  fat  but 
once  a  year  at  Philadelphia ;  its  approaching  yet  diftant  fefllon  was 
to  be  at  York  Town,  find  the  profecutor  had  adopted  this  round- 
about mode  to  take  away  every  means  from  the  French  Republic 
of  obtaining  reftitution  of  her  veflels  legally  before  the  expira- 
tion of  near  a  year.  In  the  interval  ihe  was  to  rot  at  the  quays  of 
Philadelphia.  This  has  taken  place.  The  underiigned,  from  a 
(oifit  of  couciliatioui  made  an  ufelefs  attempt  with  one  of  the 
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judges  of  the  circuit  eourt  to  obtain  the  liberation  of  the  vcffel,  on 
giving  fccurity ;  the  reply  was  that  the  judge  could  do  nothing  of 
himfelf ;  that  the  court  when  aflerabled  could  alone  determine. 

The  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  made  new  reprefenta- 
iioQS  to  the  fecretary  of  (late  of  the  United  States  upon  t)ie  fore* 
going  fa£ts.  Mr.  Pickerings  then  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  his  anfwer 
of  iftAuguft,  1795?  repeats  this  phrafe  of  Mr.  Randolph.  "A« 
**  long  as  the  queftion  is  in  the  hands  of  our  courts,  the  executive 
*<  cannot  withdraw  it  from  them,"  adding  thereto  this  remarkable 
expreilfon :  **  and  therefore  is  not  chargeable  with  fuffc^ring  a  viola* 
•*  tion  of  the  treaties  cxifting  between  the  two  Republics."  The 
underfigned  complained  that  the  new  fuit  commenced  againft  the 
Caffius  had  been  carried  to  an  incompetent  tribunal,  and  in  the 
lame  tetter^  of  xft  Augufi,  I795»  the  fecretary  of  ftate  replied  ob 
this  head  to  the  underfigned,  **  the  counfel  who  have  told  you  that 
'<  fuch  is  the  law,  have  led  you  into  an  error<»"  &c.  maintainii^ 
Ibc  competency  of  the  tribunal. 

The  underfigned  minifler,  in  thefe  circomftances,  faw  himfetf' 
obliged  to  difarm  the  vefTel,  to  difcharge  the  crew,  that  durinj^ 
thefe  tranfadlions  he  had  fupported  at  great  expenfe^  and  aban- 
doned the  Cafliiis  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  protefU 
ing  againfl  the  illegality  of  her  arreft. 

The  underfigned  minifler  is  not  acquainted  with  the  details  of 
what  happened  fince  that  time  relative  to  this  affair  ;  he  only  knows 
that^  in  the  month  of  Odober  lafl,  the.  circuit  court  declared  itfelf 
incompetent,  notwithftanding  the  affertion  of  the  fecretary  offbte, 
and  quafhed  all  the  proceedings.  In  confequence  the  fecretaiy 
oflfered  him  the  Caflius ;  as  if,  after  having  retained,  in  contempt 
of  treaties,  a  flate  velTel,  after  having  left  her  to  rot  in  port,  the 
government  of  the  United  States  were;  not  to  anfwer,  both  for  the 
violation  of  the  treaties,  and  for  the  damages  the  CafQus  h^  fi)f* 
tained. 

(No.  5).  The  fecretary  of  flate,  by  his  public  letter  of  the  ift 
of  November  lafl,  in  anfwer  to  the  note  of  the  underfigned  minlftcr 
iplenipotentiary  of  the  6th  of  Brumaire  laft,  appears  not  to  have 
underflood  either  that  note  or  the  decree  of  the  Eacecutive  Dire^ 
tory,  of  the  14th  Me/Iidor,  of  the  4th  year. 

This  decree  does  not  fimply  contain  the  order  for  fcizing  Englift 
property  on  boardof  neutral  vefTels,  and  of  courfe  on  board  of  Ame- 
rican veflels ;  it  orders  that  the  veflels  of  the  Republic  fhall  aft 
towards  neutrals  in  the  fame  manner  as  neutrals  fhall  fufier  thf 
Englifb  to  treat  them.  ^ 

This  decree  confequently  implies,  not  only  the  feizure  of  ene- 
mies property  on  board  of  American  vefTels,  againfl  the  principw 
/ree  fiips  make  free  goods,  a  principle  which  the  American  govern- 
ment abandoned,  after  having  recognized  it  by  acceding  to  the 
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lieclaration  of  Ruflia  in  1780;  not  only  the  fcizure  of  articles 
clifled  as  contraband  in  the  treaty  oonduded  between  Lord  Gxen- 
villo  and  Mr.  Jay, '  and  declared  innocent  merchandizes  by  the 
treaty  of  17789  but  alfo  rcprifals  for  all  vexations^  contrary  to  the 
hw  of  nations*  and  to  the  treaties,  which  the  Americans  fhall 
endure  00  the  part  of  the  £ngli(h,  without  an  eiScacious  oppo- 
fidoh. 

^  Thie  fecretary  of  (late. has  been  pleafisd  to  obferve,  that  France 
and  the  United  States,  by  a  reciprocal  treaty,  had  confecrated  the 
principle,  frajbips  malttfrtt  goods^  and  diminiflied  the  lid  of  arti- 
cles feizable  as  contraband.  Upon  this  bafis  he  built  reafoning 
which  he  might  have  fpared,  if  he  had  been  pleafcd  to  remember 
(he  2d  article  of  the  treaty  of  1778. 

The  fecretary  has  alfo  beenpleafed  to  reply,  in  part,  to  the  note 
of  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary,  dated  6th  Brumaire, 
relative  to  the  prefs  exercifed  on  the  American  failors,  that  the 
federal  government  were  not  to  give  an  account  to  any  nation  of 
he  meafures  it  takes  for  the  proteAion  of  its  citizens  ;  if  fuch  an 
lofwer  required  a  reply,  the  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary 
iKOuld  requeft  the  fecretary  of  (late  to  obferve,  that  the  objed  of 
lis  note  of  the  6th  Brumaire,  and  of  his  letters  of  the  9th  and  19th 
jcnninal  lad,  which  are  there  referred  to,  was  not  at  all  to  know 
he'fleps  taken  by  the  federal  government,  for  the  prote£tion  of 
ts  citizens,  bul  the  meafures  purfued  by  it  for  preventing  its 
dtizens  from  increafing  the  maritime  forces  of  the  enemies  of  the 
l^rench  Republic,  its  ally.  It  is  evident  that  in  this  cafe  the  fe« 
kial  government  Ihould  expedl,  and  the  French  Republic  would 
tttve  a  right  to  regard,  its  filence  as  Si  tacit  confent  to  that  meafure, 
and  a  real  hodiltty. 

The  underfigned  minider  plenipotentiary  can  no  longer  be  fuf-* 
pcAed  of  having  demanded  of  the  government  of  the  United  States 
explanations  foreign  to  the  relations  which  exid  between  that  go- 
vernment and  the  French  Republic,  of  having  had  fhe  intent ioa 
to  wound  the  federal  government,  in  his  letter  of  the  7th  Vendi- 
niiaire  in  the  4th  year,  (ince,  after  the  pa(rage  cited  by  the  fecre- 
lanr  of  (late,  is  the  following  paragraph :  '<  But  I  am  convinced 
^*  It  will  not  be  fo.    The  American  government  is  too  much  at- 
*'  tached  to  the  laws  of  an  exad  neutrality,  it  knows  too  well  that 
'*  the  caufe  of  free  people  is  linked  to  that  of  France,  to  allow  to 
'^be  uiurped  by  the  £ngli(h  a  right  iQJuHpus  to  the  intcrc(^  of 
« the  Republic." 

^*  It  is  in  this  con  vl£lion  that  I  have  written  yojii  this  letter,  per^ 
^*  fuaded  that  it  is  perhaps  fuperfluoys  to  addrcfs  to  you  thcfe  re- 
*^  clamaiions.  I  do  not  doubt  but  the  American  government  will 
<(prove.to  all  Europe  the  intention  it  has  of  maintaining  the  mpft 
"  cxaft  neutrality  with  regard  to  the  belligerent  powers^  that  \t 
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**  will  oblige  England  to  violate  rio  longer  the  rights  of  nations, 
**  and  that  it  will  nrtt  henceforward  reducc^  France  to  the  pain  of 
**  addrefling  new  claims  upon  this  fubjedl." 

^No.  6.)  In  the  General  Advertifer,  publiftied  at  Philadelphia 
on  the  gth  of  June,  i7q6,  may  be  feen.the  queftions  propofed  by 
the  Prelidcnt,  on  the  i8th  of  April,  1793,  to  the 'heads  of  the  de- 
partments. The  underiigned  minifter  plenipotentiary  contents 
himfclf  with  giving  here  an  extraft. 

Qiieftion  2.  Shall  a  minifter  from  the  republic  of  France  be 
received  ? 

Queftion  3.  If  received,  fliall  it  be  abfohitely,  or  with  qualifi- 
cations, and  if  with  qualifications,  of  what  kind  ? 

Qj^ieftion  4.  Arc  the  United  States  obliged,  by  good  faith,  to 
coniider  the  treaties  heretofore  made  with  France  as  applying  to  the 
prefent  fituation  of  the  parties  ;  may  they  either  renounce  thqmor 
hold  them  fufpcnded  till  the  government  of  France  fhall  be 
eftabliftied  ? 

Queftion  12.  Should  the  future  regent  of  France  fend  a  minifter 
to  the  United  States,  otight  he  to  be  received  ? 

(No.  7.)  The  French  government,  jealous  of  giving  to  the 
United  States  proofs  of  its  attachment,  had  commenced  negotia- 
tions with  the  regency  of  Algiers,  in  order  to  put  an  end  to  the 
war  which  that  power  was  making  on  the  commerce  of  the  United 
States.  The  minifter  for  foreign  affairs,  by  a  letter  of  the  5th  of 
January,  1794,  inftruSed  the  predeceflbr  of  the  underfigned  to 
communicate  to  the  federal  government  the  fteps  which  the  French 
government  had  taken  in  this  refpefl.  The  predeceflbr  of  the  uo- 
derfigned  in  confequence  w^rote  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  on  the 
16th  Prairial,  in  the  2d  year,  the  following  letter — I  have  already 
had  the  pleafure,  Sir,  to  inform  you,  verbally,  of  the  intereft  whiA 
the  committee  of  Public  Safety  of  the  National  Convention  hadearljf 
taken  in  the  truly  unhappy  fituation  of  your  commerce  in  theMc* 
ditcrranean* 

I  now  fulfil  the  duty  impof^d  on  me  by  the  government,  by  call- 
ing to  your  rccolle<5lion,  in  writing,  the  fteps  which  are  to  betak& 
by  our  agent  with  the  Dey  of  Algiers,  for  reprefling  this  new  B»-  . 
nceuvfc  of  the  Eritifti  adminiftration,  which  has  put  the  finifting    1 
ftroke  to  its  proofs  of  malevolence  towards  free  people.     The  dil-    i 
patch  of  the  minifter  communicating  this  meafure* to  me,  isdatrf    j 
the  5th  of  January,  and  did  not  come  to  my  hands  till  fifteen  days    1 
ago  ;   I  do  not  yet  know  by  what  route  :   I  could  have  wifhedithaA 
been  lefs  tardy  in  coming  to  me,  that  I  might  fooner  have  fulfilW 
the  agreeable  tafk  of  proving  to  you,  by  facls,  the  proteftationsP* 
fricndfhip,  of  which  I  have  fo  often  fpoken  in  the  name  of  the 
Republic  of  France. 

The  information  which  I  ftiall  receive  from  Europe  in  a  littk 

tjttie  will  doubtlefs  poflefs  me  of  the  fuccefs  of  thofe  negotiations 
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iHucli'were  to  have  bccn^opened  in  January  laft.  If  the  Situation 
of  ybor  afiairs  is  yet  fuch  with  rcfpe£l  to  that  barbarous  regency  as 
tmour  intervention  may  be  of  Tome  utility,  I  pray  you  to  invite 
Ac  prefident  to  caufe  to  be  communicated  to  me  the  means  that 
he  will  join  to  thofe  of  the  committee  of  Public  Safety  for  the 

rteft  fuccefs  of  the  mcafurcs  already  taken.  It  is  in  virtue  of 
exprefs  requeil  of  the  minifter  that  I  folicit  of  the  prelidcnt 
fome  communication  on  this  fubjc3 ;  I  (hall  be  fatisfied  to  be  able 
totranfmit  it  by  a  very  early  conveyance,  which  1  am  now  pre- 
pirini;  for  France. 

.The  fecretsrry  of  (late  replied  to  him  on  the  6th  of  June,  17949 
bf  a  letter  of  which  the  following  is  an  extraA  : 

**  Your  other  letter  of  the  4th  of  June  is  a  powerful  dcmon(lra- 
''tion  of  the  intereft  which  the  Republic  of  France  takes  in  our 
**  welfare.  I  will  frankly  commtmicate  to  you  our  meafures  and 
"expedlations  with  regard  to  Algiers ;  but  as  you  will  fo  foon  re- 
''.ceive  the  detail  of  thofe  meafures,  which  your  government  have 
"  purfued  in  our  behalf,  and  after  the  rifmg  of  Congrcfs  fome  new 

*  arrangement  will  probably  be  adopted  by  the  executive,  it  will 
'  be  better  perhaps  to  poftpone  our  interview  on  this  matter  until 
'  the  intelligence,  which  you  farther  expe£l,  (hall  arrive." 

Then  Mr.  Jay  was  charged  to  negotiate  with  the  Briti(h  govern* 
lent,  and  the  Citizen  Fauchet  did  not  afterwards  receive  any 
ommnnication  on  the  fubjed. 

(No.  8).  On  the  13th  Floreat,  in  the  3d  year  of  the  Republic 
id  May,  1794))  the  predece(ror  of  the  underfigned  minillcr  ple- 
ipotemiary  expreiTed  himfelf  in  thefe  terms  to  the  fecrctary  of 
ate,  upon  the  blockade  of  the  French  colonies  : 
.".  After  fo  many  ufelefs  attempts,  Sir,  you  muft  be  fenfible  of 
'  the  pain  I  experience  in  tracing  this  piAure  fo  different  from  that 
'  which  the  French  Republic  gives  whenever  juftice  towards  you 
^  is  in  quedion,  even  though  her  interefts  are  compromitted.  It  was 
^  when  a  terrible  war  was  incelfantly  devouring  her,  that  (he  ri- 
'  goroufly  fulfilled  her  treaties  with  you  ;  in  this  inftance  (he 
f  demands  but  juftice,  and  cannot  obtain  it.  On  the  contrary,  (he 
^  fees  her  enemies  admitted  to  an  intimacy  w  ith  you,  at  the  moment 
'in  which  your  commerce  and  your  fovereignty  are  alike  infult^d 
'  by  them :  at  the  moment  when,  adding  dcrifion  to  injuiiice,  they 
'  defpoil  you  anew  upon  the  feas,  when  they  promife  to  indemnify 

*  you  for  former  acts.  This  rcfleftion,  Sir,  becomes  much 
f  more  grievous  when  we  fee  ported  up  under  your  eyes  the  official 
'  kgaiization  of  a  proclamation,  which  prohibits  yourrommcrce 
■  irith  our  colonies,  and  fufpends  to  you  alone  the  law  of  nations. 
•Lknow,  Sir,  what  refpeft  impofes  on  me  as  to  what  imme- 
'diately  intercrts  your  affairs,  and  your  relations  as  a  people. 

*  But  I  cannot  entirely  pafs  in  filcncc  tranfa(5lions  to  which  rho 
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**  Republic  is  no  ftradger,  becaufe  they  are  UttiBbtd  aganift  Im  ^ 
'<  and  that  to  fubfcribe  by  an  excefs  of  courtefy  to  fuch  orderii 
^<  were  to  quit  the  neutral  poiTtion  which  the  Americans  prqfefik 
'<  Examine,  I  pray  you,  Sir,  whether  this  neutrality  can  be  hUt 
*^  to  exift,  when  on  the  one  hand  you  can  no  longer  maintain  your 
^*  treaties,  and  on  the  other  you  are  obliged  to  abandon  your  ida* 
<<  tions  exclufiVely  to  the  difcretion  of  England,  who  doubtlefsn^ 
^  foon  declare  all  the  univerfe  blockaded,  except  her  poflfeflioBi* 
<<  What  account  do  you  conceive  I  can  render  to  the  French  go«- 
<<  vernment  of  the  means  you  take  for  rendering  your  neutrality 
<<  refpeSable  ?  Yet  on  that  my  inftrufijons  infift,  and  it  is  on  that 
**  more  efpecially  that  France  is  uneafy ." 

The  fecretary  of  (late  replied,  on  the  2oth  of  May,  i795y  to 
this  paflage  of  Citizen  Fauchet's  letter  m  the  following  man* 
ner: 

<<  The  predicament  of  a  neutral  nation  is  always  peculiar  imd* 
**  delicate,  and  eminently  fo  while  it  defends  itfelfagainft  charges 
<'  of  partiality  from  one  of  the  warring  powers,  kft  it  (hould  foem 
**  to  palliate  the  mifdoings  of  another*  But  you  are  not  to  infer 
'<  from  any  juftiiication  of  the  executive  that  the  validity  of  tht  pro*- 
**  clamation  of  blockade  is  aflbited  to.  We  did  read,  on  the- 
'^  loth  of  April,  17959  a  publication  from  hisBiitaonic  Majefty's 
^'  conful  general,  for  the  middle  and  fouthern  dates  of  Amerkay' 
**  giving  public  notice  that  he  had  received  official  communica-< 
'^  fions  that  the  ifland  of  G^ndsilQupe,  Marigalante,  and  DefiradSf 
*<  were^  by  proclamation  ifliied  by  his  Britannic  M^efty's  gaaenl 
**  and  vice-admiral  commanding  in  the  Weft  Indies  declared  40 
'^  be  in  an  aAual  (late  of  blockade  ;  and  that  neutral  veilcls  weiB« 
f^  by  that  proclamation  prohibited  from  attempting  to  enter  any  of 
'<  the  ports  or  places  of  the  faid  iflands  with  provifions  or  Itip*' 
<<  piles  of  any  nature  or  kind  whatfoever,  under  the  penalty  of' 
**  being  *  dealt  with  conformably  to  exifting  treaties,  aM  as 
**  warranted  by  the  eftabliihed  laws  of  nations/  So  highly  vahied 
**  has  the  Weft  Indian  commerce  always  been,  that  thb  cxcinfioa 
^^  was  often  revolved  in  the  mind  of  the  executive*  Itwasac- 
''  knowledged  that  neutrals  are  interdicted  by  the  law  of  nations 
"  from  a  blockaded  port.  From  fome  quarter  or  other  blocka4B' 
*<  mud  be  notified;  or  elfe  neutrals  would  be  a  conftant,  unfttfpe£U 
**  ing  prey  ;  not  being  in  a  condition  to  colleCl  this  information 
**  for  themfelves.  Who  then  are  to  notify  the  military  inveft- 
'<  ment  of  a  place?  Surely  not  the  beficged;  but  the  befiegerSi 
**  whether  we  confult  principle  or  pradlice.*  The  check  which 
**  neutrals  have  upon  a  wapton  and  falfe  parade  of  a  (iege,  is  the 
*'  fame  with  the  check  upon  any  other  groundlefs  pretence.  We 
"  might  indeed  have  remonftrated;  but  with  what  colour  may 
**  well  be  imagined,  when  this  department  was  unprovided  with

^^  any  docament  upon  ifHiich  the  refcinding  of  that  ^tfi  cdutd 
'<  have  been  urged.  If  rumour  were  a  fit  guide^  who  can  pro- 
^  noance  on  which  fide  rumour  prepondti^ted^  when  ftrippcd  of 
''  the  exaggerations  which  a  hoft  ofpaflibns  had  gathered  together  ? 
'<  We  hady  it  may  be  faid,  one  efforf  remaining  t  which  was  to 
^<  promulge  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  that  the  pro- 
'<  clamation  was  null  and  void  as  to  them*  If  after  this  defiance  of 
"  that  TlQl  any.  American  veflel  had  rifqued^  and  incurred  confif-

(Ho«  9}.  The  Citizen  Genet,  one  of  the  predeccffbrs  of  the 
underfigned,  notified  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  on  the  23d  of 
May,  X793»  ^^^^  ^^  ^^  empowered  to  renew  the  exifting  treaties 
between  the  French  Republic  and  the  United  States.  The  fecre- 
tary of  ftate  replied  to  him,  that  the  Senate  not  being  aiTembled, 
it  was  tmpoffibie  to  meet  his  overtures,  becaufe  that  body  were, 
according  to  the  conftitution,  to  participate  in  the  confummation  of 
treaties*^ 

On  the  30th  of  September,  17939  Citizen  Genet  renewed  the 
fubjed;  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of 
that  letter,  informed  him  that  he  had  laid  it  before  the  prefident,' 
and  that  it  will  be  taken  into  confideration  with  all  the  refpe<3and 
intereft  that  fuch  an  6bje£l  requires. 

Tlie  Senate  aifembled,  and  the  treaty  was  never  again  brought 
in  queftion. 

The|>rtdeceiror  of  the  underfigned,  in  bis  verbal  communica- 
tion with  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  exprefled  the  defire  which  the 
Republic  had  of  renewing  her  treaties.  He  received  only'evafive 
anfwers. 

The  underfigned  minifter  plenipotentiary,  charged  to  prepare 
yMi  the  fedexal  government  the  plan  of  a  new  treaty  of  com« 
mexocy  communicated  to  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  on  the  30th  of 
June^  1795  (old  ftyle),  that  part  of  his  inftru£tions  which 
aiithoriled  him  to  open  this  negotiation. 

'  On  diis  fubjeft  the  prelident  authorifed  the  fecretary  of  ftate, 
who  explained  to  the  underfigned  the  manner  in  which  they 
could- proceed  in  it*    But  at  what  time?    When  the  ratification

Citizens, 
"C^ROM  the  dawn  of  our  revolution  the  tricoloured  cockade  Iiu 
^  been  the  rallying  point  of  ihofe  energetic  men,  whofe  gene- 
rous efforts  gave  the  firft  blow  to  arbitrary  power.  At  their  all 
the  French  nation,  bent  for  centuries  under  the  yoke,  (hook  off 
that  long  drowfinefs ;  twenty-four  millions  of  men  adopted  that 
auguft  fymbol ;  they  exclaimed,  "  We  (hall  be  free  !"  and  all 
oppofition  was  defeated,  and  the  throne  tumbled  down  in  the 
dud,  and  a.l  Europe,  armed  again  (I  them,  has  been  vanquifhed. 

The  Republic  decorates  all  her  citizens  with  thofe  national 
colours,  the  facred  fymbol  of  liberty  which  they  have  won. 

Frenchmen  who  are  abfent  from  their  native  land  eught  not, 
amidft  nations  allied  with  their's,  to  lay  afide  the  drftinflivc 
mark  which,  by  making  them  known,  fecurcs  to  them  the  pro- 
tedion  and  reciprocal  refpedl  guarantied  by  our  treaties  with  thofc 
nations. 

Thofe  who  from  a  guilty  indifference  (hould  flight  that  right, 
exempt  themfelves  from  that  duty  ;  thofe  could  lay  no  claim  to 
that  protcdlion,  they  would  renounce  the  fupport  of  the  agents  of 
the  Republic. 

Eut,  Citizens,  I  am  perfuaded  that,  at  the  call  of  the  mtnifter 
of  the  French  Republic,  you  will  haften  to  put  on  the  fymbol  of 
a  liberty,  which  is  the  fruit  of  eight  years  toils  and  privations,  and 
of  five  years  viftories. 

Thus  you  will  draw  a  line  of  demarcation  between  you.  and 
thofe  contemptible  beings,  whofe  unfeeling  hearts  are  callous  to 
the  facred  name  of  native  land,  the  noble  pride  with  which  the 
freeman  is  animated  by  the  fcnfe  of  his  independence. 

Thus  you  will  fignalize  thofe  flill  more  degraded  beings  who, 
being  fold  to  the  enemies  of  the  Republic,  drag  from  clime  to 
clime  a  life  overwhelmed  with  mifery  and  contempt ;  wretches 
whom  hiftory  will  not  call  to  remembrance,  except  to  perpetuate 
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Tlie  ufe  of  the.  French  chanceries,  the  national  protoflion, 
will  hot  be  granieia  to  any  Frenchman  but  thofc  who,  perfectly 
fenfible  oT  the  dignity  attached  to  the  title  of  citizen,  Ihall  take  a 
pride  in  wearing  confta'ntly  the  tricolpured  cockade. .  The 
lExecutiye  I?ireSory  of  the  French  Republic  have  pronounced 
thos.  *  fifeing  the  organ  of  their  decilions  I  communicate  them 
with  plcafiire  to  my  fellow- citizens.  As  for  thofe  who,  although 
Frenchmen  born,  have  ceafed  to  be  Frenchmen,  I  do  not  fpeak 
to  them  ;  the  public  voice  will  inform  them  of  their  exclulionJ

\XTHEREAS  an  explanatory  article,  to  be  added  to  the  treaty, 
■  ■  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navigation,  between  the  United 
States  and  his  Britannic  Majcfly,  was  concluded  and  iigned'at 
Pliiladelphia,  on  the  4th  day  of  May  laft,  by  Timothy  Picker- 
ing, £fq.  fecretary  of  (late,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
jl^y  FhineaR  Bond,  Efq.  the  commiflioner  of  his  Sritannic  Majefty, 
which  explanatory  article  is  in  the  words  following: 

Explanatory  Article. 

Whereas  by  the  third  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity,  commerce, 
and  navigation,  concluded  at  London  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
November,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  between 
his  Britannic  Majedy  and  the  United  States  of  America,  it  was 
agreed  that  it  (hould  at  all  times  be  free  to  his  Majeiiy's  fubje£ls, 
and  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  alfo  to  the  Indians 
dwelling  on  either  fide  of  the  boundary  line  affigned  by  the  treaty 
of  peace  to  the  United  States,,  freely  to  pafs  and  repafs,  by  land 
'or  inland  navigation 9  into  the  refpedive  territories  and  countries 
of  the  two  contrafling  parties  on  the  continent  of  America  (the 
country  within  the  limits  of  the  Hudfon  Bay  Company  only  ex- 
cepted), and  to  navigate  all  the  lakes,  rivers,  and  waters  thereof, 
and  ftrccly  to  carry  on  trade  and  commerce  with  each  other,  fubjcft 
to  the  provifions  and  limitations  contained  in  the  faid  article : 
And  whereas,  by  the  eighth  article  of  the  treaty  of  peace  and 
friendOiip  concluded  at  Grenvillei  on  the  third  day  of  Auguft, 

one 
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one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  nincty-fivef  bctwten  tEe  United 
States,  and  the  nations  or  tribes  of  Indians  called  the  Wyandols, 
Dehwares,  Shawanoes,  Ottawas^  Chippewas,  ]Putawatiintes» 
Miamis,  Eel  River,  Weeas^  Kickapoos,  Piankafliaws,  and  Kaf- 
ka(kias>  it  was  ftipulated  that  no  perfon  Qiould  be  permitted  to 
refide  at  any  of  tiie  towns  or  hunting  camps  of  the  faid  Indian 
tribes  as  a  trader,  who  is  not  furniflied  with  a  licenfe  for  that 
purpofe,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States ;  which  lattei 
ftipulation  has  excited  doubts  whether  in  its  operation  it  may  not 
interfere  with  the  due  execution  of  the  faid  third  article  of  the 
treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navigation :  and  it  being  the 
fincerc  defire  of  his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  of  the  United  Stales, 
that  this  point  (hould  be  fo  explained  as  to  remove  all  doubts,  and 
promote  mutual  fatisfadion  and  friendihip  :  and  for  this  purpofc 
his  Britannic  Majefty  having  named  for  his  commiilioner,  rhineas 
Bond,  Efq.  his  Majefty's  conful  general  for  the  middle  and 
fouihern  ftates  of  America  (and  now  his  Majefty's  chzr^ 
d'affaires  to  the  United  States)  ;  and  the  prefident  of  the  Unitei 
States  having  named  for  their  commiffioner  Timothy  Picker 
ing,  £f^.  fccretary  of  (late  of  the  United  States,  to  wtumi,  agree 
able  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  he  has  entrufted  .thi 
negotiation :  they,  the  faid  commiffioners,  having-  conunti 
nicated'  to  each  other  their  full  powers,  have,  in  virtue  of  th 
fatne,  and  conformably  to  the  fpirit  of  the  lad  article  of  the'  &r 
treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navigation,  entered  into  th' 
explanatory  article,  and  do  by  thefe  prefents  explicitly,  agree  an 
declare,  That  no  flipulations  in  any  treaty  fubfequently  conclude 
by  either  of  the  contracting  parties  with  any  other  ftate  or  natiox 
or  with  any.  Indian  tribe,  can  bt  underflood  to  derogate  in  ar: 
'  manner  froni  the  rights  of  free  intercourfe  and  commerce  fecur«e 
by  the  aforefaid  third  articlfe  of  treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  ar 
j^avlgation,  to  the  fubjeds  of  his  Majefly,  and  to  the  citizens  < 
the  United  States,  and  to  the  Indians  dwelling  on  either  (ide 
the. boundary  Hne  aforefaid ;  but  that  all  the  (aid  perfons  fhall  rema^' 
at  full  liberty  freely  to  pafs  and  rcpafs,  by  land  or  inland  navig 
tion,  into  the  refpe£live  territories  and  countries  of  the  contnfc 
ting  parties,  on  either  iide  of  the  faid  boundary  line»  and  free 
to  carry  on  trade  aivl  commerce  with  each  other,  according  to  t1 
flipulations  of  xhp  faid  third  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity,  coc^ 
merce,  and  navigation. 

This  explanatory  article,  when  the  fame  fhall  have  been  nu 
fied  by  his  Majefty  and  by  the  prefident  of  the  United  Stat^ 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  their  fenate,  and  the  ^ 
fpediva  ratifications  mutually  exchanged,  (hall  be  added  to  aa. 
make  a  part  of  the  faid  treaty  of  amity,  commerce,  and  navig 
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tlorif  and  (hall  be  permanently  binding  upon  his  Majefty  And  tht 
United  States. 

In  witnefs  whereof  we,  the  faid  commifliohcrs  of  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  of  Ame« 
rica>  have  figned  this  explanatory  article,  and  thereto 
affixed  our  feals.  Done  at  Philadelphia,  this  fourth  day  of 
May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thpufand  feven  hundred 
and  ninety-fix.

'continued  feries  of  profpcrity  has  fo  often  and  fo  juftly  called 
forth.  '         \ 

The  adls  of  the  laft  fefTion,  which  required  fpecial  arrangc- 
inent5,  have  been,  as  far  as  circumftances  would  admit,  cariwd 
into  operation. 

The  meeting  of  ^he  deputies  from  the  Creek  nation  at  Oofc- 
rain,  in  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  which  had  for  a  principal  objcft 
the  purchafe  of  a  parcel  of  their  land  by  that  ftate,  broke  op 
•whhout  its  being  accompllfhed :  the  nation  having,  previoas  to 
their  departure,  initru6led  them  againft  making  any  falc;  the 
occafion,  however,  has  been  improved,  to  confirm,  1)y'a  new 
treaty  with  the  Creeks,  their  pre-exifting  engagements  with  the* 
•United  States,  and  to  obtain  their  confcnt  to  the  eftabliflimcnt  of 
tradiitghoirfcs  aad  miHtary  pofts  within  their  boundary,  by  means 
of  which  their  fricndfhip,  and  the  general  peace,  may  be  more 
cffeSually  fecuredk  » 

A^  foon  as  the  governor-general  of  Canada  could  be  addreffci 
with,  propriety  on  this  fubje<St,  arrangements  were  cordially  and 
promptly  concluded  for  their  evacuation,  and  the  United  otates 
took  pofTefTion  of  the  principal  of  them,  comprehending  OfwegOi 
•Niagara,  l^etroit,  Michaliminac,  and  Fort  Miami,  where  fuch 
repairs  and  additions  have  been  ordered  to  be  made  as  appeared 
indifpenfable. 

The  commiflioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States, 
agreeably  to  the  feventh  article  of  the  treaty  with  Great  Britain, 
relative  to  captures  and  condemnation  of  veflels  and  other  pw* 
perty,  met  the  commiffioners  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  in  London, 
in  Auguft  laft,  when  John  Tumball,*  Efq.  waschofen  by  lot  for 
the  fifth  commiffioner.  Jn  Odober  following  the  board  were  to 
proceed  to  bufinefs.  As  yet  there  has  been  no  communicatioQOt 
commiflioners  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  to  unite"  tvith  tbofe 
who  have  been  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  for 
carrying  into  effeS.  the  fvwU  axuda  of  \Ke  treaty. 
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■  T*hc  treaty  with  Spain  required  that  the  commifliohers  for  run- 
ring"  the  boundary  line,  between  the  territory  of  the  United 
States  and  his  Catholic  Majefty's  provinces  of  Eaft  and  Weft 
Florida,  ihould  meet  at  the  Natches,  before  the  expiration  of  fix 
months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  which  was  efFeSed 
at  Aranjuez,  on  the  25th  of  April,  and  the  troops  of  his  Catholic 
M^jefty,  occupying  any  ports  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States,  were  within  the  fame  period  to  be  withdrawn.  The 
commiilioner  of  the  United  States,  therefore,  commenced  his 
journey  from  the  Natches  in  September,  and  troops  wferc 
ordered  to  occupy  the  ports  from  which  the  Spanifli  garrifons 
ibould  be  withdrawn.  Information  has  been. recently  received  of 
the  appointment  of  a  commiflloner  on  the  part  of  his  Catholic 
.Majcfty  for  running  the  boundary  line,  but  none  of  any  appoint- 
.xnent  for  the  adjuftment  of  the  claims  of  our  citizens,  whofe 
▼eflfels  were  captured  by  the  armed  vertels  of  Spain. 

In  purfuance  of  the  aft  of  Congrefs,  paifed  in  the  laft  feflion, 
for  the  protection  and  relief  of  yXmerican  feamen,  agents  were 
appointed,  'one  to  refide  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  other  in  the 
Weft  Indies.  The  efFeSs  of  the  agency  in  the  Weft  Indies  are 
not  yet- fully  afcertained  ;  but  thofe  which  have  been  communi- 
cated afford  grounds  to  believe  the  meafure  will  be  beneficial. 
The  agent  deltined  to  refide  in  Great  Britain  declining  to  accept 
the  appointment,  the  bufinefs  has  confequentJy  devolved  on  thb 
jninifter  of  the  United  States  in  London  ;  and  will  command  his 
attention,  until  a  new  agent  (hall  be  appointed, 

After  many  delays  atid  difappointmentsj  arifing  out  of  the 
European  war,  the  final  arrangements  for  fulfilling  the  engage- 
ments made  to  the  Dey  and  regency  of  Algiers  will,  in  all  pre- 
fcnt  appearance,  be  crowned  with  fuccefs ;  but  under  great, 
though  inevitable  difadvantages,  in  the  pecuniary  tranfaftions, 
oecaiioned  by  that  war;  which  will  render  a  further  provifion 
neceflary.  The  aSual  liberation  of  all  our  citizens  who  were 
prifoners  in  Algiers,  while  it  gratifies  every  feeling  heart,  is 
itfelf  an  earneft  of  a  fatisfaftory  termination  of  the  whole  nego- 
tution« 

Meafures  are  in  operation  for  efFc6Hng  treaties  with  the  Re- 
gencies of  Tunis  and  Tripoli. 

To  an  a6^ive  external  commerce  the  prote6lion  of  a  naval  force 
is  indifpenfable.  This  is  manifeft  with  regard  to  wars  in  which  a 
ftatc  is  itfelf  a  party';  but  befides  this,  it  is  our  own  experience, 
that  the  moft  fincere  neutrality  is  not  a  fufficient  guard  againft  the 
depredations  of  nations  at  war.  To  fecure  refpeft  to  a  neutral 
flag  requires  a  naval  force,  organized,  and  ready  to  vindicate  it 
from  infult  or  aggreiSon.  This  nlay  even  prevent  the  neceflity  of 
going  to  war,  by  difcburaging  belligerent  powers  from  committing 
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fuch  violations  of  the  rights  of  the  oeotral  party  as  may,  firft  or 
laft,  receive  no  other  optiop.  From  the  beft  information  I  havs 
been  able  to  obtain^  it  would  feem  as  if  our  trade  to  the  Meditcr- 
'  ranean,  without  a  protcfling  force,  will  always  be  infecurd; 
and  our  citizens  expofed  to  the  calamities  from  which  numbers  of 
them  have  but  juft  been  relieved.  Thefe  coniiderations  invite  the 
United  States  to  look  to  the  means,  and  to  fet  about  the  gradinl 
creation  of  a  navy.  The  increafmg  progrefs  of  their  navigatioo 
promifes  them,  at  no  diftant  period,  the  requifite  fupply  of  fea- 
men;  and  their  means,  in  other  refpe&s,  favour  the  undertaking- 
It  is  an  encouragement,  likewifej  that  their  particular  lituatioa 
will  give  weight  and  influence  to  a  moderate  naval  force  in  their 
hands.  Will  it  not  then  be  advifeable  to  begin,  without  delaf, 
to  provide,  and  lay  up  the  materials  for  the  buiilding  and  equipping 
of  (hips  of  war ;  and  to  proceed  in  the  work  by  degrees,  ,in  pro- 
portion as  our  refources  ihall  render  it  pradicable,  without  in* 
convenience ;  fo  that  a  future  war  of  Europe  may  not  find  our 
commerce  in  the  fame  unproteded  (late  in  which  it  was  found  b]r 
the  prefent? 

Congrefs  have  repeatedly,  and  not  without  fuccefs,  dire£M 
their  attention  to  the  encouragement  of  manufactures.  Tlie 
obje£l  is  of  too  much  confequence  not  to  enfure  a  continuation  of 
their  efforts,  in  every  way  which  will  appear  eligible.  As  I 
general  rule,  manufadures  on  a  public  account  are  inexpedient; 
but  where  the  {late  of  things  in  a  country  leave  little  hope  that 
certain  branches  of  manufaAure  will,  for  a  great  length  of  timc> 
obtain  ;  when  thefe  are  of  a  nature  efTential  to  the  furnifhing  and 
equipping  of  the  public  force  in  the  time  of  war,  are  not  e(la« 
bliihu  ents  for  procuring  them  on  public  account,  to  the  eximt  tfthi 
crdinary  demand  for  the  public  Jervice,  recommended  by  ftrong  con- 
fiderations  of  national  policy,  as  an  exception  to  the  general  rule? 
Ought  our  country  to  remain  in  fuch  cafes  dependent  on  foreign 
fupply,  precarious,  becaufe  liable  to  be  interrupted  ?  If  thencccf- 
fary  articles  Ihould  in  this  mode  coft  more  in  time  of  peace,  will 
not  the  fecurity  and  independence  thence  arifing  form  an  ample 
compenfation  ?  Eftabliftiments  of  this  fort,  commenfurate  only 
with  the  calls  of  the  public  fervice  in  the  time  of  peace,  will,  in 
time  of  war,  eafily  be  extended  in  proportion  to  the  exigencies  of 
the  government,  and  even  perhaps  to  be  made  to  yield  a  furplus, 
for  the  fupply  of  cur  citizens  at  large;  fo  as  to  mitigate  the  pri- 
vateers from  the  interniption  of  their  trade.  If  adopted,  the  plan 
ought  to  exclude  all  thofe  branches,  which  are  already,  or  likely 
foon  to  be  efiabliihed  in  the  country,  in  order  that  there  maybe 
no  danger  of  interference  with  purfuits  of  individual  induftry. 

It  will  not  be  doubted  that,  with  reference  cither  to  individual 
or  national  welfare,  agriculture  is  of  primary  importance,    In 

proper- 
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proportion  it  ifations  advance  in  population,  and  other  drcum* 
fiances  of  maturity,  this  truth  becomes  more  apparent,  and  rea- 
ders the  cultivation  of  the  foil  more  and  more  an  objed  of  public 
patronage.     Inftitutions  for  promoting  it  grow  up,  fiipported  by 
the  piiblic  purfe ;  and  to  what  objed  can  it  be  dedicated  with 
greater  propriety  ?  The  means  which  have  been  employed  to  this 
end,  none  have  been  attended  with  greater  Xuccefs  than  the  efta« 
bliftiment  of  boards,  compofed  of  proper  charadters,  charged  with 
Hefting  and  difFufing  information,  and  enabled  by  premiums, 
ndfmall  pecuniary  aids,  to  encourage  and  afSft  a  fpirit  of  difco- 
enr  and  improvement. 
I  have  heretofore  propofcd  to  the  confideration  of  Congrefs  the 
^fexpediency  of  eilablifhing  a  national  univerfity,  and  alfo  a  military 
academy.     The  defirablenefs  of  both  thefe  inftitutions  has  fo  con- 
2%antly  increafed  with  every  new  view  I  have  taken  of  the  fubjeft, 
%:hat  1  cannot  omit  the  opportunity  of  once  for  ail  recalling  your 
^Mention  to  them. 

The  affembly  to  which  I  addrefs  myfelf  is  too  enlightened  not 
^%o  be  fully  fenfible  how  much  a  flourifhing  (tate  of  the  arts  and 
Sciences  contributes  to  national  profperity  and  reputation.  True 
3t  is  that  our  country,  much  to  its  honour,  contains  feminaries  of  * 
ieaming,  highly  refpe£lable  and  ufeful ;  but  the  funds  upon  which 
*9hey  reft,  are  too  narrow  to  command  the  ablcft  profeilbrs  in  the 
tlifferent  departments  of  liberal  knowledge,  for  the  inflitution  con* 
templated,  though  they  would  be  excellent  auxiliaries. 

Amongft  the  motives  to  fuch  an  inftituiion,  the  ailimilation  of 

the  principles,  opinions,  and  manners  of  our  countrymen,  by  the 

common  education  of  a  portion  of  our  youth  from  every  quarter, 

"Well  deferves  attention.     The  more  homoc^eneous  our  citizens  caii 

be  made,  in  thefe  particulars,  the  greater  will  be  our  profpedl  of 

permanent  union  ;  and  a  primary  obje<^  of  fuch  a  national  infti- 

4ution  ihould  be  the  education  of  our  youth  in  the  fcience  of  goveru* 

nent.     In  a  Republic,  what  fpecies  of  knowledge  can  be  equally 

important ;  and  what  duty  more  prefling  on  its  legiilature  than  to 

pttronize  a  plan  for  communicating  it  to  thofe  who  are  to  be  the 

future  guardians  of  the  liberties  of  the  country  ? 

While  in  our  external  relations,  fome  ferious  inconveniences 

1^  embarraflments  have  been  overcome,  and  others  leiTened,  it 

is  with  much  pain    and   deep  regret  I   mention,  that  circum** 

ftances  of  a  very  unwelcome  nature  have  lately  occurred.     Out 

^rade  has  fu&red,  and  is  fufferi^ig,  extenfrve  injuries  in  the  Weft 

Indies,  from  the  cruizers  and  agents  of  the  French  Republic ; 

^d  communications  have  been  received  from  its  minifter  here, 

>rhich  indicate  the  dat)ger  of  a  further  diiiurhance  of  our  com* 

^erce  by  its  authorityi   and  which  are^  in  other  refpe&s,  far 

from  agreeable.

.    It  has  been  my  conftant,  finccrc,  and  canicft*  wifli,  in  con* 
formity  ^vith   that  of  our  nation,  lo  maintain  cordial  harmony 
and  a  perfciftly  fiiendly  underftanding  wi^h  that  Republic.

foon  as  circumftances  would  admit;  arnl  that  the  other  provifiorr^^s 
of  our  objects  of  eventual  arrangement    are    now  about  bcii^»-S 
carried  into  effecl  with  entire  harmony  and  good  faiths 

We  perfectly  coincide  with  you  in  opinion,  that  the  importahc^i^ 
ef  Qur  commerce  demands  a  naval  force  for  its  protcSion  agairv  " 
foreign  infult  and  depredation,  and  our  folicitude  to  attain  th-g"^^ 
©bje(^  will  be  always  proportionate  to  its  magnitude. 

The  neceflity  of  accelerating  the  eftablifhmcnt  of  certain  ufcfi^^** 
jnanufaclures  by  the  intervention  of  legillative  aid  and  proteftio^^*J» 
and  the  encouragement  due  to  agriculture  by  the  creation  of  boarc===^** 
(compofed  of  intelligent  individuals)  to  patronize  this  prima^^^ 
purfuit  of  fociety,  are  fubjeds  which  will  readily  engage  our  mr-^ 
fi^rious  attention.

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A  national  univc^rfity  may  be  converted  to  the  mod  ufcful  pur- 
pofes*  The  fcience  of  legillation  being  fo  effcntlally  dependent  on 
:hc  endowments  of  the  mind,  the  public  iniereit  muit  receive 
s&Auai  aid  from  the  general  dlffulion  of  knowledge,  and  the 
United  States  will  aifume  a  more  dignified  (tation  among  the 
mations  of  the  earth,  by  the  fuccefsful  cultivation  of  the  highcft 
>iaDches  of  literature. 

We  fmcercly  lament,  that  while  the  condnft  of  the  United 
States  has  been  uniformly  imprelfed  with  the  character  of  equity, 
isooderation,  and  loye  of  peace,  in  the  maintenance  of  «U  their 
Foreign  relation  (hips,  our  trade  fliould  be  fo  haraifed  by  the 
^ruifers  and  agents  of  the  Republic  of  France,  throughout  the 
sxtenfive  departments  of  the  Well  Indies. 

We  cordFally  acquiefce  in  the  refleftion  that  the  United  States, 
uuider  the  operation  of  the  federal  government,  have  experienced 
^moft  rapid  aggrandizement  and  profperity,  as  well  political  as 
commercial* 

While  contemplating  the  caufes  that  produce  this  aufpicious 
refult,  we  mud  acknowledge  the  excellence  of  the  conditutional 
Tyftemj  and  the  wifdom  of  the  legiflative  provifions,  but  we 
Aould  be  deficient  iii  gratitude  and  judice,  did  we  not  attribute 
a  great  portion  of  thefe  advantages  to  the  virtue,  firmnefs,  and 
talents  of  your  adminiflration,  which  have  been  confpicuoufly 
pifplayed  in  the  mod  trying  times,  and  on  the  mod  critical  occa^ 
iions.

vriih  our  fellow-citizens  at  large  the  fmcereft  wi flies  for  your 
perfonal  happinefs  that  fenfibility  and  attachment  can  ex- 
prefs. 

The  moft  efFcftual  confolation  that  can  offer  for  the  lofs  we 
3re  about  to  fuftain,  arifes  from  the  animating  reflexion,  that 
^hc  influence  of  your  example  will  extend  to  your  fucceflbrs,  and 
the  United  States  thus  continue  to  enjoy  an  able,  upright,  and 
Energetic  Adminiflration.

It  oDght 
to  deprive  the  impoftors  of  the  faculty  of  deceiving,  by  all  the 
exaggerations  which  they  do  not  ceafe  to  devife  and  to  circulate^ 
b}L  informing  the  people  of  the  demands  which  Oene^r^  Boonar 
parte  and  the  underftgned  have  really  addrefled  to  the  fenatei  and 
q[  the  general  motives  on  which  thev  were  fpunded.

iN  confequence  of  the  refolution  agrqed  to  and  publifhecf  bjryoi^^ 
-■■  ftatc,  refpcSing  all  the  French  indifcriminatcly  who  h«^ 
taken  refuge  in  your  country,  feveral  of  the  heads  of  families'^ 
thefe  unfortunate  viflims  to  their  attachment  to  the  anciesft  la^^ 
of  their  couniry,  have  addrcfled  thcmfelves  'to  me,  to  obtain  tfc* 
means  to  repair  to  England,  where  they  hope  at  laft  to  fir 
repofe,  and  a  fecure  afylum  againft  the  cruelty  of  thipk  pcrii^ 
Gutors. 

It  is  with  extreme  concern,  Magnificent  Lords,  that  I  ta:^ 
my-felf  obliged'  to  refufe  their  requeft,  and  to  declare  to  all  ^ 
them  that  I  cannot  grant  a  paffport  to  any  of  them  until 
have  received  orders  from  my  court.  I  think  it  neceflary,  Mo^ 
nificent  Lords,  to  communicate  to  you  my  refolution  upon  th^^ 
fubje6l,  in  order  that  the  perfons,  to  whom  it  relates,  may  n»  - 
be  fufpefted  of  any  negleft  or  tardinefs  in  obeying,  the  ordonnana^ 
made  refpefting  them.

^  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

IT  is  a  peculiar  fatisfadion  to  me,  in  tl)c  prefent  conjunflure  of 

affairs,  to  recur  to  your  advice,  after  the  recent  opportunity 
virhich  has  been  given  for  coUcding  the  fcnfe  of  my  people,  en- 
|lged  in  a  difficult  and  arduous  conteilt  for  the  prefervation  of  all 
that  is  moll  deaCr  to  us. 

I  have  omitted  no  endeavours  for  fctting  on  foot  negotiations  to 
keftore  peace  to  Europe,  and  to  fecure  for  the  future  the  general 
tranquilliiy.  The  fteps  which  I  have  taken  for  this  purpofe  have 
at  length  opened  the  way  to  an  immediate  and  direS  negotiation, 
the  iflue  of  which  muft  either  produce  the  defirable  end  of  a  juft, 
honourable,  and  folid  peace  for  us,  and  for  our  allies,  or  mufl 
Jrove,  beyond  difpute,  to  what  caufe  alone  the  prolongation  of 
the  calamities  of  war  muft  j)e  afcribed. 

I  (hall  immediately  fend  a  perfon  to  Paris,  with  full  powers  to 
treat  for  this  objeG,  and  it  is  my  anxious  wi(h  that  this  meafure 
tnay  lead  to  the  reftoration  of  general  peace:  but  you  muft  be 
fenfible  that  nothing  can  fo  much  contribute  to  give  efFeft  to  this 
fcfirc,  as  your  manifefting  that  we  poffefs  both  the  determination 
•'*d  the  refources  to  oppofe,  with  incrcafed  adlivity  and  energy, 
he  farther  efforts  with  which  we  may  have  to  contend. 

You  will  feel  this  peculiarly  necelfary  at  a  moment  when  the 
txtmy  has  openly  manifefted  the  intention  of  attempting  a  defcent 
n  thcfe  kingdoms.  It  cannot  be  doubted  what  would  be  the 
MIC  of  fuch  an  enterprize;  but  it  befits  your  wifdom  to  negleft 
O  precautions  that  may  either  preclude  the  attempt,  or  fecure 
^c  fpeedieft  means  of  turning  it  to  the  confufion  and  ruin  of  the 
Hicmy. 

In' reviewing  the  events  ©f  the  year,  you  will  have  obferved 
hat,  by  the  fkill  and  exertions  of  my  navy,  our  extenfive  and 
ticrcafing  commerce  has  been  proteded  to  a  degree  almoft  beyond 
sample,  and  the  fleets  of  the  enemy  have,  for  the  greateft  part 
fcf  the  year,  been  blocked  up  in  their  own  ports.

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The  opcriiions  in  the  Eaft  land  Weft  Indies  have  been  highly 
honourable  to  the  Briti(h  armsy  and  produdive  of  great  nattond 
advantage;  and  the  valour  and  good  condu£t  of  my  forces^  both 
by  fea  and  land,  have  been  eminently  confpicuous. 

The  fortune  of  war  on  the  continent  has  been  more  various; 
and  the  progrefs  of  the  French  armies  threatened,  at  one  period, 
the  utmod  danger  to  all  Europe ;  but  from  the  honourable  aod 
dignified  perfeverance  of  my  ally  the  Emperor,  and  from  the^ 
intrepidity,  difcipline,  and  invincible  fplrit  of  the  Atiftrian  forceS} 
under  the  aufpicious  conduct  of  the  Archduke  Charles,  fuch  « 
turn  has  lately  been  given  to  the  courfe  of  the  war,  as  may  iYifpire 
a  well-grounded  confidence  that  the  final  refult  of  the  campaign 
will  prove  more  difaftrous  to  the  enemy  than  its  commencement 
and  progrefs  for  a  time  were  favourable  to  their  hopes* 

The  apparently  hodile  difpofitions  and  conduA  of  the  court  o( 
Madrid  have  led  to  difcuffions,  of  which  I  am  not  yet  enabled  to 
acquaint  you  with  the  final  refult ;  but  I  ani  confident  that  what- 
ever may  be  their  iflTue,  I  (hall  have  given  to  Europe  a  farther  - 
proof  of  my  moderation  and  forbearance;  and  I  can  have  nO 
doubt  of  your  determination  to  defend  againft  every  aggrcflion 
the  dignity,  rights,  and  interefts,  of  the  Briiilh  empire. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

I  rely  on  your  zeal  and  public  fpirit  for  fuch  fupplies  as  yoo 
^ay  think  neccflTary  for  the  fervice  of  the  year.  It  is  a  great 
faiisfa£lion  to  me  to  obferve,  that,  notwithftanding  the  temporary 
cmbarrafTments  which  have  been  experienced,  the  ftate  of  the 
commerce,  manufactures,  and  revenue  of  the  country,  proves  the 
real  extent  and  folidity  of  our  refources,  and  furnifhcs  you  with  fuch 
means  as  muft  be  equal  to  any  exertions  which  the  prefent  crifiS 
paay  require.

The  diftreffcs,  which  were  in  the  laft  year  experienced  from  the 
fcarcity  of  corn,  are  now,  by  the  blcinng  of  God,  happily  re- 
moved, and  an  abundant  harveft  affords  the  pleafing  profpcft  of 
relief  in  that  important  article  to  the  labouring  claflTes  of  the  com^ 
munity.

cod  of  all  my  adtions.     In  every  meafure  that  can  conduce  to 
thefe  objeds,  I  am  confident  of  receiving  the  firm,  zealous,  and 
affisdionate  fupport  of  my  Parliament.

Having  contemplated  with  anxious  folicitude  the  various  fortun 
of  war  on  the  Continent,  and  the  danger  with  which  all  Europ 
"Was  at  one  time  threatened,  we  refleft  with  proportionable  admi' 
ration  and  joy  on  the  honourable  and  dignified  perfcjirerancc  o 
your  Majefty's  ally  the  Emperor,  and  on  the  intrepidity,  difci

THE  motion  being  made  that  the  addrefs  (in  anfwer  to  Im 
Majefty*s  Speech)  do  pafs,  it  pafled  in  the  affirmative.

ift.  Becaufe,    by  this  addrefs,    unamended  as  it  ftim^s,.  tfce 
fan  £^  ion  of  the  Lords  is  given  to  a  feries  of  meafures,  as  ill  judged, 
with  regard  to  their  objecSb,  as  they  are  derogatory  from  the  dignity 
of  bis  Majefl:y*s  crown,  and  from  the  honour  of  this  kingdom.  , 
The  peitcration  of  folicitations  for  peace  to  a  fpecie^  of  power, 
with  whofe  very  exiftence  all  fair  and  equitable  accommodation  if 
incompatible,  can  have  no  other  cflfeS  than  that  which  it  is  noto- 
rious all  our  folicitations  have  hitherto  had.     They  muft  increafo 
the  arrogance  and  ferocity  of  the  common  enemy  of  all  Rations; 
they  mull  fortify  the  credit,  and  fix  the  authority  of  an  odious 
government  over  an  enflaved  people  ;  they  jnuft  impair  the  confi- 
dence of  all  other  powers  in  the  riiagnanimity,  cbnftancy,  and 
fidelity  of  the  Britifh  coundils ;  and  it  is  much  to  be  apprehended 
it  will  inevitably  tend  to  break  the  fpring  of  that  energy,  and  to 
lower  that  fpirit  which  has  charaSerifed  in  former  times  this 
high-minded  nation,  and  which,  far  from   finking  under  mif- 
fortune,  has  even  rifen  with  the  difficulties  and  dangers  in  which 
our  country  has  been  involved, 

2d.  Becaufe  no  peace,  fuch  as  may  be  capable  of  recruiting  the 
ftrength,  oeconomizing  the  means,  augmenting  the  refourccs, 
;fmd  providing  for  the  fafety  of  this  kingdom,  and  its  infeparablc 

.  cotw 
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eonneftions  and  dependencies,  can  be  had  with  the  uTurpel 
power  now  cxercifing  authority  in  France,  confidcring  the  de- 
Icription,  the  chara6ler,  and  the  conduct,  of  thofe  who  com  pole 
that  government ;  the  methods  by  which  they  liavc  obtained  their 
power,  the  policy  by  which  they  hold  it,  anJ  the  maxims  they 
lave  adopted,  openly  proteired,  and  uniformly  a£led  on,  towards 
the  deftni£lion  of  all  governments  not  formed  on  their  model 
and  fubfervient  to  their  domination* 

<yi,  Becaufe  the  idea  that  this  kingdom  is  competent  to  defend 
itfelf,  its  laws»  liberties,  and  religion,  under  the  general  fiibju- 
gition  of«aU  Europe,  is  prefumptuous  in  the  extreme,  contra- 
didory  to  the  fuppofed  motives  for  our  prcf(;nt  eager  folicitations 
ioT  peace,  and  is  certainly  contrary  to  the  Itanding  policy  both 
offlate  and  commerce,  by  which  Great  Britain  has  hitherto 
lourifhed. 

4.th.  Becaufe,  while  the  common  enemy  cxcrcifes  his  power 
over  the  feveral  dates  of  Europe  in  the  way  we  have  fecn,  it  is 
impoflible  long  to  preferve  our  trade,  or,  wliat  cannot  exift  with- 
out it,  our  naval  power.  This  hoftile  fyltem  feizes  on  the  keys 
of  the  dominions  of  thefe  powers,  without  any  coniideration  of 
their  frtendlhip,  their  enmity,  or  their  neutrality;  prefcribes 
laws  to  them  as  to  conquered  provinces;  muldts  and  fines  them  at 

Jleafiire;  forces  them,  without  any  particular  quarrel,  intodiredt 
oftility  with  this  kingdom,  and  expels  us  from  fuch  ports  and 
Qiarkets  as  fhe  thinks  fit;  infomuch  that  (Europe  remaining 
(inder  its  prefent  flavery)  there  is  no  harbour  which  we  can  enter 
.  Hrithout  her  permiffion,  either  in  a  commercial  or  a  naval  charac- 
ter. This  general  interdidl  cannot  be  begged  oft;  we  muft  refift 
Jt  by  our  power,  or  we  are  already  in  a  ftate  of  vafTalage. 

5th*  Becaufe,  whilil  this  ufurped  power  (hall  continue  thus 
Conftituted,  and  thus  difpofed,  no  fecurity  whatever  can  he  hoped 
for  in  our  colonics  and  plantations,  thofe  invaluable  fources  of 
^ur  national  wealth  and  our  naval  power.  This  war  has  Ihewn 
■*hat  the  power  prevalent  in  France,  by  intentionally  di (organizing 
the  plantation  fyftem  (which  France  had  in  common  with  all 
other  European  nations],  and  by  inverting  the  order  and  relations 
therein  eftabliihed,  has  been  able  with  a  naval  force,  altogether 
^ontempiible,  and  with  very  inconfiderable  fuccoijrs  from  Europe, 
to  baffle  in  a  great  meafurc  the  mo(t  powerful  armament  ever  fcnt 
from  this  country  into  the  We(i  Indies,  and  at  an  expenfe  hitherto 
\inparallelcd,  and  has,  by  the  force  of  example,  and  by  the  effedls 
t)f  her  machinations,  produced,  at  little  or  no  expenfe  to  herfelf 
cither  of  blood  or  treafure,  univerfal  defolation  and  ruin,  by  the 
general  de(lru£lion  of  every  thing  valuable  and  nece(rary  for  culti- 
vation, throughout  feveral  of  our  iflands,  lately  among  the  mod 
i|ouri(hinq  and  produdive.  The  new  fyltem,  by  which  thefe 
Vol.  Y.  T  t  things 
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■ 

things  have  been  effefted,  leaves  our  colonies  equally  endangered 
in  peace  as  in  war.     It  is  therefore  with  this  general  fyftecn  (of 
•which  the  Weft  India   fcheme  is  but   a  ramification)  that  alL 
ancient  eftabliihments  are  ciTentially  at  war  tor  the- fake  of  felf^. 
prefervation. 

6th.  Becaufe  it  has  been  declared  from  the  throne,  and  in  effe^^ 
the  principle  has  been  adopted  by  Parliament,  that  there  was  a  ^ 
way  likely  to  obtain  a  peace,  commonly  fafe  and  honourabl^S 
but  through  the  ancient  and  legitimate  government  long  eftabliih 
in  France.     That  government  in  its  lawful  fucceffion  has 
folcmnly  recognized,  and  affiftance  and   prote£lion  as  foleroik.  1 
promifed  to  thofe  Frenchmen  who  (hould  exert  themfelves  in  ^i 
reftoration.     The  political  principle  upon  which  this  recogniiL  c.jj 
was  made  is  very  iar  from  being  weakened  by  the  condiiA  of  tl^ 
newly-invented  government.     Nor  are  our   obligations  of  gocrf 
faith,  pledged  on  fuch  ftrong  motives  of  policy  to  thofe  v^ho  ha^e 
been  found  in  their  allegiance  diflblved,  nor  can  they  be  fo,  until 
fairly  direfted  efforts  have  been  made  to  fecure  this  great  funda- 
mental point.     None  have  yet  been  employed  with  the  fmallefi 
degree  of  vigour  and  perfeverance. 

7th.  Becaufe  the  example  of  the  great  change  made  by.  tie 
yfurpation  in  the  moral  and  political  world  (more  dangerous  tha? 
all  her  conquefts)  is  by  the  prefent  procedure  confirmed  in  allif* 
force.     It  is  the  firft  fuccefsful  example  furnifhed  by  hiftory  ofthc 
fubverfion  of  the  ancient  government  of  a  great  country,  and  of    j 
^11  its  laws,  orders,  and  religion,  by  the  corruption  of  mercenary    ! 
armies,  and  by  the  fcdudion  of  a  multitude  bribed  by  cQpfifcation    - 
to  feditidn,  in  defiance  of  the  fenfe,  and  to  the  entire  deftruflioB 
of  almoft  the  whole   proprietary  body  of  the  nation.     The  fatal 
effeSs  of  this  example  muft    be  felt  in  every  country.    Ncw^ 
pieans,  new  arms,  new  pretexts,  are  furnifhed  to  ambition;  aD<l    . 
new  perfons  are  intoxicated  with  that  poifon. 

8th.  Becaufe  our  eagernefs  in  fuing  for  peace  may  induce  the 
perfons  exercifing  power  in  France  erroneoufly  to  believe,  that  ■ 
we  aft  from  necefTity,  and  are  unable  to  continue  the  war;  a 
perfuafion  which,  in  the  event  of  an  ad^ual  peace,  willoperateaJ 
a  temptation  to  them  to  renew  that  conduft  which  brought  on  the 
prefent  war,  neither  fliall  we  have  any  of  the  ufual  fecuriticsia 
peace.  In  their  treaties  they  do  not  acknowledge  the  obligatiou 
pf  that  law,  which  for  ages  has-been  common  to  all  Europe. 
They  have  not  the  fame  fentiments  nor  the  fam^  ideas  of  their 
intereft  in  the  converfaiion  of  peace,  which  have  hitherto  in- 
^uenced  all  regular  governments;  they  do  not  in  the  fame  man- 
ner fe^l  ptil?lic  diflrefs,  or  the  private  mifery  of  their  fubjefls; 
they  will  not  find  the  fame  difficulty  on  the  commencement  of  a 
new  w^r  to  call  their  whole  force  into  fudden  aftion,  where,  hjT 
^  •         ^         •        .  the 
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the  law>  every  citizen  is  a  foldier,  and  the  perfon  anJ  properties 
uf  all  are  liable  at  once  to  arbitrary  requifitions.  On  the  other 
hand,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  fhcw  in  what  manner, 
whether  by  alliances,  by  force,  m Hilary  or  naval,  or  by  the  im- 
provement and  augmentation  of  our  finances,  wc  Ihall  be  belter 
able  to  refift  their  hoilile  attempts,  after  the  peace,  than  at  the 
prefent  hour.  If  wc  remain  armed,  we  cannot  reap  the  ordinary 
advantage  of  peace  in  oeconomy  ;  if  we  difarm,  we  fhail  b« 
fubjeft  to  be  driven  into  a  new  war,  under  every  circumftance  or 
difadvantage,  unlefs  we  now  prepare  ourfclves  to  fufFer  with 
patience  and  fubmiflion  whatever  infults,  indignities,  and  injuries^ 
we  may  receive  from  that  infolent,  domineering,  and  unjuit 
power. 

9th.  Becaufe  the  inability  of  humbling  ourfelves  again  to  folicit 
peace  in  a  manner,  which  is  a  recognition  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic, contrary  to  all  the  piinciplcs  of  the  war,  the  danger  of  peace^ 
if  obtained,  the  improbability  of  its  duration,  and  the  perfcverance 
of  the  enemy  throughout  the  interval  of  peace  in  their  mifchievous 
fylicm,  is  not  conjcdlure,  but  certainty.     It  has  been  avowed  by 
the  aSual  cove  mors  of  France,  at  the  very  moment  when  they 
had  before  them  our  application  for  a  pafTport.     They  chofc  that 
moment  for  publifliing  a  ftate  paper,  breathing  the  moll  hoftile 
mind.     In  it  they  (Umulate  and  goad  us  by  language  the  moil 
Opprobious  and  oiFenfivc.     They  frankly  tell  us,  that  it  is  not 
-our  intereft  to  defire  peace,  for  that  they  regard  peace  only  as  the 
Opportunity  of  preparing  frefli  means  for  the  annihilation  of  our 
naval  power.     By  making  peace  they  do  not  conceal  that  it  will 
be  their  objedl — **  to  wreft  from  us  our  maritime  prcponderancy— 
to  re-eftablilh  what  they  invidioufly  call  the  freedom  of  the  fcas; 
lo  give   a  new  impulfc   to  the  Spanilh,    Dutch,    and    French 
niarines;    and  to  carry  to  the  higheft  degree  of  profperity  the 
induftry  and  commerce  of  thofe  nations,"  which  they  ftate  to  be 
Our  rivals,  which  they  charge  us  with  **  unjuftly  attacking,  when 
Vrecan  no  longer  dupe,"  and  which  they  throughout  contemplate 
sis  their  own  dependencies,  united  in   arms,  and  furnifhing    re- 
Tources  from  our  future  humiliation  and  deftruflion.     They  refort 
to  thai  well  known  and.  conftant  allufion  of  their's  to  ancient 
hlftory,  by  which  reprcfenting  <^  France  as  modern  Rome,  and 
England  as  modern  Carthage,"  they  accufe  us  of  national  perfidy, 
fknd  hold  England  up  **  as  an  ohjeft  to  be  blotted  out  from  the 
face  of  the  earth."     They  falfely  aflert  that  the  Englilh  natioa 
fupports  with  impatience  the  continuance  of  the  war,  and  has 
Extorted  all  his  Majefty's  overnires  for  peace  •*  by   complaints 
^nd  reproaches;"  and,  above  all,  not  only  in  tiiat  paffage,  but 
throughout   their  official  note,  they  (hew  the  molt  marked  ad- 
herence to  that  infidious  and  intolerable  policy  of  their  fyittm,  by 
nvhich  they,  from  the  commencement  of  the  Revolution^  faug^ht

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to  trouble  and  fubvcrt  all  the  governments  in  Europe,     ^htf 
ftudiouily  disjoin  the  Englifti  nation  from  its  fovereign. 

loth.  Becaufc,  having  a£ted  throughout  the  courfe  of  thi» 
awful  and  momentous  crifis  upon  the  principles  herein  exprefled^ 
and  after  having  on  the  prefent  occafion,  not  only  fully  recoH-i 
fidered^  and  jealouily  examined  their  fcimdnefs  and  validity ,  buV 
gravely  attended  lo,  and  fcrupulonfly  weighed  the  merits  of  aP 
thofe  arguments  which  have  been  offered  to  induce  a  derelidion  o  - 
them,  confcientioufly  adhering  to,  and  firmly  abiding  by  thera 
I  thus  folemnly  record  them,  in  jullification  of  my  own  condu 
and  in  difcharge  of  the  duty  I  owe  to  my  King,  my  country,  a 
general  intereiis  of  civil  fociety.

His  Majelly,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  fincerdy  Ijmcnts  X-li(t 
addition  to  the  calamities  of  war,  already  extended  over  fo  gre^tta 
part  of  Europe,  has  the  fatisfadion  to  rcfleft  that  nothing   has 
htcn  omitted  on  his  part  which  could  contribute  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  pe^ce,  on   grounds  confiftent  with  the  honour  of   h'n 
Crown,  and  the  interejt  of  his  dominions  ;  and   he  trufts  that, 
under   the    protedlion    of  divine   Providence,    the   firmnefs   a/id 
wifdom  of  his  Parliament  will  enable  him  efFe£lual]y   la  repel 
tills  unprovoked  aggreflion,  and  to  afford  ta  all  Europe  an  addi- 
tional proof  of  the  fpirit  and  refources  of  the  Britifti  nation.

To  afliire  his  Majefty,  that  while  we  cannot  but  concur  with 
him  in  lamenting  that  fuch  an  addition  ihould  be  made  to  the 
cialamities  of  war,  already  extending  over  fo  great  a  part  of 
Europe ;  we  fliare  at  the  fame  time  in  the  fatisfadlion  which  his

**  It  being  the  opinion  of  this  Houfe,  that  certain  of  the  fnms 
ftated  in  the  papers  laid  before  this  Houfe,  to  have  been  iifued 
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on  the  authority  of  the  vot«  of  credit,  were  not  paid  on  the  fail 
authority.**     (Negatived.) 

Mr.  Fox  propofed  a  third  amendment,  .to  add  at  the  end  of  the 
firft  propofed  amendment,  the  words,  '  ' 

*'  Although  no  documents  have  been  laid  before  the  Houfe 
to  prove  either  the  neceflity  or  the  expecliency  of  the  faid  nieafure" 
(^Negatived  r)  ' 

On  Mr.  Fox's  original  motion  the  Houfe  divided,  and  it  was 
rejedled  by  a  Majority  of  285  to  81. 

It  was  refolved,  finally,  ''  That  the  maafure  of  advancing  the

Your  Majetty's  faithful  Commons  having  thus  manifeftcd  their 
determination  to  enable  your  Majeily  to  give  fuch  ailiftance  to 
your    Majefty's  ally,    the   Emperor,    as   may   be   indifpenfablf 
iieceflary  in  the  unfortunate  event  of  an  unfavourable  iflue  to  the 
prefent  negotiations  for  peace,  cannot  omit  this  occafion  of  ex- 
prciEng  their  deep  regret,  that  your  Majefty's  minifters  fhoutd,  in 
recent  inftances,  have  prefumed  to  iflue  limilar  afllftance  to  the

It  is  with  the  iitmoft  concern  that  his  Majefty  acquaints  the 
3loufe  of  Lords,  that  his  earneft  endeavours  to  efle^l  the  reftora- 
tion  of  peace  have  been  unhappily  fruftrated,  and  that  the  nego- 
tiation in  which  he  has  been  engaged  has  been  abruptly  broken  oflF 
by  the  peremptory  refufal  of  the  French  government  to  treat, 
except  upon  a  bafis  evidently  inadmifl^ible,  and  by  their  having  in 
confequence  required  his  Majefty's  plenipotentiary  to  quit  Paris 
ivithin  48  hours. 

His  Majefty  has  directed  the  feveral  memorials  and  papers  which 
•have  been  exchanged  in  the  courfe  cf  the  late  difcuflion,  and  the 
account  tranfmitted  to  his  Majefty  of  its  final  refult,  to  be  laid 
ijiefore  the  Houfe. 
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'  From  thcfe  papers,  his  Majefty  trufts,  it  will  he  proved  to  the 
whole  world  that  his  conduft  has  been  guided  by  a  fincere  defrre  td 
efFeft  the  reftoration  of  peace  on  principles  fuited  to  the  relative 
fituation  of  the  belligerent  powers,  and  elFential  for  the  permraent 
interefts  of  his  kingdoms,  and  the  general  fecurity  of  Europe: 
whilft  his  enemies  have  advanced  pretenfions  at  once  inconfiftent 
with  thofe  objefts,  unfupported  even  on  the  grounds  on  which 
they  were  profefTed  to*  rell,  and  repugnant  both  to  the  fyftcm 
eftablifhed  by  repeated  treaties,  and  to  the  principles  and  praSice 
which  have  hitherto  regulated  the  intercourfe  of  independent  ' 
nations.  - 

In  this  fituation  his  Majefty  has  the  confolation  of  reflefliiig> 
that  the  continuance  of  the  caiamiiies  of  war  can  be  imputed  only 
to  the  unjuft  and  exorbitant  views  of  his  enemies ;  and  his  M»* 
jefty,  looking  forward  with  anxipty  to  the  moment  when  they 
may  be  difpofedto  aft  on  different  principles,  places  in  the  mean 
time  the  fulleft  reliance,  under  the  proteftion  of  Providence,  on 
the  wifdom  and  firmnefs  of  his  Parliament,  on  thp  tried  valour  of 
his  forces  by  fea  and  land,  and  on  the  zeal,  public  fpirit,  and  , 
refources  of  his  kingdoms,  for  vigorous  and  effeftiial  fupport  |h 
the  profecution  of  a  conteft,  which  it  does  not  depend  on  his 
Majefty  to  terminate,  and  which  involves  in  it  the  fecurity  and 
permanent  interefts  of  this  countrv,  and  of  Eurbpe.

**  That  this  Houfe  has  learnt  with  inexprefiible  concern,  that  the 
n^otiation  his  Majefty  lately  commenced  for  the  reftoration  of 
peace  has  been  unhappily  frultrated. 

**  In  fo  awful  and  momentous  a  crifis,  the  Houfe  of  Lords  feel  it 

their  dn ty  to  fpeak  to  his  Majefty  with  that  freedon\  and  earned- 

nefs  Which  becomes  men  anxious  to  prefcrve  the  honour  ot  his 

M^jefty's  crown,  and  to  fecurc  the  interefts  of  his  jpeople..   T)»N

111  clofiBg  thif,   they  finccrely  deplore  that  they  are  under  the 
jieceffity  o(  declaring,  that,  as  well  from  the  manner  in  which 
the  late,  negotiation  has  been  conduded,  as  from  the  fubftance  of 
the  naemonal  which  appears  to  have  produced  the  abrupt  termi- 
nttioii  of  it|  they  have  reafon  to  think  his  Majefty's  minifteri 
were  not  fincere  in  their  endeavour  to  procure  the  bleilings  pf 
peace,  fo  neceflary  for  this  didrefled  country,  and  that  all  profpeA 
of  pacification  feems  entirely  removed  from  their  view.     For,  on 
the  one  hand^  his  Majedy's  minifters  infift  upon  the  reftoration  of 
the-  Netherlands' to  the  Emperor  zs  zji  qua  nm  from  which 
they  have  pledged  his  Majefty  not  to  recede ;  while,  on  the  other, 
the  Executive  Diredory  of  the  French  Republic,   with  equal 
pertinaicity,  claim  the  prefervation  of  that  part  of  their  conqueft 
ara  condition  from  which  they  cannot  depart- 
That,    under  thefe  circumftances,    this  Houfe  cannot  help 
laoienting  the  rafhnefs  and  injuflice  of  his  Majefty's  minifters, 
whofe  long-continued  mifcondud  has  produced  thisembarrafling 
fituation,  by  advifing  his  Majefty,  before  the  bleflings  of  peace 
haii  been  unfortunately  interrupted,  to  fffufe  all  negotiation  for 
tbe  adjuftment  of  the  then  fubfifting  differences,  although  at  that 
tunc  the  Netherlands,  now  the  main  obftacle  to  the  return  of 
tranquillity,  fo  far  from  being  confidered  as  an  objeS  of  conteft, 
was  folemnly  renounced,  and  the  peace  of  Europe  offered  into  his 
KCajefty's  hands  upon  the  bafis  of  that  renunciation,  and  upon  the 
fecurity  and  independence  of  Holland,  whilft  (he  preferved  her 
neutrality  towards  France. 

That  this  Houfe  hath  further  deeply  to  regret,  that  Toon  after 
the  commencement  of  the  war,  when,  by  the  vigour  of  his  Ma- 
efty's  arms,  with  the  aftiftance  of  his  allies,  the  Republic  of 
dland  had  been  refcued  from  invafion,  and  the  greateft  part.of 
the  Netherlands  had  been  recovered  by  the  Emperor;  at  a  time 
tec  when  moft  of  the  Princes  of  Europe^  with  refources  yet 
vnexhaufted,  continued  firm  in  their  alliances  with  Great  Britain, 
his  Majefty's  minifters  did  not  avail  themfdves  of  this  high  and 
'  commanding  pofition  for  the  negotiation  of  an  honourable  peace» 
Hfld  the  efta^lifhment  of  the  political  balance  of  Europe ;  that,  on 
the  contrary,  without  any  example  in  the  principles  and  pradice 
of  this  or  any  other  nation,  it  is  with  pain  this  Houfe  recolle£ts 
his  Majefty's  minifters  refufed  to  fet  on  foot  any  negotiation  what- 
foever  with  the  French  Republic ;  not  upon  a  real  or  even  alleged 
UQwillingnefs  on  his  part  to  liften  to  tbe  propofitions  now  sejeded 
by  her,  or  to  any  other  fpecific  propofal  of  indemnity  or  political 
fecurity,  but  upon  the  arrogant  and  infulting  pretence,  that  her 
government  was  not  capable  of  maintaining  the  accuftomed  reia- 
ti<^s  of  peace  and  amity  amongft  nations;  and  that^  on  this 
mmMinded  and  merely  fpeculative  aflumptton,  his  Majefty  was 
irivifed  to  continue  the  war  to  a  period  ^bek  th|B  dlfficuUUa  viv  iVa 
Vox..  V*  U  u  >RV5 
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tvay  oiF  peace  have  been  fo  much  incrcafcd  by  the  defcfiion  oF 
moft  bf  the  powers  engaged  in  the  confederacyj.and  by  the  con* 
quefts  and  confequent  pretenfions  of  the  French  Republic. 

That  this  Houfe  havmg  thus  humbly  fubmitied  to  his  Majeftf 
the  refle6tions  which  his  Majefty's  gracious  communication  im« 
mediately  fuggeft,  feel  themfelves  in  duty  bound,  for  the  infor- 
malion  of  his  Majefty,  and  the  fatisfa6^ion  of  an  exhauftexl  peo- 
ple, to  proceed,  with  unremiiting  diligence,  to  inveftigate  the 
caufes  which  have  produced  our  prefent  calamities,  and  to  offer 
fuch  advice  as  the  critical  and  alarming  circumilances  of  the 
nation  may  require. 

The  above  amendment  was  negatived  by  a  majority  of  63  to  7. 


In  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  on  the  30th  December,  his  Ma- 
jefty's meflage  was  taken  into  confideration,  and  Mr.  Pitt  moved 
the  following  addrefs : 

That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  ta 
return  the  thanks  of  thif^Houfe  for  his  moft  gracious  meflage,  and 
for  having  been  pleafed  to  lay  before  the  Houfe  the  papers  which 
have  been  exchanged  irf  the  courfe  of  the  late  difcuffion,  and  the 
account  tranfmitted  to  his  Majefty  of  its  final  refult. 

To  affure  his  Majefty,  that  we  cannot  but  deeply  participate  ih 
the  concern  which  his  Majefty  (from  his  conftant  regard  to  the 
interefts  of  his  fubjeds)  naturally  feels  m  the  difappointnient  of 
his  earneft  endeavours  to  efFeft  the  reftoration  of  peace,  and  in  the 
abrupt  termination,  on  the  part  of  the  French  government,  of 
the  negotiation  in  which  his  Majefty  was  engaged  ;  but  that  it 
affords  us  the  greateft  confolation,  and  the  uHnoft  incitement  to 
our  zeal  and  perfeverance,  to  obferve  the  abundant  proofs  that 
his  Majefty's  conduft  has  been  guided  by  a  fincere  defire  toeffcft 
the  reftoration  of  general  peace,  and  to  provide  for  the  permancAt 
interefts  of  his  kingdoms,  and  for  the  general  fecurity  of  Europe; 
while  his  enemies  have  advanced  pretenfions  at  once  inconfiftcnt 
■with  thofe  objeds,  unfupported  even  on  the  grounds  on  which 
they  profefled  to  reft,  and  repugnant  both  to  the  fyftem  eftablift- 
cd  by  repeated  treaties,  and  to  the  principles  and  praftice  which 
have  hitherto  regulated  the  intercourfe  of  independent  nations. 

That,  in  this  fituation,  perfuaded  that  the  prefent  continuance 
of  the  calamities  of  war  can  be  imputed  only  to  the  unjuft  and 
exorbitant  views  of  his  Majefty's  enemies,  and  looking  forward 
with  anxiety  to  the  moment  when  they  may  be  difpbfed  to  z&  on 
different  principles;  we  feel  it  incumbent  on  us,  to  afford  his 
Majefty  the  moft  firm  and  zealous  fupport  in  fuch  meafuresas 
may  be  moft  likely  to  bring  this  great  conteft  to  a  fafe  and  honoiir- 
able  iffue  ;  and  we  place  the  fulleft  reliance,  under  the  protcdion 
!>/ Providence,  on  his  Majefty's  vigilant  concern  for  the  interefts 
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of  his  fubjcSs,  on  the  tried  valour  of  his  forces  by  fea  and  land, 
and  on  the  zeal,  public  fpirit,  and  rcfources  of  thefe  kingrloms, 
which  can  never  be  called  forth  under  circumftanccs  more  impor- 
tant to  their  permanent  welfare,  and  to  the  general  fccurity  and 
illterefts  of  .Europe. 

Mr'.  Fox  moved  the  following  amendment  to  the  above  addref^: 
We  your  Majcily's  faithful  Commons,  having  fcen  with  inex- 

?refl[iDle  concern  that  the  negotiations  which  the  Direflory  of 
ranee  have  unhappily  and  abruptly  terminated,  roniider  it  our 
duty  to  fpeak  with  the  freedom  and  earneftnefs  which  becometh 
reprcfentatives  of  a  great  people  ;  we  regrer,  from  the  mem.orials 
;^nd  other  documents  fubmitted  to   our  corilideration,  that   your 
Majerty's  minilters  appear  not  to  have  been  fo  iincere  in  their  pro* 
feilions  for  peace  as  we  had  been  induced  from  their  repeated 
declarations  to  fuppofe.     The  fincerity  of  the  overtures  which 
have  been  made  for  peace  is  to  be  inferred  from  minifters  having 
iafiftcd  on  the  furrcnder  of  the  Netherlands  by  France  ;  this  they 
fiave  thought  proper  to  term  the  fine  qua  nan  \    while  the  enemy, 
pjTotiting  by  the  bad  conduct,  by  the  incapacity,  of  thofe  minifters, 
urge  their  demands.    Your  faithful  Commons  have  m«»n»over  feen^ 
with  extreme  regret,  that  when  only  a  very  fmall  portion  of  the 
German  empire  \Nas  occupied  by  the  arms  of  France,  when  the 
fecurity  of  Holland  might  have  been  guarantied  by  your  arms, 
when  yf  ur  Maje  fly 'sallies  were  firm  in  the  union,  and  apparently 
ftncere   in   iheir    profeflions,    your  Majefty's   miniiters  did    not 
'employ  themfelves  for  the  purpofe  of  procuring  ptace  to  England 
and  to  Europe  \  but,  on  the  contrary,  repeatedly  refufed  to  enter 
into  any  negotiation  with  the  French  Republic,  not  for  any  well- 
founded  reafon,   not  becaufe  that  the  Republic  was  really  hoitile 
to  all  other  nations,  but  on  an  infulting  and  arrogant  preference 
for  the  forms  and  ufages  of  the  ancient  courts  of  Europe,  by  at- 
tempting to  prove  that  the  Republic  of  France  could  not  maintain 
tiie  accuftomed  relations  of  peace  and  amity.     Your   Majefty's 
minifters  haying  accordingly  adviftd  your  Majefty  to  reeommend 
in  your  fpeeches  from  tlie  throne,  to  continue  a  war  ruinous  in 
itfelf,  after  the  moft  calamitous  fufFerings  by  the  defeftion  of  the 
major  part  of  your  Majcliy's  allies;  your  faithful  Commons  will 
proceed  therefore  to  invcftigate  the  caufe  of  that  mifcondu£l,  on 
the  part  of  your    Majefty's    minifters,  which   has  involved   this 
nation  in  her  misforiuiies  and  produced  the  failure  of  that  nego* 
tiation*

/^N  Thurfday  Ofiober  13^  1796,  his  excellency  Earl  Caindeft 
^^  came  in  the  ufual  ftate  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  the  Com* 
mons  being  prefent,  opened  the  fefCoh  with  the  following  fpeedl 
from  the  throne : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  ^  • 

I  have  his  Majefty's  commands  to  acquaint  ypu,  that  he  has 
thought  it  necefTary  to  require  your  attendance  in  Parliament  at 
this  early  period,  and  to  refort  to  your  deliberative  wifdom  at  a 
time  when  the  ambitious  proje£ls  of  our  enemies  have  threatened 
to  interrupt  the  happinefs  and  profperity  of  his  people,  by  making, 
a  defeent  on  this  kingdom  and  Great  Britain.  And  although  his 
Majefty  looks  forward  with  the  utmoft  confidence  to  the  fpirit, 
loyalty,  and  ability  of  his  faithful  people  of  Ireland  to  repel  fuch 
an  attack,  it  will  yet  become  your  wifdom  to  negleft  no  pre- 
cautions which  may  preclude  the  attempt,  or  fecure  the  (peeqieft 
means  of  turning  it  to  the  confufion  of  the  enemy. 

His  Majefty  has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  to  direct  an  addition 
to  be  made  to  the  regular  forces  in  this  kingdom,  by  troops  fent 
from  Great  Britain,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  already  arrived; 
and  in  purfuance  of  his  Majefty *s  commands,  I  have  alfo  en« 
couraged  the  loyal  and  zealous  difpofition,  which  has  generally 
difplayed  itfelf,  to  aflbciate  in  arms,  under  his  Majefty*s  authority^ 
for  the  better  fecurity  of  property,  and  the  prefervation  of  tran- 
quillity and  good  order. 

In  confequence  of  the  fteps  which  his  Majefty  has  taken  to 
reftore  peace  to  Europe,  apd  fecure  its  future  tranquillity,  a  wsy 
has  at  length  been  opened  for  an  immediate  and  dheSt  negotia* 
tipn ;  and  I  am  commanded  to  acquaint  you,  that  it  is  his  Ma« 
Jefty's  intention  to  fend  a  perfon  to  Paris,  with  full  powers  to 
treat  for  the  reftoration  of  general  peace. 

The  apparently  hoftile  difpofitions  and  conduft  of  the  court  of 
Spain  has  led  to  difcuilions,  of  which  I  am  not  able  to  acquaint  you 
•with  the  final  ricfult ;  but,  whatever  may  be  their  iffue,  they  cannot 
but  afford  to  Europe  a  further  proof  of  his  Majefty's  moderation 
and  forbearance,  and  cannot  fail  to  animate  your  utmoft  exertions 
in  defending  thip  dignity,  rights,  and  intereft  of  the  empire  againft 
^very  aggreffion. 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  this  year,  it  muft  afford  you  the 
greateft  fatisfaflioii  to  obferve,  that  by  the  fpirit  and  exertions  of 
his  Majefty's  navy,  the  commerce  of  this  kingdom  has  been  pro* 
tefted  in  a  degree  almoft  beyond  example ;  and  in  no  part  more 
completely,  than  by  the  Ikill,  aftivity,  and  bravery  of  the  fquadroo 
itationed  on  the  coafts  of  this  kingdom. 

The  fuccefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies, 
:n  highly  bououiabk  i^d  ?^iH%I^^:9^^^^3^^  to  the  empire ;  zni 
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evinces,  in  the  ftrongeft  manner,  the  valour  and  good  canduQ  «f 
his  forces  both  by  fea  and  land. 

The  (teady  and  dignified  condnd  of  the  Emperor,  and  the  in- 
trepidity of  the  Auftrian  forces  under  the  cenitnand  of  the  Arch* 
duke  Charles,  have  given  fo  eflfential  a  change  to  the  afpeA  ef 
aflfairs  on  the  continent,  as  to  infptre  a  weIl*grounded  confidence 
that  the  final  refult  of  the  camparsgn  will  be  fuch  as  materially  to 
promote  his  Majefly's  endeavours  to  obtain  a  fafe  and  honourable 
ptace  for  himfelf  and  his  allies. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
The  expediency  of  the  vigorous  meafures  Mrhich  you  have 
adopted  in  the  laft  feilion  of  rarliament,  has  been  amply  proved 
by  the  outrages,  "which  they  were  intended  to  ftipprefs  having  ia 
a  great  meafure  fubfided.  I  am,  however,  to  lament,  that  in 
one  part  of  the  country  good  order  has  not  yet  been  entirely 
reftored,  and  that  in  other  diftri£ls  a  treafonable  fyftem  of  fecret 
confederation,  by  the  adminidering  of  illegal  oaths,  ftill  continues, 
although  no  means  within  the  reach  of  government  have  been  left 
imtried  to  countera£l  it. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

I  have  ordered  to  be  laid  before  you  an  account  of  fuch  articles 
of  expenfe  as  are  not  included  in  the  edimate  of  the  current  year, 
and  which  the  prefent  circumftances  have  rendered  neceflfary ;  atid 
when  you  confider  the  great  interefts  for  which  we  are  engaged, 
and  the  objefls  for  which  we  are  contending,  I  doubt  not  that 
you  will  grant  the  fupplics  which  may  be  requifite  for  them  with 
your  accuftomed  chearfulnefs  and  liberality;  and  when  the 
ordinary  accounts  and  eflimates  for  the  enfuing  year  (hall  be  laid 
before  you,  I  truft  you  will  then  proceed  with  the  xeal  you  hawjB 
alw^s  manifefled  in  providing  for  the  exigencies  of  the  ftate,  and 
the  .honourable  fupport  of  his  Majedy's  government. 

You  will  not  fail  at  a  proper  time  to  continue  your  xttantiQn.to 
4ie  manufa£lures,  the  agriculture,  and  the  commerce  of  the 
country,  and  to  extend  your  accuftomed  bepevolence  to  the  Pro- 
t^flant  charter-fchools,  and  the  other  inititutions  of  education  and 
charity  which  have  been  fo  long  fodered  by  your  liberal  encourage* 
mentt 

The*  profperity  and  refources  of  the  kingdom^  fo  highly  !»• 
proved  by  your  meritorious  care,  dill  ren^ain  unimpaired  by  the 
nreflure  of  war ;  and  I  trud  to  your  unremitting  attention  for  the 
further  advancement  of  your  national  profperity. 

You  have  learnt  the  deps  which  his  Majedy  has  taken  to  pro- 
cure the  bleflings  of  general  peace  upon  a  folid  and  permanent 
bafis.  Should  tnefe  gracious  endeavours  of  his  Majedy  not  be 
mlowed  by  the  fuccefs  which  he  has  every  reafon  to  expe£t,  he 

if  fyxis^d  tbsit  the  fdf^&ions,  courage^  and  ^itt\^t^iiic^«  ^^  >^>& 
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people,  iBirill  enable  him  to  frudrate  the  defigns  of  our  enemttij^ 
and  to  maintain  the  honour  and  dignity  of  his  crown*  \ 

'  It  3viU  ^iFord  me  the  higheft  Tatistadion  fo  be  aided  at  this 
important  crifis  by  your  advice^  and  I  rely  v^ith  a  confidence  you 
have  taught  me  to  indulge,  upon  your  liberal  interpretation  ol  my 
eondudl,  and  upon  that  fupport  I  have  fo  amply  experienced  fincft 
I  received  his  Majefty's  commands  to  repair  to  this  country;  and 
it  will  be  peculiarly  gratifying  to  me,  if  I  (houlJ  have  the  good 
fortune,  in  the  adminrftration  of  the  King's  government,  to 
imprefs  upon  your  .minds  the  full  extent  of  his  Majtfty's  paternal 
care, of  this,  kingdom,  and  of  my  own  anxiety  to  promote,  bj 
every  means,  its  intercfts,  its  fafety,  and  its  profperity. 

In  the  Houfe  of  Lords,,  an  addrefs  in  anfwer  to  the  above 
fpeech  was  moved  and  carried  nem  dijf. 

In  the  Houfe  of  Commons  of  Ireland,  Mr*  Vefev  moved  an 
addrefs,  which  was  feconded  by  colonel  Bagwell 

Mr»  Cirattan  moved  an  amendment  to  the  following  efefl: 
V.  To  reprefent  to  his  Majedy,  that  the  cpoft  efFcftual  method  for 
ftrengthening  the  country  and  promoting  unanimity,  was  to  take. 
fuch  meafures,  and  to  enaft  fuch  laws,  as  to  infure  to  all  his 
Majefty's  fubjeds  the  blellings  and  privileges  of  the  conftituilon^ 
without  any  diftinflion  of  religion." 

Mr.  Grattan's  amendnaent  was  negatived,  and  the  original  ad* 
drefs  was  carried.

rOU  wili  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  my  lords  commiflioners  of  the 
admiralty,  that  about  four  o'clock  on  the  ftoth  ot  March,  his 
ijefty's  fhip  I  have  the  honour  to  command  left  Spithead,  and  at 
ht  o'clock  the  fame  evening  (he  paffed  the  Needle  Point,  the  wiad 
n  at  £.  N.  £,  which  carried  her  in  the  lat.  43  deg.  $7  :nia.  long* 
deg.  20  min.  having  been  a  week  out ;  from  that  period  until  laft 
:ning,  that  flie  anchored  two  miles  below  New  York,  the  wind  did 
continue  twenty-four  hours  at  any  time  favourable  to  her  courle, 
le  day  before  the  fair  wind  left  us,  a  fail  was  difeovered  right  a-head; 
fhip  being  under  full  fail,  with  a  moderate  breeze,  foon  brought  the 
Jel  to  be  feen  from  the  Heck  llaqding  towards  tis,  whi'.h  fhe  con- 
ued  to  do  v/ithin  the  diftance  of  ieven  or  eight  miles,  when  llie 
ught  it  time  to  put  about,  and  crowded  all  the  fale  ftie  could  from  us, 
i  was  difeovered  to  be  a  brig.

Extras  of  a  Difpatch  from  Mr.  Frafer  to  Lord  Grenvilifj  iaud  Ham- 

hurghy  May  2y^  1796. 

INFORMATION  has  been  received  here  from  Amilerdam,  of  the 
»4th  inftant,  that,  in  confcquence  of  the  late  difturbance  in  that  city,  . 
the  French  General  Bournonvillc  had  thought  it  advifable  to  propofe 
putting  a  conliderable  number  o^'  French  troops  in  garrifon  in  that 
city ;  that  that  meafure  had  at  firft  met  with  much  oppofition  on  th« 
part  of  the  burghers  of  that  city,  who  had  claimed  to  themfelves  the

The  troops  were  landed  on  the  aift,  and  a  firing  was  opened  on  the 
following  day  from  a  temporary  battery,  which  had  been  conftriidcd. 
The  enemy  having  brought  their  heavy  artillery  to  flank  this  battoyi 
it  was  obliged  to  be  abandoned,  with  the  lofs  of  one  lix-poundcr  dis- 
abled, and  another  fpiked  and  left  behind.     On  this  occafion  LieQ« 
tenant  Bingham,  of  the  artillery,  loft  his  arm,  and  that  corps,  whidi 
behaved  remarkably  well,  fufFered  fome  trifling  lofs.     A  very  heavy 
lire  had  been  maintained  during  the  greateft  part  of  the  axd  from  the 
Ihips  of  war  againft  the  town  and  forts ;  but  no  impreflion  whatever 
having  been  made  by  them,  and  the  place  appearing  much  ftroogcr 
than  it  had  been  reprefented,  the  forces  were  judged  inadequate  to  the 
cnterprize,  and  the  troops,  (lores,  guns,  and  ammunition  of  every  kind|

FOR  their  lordfliips*  information  I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you,  tliat 
agreeably  tp  my  letter  of  the  28th  ultimo,  I  proceeded  to  Port-au-Prince' 
with  General  Forbes,  where,  upon  our  arrival,  a  meeting  was  called 
of  the  general  officers,  and  the  propofal  iox  attacking  Leogane  dit 
cuflfed. 

On  the  2ift  th^  army  was  landed,  in  two  divifions,  to  the  eaftward 
and  weftward  of  the  fort  and  town,  covered  to  the  weftward  by  tbc 
Ceres  and  Lark,  and  to  the  eaftward  by  the  Iphigenia,  and  the  Cor-. 
morant  and  Serin  (loops,  with  the  Africa  and  Leviathan  placed  againft

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tlie  forty  and  the  Swiftfure  to  cannonade  the  town.  The  fire  of  the 
latter  was  interniptcd  in  the  courfe  of  half  an  hour  from  the  fituation'

YOU  will  be  pleafed  to  make  known  to  the  lords  commiflioners  of 
he  admiralty  my  return  off  this  harboftr,  accompanied  by  the  fquadron 
ind-two  national  brig  corvettes,  which  we  fell  in  with  about  eight 
eagues  from  Ufhant,  on  Saturday  morning.  The  early  habit  they 
mvc  of  making  off  as  foon  as  feen  led  me  to  fufpeft  they  were  cruizers ; 
md  after  a  chace  of  twenty-four  hours,  they  were  both  captured.  One 
B  called  Les  Trois  Couleurs,  mounting  10  guns  and  70  men,  the  other 
A  Blonde,  of  16  guns  and  95  men,  comm:inded  by  eniigns  du  vaffeaux, 
K)th  coppered ;  had  left  Breil  two  days,  to  cruize  for  fix  weeks ;  had 
lot  taken  any  thing.

BY  ny  lad,  of  the  loth  inftant,  you  were  acquainted,  for  the 
nformation  of  my  lords  commiflioners  of  the  admiralty,  that  his 
Vlajefiy's  (hips  Unicorn  and  ^anra  Margaritta,  part  of  the  fquadron 
inder  rtiy  orders,  had  fent  in  a  large  lliip,  under  Swedifli  colours, 
aiden  wttn  Dutch  property,  fiom  Surinam;  and  that  Lieutenant  Car- 
lenter,  of  the  Unicorci,  who  brought  her  here,  told  me  he  had  left 
)QC  ihips  in  chace  of  three  fail,  fuppofed  to  be  euemk^. 
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Their  lordfliips  will  now  have  the  fatisfa<^ion  of  betn^  informed, 
that  thofe  three  fail  were  French  frigates,  viz.  La  Tribgnc,  of  40  guoi, 
X^  Tamife,  of  36  guns,  (formerJy  the  Thames)  and  ka  Legere,  of  24 
guns,  unckrthe  command  of  Commodore  Moultfon.  Notwithflandiag 
that  fuperiority,  his  Majefty*8  two  frigates,  immediately  on  afccrrainiug 
Vfhat  they  were,  crowded  fail  after  tliera ;  upon  which  the  enemy 
formed  in  line  of  battle,  hut  (hortly  after  declining  to  come  to  adion, 
they  feparated,  and  endeavoured  to  efcape.  Captain  Williams,  in  the 
Unicorn,  purfaed  the  largefl,  La  Tiibune,  and  I  have  'no  doubt  will 
give  a^ood  account  of  her,  while  Csptain  Martin  chaced  arid  came  up 
with  La  Tamife,  which  (Iruck  to  him  after  a  fmait  acElion,  whcrcki 
thirty-three  of  the  enemy  were  killed  and  nineteen  wounded,  and  only  , 
two  men  were  killed  and  three  wounded  on  board  the  Santa  Margaritta. 
UnlucktlVf  as  the  Legere  could  not  be  attended  to  during  this  chaceaod 
engagement,  (lie  got  off. 

Their  Jordflitps  will  find  more  particulars  on  this  fubje^  in  the 
inclofcd  letter  to  me  from  Captain  Martin,  who  is  fafely  arrived  here 
with  his  prize  ;  which  capture  is  the  more  interefting,  as  (lie  has  been 
by  far  the  mod  a6live  and  fucccfiful  of  all  the  cnen)y's  cruizers  agaiuft 
our  trade. 

The  credit  of  the  Britifli  name  has  been  fo  eminently  well  fupportcd 
on  this  occafion  by  the  zeal,  fpirit^  and  judgment  with  which  his  Majcfty's 
lliips  were  conduced,  that  it  becomes  wholW  unncceflary  for  me 
further  to  exprefs  my  fenie  of  the  merits  of  their  captains,  officer!, 
apd  crews.

THE  expectations  my  laft  letter  to  you  mufl  have  rnifcd,  are  moft 
happily  realized.  I  now  with  particular  fjtisfaCrioii  (k'llre  y*m  wi.l 
acquaint  their  lordfliips,  that  the  French  frigate  La  Tribune,  of  44 
guns  and  337  men,  bearing  Commodore  Moumon's  broad  pendknt,  is 
captured  arid  brought  in  here  by  his  Majefty*s  fhip  Unicorn,  comtaaand- 
ed  by  Captain  Williams,  whofe  official  letter  to  me,  containing  a  detiil 
of  the  circumftances,  is  herewith  tranfinitted.  It  is  remarkable,  thj^t 
though  they  were  clofe  engaged  for  thirty-five  minutes,  and  the 
Unicorn's  nf»(lS)  fails,  and  nggxng^  ^re  much  cut  and  dan^igcd,  not  a 
4  man 
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ann  on  board  was  hurt,  while  the  enemy  had  thii*ty*feven  killed  and 
fiftetfi  wounded. 

Intrepidity  and  judicious  management  were  never  more  ftrongly 
manifefted  than  in  this  inlbnce,  which  reikcfts  the  highcfl  lionour  on 
Captains  Williams  and  Martin,  and  qn  every  individual  under  their 
cpnuiMLodi  and  they  a}l  have  my  humble  but  warmeil  approbation  and 
thanks.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  7th  inftant,  being 
ill  company  with  his  Majeily'^  lliip  Unicorn,  18  leagues  welt  of  Scill/» 
vre  difcovered,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  three  fail  of  fliips,  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  cur  Ice  beam  ;  as  the  day  opened,  we  perceived 
them  to  be  fiigares  belonging  to  the  French  nation,  which  I  com- 
municated to  Captain  Williams  by  (ignal,  who  immediately  made  fail 
to  join  me,  and  on  his  near  approach  made  our  (Ignal  to  pafs  within 
liaU,  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  him  information  of  the  enemy's  force. 
The  (latement  of  their  fnperioriry  encouraged  him  in  his  eager 
purfuit,  having  faid  that  he  would  attack  the  largeft  fliip,  and  dciiring 
XBe  to  engage  the  next  in  (Ircngth.  This  noble  example  infpired  every 
perfon  with  confidence  of  fuccefs,  and  each  fliip  (leered  for  her 
opponent ;  but  the  enemy,  determined  to  evade  an  adion,  (leered 
away  large  under  a  prefs  of  fail ;  the  fmalleil  (liip  at  the  fame  time 
snaking  oft*  to  windward.  At  half  pail  eleven  o'clock,  by  our  Ai{>crior 
fiiiling,  we  arrived  within  gun- (hot  of  the  enemy ;  but  as  they  appeared 
to  clofe  for  the  mutual  fupport  of  each  other,  and  the  Unicorn  being 
Ibme  di^nce  aftern,  1  jutlged  it  prudent  to  podpone  our  attack  till  flie 
"Was  fuflicicntly  advanced  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Frencli  com- 
modore. At  this  time  the  enemy  commenced  a  iirvj  from  their  (lern- 
chace  gims.  At  one  o'clock,  having  upproajhed  them  within  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile,  we  iired  our  lx)w  guns  whenever  a  favourable 
opportuaity  prefented  itielf,  the  enemy  at  the  fame  time  yawing  to 
diicharge  tiieir  broadfides.  At  t^vo  o'clock,  the  Unicorn  being  on 
our  weather-beam,  we  made  fail,  keej>ing  up  a  running  fight  till  a 
quarter  pad  four  o'clock,  when  the  llernmoft  (lup,  finding  it  iin- 
poflible  to  efcape,  put  his  helm  a-port,  and  endeavoured  to  rake  us ; 
out  being  fortunately  baffled  in  this  effort,  afforded  us  an  opportunity 
of  placing  ourfclves  abreail  of  Lim,  wlihin  pi(lol*(liot,  when  a  quick 
and  well-dirc(Eled  fire  compelled  him  to  furrendcr  to  his  Majedy's  (liip 
in  Icfs  than  twenty  minutes.  She  proved  to  be  tiie  Thames,  command- 
ed by  Citoyen  Fraden,  mounting  36  guns  and  306  men.  The  (Iiip 
which  the  Unicorn  continued  in  chace  of  is  La  Tribune,  of  40  guns  and 
320  men,  bearing  the  broad  ))endant,  Citoyen  A.Umlilon,  commander  of 
a  diviiion  ;  theotlier,  whicli  p^ade  oiF  to  windward,  is  La  l-egcre,  of  24 
guns  and  180  men.  1  am  glad  to  obferve  that  o'«'  Ipfs  is  very  difpro- 
portionate  to  the  enemy,  h''ivin<^  only  two  feamen  killed,  and  ti)e 
DO^tfwain  and  two  feamen  v/ounded  ;  and  her*s  thirty-two  killed  and 
nineteen  wounded,  and  many  of  the  latter  have  (ince  died. 

It  18  with  extreme  pleafure  that  I  feek  the  prcfent  opportunity  of 
tpj(bfyiog  my  gratitude  to  the  officers  and  iliip's  company  for  their 
aAive  zeal  and  ileady  unanimity,  at  all  times,  and  in  all  dc nations,  but 
auMTCrgactic^jarly  in  the  ci^pture  of  the  Thames,  on  which  occaiion  ihelr 
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Murage  and  exempkry  conduct  is  worthy  of  the-  greateff  praife.  The 
readinefs  of  Mr.  Harrifon,  my  firft  lieutenant,  and  his  prompt  exe- 
cution of  my  orders,  did  eflentialiy  facilitate  our  fuccefs.  It  is  mjr 
fincere  wiih  to  particularize  each  individual,  but  where  general  ment 
claims  the  greateft  approbation,  to  difcriminate  becomes  a  difficult  tafk. 
In  addition  to  the  officers  and  fhip's  company,  may  1  alfo  be  permitted 
to  beg  you  will  offer  to  the  confideration  of  the  admiralty  the  meri- 
torious conduft  of  Captain  Jofeph  Bullen,  a  mafter  and  commander  in 
.  the  navy,  ferving  in  the  Santa  Margaritta  as  a  volunteer,  by  permiffioa 
from  Lord  Spencer  ;  his  defire  to  have  fome  a£tive  employment  in- 
duced me  to  beg  he  would  alfift  in  the  management  of  the  main-deck 
guns,  as  I  well  knew  that  his  long  fervices  and  approved  courage,  in 
various  iituations,  would  be  a  proper  example  to  the  younger  part  of  the 
ihip's  company.

Si  R,  Holy  Head  E.  S.  E.  dift.  8  Leagues.  * 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  a  narrative  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  fquadron  under  my  command,  fince  my  departure  from 
Cork  the  19th  ult.  On  the  following  day,  in  confequence  of  receiving" 
intelligence  of  the  enemy's  privateers  being  on  the  coaft,  to  the  north- 
ward of  Cape  Clear,  I  difpatched  his  Majefty's  Hoop  Hazard,  with 
orders  to  Lieutienant  Parker,  her  commander,  to  cruize  between' the 
Cape  and  the  mouth  of  the  Shannon,  while  I,  for  the  more  effe6iuai 
protection  of  our  trade,  cruized  with  the  Santa  Margaritta  in  the- 
vicinity  of  Cape  Clear,  I  had  the  fatisfaClion  a  few  days  afterwards 
to  learn,  that  the  Hazard  had  retaken  two  prizes,  and  had  chaced  the 
privateer  off  the  coaft  that  had  captured  them,  after  a  narrow  efcape 
from  being  taken.  On  the  5th  inftant,  having  met  with  other  fliips  of 
the  Iriih  ftation,  I  concluded  on  making  a  circuit  on  the  outer 
limits  of  my  flation,  accompanied  by  the  Santa  Margaritta,  and  at 
dawn  of  day,  on  the  8th  inftant,  Scilly  bearing  E.  halfS.  17  leagues 
we  difcovered  three  (hips  of  war  on  our  lee  beam,  diftant  two  or  three 
miles,  to  which  we  immediately  gave  chace,  and  foon  aftenvards  per- 
ceived them  to  edge  away,  and  that  they  were  enemy's  ihips,  two 
frigates  and  a  large  (hip  corvette.  At  nine  A.  M.  they  formed  them* 
fclvcs  in  a  clofe  bow  apd  quarter  line,  aqd  continued  to  mn  from  us  in 
that  portion,  the  largeft  fhip  under  eafy  fail,  for  the  fupport  of  his 
fquadron.  In  this  fituation  we  approached  them  very  taft,  and  mud 
have  Ipeedily, brought  them  to  adion.  I  therefore  made  the  lignal  to 
form  for  battle,  the  Margaritta  being  at  the  time  a-head  of  the  Unicor^, 
and  at  the  fame  time  directed  her  by  fignal  to  come  within  *  hail,  to 
learn  from  Captain  Martin  his  opinion  of  the  enemy's  force,  who  in- 
formed me  that  the  largeft  fliip  was  a  38  gun  frigate,  the  Thames,  and 
a  corvette.  I  ordered  Captain  Martin  to  attack  the  Thames,  acquaint- 
ing him  with  my  intention  to  fight  the  largeft  Ihip  with  the  Unicom. 
Ob  our  nearer  approach  the  corvette,  which  detained  the  other  AipSi 
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{ndnsdly  ha\iW  out  to  windward,  and  pafled  our  weather  beann  in  long 
gun  ihoif  ftecring  afterv^'ards  the  lame  coiirfe  as  the  other  fliips,  and  with 
the  intention,  I  then  imagined,  to  be  in  readinefs  to  give  fuppoit  to 
either  of  her  friends  eventually  moft  needing  it. 

At  one  P.  M.  the  two   frigates  hoifted   French  colours,  the  largeft 
ihip  a  commodore's  pendant,  and    at  the   fame  moment  commenced  a 
qiiiclcand  wcll-dire6tcd  fire  on  us  with  their  ilern  rhaces;  the  corvette 
at  this  time  htuled  more  up,  and,  to  my  great  aflonilhment,  brought 
t0|  to  board  a  (loop  pafTmg  us  on  the  contrary  tack.     As  the  commodore 
continued  to  wait  for  the  Thames,  we  thereby  approached  them  both» 
but  were  con fiderably  retarded   by  the  etFc<fl3  of  their  (hot.     At  four, 
P.M.  the  Thames  being  the  ilcrnmoft  iliip,  bore  round  up,  to  avoid 
the  fire  from  the  Unicorn,  and  to  pour  a  broadiide  into  the  Margaritta's 
bow,  when  I  had  the  pleafure  to  fee  Captain  Martin  manceuvre  his 
Slip  with  the  greateft  judgment,  and  with  the  utmoft  gallantry  he  laid 
bimfelf  clofe  alonghde  his  opponent.     The  fuperior  and  well-directed 
lire  from  the  Santa  Margaritta  marked  the  diicipline  ef  his  fliipy  and' 
fpon  put  the  Thames  into  his  poirclfion.     The  commodore,  on  feeing 
his  companion  fail,  made  a)l  fail,    and  by  a  fudden  and  judicious, 
though  unfuccefaful  manoeuvre,  endeavoured  to  gain  the  wind  of  the 
Unicorn,     We  were  at  this  time  chacing  him  toward  the  entrance  of 
tile  Irilh  Channel,  and  foon  after  paffed  clofe  'to  the  Tuiker  Rock, 
The  parity  of  failing  in  the  two  Qiips,  aided  by  the  judgment  of  the 
enemy's  commander,  kept  us  at   running  iight  for  ten  hours ;  during 
which  period  we  were  much  annoyed  in  our  fails  and  rigging,  and 
were  for  fome  time  unluckily  deprived  of  the  ufe  of  our  main-topfail ; 
but  on  its  falling  lefs  wind  after  dark,  we  were  enabled  to  ufe  our 
ibpemumerary  flying  fails,   royal  fteering  fails,  &c.  which,  by  flow 
fiegrees,  brought  us  fo  near  his  weather  quarters,  as  to  take,the  wind 
from  his  fails ;  when,  at  half  pail  ten  at  night,  after  having  purfued  two 
iundred  and  ten  miles,  we  fhot  up  alonp.iide  of  our  antagonifl,  gave 
him  three  cheers,  and  commenced  clofe  aj^tion,  which  had  continued 
in  tliat  pofition  with  great  impetuofity  on  both  (ides  for   thirty-five 
minutes;  when,  on  clearing  up  of   the  fmoke,  I  obferved  that  the 
enemy  had  dropt  on  our  quarter,  was  clofe  hauled,  attempting,  by  a 
Oaflerly  manoeuvre,    to  crofs  our  ftern,    and  gain  the  wind.      This 
was  happily  prevented  by  our  inllantly  throwing  all  aback,  and  giving 
the  (hip  Itrong  flern-way,  by  which  we  paffed  his   bow,  regained  our 
fituation,  and  renewed  the  attack.     The  efFefts  of  our  fire  foon  put  an 
tnd  to  all  manoeuvre,  for  the  enemy's  (lilp  was  completely  difmantled, 
her  fire  ceafed,  and  all  further  refiflance  appeared  to   be  inetFedtual ; 
they  called  to  us  they  had  furrcndered.     The  fhip  proves  to  be  La 
Tribune,  commanded  by  Commodore  John  Moulflon,  mounting  44 
guns,  though  pierced  for  48 ;  on  the  main-deck,  26  twelves,  on  the 
quarter-deck  and  forecaflle  16  long  fixes,  and  421b.  carronades  ;  had  on 
board  at  the  commencement  of  the  a6tion  337  men,  37  of  whom  were 
killed;   13  badly,  and  two  flightly  wounded.     The  fliip  is  quite  new, 
laanched  lincc  the  commencement  of  the  war ;  fails  extremely  fafl,  is 
of  large  dimenfions,    being  on  the  gun -deck  two   feet  broader  and 
thirteen  feet  longer  than  the  Unicorn.     Commodore  Moulilon,  who,  I 
am  forry  to  add,  is  among  the  wounded,  is  by  birth  an  American,  but 
ftas  fervcd  fixteen  years  in  the  French  navy,  and  during  the  prefent 
.  i^ar  has  always  had  the  command  of  a  divifion.    TKt  (c^^Atoiv  \^v^ 
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under  his  orders,  confifting  bf  La  Tribune,  La  Profcqiine,  La  Thamei, 
and  La  Legere  of  20  nine  pounders,  had  left  Breft  two  days  only,  bad 
taken  nothing ;  La  Proferpinc  feparated  the  preceding  evening  in  a 
fog. 

I  will  not  attempt  to  find  words  to  convey  to  ynu,  Sir,  tbeienfel 
feci  of  the  condiu't  of  the  officers  and  the  fliip's  companj  under  rar 
command  ;  for  if  it  was  poffiblc  for  me  to  fay  any  thing  that  could  add 
to  the  glory  of  the  Dritifli  leamen,  I  have  ample  field  ibr  fo  dotng  m  the 
£tuation  I  held  this  day.  Indeed  nothing  lefs  than  the  confidence  of 
the  mod  gallant  fupport  from  them,  and  the  high  opiQion  I  entertim 
of  the  Santa  Margaritta,  our  fecond,  could  induce  me  to  riik  an  Man 
with  a  force  apparently  fo  much  our  fuperior;  and  while  1  congratnkte 
myfelf  upon  the  happy  etFefts  of  their  valour  in  the  capture  of  two  of 
the  enemy's  frigates,  tliat  have  done  fo  much  mifchief  to  our  conunerce 
during  the  war,  and  on  their  prefent  cruize  were  likely  to  do  fo  muA 
more,  you  may  ealily  conceive  what  my  feelings  are,  when  I  infem 
you,  Sir,  this  fervice  is  obtained  without  the  lofs  of  one  of  the  bnm 
men  in  the  fliip  under  my  command  *  my  happinefi  will  be  complete^ 
if  I  find  the  Sauta  Margaritta  has  been  equally  fortunate. 

In  juftice  to  the  officers  of  the  Unicorn,  I  mufi  beg  you.  to  recommcDd 
to  the  notice  of  my  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty  my  firft  and 
fecond  lieutenants,  MfelTrs.  Palmer  and  Taylor,  Mr.  Quale  the  mafler, 
and  Lieutenant  Hart  of  the  marines.  I  had  great  reafon  to  regret  the 
abfeuce  of  Mr.  Carpenter,  the  third  lieutenant,  of  two  mates,  and  fome 
of  my  bcft  feamen,  who  were  the  evening  before  put  on  board  a  valuable 
Ihip  from  Surinam ;  but  the  able  affiftance  I  iliould  have  derived  from 
Lieutenant  Carpentfer,  1  was  made  to  feel  the  lefs  by  the  exertion  of 
Mr.  Collier  the  purfer,  who  voluntarily  offered  and  undertook  to  fupplf 
Ills  place  to  the  befl  of  his  abilities,  an*-!  whole  name  I  beg  you  to  in- 
clude in  your  recommendations  to  their  Lordftiips.  We  are  now  ufing 
our  ntmoif  exertions  to  put  the  Unicom  and  her  fhattered  prize  in  a 
condition  to  proceed  to  Cork.

A.  M,  Cape  Clear  bearing  weft  by  north,  diftance  twelve  leagues,  wc 
difcovered  a  fail  (landing  towards  us  fiom  thefouthward,  but  on  nearing 
us,  hauled  her  wind  and  tacked.  1  immediately  chaced,  and  came 
along  fide  of  her  at  nine,  P.  M.  when,  after  a  clofe  action  of  forty-five 
minutes,  fhe  ftruck :  proves  to  be  the  national  frigate  La  Proferpine, 
mounting  26  eighteen  pf>unders,  la  nines,  and  4  thi rty- two  pound  car- 
ronades,  with  348  men,  commanded  by  citizen  Pevrien  ;  failed  from  Breft 
the  6th  inflant,  in  company  with  La  Tribune,  Thames,  and  La  Lcgcrc 
corvette  J  had  not  taken  anything.  I  fc^  myfelf  much  indebted  to  the 
officers  and  men  under  my  command,  for  their  fteady  and  fpirited  exer- 
tions during  the  aftion.  I  particularly  recommend  the  fenior  officer, 
Lieutenant  King,  z,%  truly  d^ferving  their  Lordfliips'  notice.    It  is  with 
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pVeafnite  I  add,  that  our  killed  confiiited  ctily  of  2^  and  7  wounded ;  La

A  Utteri  df  ^hfch  the  following  is  an  cxtraft,  has  been  received  by 
ft  right  Itoftodfable  Lord  Grenville,  his  M^jelty*8  principal  Secretary 
df8Ut«$filr  foreign  affairs,  from  Cdlonel  Graham,  dat^dPeri,^  May  31. 

YESTERDAY  morning  the  French  army  under  the  cbmixiand  of 
GtDcral  BttoAaparte,  coniifting  of  about  22,000  mafr,  forced  the  paiTage 
<if  ^  Mindo,  at  Valeggio. 

General  BeauHeu  ordered  the  different  corps  6f  his  amhy  to  retire  on 
0$Ait\  Nuovo,  Except  the  infantry  at  Goiro,  which'  being  part  of  the 
garrifonotf  Mantua,  Was  fent  back  there;  and  the  difpofitions  werefo  well 
made,  that  this  wa$  executed  without  any  lofs :  every  attempt  to  molefl 
thetf  in  tbekr  retreat  was  not  only  immediately  checked  by  the  diflin- 
guiihed  cpndu6i  of  the  cavalry,  both  Aiiflrian  and  Neapolitan,  but  the 
ngjoit  of  the  French  army  was  attacked,  with  great  intrepidity  and 
fiiocefsy  by  eight  fquadrons  (Hulans  ai}d  the  Neapolitan  regiment  du 
Roi^  coming  from  Goito,  who  cut  down  a  great  many  men,  took  fome 
prikmers,  (among  them  one  of  General  Buonaparte's  aides  de  camp, 
andthf<ee  other  oncers)  and  brought  off  above  150  horfes. 

This  morning  the  army,  with  ail  the  artillery  (except  two  pieces  o^ 
caunon  loft  at  Valeggio)  ammunition,  (tores,  and  baggage,  paffed  the 
ilMttfi  10  perfe^i:  order  at  Chiufa :  in  this  affair  the  lots  of  the  French 
flfiUlk  tUPI^  be€n  confiderable;  that  of  the  Auftrians  is  trifling,  and  fell 
dtiCfly  bii  oTnd  of  the  battalions  of  Strafoldo,  pofled  at  the  bridge  of 
Vjdtfejggjtev'  f^ut  ii^  all  it  does  not  exceed  300  ttien,  many  of  whotki,  t^ing 
yiftftaS^i  eonld  not  be  brought  off  for  want  of  waggons. 

This  ^fteriiooh,  while  the  bridge  at  Chiufa  was  removing,  the  French 
aMeMd  dnrtbe  right  bank  of  the  Adi|ne,  and  be^h  a  cannonade,  which 
iMM'  it(^irtie<(.  It  has  continued  during  all  the  evening,-  with  fcarcely 
|Dfj^  UHs'tifi  ^e  fide  of  the  Auftrians.

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V  The  admiral,  upon  my  application  to  him  for  tbat  purpofe,  hiiEBe<r 
dlately  ordered  the  Malabar^  La  Picone,  and  Babet,  on  board  of  wlndv 
and  the  Grenada  tranfport,  with  iomc  fmall  veflels,  Major-Gcneral 
AVh^^e,  with  the  39th,  g^dy  and  99th  regiments,  and  a  detachment  of 
the  royal  artillery,  embarked  and  failed  on  the  15th  ull. 

On  the  2 1  ft,  this  fqiiadron  arrived  upon  the  coaft  of  Dcmerary ,  and 
on  the  22d,  the  governor  and  council  were  fummoned  to  furrender  the 
colony  to  his  Britannic  Majefty,  upon  the  conditions  which  I  have  the 
lionour  to  inclofe.  The  next  day  the  tetroB'  were  agre^  to,  tb< 
capitulation  figncd,  and  the  Britifh  troops  took  pofleffion  of  the  JFortand 
colony.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Hiflop,  of  the  39th  regiment,  is  left 
comtnandant  of  Demerary  and  Iffequibo. 

Major-General  Why te  ^vas  to  proceed  to  take  pofTeilion  of  the  neigh- 
bouring colony  of  Berbice ;  and,  after  making  the  necejQIary  arraoge- 
menrs,  he  is  ordered  to- repair  to  hisilation  at  St.  Domingo. 

From  the  accoimts  received,  th$:rei  is-  produce  to  an  immenfe  vakle 
at  Pemerary,  which  will  be  immediately  fliipped  fpr  Great  Britain.

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J  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  on  the  22d  of  Ajpril^. 
the  fleet,  with  thjs  troops  deftined  for  the  attack  of  St.  Lucia,  faU^^TO^/ 
Carlifle  l^ay,  and  anchored  on  the  evening  of  the  23d  in  Martin,Bay,< 
Llartinique,  Admiral  Sir  John  Laforey  uiU  regaining  the  command/ 
On  the  24th,  Sir  John  refigned  the  command  to  Rcar-Adroind  Sir, 
Hugh  Chriftian,  K.  B.  and  on  the  evening  of  the  26th  we  failed  for  St* 
Lucia.  The  dil'pofition  for  landing  was  arranged  in. the  following  roaii- 
ner:  Major-General  Campbell  was  ordered  to  diCembark-with  170Q 
men  at  Longueville's  Bay,  which  he  ficcordingly  effected  without  oppo* 
fition,  except  fome  (hots  fired  from  Pidgeon  Iliand. 

In  the  morning  of  the  27th,  he  advanced  to  Choc  Bay.  As  fcon  as 
the  head  of  the  column  began  to  appear,  the  center  divifion  of  the  army 
difembarked  near  the  village  of  Choc,  upon  which  about  500  men,  who 
had  faintly  oppofed  Major-General  Campbell  on  his  march,  retired 
from  Angler's  plantation  to  Morne  Chabot.  This  Morne  is  one  of  the 
ftrongeftand  mGil  commanding  polls  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Morne 
Fortune,  and  as  it  was  abfolutely  necefTary  to  occupy  it  to  be  able  to 
invell  Morn^  Fortune  on  the  north  fide,  two  detachments  from  the 
army,  under  the  command  oF  Brigadier-General  Moore,  and  Brigadier- 
General  Hope,  "Were  ordered  to  march  that  evening,  to  attack  it  on  two 
difl'erent  fides.  Brigadier -General  Moore  marched  at  twelve  that  night, 
by  the  moft.  circuitous  road,  with  feven  companies  of  the  53d  regiment, 
corr)niat)ded  by  l.ieutenant-coionel  Abercromby,  and  100  ofMalcokn's 
r  iigerr.,  with  50  pf  Lcvvcnftein's.     Brigadier-general  Hope,  with  350 
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men  of  the  S7th|  150  of  Malcolm's,  and  50  of  LewenHein's,  took  the 
fhoorter  road. 

From  a  raifcalculation  of  timr,  anting  from  the  information  of  guides^ 
Brigadier-general  Moore's  diviiion  fell  in  with  the  advanced  picquet  oi 
the  enemy  an  hour  and  a  half  earlier  than  was  expected.  Finding  that 
his  march  was  difcovered,  and  that  it  was  impoflible  to  halt  the  troops, 
who,  from  the  narrownefs  of  the  path,  were  obliged  to  march  in  fingle 
files,  the  brigadier  inflantly  decided  to  rilk  the  attack  with  his  o;vn 
^vifion,  in  which  he  was  well  fecouded  by  the  i'pirit  of  the  troops,  who 
formed  with  .all  the  expediiion  which  the  gn>und  would  admit  of,  and 
after  a  confiderable  rcfiflance  carried  the  (K)ih  Brlgadier-generai 
Hope's  divifion  marched  with  fo  much  precition,  that  they  arrived  ex* 
a^fy  at  the  hour  appointed  ;  and  if  fortunately  the  attack  could  have 
been  executed  as  was  dire^ed,  the  whole  force  of  ithe  enemy  would 
have  fallen,  firigadier-general  Moore  fpeaks  handfomely  of  the  be- 
haviour of  the  troops  under  his  command. 

A  return  of  the  lofs  is  herewith  inclofed.  From  40  to  50  of  the 
enemy  were  found  killed",  and  200  ftan(^s  of  arms,  with  fome  ammuni- 
tion, taken.  The  next  day  firigadier-general  Mpore  occupied  Mornc 
Ducbaifaux,  in  the  rear  of  Morne  Fortune. 

The  divition  under  the  command  of  Major-General  Mordiead,  which 
was  deilined  to  land  at  Ance  la  Ray,  did  not  complete  their  difembark- 
ation  for  fome  days,  owing  to  their  fliips  falling  to  leeward.  They  are 
now  in  poffeffion  of  the  bar  of  the  Grand  Cul  de  Sac,  and  inved  Morne 
Fortune  on  the  fouth  fide.  • 

It  is  impoflible  to  defcribe  the  difHculty  of  communication  in  this 
ooontiy,  and  as  Morne  Fortune  is  now  in  a  refpedable  fiate  of  defence, 
it  will  require  time  and  much  labour  to  ere£t  the  neceifary  batteries  to 
redute  it. 

Yellerday  the  enemy  attacked  the  adV^anced  poft  of  the  grenadiers, 
who  are  commanded  by  Lieutenant-colonel  Mae  Donald^  of  the  cjth 
legiment,  but  were  repulfed  with  contiderable  lofs,  though  I  am  lorry 
to  add^  we  had  feveral  officers  and  40  or  {o  men  killed  and  wounded,  a 
return  of  which  I  herewith  inclofe.  The  only  officer  killed  was  Captairk 
Keir,  of -the  York  Rangers,  the  reft  are  llightly  wounded,  among 
whom  is  Major  Napier  of  the  63d. 

From  the  beft  information  1  can  obtain,  the  enemy  have  a  garrifon 
of  about  2000  welUdifciplined  black  troops,  fome  hundred  whites,  and 
a  nmnber  of  black  people  who  have  taken  refuge  in  the  fortreis. 

Sir  Hugh  Chriftian  has,  on  every  occafion,  exerted  himfelf  to  afford 
^ine  every  poffible  affiflaoce  from  the  royal  navy.

in  force,  when  I  fcnt  a  flag  of  triice  by  Lieutenant-colonel  Hiflopof 
the  39th  regiment,  fummoning  the  governor  to  furrender  the  oofony 
and  its  dependencies  to  his  Britaunic  Majefly's  forces,  agreeable  to  the     i 
terms  whicii  I  hare  the  honour  to  inclofe,  and 'which  the  governor  and     \ 
council  accepted.     The  unanimity  with  which  thefervice  was  carried oa 
between  the  fleet  and  army  was  pleafmg  to  all  concerned,  and  Mr.     i 
Higgins  acquitted  himfeif  with  mucli  propriety  and  utility.     Captaia     1 
Farr,  who  comnianded  the  fleet,  has  alMed  and  fupplied  us  Axmh  the 
fleet  liberally :  and  I  have  the  fatisfadlion  to  inform  your  £xcellenc)r9  ' 
that  from  every  information  1  have  received,  and  from  above  feventjr    ^ 
Ihips  being  a<^uaily  loaded  with  the  produce  of  the  country,  now  if)  me     j 
river,  (mofl  ot  which  will  be  fent  to  England)  and  f^om  every  account 
of  the  'fertility  of  the  ibil,  it  is  a  mofi  important  acquifitioa  to  Great 
Britain. 

The  colony  of  Bernice,  adjoining  to  this,  being  a  feparate  govemmcnl; 
I  (ball  direift  my  attention  to  it  without  delay:  and  I  fhall  leave  Lieu- 
tenant-colonel  Hillop  in  the  command  here,  agreeable  to  your  Excd^ 
lcncv*s  diredtions. 

TIk;  Thetis,  a  Dutch  frigate  of  24  gUns,  and  a  cutter  of  i»  guos, 
ire  added  to  the  fleet ;  and  Captain  Parr  has  given  directions  for  dc- 
firoying  or  bringing  dowli  the  river  af  rench  brig  privateer  of  force.

THESE  are  requiring  you,  the  governor  and  council,  military 
mtval  forces,  of  the  colony  of  Demerary  and  its  dependencio^  to 
fui render  the  faid  colony  to  his  Britannic  Majefty's  forces  under  our 
command,  and  to  place  the  faid  colony  under  his  Majefty*s  protedtoo, 
and  quietly  and  ptaceably  to  fubmit  to  his  MajefVy's  goveinment. 

In  which  cafe  the  inhabitants  fliall  enjoy  full  lecurity  to  their  perfons, 
and  the  free  exercife  of  their  religion,  with  the  full  and  immediate 
enjoyment  of  all  private  property,  whether  on  fhore  or  afloat  (excepting 
fuch  as  may  appear, to  belong  to  the  fubjed:s  of  the  French  Republic) 
according  to  their  ancient  laws  and  ufages,  or  fuch  other  as  may  be  deter* 
mii)ed  upon  previous  to  the  colony's  being  placed  under  his  Majelly's 
government,  upon  the  molt  liberal  and  beneflcial  terms. 

That  in  the  event  of  the  colony's  remaining  -under  the  Britifh  govern- 
loent  at  the  coocluflon  of  a. general  peace,  it  (hall  enjoy  fuch  coouneircial 
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Jightt  and  privtkges  as  are  enjoyed  by  the  British  coloplesin  thclVeft 
ladies.  With  regard  to  the  military  and  naval  forces,  that  the  oAceri 
and  men  of  the  land  forces  (hail,  if  agreeable  to  them(elves,  be  received 
into  the  Britiih  pay,  with  leave,  at  the  reftorationr  of  the  Stadtholder,  to 
zetam  into  his  fervice.  Each  non-commiflioned  ofHcer  and  ib'dicr  (hail 
receive,  npon  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  his  Britannic  Majefly  to 
itrve  him  faithfully  during  the  ^ar,  where  it  may  be  thought  proper  to 
eoaploy  him,  the  fnm  of  one  hundred  guilders. 

The  officers  to  receive,  under  the  fame  conditions,  the  allowance 
of  two  hundred  days  bat^  baggage,  and  forage  money,  as  paid  to  the 
B^ciih  officers. 

The  cflScers  and  men  of  the  marine  forces  cannot  be  taken  into  (he 
Britiih  fervice  until  his  Majeily's  pleafure  fliall  be  known,  but  Hiali 
receive  pay  according  to  their  rank,  and  every  indulgence  that  can  be 
allowed. 

Tfiat  tlie  governor  and  all  civil  officers,  after  having  taken  the  oatht 
rf  allegiance  to  his  Majfcfty,  which  will  be  adminftered  by  Major- 
General  Whyte,  are  (if  they  chufe)  to  remain  in  their  refpedlive  fitici* 
tidkis,  (excepting  thofe  who  have  (hewn  a  decided  partiality  to  the  FrencliL 
idteireft)  the  governor  only  refigning  the  military  command.  ShouU 
iiich  liberal  terms-  be  refufed,  the  governor,  council,  and  all  con* 
oerned,  muft  be  anfwerable  for  the  conTequences,  as  an  immediate  attack 
^tt  be  made  by  the  land  and  fea  forces,  which  will  render  every  reS&> 
tadcevain. 

•  Major-General  Whyte  and  Captain  Parr  give  the  governor  one  hoar^ 
and  no  more,  from  the  delivery  of  this  by  Lieutenant-ipolonel  Hiflop^ 
to  accept  or  not.

.1  TRANSMIT  a  'diiplicate  of  my  letter  of  the  21ft  of  laft  month, 
by  which  their  lordfliips  will  have  been  informed  of  my  ai  rival  that 
day  at  Burbadoes. 

The  fquadron  and  tranfports  weighed  on  the  next  day,  and  on  the 
a3dy.at  fevenP.  M.  anchored  in  rilarin  Bay,  Martinico.  The  day  fol- 
lowing Admiral  Sir  [ohn  I  at'orey  refigncd  the  command  of  the  fquadrbn, 
and  failed  with  the  Mn  jeflic. 

I  made  the  iignal  to  prepare  to  fail  early  the  next  morning,  and 
quitted  jMarin  Bay  with  his  Majcdy's  fqiiadron  and  the  troops  about  the 
clofe  of  day. 

.  The  time  for  preparation  was  but  fhort,  the  Admiral  having  propofed 
lo  make  his  arrangement  for  the  expedition  in  Mafin  Bay ;  but  I  felt 
the  neceffity  of  prompt  exertion,  and  therefore  ventured  upon  a  hafty 
arrangement,  rather-than  delay  the  ardour  of  the  troops,  or  lofe  time 


Ac  Choc  Bay;  and  the  third  at  Ance  la  Raye,  fome  diftance  tp  the 
Ibnthward  of' the  Cul  de  Sac. 

*  The  firft  point  of  landing  wjfe  commanded  by  a  battery  of  five  guns, 
placed  on  the  low  point  of  Pigeon  iiland ;  and  it  was  fuppofed  that 
'another  battery  commanded  the  bay  of  Longueville. 

I  therefore  diiej'-led  the  Vengeance,  Ganges,  Hebe,  and  Pelican  brig, 
to  cover  this  landing,  with  inftru6tions  for  the  Hebe  to  lead  into  Ance 
la  Cap,  the  Ganges  to  fupport  her,  and  the  Pelican  to  anchor  in  the 
Ance  Bequene.  The  Vengeance  I  kept  upon  the  weather  beam  of  the 
Aftrea,  in  order  thar  flie  might,  if  Mcccflary,  cover  the  Ganges,  by 
anchoring  in  the  angle  of  Pigeon  Jlland  battery.  The  pofition  wai 
taken  by  the  three  fliips  with  great  fpirit  and  judgment  :  the  fire  from  the 
(hips  kept  the  battery  at  check,  difiiiounred  one  of  the  guns,  a^ud  the 
troops  landed  withrut  oppofition. 

The  fecond  divilion  was  directed'  to  be  led  by  the  Alfred,  to  the 
anchorage  of  Choc  Bay ;  the  third  by  Captain  Dilkes,  of  the  Madras, 
fiipported  by  the  Beaulicu.  A  {Irong  lee  current  had  driven  the  body  of 
the  tranfports  fo  f:ir  to  leeward,  that  it  was  not,  poflible  to  effect  the 
bnding  in  Choc  Bay,  and  the  one  intended  for  Ance  la  Raye  was,  for 
rthe  fame  reafons,  deferred:  but  the  Vengeance,  Arethufa,  and  Vic- 
torieufe  brig,  were  ordered  to  take  the  leveral  covering  flations  in 
Choc  Bay,  at  break  of  day  on  the  27th,  when  the  landing  was 
cffc6led  at  half  pall  ten  A.  M.  and  equally  without  oppofition.  The 
fignal  was  made  at  the  fame  time  to  Captain  Dilkes,  to  put  his  orders 
into  execution,  but  this  divifion  did  not  land  until  the  28tn. 

The  enemy  retreated  from  their  diftant  ports,  and  have  entered 
the  Morne  Fortune,  which  height  the  general  is  furrounding,  and' 
preparing  to  attack ;  to  alfift  the  meafure,  1  have,  in  confequence  of 
the  general's  reqnifirion  to  that  effect,  landed  300  feamen,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Lane,  of  the  Ailrea,  and  Captain  Rymes,  of  the 
Bull  Dbg.  ^ 

The  general  diredled,  on  the  ad  inftant,  an  attack  to  be  made  againft 
the  batteries  on  the  northern  lide  of  the  Grand  Cul  de  Sac,  with  a  view

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to  obtain  that  anchorage,  and  thereby  facilitate  the  landing  artillery, 
and  ere6ting  batteries :  the  attack  was  propofed  to  take  place  ^t  day- 
break on  the  3d,  by  three  colnnnns,  commanded  by  Major-Geneni 
Morfhead;  two  of  the  columns  reached  with  fuccefs  the  diredled 
Nations,  but  the  centre  column,  having  met  with  feme  uue-xpt:Acd 
difficulty,  did  not  efiedt  their  jundlion. 

The  Madras,  Beaulieu,  Pelican,  and  Viftorieufe,  were  to  fupport 
this  attack ;  the  Beaulieu  had  three  feamen  (lightly  wounded,  and  the 
head  of  her  foremaft  injured/  The  attack  on  fliore  not  having  been 
fuccefsful,  the  Madras  and  Beaulieu  have  returned  to  Marignt  des  Rouf« 
feaux,  to  co-operate  with  Major-General  Morfhead. 

It  would  be  unjuft  to  the  merit  of  Captain  M*DouaI,  of  the  Ganges, 
and  the  officers  acting  under  him  at  Bay  Longueville,  were  I  to  onait 
reporting  thetr  juft  claim  to  my  commendation ;  Captain  Ryves,  of  the 
Bull  Dog,  and  Captain  Meares,  of  the  tranfport  department,  command- 
ed the  divifion  of  boats  at  Longueville  Bay.  , 

Captains   Evans,  of   the  Fury  ;    Dobrie,  of   the  Woolwich ;  and 
Captain  Hill  and   Lieutenant  Skipfey,  of  the  tranfport  fervice,  com* 
manded  the  feveral  divifiuns  of  flat  boats  at  the  Choc  and  A  nee  la  Rayc 
landing,  and  I  had  good  reafon  to  be  fatibfied  with  their  affiduity  aod  * 
proper  exertions. 

The  natural  ftrength  of  this  country  is  fuch,  that  time  and  grc?t 
exertion  will  be  neceflary  for  its  reduction.  There  .exifts  the  moft 
perfeft  defire  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  feamen  of  the  fquadron  to 
ftiare  the  fatigue  and  hazard  with  the  army  ;  and  I  trull  that  this  de- 
Hre  may  be  kept  awake  to  eflential  advantage.

IN  purfuancc  of  your  orders,   I  arrived  off"  Demerary,   with  his 

Majefty*s  fliips  La  Babet,  Undaunted,  and  La  Pique,  with  the  Grenada 

and  omer  tranfports  ;  and  having,  in  conjundtion  with  Major-General 

Whyte  commanding  the  land  forces,  prepred  for  the  attack  of  that 

jpfac^i  I  proceeded  ovectti^baxmUx  La  Babeti  CaptabLobb^  and  La 

Pique, 
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Fiqiic,  Csiptain  M*»^ne,  followed  by  the  land  forces  in  fome  fmall  craft, 
and  all  the  boats  of  the  fqiiadron,  on  the  evening  of  the  21ft,  and  came 
to  an  anchor  one  mile  and  a  half  from  the  fort.  The  tide  falling  out  fo 
late,  prevented  our  further  proceeding  until  the  morning  of  the  221I, 
when  the  enclofed  fnmmons  *  was  lent  in  by  lieutenant-Colonel 
Hiflop:  it  producrd  the  accompanying  anfwer,  &c.  which  will  inform 
yeu  pf  the  capitulation  of  Fort  William  Frederick,  with  the  colony  of 
bemerary  ana  its  dependencies,  including  Kleqiiibo,  together  with  a 
frigate  of  28  guns,  and  a  cutter  of  12.  There  being  a  French  priva- 
teer up  the  river,  1  have  fent  the  cutter,  with  the  boats  of  the  fleet,  tip 
the  river  for  her,  and  to  take  pofTe^on  of  fuch  fliips  as  appeared  to  be 
lawful  captures. 

On  the  night  of  the  sift  I  was  joined  by  his  Majefty's  fliip  Scipio, 
Captain,  Laforey,  whofe  boats  and  men  we  fhould  have  found  indif* 
peniably  necelTary,  had  the  fummons  been  refufed. 

In  confeqnence  of  a  requifition  from  Major-Gcneral  Whyte,  I  ven- 
tured to  detain  the  Undaunted,  whofe  men,  marines,  and  boats,  were  , 
alfe  neceflaiy.    My  compliance  in  this,  I  hope,  will  meet  your  appro- 
bition,  as  I  agreed  in  opinion  with  the  general  in  the  neceffity  of  her 
aifiihince. 

General  Whyte  having  orders  to  reduce  the  fettlcment  of  Berbicc,  we 
mean  to  attack  that  place  as  foon  as  pilots  and  proper  information  cat\ 
be  obtained,  which,  when  reduced,  I  (liall  return  to  you  with  all 
poffible  difpatch;  and  as  the  Scipio  is  neccflary  for  this  fervice,  I 
venture  to  detain  her,  and  afTure  you.  Sir,  this  mall  not  be  a  moment 
after  ihe  can  be  difpetiied  with. 

Having  occation  for  La  Pique  to  go  againft  Berbice,  I  have  ordered 
Captain  Lobb  to  arm  the  captured  frigate  with  what  men  he  can  fpare, 
as  (he  will  be  neceifary  as  a  guardfhip.

Sir, 

I  BEG  you  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  my  lords  commiffioners  of  the 
admiralty,  that  I  arrived  here  on  the  9th  of  May ;  and  on  my  paflage 
from  Madeira,  lat.  14  deg.  43  min.  long.  47  deg.  39  min.  Barbadoea 
bearing  S.  83  deg,  weft,  diftance  233  leagues,  I  fell  in  with,  and, 
aft^r  achace  of  fix  hours,  captured  L'Athenian,  French  national  corvette, 
mounting  14  four-pounders  and  83  men,  commanded  by  M«  Jervais, 
lieutenant  de  vaifTeaux. 

She  is  a  new  veiTel,  fitted  out  at  Guadaloupe,  and  has  done  much 
aiifcbtef  in  thofe  feas.

I  BEG  leave  to  enclofc,  for  the  inforinatmn  of  my  lords  commiflioners  • 
of  the  admiralty,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Evansi  of  bii 
Majefty's  floop  Spencer,  givingf  an  account  of  his  having  captured,  on 
ihc  4th  inftant,  the  French  corvette  La  Volcan,  from  Charleftown, 
bound  to  Guadaloupe,  after  an  aftion  of  one  hour  and  a  quarter. 
■  Much  praifc  feems  to  be  due  to  Captain  Evans,  his  officers,  and 
lliip's  company,  for  their  very  fteady  conduft.  The  very  great  fu-^ 
periority  •of  the  enemy  in  number  of  men,  and  the  Spencer  having 
three  guns  difmounted  on  the  fide  flie  engaged,  prevented  the  a6lioh 
from  being  brought  to  a  clofe  fo  foon  as  it  otherwife  would  have 
been.

I  HAVE  the  the  pleafure  to  acquaint  you,  that  on  the  morning 
of  the  4th  inft.  being  in  company  with  his  Majefty's  (hips  Bonetta  and 
L'Eiperance,  in  lat.  28  dtg.  N.  and  longitude  69  deg.  W.  our  iignak^ 
being  made  to  chace,  we  purfued,  and  at  twelve  o'clock  came  up  witl^ 
and  captured  the  French  corvette  La  Volcan,  after  a  clofe  a£tion  of  on^s 
hour  and    a  quarter,    with  the  lofs  of  one  feaman  killed    and  on«E 
wounded.      The  above-mentioned  (hips  having    chaced  two    veffcL-^ 
ftanding  a  contrary  way,  we  loft  fight  of  them  about  ten  o'clock. 

My  officers  and  fliip^s  company  deferve  the  higheft  credit  for  the^K 
condu£t  on  this  occafion,  evincing  a  coolncfs  aud  obedfence  vef^j^ 
meritorious.  I  am  more  particularly  indebted  to  'Lieutenant  Lenncst^ 
and  Mr.  Harriden,  the  maftcr,  for  their  affiftance. 

I  cannot  exactly  afcertain  the  enemy's  lofs,  as  they  ftudioufly  en- 
deavour to  iupprefs  it,  but  have  realbn  to  think  it  confiderable.     Thoy 
have  fuffered  very  much  from  fome  powder  flafks  and  combuftibles 
taking  fire,  which  they  had  prepared  with  Intent  to  board  us.     Severaf 
of  their  men    jumping  overboard  were  drowned,  and   many  others 
miferably  burnt,  fome  of  whom  liave  finctf  died.     The  damage  they 
fuftained  was  very   great,  her    top  mafts  being   fliot  away,   and  her 
rigging,  both  {landing  and  running,  cut  to  pieces.      The   Spencer's 
(except  her    mizenmaft  badly  wounded,    and  fome  of   the    running 
rigging  rendered  ufelefs)  is  not  material. 

i  have  judged  it  proper  to  make  this  port  to  land  our  prifoners, 
whofe  numbers  far  exceed  our  own,  as  well  as  to  refit  and  complete 
our  water.

THIS  morning  having  received  information  that  a  convoy,  ladea 
with  ftores  for  the  French  army  had  anchored  at  Loana,  I  loft  no  time 
in  proceeding  otf  that  place,  with  the  rtiips  named  in  the  margin,*  I 
was  ferry  to  oblerve,  on  my  appn^ach,  that,  inftead  of  a  convoy,  only 
four  veflels  were  lying  under  the  batteries,  which  opened  on  our 
approach,  and  their  fire  was  returned  as  the  (hips  got  up,  under  cover 
of  which  our  boats  boarded  the  four  vf  flcls,  and  brought  them  off. 
The  veflels  laying  very  near  the  Ihore,  a  heavy  fire  of  mulketr}'  \vas 
kept  on  our  boats,  and  it  is  with  the  grcateft  grief  I  have  to  mention 
that  Lieutenant  James  Noble,  of  the  Agamemnon,  a  mod  worthy  and 
gallant  officer,  is,  I  fear,  mortally  wounded.  The  fire  from  the  (hips 
keeping  under  the  iire  of  the  batterje.^  we  fuilaiiied  no  damage  :  the 
Agamemnon,  wa?,  I  believe,  the  only  fliip  flruck  by  (hot.  The  prin- 
cipal part  of  this  fervice  fell  on  our  boats,  whofc  condu«St  and  galKintiy 
could  not  on  any  occafion  have  been  exceeded,  and  J  wifh  fully  to 
exprefs  the  fenfe  I  entertain  of  the  gallantry  of  every  officer  and  man 
employed  on  this  occafion.  Herewith  I  tranfmit  a  lift  of  wounded^ 
and  of  the  veflels  taken,  none  of  whinh  had  any  colours  hoifted,  or  maa 
on  board,  when  taken.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip  that  hollilities  com- 
menced yellerday  morning,  at  half  an  hour  paft^ten  o'clock.  The 
enemy  attacked  the  villajre  of  VValhaufen,  firuated  near  the  fources  of 
the  Nahe,  and  occupied  by  the  Auftrians  as  an  advanced  poft;  bnttbcf  - 
were  repulfed,  lofing  from  lixty  to  feven'ty  killed,  and  near  foiir 
hundred  taken  prifoners. 

The  Auftrian  General  Schellenbefg  took  pofTcfiion  at  the  fame  tim* 
of  Kern,  upon  the  Nahe.  The  enemy  made  fcveral  unfucceM 
efforts  to  diflodge  him  from  that  pod,  and  fuftained  a  confidcr- 
able  lofs. 

To-day  a  part  of  the  Auftrian  hulans,  and  the  Salkbourg  light 
infantry,  attacked  and  defeated  one  of  the  enemy's  pofls  near  Steinberg, 
towards  the  fource  of  the  Blifs.  There  have  been  other  trifling 
fliirmiflies  that  are  not  worth  noticing,  in  all  which  the  Auflrians  ha^c 
had  the  advantage.  In  the  courfe  of  yefterday  and  to  day,  their  loft 
has  been  four  omcers,  and  between  feventy  and  eighty  noncommif&oned 
officers  and  privates.

ON  the  4th  and  jth  reports  were  received  fi  om  Prince  Ferdinand  of 
Wirtemberg,  who  commanded  the  corps  ^ipon  the  Sieg :  they  ftatcd  in 
fubliance  as  follows : 

The  two  divifions  of  the  enemy's  troops  that  were  in  the  neighboiir- 
ho'od  of  Dufleldoi  f,  being  coniiderably  reinforced  from  their  army  of 
the  north,  marched  towards  the  Sieg,  and  after  fome  fevcre  fkirmifhes, 
forced  the  Prince  of  Wirteniberg's  advanced  pods  to  quit  that  river  on 
the  I  ft.  His  ferene  highnels  then  took  a  politinn  at  Corbach,  near 
Hackenbonrg,  having  an  advanced  guard  at  Altenkirchen. 

On  the  3d  the  enemy  attacked  the  poft  of  Aitenkirchen,  and  cajrried 
it  with  great  lofs,  after  experiencing  the  moft  obftinate  refiftancc  that 
it  was  poihble  to  make.  Nothing  could  furpafs  the  bravery  difplayed 
by  the  Auftrian  troops,  but  they  were  obli^^ed  to  yield  to  the  great 
fuperiority  of  numbers,  the  enemy  having  brought  the  principal  part  of 
the  force  which  they  had  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Rhine  again  ft  that 
cue  point*

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip,  that  on  the  6th  inft, 
frince  Ferdinand  of  Wirtemberg,  upon  finding  that  the  enemy  was 
manceuvring  to  turn  his  light  flank,  retired  from  the  Synbach  rivulet  to 
the  Lahn,  and  took  a  pofition  near  Limbourg,  having  a  corps  upon  hit 
kft  at  NalTau,  and  one  upon  his  right  at  Weilberg ;  the  latter  detached 
five  fquadrons  of  light  cavalry  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Wetzlar,  for  the 
pinpoie  of  obferving  the  enemy's  movements  on  that  fide.  The  firft 
Mintbrcements  that  were  fent  to  the  Prince  of  Wirtemberg  joined  him 
oa  the  7th.  Several  other  troops  have  fince  arrived  in  the  pofition  of 
the  Lahn^  and  the  further  progrefs  of  the  enemy  is  effectually  flopped 
by  the  a^ive  and  energetic  meafures  which  the  Archduke  has  employed 
upon  this  important  occnfion. 

General  Jourdan,  immediately  after  the  fuccefs  of  General  Kleber 
^wainil  the  Frince  of  Wirtemberg,  threw  bridges  over  the  Rhine  a£ 
Neuwied,  and  he  is  affembling,  yi'ith  the  utmoft  ddigence,  the  principsd 
put  of  his  army  on  the  rigtit  bank  of  the  Lahn,  His  firfl  intention 
cvkiently'  was  to  advance  to  Franckfort ;  but,  as  the  Archduke  has  com- 
pletely toiled  him  in  that  proje^,  he  feems  now  t.o  confine  his  views 
to  the  fiegc  of  Ehrenbreitftein,  which  he  has  inverted.  The  Arch- 
duke is  now  marching  againft  him  with  his  main  army,  having  left  a 
eoDfiderable  corps  under  General  Mercantin,  in  the  pofition  behind 
the  Seltz  rivulet,  between  Mayence  and  Altzcy.  His  royal  highnefs's 
l^ad-quarters  were  moved,  on  the  6th  inftant,  from  Ol^rmulchel  to 
Wonflieim,  dn  the  road  from  Creutz-  nach  to  Altzey;  on  the  8th 
to  Nider  Ulm,  and  on  the  9th  to  this  place,  where  they  remain 
to-day.  All  that  part  of  his  army  which  is  deftined  to  aft  immediately 
againft  General  Jourdan,  has  paifcd  the  Rhine  at  Mayence,  and  is  adU 
▼ancing  towards  the  enemy,  full  of  fpirits,  and  confident  of  vidiory. 

Marfhal  Wurmfer  has  detached  to  the  Upper  Rhine  a  fuflicient 
^timber  of  troops  to  put  his  left  flank  in  fecut  ity  againft  any  attempts 
vfttch  General  Moreau  might  now  be  induced  to  make  on  that  fide, 
and  his  excellency  ftill  maintains  a  pofition,  with  a  part  of  his  army, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  from  Reh  Hutte  to  Franckcnthal,  the 
left  of  which  is  covered  by  the  lower  part  of  RdvbaeVv  UNtiV^t,  ^.tv^xNxt 
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front  asd  right  by  the  canal  called  the  Floreback,  that  interfe£ls  the 
plain  from  the  Rehback  to  Franckentbal,  and  runs  from  thence  through 
part  of  the  wood  of  Frifenheirn  into  the  Rhine. 

1  hope  foon  to  have  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  your  lordihip  an 
account  of  his  royal  Highnefa's  fuccefs  againil  General  Jourdan,  and 
the '  confequent  relief  of  Ehrenbreitftein ;  events,  which  the.vigon'^is 
offeniivenicafiires  that  will  be  immediately  purfued  in  that  quarter  ftem 
to  infure.

Head^quarters  of  his  Royal  Htghncfs  tJx  Archduke  Charles  of  Aufiria^ 

Hackenhourgy  June  i8,   1796. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip,  that  the  Archduke's 
head-quarters  were  moved  from  Hocheim  to  Schwalbacb ;  near  Kon- 
ingftein,  on  the  iitli  inftant,  to  Hclfe  Homburg  on  the  12th,  and  to 
Gra&ffin  Wifbach  the  13th,  where  they  remained  the  14th;  on  which 
day  his  royal  highiiefs  completed  the  neceflary  arrangements  for  the 
defence  of  the  Lahn,  between  Braunfels  and  the  Rhine»  which  chiefly 
confided  in  polling  a  large  corps  at  Limbourg,  with  two  others  of  in- 
ferior force  near  Naflau  and  Weilburg.  On  the  14th  a  confiderable 
corps^  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-general  Werneck,  arrived  at 
Wetzlar,  the  Saxons  at  Butzbach,  nearly  fouth  of  Wetzlar.  Another 
^rong  column,  commanded  by  Gtncial  Kray,  marched  the  fame  day  to 
the  neighbourhood  of  Braunfels,  and  a  partifan  corps  puflied  acrofs  th« 
Lahn  to  Koningfberg,  which  lies  between  GielTen  and  Herbron  on  the 
Dille. 

The  river  Dille  formed  the  natural  left  flank  to  the  enemy's  line  of 
defence,  which  was  covered  on  the  right  by  the  Rhine  :  and  as  the  hills 
«n  the  right  baq;Jt  of  the  Dille  are  very  fteep,  woody,  and  difficult  of 
accefs,  it  was  eflential  for  the  enemy  to  ocaipy  them,  but  more 
cfpccially  fo,  to  take  the  poiition  between  Hermanllein  on  that  river, 
and  Altenbourg  on  the  Lahn,  as  the  Auftrians  would  then  have  been, 
completely  prevented  from  eroding  at  Wetzlar,  and  obliged  to  raa« 
nocuvre,  by  Gieflen,  towards  Herborn  and  Dielenburg 

The  Archduke  ordered  General  Werneck  to  pu(h  his  advanced  poll 
acrofs  the  Lahn  and  the  Dille  at  Wetzlar  on  the  14th,  and  to  pafs  on  the 
J  ^th,  with  his  whole  corps ;  to  fupport  which  manoeuvre,  the  Saxons 
were  di reded  to  advance  to  Wetzlar  the  fame  day,  and  General  Kray 
to  occupy  the  heights  between  Braunfels  and  Leuhn  on  the  Lahn. 
The  French  general,  Le  Fevre,  was  in  march  with  a  large  corps  itt 
the  fame  objedl  at  the  fame  time.  The  heads  of  his  columns  attacked 
General  Werneck's  advanced  guard,  which,  after  making  a  very  long 
and  moft  obftinate  reliftance^  was  obliged  to  yield  to  the  great  fu- 
periority  of  numbers.  The  enemy  tlien  occupied  the  abovemcn* 
tioned  poiition,  with  their  right  to  the  Lahn  and  their  let  to  the  Dille, 
and  began  a  fevere  cannonade  upon  the  Auftrians,  who,  though  at  the 
foot  of  the  heists,  with  the  river  clofe  in  their  rear,  had  formed 
again,  and  flood  firm.  His  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke  having  arrived 
juftns  the  advanced  guard  was  retiring,  ordered  the  Saxons  to  accelerate 
their  march,  and  particularly  the  cavalry,  to  advance  with  as  mudi 
expedition  as  poflible.  His  royal  highnefs  likewife  ordered  that  part  of 
Geneial  Werneck's  corps,  which  had  remained  in  referve  on  the  left 

bank 
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bank  of  (he  Lahn,  to  join  their  adranced  guard,  and  left  the  detach* 
ment  on  the  left  oppofite  Altenbourg,  and  on  the  right  at  Aflar,  nq^ 
Hermanftein^  as  they  had  been  at  firfl  pofted,  in  order  to  fecure  the 
flanks*  In  this  very  critical  pofition  his  royal  highnefs  remained, 
anfwering  the  enemy's  cannonade  from  a  batterv  of  twelve-pounden, 
and  determined  to  attack  as  foon  as  the  heaci  of  the  Saxon  colunm 
Ihould  have  pafTed  Wetzlar. 

The  pofition  that  General  Le  Fevre  occupied  was  compofed  of  a 
range  of  heiglits,  which,  from  the  broken  ground*  in  their  front,  arc 
difiicult  of  accefs.  There  was  a  proje6ting  point  of  a  wood  that 
formed  upon  the  face  of  thefe  heights  a  falient  angle  to  the  reft  of  his 
line;  and  this  wood,  returning  through  the  centre  of  the  pofition, 
extended  to  the  right  and  left  behind  each  wing,  to  tlie  Lahn  and 
the  Dille. 

This  falient  point  was  drongly  occupied  with  infantry,  as  well  as  the 
,  heights  and  village  of  Altenberg,  and  on  the  height  zbovt  Hermanfteia 
the  principal  part  of  the  cavalry  was   formed*   being   fupported  by 
infantry  pofted  in  the  wood  in  their  rear;  the  artillery  was  diftributed 
upon  the  fpots  moft  favourable  for  raking  the  face  of  the  pofition.    In 
this  order  General  Le  Fevre  waited  the  arrival  of  the  reft  of  his  corps. 
'     Had  it  come  up  before  the  Archduke  attacked,    the  Auftrians  muft 
have  retired  acrofs  the  Lahn  at  Wetzlar.     His  royal  highnefs,  perfe6tly 
^ware  ot  this  circumftance,  refolved  not  to  dela^  his  attack  a  moment 
after  the  Saxon  cavalry  iliould  have   arrived :  this  did  not  happen  till 
feven  in  the  evening,  and  the  difpofition  was  then  made  in  general  as 
follows  :  three  fquadrons  of  the  Auftrian  cavalry,  regiment  or  Carachy, 
fupported  by  that  of  NaflTau,  were  ordered  to  charge  the  left,  and  the 
SsuLon  cavalry  the  front  of  the  heights  above  Hermanftein,  while  the 
Auftrian  grenadiers  attacked  the  enemy's  center  in  the  wood,  the  left 
wing  was  kept  back.    The  regiment  of  Carachy  advanced  through  the 
hollo^  ways  and  ravines,  and,  when  arrived  at  the  top  of  the  height, 
charged   the  enemy   with  a  degree  of  intrepidity  that  muft  do  them 
immortal  honour ;  but,  as  they  were  very  much  broken  by  the  extreme 
badnefs  of  the  ground,  and  as  the  French  cavalry  was  numerous,  and 
drawn  up  in  perfeft  order  to  receive  them,  they  were  repulfed.     The 
regiment  of  Naifau  had,  in  the  mean  time,  reached  the  fummit  and 
'  ibrmed  ;    they  therefore  received  the   regiment  of  Carachy,    which 
rallied  under  their  protection,  charged  the  enemy  again  with  part  of  the 
regiment  of  Naflau  on  their  flanks,  and  part  as  a  fecond  line,  and, 
after  as  regular  a  fliock  as  could  take  place,  they  proved  victorious. 

This  happened  before  the  Saxon  cavalry  reached  their  point  of 
attack,  or  the  grenadiers  had  arrived  at  the  wood  ;  and  the  enemy, 
finding  themfelves  taken  in  flank,  and  moft  vigoroufly  purfucd,  retired  ; 
their  nrft  line  with  great  precipitativon  abandoning  the  falient  point  of 
their  center,  and  their  defeated  cavalry  threw  itfelf  in  diforder  into  the 
wood  behind  their  infantr}'.  Fart  ot  the  regiments  of  Carachy  and 
Naifaii  followed  them,  cut  to  pieces  a  battalion  which  had  formed 
where  the  road  leading  from  Wetzlar  to  GreifFenftein  enters  the  wood, 
and  took  feveral  pieces  of  cannon  ;  but  upon  endeavouring  to  continue 
the  purfuit  ftill  further,  they  were  received  by  the  fecond  line  of 
French  infantry,  who  gave  them  a  fevere  fire,  and  obliged  them  to 
return  out  of  the  wood  to  form  again.  However,  they  brought  otf

On  the  lolh  tbe  Archduke  marched  in  piirfuii  of  General  Lc  Fene 
to  Grieffendcin,  wheie  he  was  Joined  by  General  Kray,  who  had  croffsd 
the  Lahn  thai  morning  at  Lehun. 

On  the  1 7th  his'  royal  highnefs  marched  to  Renderode  ;  the  advantol 
g^ard  pulhingon  to  Altenkirchen,  and  on  the  itith  to  Hackenbourg. 
The  corps  at  Limbourg,  Naffai],  and  Wcilburg,  crufied  the  Lahn,  and

4i(nemy  flilL  k^pt  the  heights  of  Altenbourg,  their  line  ejctending  bom 
thence  towards  Alfteden,  on  the  Dille. 

The  Auftrian  grenadiers  now  attacked  and  defeated  the    Fiendi  ' 
infantry  in  the  wood.  * 

In  the  rear  of  the  enemy's  left  flank,  at  the  diflance  of  about  tvo 
£ng1i(h  miles,  lay  the  village  of  Barghaufen  on  the  Dille*  In  the 
vicinity  of  that  village  the  wood  retires  from  the  Dille  in  the  form  of  a 
half  circle,  leaving  a  confiderable  fpaqe  of  open  ground;  through 
this  the  road,  by  which  the  left  of  General  Le  Fevre's  corps  was  obliged 
to  retreat,  pafles  and  enters  the  wood  again  over  an  height  that  affords 
an  excellent  poiition  for  infantry,  not  only  /rom  being  fo  inamediatelv 
on  the  edge  of  the  wood,  but  more  elpecially  as  the  foot  of  it  is  covered 
in  the  greateft  part  of  its  extent,  by  a  ravine  that  is  very  difficuk 
to  crofs. 

It  was  on  this  height  that  the  enemy  had  formed  three  battalions, 
with  a  battery  of  artillery,  to  receive  their  troops  that  had  been  defeated     ' 
by  the  Auftri^n  cavalry  and  grenadiers ;  and,  at  the  fame  time,  finding     ; 
that  vidory  was  declared  in  favour  of  the  Auftrians,  they  retired  their     , 
right  from   the  heights  of  Altenboiu-g,  forming  the  troops  that  had 
occupied  that  wing  of  the  pofition  in  the  thick  wood  which  was  ira»  , ; 
mediately  in  their  rear.    Four  fquadrons  of  Saxon  cavalry,  as  if  deter*  '  | 
-mined  to  emulate  the  exemplary  conduct  of  the  Imperial  troops^  to- 
:gether  with  a  fquadron  of  the  regiment  of  Carachy,  advanced  through     \ 
that  part  of  the  wood  which  had  been  cleared  by  the  grenadiers,  ad}     | 
without  waiting  for  further  fupport,  and  not  accompanied  either  bf  ,  j 
cannon  or  infantry,  defiled  along  the  road,  and  fcrambled  through  the     j 
ravine  under  the  enemy's  fire,  formed,  and  attacked  the  height  whk^I     j 
have  juft  defcribed :    after  fuffering  great  lofs  they  broke  the  three     ] 
battalions,  cut  down  every  man  who  could  not  fav  e  himfelf  by  flight ia 
the  wood,  and  took  the  cannon. 

The  night  now  came  on,  and  put  an  end  to  this  very  brilliant  afiaiL 
Nothing  could  furpafs  the  fteadinefs  and  intrepidity  with  which  the 
Auilrian  and  Saxon  troops  executed  his  royal  highnefs's  maAerly  and 
decifive  manoeuvres. 

The  lofs  of  the  Auftrians  and  Saxons  amounted  to  about  five  hundred 
men,  including  feveral  officers;  that  of  the  French,  judging  from  the 
number  left  dead  on  the  field,  and  from  the  accounts  given  by  deferten 
and  prifoners,  and  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  country  through  which  they 
pafTed  in  their  retreat,  muft  have  been  very  great.  It  is  reported  that 
General  Le  Fevre,  who  commanded  in  perion,  was  wounded  badly  ia 
the  arm. 

Having  failed  in  his  attempt  to  make  himfelf  n^after  of  this  important 
pofition.  General  Jourdan  determined  to  raife  the  blockade  of  Ehreo- 
breitftein,  and  recrofs  the  Rhine.  Four  of  the  fix  divifions  which 
compofed  his  army  have  directed  their  march  towards  Neuwied,  the 
two  others  towards' Seigbburg,  Cologne,  and  Dufleldorf.    __ 

On  the  loth  the  Archduke  marched  in  purfuit  of  General  Le  Feme 
to  Griefienftein,  where  he  was  joined  by  General  Kray,  who  had  crofled 
the  Lahn  that  morning  at  Lehun. 

On  the  1 7th  his*  royal  highnefs  marched  to  Renderode ;  the  advanced 
guard  pufliing  on  to  Altenkirchen,  and  on  the  i8th  to  Hackenbourg. 
The  corps -at  Limbourg>  Naflau,  and  Weilburg,  crofled  the  Lahn,  and 
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poribed  General  Jonroan  by  Montabauer  and  Thierdorf,  whilft  file 
pntizan  corps  on  the  right  adranced  to  the  Sieg.  But,  notwithiland* 
iDfl;  the  uttnofl  diligence  has  been  made  ufe  of  by  the  AuftrianSy  no  af« 
ikir  of  confequence  has  taken  place  fince  the  15th,  as  the  enemy  have 
retired  on  all  fides  with  the  utmoft  precipitation. 

IhteUigence  is  juft  received  that  Marflial  Wurmfer's  pofts  in  the  front 
of  Manheim  were  attacked  on  the  14th  inftant,  and  that  his  Excellency 
defeated  the  enenny,  and  took  from  them  feveral  cannon. 

Head  garters  of  his  Royal  Higbnefs  the  Archduke  Charles 
of  Aujlrla^  Hackenhour^y  June2Q, 

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfliip  that  his  Royal  High« 
nefs  the  Archduke's  advanced  corps,  commanded  by  General  Kray, 
marched  yefterday  morning,  at^  day-break,  in  purfuit  of  that  part  of 
the  enemy's  army  which,  after  uniting  at  Altenkirchen,  was  retiring, 
under  the  orders  of  General  Kleber,  towards  Siegburg,  on  the  Sieg, 
With  the  intention  of  proceeding  from  thence  to  Cologn  and  Duflcl- 
dorf: 

General  Kleber  found  himfelf  under  the  necelBty  of  halting  that  day 
00  the  heights  that  lay  between  Kirpen  and  Ukareth,  on  the  great  road 
to  Siegburg,  in  order  to  give  time  for  his  refer\'e,  ammunition,  and 
baggage,  to  pafs  the  Sieg :  he,  therefore,  occupied  the  very  advantage* 
OBS' pofition  that  thefe  heights  afford  with  about  twenty-four  thoufand 
men.  The  front  of  both  his  wings,  as  well  as  his  flanks,  were  co- 
vered by  two  deep  ravines,  that  could  only  be  pafTed '  at  a  very  fet^ 
points.  The  approach  to  bis  center  was  about  three  hundred  yards 
broad,  and  ran  along  a  ridge  that  connected  this  pofition  with  the 
faeiehts  of  Kirpen,  and  in  which  the  two  ravines  above  mentioned  take 
their  fource.  At  the  village  of  Kirpen  there  is  another  range  of  ad-, 
rantageous  heights,  parallel  to  thole  where  the  enemy  was  polled'; 
their  right  (looking  towards  Ukareth)  terminates  in  a  deep  ravine  j 
their  left  on  a  plain  oppofite  to  the  enemy's  center.  This  plain  is 
bounded  on  its  left  by  a  imall  wood  that  extends  towards  the  ravine, 
which  covered  the  enemy's  right  wing,  leaving  the  approach  to  their 
center  clofe  on  its  right.  From  this  wood  a  long  range  of  inclofuret 
and  fmall  copfes,  intermixed  with  two  villages  and  leveral  fcattered 
faoufes,'  extend  in  a  parallel  direction  to  the  right  of  the  enemy's  pofi* 
tion»  nearly  on  a  line  with  the  heights  of  Kirpen. 

On  the  Altenkirchen  fide  of  Kirpen,  about  feven  hundred  3rardt 
from  the  latter,  is  a  third  range  of  heig[hts,  which  take  exadtly  the  fame 
dire6^ion  as  thofe  1  have  juft  defcribed,  their  right  being  covered  by  a 
deep  ravine,  their  center  and  left  falling  gradually  into  a  plain  that  is 
bounded  by 'Kirpen,  and  by  the  inclofures  and  fmall  villages  above 
mentioned. 

General  Kray's  corps  confifted  of  about  efevcn  thoufand  men,  viz/ 
thirty-two  fquadrons  of  light  cavalry,  two  battalions  of  grenadiers,  fix 
battalions  of  fufileers,  two  battalions  of  Sclavonian  light  infantry,  with 
«  corps  of  riflemen,  and  a  proportionate  numl)er  ot  heavy  and  horle 
anilleiy. 

The  Auftnau  hufTars  fell  in  with  a  large  patrole  of  the  enemy  at  the 
▼iliage  of  Weyerbufch,  and  drove  it  b^ck  to  Kirpen ;  there  they  canoe 
up  with  General  Kleber's  pofh,  which  thdy  immediaiely  forced  back 
towards  his  pofition,  and  General  Kray's  advanced  g^^id^  tQT&Siw%^ 
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one  Selavoniah  light  infantry,  one  Walloon  battalion,  with  fereral  fqnic 
drons  of  lieht  cavalry,  and  foroe  horfe  artillery,  formed  upon  the 
heights  of  Kirpen.  '      ^ 

General  Kleber,  who  x:ould  eafily  difcover  General  Kray*d  flrength, 
immediately  determined  upon  attacking  part  6f  the  infantry  of  his  right 
wing,  advanced  into  the  wood  that  bounded  the  plain  below  tbe 
heights  of  Kirpen,  and  into  the  inclofures  and  vtHaget  that  extended  > 
from  thence  between  the  two  portions  ;  and  the  oavalry  of  that  wing 
marched  in  the  rear  of  the  infantry,  ready  to  advance  and  attack  Gene- 
ral Kray's  left,  as  foon  as  the  latter  (viz,  the  infantry)  fhould  have 
eftablifhed  itfelf  along  the  edge  of  the  plain*  A  fmall  part  of  the  in- 
fantry of  this  left  wing  advanced  through  the  ravines  againft  General 
Kray*s  right,  in  order  to  prevent  his  detaching  from  thence,  whilft  Im. 
principal  body  of  cavalry,  fupported  by  nine  battalions  of*  infantry, 
and  a  great  proportion  of  heavy  artillery,  marched  from  his  center 
againd:  the  heights  of  Kirpen.  The  Auflrian  cavalry,^  which  was 
pufled  near  Kirpen,  attacked  the  French  cavalry,  as  they  were  forming 
at  the  head  of  the  ridge  before  defcribed,  but  partly  from  the  fire  whi(£ 
they  received  in  their  left  flank  from  the  wood,  and  partly  from  the  veiy 
great  fuperlority  of  numbers,  they  were  repulfed. 

However,  the  battalion  of  Walloons  and  Sclavonian  light  infantiy 
kept  their  ground,  the  cavalry  rallied  under  their  prote^ion,  and  ia 
this  fituation  the  advanced  guard  waited  the  enemy's  attack.  Tbe 
French  cavalry,  as  foon  as  its  formation  was  completed,  advanced 
againll  the  heights  of  Kirpen,  and,  fupported  by  a  part  of  their  ii- 
fantry,  drove  back  the  Auflrian  cavalry,  the  Sclavonian  biattalion,  and 
the  artillery,  all  of  whom  retired  behind  the  line  of  the  pofition  in  the 
rear.  The  Walloon  battalion,  commanded  by  Colonel  Brady,  flood 
firm,  repulfed  the  repeated  and  combined  attacks  that  were  made  upon 
It,  and  at  lafl,  fir^ding  itfelf  furrounded,  began  its  retreat  through  the- 
village  towards  the  pofition,  which  it  effected  in  a  manner  that  defend 
'  to  be  reprefented  as  an  example  of  bravery  and  difcipline  which  may 
be  equalled,  but  can  never  be  furpaflfed.  The  French  were  now 
maders  of  the  village  and  heights  of  Kirpen  ;  their  right  wing  had  efta- 
blifticd  itfelf  on  the  edge  of  the  inclofures,  and  in  the  villages  that 
^  border  the  plain,  and  their  left  extended  from  Kirpen  in  a  parallel  line 
to  the  Auflrians,  with  whofe  right  it  was  already  engaged  in  a  diibmt 
mufquetry  lire. 

General  Kray  fonned  his  advanced  guard  again  behind  his  center,  as 
a  referve,  and  remained  upon  his  pofition,  to  receive  the  formidable  at- 
tack that  the  enemy  were  now  preparing  to  make  upon  him. 

General  Kleber  brought  a  great  quantity  of  artillery  on  the  height 
of  Kirpen,  and  formed  two  principal  attacks ;  the  one  with  two  linci 
of  cavalry,  fupported  by  his  right  wing  of  infantry,  againft  General 
Kray's  left,  and  the  other  wiih  nine  battalions  of  infantry,  fupported  • 
by  a  large  body  of  cavalry  againft  the  center,  whilft  the  left  wing  ad- 
vanced fufficiently  to  keep  the  Auftrian  right  in  check. 

The  enemy  now  attacked  General  Kray's  left  wing,  and  defeated  hit 
cavalry,  ves  their  great  fuperiority  of  numbers  gave  them  an  opportu- 
nity of  gaining  its  flank.  But  the  battalion  and  the  battery,  which  oc- 
cupied a  height  on  the  left  of  the  infantry  pofition,  changed  thcif . 
front,  and  kept  up  fuch  a  heavy  fire  on  the  flank  of  the  French  ca- 
vsdry,  as  checked  their  {UtfdX     Thfi  Auftrian  cavalry  rallied  under 
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tlie  protedion  of  this  able  roanoeuvre,  and  returning  to  the  chai^ 
fupported  by  four  fquadront  of  Saxons  who  had  juft  arrived^  drove 
back  the  French  into  the  villages  and  defiles  firom  which  they  had  ad- 
vanced, and  decided  the  affair  on  that  iide. 

Whilft  this  was  going  on,  the  nine  battalions,  and  the  cavalry  that 
were  fanned  at  Kirpen,  advanced  z&\i\fl  the  center  of  the  Auflrian 
pofitiont  fupported  by  a  mod  formidable  fire  of  artillery;  This  point 
was  occupi^  by  three  battalions  and  fome  fqiiadrons  of  cavalry  in  the 
firft  line,  to  which  the  advanced  guard  that  had  been  obliged  to  a  ban" 
4loa  Kirpen  formed,  ,as  has  been  before  obferved,  a  fecond  line.  Thefe 
moft  gallant  troops  allowed  the  French  to  approach  them  within  a  hun* 
drcd  paces,  without  firing,  except  from  their  cannon*  The  firil  line 
of  infantry  then  gave  a  general  difcharge,  and  charged  with  their  bay- 
qiieC6«    This  decilive  nnovement  produced  the  defired  effe6i ;  the  French 

Sve  way ;  General  Kray 's  cavalry  purfued  them  into  the  village,  and 
e  Auftrians  proved  finally  vi^orious.  They  were  not,  however,  ia 
fuffident  force  to  profit  of  this  victory  in  the  manner  they  might  other* 
wile  have  done,  efpecially  as  the  enemv's  broken  troops  were  received 
by  a  ftrong  referve,  and  their  right  itill  remained  in  the  villages  and 
ioclofures  which  they  had  taken  pofieffion  of  in  the  beginning  of  the 
aftion ;  General  Kray  was,  therefore,  obliged  to  content  himlelf  with 
forcing  the  enemy  to  abandon  the  heights  of  Kirpen:  in  the  evening. 
General  Kleber  retired  his  right  wing  mto  his  pofition;  but  a  battalion 
a(  the  extremity  of  his  left,  that  had  advanced  to  turn  the  right  of  the 
Aiiiirians,  was  completely  cut  off. 

Thus,  my  Lord,  ended  an  affair,  which,  though  lefs  important  than 
diat  of  the  1 5th,  near  Wetzlar,  becaufe  the  obje^l  of  contention  waa 
not  of  fuch  magnitude,  may  with  juflice  be  fliled  equally  brilliant; 
particularly  when  we  confider  that  the  French  had  more  than  double 
the  force  of  the  Auflrians. 

General  Kray  loft  between  five  and  fix  hundred  men.  The  enemy 
had  above  feven  hundred  taken  prifoners,  left  feveral  hundred  dead  on 
the  field,  and,  according  to  all  reports,  had  a  very  great  number 
wounded. 

General  Kleber  retreated  laft  night,  as  foon  as  it  was  dark,  acrolt 
th^  Sieg,  at  Siegbourg,  from  whence  he  is  directing  his  march  toward* 
Di^ldorf,  and  General  Jourdan  has  recroffed  the  Rhine,  with  ail  the 
reft  of  his  army,  at  Neuwied.

I^EO  leave  to  aciqtiaiirt  you,  that  hi^  Majdl/s  (loop  La  SuffilaM^« 
under  my  command,  has  retaken  two  Englifh  nnerchant  fhips,  on  the- 
37th  inil.'  near  the  Ifle  de  Bas  (from  Oporto,  loaded  with  wine.)  I 
gained  inteHigence  from  the  prifonerl,  thait  the  French  privateer  wiiicfl 
they  bdon^d  to,  carried  fixteen  guns  and  ten  fwivels ;  and  that  oa 
the  preceding  day  (he  was  to  the  northward  of  Scilly,  in  chace  of  &« 
veral  Englifh  velTels:  I  therefore  immediatcty  difpatched  the  prira^ 
with  orders  to  go  to  Plym^iath,  and  ftood  in  for  the  French  coaft,  fte> 
tween  Ufliant  and  the  Ifle  de  Bas,  in  hopes  of  meeting  her  oti  hef 
return^  or  any  other  prizes  that  ihe  fhoald  fend  into  Morlaix  or* 
Breft. 

On  the  following  morning  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  dHcover  the 
above  mentioned  privateer,  and  four  loaded  merchant  fhips,  (her 
prizes)  ftanding  towards  us;  and,  as  I  fetched  within  gun-fliot  of  the 
privateer,  we  gave  her  feveral  broadfides  as  we  paffed  on  oppofite 
tacks ;  and,  on  our  putting  about  to  follow  her,  fhe  made  the  rgnsl' 
for  her  prizes  to  difperfe.  They  were  then  about  feven  miles  fr6m  tn. 
to  the  N.  W. 

At  one  P.  M»  we  fetched  very  near  her  lee  quarter,  and  opened  t 
well-dire6led  fire  of  mufquetry  upon  them  from  forward,  whieb 
obliged  them  to  flrike  before  we  could  get  alongfide  to  bring  our  great 
guns  to  bear  upon  her.  ^' 

As  -the  ffreateil  difpatch  was  neceiTary  to  enable  us  to  overtake  tBe 
prizes,  which  were  endeavouring  to,  efcape  by  fteering  on  different  di- 
redtions,  I  ordered  Lieutenant  Fickford  to  take  command  of  the  pri* 
vateer,  to  fend  the  French  captain  and  officers  on  board  the  Suffifante^ 
immediately,  and  then  to  make  fail  and  affift  me  in  taking  the  merchant 
ihips,  which  fervice  was  performed  very  much  to  my  latisfadtion,  he 
having  taken  two  of  them,  one  of  which  I  had  not  the  lead  hopes  of 
his  being  able  to  come  up  with,  as  fhe  was  very  far  to  the  wind- 
ward. 

To  the  fpirited  and  active  behaviour  of  the  officers  and  crew  of  the 
Suffifante,  I  confider  myfelf  in  a  great  meafure  indebted  for  our  fuc- 
cefs,  which  is  as  eomplete  as  I  could  wifh  it  to  be,  for^  exclufive  of 
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fhe  privateer^  which  i«  a  dnt  copper-bottomed  brigt  capahleof  doing 
Dioch  inifchiefy  we  have  UkewHie  retaken  fix  valuable  EnglUh  mer* 
chant  ^lipSy  which  are  all  that  ilie  had  captured.

IN  my  letter  of  the  4th  of  May,  I  had  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  of 
the  unfuccefsful  attack  on  the  enemy's  batteries  on  the  fide  of  the  Grand 
C11I  de  Sac ;  and  as  it  had  been  previoufly  determined  that  the  prindpal 
attack  on  the  enehiy's  works  fhould  be  made  on  the  north  fide  of  Mome 
Fortune  by  the  Ridge  of  Duchafieaux,  every  exertion  was  made  to 
complete  the  road  for  eredting  the  necefikry  batteries,  and  to  bring 
forward  the  artillery  and  ammunition.     On  the  i6th  inftant  the  bat- 
teries, confiding  of  eighteen  pieces  of  ordnance,  were  opened.    Thcfc 
could  only  be  confidered  in  the  light  of  a  firil  paralleL     The  fecond 
parallel  is  now  nearly  complete,  and  the  lodgment  for  the  laft  or  thind 
IS  to  be^ade  to-morrow.     If  this  operation/  fhould  be  attended  with  the 
effect  expelled  from  it,  it  is  probable  that  we  iliall,  in  the  courfe  often 
or  twelve  days,  be  in  poifeffion  of  the  enemy's  works  upon  Mome 
Fortune.    It  is  difficult  for  me  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  the  ground 
on  which  we  are  obliged  to  a6t.    The  natural  obfiru£tions,  as  well  as 
•very  obftade  that  the  enemy  could  throw  in  our  way,  render  the  poll 
of  Morne  Fortune  not  only  refpedablci  but  in  a  high  degree  difficult  n> 
be  fubdued. 

As  the  enemy  ftill  retained  poflTeflion  of  the  Vigie,  and  as  they  on^ 
held  it  with  a  {lender  force,  it  appeared  of  confequence  to  get  poueffion 
of  it,  as  it  would  (horten  our  line  of  attack,  and  cover  our  right  flank; 
and  ahb  as  it  gave  us  in  fome  degree  the  command  of  the  Carenage* 
For  this  purpofe,  on  the  night  of  the  17th  inftant,  the  aifl  regiment, 
happening  to  be  the  regiment  neareft  at  hand,  was  ordered  to  march 
immediately  after  it  was  dark  to  take  pofTefiion  of  the  Vigie,  where  the 
enemy  had  not  apparently  more  than  from  150  to  200  men. — The  firft 
part  of  the  attack  fucceeded  to  our  wifhes,  a  battery  of  three  eighteen 
'  pounders,  which  was  feebly  defended,  was  fbized,  the  gund  fpiked  and 
throwi^  over  the  precipice.  There  remained  on  the  fummit  of  the  hill  one 
large  gun  and  a  field-piece,  which  the  regiment  was  ordered  to  take  pof- 
ief&on  of;  unfortunately  the  guide  was  wounded,  and  the  troops  became 
uncertain  of  the  right  approach  to  the  hill :  while  in  this  fituation,  the 
enemy's  grape-fhot  took  effect  to  fuch  degree,  a^  induced  Lieutenant- 
colonel  Hay  to  order  the  regiment  to  retreat,  which  it  did  with  con- 
fiderable  lofs.     Lieutentant-colonel  Macdonald  handfomely  advanced 
with  part  of  the  grenadiers  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  31  ft  regiment, 
which  he  accomplifhed.     It  is  proper  to  obferve,,that  a  night  attack  on 
ihe  Vigie  was  indrfpenfably  necefiary,  as  three  batteries  of  the  enemy 
fianked  the  neck  of  land  which  connects  the  Vigie  with  the  Main ;  and 
in  general  in  this  country,  when  you  have  to  march  to  attack  an  enemy's 
poft,  who  have  artillery,  and  where  it  is  impoffible  for  you  to  advance 
with  any  on  your  part,  it  is  almofl  a  matter  of  necelfity  to  attack  at 
night. 

Hitherto  the  troops  continue  healthy,  notwithftanding  their  exertions 
and  fatigue.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
1 8th  of  March.    In  my  letter  of  the  zzd  of  May  I  acquainted  yoti,  that 
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imthe  day  following  vrc  intended  to  make  a  lodgement  as  near  to  the 
cncmy^s  works  as  pofliblc.  This,  however,  was  deterred  from  necef- 
fity  till  the  24th. 

The  ayth,  53d,  and  qyth  regiments  had  been  prcvioufly  placed  near 
the  point  of  attack.  On  the  morning  of  the  24th,  the  27th  regiment 
lodged  iherofclves  ujv)n  two  different  points,  the  neareft  of  which  was 
not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  from  tlie  fort.  The  enemy  made  a 
vigorous  effort  to  diilodge  them,  but  by  the  good  conduct  and  fpirit  of 
Brigadier-general  Moore,  and  the  lleady  and  intrepid  behaviour  of  the 
,  officers  and  men  of  the  271!!  regiment,  the  enemy  were  twice  repuHcd 
with  cnnfiderable  lofs,  and  before  the  night  the  troops  were  compleatly 
under  cover:  at  the  fame  time  the  communication  to  the  port.-;  occupied 
by  the  27th  regiment,  wa^  Ciirricd  on  with  the  ntmoft  vigour,  and  tw9 
batteries  for  eight  pieces  of  ::rti!Icry  were  bcG;-i'i« 

Upon  the  evening  of  the  24th,  the  enemy  dofirtd  a  fnfpenfion  of  armi 
until  noon  the  next  day,  which  was  granted  t.l!  eight  in  the  morning. 
A  capitulation  for  the  whole  illand  enlued,  a  copy  of  which  I  have  the 
hoQOur  to  enclofe.  On  the  26ih,  the  gw rifnn,  to  the  amount  of  two 
tboufand  men,  marched  out  nnd  laid  d  >vvn  tl^ir  arms,  and  arc  become 
prifoners  of  war.  Fidgeon  Hlviiid  is  in  our  polic-Ilion  :  the  551!!  regiment 
nas  been  detacheii  to  SoufFneie  and  Vicux  Fort,  to  receive  the  fub- 
miiiion  of  the  garrifons  of  thofe  places.  From  Soutfricre  we' have  been 
iaformed  that  |)eaceable  poirouion  has  been  given ;  from  Vieux  Fort, 
there  is  no  report.  The  pri[:ci»al  objed  ot  the  bKKkpdc  of  Morne 
Fortune  has  been  obtained.  The  enemy  has  been  prevented  from 
cfcaping  into  the  woods ;  their  troops,  whom  they  call  regulars,  have 
been  made  prifonei  s  of  war,  and  the  armed  negroes  have  been  in  a  coa- 
fiderable  degree  difarmed. 

Our  operations  have   been  attended  with  conridcrahle  labour  and 

fatigue,  roads  were  every  where  to  be  made  through  a  mountainous  and 

.  ^gg^d  country,  artiller}'  and  ammunition  to   be  carried  forward,  and 

the  line  of  invelbment,  extending  about  ten  miles,  to  be  fupplied  with 

proviiions,  without  the  alTiilancc  of  carriages,  and  with  few  horfe?.  ^ 

It  is  but  jullice  to  the  tr()oj)s  to  Ly  that  their  conduct  has  iJben  meri- 
torious ;  that  they  have  underi/onc  an  uncommon  fliare  of  fatigue  with 
cheerfulnefs,  and  in  feveral  in  (lances  have  given  proofs  of  the  greateil 
'  intrepidity.  We  are  under  gre.it  obligritions  to  Brigadier-general  Knox 
for  planning  and  executing  the  road  of  communication  from  Choc  Baj', 
by  Cnabot,  to  Morne  DuchafTeaux.  Bricradier-geoeral  Llo)  d,  of  the  royal 
artillery,  and  Captain  Hay  the  chief  en  u.ineer,  mayjuftly  claim  their  fliare 
of  praife.  Brigadier-gencrnl  Hope  has  on  all  occalions  moil  willingly 
come  forward  and  exerted  himicif  in  times  of  danger,  to  which  he  was 
not  .called  from  his  fitUMtion  of  Adjutanr-j^eneral. 

Rear-admiral  Sir  Hueh  Chriilian  and  the  roval  navv  have  never 
ceafed  to  (hew  the  utmoii  alacrity  in  forwarding  the  public  fervic:?.  To 
their  (kill  and  unremitting  labour,  the  fuccvfs  which  has  attended  his 
Majefty's  arms  is  in  a  great  meafurc  due.  By  their  elforts  alone,  the 
artillery  was  advanced  to  the  batteries,  and  every  cooperation,  which 
could  poilibly  be  expefled  or  dcfired,  has  been  afforded  in  the  fulled: 
manner.  I  have  the  honour  to  cncIofe  the  return  oF  killed  and  wounded 
during  our  operations  m  this  illand,  to^^cthcr  with  a  return  of  the 
artillery,  flores,  and  auiniunition,  as  far  as  wc  have  bucn  enabled  to

Articles  of  Capitulation  of  the  IJland  of  St.  Lucia. 

I.  The  ifland  of  St.  Lucia,  the  Morne  Fortune,  and  its  dependen- 
cies, together  with  all  the  effeds  belonging  to  the  French  Republic^ 
ihall  belaithfiilly  delivered  to  the  generals  of  the  Britilh  forces. 

Anfwer.    Agreed  to. 

II.  Property  and  perfons  of  every  defcription  fliall  be  placed  under 
the  protection  of  the  law  ;  and  pafTports  fhall  be  granted  to  fuch  per* 
fons  as  may  wifti  to  leave  the  ifland. 

Anfwer.  All  property  and  inhabitants  will  be  fubjeft  to  and  under 
the  protection  of  the  Englifli  laws.  Perfons  wifhing  to  quit  the  idand 
mull  obtain -permiffion  of  the  governor  or  commander  of  the  ifland. 

IIL  No  inhabitant  fliall  be  difturbed,  molefted,  or  baniflied,  on  ti> 
count  of  his  opinions,  or  for  havbg  held  any  place  under  the  Freodi 
Republic.  ' 

Anfwer.    Agreed  to,  as  anfwered  in  the  fecond  article. 

IV.  The  agent  general,  the  commander  in  chief,  and  the  'forces  of 
the  Republic,  who  have  defended  the  ifland,  fliall  lyiarch  out  with  the 
honours  of  war,  and  deliver  their  arms ;  the  officers  only  being  allowed' 
to  keep  their  fwords  :  they  fliall  be  trcateid  as  prifoners  of  war,  and  fent 
back  to  France  as  foon.aspoflible. 

Anfwer.  The  firft  part  of  this  article  granted,  but  the  troops  mot 
remain  prifoners  of  war  until  exchanged. 

V.  The  Britifli  forces  fliall  take  pofleflion  of  the  Morne  Fortune  at 
the  hour  which  may  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe,  and  the  French 
garrifon  fliall  march  out  with  their  arms  and  baggage,  drums  beatiofgi 
and  colours  flying. 

Anfwer.  The  fort  to  be  put  into  the  pofleflion  of  the  Britifli  troopi 
to-morrow  at  noon  ;  the  garrifon  to  march  out  of  the  fort  in  the  man- 
ner defired.  The  garrifon  to  occupy  houfes  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  fort,  until  veflTels  fliall  be  provided  for  their  reception. 

VI.  The  garrifon  fliall  pile  their  arms  at  the  place  which  may  be 
appointed  for  that  purpofe,  and  fliall  immediately  be  fent  to  France* 
The  officers  fliall  be  allowed  to  take  with  them  their  wives  and 
children. 

Anfwer.  The  arms  to  be  piled  on  the  glacis  without  the  fort. 
Anfwer  has  already  been  given  as  to  the  difpofal  of  the  garrifon.  The 
officers  may  difpofe  of  their  wives  and  children  as  they  pleafe. 

VII.  The  agent  general  of  the  Executive  Directory,  his  aides-de- 
camp,  fecretary,  and  other  perfons  attached  to  him,  fhall  be  allowed  to 
keep  all  papers  and  effeCts  belonging  to  his  office.  The  fame  favour 
iliall  be  granted  to  the  commander  in  chief  and  all  the  officers  of  the 
garrifon. 

Anfwer.  Agreed  to ;  but  all  papers  relating  to  the  ftate  of  the  ifland, 
public  works,  and  all  plans  and  maps,  to  be  given  up. 

VIII.  The  volunteers  ferving  with  the  French  forces  fliall  be  allowed 
to  keep  their  knapfacks, 

Anfwer.     Agreed  to,  according  to  the  return  given  in  by  the  com- 
m^dcr  in  chief. 
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IX.  No  perfon  (hall  be  plundered  or  iofulted,  on  account  of  the 
opinions  he  has  hitherto  profeiTcJ. 

Anfwer.     Agreed  to. 

X.  Two*  vcuels  of  the  Republic,  Iving  in  the  harbour,  fliall  be 
mnted  to  the  agent  of  the  Executive  Directory,  to  ferve  as  covered 
boats.  The  crews  of  thefe  two  velFels  fhall,  however,  be  confidered  a$ 
prifoners  of  war. 

Anfwer.     Refufed  ;  but  every  accommodation  that  can  be  defired 
'  by  the  ^gent  general  of  the  Executive  Diredtoiy  fhall  be  granted. 

XI.  The  inhabitants,  of  every  colour,  fliall  be  allowed  to  return 
immediately  to  their  refpedtive  homes,  without  infult  or  molefl:ation. 

Anfwer.    Agreed  to. 

XIL  The  ficlc  and  wounded  of  the  garrifon  fhall  be  taken  care  of  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  Englifh,  and,  on  their  recovery,  fhall  be  ea*- 
titled  to  the  fame  terms  as  the  other  prifoners* 

Anfwer.    Agreed  to. 

Xm.  All  the  articles  of  this  capitulation  fhall  be  faithfully  and 
ftridly  obferved  by  both  parties.

Additional  Articles* 

Proper  officers  to  be  named  by  the  agent  general  and  commander  ia 
chief,  to  take  the  necefTary  orders  for  the  furrender  of  Gros  lilets^ 
Souffriere,  and  Vieux  Fort,  and  other  pofls  that  may  be  occupied  in 
the  ifland.  The  means  of  conveyance  fhall  be  found  for  the  faid  officers. 
Stores  and  provifions  of  all  kinds  to  be  delivered  by  the  French  com* 
miflaries  to  the  Britifh  commilTaries  authorized  to  receive  them  on  th)e 
Airrender  of  the  different  pofts.

I  AM  to  communicate  to  you,  for  the  information  of  my  Lords 
Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  the  ifland  of  St.  Lucia  anditi 
dependencies  furrendcred  by  capitulation  on  the  25th  of  May,  and  that 
the  Mornc  was  taken  poflellion  of  by  his  NJajefty's  troops  on  {he26that 
noon  ;   the  terms  of  capitiilation  are  herewith  tranfmitted.* 

In  the  progrefs  of  the  rie2;e,  great  difficuhies  were  to  be  furmonnted, 
and  much  fcrvice  of  fatigue  undertaken.  The  more  eiFccl:ual]y  to  affift 
the  opcralions  of  the  army,  I  directed  eight  hundred  fcamen  to  land, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Lane  of  the  Aftrea,  and  Cap'tain  Ryves 
of  the  Bulldog :  the  merit  of  their  fervices  will  be  better  reported  by  the 
commander  in  chief  of  his  Majtfty's  troops;  but  1  feel  it  an  indifpen- 
fable  duty  to  acquaint  their  Lordfliips  that  the  condu6t  of  the  officers  and 
feamen  equalled  my  mofi:  fanguineexpedations,  and  that  it  has  been  iik 
every  inftance  highly  meritorious. 

Captain  Lane,  of  the  Aftrea,  is  charged  with  my  difpatches ;  that 
officer  having  ferved  at  St.  Lucia  from  the  moment  ot  my  arrival,  wiH 
be  able  to  afford  their  Lordfliips  corre*^"  information  of  the  naval  oc- 
currences connecEled  with  the  fiege. 

The  ftate  of  the  Aftrea,  by  Captain  Lane's  report  to  me,  is  fucb,that 
her  proceeding  to  England  became  a  neceflary  meafurc. 

Captain  Ryves,  of  the  Bulldog,  will  proceed  immediately  to  joinhii 
fliip;  but  1  fliould  be  unjuft  to  the  merits  of  his  exertions  were  I  to 
omit  recommending  him  to  their  Lordihips*  notice  and  protcdtion. 

I  ftated  to  their  Lordfliips,  in  my  letter  of  the  4th  inftant,  the  fervicci 
of  Captain  Searle,  of  the  Pelican,  on  the  firft  landing;  lince  that  period 
he  has,  with  unremitting  diligence  aad  ability,  eife<flually  blocked  the 
ports  of  the  Carena;^e. 

The  Madras,  under  the  command  of  ([^aptain  Dilkes,  has  been,  in 
the  firll  arrangements,  detached  to  land  and  co-operate  with  a  divifion 
of  troops  on  the  left  wing  of  the  army,  anchored  for  that  purpofe  at 
Alarigot  des  Pvcficaux,  where  his  exertion  and  affiduity  have  been  highly 
commendable  :  he  took  pcilLliion  of  a  point  at  the  fouthern  entrance  of 
the  Granri  Cul  de  Sac,  with  p;rcat  labour  and  pcrfeverance,  placed  upon 
the  pitjnacle  of  the  hill  two  eiglueen-poundcrsand  two  carronades,  from 
\vi)ich  ht*  confu'erably  annoyed  the  batteries  of  Siifcrcn  and  Agillc.  The 
general  uilhing  to  eltablifii  batteries  on  the  fouthern  (ide  of  the  Grand 
Cul  de  Sac,  Captain  Woilev,  of  the  Arcthufa,  was  detached  to  join 
Captain  Dilke.^,  and  directed  to  land  a  proportion  of  feamen  to  affiftthis 
fervice,  which  was  ycry  fpeedily  and  chtarfully  executed  :  more  exertion 
)ij5S  not  b-i'en  evinced,  and  1  believe  there  never  has  occurred  an  inftance  df 
more  cordiid  co-operation  than  has  fubfifted  between  the  aririy  and  navy 
during  this  fiege.  Great  have  been  the  fervices  of  fatigue,  confidering 
the  nature  of  the  country  and  the  (ituation  of  the  Morne,  and  very 
rapidly  have  tbey  been  brought  to  effedt  the  reduction  of  the  ifland. 

On  the  morning;  of  the  enemy's  attack  on  the  24th  inftant,  witha 
view  to  repof/eis  tiicmfelvcs  of  the  advanced  pofl  from  the  Morne,  it 
became  nece»Iary  to  detach  ihc  14th  regiment  to  fupport  the  troops  em-

Grand  Pafs,  which  he  performed  with  admirable  fpirit  and  alacrity  ; 
and  I  beg  leave  to  refer  their  lordfliips  to  his  ftatement  inclofed  for  the 
detmil  of  this  gallant  a6tion. 

SiK,  Southampton^  off  Toulon^  Junt  10,  1796. 

IN  obedience  to  the  orders  I  received  from  you  on  the  Vi^ory's 
quarter-deck  iail  evening,  I  pudied  through  the  Grand  Pafs,  aud 
hauled  up  under  the  batteries  on  the  north  eaft  end  of  PorqueroUe  with 
an  eafy  iail,  in  hopes  I  ihouid  be  taken  for  a  French  or  neutral  frig^te« 
which  I  have  great  reafon  to  believe  fucceeded,  for  I  £0t  within  piitol 
iho^  of  the  enemy*s  fhip  before  I  was  difccKered,  and  cautioned  the 
captain,  through  a  trumpet,  not  to  make  a  fruitlefi  refiilance,  when 
he  immediately  fnapped  his  piftol  at  me,  and  fired  his  broadfide.

AT  two  P.  M.  yefterday,  feeing  fix  fail  running  along  fhore,  whidi 
I  believed  to  be  French,  and  knowing  the  great  confcquence  of  intcr- 
bepting  the  cannon  and  ordnance  ftores  which  I  had  information  were 
cxpcded  from  Toulon  to  be  landed  at  St.  Piere  d'Acena,  for  the  fiegc 
of  Mantua,  I  made  the  fignal  for  a  general  chace,  when  the  vefiTels, 
whifch  now  hoifted  French  colours,  anchored  clofe  under  a  battery.  I 
directed  Captain  Cockburn,  of  the  Meleager,  to  lead  me  in,  which  he 
did  in  a  moft  oflicer-like  manner,  and  at  three  o'clock  the  Meleager  and 
Agamemnon  anchored  in  lefs  than  four  fathoms  water,  as  foon  after- 
wards did  the  Feterell  and  Speedy ;  after  a  fhort  refiftance  from  the 
battery  and  vefTels,  we  took  poflTeffion  of  them. 

It  is  impoilible  I  can  do  juftice  to  the  alacrity  and  gallantry  ever  con- 
fpicuous  in  my  little  fquadron.  Our  boats  boarded  the  national  ketch 
(the  commodore  of  the  convoy)  in  the  fire  of  three  eighteen -pounders, 
and  one  eighteen-pounder  in  a  gun-boat. 

The  Blanche  and  Diadem  being  to  leeward,  the  former  could  not 
anchor  nntil  the  vefiTel  had  ftruck,  but  the  boats  d  all  the  (liips  were 
aAive  in  getting  them  off  the  ftiore,  the  enemy  having  cut  their  cables 
when  theyfurrendered.  A  fmart  firing  of  mufquetry  was  kept  up  from 
the  (ho re  during  the  whole  of  this  ferviee. 

The  Agamemnon's  mafts,  fails,  and  rigging,  are  a  little  cut,  but  of  no 
material  confequence. 

Much  as  I  feel  indebted  to  every  officer  in  the  fquadron,  yet  I  cannot

I  fell  in  with  and  captured 
L  Atheniene  brig,  French  national  corvette,  mounting  14  four-pounders, 
and  83  men,  commanded  by  M.  Gervais,  lieutenant  de  vaifleaux.

Sir,  Melpomene^  Plymouth  Sounds  July  14,  1796. 

YOU  will  be  pleafed  to  acquaint  their .  lordfhips,  his  Majedy's  (hip 
Melpomene,  on  the  iith  initant,  at  three  P.  M.  Ufhant  bearing 
£•  N.  £.  fix  leagues,  difcovered  an  enemy's  fhip  in  the  S.  £•  quarter* 
After  a  chace  of  five  hours,  and  her  making  every  effort  to  efcape,  flie 
flruck  her  colours,  and  proved  to  be  L«  Revanche,  of  18  guns,  and  167 
men ;  fhe  had  left  Breft  on^y  a  few  hours,  with  a  view  of  intercepting 
the  Brazil  convoy. 

I  have  the  fatisfa£Hon  to  add,  that  though  feveral  guns  were  exchang- 
ed, no  lives  were  lofl ;  and  that  the  officers  and  men  X  have  the  hoooor 
to  command,  behaved  with  the  greateft  zeal  and  propriety. 

I  judged  it  advifeable  to  return  to  the  firfl  port,  on  account  of  tiie 
number  of  prifoners,  and  ihall  fail  again  imniediately  to  fiilGl  their  lord- 
Ihips'  orders.

1796. 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  1 7th  inflant  the  enemy  attacked  the  moll 
advanced  polls  on  Monte  Baldo,  towards  Ferrara,  and  obliged  the  vo- 
lunteers (the  beft  markfmen  of  the  difierent  regiments,  formed  into 
companies  of  chafTeurs)  to  retire;  but  thefe  uniting,  and  being  fop- 
ported  by  two  companies  of  Croats  from  Artiglion,  quickly  drove  back 
the  enemy,  with  fome  lofs,  and  re-occupied  ttieir  pofis.  The  AuftriaDJ 
had  one  man  killed  and  about  thirty  wounded.

I  have 
the  honour  to  tranfmit  herewith  the  terms  on  which  thefe  places  have 
become  part  of  his  Majefly*s  dominions. 

The  tranfports  having  been  colleded  off  Negombo,  an  anchorage 
eighteen  miles  to  the  northward  of  this  place,  on  the  5th  inftant,  abd 
that  fort,  having  been  evacuated  by  the  enemy,  was  taken  polTeffionof 
by  Major  Barbert  on  the  fame  day,  and  the  whole  of  the  army  landed 
by  the  evening  of  the  6th  inftant. 

The  inland  navigation  from  Negombo  to  Colombo  not  being  found 
adequate  to  the  purpofe  of  carrying  the  ftores,  provifiens,  &c.  to  the 
grouiKl  neceffary  for  the  army  to  occupy  previous  to  opening  our  batte- 
ries. Colonel  Stuart  marched  with  a  part  of  his  force  to  poH'efs  hirofelf 
of  a  ftrong  poft  which  the  enemy  oppofed  to  him  on  the  fouth  bank  of 
the  Matual  river,  which,  from  his  judicious  and  able  condii^,  was  • 
happily  earned  on  the  morning  of  the  i2ch,  with  little  lofs  on  our  fide, 
and  coniiderable  to  the  enemy,  who  fled  for  prote^ion  under  the  walls 
of  the  fort,  and  enabled  the  colonel  to  take  up  his  final  pofition  before 
Colombo  on  the  evening  of  the  fame  day. 

I  alfo  anchored  on  the  morning  of  the  12th  with  the  fliipsof  war 
and  tranfports,  about  two  miles  from  the  fortrefs,  in  a  very  favounUc 
fituation  for  landing  the  guns,  &c.  of  which  there  being  a  fufficient 
number  put  on  fhore,  on  the  i4.th  Colonel  Stuart  and  myfelf  fom* 
moned  the  fort  to  furrender,  and  its  fuccefs  will  be  fully  explaiDed  faf 
the  articles  of  capitulation,  which  I  have  before  alluded  to,  and  wluch 
1  humbly  hope  may  meet  his  Majefty's  approbation. 

It  becomes  me,  and  is  a  very  pleafing  part  of  my  duty,  to  make 
known  to  you,  for  his  Majefly's   information,  the  zeal  and  aftiviy  . 
which  have  actuated  every  delcription  of  officers  and  men  employed 
under  my  orders;  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  that  three  feamen,  rf 
the  Swift,  wounded,  are  the  only  calualties  of  the  fiege. 

Firft  Lieutenant  Davies,  of  the  Heroine,  an  officer  of  great  merit, 
who  has  given  me  every  afliiiance  on  this  fervice  which  his  relative  fitu- 
ation  enabled  him  to  do,  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering  to  you 
this  difpatch,  and  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  him  to  your  favourable 
notice  and  protedtion.

Articles  of  Capitulatioji  of  Colomlo^  in  the  IJUind  of  Ceylon. 

Preliminary  Article. — John  Gerand  Van  Angel  back,  counfellor  of 
India,  Governor  and  Diredor  of  the  Dutch  poffelfions  in  the  ifland  ot' 
Ceylon,  offers  to  deliver  up  to  Colonel  Stuart  and  Captain"  Gardner, 
commanding  the  Englifli  troops,  the  fortrefs  of  Colombo,  upon  the 
following  conditions,  at  the  expiration  of  three  days. 

Anf.  Major  Patrick  Alexander  Agnew,  Adjutant-General  of  the 
Britifli  troops  in  the  Ifland  of  Ceylon,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  dele- 
gated to  him  by  Colonel  James  Stuart,  commanding  the  Britifli  army, 
and  Alan  Hyde  Gardner,  Efq.  Captain  of  his  Majefty's  fliip  Heroine, 
and  fcnior  officer  of  the  naval  force  before  Colombo,  confents  to  ac- 
cept of  the  furrender  of  the  fort  Colombo,  on  the  under-mentioned 
terms,  provided  the  capitulation  is  figned  this  evening,  and  the  fort  de- 
livered to  the  Britifli  troops  to-morrow  morning  at  ten  o'clock,  in  tht 
manner  itipulated  in  the  foUowine  articles.

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Art.  T.  In  this  capitulation  lliall  be  included  the  town  of  Gale,  and 
the  fort  of  Caliture,  with  all  their  dependencies,  lands,  domains,  &c. 
of  the  hon.  Dutch  Eaft  India  Company;  and  the  governor  flia'.l  iH'ue 
orders  to  the  commander  and  council  of  Gale,  and  the  commandant  of 
Caltture,  for  the  acftual  furrender,  according  to  the  contents  of  this 
pipitulation. 
Anf.     Granted. 

Art.  II.     The  fort,  with  all  its  dependencies,  artillery,  ammunition, 
fiores,  provifions,  and  all  other  effedts  belonging  to  the  Company,  with 
jthc  plan  and  papers  relative  to  the  fortifications,  (liall  bona  fide  be  de- 
liTcrcd  up,  without  concealing  or  keeping  back  any  thing. 

Anf.  Granted.  The  furveys  of  the  diftri(5ts  of  the  ifland  of  Ceylon, 
and  its  coafts,  with  all  other  public  plans,  to  be  included. 

Art.  III.  And  as  the  banks  at  Colombo,  as  well  as  Gale,  are  two 
years  in  arrear,  the  delivery  flia  11  take  place  nccordinitr  to  the  balances 
how  actually  exifling,  and  a  reafonabic  time  be  allotted  to  the  commer- 
cial fcrvants  here,  and  at  Gale,  with  rhcir  alnftants,  tofinifli  their  books ; 
and  they  (hall  during  that  time  receive  the  pay  and  emoluments  fixed 
for  their  ferviccs.  As  the  fmith,  cooper,  houj'e  carpenter,  the  overfeer 
of  the  arfenal,  and  the  brick-maker,  receive  every  thing  by  indent^ 
tbcir  accounts  fliall  be  examined  by  our  accountants,  and  paid  by  the 
Snglifh  :  on  the  other  hand,  the  above  mentioned  artificers  and  over<* 
fcers  are  refponfit^e  for  the  articles  ilTued  to  them.

Thofe 
vrho  may  defire  to  return  to  Europe  ftiall  be  permitted  fo  to  do,  on  the 
lame  conditions,  but  without  any  claim  on  the  Britifli  Government  for 
|>ay  and  allowance  of  any  defcription. 

Art.  XL  As  there  are  fome  native  born  French  in  garrifoii,  they 
Ihall  be  tranfported  to  the  French  iflands  if  they  choofe  it. 

Anf.  The  French  of  the  garrifon  will  be  confidered  as  prifoners  of 
war,  and  fent  to  Madras. 

Art.  XII.  The  Malays  that  do  not  choofe  to  remain  here,  fliall  Be 
tranfported  in  Engliflx  ftiips,  with  their  women  and  children,  to  the  ifland 
of  Java. 

Anf.  The  Malay  troops  fliall  be  fent  from  hence,  with  their  wives 
and  children,  to  Tutacoren,  and  from  thence  by  cafy  marches  to 
Madras.  They  fliall  be  fubfifted  while  they  remain  prifoners,  and  if 
not  taken  into  tlie  Britifli  fervice,  fliall,  at  a  convenient  time,  be  fent  to 
the  ifland  of  Java,  at  the  expence  of  the  Britifli  Government. 

Art.  XIII.  Thefc  tranfportations  fliall  take  place  at  the  expence  6f 
the  Englifli,  and  untill  that  time  the  milicar}',  Europeans  as  well  as 
IVlalays,  fliall  continue  to  enjoy  their  pay,  as  well  as  emoluments,  as 
was  (iuftorrtary  in  the  Company's  fervice.  None  of  the  military  fliall 
be  forced,  or  even  perfuaded,  to  enter  into  the  fervice  of  his  Majefty,  or 
the  honourable  Englifli  Company. 

Anf.  The  military  officers,  European  and  native,  fliall  receive  the 
fame  pay  allowed  t6  them  in  the  Dutch  fervice.  The  noncommiffioned 
fnd  privates  fliall  be  fubfifted  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  Biitifli 
Government  for  prifoners  of  war.  None  fliall  be  forced  to  enter  the 
fervice  of  Great  Britain  againft  their  confent. 

.    Art.  XIV.    The  Sepoys  Anil  Moormen  in  the  fervics  fliall  have 
fiberty  to  return  to  their  birth-place. 

Anf.     Granted. 

Art.  XV.  The  Chingaleefc  Lafcnrs  being  foldicrs,  according  to  the 
Mture  of  thetr  fervice,  and  the  burgher?  and  civil  fervants  by  the  laws 

//  a  t3,t 
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of  the  colony  being  obliged  to  take  up  arms  for  its  defence,  it  fliall  not 
tend  to  prejudice  thofe  people. 
Anf.    Granted. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Governor  Van  Angelbeck,  the  cotnmander  of  Calf, 
Frietz,  and  all  the  other  poliiical  or  commercial  fervants,  not  required  in  ' 
their  official  capacities  for  the  purpofes  mentioned  in  Article  III.  fliali 
have  permiffion  to  remain  as  private  indi^riduals  at  Colombo,  Gale,  or 
other  place  on  the  ifland,  or  to  betake  themfelves  elfewhere.  In  the 
iirfi:  cafe,  a  reafonable  means  of  fubfiftence  fliall  be  allowed  to  each, 
according  to  his  rank.  In  the  lafl:,  they  fhall  be  permitted  to  carry  their 
*ffe6ts  along  with  them,  without  payment  of  any  tax  or  duty  whatever, 
but  then  all  allowance  to  ceafe. 

Anf.  Granted,  with  this  exception,  that  as  the  commanders  of  the 
Britifli  forces  before  Colombo  are  not  authorized  to  grant  the  fubfi0ence 
required,  this  fubje6t  mull  be  referred  to  the  decifion  of  the  govern- 
ment  of  Fort  St.  George. 

Art.  XVII.  The  refpe^live  Vendue  Matters  here  and  at  Gale  fhall 
be  maintained  during  the  collection  of  the  outflanding  balances,  in  right 
of  the  preference  granted  thofe  people  by  the  Company. 
Anf.  Granted,  for  all  balances  now  outflanding. 
Art.  XVIII.  The  clergy  and  other  ecclefiaflical  fervants  fhall  con*^ 
tinue  in  their  fundlions,  and  receive  the  fame  pay  and  emoluments  as 
they  had  from  the  Company. 

Anf.  Granted,  under  the  fame  exception  annexed  to  the  i6th 
Article. 

Art.  XIX.     The  citizens  and  other  inhabitants  fhall  be-  allowed  ft) 
follow  their  employments,  and   enjoy  all  the  liberties  and  privileges  as 
the  fubje6ls  of  his  Majefly. 
Anf.    Granted. 

Art.  XX.  The  native  fervants  in  the  different  departments  fballbc 
continued  in  their  employs  during  their  good  behaviour. 

Anf.  Granted,  fubjedl  to  fuch  regulations  as  the  Britifli  Govern* 
ment  may  hereafter  judge  neceffary. 

Art.  XXI.     The  Eaflera  Princes,  TommogOms,  and  other  men  of 
rank  here  as  flate  prifoners,  and  who  receive  a  monthly  fubfiflence,  fhall 
continue  to  receive  it,  according  to  the  Mil  which  fliall  be  given  in. 
Anf.     Granted,  while  they  remain  in  Ceylon. 
Art.  XXII.     All  notarial  papers,  fuch  as  wills,  bills  of  pnrchafe  and 
fales,  obligations,  fecurities,  bonds,  &c.  fhall  continue  in  force,  an3  the 
regillcrs  of  them  be  prefcnted  by  commifTaries  appointed  on  both  fides 
for  that  purpofe. 
Anf.     Granted. 

Art.  XXill.  i\il  civil  fuits  depc^iding  in  theconncil  of  juflicc,  (haB 
be  decided  by  the  lame  council,  according  to  our  laws. 

Anf.  Granted;  but  theymufl  be  decided  in  twelve  months  from 
this  date. 

Art.  XXIV.     The  deferters  who  are  here  fliall  be  pardoned. 
Anf,    Ail  deferters  from  ihc  Englifh  fervice  mull  be  utf conditionally 
given  up. 

Art.  XXV.  The  above  articles  of  capitulation  fhall  be  faithfully 
fulfilled  and  confirmed  by  the  fignatures  of  the  officers  commanding  his 
Majefly's  fea  and  land  forces,  Colonel  James  Stuart,  and  Captain  Alan 
Hyde  Gardner  \  aud  iu  c;\k  o^  ^x\^  tocv^  ^^^^^slu^obfcurc,  it  fliall  be 
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fiuthfully  cleareti  up  ;  nnd  if  any  doubts  iliall  arife,  it  (hall  be  conftrued 
for  the  benefit  of  the  beticged. 
Ani'.     Granted- 

Alt.  The  garrifon  fhall  march  out,  agreeably  to  the  gth  Article,  at 
ten  o'clock  to-mocrow  morning,  when  the  gate  ot  Delft  fliall  be  delivered 
to  a  detachment  of  the  Britifti  troop?.  The  Governor  Van  Angelbeck 
will  order  an  oilicer  to  point  o»it  tlie  powder  magazines,  polls,  and  public 
(lores,  that  guards  may  be  placed  for  their  fecurity,  and  the  prefervation 
of  order  in  the  gairifon.

THE  letters,  of  which  the  following  are  copies,  have  been  received 
'Crom  the  honourable  William  Frederick  Windham,  his  Majcfty's  envoy 
extraordinary  and  minifter  plenipotentiar}'-  to  the  Grand  Duke  of 
Tufcany,  and  from  Mr.  Udney,  his  Majefty's  conful  at  Leghorn,  by 
the  right  honourable  Lord  Grenville,  his  AJajefty's  principal  fecrctary  erf 
flate  for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs. 

My  Lord,  Florence^  June  2fiU. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lord(hip,  that  on  the  i8th 
infiant  the  French  entered  Bologna,  to  the  number*  of  about  15,000 
men,  having  previoufly  fent  before  them  a  commifTary  and  a  troop  of 
cavalry,  to  demand  entrance  into  the  city,  with  a  promife  of  treating 
it  in  a  friendly  manner:  in  confequence,  being  matters  of  the  town  and 
fortrefs,  they  made  the  garrifon  prifoners  of  war,  and  fent  them  under 
efcort  into  the  Milanefe.  The  Pope's  legate  they  immediately  ordered 
to  quit  the  Bolognefe. 

On  receiving  this  information,  I  immediately  waited  on  the  priiiie 
ininifler  Serrati,  and  the  Marquis  Manfredini,  to  know  whether  his 
royal  highnefs  had  any  intelligence  of  an  intent  of  the  French  to  march 
into  Tufcany,  or  to  garrifon  Leghorn,  and  I  had  the  moft  pofitivc 
«(rurances  from  bcli,  that  the  French  had  no  idea  at  prefent  of  entering 
Leghorn. 

I  own,  my  lore!,  thai  I  do  not  place  much  confidence  in  their  pro- 
mifesof  not  coining;  to  Lc^;iio!n;  I  have  therefore  thought  proper  to* 
write  to  the  admiral  my  llntlmcnts  to  that  cfFe£V,  requefting  him  to* 
leave  fome  veiTels  at  Leghorn,  to  carry  off  the  merchants  and  Britidv 
fubje^^s,  with  their  effcds,  in  cafe  of  a  fudden  invafion.  I  have  like- 
wiie  defired  the  C(;nrul  to  convene  the  Britifli  fr^ftory^  and  to  tell  them 
not  to  rely  loo  much  on  Frerich  faith.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip,  that  the  fituation  o^ 
affairs  in  this  country  is  materially  changed :  the  neutrality  of  the  Grand 
Duke,  which,  from  every  promife  on  the  part  of  the  Directory  at  Paris 
and  their  minifter  here,  wc  had  reafou  to  expecl  would  be  religiou'ly 
rcfpedted,  has  l^en  openly  violated,  by  the  march  of  a  conliderable 
body  of  French  troops  to  Pifloia,  the  deftination  oi  which  I  have 
reafon  to  believe,  from  a  variety  of  concurring  circumftances,  to  be  for 
Leghorn ;  and  the  republic  of  Lucca  has  given  intimation  to  this 
government,  that  fuch  is,  undoubtedly,  the  projeft  of  the  French. 
The  violation  of  the  neutrality  is  fo  palpable,  and  the  meafures  taken 
by  the  enemy  fo  apparently  hoftile,  as  to  make  it  probable  that  the 
country  will  not  efcape  contributions.  I  have  omitted  no  racaus  of 
forwarding  information  almoft  daily  to  the  conful  and  admii^al.     ,

I  WAS  this  day  informed,  by  the  fecretary  of  ftate,  that  a  column  of 
French  troops  was  on  its  march  from  Bologna,  by  the  way  of  Figuano 
and  Peugia,  of  which  he  did  not  know  the  number;  that  another 
column,  confiding  of  between  8  and  9,000,  were  to  arrive  this  dajr 
at  Piftoia ;  that  the  Marquis  Manfredini,  who  was  difpatched  by  the 
Grand  Duke  to  Bologna  on  the  inftant,  with  the  ftrongeft  remoD' 
ilrances,  and  ordered  to  ufe  his  u^moft  endeavours  with  Buonaparte  and 
Salicetti  todiffliade  the  French  from  entering  Tufcany,  had  received  for 
anfwer,  that  no  orders  had  been  given  by  the  Directory  at  Paris  to  thit 
cffe6V,  and  confequently  it  was  not  in  their  pONver  to  do  otherwife ;  and 
all  that  they  would  do  was,  to  pafs  through  Tufcany  as  fpeedily,  friendly, 
and  quietly  as  poflible,  and  by  whatever  road  his  royal  highnefs  fliouW 
be  pleafed  to  didate  ;  but  that  the  commiflaries  and  two  generals. of  the 
column  marching  to  Piftoia,  being  arrived  there,  have  declared  to  the. 
General  Strafoldo,  (who  was  fent  by  the  Grand  Duke  to  meet  theWf 
and  to  give  the  necclfary  orders  to  infure  tranquillity)  that  they  have  no 
orders  to  receive  from  the  Grand  Duke,  and  do  not  know  the  rout  they 
fliall  take — a  circumftance  utterly  impoffible,  as  they  precede  the  army 
to  obtain  provifions»

1794. 

PLEASE  to  inform  my  lords  commiiEoners  of  the  admiralty  of  the 
arrival  of  his  Majefty's  ftiip  Glatton,  after  having  had  an  a6tion  with 
fix  French  frigates,  a  brig,  and  cutter,  off  Helvoetfluys.  Enclofed  is  a 
letter  from  Captain  Troilope,  giving  an  account  of  that  fpirited  affair: 
J  have  ordered  her  to  the  Nore  to  refit, 

pofty  of  a  Letter  from  Captain  I'rollope^  of  his  Majefly^s  Ship  the  Glatton^ 
'90  P^ice.  Admiral  Machridc^  commanding  bis  Majejlfs  Ships  and  Vejfels 
in  Yarmouth  Roads^  dated  the  2  ifi  infant* 

I  BEG  leave  to  inform  you,  that,  in  purfuance  of  your  orders,  I 
failed  in  his  Majefly's  (liip  Glatton  on  the  1 5th  of  July  from  Yarmouth 
Roads,  in  order  to  join  Captain  Savage  and  a  fquadron  under  his  com- 
jnand  ;  and  on  the  i6th,  at  one  P.  M.  we  obferved  a  fquadron  about 
four  or  five  leagues  off  Helvoet.  Owing  to  light  winds  and  calms,  it 
was  feven  P.  M,  before  we  were  near  enough  to  difcover  the  fi-^uadron 
to  confift  of  fix  frigates,  one  of  which,  the  Commodore's  fliip,  appeared 
to  mount  near  fifty  guns ;  two  others  appeared  about  thiity-fix  guns, 
remarkably  iine  long  frigates  ;  and  the  other  three  fmaller,  and  miglit 
piounr  about  twenty  guns  each.  There  were  alfo  a  very  fine  brig  and 
cutter  with  them. 

We  fpon  fufpe^ed,  from  their  fignajs,  and  their  not  anfwering  our 
private  fignals,  that  they  were  enemies,  and  immediately  cleared  for  adioilj 
and  bore  down  to  them.  From  their  manoeuvring,  it  was  ten  at  night 
before  we  got  clofe  alongfide  the  third  fliip  in  the  enemy's  line,  which 
from  her  fize  we  fuppofed  to  be  the  commodore:  when,  after  hailing 
lier,  and  finding  them  to  be  a  French  fquadron,  I  ordered  him  to  ftrike 
}ils  colours,  which  he  returned  with  a  broadfide,  and  I  believe  was  well 
fcpaid  by. one  from  the  Glatton,  within  twenty  yards  ;  after  which  the 
a^ion  became  2? npral  with  the  enemy's  fquadron*  the  two  headrooitoC 
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trhich  had  tacked,  and  one  of  the  largeft  had  placed  herfelf  alongfide, 
and  another  on  our  weather  bow,  and  the  fternmoft  had  placed   thera- 
fcives  on  our  lee  quarter  and  ftern  :  in  this  manner  we  were  engaged 
on  both  fides  t'qr  a  revv  minutes,  with  our  yard-arms  nearly  touching 
thofe  of  tliC  enemy  on  each  fide  ;  but  I  am  happy  to  acquaint  you,  that 
in  let's  than  twenty  minutes  our  fire  had  beat  them  off  on  all  fides  ;  but 
when  we  attempted  to  follow  them,  we,  much  to  our  regret,  found  it 
impoliibie.     I  have  no  doubt,  from  the  apparent  confufion  the  enemy 
were  in,  we  jQiou Id  have  gained  a  decifive  victory,  but  unfortunately, 
|D  attempting  to  wear,  we'found  every  part  of  our  running  rigging  totafly 
cut  to  pieces,  and  the  major  put  of  our  (landing  rigging ;  evety  flay, 
except  the  mizen,  either  cut  or  badly  wounded,  and  our  mafls  and  yards 
confiderably  damaged.      In  this  fiiuation,  although   every  oflicer  and 
man  exerted  themfe-veQ  to  the  utmoft  the  whole  night,  it  was  feven  in 
the  morning  before  ihe  fiiip  was  in  tolerable  order  to  renew  the  adlion* 
The  enemy,  who  appeared  ip  the  morning  in  a  clofe  line,  feemed  to 
have  luffered  very  Jittie  in  iheir  rigging,  although  I  am   certain  they 
inuft  have  much  damage  in  their  hulls,  at  which  the  v/hole  of  our  fire 
was  dire<5ted.     As  they  did  not  chufe  to  come  neai*  us   again,  although  , 
they    n>ufl    plainly  have  feen    our  difahled   flate,  but  made  the  bcfl 
of  their  way  to  Flufliing,   and  we  followed   them  as  clofe  as  we  £Ould 
till  the  lyih  at  nine  A.  M.  when  they  were  within  three  leagues  of  that 
port,  with  the  hopes  of  meeting  with  fome  afliflance  to  enable  me  to 
oeftroy  them ;  but  it  coming  on  to  blow  hard  at  weft,  in  the  difabled 
flate  the  fliip  was  in,  we  were  forced  to  haul  off  the  fhore ;  but  although 
we  were  not  able  to  take  any  of  them,  I  truft  you  will  think  the  oiScen 
and  men  whom  I  have  the  honour  to  command  in  the  Glatton,  to  whom 
1  have  reafon  to  give  every  merit  for  their  fleady,  gallant,  and  cool  be- 
haviour in  the  attack,  have  done  their  utmofl,  and  alio  (^■>me  good,  in 
driving  fo  very  fupeiior  a  force  into  port  to  refit,  that  might  have  done 
very  confide/able  damage  to  our  trade  had  they  got  to  fea. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  without  recommending  to  your  notice,  in  the 
ftrongeft  manner.  Lieutenant  Robert  Williams  (2d),  my  firft  lieutenant, 
who  gave  me'  every  alfiftance  in  his  power  on  the  uppci-  deck  ;  and  alfo 
JJcutcnant  bchoniberg,  fecond  lieutenant,  and  Lieutenant  Pringle,  third 
lieutenant,  who  commanded  on  the  lower  deck ;  and  alfo  Captain 
Strangeways,  of  tjie  marines,  who,  1  am  \  cry  forry  to  acquaint  you,  has 
received  a  bad  wound  with  a  muiket  ball  in  his  ihigh,  which  is  not 
cxtrncled  yet,  who,  after  he  had  received  it,  and  with  a  tourniquet  on, 
iufirted  on  coming  en  deck  to  his  quarters  again,  where  he  remained, 
encouraging  his  nien,  till  he  was  faint  with  the  lofs  of  blood,  and  i  was 
lender  the  nccellity  of  ordering  him  to  be  carried  down  again ,  and  all 
the  warrant  ofhcers  and  petty  officers  and  fhip*s  company  behaved  as 
Engl  ill)  iallors  always  do  on  fuch  occafions.  And  I  am  particularly 
happy  in  acquainting  you,  that  1  have  not  lofl  one  iife  in  ib  warm  an 
i^.iion,  and  only  one  wounded  befides  Captain  Strangeways^  viz.  William 
ILil],  the  corporal  of  marines,  who  alfo  received  a  muiketball  through 
his  thigh  bone  ;  the  ball  paffcd  out  on  the  oppofite  fide.  Our  fmall  lof« 
tLi!)  only  be  attributed  to  tlieir  firing  totally  at  our  rigging,  to  difable 
lis,  in  which  they  too  well  fucceeded  ;  and  his  Majefly's  fhip  Glatton 
fx^ing  unfit  to  keep  the  fea,  from  the  damage  flie  had  received  in  her 
iiutb,  yards,  and  rigging,  I  liave  thought  fit,  for  the  good  of  his 
^isjell  v's  fervicc,  10  come  to  Yarmouth  Koads  to  refit.

THE  kft  letter  which  I  had  the  honour  to  write  to  you  was  on  tho 
31ft  of  May,  from  St.  Lucia,  wherein  I  acquainted  you  with  the  reduc- 
tion of  that  ifland.  Brigadier-ecncral  Moore  informs  me,  in  a  letter  of 
the  12th  of  Jnne,  that  every  thing  remained  quiet,  and  I  have  every 
reafon  to  hope  that  the  meafures  he  has  adopted  will  tend  to  iafure 
tranquillity,  as  far  as  it  depends  upon  him. 

The  emb^arkation  of  the  artillery  and  troops  deftined  to  a^  m  St. 
Viaccnt's  and  Grenada,  neceflarily  employed  fome  days,  and  at  that 
moment  the  weather  proved  particularly  unfavourable.  The  whole, 
however,,  was  embarked  and  ready  to  fail  on  the  third  of  June.  The 
St.  Vincent  divifion  was  ordered  to  rendezvous  at  Kingfton  Bay,  and 
that  for  Grenada  at  Cariacou,  one  of  the  Grenadines.  While  the 
troops  were  alTembling  at  the  rendezvous.  Major-general  Nicolis  met 
me  at  Cariacou,  where  the  operations  for  Grenada  were  fettled.  On  the 
7th  inftant  I  returned  to  St.  Vincent,  and  on  the  8th,  in  the  evening, 
the  troops  difembarked.  The  following  day  they  marched  in  one 
column,  by  the  right,  as  far  as  Stubbs,  about  eight  miles  from  King- 
Aon ;  each  divifion  halted  that  evening  oppofite  to  their  refpedtive  point 
of  attack.  On  the  loth  in  the  morning  the  enemy's  flank  was  turned. 
Twa  twelve-pounders,  two  fix-pounders,  and  two  howitzers,  were 
advanced,  with  confiderable  difficulty,  within  fix  hundred  yards  of  the 
enemy's  works ;  but,  notwithftanding  our  efforts  to  drive  the  enemjr 
from  the  poft  on  the  Old  Vigie,  by  means  of  a  well-fervcd  artillery, 
they  rtlaintained  themfelves  from  feven  in  the  morning  until  two  in 
the  afternoon.     Major-general  Morihcad  had  very  h^xvdfam^Vj  >  ^'wVj

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in  the  day,  offered  to  oanj  the  redoubt  by  aflault/  but  being  willias  to 
fpare  the  lives  of  the  troops,  and  obferving  that  the  part  of  the  lind 
\^hich  he  commanded  laboured  under  difadvantages,  the  aflauTt  vrz%  de-*' 
ferred  until  the  decline  of  the  day  rendered  it  abfolutelv  neceflary. 

From  Major-general  Hunter's  divifion  on  the  right,  a  part  of 
IjOvvenftein's  corps,  and  two  companies  of  the  42d  regiment^  with  fome 
ifland  rangers,  availed  themfelves  of  the  profile  of  the  hill,  and  lodged 
thentfelves  within  a  very  fliort  diflance  of  the  fort.  At  two  o'clock  the 
two  remaining  companies  of  the  4.26  regiment,  from  Major-getieral 
Hunter's  column,  and  the  Buffs,  fupported  by  the  York  Rangers,  from 
Major-general  Morfliead's,  were  ordered  to  advance  to  the  attack. 
The  eheroy,  unable  10  withiland  their  ardour,  retired  from  their  firft, 
fecond,  and  third  redoubts,  but  rallied  round  the  New  Vigie,  their 

E'ncipal  poft.  They  were  now  fully  in  our  power,  as  Brigadier-general 
ox  had  cut  off  their  communication  with  the  Carib  country,  and 
Lieutenant-colonel  Dickens,  of  the  34th  regiment,  who  had  been  pre- 
vk)ufly  ordered  to  make  a  diverfion  with  the  remains  of  his  own  and  the 
fld  Wefl  India  regiment  upon  their  right,  where  the  Caribs  were  potted, 
had  fucceeded  beyond  expedtation,  having  forced  the  Caribs  to  retire, 
and  taken  their  poft.  The  enemy,  therefore,  in  the  New  Vigie, 
defired  to  capitulate,  which  was  granted  upon  the  conditions  herewith 
ioclofcd. 

The  number  of  pi  ifoners  about  700.  At  the  firft  of  the  attack,  the 
Caribs,  and,  towards  the  clofe  of  it,  near  200  of  the  infurg'ents  of  the 
iiland,  made  their  efcape  into  the  woods. 

Lieutenant-colonel  Spencer,  with  6co  men,  was  immediately  detached 
to  Mount  Young,  and  Lieutenant-colonel  Gower,  with  300  men,  em- 
barked to  go  by  fea  to  Owia  ;  but  being  unable  to  land,  on  account  of 
the  fiirf,  he  has  returned,  the  troops  have  been  difembarked,  and  be  has 
inarched  through  the  Carib  country. 

I  feel  HI)  fdf  imder  great  obligations  to  Major-general  Hunter,  and 
t6  the  gentlemen  of  the  ifland,  for  the  local  information  which  they 
gave  me,  and  for  the  zeal  and  intelligence  which  they  fhewed  in  conduc- 
ing the  columns.  I  have  to  thank  Major-general  Morfliead  for  his 
exertions  ;  and  am  highly  fatisfied  with  the  fpirited  behaviour  of  the 
officers  and  foldiers.  The  corps  of  ifland  rangers,  commanded  by 
Lieutenant-cotonel  Haffey  and  Major  Jackfon,  rendered  elTential  fervice. 
Captain  Douglas,  of  the  royal  engineers,  was  among  the  wounded,  and 
is  (ince  dead.  He  is  a  real  lols  to  the  fervice  in  this  country,  as  he  was 
indefatigable  in  the  difcharge  of  his  duty,  and  had  acquired  a  minute 
knowledge  of  this  ifland. 

Captain  Wolley,  of  his  Majcfty's  fhip  the  Arethufe,  was  intruded 
by  Rear- Admiral  Sir  Hugh  Chriftian  with  the  command  of  the  navy 
a6ling  with  us  in  the  expedition  againft  St.  Vincent's  and  Grenada,  in 
which  I  can  fay,  with  the  greateft  truth,  he  has  conducf^ed  himiclf  with 
very  great  judgment  and  good  will.

Art.  L  The  g^rrifon  of  the  Vigie  and  dependencies  to  march  oqt 
this  day  at  twelve  o*clock,  and  lay  down  their  arms. 

Art.  II.  The  negroes,  &c.  are  to  return  to  their  refpe£tive  pro« 
prietors. 

Art.  III.  The  reft  of  the  garrifon  become  prifoners  of  war.  Tbt 
officers  are  allowed  to  retain  their  fwords,  and  all  are  allowed  to  keep 
their  private  effeds. 

Art.  IV.  Such  perfons  as  have  been  guilty  of  murders,  orofburn- 
ing  houfes  or  ellates,  mufl  be  fubjedt  to  the  judgement  of  the  laws  of  tlie 
iiland. 

Art.  V.  The.  commandant  of  the  French  troops  flxall  caufe  to  be 
given  up,  as  foon  a?  poflSble,  all  the  pofts  which  the  French  troops  ^re 
in  polTeffion  of  in  this  iiland  ;  and  the  faid  troops  arc  to  become 
prifoners  upon  the  conditions  granted  to  the  garrifon  of  the  Vigie. 

Art.  VI.  The  commandant  of  the  French  troops  (hall  be  refponfible 
that  all  artillery,  ammunition^  and  (lores,  of  every  kind,  (liall  be  de- 
livered up  to  the  Britifti  troops  in  the  order  they  are  now  in,  and  any 
injury  or  wafle  committed  on  them  from  this  time  will  be  confidered  as 
a  breach  of  faith. 

AHk  VII.  By  the  fourth  article  it  is  underftood  t"hat  all  perfons, 
except  fuch  as  come  undor  the  meaning  of  that  article,  are  for  this  time 
pardoned  for  having  departed  from  their  allegiance  to  his  Majefly. 

Art.  VIII.  In  addition  to  the  firft  article,  the  commander  m  chief 
confents  that  the  garrifon  fliould  march  out  with  the  honours  of  war.

1  HAD  the  honour  to  inform  you,,  that,  in  concert  with  Major* 
sieral  NicoUs  at  Cariacou,  the  arrangement  for  the  attack  of"  Grenada 
IS  fettled.  The  troops  were  in  confequence  difem barked  at  P^lmifte^ 
sar  Goyave*  where  the  enemy  had  their  principal  pofts,  while  Brigadier-* 
neral  Campbell  advanced  from  the  windward  fide  of  the  ifiand  to 
tack  the  enemy's  rear.  Major-general  Nicolls,  in  his  letter  of  the 
th  of  June,  reports  to  me  that  the  commandant  of  the  French  troops 
Goyave  had  lurrendered  himfel^  with  part  of  the  fi>rce  under  his 
mmand,  and  that  the  renuiinder,  under  Fedon,  had  retired  to  their 
ong  hdd  in  the  high  mountains  above  Goyave.  He  likewife  informs 
£,  that  feveral  of  the  moft  guilty  of  the  old  Trench  inhabitants  had 
rendered  themfelves.  In  this  part  of  our  operations  we  have  to 
vret  the  lob  of  Major  Du  Ruvynes,  of  the  royal  artillery^  who  was 
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killed  immediately  after  the  difembarkation  of  the  troops  at  Goyavct 
The*  fortutiate  iffue  of  the  bufinefs  at  St,  Vincent's  permitted  me  to 
vifit  Grenada,  where  1  found  Fedon  invefted:  his  force  is  fuppofed  not 
'  to  exceed  300  men,  without  any  regular  fupply  of  proviiions,  but  in  a 
lituation  very  difficult  of  accefs.  Major-General  Ntcolls  was  direded 
to  ilraiten  him  as  much  as  poifible,  and  not  to  grant  him  any  terms  fhort 
of  imconditional  fubmiffion.  The  atrocity  of  his  chara^er,  and  the 
crimes  of  which  he  has  been  guilty,  render  it  impoilible  to  treat  with 
him  upon  any  other  terms. 

Before  1  left  Grenada  there  appeared  a  general  difpofition  in  the 
revolted  to  fubmit,  and  to  throw  themfclves  upon  the  mercy  of  the 
Britiih  government. 

1  cannot  forbear  mentioning,  that  Brigadier-general  Hope,  with  his 
iifual  zeal,  offered  his  fer>'ices  in  the  operations  at  Grenada,  and  very 
much  contributed  to  the  luccefs  which  followed.  I  have  hitherto  re- 
ceived no  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  but  I  am  happy  to  fay  that 
the  number  is  inconiiderable.  Captain  Scott,  of  his  Majefty's  ihipHdbei 
conducted  the  difembarkation,  and  gave  general  fatisfadlion. 

This  letter  will  be  delivered  to  yok  by  Captain  Hay,  of  the  royal 
engineers^  whp  can^e  out  with  this  expedition  as  a  volunteer  :  he  has 
a6ted  as  my  a^ide  de  camp,  and  as  chief  engineer  at  the  attack  of 
St,  Lucie.

SINCE  I  had  the  honour  to  write  you  yefterday,  1  have  received  the 
following  enclofures  from  Major-general  Nicolls  at  Grenada,  which 
contains  an  additional  proof  of  the  good  condu6t  and  fpirit  of  the 
.officers  and  men  of  his  Majefty's  troops  employed  on  this  fervicc 
We  may  now  flatter  ourfelves  that  the  infurrc(5tion  in  the  ifland  of 
Grenada  is  nearly,  if  not  altogether,  q\ielled.

Copy  of  a  Letter  fro?rt  Myor-Gcneral  Nicolls  to  Lieutenant-General  Sir 
Ralph  Abercromby^  dated  Ggyave^  June  21^   ijod* 

Sir, 

YOUR  excellency  knew  that  the  weather  being  favourable  the 
morning  of  the  i8ch.  Brigadier-general  Campbell's  brigade,  and  the 
brigade  commanded  by  Colonel  Count  D'Heillimer,  had  marched  from 
their  podtion  on  Mount  St.  John's  and  Chadeans  ;  the  former  to  force  a 
poftthe  enemy  had  eftabliflied  at  Michell?,  and  afterwards  to  proccccl 
a gainft*  their  camp  at  Aches,  while  the  Count's  brigade  was  totrytd 
get  above  the  enemy,  and  at  the  back  of  their  redoubts  on  Mornc 
Quaquo.  Lieutenant-colonel  Gladftanes,  who  was  pofVed  with  the 
57th  regiment  at  the  head  of  Grand  Roy  Valley,  (which  is  on  the  op- 
pofite  fide  of  Morne  Quaquo  to  that  on  which  Count  D'Heillimer  was 
to  attack)  was  ddired  to  lend  a  ftrong  detachment  on  the  back  of  the 
mountain,  and,  if  he  found  the  enemy's  redoubts  aflailable,  inftantly  to 
attack  them ;  but,  if  too  flrong  to  be  entered  without  further  prepara- 

4  S^^ 
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tions,  to  take  pod  as  near  them  as  poiTible, and  there  wait  further, 
indnidions.  Such  was  the  .general  difpolition  made  for  the  attack 
of  their  two  ftrong  pofiti^ns  on  Morne  Quaquo  and  Foret  Noire, 
(jcomnioniy  called  Aches  Camp)  while  a  fmall  detachment  of  three 
companies  of  the  col9nial  black  corps,  and  the  grenadiers  of  the  38th 
regiment,  went  againfl  a  pofl  the  enemy  had  at  the  head  of  Beau 
Sejour  Valley. 

The  troops  were  fiiccefsful  every  where,  and  nearly  at  the  fame 
hour  on  the  morning  oi'  the  19th,  we  were  in  fiill  poifeilion  of  ev^ry 
eflabliibed  pofl  we  heard  the  enemy  had  in  this  ifland.  We  were 
divided  in  fearch  of  the  monfters  in  every  direction  :  1  can  call  them  by 
no  other  name,  as  when  they  faw  our  men  on  the  point  of  forcing  what 
they  thought  their  impregnable  polls  on  Morn  Quaquo,  they  led  out  a 
miniber  of  white  people  they  had  prifoners,  Gripped  them,  tied  their 
hands  behind  their  backs,  and  them  murdered  them.  About  20  of  them 
were  put  to  death  in  this  barbarous  manner. 

The  conduct  of  Brigadier  general  Campbell  and  Count  D'Heillimer 
hat  been  ofiicer-like  and  meritorious,  and,  as  fuch,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
mentioning  them  to  your  excellency;  indeed,  Couut  D'Heillimer'^ 
difpofition  for  the  attack  was  fo  judicioufly  made,  and  fo  well  executed  « 
by  Lowenftein's  Yagers  in  particular,  and  the  Royal  £tranger8|  who 
ffOt  up  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  in  the  night,  that  when  the  enemy 
law  them,  foon  after  day-light,  in  polTeinon  of  their  uppei>  fmall  poll  at 
the  Vigie,  their  refiftance  was  afterwards  feeble,  and  as  our  troops 
advanced,  they  abandoned  their  works,  and  fled  into  the  woods,  where 
the  Yagers  foon  fpl lowed  them.  1  cannot  fpeak  with  any  certainty  of 
the  enemy's  lofs  on  the  i9ch,  but  yefterday  Count  D'Heillimer  inform- 
ed me,  his  different  parties  in  the  woods  killed  109  brigands, 

I  fend  a  lift  of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  our  troops  iince  the  landed 
(m  the  9th  inflaqt. 

The  French  inhabitants  who,  through  fear  or  compulfion,  as  fomc  of 
them  fay,  or  through  inclination,  as  is  generally  believed  here,  had 
joined  the  infurgents,  have  come  in,  and  given  themfelves  up  to  me. 
I  have  fent  them  ail  to  the  lieutenant-governor's,  to  be  tried  by  the 
civil  power. 

If  we  have  a  few  days  of  dry  weather,  we  hope  to  clear  the  country 
fo  fzT  as  to  enable  me  to  put  the  troops  in  comfortable  quarters,  agree- 
ably to  your  axcellency's  orders. 

We  have  t(|ken,  in  their  difierent  pods,  finoe  the  9th  inftant,  above 
twenty  pieces  of  cannon,  many  of  them,  fo  bad  that,  though  they 
vfed  them,  pur  artillery  men  would  not  think  it  fafe  to  do  fo.  The 
ammunition  we  found  in  their  batteries,  was  chiefly  calculated  for  dofe 
attack,  being  grape  and  canifter,  made  of  pieces  of  cut  iron ;  they 
had  but  few  lound  fhot.  I  fend  inclofed  a  copy  of  the  terms  of  capitu- 
lation made  with  Captain  Commandant  JofTey,  under  which  near  180 
have  furrend^red,  and  are  now  on  board  a  tranfport  in  this  bay,  waiting 
your  further  directions.

Sir, 

HAVING  received  orders  from  the  Rear- Admiral  Sir  Hugh 
C.  Chriftian  to  proceed  with  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby 
in  his  Majcfty's  iliip  Arethufa,  under  my  command,  and  co-operate 
with  him  in  the  reduction  of  the  iflandspf  St.  Vincent's  and  Grenada,- 
^Dd  not  knowing  what  opportunity  the  Rear- Admiral  may  have  of 
communicating  the  intelligence  I  have,  from  time  to  time,'  fent  him  ofi 
the  progrefs  of  his  Majefty's  arms,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  take  the 
occafion  that  offers  by  the  Rofc  Indiaman  of  acquainting.  yt>u,-  for  the 
inibrmatioa  of  their  loidQiips,  that  the  whole  of  the  French  force  in  this. 
iiland  have  laid  down  their  arms  by  capitulation,  affer  an  obflinate 
refinance,  in  which  the  army  loll  as  little  as  could  be  expected  from 
the  nature  of  the  pofls  they  had  to  attack. 

.  I  have  alfo  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  in  Grenada  the  fndceia.. 
has  been  nearly  equal,  there  only  remaining  to  be  fubdued  the  rebel 
f  i^on,  and  a  fev/  of  his  aflbciates,  whofe  atrocious  murders  and  crimes 
Have  precluded  all  hopes  of  pardon.  They  have  retired  to  a  ftrong  poft 
in  the  mountains,  where  they  are  furrounded  by  the  army  under 
General  Nicoils,  with  little  profpedl  of  efcaping  the  punilhment  they 
deferve. 

I  have  done,  my  endeavours,  with  the  fhips  under  my  orders,  to 
cD*operate  with  General  Sir  Ralph  Abercromby  ;  and  he  has  had  the 
goodnefs  to  thank  the  feamen  for  their  exertions.

In  the  morning  of  the  28th  inftant,  the  enemy  ntade  fevefal  attecks  on 
the  line  of  pofb  acrofs  Monte  Baldd,  all  the  way  from  the  AdSge  to  the 
Lago  di  Gecda^  They  forced  one  point  near  the  centre,  whercx  th^ 
reiiflance  was  feeble,  but,  being  repulied  everywhere  elfc,  were  foott 
obliged  to  abandon  it.  The  enemy  hive  detached  a  miniber  of  meil 
into  the  Milanois,  and  General  Kcllerman  is  preparing  to  bcfiege  the 
citadel.  They  have  likcwife  detached  a  bodi^  (it  is  iaid  of  eight  or. 
10,000  men)  to  Ferrara  and  Bologna.  /Their  iocct^  therefore,  at 
prefent  near  Mantua,  is  much  reduced,  and  iince  the  lail  fbrtie,  nt 
which  their  lofs  was  very  conliderable,  they  have  kept  at  a  greater 
diftance.

Lord  Grenvillc^ 
his  Majefty's  principal  fecretary  of  flate  for  foreign  affairs,  dated 
head-quarters  of  his  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke  Charles  of  Auitda, 
Rieberg,  near  Ettlingen,  July  6,  1796. 

My  Lokd,^ 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lord(hip,  that  his  royal  high- 
nefs the  Archduke  ^ffembled  near  Graben,  on  the  jd  inftant,  the  tvoom 
with  which  he  was  rkjarching  againft  General  Morean  *  on  the  4tb  fie 
moved  to  Mulberg,  near  Carlfruhe,  and  on  the  5th  to  the  Murg,  a  river 
that  rifesinthe  Black  Foref^,  and  falls  into  the  Rhine  about  a  league 
from  Raiiadt. 

On  the  4th  General  De  La  Tour's^  advanced  pofts,  which  had  till 
then  occupied  Buhl  and  Stolhoffeq,  were  obliged  to  fall  back  towards  the 
Murg,.  and  on  the  jth  they  recroffed  that  river,^  after  having  refilled  for 
XBany  hours  an  attack  that  the  enemy  made  upon  tliem,  with  a  very 
fupcrior  force,  from  Odcntn,  in  the  Murg  valley,  quite  to  the  Rhine. 
The  fame  evening  intelligence  was  received,  that  the  Wirtcmbdrg 
troops,  and  part  of  the  contingent  of  the  circle,  of  Swabia,.  had  aban- 
doned the  pafs  of  Friedcnlladt,  in  the  mountains  of  the  Black  Foreft, 
the  pofleffion  of  which  envbV^  iVit  tutrc^^  to  o^cate  againft  the  Arch- 
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duke'i  left^  ami  to  cut  olf  hit  royal  highnefs's  communication  with  the 
Prince  of  Conde*s  army  and  the  corps  of  Auflrians  that  was  flationed  in 
the  BrifgaWy  under  the  command  of  General  FroUch,  at  the  fame  time 
that  it  lays  open  to  them  the  Dutchy.  of  Wirtemberg,  and  the  routt 
leading  to  the  Auftrian  mag^ines  at  Villingen  and  Rothweil* 

This  circumftance»  fo  important  in  its  probable  confequences,  and  Co 
unexpected,  from  the  pblition  which  covers  the  pafs  of  Friedenftadt^ 
being  confidered,  as  in  reality  it  is,  almofl  inattackable,  obliged  bis 
ro3ral  highnefs  to  retire  towards  Ettlingen  on  the  6thy  and  to  detach  a 
ilrong  corps  into  the  mountains  on  his  left  to  fecure  that  flank,  and  to 
re*eitabli(li  a  communication  with  the  Prince  of  Conde  and  General 
Frolich,  who  will  probably  have  been  obliged  to  fall  back  towards 
Willingcn,  as  their  right,  and  even  their  rear,  muft  be  endangered  if  they 
remained  intheBrifgaw  after  the  Swabian  troops  had  retreated. 

The  enemy's  progrefs  on  the  Lower  Rhine  has  alfo  been  conliderable^ 
According  to  the  laft  reporfsi,  General  Jourdan  was  marching  to  the 
Lahn,  with  that  part  of  his  army  which  had  croiTed  the  Rhine  at 
Neuwied ;  with  the  remainder  he  was  manoeuvring  againft  the  Auftrian 
coq>8  that  was  Rationed  at  Neukirchen,  about  four  leagues  from  Dil- 
Ibgbourg ;  and  it  is  by  no  means  impoffible  that  he  may  foon  advance 
to  the  Mein,  as  the  Auftrian  army  of  the  Rhine  has  been  too  much 
weakened  by  the  venr  large  detachments  it  was  obliged  to  fend  to  Italy 
.  in  the  beginning  of  June,  to  be  able  now  effectually  to  oppofe  the 
fOtaiy's  progreis  on  all  fides  at  the  fame  time*

A  DISPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract,  has  been  this 
day  received  by  the  right  hon.  Henry  Dundas,  one  of  his  Majefty*8 
principal  fecretaries  of  IJtate,  from  Major-general  Gordon  Forbes,  com- 
manding his  Majefly's  troops  in  the  ifland  of  St.  Domingo,  dated  Mole 
St»  Nicolas,  June  20,  1796. 

I  mentioned  fome  time  fince  my  intention  of  taking  pofleflion  of  the 
pariih  of  Bombarde ;  accordingly  I  marched  from  hence  on  the  8th 
inftant,  with  a  confiderable  body  of  troops,  againfl  the  fort,  a  diflance 
of  fifteen  miles.  The  only  road  by  which  cannon  could  be  tranfported 
was  filled  with  abbatis,  the  road  broke  up,  flone  walls  built  acrols,  and 
evervjpofible  impediment  made  ufe  of  to  prevent  our  approach ;  added 
to  which,  there  was  not  a  drop  of  water  to  be  procured.  From  all 
^hefe  circumflances,  and  the  exceflive  heat  of  the  weather,  our  troops 
fuffered  confiderably,  but,  by  great  exertions  of  both  officers  and  men, 
all  difficulties  wer.e' removed,  and,  after  we  had  furrounded  the  fort, 
the  garrifon,  confiiiing  of  about  three  hundred  whites,  furrendered,  on 
conaition  of  laying  down  their  arms,  and  retiring  to  the  next  republican 
territory.  I  have  left  a  fufficient  garrifon  to  proteft  the  place,  and 
have  no  doubt  the  parifh  will  be  productive  of  great  benefit  to  the 
garrifon  of  the  Mole,  the  air  being  remarkable  wholefome,  and  it 
affords  a  great  quantity  of  vegetables  ^and  frefh  provifions.  I  have  the 
honour  to  incjofe  a  return  of  the  killed,  wounded,  and  mif&ng,  on  the 
above  occafion.

THE  letter,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract,  was  received  from 
Lieutenant-colonel  Craufurd,  by  the  right  hon.  Lord  Grenville,  hi*

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip,  that,  on  the  7th  and  8th 
inftant  the  Archduke  remained  in  the  poffeffion  of  Ettlingen,  in  order 
to  give  tim«;for  the  arrival  at  Pfortzheim  of  the  Saxons,  who  were  ad- 
yancing  from  Graben  to  reinforce  his  royal  highnefs's  army  ;  and  the 
corps  that  had  been  detached  into  the  meuntains,  under  the  command 
of  General  Keim,  to  cover  the  left,  was  ordered  to  take  its  principal 
podtjon  at  Frawen  Alb. 

The 
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The  Saxons  reached  Pfortzheim  in  the  night  of  the  7th.  On  the  8th 
the  difpoiition  was  made  to  attack  General  Moreau  on  the  loth,  in  the 
pofition  of  the  Murg,  at  Raftadt,  Kupenheim,  and  Gertzbach,  and,  on 
the  9th,  whilft  the  preparatory  movements  were  executing,  in  order  lo 
bring  the  troops  forward  to  the  different  points  from  whence  they  were 
to  advance  the  next  morning,  the  enemy  forced  back  the  Archduke^i 
advanced  pofl,  with  a  part  of  their  army,  whilft  their  principal  force 
attacked  General  Keim.  His  royal  highnefs  immediately  fupported  his 
advanced  pofls,  and  was  vid^orious  on  his  right,  and  along  his  whole 
front ;  but  General  Keim,  after  having  made  the  rooft  obftinate  refill* 
aace,  was  obliged  to  yield  to  the  fuperiority  of  numbers,  and  be  retired 
to  Pfortzheim.  The  Saxons,  who  were  in  march  to  cover  that  Gene* 
ral's  left  Hank,  did  the  fame :  and  as  this  unfortunate  circumftance  gave 
the  enemy  poiTeffion  of  all  the  paiTes  in  the  mountains,  on  the  Archduke's 
left,  his  royal  highnefs  found  himfelf  under  the  neceflity  of  marching 
with  his  main  army  to  Pfortzheim,  on  the  lotb,  where  at  is  now  en*- 
aamped. 

-  The  Auftrians  loft  on  this  occafion  about  fixteen  hundred  men,  and 
fovrr  pieces  of  canfion.  The  lofs  of  the  French  cannot  exaidly  be 
afcertained,  but  it  muft  have  been  very  coniiderable. 

Tiie  Prince  of  Conde's  corps,  which  has  behaved  with  great  bravery, 
was  at  Villengen  on  the  8th,  the  date  of  the  laft  accounts  that  were 
received  from  it«  The  Anftrian  General  f  rolich  fiill  remained  in  the 
Brifgaw. 

The  enemy  has  pafTed  the  Lahn,  and  the  army,  which  was  left  for  the 
defence  of  that  part  of  tbf  country,  has  retired  to  the  poiition  of 
Bergen,  having  thrown  proper  garrifons  into  Mayence  and  Ehren*

SINCE  I  did.  myfelf  the  honour  of  writing  you  on  the  5th  inftant^ 
his  Majefiy's  floop  under  my  command  has  captured  two  French  priva- 
teers, and  run  one  on  fhore  within  the  Bocas,  on  the  ifland  of  Trini(kda  ^ 
a(  the-^me  time  the  Alarm  and  Zebra  captured  a  privateer  to  leeward 
of  us,  and  retook  two  fchooners. 

♦  The  name  of  the  largeft  privateer  captured  by  the  Favourite  is  the 
General  Rigaud,  of  eight  guns  and  forty- five  men,  moiUy  Italians  and 
Spaniards,  a  moll  defperate  fet,  without  any  commiffion ;  the  fmall  one 
was  lately  the  Hind  packet,  taken  off"  St.  Vincent's.  The  men  jumped 
overboard  and  got  afhore  before  we  could  take  pofleffipn  of  the  Hind* 
Xhe  name  of  the  privateer  run  afhore  is  the  Banan.

THR££  days  ago,  about  feven  in  the  morning,  in  his  Majef^s  ft»p 
under  my  command,  we  fell  in  with  three  of  the  enemy's  cruizers  to 
wmdward  of  this  ifl.ind  ;  two  fchooners,  one  of  ten,  and  the  other  of 
tweWe,  and  a  Qiip  of  fourteen  guns.  They  at  firft  bore  down  on  m^ 
but  perceiving  we  did  not  alter  our  courfe,  they  foon  after  hauled  their 
wina  to  the  fouthward.  Light  and  b.n^ing  winds  prevented  our  getting 
alengfide  of  the  fiiip  until  eleven  at  night,  when  fhe  furrendered  without 
refifkance. 

This  fhip  wae  the  Sufannah,  of  Liverpool,  that  had  been  taken  only 
a  few  days  before,  and  was  fitted  and  manned  by  the  enemy  to  cruiie 
againft  the  trade  of  his  Majefty's  fubjedts.  The  two  fchooners  efcaped 
under  favour  of  the  night. 

Having  had  about  feventy  French  prifoners  on  board  the  Favourite^ 
]  have  taken  upon  me  to  diilribiite  them,  to  the  number  of  two  or 
three,  on  board  of  each  of  the  tranfports  and  merchant  Ihips  homeward 
bound.

Mv  Lord, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lorddiip,  that  the  Archduke, 
Vi^D  receiving  intelligence  that  the  enemy  were  marching  towards 
Sivtgavcij  with  a  view  to  cut  ofFhis  royal  highneis's  divert  communicatioil 
Y'itb  General  Frolich  and  the  Prince  of  Conde,  moved  from  bis  caB>p 
liear  Ftotzh^im,  on  the  14th  iiiflant,  to  Vahingen,  upon  the  rivet 
Entz,  where  h?  remained  the  ijth  and  i6th.  On  the  17th,  as  tta 
fa«m,y  CDntiavcd  their  march  towards  Stutgard,  his  royal  highoeft 
fj/^ved  to  Schwebertingen,  and  oa  the  i8tb'  to  Ludwigiberg,  ^viog 
4e^ch€d  two  imall  corps  to  occupy  the  bri4^€s  over  the  Neckar  at  Can- 
ij^adt,  Unter  Tiirhnen^  and  E.ilingen,  id  order  to  cover  his  left  flank, 
^nd  fecure  the  gre;it  road  from  Stutgard  to  Ulra,  by  which  lays  his 
communication  with  his  principal  magazines/ 

In  tl.e  afterroon  of  the  18th  the  enemy  arrived  at  Stutgarfl,  and 
attempted  to  iliflodgc  the  Aufhian  advanced  polls,  which  were  placed 

ia 
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in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  command  the  roads  leading  from  that  city  to 
Ludwigibcrg  andCanftadt. 

The  attack  commenced  about  four  o'clock,  and  was  dire^ed  with 
much  violence  agaii^  two  di'ftin^l  corps ;  that  on  the  left  polled  near 
Canftadt,  under  the  command  of  General  Bail  let,  and  that  on  the 
j^ht,  between  Cawftadt  and  Feyerbach,  under  the  Prince  John  oif 
Lic&t^ftoin.-  -Oa  ^  the  heights  of  Canilfmft,  the  enemy  were  repnlfed 
three  times,  but  they  fiicceeded  iii  making  themfdtes  tmftcrs  of  che 
commanding  ground  on  the  Prince  of  Lichtenilein's  right  fiaiik|  as  ho 
had  not  troops  enough  to  occupy  it  in  fufficjent  force. 

IIowcver,iiis  highnefs  determined  to  wait  till  the  lad  ndoment  for 
the  atriyal  of  General  Devay,  wHo  was  marching  to  his  fupport  with 
abother  divifion  of  the  troops  that  formed  the  advanced  pofe  of  the 
army.  In  the  raean  fime,  the  enemy  gained  fo  much  g'onnd,  thrt 
«^n  their  mulketry  fire  along  the*  front  and  on  the  rrght  iiank  crcfTed 
in  the  Prince  of  Lichtenftein's  ranks,  and  it  was  wrtli  the  grcateifc* 
difficulty  he  could  keep  them  from  falling  upon  his  rear.  At  this  critical 
momcat  Genei;al  Devay  appeared^  and  defeated  that  part  of  the 
enemy's  troops  who  were  in  pofleffion  of  the  heights  on  the  Prince  of 
Liehtenileln's  right.  This  gave  his  highnefs  an  opportunity  of  attack- 
ing in  front,  which  he  did  with  a  degree  of  fuccels  that  fully  rewarded 
the  exemplary  firmnefs  difplayed  by  himfelf  and  his  fmall  corps  during 
the  whole  affair ;  and  General  Baillet  having  maintained  his  ground  on 
the  left,  notwithflanding  the  repeated,,  efforts  made  to  diflodge  him, 
the  action  terminated,  towards  nine  o'clock  at  night,  in  favour  of  the 
Auilrians. 

Their  lofs  amounted  to  about  900  men ;  that  of  the  enemy  was 
certaibly  much  greater. 
•  On  the  1 9th' his  royal  highnefs  erolTed  the  Neckar,  and* encamped  at 
Felbach,  for  Che  purpofejof  covering  more  efiedhialiy  his  communication 
with  Ulm. 

'The  contingent  troops  of  the  circle  of  Suabii  havirig  quitted  the. 
Neckar,  and  retired  behind  Neckingen,  the  Prince  of  Condeand  Gene- 
ral Frolich,  who  had  united  at  Viilingen,  and  were  ftjll  there  on  the 
rjthj  will  by  this  time  have  been  obliged,  mofl  probably,  to  fall  back.^ 

General  Wartenfleben  withdrew  the  garrifon  of  Frankfort  on  the 
r4th  inftant,  as  that  place  is  not  capable  of  defence ;  and  he  arranged 
with  General  Jourdan  a  partial  armiftice  for  two  days>  to  giv^  time  for 
carrying  oflF  what  ftill  remained  there  belonging  to^the  Aullrians.  On 
t{ie  a6th,  finding  that  the  enemy  were  detaching  round  his  right,  through 
the  bifhoprick  of  Fulda,  his  excellency  cotitinned  his  retreat  towai^s 
Wurtzhurg,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  which  place  he  was  with  his  whole^ 
force  when  the  lafl  accounts  came  from  him :  fo  that  Wurtzburg  on  the' 
Mdn,  Coniladt,  and  Edingen,  on  the  Neckar,  and  Sigmaringen,  on> 
the  Danube,  may  be  confidered  at  this  moment  as  nearly  the  principal 
points  of  the  Auflrian  poiition.

from  Sunderland,  bound  to  Weymouth,  which  the  Telemachus  rctocA 
and  fent  into  this  port.  Inclofed is  Lieutenant  Crifpo's letter,  givingaft 
account  of  the  capture  and  recapture  abovementtoned.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  acquaint  you^  that  yefterday  morning  being 
off  the  Needles,  I  ftood  in  fliore  after  a  floop  and  cutter ;  foon  afef 
the  cutter  made  fail  to  the  eaftward,  and  at  eleven  coming  up  withthef 
floop,  recaptured  the  John,  of  Weymouth,  William  Ayles,  maftcTi^ 
goaded  with  coals,  who  had  been  taken  in  the  morning  early  by  tho 

cutter.  •    I  • 

After  making  all  poffible  difpatch  in  taking  charge  of  her,^  I  immediately 
gave  chace  to  the  cutter,  which  had  got  at  a  great  diftancc ;  but  the 
feft  failing  of  the  Telemachus  brought  us  up  with  her  at  a  quarter  pa« 
two  in  the  afternoon,  being  then  off  the  Oweirs,  when  firing  a  (hot  at 
her  file  ftrijck,  and  proved  to  be  the  Marguarita  French  cutter  priva* 
tccXj  mounting  four  guns  and  four  fwivels,  and  manned  with  forty 
CO.    She  had  beeti  iViite  to%  faom  CWVi^^ait^^  and  h&d  only  takea 
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Ibis  floop ;  but  I  have  the  fatisfat^ion  to  add,  that  by  taking  her,  five 
other  velTels  eicaped  being  captured.

Sir,  Captain^  Porto  Fcrrajoy  July  10 ^  1796. 

I  HAVE  the  pleafure  to  inform  you,  that  the  troops  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  Duncan  took  pofleiHon  of  the  forts  and  cown  of  Porto 
f  ecrajothis  day  at  ten  o'clock. 

On  my  joining  the  convoy  from  Baflia  yefterday  forenoon.  Major 
Duncan  having  done  nie  the  favour  to  come  on  board,  we  concerted  the 
moft  proper  methods  for  fpecdily  executing  the  Viceroy's  inftrudtions  to 
the  Major. 

fhe  troops  were  landed  laft  night,  about  one  mile  to  the  weflward  of 
the  town,  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Stuart,  of  the  Peterell,.  and  the 
Major  immediately  marched  clofe  to  the  gate  on  the  wefl  (ide ;  and  at 
five  o'clock  this  morning  fent  in  to  the  Governor  the  Viceroys's  letter, 
containing  the  terms  which  would  be  granted  to  the  town,  and  gave  him 
Wo  hours  for  his  anfwer.  At  half  paft  five  I  came  on  fhorc,  when  we 
received  a  meflage  from  the  Governor,  defiring  one  hour  more  to 
confult  with  the  principal  inhabitants.  We  took  this  opportunity  to 
aiTurethe  Tufcan  inhabitants,  that  they  fliould  receive  no  injury  wha't* 
ever  in  their  perfons  or  property. 

Having  ordered  the  (hips  into  the  harbour  to  their  feveral  flations, 
before  appointed,  the  Major  and  myfeif  determined,  (liould  the  terms 
offered  be  rejected,  to  inftantly  open  the  fire  of  the  fliips,  and  to  ftorm 
^heplace  on  every  fide  from  the  land  and  fea. 

The  harmony  and  good  underfianding  between  the  army  and  navy 
employed  on  tlie  occafion  will,  I  truft,  be  a  farther  proof  of  what  may 
>c  effe£ied  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  two  fervices,

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordftiip,  that  news  arrived  th'4 

morning  of  General  Wartenfleben's  having  been  attacked,  on  the  loth 

inilant,  by  General  Jourdan,  at  Friedberg,  juft  as  he  was  preparing  to 

retire  to  Bengen,  and  aflembied  his  army  in  that  camp. 

The  enemy  \xere,  according  to  all  reports,  near  four  times  as  llrong 
as  the  Auftrians ;  and  the  latter,  after  having  repulfed  three  fucceffivc 
iittacks,  were  obliged  to  retire  to  Bengen,  with  the  lofs  of  feveral  hundred 
iuen,  and  one  cannon. 

General  Wartenfleben's  army  had  been  divided  into  three  corps  along 
the  Lahn,  all  of  which  were  dirediing  their  march  towards  Bengen,  but 
neither  of  them  was  fufticiently  flrong  to  make  a  (land  of  any  confc- 
queuce  with  a  probability  of  fuccefs.  The  enemy,  therefore,  having 
arrived  at  the  point  of  Friedberg,  by  rapid  marches,  the  morning  of 
the  day  that  the  Auftrians  intended  to  quit  that  poft,  found  a  force  by 
no  means  adequate  to  refift  them,  and  profited  of  this  circumftance,  ai 
1  have  mentioned  above. 

.  Pipper  garrifons  are  left  in  Mayence,  Manheim,  Phillipfbourg,  and 
Ehret>t)rcitftein.  The  Archduke  remains  encamped  at  Pfortzheim;  th« 
PriiTce  of  Condc  at  Villenger,  and  General  Frolich  is  ftill  in  the  Brifgau.

I  HAVE  the  honour  ro  inform  your  lordfliip,  that  his  royal  highaiefi 
the  Archduke,  upon  rectiving  intelligence  of  the  enemy*s  intention  to 
diflodge  the  corps  at  Eflingen,  and  thus  make  ihemfehes  maftcrs  ot  the 
great  road  from  Stutgurd  to  Uhn,  reinforced  that  in.portant  poft  ia 
the  night  of  the  20th,  and  made  the  necelFary  diipofilious  for  a  luoit 
,  vigorous  defence. 

On  the  2 1  ft,  the  enemy  made  feveral  feints  on  the  right,  nnd  along 
the  whole  front  of  the  camp  of  Felbach,  whiift  they  marcneJ  agaiuft  the 
heights  of  Eflingen  with  a  very  fnpcrior  force.  Their  attack  commenced 
thereabout  feven  o'clock  in  the  mornmg;  and,  after  five  unfiiccefsful 
efforts,  they  were  obliged  to  retire  to  Hohenheim  near  Stutgard, 

The  IkiJl  with  whit;h  this  poution  was  defended,  and  the  vigour 
difplayed  in  repulfing  the  leicerated  and  kvere  attacks  on  grounds  lb 
interie^ed  and  woody,  that  neither  cavalry  nor  artillery  could  a<^  with 
efficacy,  do  equal  honour  to  General  Hotze,  who  commanded,  and  the 
^gallant  troops  that  executed  his  orders.  The  cxcellive  heat  of  the  day,  and 
'the  great  fatigue  that  they  experienced,  as  they  had  all  been  underarms, 
and  moft  of  them  marching  the  whole  of  the  preceding  night,  did  not 
prevent  them  from  contendmg  moft  courageoufly  with  near  double  their 
numbers  till  eight  o'clock,  when  vidory  rewarded  fuch  exemplary  con- 
du£t.  I  have  not  the  leaft  intention  of  making  any  diftiniStion  between 
the  merits  of  thofe  brave  men  who  are  all  entitled  to  fo  great  a  iliare  of 

graife,  but  I  cannot  help  obferving  to  your  lordfliip,  that  the  firft 
attalionof  the  Hungarian  regiment  of  Splcny  fought  from  the  begin- 
ning of  this  adion  without  being  relieved,  and,  though  it  loft  betweeu 
three  and  four  hundred  men,  remained  in  fire  till  night  put  a  ftop  to  its 
uncommon  exertions. — This  circumftance  is  lb  much  talked  of  in  tlxs 
army,  that  I  feel  called  upon  not  to  pafs  it  over  in  filence. 

The  total  lofa  of  the  Auftrians  on  this  day  was  about  one  thoufand 
men,  including  feveral  officers ;  that  of  the  enemy  amounted,  according 
to  the  beft  eftimates  which  can  be  made  from  the  reports  of  deferters  an<i 
jprifoners,  to  near  two  thoufand. 

In  the  night  of  the  20th,  the  Archduke  marched  to  Schorndorf,  and 
on  the  24th  to  this  place.

General 
Wartenllcben  kept  his  pofition  near  Bamberg,  havinir  a  fmail  body  of 
light  troops  between  Niuemberg  and  Antpav^h,  for  the  purpr/e  of  coni- 
iHunicating  with  the  Archduke.

compliance  with  an  order  from  the  Archduke,  rtlarched  to  Bieberachf. 
furroundcd  and  difarmed  the  Suabian  corps,  obliging  thtm  to  difpcrfe 
immediately,  and  retire  behind  the  line  of  operations.  After  which  he 
took  his  pofition  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  the  Prince  of  Conde 
marched  to  Waldfee,  leaving  an  advanced  guard  near  Ravenfpurg. 
From  the  26th  to  the  30th,  leveral  ikirmiflies  happened  betw^n  the 
advanced  pods;  in  ail  thefe  the  Auflnans  had  the  advantage;  and  a 
detachment  of  hufl[ar«  furprized  a  large  Frenchi  reconnoitring  party  near 
Hohenftadt,  between  Blanbeuren  and  Geiflengen,  every  naan  of  whicli 
vras  either  killed  or  taken. 

On  the  31ft,  as  the  magazines  on  the  Danube  were  placed  in  fafety^ 
end  as  the  enemy  began  to  manoeuvre  towards  the  Archduke's  righty  his 
royal  highnefs  determined  to  concentrate  his  principal  force.  He  there* 
fore  moved,  on  the  iflof  Auguft,with  his  main  army,  to  Haydehhetm, 
on  the  2d  to  Nerflieim,  and  on  the  3d  to  Nordlingen,  the  detached 
cerps  retiring  gradually  fo  as  to  cover  this  march. 

His  royal  highnefe's  general  pofition  is  now  as  follows :  the  niiia 
army  at  Nordlingen,  with  an  advanced  guard  at  Nerfheim ;  twofmall 
corps  near  Boppengen  and  Weiltingen,  to  obferve  the  roads  leading  fronft 
thofe  places ;  and  a  corps  of  fuperior  force  at  Gundelfingen,  for  the 
purpoie  of  covering  the  left,  and  keeping  up  the  communication  with 
General  Frolich  and  the  Ptince  of  Conde,  the  former  of  whom  is  at 
WeiiTenborn,  on  the  Both,  the  latter  at  Memmingen,  with  his  advanced 
guard  at  Wurtzach. 

The  enemy  having^difcovered  the  channel  by  which  the  water  was 
conveyed  into  the  fortrefs  of  Konigftein,  cut  off  the  fupply,  and  by  that 
-means  reduced  the  garrifon,  confining  of  about  five  hundred  men,  to 
the  neceflity  of  furrendering.  The  troops  marched  out  with  arms  and 
baggage,  and  they  returned  into  the  EmperorV  dominions,  on  conditioa 
of  not  ferX'ing  till  exchanged.

THE  IncoD&ant  joined  this  morning  from  Le^orn ;  and  1  enclofe^ 
for  the  information  o\  the  Lords  Comnniriv^neit  ot  the  Admiralry,  Ca}>- 
tain  Frecmantle's  rcpuVt  of  the  proceedings  of  the  enemy  in  Tufcaay, 
their  taking  poiTeilion  of  Leghorn,  and  the  retreat  of  the  britilh  fa^ory^ 
with  moil  of  their  property,  which  they  owe  to  the  unparalleled  exertions 
of  Captain  Frcemantle,  the  officers  and  crew  of  the  Inconflant ;  Com- 
modore Nelfon,  owing  to  calms  and  light  winds,  not  having  reached 
Leghorn  Road  until  the  enemy  was  in  pofleifion.

I  HAD  the  honour  of  acquainting  you,  in  my  letter  of  the  evening  of 
the  sid  inftant,  accompanied  with  difpatches  by  the  Blanche,  of  the 
iiippoied  forcible  entry  of  the  French  troops  into  Tufcany^  and' their 
intended  invafion  of  Leghorn, 

On  the  a  4th,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  conful  and  facflory,  where 
the  information  that  had  been  received  was  communicated ;  and  having 
aflu^d  them  that  I  would  remain  at  anchor  in  the  road  for  their  pro- 
te^ion  until  the  enemy  obliged  me  to  weigh,  the  merchants  prepared  to 
embark  their  goods  on  board  the  merchant  fliips  and  tranfports,  which 
wete  ordered  in>mediate1y  out  of  the  Mole,  and  I  requeued  Captain 
Craven  would  ufe  every  difpatch  in  getting  the  large  (hips*  lower  maflsp 
fpars,  &c*  launched  and  fccured  on  board  the  tranfports. 
*  On  the  &5thy  many  of  the  merchant  vefTels  and  the  Elizabeth  tran- 
fports which  was  fheathing  in  the  Inner  Mole^  were  got  out,  and  the 
piafts  lafhed  alongfide  the  latter. 

On  the  26th,  the  Gorgon  arrived  about  noon,  and  the  remaining 
lam  fpars  were  launched  and  fent  to  that  ihip,  when  having  got  certain 
.information  of  the  intention  of  the  enemy,  who  flept  at  Pantedera,  only 
eighteen  miles  from  Leghorn,  I  ordered  the  whole  of  the  convoy, 
amounting  to  twenty-three  fail  of  fquare-rigged  vefTels,  and  fourteen 
tartans,  to  be  got  under  weigh  at  day-light  on  the  27th ;  a  little  after 
noon  on  that  day  the  French  entered  the  town  of  Leghorn,  and  began 
firing  at  the  Inconftant  about  one,  when  I  got  under  weigh  with  the 
only  veflcl  remaining,  which  was  a  prize  to  L'Aigle,  a  brig  laden  with 
'ihip  timber.  Two  finall  privateers  endeavoured  to  cut  her  off,  which 
obliged  us  to  tack  to  fupport  her,  and  occafioned  fome  few  (hot  being 
exchanged,  which  however  did  no  damage. 

Connnodore  Nelfon,  with  the  Captain  and  Meleager,  who  had  rcr 
ceived  notice  of  the  enemy's  defign,  anchored  here  on  the  27th  at  ten 
o'clock,  and  the  commodore  added  the  Meleager  to  the  convoy,  whicH 
was  of  much  importance,  as  the  enemy*s  fmall  privateers  were  numerous 
and  enterpriftng. 

All  the  fliipping,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Englifh  property,  and  all 
t^js  Majefty'$  pavai  llorcs  and  provifions,  haye  been  laved ;  and  every 
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Erglifii  perfon  and  emigre  defirous  of  leaving  Tufcany  have  been  rc« 
ceived  on  board  foaie  of  the  fliips. 

Commodore  Nelfon,  in  the  Captain,  remained  at  anchor  off  the 
Malora,  and  will  doubtlels  Hop  any  Englilh  ihips  who  may  not  be  in- 
formed of  the  Fre;ich  being  in  pcfTeffion  of  Leghorn. 

1  feel  myfelf  particularly  obliged  to  Lieutenant  Grey,  employTcd  ia 
the  tranfport  fervice,  for  his  great  exertions  in  getting  the  ftores,  &c. 
off;' and  great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  Heatly,  agent  viSualier,  who  wat 
iodefatigable  in  facing  the  provifions,  wine,  &c. 

I  l^ave  caufe  to  be  fatisfied  with  the  unanimity  and  united  efforts  of 
every  Enghfh  fubjedt  on  this  occafion,  where  fo  little  notice  could  be 
given,  and  confidering  that  no  certain  accounts  were  ever  received  that 
§ie  French  were  abfcrtutely  in  Tufcany  until  the  25th,  I  hope.  Sir,  you 
will  believe  that  nothing  has  been  wanting  to  acCt*ierate*the  embarkatioir^ 
or  to  accommodate  and  prote<^t  both  the  perfons  and  property  of  his 
IWajefty*&  fubjefts  and  the  unfortunate  emigres,  all  of  which  I  left  fafe 
off  Cape  Code  yefterday  at  noon  ;  Lord  Garlics  having  promifed  to  fee 
them  in  fafety  into  San  f  iorenzo,  with  the  Lively,  Meleager,  GorgoB| 
pomet^  and  Vanneau.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  loidQiip,  that  the  iiege  er 
JVIantua  is  raifed,  the  French  having  leueated  lail  night  with  the  utmoft 
precipitation. 

1  can  now  fend  only  a  very  hafty  account  of  the  operations  of  the 
Imperinl  army,  which  have  been  attentled  with  lignal  fuccefs.  Tbe 
great  exertions  the  enemy  were  niaking  agcnuft  Mantua  determined  bis 
excellency  field  marlhal  Count  WunVilur  to  make  difpofitions  for 
attacking  the  enemy,  without  waiting  for  theanivalof  further  rein- 
forcements. Accordingly,  on  the  28th  ulrimo,  the  different  corps 
were  aflembled  at  their  refpedivc  d;jllinations,  the  army  forming  four 
divifions,  which  were  to  advance  by  the  ditfercnt  palles  from  the  moun- 
tains of  the  Tyrol. 

The  firft  column,  on  the  right  of  the  Lago  de  Garda,  under  the 
orders  of  Lieutenant-general  Quafdanowich,  was  to  march  on  Salo  and 
^  Brefcia  :  the  fecond,  commanded  by  Lieiuenantgeneral  Melas,  between 
the  Lake  and  the  Adige,  was  to  force  all  the  enemy *s  ftrong  pofts  on 
Monte  Baldo  ;  the  third  w^ns  ordered  to  march,  under  the  command  of 
Ljeiitenanr-general   Davidowich,    by  tbe  great  road  from   Alia,  and, 
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bebg ftpamted  onl^  by  the  Adigs  from  a  part  6f  thethird  divtfion,  wa^ 
fo  fuppoitit,  and  join  it  is  foon  as  a  bridge  could .  be  placed  between 
Dola  and  Rivoli ;  the  fourth  cdlumn,  under  the  cdtnmand  of  Lieutenant* 
general  Mezaroi,  was  defigned  to.  turn  the  enemy's  right  fiank|  by 
marching  from  BaiTano  on  Legnago, 

£arly  on  the  29th,  the  enemy  was  attacked  on  their  whole  line  of 
pofis,  and'Were  every  where  driven.  Lieutenant-general  Qyafdanowich 
took  rooo  prifoners  at.^aloi  and  marched  otf  to  Brefcia*  General 
Mclas  attacked  the  pod  of  Ferrara  on  the  fummit  of  Monte  Baldo, 
^tnnered  by  an  immenfe  ravine ;  his  troops  crofled  it  with  the  greateft 
intrepidity^  and  drove  the  enemy  from  their  entrenchments,  batterieSf 
^  and  redoubts.  A  part  of  his  divilion  attacked,  with  equal  courage  and 
fvccefs,  the  narrow  pafs  of  Brentino,  between  the  mountain  and  the 
Adige.  The  ardliery  of  the  third  divifion  fupported  this  attack  from 
the  left  hank  of  the  river ;  ard  the  fame  corps,  which  adted  under  the 
oomnaand  of  Lieutenant-general  Sepotendorff,  pufhed  on  along  the  right 
bank,  und  forced  the  important  polls  of  Kivoli,  where  the  enemy's 
batteries  commanded  the  pafTa^  of  the  river.  Ih  thefe  attacks  nine 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  one  tnouiand  five  hundred  men  were  taken.  The 
■  other  divifions  advanced  with  little  reliftance.  On  the  30th,  the  two 
center  divifions,-  being  united,  continued  their  march  in  dificrent 
columns  on  Cailel  Nuovo  and  Pefchiera ;  at  the  defiles  of  Campoia 
and  Cavaggine,  the  enemy  were  again  driven,  with  lofs,  from  iirong 
pofitions,  and  in  the  night  they  retreated  by  Pefchiera. 

Major-general  Spiegel  entered  Verona,  which  the  enemy  abandoned. 
On  the  31ft,  Major  general  Pittoni  occupied  Villa  Franca,  and  the 
head-quarters  were  fixed  here  without  oppofition  ;  a  corps  of  obferva- 
tian  being  left  near  Pefchiera,  under  the  command  of  Major-general 
Bajolitz.

Inforcements  from  the  Milariois,  ttrid  a  ftrbng  column  from  Boioloaod 
j^arcaria  having  advanced  this  morning  by  St.  Martino  towaiA 
Medoli,  threatening  the  rear  of  the  kft  wing  of  the  Imperial  army, 
which  extended  into  the  plain,  the  field-marflial  ordered  that  its 
front  fhould  be  changed,  bv  being  thrown  back  towards  the  high 
ground,  on  which  the  right  wing  was  polled.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfhip,  that  the  Archauke 
inarched  on  the  9th  inftant  with  the  main  army  from  ]^^ordlingen,  and 
took  a  polition  acrofs  the  Eger  rivulet,  with  his  right  towards  AHer- 
flieim,  the  center  in  Point  of  Mettingen,  where  the  head«quartert'were 
fixed)  and  his  left  towards  Hohehaltheini,  for  the  purpofe  of  .levering 
more  effectually  die  roads  frqm  Nordlingen  ^uxa  Ottingen^  to 
Donawert.   .      '  .      ft,     ;    .•:. 

The  corps*  which  had  been  pofied  at  Ner/lieim^  Under-  General 
Hotze,  had  already  fallen  back  to  ForflieimiandiAufhaiJtfen,.  to  keep  up 
the  direct  communication  with  *that  on  the  left  bank  of  the*  DanubCy 
xommanded  by  General  Riefe,  Who  was  now  encamped  near  :DiUia|;en» 
-General  W^rtfenflcben  bad  moved  in  the  mean  time  to  FQ^eheia)»  on  the 
river  Rednitz,  and  from  thence  to  L^f/on  tbo/Ffsgnite.  Genend 
Frolich,  the  Prince  of  Conde,  and  General  Wolf,  remained  nearly  in 
the  fame  pofition  as  mentioned  in*my  difpiatch  of  the  4th. 
^  .  Th^  enemy  attacked  the  Anftrian  guards  of  Generals  Hotze  and 
Riefe  on  the  8th ;  but,  by  a  difplay  oiF  much  (kill  and  firmncfs,  th|ef  firft 
of  thofe  generals  managed  to  lofe  fo  little  ground^ '  that  the  change  of 
pofition,  which  Was  ordered  for  the  nexf  diy,  took  place- without  inter- 
ruption ;  and  the  latter,  from  his  (ituation  being  more  advant^geouSi 
completely  repuifcd^the attack Aatwasmade  upon  hiqi..  ;.    ;  V!    : 

On  the  9th  at.  night,  inforfnation  was  received  that,  the  .'Prince  of 
Conde  had  been,  obliged  to  retire  to  Miodenheim,  oqi  t^ie^MiodeV,  and 
General  Wolf. into,  the  defi)e  pf.Bregcntz,  where,  however,  he  bad 
pofled  himfcif  in  fuch  a  manner  as  .to  clieck  the  Enemy's  manceuvrc  in 
that  quarter.  Genjejral  WartenQeben  alTo  reported^  that  his  pofitioQ  was 
.{0  bad  as  to  make  it  highly  imprud^t  for  him  to  await  t1|e  attack  which 
General  Jourdan,  from  his  late  movements,  feemed  to  be  meditating'; 
and  the  fame  day  General  Moreau  arrived  in  great  force  oppofite  the 
center  of  h;s  royal  h.ighnefs's  extenfiye  line,  forming,  with  bis  left  on 
the  heights  of  Umcnheim,  his  center  in  point  of  Catzenttein>  and  bis 
right  on  the  heights  of  Dunftelkingen  and  Difchingen,  with  a  cprps  to 
cover  this  flank  near  Laningen,  on  the  Danube.  His  referve  was  be- 
tween Neiflicim  and  Konigfbron. 

On  the  loth  the  enemy  advanced  a  ftrong  part  of  their  firft  line  into 
the  woods  in  their  front,  where  they  eftabliihed  themfelves  firmly; 
and  the  fame  evening,  about  fix  o'clock,  they  attacked  General  Hotze's 
Jefr,  at  Eglingen  and  Amerdingen,  with  great  impctuofity.  They 
fucceedcd  in  tlriviiig  back  his  advanced  pofts,  but  they  made  no  impref- 
fion  on  his  Jelt  pofition,  nor  did  they  interrupt  the  attack  that  his  rojral 
highnefs  intended  to  make  upon  thtm  the  next  morning,  of  which  the 
following  was  the  difpofition. 

An  advanced  guard,  commanded  by  Prince  John  of  Lichtenftein,  fup- 
ported  by  a  fmall  corps  under  General  Staray,  was  to  march  from  the 
camp  of  Mettnigen  along  the  road  that  leads  from  Nordlingen  to  Ner- 
flicim,  and  endcivour,  by  manoeuvring  to  the  enemy's  left  Hank,  to 
diilodgc  them  from  the  heights  of  Um'enhcim.  The  reft  of  the  quain 
army  was  to  oflcmble  at  Foreheim,  Auf  hapfen,  and  Amerdingen,  from 
whence  it  was  to  march  in  three  columns ;  that  on  the  right,  under 
Ccveral  Hotze  5  that  6u  iW  e^ultt^  wcvdtv  the  Prince  of  Furftenberg; 

and 
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"•ncl  the  left,  under  General  de  la  Tour ;  and  attack  the  enemy's  center  anS 
rightvWhiJft  General  Riefc,  ftrcngjhcncd.by  part  of  General  Frolich*f 
corps,  drove  them  from  the  n'eighbourhood  of  Laningen,  and  marched 
towards  Giengen  and  Ilaydenheim,  in  order  to  come  into  the  rear  of 
General  Moreau's  pofition.    This  latter  movement  was  to  be  covered 
oti  Its  right  by  a  (mall  intermediate  corps  under  General  Mercantin^ 
who  was  to  prcferve  the  communication  between  General  Rieie  and  ths 
main  army.     As  the  enemy  had  a  great  Superiority  of  numbers,  it  wa« 
rcfolved  to  attack  by  furprizc,  and  for  this  purpofe  the  marches  were  fo 
arranged,  that  the  columns  were  to  be  formed  on  the  different  points, 
from  whence  they  Ivcrfe  to  advance,  juft.  before  day-break,  and  proceed 
immediately.     However,    a  moft  violent  ftorm,  which  lafted  feveral 
hours,  made  thtf  night  fo  extremely  dark,  and  the  roads  fo  bad,  that 
the  troops  and  artilicr)'  were  above  double  the  time  they  otherwife 
would  have  been  in  performing  their  movements,  and   therefore  the 
attack  was  neceflarily  deferred  till  feven  o'clwk.     This  enabled  the 
enemy  to  difcover  the  whole  plan,  and  prepare  tor  their  defence, 
.^    Kot.withftandinj;  fo  unfortunate  a  circumftance,  which  deprived  the 
'Archduke  of  the  real  advantage  of  fnrprize,'  his  royal  highnefs  perfevered 
mhrn  refoluti6h,  -  The  three  columns  of  the  center  were  fuccefsful  in 
diilodging  the  enemy *8  advancefl  guard  fronfi  thewoods^  and  they  drove 
iftiack  to  the, height;  of  the  principal  volition ^    but  thecoluron  that 
■itMillrcbed:  towards  Umenheim  finding  itiqlf  tak^n  in  flank  by  General 
'iMoreau's  referve^  which  had  advanced  for  that  purpofe  as  Wn  as  the 
afiair  commenced,  was  obliged  to  retire.      This  laid  General  Hotze's 
right  flank  open,  and  forced  him  alfo  to  fall  back  to  the  jx)6tion  of 
'Foi«heiro,   from  whence  he- had-  marched  in -the  niorning;  -but  the 
Bripce  of  Furftenberg  and  General  lal^our  maintaiiij^d'th^V  advantages. 
jJuft  as  the  Archduke  was  making  his  difpofitions  for.  ftrchgthening  and 
bringing  forward  his  right  again,  he  received  a  rq>ort  froni  General 
*\^artenllcben,  purporting  that  he  was  obliged  to  relirc  to  Amberg ;  and 
tliaj;  ^column  of  General  Joiirdan's  ?lrmy  had  already  arrived  at  Nurem- 
)>erg,  for  the  purpofe  of  co-operating  inimcdiately  with  General  Moreau* 
IBs  royal  highriels  now  judged,  that  even  if  vi6?orious  on  this  point  he 
would  probably  ftill  be  obliged  to  retreat  to  Donawert,  by  the  move- 
ments that  the  enemy  were  making  on  his  right,  and,  fliould  he  be  fo 
.unfortunate  as  to  experience  a  defeat,  the  confequenccs,  from  the  fame 
reafon,  might  be  moft  difaftrous.     He  therefore  fufpended  his  attack, 
and  contented  himfelf  with  remaining  matter  of  the  principal  part  of  the 
field  of  battle ;  a  decifion,  however,  taken  with  the  utmoft  reluflance, 
•'becaufc  General  Riefe  had  fncceeded  to  the  extent  of  his  m«ft  fanguine 
hopes,  and  had  advanced,  about  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  nearly 
to  naydenheim. 

The  Aoftrians  loft  on  this  occafion  from  ^15  to  1500  men.  The 
French  lofs  in  killed  and  wounded  is  eftimated  at  above  2000,  befides 
more  than  laoo  prifoners  are  already  brought  in,  four  pieces  of  cannon, 
and  feveral  ammunition  waggons. 

This  morning  the  whole  army  of  his  royal  highnefs  has  taken  exaftly 
the  fame  pqfitipn  th;it  it  had  on  the  loth.

It  was  impofiible  to  prevent  the  men  irom  endeavouring  to  eicape  otn 
ibore,  although  great  numbers  fell  vi^ims  in  the  attempt,  owing  to  th< 
great  furf  and  fwell  that  fet  upon  the  beach,  and  of  courfe  many  were 
frowned. 

Her  captain  and  fome  of  the  principal  officers,  with  ieveral  Portu<^ 
guefe  prilbners,  part  of  tlie  crews  of  two  Bjazil  fliips,  taken  by  the 
clivifion  to  which  this  Aiip  (who  was  named  L'Andraroaque,  a  reiy  fine 
and  large  frigate,  pierced  for  forty-eight  guns,  twelve -pounders, -moft 
of  which  had  been  thrown  overboard,  and  her  complement  three 
hundred  men)  belonged,  were  brought  on  board  the  (hips  of  this 
i(]uadron,  when  (lie  was  let  on  fire  by  our  people,  and  completely  con- 
iumed  before  they  left  her. 

The  oiHcers  and  boat's  crew  of  the  abovementioned  ihips  behaved 
with  the  utmoft  aAivity  upon  this  occalion.  ^

THE  difpar»':hes,  of  which  the  ibllowing  are  copies,  have  beep  re- 
leeived  frorp  Robert  Craufurd,  Efq.  by  the  right  honourable  Lord 
GrcQville,  bis  ^fajedy's  principal  fecretary  of  ftate  tor  foreign  affairs. 

Head  garters  of  bis   Royal  Hi^bne/s  the  Arcbduke 
Charles  of  Aufiria<i  hauffen^  Auguft  27,   179^^. 
Mt  LoRft, 
I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Iprdfhip,  that  the  main  body 
of  the  Auftrian  army  of  the  Upper  Rhine  paiTed  the  Danube  at  Dona* 
wert  oh  the  i^th  inftant,  and  hahed  near  that  place  on  the  14th  ;  the 
rear   guards  tfill    occupying  the  road  leading    from   Noriingen    and 
Hocbfhdt  to  Donawert ;    the   former  at  the  de£le  of  Haarburg,  the 
iatter  at  a  viilnge  about  a  league  eadward  of  Blenheim. 

On  the  1 5tli,  his  royal  highnefs,  leaving  General  La  Tour  with  a 
confiderable  part  of  the  army  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  to  defend  the  Lech, 
marched-  with  the  remainder  down  the  right  of  the  Danube,  with  an 
intention  of  recrofling  it,  in  order  to  operate  againft  General  Jourdan's 
right  flank,  whilil  General  VVartenfleben  fliould  advance  and  attack  hii 
front.  The  rear  guards  were  of  courfe  withdrawn  from  th^  above- 
mentioned  poftj?,  and  Donawert  evacuated  in  the  courfe  of  the  day. 

When  his  royal  highnefs  commenced  thi^  manoeuvre.  General  War- 
ten  fleben  was  in  the  poiition  near  Amberg.^  To  turn  the  left  of  this 
portion.  General  Jonrdan  had  detached  a  confiderable  column  on  the 
great  road  leading  from  Nuremberg,  through  Newmark,  to  Ratifbon  ; 
and  ill  order  to  oppofe  this  column.  Major-general  Naueitdorf  was 
advancing  from  the  latter  place  with  a  corps  of  four  of  the  battalions 
newly  arrived  from  Auflria,  and  fome  light  troops. 

On  the  17th  the  troops,  which  the  Archduke  had  brought  from  the 
<rmy  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  repafled  the  Danube,  in  two  columns,  at 
Neuburg  and  Ingoldftadt,  and  encamped  near  thofe  places  $  the  latter 
of  which  being  capable  of  defence,  and  important  from  its  ^tuation  on 
the  river,,  a  garrifon  was  thrown  into  it.  The  column  that  palled  at 
Neuburg  was  commanded  by  Lieutenant-genisral  Hotze. 

On  ihe  1 8th  the  troops  halted.^ 

The  intention  w^js  to  proceed  from  hence  with  the  right  column^ 
from  Ingolftadt  towards  Beilugriefs,  and   Lieutenant-general    Hotzc 
confiderably  further  to  the  left;  but,  in  the  night  from  the  i8th  to 
the  19th,  intelligence  was  received  that  General  Wartenfleben  had  been  , 
obliged  to  quit  the  poiition  of  Amberg,  and  return  behind  the  Nab» 

The  abovementioned  proje^ed  movement  of  the  Archduke%  corps 
now  became  very  dangerous,  ^s^  its  communication  with  General  War* 
teoileben. would  have  be^  in  the  greated:  degree  precarious,  and  its 
'retreat,  in  cafe  of  defeat,  (being  cut  off,  as  it  might  have  been,  froni 
the  road  to  Ratifbon)  extremely  diflicult.  His  royal  highnefs  there- 
fore dire^ed  his  march  more  to  the  right,  and  arrived  on  the  20th  in(^. 
with  his  right  column  at  Hamman.  From  this  time  Major-general 
Naiiendorf 's  corps,  which  advanced  the  fame  day  to  the  heights  of 

^  %  Tai* wangi 
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Tafwang,    formed  his  royal  highncfs's  advanced  guard.    Lieutenant- 
general  Hotze's  corps  marched  towards  Beilugreifs. 

By  this  march  the  Archduke  fecured  the  road  to  Ratifbon,  and  the 
right  flank  of  Jourdan's  army  was  equally  threatened,  he  having  ad- 
vanced to  the  Nab. 

A'hcavy  cannonade,  heard  in  the  direction  of  Schwartzfeld  on  the 
aoth  inftant,  and  other  reafons,  made  it  neceflary  to  proceed  but  flowly 
until  more  certain  intelligence  of  General  WartenOeben*8  fituation 
could  be  obtained,  and  a  combined  plan  of  attack  finally  arranged. 
The  abovcmentioncd  cannonade  afterwards  proved  to  be  tin  affair  of 
no  importance. 

On  the  a2d  the  enemy's  corps,  which  had  advanced  from  Neumark, 
and  taken  poft  behind  a  deep  ravine,  through  which  the  great  road 
pafles  near  the  village  of  Teining,  was  attacked  by  the  advanced  guard 
tinder  General  Nauendorf,  and  obliged  to  quit  his  portion,  and  retreat 
towards  Neumark. 

On  the  23d  the  Archduke  and  Lieutenant-general  Hotrc's  corps 
having  reunited,  advanced  in  feveral  columns,  and  drove  the  enemy 
from  their  pofition  behind  Neumark.  General  Hotze  purfued  thtm 
to  within  a  league  oF  Altdorf,  and  at  the  fame  time  pu(he4  forward 
a  confiderablexrolumn  of  cavalry,  and  fome  light  infantry,  under  Major* 
general  Prince  John  of  Lichtcnftein,  on  the  great  road  towards  Nu» 
rcmberg. 

The  right  column  of  the  Archduke's  corps  encamped  near  Neu- 
mark. 

-    On  the  24th  the  long-intended  combined  operation  took  place  againft 
General  Jourdan's  army.      This    operation   was  performed  in  feven 
columns.     That  of  the  right  of  General  Wartenilebcn*s  army  advanced 
towards  Wcger ;  another  large  column  proceeded  from  Schwartzfcld» 
having  a  third  fmalier  force  to  its  left,  and  a  fourth  advanced  from 
Swandorf  towards  Amberg,  in  the  nei^»L^urhood  of  which  place  the 
three  latter  columns  were  to  unite,  and  that  of  the  left  to  form  a 
junftion  with  the  Archduke's  right,  which  proceeded  from  Neumark^ 
by  Caftell,  to  Amberg,  having  two  ftrong  corps  to  the  left,  of  which 
the  one  under  Lieutenant-general  Starray  advanced  to  Herfpruck,  and 
the  other  under  Lieutenant-general  Hotze  toLauffen.     This  excellent 
difpoiition  would    certainly  have    been  followed  by  a  very  decifivc 
battle,  had  not  the  enemy,  alarmed  ftt  the  menacing  movements  of  the 
Archduke's  corps,  retreated  fo  precipitately  as  to  make  it  impofiible^ 
Their  lofs  mud,  however^  have  been  confiderahle  ;  and  two  battalions 
of  their  rear  guard,  which  defended  as   long  as  poiTible  the  defiles  of 
Amberg,  were  completely  annihilated  by  iome  iquadrons  of  Auftrian 
cavalry.     The  different  corps  encamped  in  the  evening  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Amberg,  Herfchpruck/LaufFen,  &c.    General  Jourdan  is 
continuing  his  retreat  towards  Fordheim. 

Whilft  thefe  operations  were  carrying  on,  Gtjneral  Moreau  croffed 
the  Danube  at  Donawert,  and  a<5ted  with  his  whole  army  againft  General 
La  Tour,  who  has  been  obliged  to  quit  the  pofition  of  the  Lech,  and 
on  the  24th  took  anotl»cr  behind  the  Ifer.  General  La  Tour's  lofs  has 
been  very  confiderahle,  although  the  great  fupenority  of  the  enemy 
obliged  hkn  to  retreat. 

Thus,  my  lord,  have  I  endcavonred  to  give  your  lordfhip  an  accurate 
account  rf  the  late  events  and  movements :  and  it  is  with  the  deepeft 

Goncera 
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cpncem  I  pnuft  concliule  it  by  informing  your  Igrdfliip  that  mv  brpthpr. 
Lieutenant-colonel  Craufurd,  was  unfortunately  wounded  and  taken  on 
the  25th  infbnt. 

The  Archduke  has  been  pleafed  to  write  to  General  Jourdan,  re- 
claiming him  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  of  their  giving  him  up,  as  it  would 
be  contrary  to  every  rule  to  detain  a  perlon  as  prifoner  of  war,  who  was 
not,  at  the  time  of  his  being  taken,  employed  in  a  military  capacity. 

It  is  impoiiible  for  me  to  cxprefs  to  your  lordfliip  how  much  the 
Archduke,  and,  I  may  fay,  all  the  principal  otticers  of  the' army,  have 
Shewn  themfelves  intereftcd  about  Colonel  Craufurd :  nof  can  I  con- 
clude without  alFuring  your  lordlhip,  that  hts  being  taken  was  not 
owing  to  any  imprudence ;  though,  indeed,  his  conduft,  ever  fincc  he 
has  had  the  honour  of  being  attached  to  the  Auftrian  army,  has  been 
marked  by  that  confpicuous  zeal,  activity,  and  courage,  which  he  can- 
not help  difplaying,  even  when  only  a  fpedator  of  military  opera* 
lions.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordfliip,  that  after  the  affair 
of  the  24th  indant.  General  Jourdan  continued  his  retreat  in  feveral 
columns  through  Velden,  Pegnitz,  &c.  in  the  general  direction  of 
Ebermanftadt  and  Forcheim ;  he  'has  been  clofely  purfued  by  the 
Archduke's  army,  under  which  denomination  I  comprife  that  lately 
commanded  by  General  Wartenfleben,  as  well  as  thoi'e  troops  which  his 
Royal  Highnels  brought  with  him  fi*om  the  Danube. 
.  On  the  a  5th  inftant,  the  advanced  guard,  under  Lieutenant-general 
Kray,  marched  by  Suitzbach  to  Hohcnftadt,  and  a  confiderable  column 
of  the  enemy's  baggage  was  taken  or  djeftroyed  in  the  defile  between 
that  place  and  Velden.  The  troops,  which  had  encamped  the  pre- 
ceding evening  near  Amberg,  followed  General  Kray's  march,  and  the 
Archduke  took  his  head  quarters  at  Sulrzbach. 

On  the  a6th  Lieutenant-general  Kray  purfued  the  enemy  in  the 
dire^ion  towards  Grseffenberg,  and  Lieutenant-general  Hotze  advanced 
froixi  Lauffen  towards  Erlangen  on  the  Rednitz  ;  the  former  having  his 
right  covered  by  Major-general  Elfnitz,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Velden, 
Neuhang,  Belch,  S:c.  as  had  the  latter  his  left  byJMajor-general  the 
Prince  of  Lichtenftcin,  who  had  pafled  through  Nuremberg.  The 
'  Archduke's  columns  marclicd  from  the  camp  of  Sdtzbach  to  Herchfprucl^ 
on  the  Pegnitz. 

On  the  27  th,  Lieutenant  -  general  Hotze,  having  crofled  the 
Rednitz,  moved  towards  Hpchfladt  on  the  Aifch,  Prince  Lichtenflein's 
corps  forming  his  advanced  guard^  Lieutenant-general  Kray*s  corps 
marched  to  Gra:ffenberg,Betzenftein,&c.  and  the  army  from  Herchfpruck 
to  Lauffen. 

On  the  aSth  the  Prince  of  Lichtenftein's  light  troops  approached  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Rednitz,  very  near,  to  Bamberg.  Lieutenant- 
general  Kray  marched  to  Neukirch,  and  the  Archduke  to  Heroldf- 
})crg. 
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On  the  ftQtby  uppn  t^e  approach  of  the  advanced  ^ard,  the  enemjr 
abandoned  precipitately  the  ftrong  fort  of  Forcheim,  letting  fire  to  th^ 
roilU  and  bridges  on  the  Wifent  tp  cover  their  retreat.  The  rear  guards 
conQiliDg  of  nearly  a  divifion,  took  pofl  in  the  night  with  its  left  to 
the  heights  of  Egglefheim,  and  its  right  to  the  Redoitz,  on  the  roa4 
from  Forcheim  towards  Bamberg.  The  army  encamped  between 
Baierfdorf  aqd  Forcheim. 

Early  on  tlw  morning  of  the  30th,  Lieutenant-genera!  Kray  moved 
forward  to  att^cjc  the  enemy  in  their  pofition  near  Eggleflieim,  but  they 
abandoned  it  fo  qiiicklyj  that  no  ferious  affair  cpulq  be  engaged,  nor 
could  the  column)  which  had  been  feut  thrpugh  the  mountain  to  turn 
their  left,  arrive  in  tiptie  to  fall  upon  their  rptreat,  fo  that  their  lofs 
was  not  confiderable.  Licutenant-genei-aJ  Kray  purfued  theni  towards 
Bamberg,  and  the  Archduke  took  his  head  qnatters  at  Hirfchaid.  Oq 
the  left  of  the  Rednitz  Lieutenant-general  Hotze  advanced  to  Burg  Eber 
rach,  pufliing  forward  his  fidvanced  guard  under  the  Prince  of  Lichtent 
ftein  to  Eltman  on  the  Meyn.  Lieutenant-general  Starray*s  corps, 
which  had  followed  General  Hot^e's  march,  advanced  to  Clofter  Ebcf 
rach.  Very  early  on  the  morning  of  the  30t{i,  Jpurdan-s  army>  tha( 
is,  the  heavj^  artillery,  &c.  began  tocrofs  the  Meyn  at  Hailftat. 

During  the  whole  of  the  operations  which  I  have  had  the  hopo/Jr  of 
deicribing  to  your  lordfliip  in  this  and  my  lafl  difpatch,  hjs  roya} 
highnefs's  great  aim  has  tieen  to  bring  Genera}  Jourdan  to  a  decinve 
battle,  but  the  bad  roads  and  defiles  the  troops  h^d  to  pafs  between  the 
Danube  and  Amberg  confiderably  retarding  their  n^arch,  gave  Jourdan 
time  to  get  off*;  and  he  has  iince  fucceeded  in  avoiding  a  general 
'engagement,  wherein  he  has  been  greatly  favoured  by  the  nature  pf  the 
country,  which  is  fo  extremely  hilly,  woody,  and  interfedted,  as  to  fnake 
it  impra(5ticable  to  employ  the  cavalry. 

Notwithilanding  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  it  lyas  not  poiiiblet9 
bring  the  enemy  to  a  general  battle,  yet  there  are  flrong  reafons  to  hope 
that  thofe  mafterly  manoeuvres,  by  which  the  Archduke  has  forced  them 
to  fo  fudden  a  retreat,  and  has  already  driven  theni  confiderably  out  of 
the  direction  which  Jourdan  undoubtedly  muft  have  wifhed  to  take, 
may  ultimately  have  as  happy  an  effeft  iipo^  the  genpral  jlfue  of  the 
campaign  as  they,  at  all  events,  will  be  honourable  to  his  royaj 
highnefs. 

I  am  not  yet  enabled  to  inform  your  lordfhjp  qf  the  number  of 
prifoners  made  by  the  different  columns :  a  confiderable  number  were 
taken  on  the  23d  in  the  affair  near.Nepmark,  and  in  the  aflf^ir  of  Amberg 
there  were  between  nine  hundred  and  a  thouiapd.  Of  wha|  has  been  taken 
fince  1  fliall  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  your  lordfhip  in  my  next. 

A  corps  under  Major-general  Nauendqrff  was  detached  on  the  a5th 
inflant,  to  reinforce  General  La  Topr,  who  is  behind  ;he  Ifer. 

On  the  27th  Colonel  Craufurd  was  left  behind  by  the  French,  with  a 
fafeguard,  at  Betzenfteln,  they  having  found  it  impoffible  to  tranfpoit 
him  any  further  whhout  endangering  his  life  5  they  exacted  his  parole 
not  to  ferve  againfl  the  republic  till  exchanged,  which  will,  I  believe, 
take  place  immediately.  He  has  been  moft  feverely  wounded  in  the 
head  by  a  mufket  ball,  but  I  have  the  happinefs  to  inform  your  lord- 
fliip  that  the  Archduke's  own  furgeon,  whom  his  royal  highnefs  (whofc 
goodncf$  on  this  occafion  has  been  great  indeed)  was  pleated  to  feod  to 

him, 
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htm,  as  well  as  the  other  furgeons  who  attend  hiuiy  give  me  the  gitateft. 
itndbn  to  hope  for  his  recovery. 

In  cafe  of  my  abfeiice  from  the  army  for  a  few  days,  Captahi 
Anftruther,  of  the  Guards,  who  came  lately  from  Berliti,  will  have  the 
honour  of  informing  youpLordfhip  of  every  thing  that  happens.

Charles^  Zell^  near  IVurtzburgy  Sept.^  I79^* 
My  Lord, 

VOUR  lordfliip  is  acquainted  with  the  unfortunate  circumftanccs 
^^\tYi  have  obliged  Col.  and  Mr.  R.  Craufurd  to  remain  for  a  time  at  a 
diftance  from  the  fcene  of  operations.  The  abfence  of  thefe  gentlt* 
men,  at  a  moment  fo  particularly  interefting  as  the  prefent,  mnft  be 
iiegretted  as  a  lofs  to  the  public  fervice,  which,  though  at  their  requeft 
I  now  attempt  to  detail  to  yonr  Jordfhip  the  late  proc^ings  of  the  army^ 
I  feel  my  felt  inadequate  to  fupply. 

Your  lordlhip  is  already  informed  of  the  movements  of  his  roy^ 
highnefs  the  Archduke  up  to  the  31ft  ult.  at  which  period  the  right 
wing  of  the  army  was  affembled  in  the  plain  betwixt  Forcheim  and 
Bamberg,  and  the  left^  conlifting  of  upwards  of  20  battalions  and  50 
iquadronS)  Under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-general  Stzaray,  had 
reached  Eberach,  and  threatened  at  once,  by  detachments,  the  pointft 
of  Schweinfurt  and  of  Wurtzburg. 

Early  on  the  31ft  the  Archduke  entered  Bamberg,  and,  from  the  in- 
formation there  received  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  determined 
to  pufh  on  with  the  whole  army  towards  Wurtzburg,  as  being  the  point 
on  the  occupation  of  which  depended  the  poiRbility  of  forcing  Jourdan 
to  abandon  the  Meyn,  and  take  his  retreat  through  Fulda,  on  the  Lahn. 
I£s  royal  h^hnefs  proceeded  in  the  evening  to  Bourg  Eberach.  General 
Kray  took  poll  at  Eltmann,  and  General  Stzaray  advanced  to  Klofter 
Schwartzacn.  / 

On  the  ill  of  September  the  Archduke  marched  to  Obcr  Schwart- 

sach.  General  Kray  to  Geroldfhhoffen,  and  General  Stzaray  to  Kitzin* 

j;en,  where  he  pafTed  the  Meyn  :  his  ad\'anced  guard,  under  General 

Hotze,  took  pofleflion  of  the  town  of  Wurtzburg,  the  French  gariifoa 

retiring  into  the  citadel. 

In  the  mean  time  the  enemy  ilrained  every  nerve  to  reach  Wurtz- 
burg before  the  main  body  of  the  Auftrian  army  ihould  come  up :  and, 
by  rorced  marches,  arrived  at  Kornacb,  within  three  leagues  of  the 
(own,  the  fame  day  on  which  General  Hotze  took  pofleflion  of  it. 
Next  day  (the  ad)  Jourdan  attacked,  with  the  utmofi  impetuofity, 
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the  corps  under  6tticral  Stzaray  ;  but,  though  he  fucceeded  in  fofdiig 
fome  qf  h^  pofts^  he  was  not  able  to  inake  any  impreffion  on  the  roain 
pofition,  and  retired  in  the  evening  to  bis  camp  near  Kornach.  There 
ne  refolved  to  abide  the  event  of  a  battle,  aa^,  in  that  view,  pofted  hiin« 
felf  in  the  following  manner* 

His  right  wing,  extending  to  the  Meyn  a  little  below  Wurtzburg, 
refled  on  a  veiy  commanding  eminence,  in  front  of  which  a  deep  river 
rendered  the  acccfs  extremely  difficult.  The  firft  line  of  his  centre 
occupied  a  long  narrow  wood,  fkirting  the  bottom  of  a  chain  of  heights, 
on  the  ridge  of  which  his  fccond  line  was  polled.  His  left  wing,  con- 
fiding almoft  entirely  of  cavalry,  was  placed  in  the  ipncious  plain  id 
front  of  Kornach,  but  coniiderably  thrown  back,  in  order  to  receive 
the  more  efFe6lnal  fupport  from  the  mhnxry  in  the  wood,  A  numerous 
artillery  was  diflributed  on  the  moil  efTential  points  along  bis  front. 
The  divifion  of  Lefevre  remained  ported  behind  SchweinfuJt,  to  cover 
the  great  road  to  Fulda,  and  a  fmall  intermediate  corps  maintained  bii 
communication  with  the  army. 

His  royal  highnefs  halted  the  2d  in  his  camp  of  Ober  Schwartzach^ 
whil ft  a  bridge  was  thrown  on  the  Meyn,  near  Dettlcbach,  which  was 
not  fini(hed  till  late  in  the  evening.  General  Kray  remained  at 
Geroltzhoffen* 

•  General  Stzaray,  in  the  mean  time,  judging  from  the  force  and  ufual 
condu(^  of  Jourdan  that  he  would  foon  renew  his  efforts  to  render  him- 
fclfmaflerof  Wenibourg,  embraced  the  fpirited  refolution  of  rather 
advancing  againfl  him  than  of  waiting  for  him  in  his  pofition.  The 
Archduke  approved  of  this  idea,  and  determined  to  facilitate  the  execu* 
tion  of  it,  by  making  a  combined  attack  on  the  enemy,  to  take  plac^ 
early  in  the  morning  of  the  3d.  The  intention  was,  that  GeDeral 
$tzaray  fhould  move  forward  againfl  the  corps  which  was  oppofed*  to 
him  ;  that  the  main  body,  under  the  command  of  General  Wartenfle- 
ben,  paffing  the  bridge  at  Dettelbach,  fhould  attack  the  centre  of  die 
enemy,  whilfl  General  Kray,  croffing  the  river  at  the  point  oeareft 
GeroltehofiPen,  fliould  turn  his  left  wing. 

Soon  after  day-break  accordingly  General  Stzaray  advanced  and  drove 
back  the  pods  of  the  enemy ;  as,  however,  the  other  two  columns  had 
a  confiderabje  march  to  make,  and  met  with  much  unexpected  delay  in 
the  paflage  of  the  river,  he  foon  found  himfelf  engaged  alone  by  very 
fuperior  numbers,  and  was  obliged  not  only  to  relinquiCh  the  ground 
he  had  gained,  but  had  much  difficulty  in  maintaining  his  original 
pofition.  At  this  critical  inllant  his  royal  highnefs  feint  orders  to  Gen. 
Wartenfleben  to  ford  the  river  with  the  whole  of  his  cavaliy,  and  ad- 
vance dirccftly  againfV  the  left  of  the  enemy.  His  judicious  manoeuvre 
had  the  deli  red  effedt.  Jourdan  feeing  himfelf  menaced  in  the  moft 
effentiai  point  of  his  pofition,  withdrew  from  his  right  the  troops  with 
which  he  was  preiTing  General  Stzaray,  who  thus  gained  time  to.  re- 
l^ftabliili  himfelf  in  his  pofl. 

The  cavalry  now  charged  the  left  of  the  enemy,  and  drove  it  from  its 
ground  ;  but  the  Liiemy  retiring  behind  the  wood,  the  Auftrians  re- 
mained ex  poled  :o  a  fire  of  muiketry  and  grape,  which  obliged  them  to 
abandon  the  advaiirat.;e  they  had  gained.  A  fecond  attempt  of  the 
fame  nature  had  a  iim;iar  fate  ;  and,  after  fruitleft  endeavours  to  draw 
the  en^Diy  into  the  plain,  his  royal  highnefs  refolved  to  await  ^e 

arrival 
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arnval  oF  the  reft  oF  General  Wartenfleben's  colamn,  without  whl<4i 
It  was  evident  the  pofition  oFthe  enemj  could  not  be  Forced* 

At  length  the  inFsintry  appeared  advancing  From  Dettelbach,  and 
Qenefal  Stzaray  moving  forward  at  tfie  ianqe  timei  a  combined  attack 
was  immediately  Formed  againft  the  wood  which  covered  the  enemy's 
froat,  Sight  battalions  or  grenadiers  advanced  For  this  purpofe^  with 
cqusil  ordpr  and  impctuofiry ;  regardlefs  oF  the  fwarq;)  of  urailUurs  who 
harrafled  them,  they  gained  the  wood  without  firing  a  fliot,  and  in  a 
f^w  miniftes  drove  the  enemy  not  only  From  thence,  but  From  the 
heights  beyond  it.  This  advantage,  and  the  appeanu^ce  oF  General 
]^jw*s  colqinn  on  the  right,  decid^  the  Fortune  of  the  day.  Jourdaa 
madu;  no  attempt  to  recover  the  ground  he  had  loft,  but  began  hia 
retrtat  on  every  poipt ;  this  he  For  Fome  time  conduced  witli  miich 
irgulahty ;  bis  cavalry  preferving  confiderable  counteuance,  and  Form- 
iqg  repeatedly,  under  protedion  oF  their  -light  artillery,  to  check  th^ 
pprFifit  oF  the  Auftrians.  At  length,  however,  continually  harafTcd 
hf  the  hu£^,  and  overpowered  by  a  prodigious  lire  oF  artillery  From 
the  heights,  the  confufion  became  general,  the  excellive  Fatigue  cF  the 
Auftrians,  and  the  coming  on  oF  night,  alone  faved' them  from  total 
^eftru&ion. 

The  loFs  o^  the  Auflrians  on  this  occafion  amounts  at  moft  to  eight 
hundred  ncien,  amongfl  whom  are  no  officers  oF  diftindion ;  that  of  the 
•enemy  is  by  Far  more  confiderable.  Two  thoufand  priFoners  are  already 
biiQU^t  in«  and  the  number  oF  killed  and  wounded  cannot  be  finalle'*. 
One  coloui^  fix  pieces  oF  cannon,  and  a  great  number  oF  amn\unitioA. 
and  baggage  waggons  have  Fallen  into  the  hands  oF  the  conqueror* 

The  fycceis  which  on  this  occafion  has  atcende4  the  Auftriaa  arro» 
b  to  be  aferibed  chiefly  to  the  perfoaal  conduct  oF  his  royal  highneFs  the 
Archduke.  Prefent  every  where,  where  the  danger  was  the  mo^ 
preShg,  he  animated  the  troops  by  his  example,  and  preferved  x)xxa,  vx 
•rder  by  the  coolnefs  and  quicknefs  oF  his  manccuvres,  and  at  length 
iirized,  with  infinite  judgment,  the  true  point  of  attack,  which  deciSul 
the  vidory. 

-  The  army  paffed  the  night  on  the  field  oF  battle,  and  the  next  day 
USO&^g  the  iVleyn  at  different  points,  encamped  near  this  place.

.  Darts,  and  deliver  up  or  ^ftroy  alfthe  flragglers  who  fistli  into  their 
nands* 

His  royal  highneis»  determined  to  perfevere  in  the  iame  line  of 
operation,  this  day  d^ache^  Colonel  Count  Meerfeldt,  with  ten  fana- 
drbns  of  light  cavalry,  to  form  a  jun6Hon  with  the  eaarifons  of  laan- 
heim  an4  of  A^ayefice,  by  which  means  a  corps  of  twelve  or  filteeii 
thoufand  men  will  be  enabled  to  a^  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy*  From 
the  diiiinguifhed  abilities  of  the  officer  to  whom  this  enterprize  1| 
cntrufted,  the  greateft  hope^  are  entertained  of  its  fviccef$. 

The  army  moves  this  day  towards  Weitheim :  and  the  h^ad  quarter^ 
will  be  to-morrow  at  Renlingen/ 

By  the  lateft  accounts  received  from  the  other  fide  of  the  Danube^ 
it  appears,  that  General  La  Tour  fiill  maintain^  bii;nfelf  in  front  of 
Munich ;  but  the  fucceffey  on  this  fide  had  not  then  produced  the 
expe^ed  effcdV  of  forcing  General  Moreau  to  retreat.  It  hardly  feejps 
poffible  that  he  flipuld  now  Venture  tp  delay  it.  ,

«f  them  without  arnpts,  and  dragoons  and  hu(&rs  on  ibbt,  having 
ioft  their  horfes.  't'he  peafants  have  alnnoft  every  where  rifen  upoi| 
them,  a|id,  when  in  fmali  numbers,  eidier  killed  or  difanpcd  mii 
]dundered  them ;  a  great  many  have  paifed  Steinheim,  coming  fnm 
Afchaffenbourg,  but  the  greater  part  of  the  army  fcems  }to  be 
dtre6ling  its  retreat,  by  Fielde,  towards  Wetzlar,  in  order  to  paft  the 
Lahn. 

At  Franckfort,  and  every  where  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  enemy 
feem  to  be  preparing  for  their  departure.  Tliey  have  again  take^

I  HAVE  the  fatisfadion  of  iaforming  your  lordfhip,  that  the  pro* 
^  vfs  of  the.  Auftrian  arms  continues  to  be  marked  by  brilliant  and  uq« 
interrupted  fuccclTcs. 

His  royal  highncfs  the  Archduke,'  having  quitted  his  camp  near 
Wuitzburg  on  the  5thy  pufhed  on  a  ftrong  advanced  guard,  under  the 
command  of  Lieutenant-general  Kray,  to  iecure  the  De  Bouche  of  the 
Speflart.  That  ofHcer,  arriving  in  tlie  neighbourhood  of  Afchaffen- 
bourg  in  the  afternoon  of  the  6tn,  found  the  enemy,  to  the  number  of 
two  thoufand  men,  polled  io  as  to  difpute  the  pafs  from  the  foreft. 
After  a  fevere  cannonade,  which  lafted  a  confiderable  time,  he  attacked 
them  with  much  fpirit,  drove  them  from  their  advantageous  poiitio^^ 
and  his  cavalry,  ft  ill  purfuing  them  without  hefitation  through  the 
town,  difperfed  them  in  the  woods  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Meyn.  The 
toll  of  the  enemy  on  this  occafion  aoioHnts  to  above  a  thoufand  men,  of 
whom  fix  hundred  are  prifoners; 

The  Archduke  adranced  on  the  7th  t6  AibhafTenbourg,  wherd  the  main 
body  halted  on  the  8th ,  but  intelligence  being  received  that  the  enemy 
had  abandoned  Frankfort  the  preceding  night,  the  advanced  guardi 
were  puihed  on  fucceilively  to  the  Kintzig  and  the  Nidda. 

Or  the  9th  his  royal  highnefs  marched  to  Dettingen,  and  on  the  zoth 
to  Windecken ;  the  advanced  corps  occupying  the  important  point  of 
Frfcdberg. 

Tea  thoufand  metit  drawn  from  the  garrifon  of  Mayence,  have 
advanced  towards  Kenigftein-,  (which  was  abandoned  by  the  enemy  on 
the  8th}  and  will  be  a  Very  elTeAtial  reinforcement  of  in&utry  to  the 
araw. 

The  confequenccs  6f  thefe  rapid  and  deciiive  movements  have  ex« 
eeeded  the  expedlatioils  of  the  moft  ianguine,  and  have  uniformly 
fruitrated  the  delfigns  and  the  efforts  of  the  enemy. 

Jourdan^  who  sdPter  the  action  of  the  3d  had  directed  his  retreat  on 
to  Ftilda,  was  ftill  in  hopes  of  gaining  before  the  Archduke,  the 
ftroDg  pofition  of  Bergen,  where,  reinforced  by  the  two  dividons  which 
liad  been  left  behind  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Frankfbn,  he  might 
have  checked  for  a  time  the  prog^  of  the  Auflrians.  In  this  view  he 
arrived  by  forced  marches  at  Schiuititern,  on  the  great  road  from  Fulda 
to  Hanau,  on  the.  evening  of  the  6th ;  but  finding  that  the  Duke  was 
already  mafler  of  Afchaffenbourg,  .he  gave  up  his  attempt,  and,  turning 
to  the  right,  he  direfted  his  march  acrols  the  Vogelfberg  towards 
Wetalar,  where,  it  is  reported,  he  is  endeavouring  td  aflenible  hit 
armyi 

Fipm.  information  of  the  moft  authentic  nature,  relative  to  the  prefeat 
fituation  of  the  French  troops,  I  can  venture  to  afTure  your  lordihip, 
that  jthey  are  in  a  flate  of  the  utmoft  confudon  and  defpondency.  A 
great  part  of  the  infantry  have  thrown  away  their  arms,  and  are  ahnoft 
naked.  Their  retreat  has  loft  all  fem()l<iace  of  order,  and  has  become 
a  tumultuous  flight.  E^tcpffivn  fitttgae  has  probably  deftroyed  more  of 
them  than  the  fword;  and.  the  continual  dreaid  they  entertain  of  a

BY  report  received  frcrm  General  la  Tour,  it  appears  that  on  the  ift 
and  2d  inl^ant,  Mqreair  attempted,  with  his  right  wing,  to  make  himieif 
mailer  of  the  bridge  oh  the  Yfer  at  Munich.

Lord  Grenville,  his  Majefty's  principal  fecretarjr  of  (late  for 
foreign  affairs. 

Hcari  garters  of  hh  Royal  Highnffs  the  Archduke 
Charles^  IJaen^  Septemher  ^9,  1796, 
My  Lord, 

HIS  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke,  leaving  a  confiderabic  corps  ia 
fefcrve  at  Windcckcn,  marched  with  the  main  body  on  the  12th  to 
Friedberg.  From  thence  General  Kray  pnflied  on  with  a  ftrong 
advanced  guard  towards  VVetzlar,  on  the  approach  of  which  the  enenay 
abandoned  the  town,  and  took  poft  on  the  heights  behind  it.  General 
Hotze  was  detached  at  the  fame  time  towards  VVeilbqurg,  bi^t  was  not 
able  to  make  himfelf  mafter  of  the  place. 

His  royal  highnefs,  whofe  chief  operations  feemed  hitherto  to  h^ 
dirc^ed  on  Wetzlar,  now  turned  to  the  left,  and  following  the  great 
road,  to  Limbourg,  encamped  on  the  14th  inftant  near  Weycr."  His 
obje£t  was  to  form  a  junction  with  the  corps  under  General  Neu,  which 
was  advancing  from  Schwalback,  and  to  endeavour  to  penetrate  the 
centre  of  the  enemy's  line  at  the  points  of  Limbourg  and  Dietz,  whilft 
General  Kray  turned  it  by  the  left  from  Wetzlar,  and  Genitral  Milias 
kept  in  check  the  right,  pofled  near  NaiTau.  - 

On  advancing  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy,  his  rojral  highnefs  found  him- 
very  advantageoully  t>oUed,  and  a  confiderable  force  on  the  heights- in 
front  of  Limbourg ;  and  as  from  the  reports  received  from  the  advanced 
oorps,  there  was  every  occafion  to  believe  that  he  meant  to  difpute  the 
paiiagc  of  the  Lahn,  it  was  judged  advifeablc  to  defer  the  attack  tiU  the 
co-operation  of  General  Neu  was  more  certain,  and  till  the  referve,  which 
was  now  ordered  up  from  Windefcken,  ihould  arrive. 

F^rly  on  the  i6lh  his  roj'al  highnels  advanced  againfl  the  front  of  the 
enemy's  polition,  whilft  General  Neu,  from  Kirbcrg,  turned  it.  The 
e<iemy,  who  faw  himfelf  in  danger  of  being  cut  off,  abandoned  the 
heights  with  precipit:)Jtion,  and  being  clofely  purfued,  was  obliged  to 
fake  flielter  behind  the  Lahn,  leaving  the  Auftrians  mallei's  of  Dietz  and 
Limbourg.  The  tirailleurs  defended  themfelves,  however,  in  the 
f^burbs-of  the  latter,  with  To  much  ohftinacy,  that  night  came  on  before 
it  wa6  pofitble  to  diflodge  them. 

From  the  refinance  made  at  Limbourg,  the  Archduke  was  in  hopes 
that  the  enemy  meant  to  ri(k  an  a^ion  in  the  polition  of  Hadamar,  and 
in  confeouence  the  whole  army  affembled  before  day-break  on  the  lytb, 
betu  ixt  Dietz  and  Limbourg,  from  which  point  it  was  determined  that 
a  general  attack  iliould  be  made.  A  very  thick  mid;  which  prevailed 
in  the  morning,  prevented  the  troops  advancing  fo  early  as  was  in» 
tended  ;  and  when  it  cleared  away  the  enemy  was  feen  in  fv»ll  retreat, 
and  already  at  fuch  a  diflance  as  to  leave  no  hope  of  bringing  him  to 
action.  He  abandoned  iutccflively,  in  the  courfe  of  the  day,  all  his 
pofts  on  the  Lahn,  thofe  of  the  left  and  centre  retiring  towards  the 
Sieg ;  and  the  divifion  of  the  right,  and  the  corps  which  blockaded 
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Ehrcnbreitftein,  throwing  thcjnfelves  into  the  tetc  de  pont  at  Neiiwied, 
and  the  entrenchments  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhinet 

No  time  was  loft  by  the  different  Auftrian  corps  in  pafling  the  Lahn 
in  purfuit  of  the  enemy.  General  Kray  was,  on  the  19th,  at  Herboon, 
and  pudits^  on  towards  Dellenbourg  and  Siegen,  The  advanced  guard 
of  his  royal  highncfs*8  cohiron  is  this  day  at  Hochftebach,  in  the 
cUrcftion  of  Altekirck,  and  General  Neu  is  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Neuwied.  The  pains  which  the  enemy  has  bellowed  in  fortifying  the 
latter  place,  prcfent  difficulties  which  it  will  perhaps  require  time  to 
overcome,  but  which,  in  the  mean  tiffie,  will  not  in  any  degree  re-, 
tard  the  progrefs  of  the  army. 

The  feeble  refiftancc  which*  the  French  have  made  in  a  poft  fa 
important  and  advantageous  as  that  behind  the  Lahn,  and  which  thtf 
certainly  had  refolved  to  defend,  confirms,  in  the  ftrongeft  manner,  the 
reprefefitatioa  which  I  have  had  the  hotiour  of  making  to  your 
lordihip  qf  the  fituation  of.  their  army.  Diforders  of  every  kind  hav© 
arifen  to  fuch  a  height  amongft  them,  that  Jourdan  thought  it  necefTary 
to  demand  extraordinary  and  unlimited  powers  of  the  Diredtory, 
without  whiph  it  would  be  iinpoi^ble  for  him  to  reilore  difcipline  and 
fubordipation.  This  requeft  was  not  only  r^fufed  by  the  Dire^ory, 
\)ut  hp  himfelf  U  removed  from  the  command,  which  is  conferred  on 
BourpopviUe.  This  circumflapcc  has  added  much  to  the  difcontent  of 
all  claflet  in  thf  armyr  A  number  of  the  officers  of  the  higheft 
pf\nk  and  rvputatioii  have  given  in  their  reHgnations,  and  the  defer«> 
tipu  among  the  foldiefy  is  prodigious.  Under  thefe  circumftances, 
St  is  rather  to  bie  wiihed  than  expcaed  that  the  enemy  may  attempt  ta 
make  another  fiand  od  this  fide  of  the  Rhiue. 

I  feel  infinite  (atitfa£tion  in  bteing  able  to  (late  to  your  lordfliip,  that 
frcMn  the  Aivcmrable  accoppts  received  of  the  fituation  of  Cplonel 
Craufurd,  there  is  every  reafon  to  hope  that  hp  will  be  enable^ 
to  r^ume  the  functions  of  hii  miilion  much  foon^r  than  w^s  at  firft 
expeded.

A  REPORT  is  juft  received  fi'om  Lieutenant-general  Hotze,  iq 
which  he  flates,  that  in  advancing  yederday  evening  towards  Hockfte? 
bach,  he  found  means  to  bring  on  a  ferious  affair  with  the  rear  guard  of 
the  ePemy,  which  terminated  entirely  in  favour  of  the  Auftrians. 

Marceau,  general  of  a  divifion,  and  ^iftinguifhed  apiongft  the  French 
for  his  a^ivity  and  enterprire,  is  wounded  ani^  taken  prifoner*  Hi^ 
two  aides  dp  pamp  have  ftiared  thfs  (ame  fate,  and  his  adjutant-general 
was  left  dead  on  the  iieldr  A  (confiderable  number  of  inferior  ofiicers 
and  pnvates  are  likewiie  brought  in« 

The  enemy  continue  his  retreat  with  the  utnioft  precipitation.  It 
jfi  generally  iuppofed,  however,  that  he  will  aflemble  his  whole  force 
in  the  ftrong  pbjitiop  of  Ukareth,  and  there  make  another  ftand. 

This  has  induced  the  Archduke  to  bring  nearer  to  the  main  body 
the  corps  under  General  Kray,  who,  in  confequence,  encamps  to  day 
at  Hackenburg.    H\$  to^aX  Vx^^iitS^  ^*\VV  bi^  this  cyenin^  at  Walrode, 
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^nd  the  advanced  ^^uai^d  of  Gcoeral  Hotze  is  puflied  on  to  Altenkirchcn 
mid  Weyerbuni. 

A  cboiiderable  corps,  draxVn  from  the  gafrifons  of  Manheim  agd 
rhilipiburg^  and  reiutorced  by  the  detachrhent  of  cavalry  unddt  Count 
Meemhlt,  has  advanced  into  the  marojraviate  of  Baden,  and  has  met 
with  much  fucceft.  They  haVc  furpriKd  and  dii'perfed  the  corps  which  > 
the  enemy  had  left  in  that  country,  have  made  a  number  of  pri(bners» 
and  taken  ordeftroyed  a  quantity  of  baggage  and  ammunition. 

Accounts  are  received  of  the  operations  of  General  La  Tour  down 
to  the  14th  inilant,  by  which  it  appears  that  General  Moreau  quitted 
his  pofition  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Yfer  on  the  lothand  x  ith  indant* 
General  La  Tour  followed  him  clofely,  and  was  on  the  iath  at  Piaffen*: 
hoven.  As  General  Moreau  ftemed  to  direct  his  march  towards 
Neuburgh,  where  it  was  fuppofed  he  would  re]>ars  the  Danube,  General 
Nauendorff  eroded  the  river  below  that  place  in  order  to  watch  his 
motions ;  and  on  the  14th  engaged  a  ferious  afiair  with  his  real^  guard, 
in  which  the  Auflrians  took  one  piece  of  cannon^  and  upwards  of  a 
thoufand  prifoners.    ^

IN  my  difpatch  of  the  loth  inftant  I  had  the  honour  of  mentioning 
to  your  lordihip  the  idea  which  prevailed  that  -the  enemy  intended 
making  a  ftand  in  the  portion  of  Ukareth.  Oh  the  %i%  however^ 
pofitivc  information  was  received,  that  only  a  rear  guard  remained  on 
the  Sieg,  the  main  body  having  taken  the  direction  of  Duffeldorfi^ 
whilft  two  dtvifions  of  the  right  wing  had  a6tualiy  croiTed  the  Rhine  ac 
Bonn* 

The  Archduke  now  faw  hirofelf  at  Tilierty  to  undertake  the  projected 
operation  towards  the  Upper  Rhine,  and  he  loit  not  a  moment  in  making 
the  necelTary  arrangements  for  that  purpofe. 

Lieutenant-general  Wefnech,  who  commands  the  army  deftined  for 
the  defence  of  the  Lahn,  received  orders  to  advance  ou  the  22d  to 
Ukareth  and  the  Sieg,  and  at  the  fame  time  his  royal  highnefs  begaa 
his  march  towards  the  Meyn.  He  crofled  that  riv«r  on  the  25th  inft. 
and  leaving  a  coniiderable  referve  cantoned  betwixt  Mayeotz  and  Frank- 
fort, proceeds  to  the  Upper  Rhine. 

The  lated  reports  from  Lieutenant-general  Petrafch,  after  mentM>ning 
a  number  of  fuccefsful  expeditions,  in  which  the  iofs  of  the  enemy  had 
been  very  confiderable,  ftate  the  unfortunate  i([\ie  of  an  attempt  made  on 
Kehl  on  the  17th  inflant.  The  attack  took  place  in  two  columns,  and 
was  at  firft  completely  fuccefsful.  The  French  were  driven  from  tb« 
town  and  foi  t  with  great  Iofs,  and  forced  to  take  refuge  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  Rhine.  Unluckily  thr  commanding  officer  of  one  of  the 
Auilrian  columns  was  killed,  and  that  of  the  other  taken  prifoner  during 
the  affair,  and  the  troops,  deprived  of  their  leaders,  fell  into  the  grcateS 
confnfion  ;  whilft  the  French,  having  received  a  reintbrccment  fiom 
Strafburg,  paflcd  the  bridge,  which  the  Auftrians  had  ncglefted  to 
deftroy,    and>    falling,  on  them  before  they   could  be  bcou^t  wxs^ 
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tny  degree  of  order,  drove  them  in  their  tuni  from  the  poft  which  they 
had  fo  gallantly  carried. 

JLieutenant-general  Petrafch,  after  an  unfuccefsful  effort  to  dlflodge 
the  enemy,  retired  to  his  pofition  at  Biichoffsheim ;  and,,  leaving  a 
detachment  to  obferve  Kehl,  and  guard  the  pafs  of  the  Kniebiff  and  the 
valley  of  Keutzig,  he  marched  with  the  reft  of  his  corps  towards 
Stutgard,  where  his  van  guard  would  arrive  on  the  34th  inftant. 

By  reports  from  General  La  Tour,  it  appears  that  Moreau,  who, 
as  I  had  the  honour  of  mentioning  to  your  lordfhip,  had  retreated 
from  the  Yfer,  behind  the  Leck^  made  a  forward  movement  on  the  17th 
inftant,  drove  in  the  Auftrian  advanced  out-pofts,  and  extended  himfdf 
asj  far  as  Landfberg  on  the  Leek. 

General  Frolich,  defcending  the  lUer,  occupied  on  the  17th  Im* 
mcnftatt  and  Kempen,  and  on  the  19th  advanced  to  Ifay,  where  he 
rompieteiy  defeated  the  enemy,  made  500  prifoners,  and  difperfed  the 
reft  of  the  corps  in  the  woods;  and  thus  the  right  of  Moreau  was 
completely  uncovered. 

General  Kane ndortr,  in  the  mean  time,  had  advanced  wMth  a  con* 
fiderable  corps  to  Nordiingen,  from  whence  he  took  )X)(refiion, 'on  rhe 
aoiti,  of  Donaweit  and  the  Schellcnberg.  His  parties  extend  to  Dillin- 
gen,  UJm^  and  Gemund,  from  whence  he  had  put  himfelf  in  connec* 
tion  with  the  light  troops  of  General  Fetrafch,  at  Conftadt. 
.  Ulider  thefe  circuniftances,  Moreau  felt  the  necellity  of  a  retreat. 
In  the  night  of  the  20th  he  repafled  the  Leek  at  Augft)ourg  and  Rain; 
•  on  the  22d  hi&  head  quarters  were  at  Weiflenhom,  and  he  had  occupied 
Ulm,  which  was  commanded  by  General  Nauendorft*.  General  La 
^our  had  croiTed  th^  Leek  on  the  22 d,  and  his  advanced  guard  was  a^ 
WcrthingeiV

A  REJPORT  of  General  Moreau's  diredting  his  retreat  through 
Francooia,  in  order  to  form  a  jundion  with  Jourdan  by  Fulda,  proves 
to  have  been  induftrioufly  fpread  with  a  dtfign  to  create  alarm,  but  was, 
neverthelefs,  founded  on  the  circumftance  of  the  enemy's  having  puflied 
a  corps  of  cavalry  as  far  at  Aichftadt. 

The  afts  of  licentious  barbarity  that  have  lately  been  committed  by 
the  enemy,  even  exceed  every  thiqg  we  have  heard  of  their  cruelty 
before.  Numbers  of  villages  baye  been  bumt^  not  in  the  way  of 
puniftiment,  or  to  retard  the  pwrfuit  of  the  concjueror,  but  merely 
froiti  the  delight  they  feem  to  take  in  wickednefs,  as  they  frequently 
went  out  of  their  road  in  order  to  fet  fire  to  them. 

THE  (ituatiort  of  the  enemy's  army,  commanded  by  General  Moreau, 
is  now  fnch  as  to  give  no  farther  appreheniion  whatever  as  to  the  fecurity 
of  the  whole  circle  of  Franconia,  and  alfo  a  great  pan  of  that  of  Suabia ; 
General  Nauendorff  having,  by  his  different  movements,  obtained  in 
thok  paits  a  decided  fu]^tuoni^  oi  ^o^Uqu  over  that  of  the  enemy. 
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Ccneral  Moreau's  army,  in  the  environs  of  Donawert,  Augiburg,  and 
Ulmi  is  in  fuch  confufion  and  terror,  that  they  have  nothing  \ek  but 
to  feek  ho^v  to  efieift  their  retreat  over  the  Rhine.  The  laiperial 
troops  have  taken  poiTeliion  of  Stutgard  and  Confladt,  and  extend 
theinrelvt;9  all  along  the  Upper  Rhine  to  SfalholFen,  and  even  f(^  he 
as  to  Kehi,  All  accounts  received  from  thoie  parts  are  filled  with 
particalars  relative  to  the  capture  of  different  French  commiflarie% 
together  with  their  plunder  and  booty  m^  money  and  other  obje^s  of 
value,  by  the  advanced  Audrian  troop9«  ]n  this  they  are  moft  eagerly 
fupported  |by  the  peaiants  of  thofe  countries,  who  vie  one  with  anoth^ 
inKiifGovering  every  thing  concealed  by  the  enemy,  and  alfo  in  leading 
the  Imperial  troops  through  all  the  difhcult  paflages  ;  by  all  whictt 
means  a  great  number  of  the  French  fall^aily  into  the  hands  of  their 
purfuers.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  yourjordlhip,  that  General  Morean^ 
after  abandoning  his  pofitions  on  the  Leek,  dire^ed  hb  retreati  with  a 
very  confiderable  part  of  the  army,  towards  Uim. 

SixcommifTanes,  and  all  the  people  belonging  to  the  bread  depart- 
ment, were  taken,  on  the  22d  indant,  upon  the  roads  leading  from  Ulm 
towards  Con  (lade  and  Stutgaitl.  They  had  been  fent  forward  to 
prepare  bread,  at  the  two  latter  places,  for  four  divifions  of  General 
Morcau's  army ;  from  which  circuniftance,  as  well  as  from  other  in- 
telligence, it  was  evident  that  his  intention  was  to  crofs  the  Danube  at 
Ulm,  and  retreat  by  Stutgard  and  Conftadt  towards  Kehl«  But 
M^jor-generai  NaiTcndorff,  advancing  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Nord* 
lingen,  arrived  before  Ulm  time  enough  to  fruftrate  General  Moreau*t 
delign,  fo  that  when,  on  the  23d,  a  flrong  column  of  the  enemy 
defiled  out  of  the  town,  they  found  the  heights,  commanding  the  road 
towards  Stutgard,  already  occupied,  and  did  not  attempt  to  force 
them.  The  next  day  General  NaiiendorfF  made  his  advanced  guard 
(under  Major-general  O'Reilly)  attack  this  corps^  and  drove  it  back 
to  the  gates  of  Ulm. 

The  enemy,  finding  himfelf  thus  prevented  from  executing  hw 
intended  march  to  Coniladt  and  Stutguard,  abandoned  Ulm  on  the 
ft6th  inflant,  leaving  in  it  a  large  magazine,  and  a  confiderable  number 
of  his  pontoons,  and  proceeded  along  the  left  bank  of  the  Danube  as 
far  as  Erbach,  where  he  again  croiFed  t^ie  river,  and  directed  his  re- 
treat (as  it  is  fuppofed)  towards  the  forefl  towns. 
'  General  Naucndorff  marched  on  the  a 7th  by  Blauberen  towards 
Tubingen,  where  he  could  come  into  com^ulnication  with  Major- 
general  Meerfelds,  who  was  at  Heckinj>in. 

Licuteuant-general  Petrafch,  after  being  informed  of  the  epemy's 
having  been  frufl'-ated  in  his  attempt  to  retreat  by  Stutgard,  directed  , 
his  march  by  Horb  towards  Villingcn ;  a  detachment  from  his  corps, 
uidcr  Colonel  D'Af^re,  occupying  the  Knieby  and  the  valley  of  Kinhg, 
the  Rench,  and  the  Murg.  A  corps  that  had  been  detached  by  General 
Moreau  to  reinforce  the  poft  of  Kehl,  had  attempted  to  force  the  Kinfig 
vaL'cy,  but  was  repulfed,  and  obliged  Co  retreat  by  Freyburg.

THE  pM  difiance  of  the  Prince  4)i  Conde's  corps  from  the  Arch- 
duke's hnd  quarters,  and  other'  circunaftaoces,  have  prevented  tof 
being  able  till  now  to  have  the  honour  of  tranfmitting  to  your  Loixiihip 
the  detail  of  an  afiuir,  which  (though  it  was  not  of  fufficienC  importance 
to  have  any  material  influence  on  the  general  opeotioiit  of  the  annv^- 
and  is  now  of  too  old  a  date  to  be  intereAing  as  an  artide  of  intdttiU 
^nce)  refled^s  fo  much  honour  on  the  Prince  of  Conde  and  his  corpi^, 
that  it  wo^ild  be  an  a&  of  injuftioe  to  thofe  bnve  aod.un^rtunate. 
perfonsy  were  your  lordfiiip  to  be  left  uninformed  of  the  particulars  dE^ 
their  very  gallant  condudt.  Lieutenaat-cdooel  Craufurd  has  therefore 
deiired  me,  though  thus  !ate^  to  give  your  iordfliip  an  account  of  thitf 
adioo,  and  I  have  taken  it  from  the  mod  authentic  fources. 

The  number  of  troops  left  for  the  defence  of  the  country  between 
the  Danube  and  the  Tyrol,  in  the  beginning  of  laft  month,  was  fo  fmall, 
that  tbe  Prince  of  Conde*s  corps  was  divide  on  an  extremely  extenfive 
line,  and  confiderablv  above  one  half  of  i(  was  detached  from  under  the 
immediate  command  of  his  ferene  highnefs. 

On  the  iithof  Auguit  the  Prince  was  pofted  in  front  of  Mmdel- 
heim,  having  two  advanced  corps  on  the  Guntz ;  that  of  the  right  near 
Erckheim,  commanded  by  the  Duke  D'Enghein; -that  of  the  left  at 
Southeim,  under  the  orders  of  General  Viomeoil.  He  had  aifo  fent 
a  detachment  of  cavalry  to  Loppenhaufen,  to  cover  his  right,  or  rather 
to  obferve  the  enemy -s  movements  in  that  quarter,  and  another  on  the 
left  to  Guntzburg,  on  the  road  between  Mindelheim  and  Kempton ; 
the  detachment  at  Quntzburg  communicated  with  the  corps  at 
Kempton* 

On  the  lath  the  enemy  attacked  the  Duke  D*Enghein*s  corps,  and 
were  repulfcd^  but  the  fuperiority  of  their  numbers  enabled  them  to 
fucceed  in  turning  General  Viomenirs  left,  and  they  thereby  obliged 
both  thrfe  corps  to  retire  to  the  Prince  pf  Conde's  pofition.  The 
enemy  now. advanced  in  great  force  clofe  to  his  ferene  highnefs's  front, 
f  ftablilked  thepnfelves  in  the  woods  and  village  of  Kamlach,  and 
appeared  to  intend  a  decifive  attack,  which  the  Prince  piepared  to 
refift.  He  placed  the  centre  of  his  infantry  on  the  heights  behind  the 
villages  of  Upper  and  Lower  Aui  bach,  both  of  which  he  occupied  ; 
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otalry  was  judtcioufly  concealed  from  the  enemy^s  view,  and  (be]t(!red 
from  the  cannonade,  but  ready  to  advance  whenerer  an  opportunity 
cccmred  for  it  to  a6t.  The  Duke  D'Enghein's  corps  was  pofted  on 
the  heights  in  front  of  the  rieht  of  the  pontton,  and  General  Viomentl 
in  the  faine  nvanner  on  the  left,  occupying. the  road  that  leads  from 
Southenn  to  Mindleheim.  The  reftrve  was  pofted  on  the  heights  in 
front  of  Mindleheim,  and  a  detachment  of  between  five  and  fix  huddled 
men  in  the  valley  of  Mindleheim,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the 
enemy's  coming  quite  round  the  left  into  the  rear  of  the  poiition, 
which  oiherwife  was  much  to  be  apprehended  from  the  great  fuperiority 
of  their  numbers,  and  from  the  country,  being  extremely  woody. 

As  the  republicans  did  not  venture  to  advance  to  the  attack  acrofs 
the  plain  which  feparates  the  wood  of  Kamlach  from  the  villages  of 
Upper  and  Lower  Aurbach,  tlic  remainder  of  the  day  of  the  i»th  paifed 
in  a  diflant  and  unimportant  muikctry.  In  the  evening,  however,  the 
Prince  r^eived  repeated  and  pofitive  information,  from  his  reconnoitring 
parties  and  patroles,  that  ftrong  columns  of  the  enemy  were  advancing 
on  hit  right  and  left,  He  therefore  judged  that  his  oalj  chance  ot' 
mamtamin?  his  pofition  was  by  beating  the  corps  m  his  nt>at,  before 
tbofe  whiot  were  removing  towards  his  flanks  could  approach  near 
cQoirgh  to  annoy  him ;  and  though  his  ferene  highnefs  knew  be  fliould 
have  to  d6  with  infinitely  fnperioY  numbers,  he  boldly  deteimiocd  on 
tlic  attack;  the  difpofitions  fc^  which  wen;  nearly  as  follows : 

The  right,  under  the  Dtricc  D*Erighein,  was  ordered  to  canry  the 
^ilhge  of  Lower  Kamlach,  and  to  penetrate 'through  the  wood,  if 
poffible,  towards  Erckheim.  The  center,  in  nvo  columns,  was  to 
2rttack  the  enemy  in  or  near  the  village  of  Upper  Kamlach  ;  and  the 
lef^,  tinder  General  Viomenil,  to  advance  on  the  great  road  ta 
Southeim. 

The  inferionty  of  his  force,  and  the  apprehenfion  of  the  enemy *is 
j3ccemng  ftill  further  reinforcements,  determined  the  Prince  to  march 
againfl  them  in  the  night  of  the  12th,  the  battalions  of  infantcrle  nohU 
(compofcd  entirely  of  gentlemen,  formerly  oiKcers  in  the  French  fisrvice, 
and  great  numbers  of  whom  are  chevaliers  de  St.  Louis)  began  tbeir 
attack  on  the  Upper  Kamlach,  Having  received  the  fire  of  a  battalion 
that  occHpied  the  gardens,  they  immediately  puriued  it  into  the  village, 
and  driving  before  them  the  troops  that  attempted  to  defend  Kamlacb, 
they  foon  arrived  at  the  bridge  on  the  other  fide  of  it.  Behind  this  bridge 
feveral  battalions  of  the  enemy  were  regularly  formed,  and  the  fire 
now  became  fo  fevere  as  to  render  the  fuccefs  of  a  further  attack  very 
uncertain  ;  but  the  infant  eric  nolle  advanced  againfl  the  enemy  with  io 
much  impetnofity,  that  the  latter  gave  way,  and  retired  into  the  wood 
of  Kamlach.  liere  thefe  twave  gentlemen  again  attacked  the  republi- 
cans, and,  notwithftanding  the  great  fuperiority  of  numbers,  and 
confequent  long  and  bloody  refinance,  drove  them  quite  out  of  the 
wood,  and  on  to  the  heights  behind  it.  In  the  mean  time  the  Prince 
of  Conde  was  informed,  that  the  Duke  D'Enghein,  after  carrying  the 
village  of  Lower  Kamlach,  had  found  the  woods  beyond  it  {6  ftrong'y 
occupied  as  to  prevent  his  advancing;  that  General  Viomenil  was 
fimilarly  fituated  ;  and  that  the  enemy  was  attempting  to  come  round 
the  flanks  of  the  infanterie  nohle^  and  cut  them  off  from  the  bridge  of 
Kamlach.  His  ferene  highnefs  therefore  found  himfelf  under  the 
neceflity  of  ordering  lYve  d\fevtv\x  cor^s  to  retreat  to  the  pofitjon.

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^he  ^letty  follow^  td  the  edge  of  the  wood  <^  Itamtich,  but  did  ndt 
come  mto  the  plain.  Arrived  in  the  podtion,  the  Prince  found  it 
totally  impoffible  to  remain  there,  without  riik  of  being  entirely  cut 
bfFt  not  only  on  account  of  the  numerous  reinforcetMntt  which  he  hMr 
Bdvancing  to  join  the  enemy  in  his  front,  but  ftill  more  on  aceount  of 
the  ftrong  columns  that  were  marching  round  both  his  flanks.  He 
thereforei  on  the  morning  of  the  iith,  began  his  retreat  to  Kildefin* 
gen,  which  was  ainioft  undtfturbed,  his  rear  guard,  <iommanded  by 
the  Duke  D*£nghetn,  being  followed  only  by  the  enemy^s  light 
infantry. 

f  he  Prince^  lofs  in  this  affair  was  about  feven  hundred  men,  and  a 
great  nilAiber  of  officers  krlled,  and  three  wounded.  The  two  bat- 
taltoni  of  infanterie  nohU  loft  between  four  and  five  hundred  gentlemen. 
The  enemy's  loi's  mud  alfo  have  been  venr  confiderable,  and  one 
lieutenant-colonel,  and  One  commandant  of  a  battalion,  with  about 
fixty  men^  were  made  prifoners.

1  teAVE  the  honour  to  Inform  your  lordfhtp  that  General  Moreau» 
(after  being  foiled  in  bis  attempt  to  retreat  from  V\m  to  Stutgard) 
baviAg  tecrofled  the  Danube  at  Erbach  on  the  &6th  of  September, 
MtroEiid  upon  Bibefach  and  SchulFenreid. 

On  the  27th  General  La  Tour  advanced  to  the  Her,  and  Leute^ 
teaftoC-generai  Frolich  to  Leutkirch,  the  latter  pufliing  forward  his 
advtlKled  guard  to  Wurtzach,  where  it  took  fome  baggage  and 
prifoners. 

On  the  28th  General  La  Tour  advanced  from  the  Her  to  the  Rottam 
In  two  columns  5  that  of  the  right  commanded  by  himfelf  in  perfon, 
that  of  the  left  by  Lieutenant-general  Mercantin. 

On  thea9th  the  advanced  guard  of  General  l^  Tour's  corj)s  (under 
Major* general  Baillet)  drove  the  enemy  ont  of  Biberach,  and  purfueJ 
them  to  Groth^  where>  after  ^fevere  cannonade,  it  took  its  pofition. 
Major-general  Klinling,  with  three  battalions  and  four  fquadrons^ 
(forming  an  iiitei'mediate  corps  between  Generals  Mercantin  and 
FroHch)  advanced  to  Wolfseg,  and  General  Frolich  towards  Wangen. 

Whilfi  thefe  operations  were  going  on  upon  the  right  of  the  Danube, 
Major-general  Nauendorff  was  marching  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river 
from  XJlm  towards  Heckingen,  in  ordtt  to  come  into  immediate 
co-operation  with  Lieutenant-general  Pctrafch,  who,  preceded  by  a 
corps  of  feveral  battalions  and  fquadrons,  under  Major-general  Aleer- 
feld,  was  advancing  towardd  Rothwell  and  Villi ogen. 

By  thefe  movements  the  Au Brians  became  mafters  of  the  higheft, 
parts  of  the  mountains  of  the  Black  Foreft,  where  the  Danube  takes 
Its  fource,  as  well  as  thofe  rivulets,  which,  running  weftward  to  the 
Rliine,  form  the  only  pafles  whereby  an  army  can  dcfcend  front  thefe 
mountains  to  the  Bril'gaw*  General  Morcau  had  now,  therefore,rno 
dther  alternative  than  either  to  attempt  the  dangerous  operations  of 
attacking  Generals  Petrafch  and  Nauendorff,  in  order  to  gain  the  \t\ 
d'Enfers,  which  defcerids   into  the  Brifgaw  by  Freybur^,  ot  to  Vakit

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his  retreat  by  the  foreft  towns  and  the  territories  t>f  Swirterkad ;  and 
iitiding  himfelf  at.  the  xxvat  cloiely  purfued  by  General  La  Tour, 
he  ce.ermined,  by  a  vigorous  attack,  to  endeavour  to  give  the  latter  a 
checki  by  which  he  might  gain  time,  to  eflfe(5t  his  retreat  without  great 
lols.  Accordingly,  when,  upon  the  30th  inftant,  the  advanced  guards 
of  Genei-als  La  Tour  and  Mercautin's  columns  were  in  marc&U>wards 
SchulFenried,  they  were  attackedi  in  the  neighbourhood  of  S^einhaufen, 
by  above  three  diviilons  of  MoreaU's  army.>.  An  qbftinate  eagagemenc 
took  place  ;  but,  as  Geneial  L^  Tour  ipovcd  fprward  with  his  whole 
corps  to  fiipport  his  advanced  guards,  flie  enemy  were  repulfed  with 
very  great  lots,  and  the  Auftrians  nsaintained  their  pofition* 

The  advanced  guard  of  General  ^}ercaminS  column,  conliftiog  of  a 
detachment  of-  the  Prince  of  Concfe*s  corps,  and  comntanded  by  the 
Duke  D'Knghien,  fuffered  principally  in  this  a^ion.  His  ferene  high- 
nefs's  condud  was  very  brilliant,  aod  that  of  hi»  whole  corps  extremely 
gallant. 

The  lofs  of  the  Auftrians  anoouiited  to  about  fix  hundred  men,  four 
hundred  and  twen^  of  whom  were  of  the  Duke  D'£nghein*s  corps. 

From  the  reports  of  the  fpies,  it  appears  that  General  Moreau  has 
began  to  let  part  of  his  army  defile,  without  arms,  through  Swhaicr- 
land. 

His  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke  marched  on  the  3d  initant  from 
Schwetzingen  to  Graben,  on  the  4th  to  Carliruhe,  and  jeftenlax  to 
this  place. 

Major-^general  the  Prince  of  Lichtenftein  paflcd  the.  Rhine  cm  the  s 
inftant  at  Manheim,  and  took  poileflion  of  the  pods  of  Germeriheim, 
on  the  fortifications  of  which  the  enemy  had- beftowed  fo  much,  fijne 
and  labour.  He  is  deHroying  the  works  of  this  flrong  poll,  and  has 
fent  detachments  as  ^r  as  WeifTenhnrg,  which  the  epemy  abandcSned. 

' Lieutenant-general  Kray  drove  the  enemy  out  of  Neuwied  on  the 
2cth ;  fince  which  nothing  niaterial  has  happened  between  the  Me}*n 
;iiul  the  Sieg.

LARGE,  bodies  of  the  enemy's  army  continue  to  arrive  everyday 
at  Shaftbufen,  where  they  are  difarmed,  and  fent,  through  the  cantons 
of  Zurich,  Berne,  Soleure,  and  to  Bafle. 

As  yet  we  can  learn  nothing  pofitive  as  to  the  caufe  of  this  deroute* 
It  is  certain  that  it  has  been  confiderable  in  fome  one  point,  as  the 
fugitives  continue  to  arrive  every  day  in  flill  greater  numbers.  It  is 
probable,  alfo,  that  the  enemy  has  fulFered  in  moije  quarters  than  one, 
^s  it  is  obferved  that  thofe  who  arrive  belong  &  fo  many  different 
corps,  that  they  could  not  ]x>flibly  have  all  ferved  together.  It  is 
difficult  to  lenrn  any  thing  from  the  fugitives  themfelves  (fo  very 
confufed.  is  the  account  they  give)  excepting  the  fa(^,  that  a  general 
panic  prevails  throughout  the  whole  army ;  fome  of  thofe  who  have 
arrived  in  this  diforderly  (late  having  come  even  from  General  Moreau's 
head  quarter?,  which  they  left  at  Ulm  on  the  aift. 

If  IS  difficult  to  learn  with  certainty  any  thing  rdating  to  the  number 
ov  flrcflgth  of  the  pealants  under  arms  iu  the  Black  Foreil ;  all  that  we 

know 
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Irmm  is»  that  feme  fmall  corps  of  Auftrians  have  penetr^tted  from  the 
fide  of  Offenburg  an^  Friburg,  ami  are  difjjerfed  among  the  valleys  and 
Wioods  about  Donelchingen,  Tengen,  and  Kn^n,  and  that  the  alarm 
bell  11  coQilantly  ringing  in  every  village  withm  hearing  of  the  frontiers 
of  thi&  country.  The  republicans,  however,  are  flill  in  pofleliion  of 
the  Frickthall  and  the  three  adjoining  forefl  towns,  Rhinteiden, 
Lauffenburg,  «nd  Seckkigen.  The  rage  and  hatred  of  the  peafants 
againft  the  French  pa&s  all  belief^  and  is  only  equalled  by  the 
terror  they  hivie  iofpired  in  the  republican  army.

IN  confequence  of  the  affairs  which  had  taken  place  lietwixt  the 
vaa  guard  of  General  La  Tour's  army  and  the  rear  of  the  enemy  on 
the  a9t!h  and  30th  iilt.  the  Aufkrians  had  advanced  to  Groth  and  Stein- 
liaufen,  and  tne  French  maintained  themfelves  between  Schuflenrcid 
and  the  Feder  See. 

General  Petrakh  in  the  mean  time  had  taken  poft  betwixt  the  fources 
xH  the  Neker  and  the  Danube,  where  he  more  effe^ually  covered  the 
pafles  of  the  Black  Forefl,  and  his  parties  incdiantly  haraffed  the  rear 
fif  the  enemy. 

Prefled  in  this  manner^  General  Moreau  faw  the  extreme  dan|;er  to 
which  his  furtlier  retreat  was  expofed,  and  he  refolved  to  riique  a 
general  a£lion  as  the  only  means  of  extricating  himfelf  from  the 
diificulties  by  whii  h  he  y!z&.  furrounded.  Early  on  the  2d,  accordingly, 
the  left  wing  of  liis  army  croiTed  the  Danube  at  Reidlingen,  and  re- 

Effing  i{  9t  Munkerkingco,  turned  and  defeated  the  corps  which  General 
Tour  had  poJdcd  betwixt  the  Feder  See  and  the  river. 
As  foon  as  General  B^Ioreau  was  aflured  of  the  fuccefs  of  his  left, 
he  advanced  from  SchuiTenreid  to  attack  General  La  Tour  in  front,  and 
.^be  a6lion  was  maintained  during  fix  hours  with  the  utmoil  obitinacy. 
At  length,  however,  Generd  La  Tour,  finding  that  his  right  flaiik 
^9as  tptally  uncovered,  and  that  his  rear  was  men  iced  by  the  progrels 
.  ^ih^enpmy,  was  obliged  to  abandon  his  ground,  and  retire  behind  the 
Kifs,  and  ultiniately  behind  the  Rotbambach.  His  retreat  was  cgycred 
by  the  corps  of  Conde,  with  a  degree  of  bravery  and  Aeadinefs  ^rhich 
reflets  upon  them  the  higheii  honour. 

I  am  ibrry  to  l^ate  that  the  lofs  of  the  Auftrions  on  this  nccafion  hai 
been  very  confiderable. 

On  the  3d  General  La  Tour  occu4)icd  a  poCtiou  l)ehind  the  Rothnni- 
bach,  extending  from  Monchrod,  by  Erleninoos,  to  Lanpheiir. 

Geiieral  Moreau  having  thii«  lucceecled  tu  gaining  iu(licicn(C  free* 
dom  for  the  future  movements  of  his  rctreiir,  recommenced  his  m;irch 
on  the  5th  following,  with  the  main  body  ot  hU .  arn^v,  in  the  rout  of 
Stokach, 

Ob  the  6jth  two  divifions  oi  his  left  paiTed  the ,  D.muhe  in  feveral 
.  columns  between  Redlingen  and  Sigmarin^en  j  and,  -paving  realTeniblctl 
.in   the  neighbpurhood   oi  Veringen,    proeeccird    iijipu    Bcuien   aiul 
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Friedin^en,  in  a  parallel  dire£^ion  with  the  main  body ;  and,  in  proper* 
tion  as  it  retreated^  covered  its  march  from  the  attempts  whidi  were  to 
be  apprehended  from  the  oorps  of  General  Nauendom  and  Petnfch. 
On  the  7th  General  La  Tour  advanced  to  Burhan.  General  Moreau 
was  in  the  neighbourhood  oi  Stockacb,  and  had  detached  Gcoenl  Dcfiux, 
V  ith  three  hundred  men^  to  occumr  Engen* 

On  the  8th  the  head-quarters  of  General  La  Twir  were  transferred 
to  Oiirach )  thoie  of  General  Moreau  to  Stockach ;  and  General  De« 
faix,  advancing  from  Eiigen;  drove  in  the  poib  of  General  PetimfSch  at 
Duttlingen,  followed  them  towards  Villeng^n,  and  took  pod:  between 
Hohen,  Eniingen^  and  the  great  road  from  Viliengen  to  Schemberg.. 

Next  day,  being  joined  by  the  two  divifions  which  had  xparcbed  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Danube,  he  attacked  General  Petrafcb  at  Scfawenin<r 
|en,  diflodged  htm  from  thence  and  from  Viliengen,  and  g»oed  pof- 
ftifioh  of  Rothweil ;  from  whence,  howeveri  he  was  driven  by  a  de-i 
tachment  from  the  corps  of  General  Nauendorff  at  Hochingeq.  General 
Fetrafch  retreated  upon  Schillach,  from  whence  he  fent  a  confidemblQ 
detachment  to  Friburg,  to  fecure  the  valley  of  Kiozig* 

General  La  Tour  in  the  mean  time  had  transferred  his  head  garter! 
to  Maeflcirchen ;  thofe-of  General  Moreau  were  atEngen.  . 

The  head-quarters  of  his  Royal  Higtmefi  will  be  tramferred  feo-mor* 
row  to  Mahlberg.  '  ^ 

Lieutenant-general  Hotze»  who  commands  the  cerpa  of  tiglht  trtwps 
which  paired  the  Rhine  at  Manheim  on  the  sd»  has  taken  pott  at  Schwe^* 
yenheimi  from  whence  he  has  pnlhed  his  parties  to  WeiiRbboorg^ 
Seltz,  Haguenau,  and  almoft  to  the  eates  of  Straflwurg,  in  one  direc<« 
tion,  and  to  Kayferilautern  and  Baumholdfer  in  the  other.  They  Inve 
levied  contributions,  taken  hofiages,  and  fpread  the  utmoft  odnnoiuh 
tion  throughout  the  country. 

So  great  are  the  apprehenfions  the  enemy  entertains  of  this  corps, 
that  the  troops,  which  had  been  left  to  watch  Maintz,  have  been  with- 
drawn to  reinforce  the  garrifon  of  Landau.  General  Neu,  profiting  <^ 
the  opportunity,  has  advanced  to  the  Nahe  with  a  part  of  nis  nrnfon, 
and,  after  defeating  feveral  fmall  corps,  which  the  enemy  had  left  oq 
that  river,  threatened  to  advance  into  the  Hunclfruck. 

This  demonftration  has  obliged  General  Boumonville  to  detach  ftrar 
divilions  from  his  army  on  the  Lower  Rhine,  to  fecure  the  points  which 
%vere  menaced,  and  be  \^  thus  fo  confiderably  weakened,  that,  00  the 
appearance  of  a  confideiable  reconnoitring  party  fent  out  byjQeneral 
Werneclc,  he  abandoned  his  pofition  near  Bernberg,  and  retired  behin(|

I  HAV£  great  fatis&fiion  b  repopting  to  you  the  event  of  an  attempt 
which  has  been  made  by  the  eoemyv  ^3  which  has  terminated  to^the 
honour  of  his  Majeihr's  arms*  in  the  entire  ^pturc  of  the  fquadron  of 
Dutch  ihips  of  war,  deftined  ior  the  purpofe  of  retaking  this  lectlemenu 

Having  made  every  arrangement  within  my  (neans,  by  the  edablifli- 
tnent  of  a  fmail  poft,  and  the  laying  the  load  by  a  fufHcicnt  number  of 
the  few  men  which  I  had  been  able  to  mount,  for  watching  Saldanlia 
Bay,  I  received  a  report  on  the  3d  ioftant,  tranfmitted  in  fourteen  hours, 
thsit  nine  (hips  haci  appeared  oiF  that  coaft  on  the  preceding  afternoon, 
which  I  immediately  communicated  to  Vice-admiral  Sir  George  Keith 
£lphio&one.  By  the  fanne  report  there  appeared  to  be  the  Urongefk  pror 
baoilicy  that  his  Majcfty's  hng  the  Hope  had  been  captured  by  them ; 
and  as  there  was  no  further  account  of  them  that  day,  I  concluded  tha( 
the  information  which  they  had  received,  by  that  means,  of  our  (Irmgth 
here,  had  induced  them  to  continue  their  route,  and  that  they  would 
fiand  far  to  the  weftward  before  they  doubled  the  Cape,  to  avoid  Sir 
George's  fleet,  which  had  put  to  fea  as  ibon  as  was  pomble  after  the  fie<» 
ceiptof  the  intelligence. 

lo  order,  however^  to  omit  no  precaution,  I  fent  up  Lieut.  M'Nab, 
.with  a  few  mounted  men,  to  watch  the  Bay  more  narrowly ;  and  from 
bkn  I  received  a  report,  on  Saturday  night  the  6th  Inftant,  at  twelve 
o'clock,  that  the  fiune  number  of  fhipa  which  had  formerly  been  reported 
liad  anchored  that  naomioff  in  the  Bay,  and  that  there  was  no  doubt  of 
their  being  .enemies.  1  loft  not  a  moment  in  fending  diredions  to 
Simon's  Town,  from  whence,  by  die  general  willingnefs  and  ad^ivity 
which  prevailed  amoogft  all  ranks,  five  veflels  were  difpatched  by  nine 
o'clock,  in  quefl  of  the  admiral,  with  the  information. 

'As  it  fortunately  happened  that  the  ajth  and  27th  light  dragoons, 
with  part  of  the  loth  and  the  whole  ot  the  33d  regiments,  were  in 
Simon's  Bay,  I  could  be  under  no  apprehenfion  for  the  fafety  of  the 
colony  from  any  fiuce  which  could  be  landed  from  nine  ihips  of  war.  It 
became,  however,  an  objeA  of  infinite  importance  to  the  welfare  of 
the  fettlement,  to  prevent  any  body  of  the  enemy  from  throwing  them* 
lelves  into  the  country.  At  the  lame  time  the  (ecurity  of  the  Cape 
Town  became  an  objed  of  particular  attention,  both  from  the  reafon- 
fonable  expedation,  that  the  enemy  would  not  have  corr.e  with  fuch  a 
force  without  a  prc^ped  of  a  junction  with  fome  other  armament,  and 
from  the  poflibihty  of  the  admiral  being  prevented  from  doubling  the 
Cape  by  the  north  wefterly  winds  which  ufually  prevail  at  this  feafon, 
and  which  would  carry  the  enemy  in  fix  hours  from  Saldanha  to  Table 
Bay.  It  was  therefore  with  particular  fatisfa£kiou  that  I  found  myielf^ 
poflefled  of  a  force  adequate  to  both  thefe  objeds. 

No  time  was  loft  in  making  the  necefiary  arrangements  in  a  country 
totally  unufed  to  a  nnovement  of  this  nature.  The  troops  began  their 
inarch  on  Sunday  momin?,  neceiFarily  by  diyifions,  on  acu^uiu  of  fub* 
fiftence*  The  burgher  fenate  was  afTembled,  to  whom  I  expofed  my 
*> intentions,  to  which  they  expreflTed  the  m oft  ready  compliance.  Wag- 
gons were-every  where  demanded  by  them,  and  furniihed  with  checrful- 
neis.    Cavalry  was  necefiary,  but  the  appointments  of  the  2Sth  v.ei^s 
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r>n  board  a  fliip  which  had  failed  in  qveft  of.Jiit  adimtral. .  Tbofe  of 
the  2^xh  were  ^Ifo  on  board  fhip  in  Simon's  Bay*  and  we  liad  not  above 
fifty  horfcs.  The  appointments  were  brought  up,  and  I  did  not  fcruplci 
on  fuch  an  occafion,  to  require  all  faddle  horfes,  without  exception,  to 
be  brought  in,  which  were  vahied  by  two  mem'beFS  of  the  court  of  juf- 
tice,  and  two  officers  of  the  s8th  dragoons,  and  paid  for  on  the  ipot| 
to  the  entire  fat Isfa^t ion  of  the  owners.  ^ 

By  theie  means.  Sir,  leaving  Major-general  Doyle  in  the  comfxiattd 
of  the  troops  at  and  aboutCape  Town,  amounting  to  near  4000  men, 
and  Brigadier-general  Campbell  in  the  immediate  command  of  the 
town,  ],  on  the  morning  -of  the  i6th  inilant,  reached  Saldanka  Bay, 
:it  the  bead  of  the  advanced  guard,  confiding  of  the  light  infantry,  a 
body  of  Hottentots,  and  fifty  of  the  2jth  ught  dragoons,  affiile^  by 
Brigadier«general  M'Kenzie,  the  remainder  of  wbofe  corps,  confiding 
of  the  grenadiers*  the  78th  and  80th  battalions,  fifty  more  of  the  jtjth 
and  one  hundred  of  the  ftSth  light  dragootis,  ia  all  about  2  goo  men, 
with  two  howitzers  and  oioe  field  pieces,  arrived  there  alfo  in  aa  hour 
after* 

In  the  mean  tinie  the  admkal  had  retnmed  to  Falfe  Bay,  and  on  there 
receiving  the  firfl  accounts  of  the  enemy  being  in  Saldinha  Bay,  had 
put  to  iea  again  with  the  iKmofi  expedition ;  and.  we  had  the  fatiifiN:<> 
tion,  from  the  heights  from  whence  we  defcanded  to  the  fhores  of  the 
Bay,  to  fee  him,  with  all  his  fails  crowded,  .advancing  with  a  fair  wind 
diredly  to  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  though  Aitl  at  fome  djfhinct. 
One  of  the  demy's  frigates,,  which  lay  near  the  fiiore  to  cover  their 
watering,  cannonaded  us  very  bhfkly  as  we  deifcended  the  heights 
though  without  effe^,  and  we  returned  their  fire  with  as  little,  having 
at  that  time  only  three-pounders  with  us  ;  but  a  howitaer  being  brought 
up,  a  few  iliells  were  thrown  with  great  precifion  by  Captain  Robertibn^ 
who  probably  would  have  deflroycd  her ;  but  perceiving  that  our  fleet 
was  then  entering  the  Bay,  and  that  there  was  no  poifibility  of  her 
cfcaptng,  I  defided  from  firing,  thinking  it  more  for  his  Majefiy's  intc- 
reil  that  (he  fliould  fhare  the  fate  of  the  remainder  of  the  fquadron,  the 
capture  of  which  appeartxl  to  me  to  be  inevitaUe,  than  that  we  ihould 
rifk  the  dcftroying  her,  from  a  vain  punctilio  of  obliging  her  to  f^rike 
to  us.  We  then  employed  ourfelves  in  making  the  necellkry  difpofi- 
ttons  for  affording  fuch  affiance  as  might  be  in  our  power,  in  the  event 
of  the  obilinacy  of  the  enemy  obliging  the  admiral  to  attack  them,  as 
well  as  fuch  as  would  be  expedient  in  cafe  they  fhould  run  their  ihips 
on  fliore,  neither  of  which,  however,  I  thought  probable.  I  was  ac- 
cordingly informed,  by  a  letter  from  Sir  George  the  following  momiag, 
that  the  whole  had  lurrcndered  themfclves  to  him. 

The  means  by  which  this  event  has  been  accomplifhed,  Sir,  has  not 
afforded  any  op[x>rtunity  to  his  Majefty's  troops  of  difplaying  that  bra- 
very in  his  fervice,  which  I  am  confident  they  would  have  Qiewn,*  had 
the  occafion  prefentcd  itfelf ;  but  if  the  utrno^  alacrity  and  cheerfulneii, 
under  aimoft  every  privation,  except  that  of  meat,  during  a  march  of 
ninety  miles,  through  fo  barren  a  country  that  there  exift  but  $ve  houies 
in  the  whole  line,  have  any  merit,  1  call  with  tiuth  prefent  them  to  his 
JVIajefty's  troops. 

This  march,  Sir,  has  never  yet,  I  believe,  been  attempted  by  any 
body  of  troops,  however  fmall,.  and,  permit  me  to  afiiue  you,  has  been 
attended  with  fuch  uncomsnon  difficulties,  that  it  never  could  have  been 

acooai-

aecomjilifhed  but  by  the  dUpbty  af  the  qualici«s'I  have  mentioned  in  the 
troops,  and  a  iiniou  of  extraordinary  exertions  in  all  the  depart  memi 
concerned.  In  thefe  ail  have  equal  claim  to  my  acknowledgements  ; 
but  I  cannot  difpenfe  without  particularizing  the  intelligence  and  a&i- 
iriry  with  which,  regardlefs  of  the  uncommon  tatigue  which  attended  it^ 
Lieutenant  M^sab^  of  the  98th  regiment,-  with  about  twenty  of  his 
mounted  men,  performed  the  fervice  allotted  to  him  of  watching  the 
enemy,  and  preventing  any  communication  with  them,  from  the  fiift 
moment  of  their  coming  into  the  Bay,  till  our  arrival. 

It  is.  Sir,  with  very  particular  latisfaftion  that  I  have  further  to  report 
that  I  have  received,'  on  this  occafion,  every  poffible  affiilance  Irom  his 
Alajeily's  fubje£ts  •f  the  ci>lonv. 

The  burgher  fenate  have  difcharged  the  duty  impofed  npon  thein 
with  the  gteateft  readinefs,  impartiality,  and  activity,  whilft  their  requifl- 
cions  and  orders  on  the  inhabitants  for  their  waggons,  cattle,  and  horfes, 
have  been  complied  with  wiih  a  cheerfulnefs  which  could,  I  am  fatisfied, 
fscily  pixKeed  fiom  a  conviAion  of  the  preference  to  be  given  to  his 
Mzje&yU  mild  and  paternal  government  over  the  wild  fyftem" of  anarchy 
ana  eonfufion  from  which  they  were  fumidiing  the  means 'of  being 
efi>Audll)r  defended.  «  -

I  HAV£  the  honour  to  inclofe  a  lifl  of  a  Dutch  fquadron  under  the 
commai\d  of  Kear-admiral  Engelbertus  Lucas,  fent  hither  for  the  re- 
duction of  this  colony,  but  which  were  compelled  to  furrender  by  ca- 
pitulation, on  the  f  7th  inllant,  to  the  detachment  of  his  Majedy's  (liips 
under  my  command,- named  in  No.  VIl.  on  the  terms  alfo  iuclofed.  For 
hirther  particulars  1  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  detail 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  fquadron  from  the  4th  to  the  i8th  inftanr, 
and  I  hope  the  Lords  Commiilioners  of  the  Adnnralty  will  approve  the 
meafures  I  have  taken,  fo  eHcntial  to  the  Britifh  commercial  intcrefls  in 
the  £aft. 

The  (hips  are  all  coppered,  and  in  good  condition,  excepting  the 
Caftor,  whofe  rudder  is  defeat ve. 

In  juftice  to  the  ofHcers  and  men  I  have  the  honour  to  command,  it 
is  my  duty  to  obferve,  that,  in  confequence  of  the  mod  violent  tem- 
peftuous  weather  I  ever  beheld,  and  the  very  nnplcaliant  fltuations  in 
which  the  fquadron  was  at  times  placed,  they  cheerfully,  and  much  to 
their  credit,  undenveot  a  degree  of  fatigue  hardly  credibkt

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  intellig;ence  was  recdted  at 
Cape  Town,  on  the  3d  inflant^  or  a  number  of  f^ps  having  t>eeD  feen 
in  the  offing,  at  Saldanha  Bay^  which  was  confirmed  on  the  jth.  In 
coniequence  of  this  every  preparation  was  made  for.  putting  tp  jfea  .iq> 
mediately,  whbthe  fquadron  under  my  comipand;  but  from,  the  Mo^ 
narch's  main^tpaft  being  out,  and  the  .tcmpeftaous  ^wjoatb^r^  I  wa9  n<H 
able  to  quit  me  anchorage  in  Simon's  Bay  umii  the  6tbt  when  we  pro« 
ceeded  to  fca. 

On  getting  under  weigh  an  officer  from  the  ihore  came  on  hodurd  to 
icrfbrm  me  that  a  number  of  faib  had  been  feen  the  preceding  Qtght  in 
the  offing,  near  Falfc  Bay ;  1  then  refol ved  to  fteer  to  the  feuthward  and 
we(^,  .in.expedation  of  their  having  taken  that  couife* 
.  The  Iquadron  continued  cruiatiiig  in  the  ipoft  tcmpcftuous  weather  I 
have  ever  experienced,  which  damaged  »>apy  of  the  ihijpt,  and  .at  one 
time  the  Ruby  had  five  feet  water  in  bcfi  holu :  we  wore  joined  at  iea  by 
his  Majefly^s  fliip  Stately,  RatUcTuake' and.  Echo  (loops.  On  the  12th 
I  returned)  with  a  freili  breeze l)io^ing from  the  foutn  eaft,  and,  upon 
anchoring  in  {>imbn's  Bay,  the  mailer  attendant  came  off  wit]\  informa* 
tion  that  the  diip^  feen,  Qoniilling  of  nine  (idl,  had  put  into  Saldanha 
Bay  on  the  6th,  the  fame  day  on  winch  I  had.  proceeded  to  fea ;  that 
they  remained  there  by  the- lad  advice,  and  that  four  fhipa  had  been 
difpatiihed' in  qiteft  of  me  to  cotamunifeate  this  wdicame  ihteliigehce. 

1  immt;d'rateiy  made  the  fignal  to  fail,  but  the  CrefcetK  had  got  afhore ; 
the  wind  blew  ftrong  and  increafed  on  the  foHoMrrng  day  to  a  perfed 
tempefl,  in  which  the  Tremendous  parted  two  cables;  drove,  and  was 
in  great  danger  of  being  loft,  fo  that,  notwithflanding  every  exertion, 
and  the  molt  anxious  moments  of  my  life,  we  could  not  get  out  until 
the  15th.    ' 

On  the  1 6th  the  fquadton  arrived  off  Saldanha  Bay  at  fun*fet,  and  the 
Crefcent,  which  had  been  ordered  a*head  to  difcover  information  and 
to  report,  made  the  iignal  for  the  enemy,  coniifting  <tf  three  (hips  of 
the  line,  three  frigates,  and  other  (hips,  being  moored  in  the  Bay. 

The  fquadron  flood  on  into  the  Bay  tn  the  order  of  (ailing,  but  the 
night  conung  on,  and  the  reai*  being  too  far  extended  for  a&ion,  I 
judged  it  expedient  to  come  to  an  anchor  within  (hot  of  the  enemy's  fliipsf  ' 
and,  perceiving  their  numbers  very  inconfiderable  in  compartfon  with 
,  ,  the  force  under  my  command,  I  con&dered  it  my  duty,  and  an  in«um« 
/  bent  a6t  of  humanity,  to  addrefs  the  Dittch  officer  in  command,  and 
confequently  forwarded  the  letter  to  him,  <Jf  which  the  inclofure  No.  III. 
is  a  copy,  by  Lieutenant  Coffin,  of  the  Monarch,  with  a  flag  of  truce  ; 
to  this  I  received  a  verbal  return,  that  a  pofitive  reply  (hould  be  fent 
in  the  morning  at  day-brcak.  I  was  fearful  the  enemy  might  attempt  to 
iii/ure  the  fiiips,  and  therefore  prdered  Lieutenant  Coffin  to  return  m^

On  the  l7th|  at  nine  in  the  morning,  a  Dutch  officer  cartie  on  board 
with  m  flag,  and  prefented  propofals  of  terms  for  capitulation,  which 

iron  will  obferve  in  the  correfpondence,  with  my  remarks  and  definitive 
etten;  and  at  five  P.  M.  the  terms  contained  in  the  incloied  copy  Were 
ultimately  agreed  upon,  but  it  was  impolfible  to  take  polTclfion  of  the 
ihips  until  the  i8thj  on  account  of  the  ftormy  weather. 

It  affords  me  the  higheft  fatlsfa6tiori,  therefore,  to  communicate  to 
rvy  Lords  Commiffioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  a  fquadroa  of  (liipi 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  under  the  command  of  his  Excellency 
Rear-admiral  Engelbertus  Lucas,  has  furrendcred  to  the  Britifli  force 
4under  my  command,  confiding  of  three  fhips  of  the  line,  two  fine  fri- 
gates, twto  of  28  guns,  and  a  flbOp  of  18  guns,  all  completely  coppered, 
Itored,  and  victualled,  together  with  a  large  ladened  llore  fhip,  the' 
names  of  which  are  defcribcd  in  the  inclofure  No.  Vl.  and  the  Britifti 
ihips,  to  whom  they  are  prizes,  in  the  inclofure  No.  VII. 

The  confequent  joy  of  this  fortunate  event  is  much  augmented  from 
the  confolatory  reflection  on  its  accomplifliment  without  efFufion  of 
human  blood,  or  injury  to  either  of  the  enemy's  or  Britifli  fliips,  not  a 
fingle  fliot  having  been  fired. 

I  rtiult,  however,  beg  leave  to  obferve,  that  any  refinance  •n  the 
part  of  the  enemy  could  only  have  occafioned  the  Wanton  facrifice  of  a 
lew  liv^s ;  and  I  doubt  not,  that  had  their  numbers  been  adequate  to 
contention,  their  cond\i6t  would  have  confirmed  the  acknowledged  me- 
rit at  all  times  recorded  to  the  martial  fpirit  Of  fubjeCls  of  the  United 
States  J  and  I  can  with  iimilar  confidence  afTure  you,  that  the  officers 
and  men  under  my  command  would  have  exhibited  a  condu^  equally 
creditable  to  themfelve?. 

The  repeated  advices  communicated  in  your  letters,  refpeiFting  the 
tnemy*s  forces  deftifted  to  this  quarter,  agreed  fo  correctly  with  the  in- 
telligence I  obtained  by  other  means,  that  I  have  long  been  expedting 
their  arrival,  and  was  thereby  enabled  to  be  perfectly  prepared  to  re- 
ceive them,  and  conftantly  to  keep  a  vigilant  look»out.

ON  the  a  5th  inftant,  in  the  morning,  we  difcovercd  two  (hips,  that 
imn()ediately  made  towards  us,  and  approached  nearly  within  hale  before 
they  obfenred  the  Santa  Margarita  to  be  a  frigate.  They  endeavoured 
to  reoder  the  retreat  of  one  or  other  of  them  feciu'e,  by  (landing  oq

IN  my  difpatch  of  the  13th  I  had  the  honour  of  giving  your  Lordfliip 

iaxi  account  of  the  moyements  of  the  corps  under  the  command  of

Gcoefals  La  Tour,  Naucndorff,  and  Petrafch,  down  to  the  oth  ittismu 
On  the  loth  General  La  Tour  followed  the  enemy  towarlls  Stokach 
and  Engen;  but  finding  that  their  retreat  through  the  Val  D'Enfef 
could  no  longer  be  prevented,  he  difcontinued  the  purfuit;  and 
inarched  by  his  right  towards  the  valley  of  the  Kinzig,  in  order 
to  ftJrm  a  junction  with  his  royal  highnefs.  The  Archduke  arrived 
with  his  main  body  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hornberg*  On  the  15th 
Generals  Nauendorff  and  Petrafch  preceded  him  nearly  in  the  feme 
direcftion.  The  former  took  poft  at  Eltzach  on  the  i4tb,  and  the 
latter  at  Kintzign*  On  the  15th  the  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Conde  and 
General  Frolich  alone  continued  to  follow  the  enemy  through  the  defiles 
of  the  Black  Foreft* 

In  the  mean  time  General  Moreau  loft  no  time  in  profiting  of  the 
advantages  which  his  ^^an  guard  had  ^aiui.J  on  the  9th  and  loth  inftant. 
He  pafled,  with  his  whole  army,  through  the  Val  D*Enfer,  and  arrived 
at  Fribourg  on  the  13th.  Next  day  he  occupied  Waldkirch,  and  his 
pofts  extended  along  the  heights  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Eltz. 

This  menacing  movement  of  the  enemy,  and  the  extreme  difficulty 
of  making  an  immediate  attempt  on  Kehl,  determined  his  royal  highnelt 
to  defer  the  execution  of  that  enterprize.  Leaving  therefore  a  fuificient 
corps  to  obferve  the  place,  he  marched  on  the  i6th  toMalborgen,  and 
aUumed  the  immediate  command  of  the  army  of  La  Tour,

I  HAVE' the  honour  of  informing  your  Lordfhip,  that  on  the  igtk 
Inftant  his  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke  attacked  the  enemy,  and  after 
an  obftiuate  combat  made  hlmfelf  mailer  of  all  the  pofitions  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Eltz; 

The  tfottps  deftincd  for  this  operation  marched  from  the  camp  near 
Centzingen  before  day-break ;  but  fuch  were  the  difficulties  of  the 
ground,  and  the  badnefs  of  the  roads,  that  it  was  near  eleven  oVlock  before 
they  reached  the  different  points  at  which  they  were  to  aiTemble  ;  they 
were  then  diftributed  into  three  different  columns,  of  which  the  righr, 
under  General  La  Tour,  was  deftined  to  attack  the  village  oF  Kmd- 
ringenj  the  centre,  cOmitiahdfed  by  General  Wartenileben,  was  to 
carry  the  heights  behind  Maltertingen  ;  the  left,  under  General  Petrafch, 
was  to  proceed  along  the  ro^d  from  Heimbarchj  towards  Emertdingen, 
whilft  Major-general  Merfeld,  with  one  brigade,  attacked  the  woods 
on  his  left,  and  Prince  Frederick  of  Orange,  with  another,  endeavour^ 
to  pafs  over  the  higheft  parts  of  the  mountains,  fo  as  to  turn  the  right 
of  the  enemy.  General  Nauendorff,  from  Elkach,  had  orders  to  attack 
at  the  fame  tii-re  the  poft  of  Waldkirch.    . 

About  noon  the  action  began  :  the  column  of  the  right  met  with  a 
moft  obUinate  refiftance  ;  it  was  repeatedly  repulfed  in  its  attack  upon 
Kindringen,  and  the  fuccefs  remained  for  fome  time  doubtful,  until 
hi&  loyal  highnefs,  putiing  himfelf  at  the  head  6i  the  grenadiers,  they 

returned 
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•  Mumed  with  fury  to  the  charge,  and  drove  the  efieinj  vrith  great  lofi 
'  from  the  village. 

^AJoi>g€neralMerfeld  had  no  left  dUficuity  in  making  hinnielf  mader 
of  the  wood  abpve  Keimbach  i  the  ground  was  extremely  iiavouraMd 
to  thie  enemy,  and  he  defended  it  inch  by  inch;  nor  was  he  completely 
driveti  from  it  until  .the  Friqce  of  Orange,  after  a  mofi  laboribus  march, 
fSbrough  a  country  which  feemcd  impenetrable  for  tfoopt,  appeared  Iti 
the  open  g^und  ahove  Enieadingen,  aiid  be^n  to  attack  his  nghc  flank. 
From  that  moment  the  vidory  became  deplive*  The  enemy  repaffed 
'  the  Eltz  at  £nipn<tingeB  and  Deningeni  deftroying  the  bridges  in  order 
to  cover  his  retreat. 

General  NauendorS^  in  the  mean  time,  had  been  no  lefs  fuccefsful 
towards  Watdkirchen  ;  at  the  moment  his  column  were  aflemblecL  he 
found  himfelf  attacked  by  a*  large  body  of  the  enemy,  commanded  by 
Genet 4l  Moreau  in  penon,  whom  he  not  only  repulied,  but  drove 
beyond  Waldkirchen,  and  made  himfelf  matter  of  that  pod,  and  of  the 
paiTage  of  the  river.  On  this  occafion  three  battalions  of  the  enemy 
were  furrounded,  one  of  whict^  laid  down  its  arms,  and  the  other  two 
were  difperfed  in  the  Woods. 

Early  on  the  sotb,  the  Van-guard  o^  the  army  palled  the  Eltz  at 
Emendingen,  and  found  that  the  enemy  had  taken  a  pofition  immediate- 
ly behind  the  village  of  Dentzltngcn^  with  his  ri|[ht  to  the  mountains, 
and  his  left  to  the  tiiarttiy  ffround  beyond  the  village  of  Verilelten. 
tiis  roVal  highnefs  determined  immediately  to  attack  him^and  for  th^t 
purpole  ordered  General  La  Tour,  with  the  right  wing,  to  crofs  the 
Eltz  at  Deningen,  whilft  he  himfelf,  with  the  left,  and  the  corps  of 
Kauendorflf,  advanced  along  the  plain  towards  FriboUrg.  iThe  advanc- 
ed guard  of  the  Archduke  s  column  diilodged  the  enettiy  from  Dent- 
zingen  without  difiiculty ;  but  as  General  La  Tour  met  with  confiderabte 
opjpbG'tion^  and  was  obliged  to  re-eftabti(h  the  bridge  of  Deningeni 
iinder  the  fire  of  the  enemyU  artillery,  it  was  evening  before  he  was 
able  to  force  the  paflage  of  the  river,  £>  tliat  his  royal  highnefs  did  not 
judge  It  expedient  to  bring  on  a  general  affair,  in  which  only  one  part 
of  the  army  could  have  been  engaged.  The  Prince  of  Furflenburg, 
however,  Who  commanded  the  right  of  G^rteral  La  Tour's  column, 
found  means  to  diAodg6  the  enemy  from  Riegel,  from  whence  he 
menaced  the  great  road  to  Brifach. 

The  whole  army  paiTed  the  night .  within  half  cannon  ihot  of  the 
the  enemy's  advanced  pofts,  and  evei'y  thing  was  prepared  for  renewing 
the  aftion  early  this  morniuff. 

The  enemy,  however,  did  not  wait  the  attack:  hit  main  body 
retired  during  the  night,  and  the  rear  guard  fullovved  at  day-break: 
A  fmall  corps  only  took  the  route  of  Bril'ach,  where  it  palled  the  Rhine, 
and  deftroycd  the  bridge :  the  reft  of  the  army  dire^ed  its  march  upon 
liunin^en.  Where  a  large  tcte*de-'pont  is  faid  to  be  edabltilied. 

During  the  operations  of  the  main  ariiiy,  the  corps  of  the  Prince 
of  Conde  and  General  Froiich  were  extremely  a£kive  in  the  mountains. 
.  On  the  1 8th  the  Prince  of  Conde  drove  the  enemy,  with  very  confider* 
able  lofs^  from  the  (Irong  pofts  of  St.  Mcgers  and  St*  Peter,  in  the  valley 
of  that  name»  aiid  General  Froiich.  forced  fome  of  the  moft  important 
palles  of  the  Val  D'finfen  On  the  19th  and  20th  they  continued  to 
drive  the  enemy  before  them,  and  this  morning  appeiired  delrcfiding 
from  the  mountains  above  Fribourg,  at  the  moment  that  the  Archduke's 


▼an-guard  entered  the  tovm^  and  contributed  my  itodi^dvrtrdi  'pfefiiy 
the  rear  of  the  enemy. 

lam  not  dt  this  moment  able  to  fta^  to  your Lordillijv iMrith any 
degree  of  accuracy,  the  lofs  of  the  Auftriafis  in  the  difletient  aAiodt 
fince  the  i7tfa}  but  am  confident  that^  it  -  does  apt  <tacecd  a  thoHfatn 
men,  killed  and  wounded.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordflupf  that  his  royal  highncfi 
the  Archduke  ycflerday  attacked  General  Morcau's  army  in  the  fbrroid-' 
able  poiition  of  Schlingen,  with  fo  much  fu^cefs,  that  the  enemy 
quitted  it  lalt  night,  and  is  now  in  full  retreat  towards  his  tete-^e-pont 
]i«ar  Huningen.  .... 

Notwithfianding  the  vi^ory  ^obtained  by  the  Archduke  on  the  f  Qthf 
and  \kit  tonfequent  operations  of  the  20th  .tinti  2  lib,  General  Motreau, 
contrary  to  wnat  was  expected,  determined  to  make  another  elRirt  to 
maimam  himfelf  on  (he  right  bank  of  the  Shine,  or  atieafi  to  defer,  its 
'long  as  poffible,  the  pafTage  of  the  river ;  and  for  this  putrpo^e,  he  look 
tip  a  pofition  near  Schlingen,  the  uncbmmiEin  ftrength  of  wtddi  could 
alone  have  enabled  him  to  adopt  fuch  a  refblution,  without  expofing 
his  array  to  deftrudion. 

This  pofition,  which  General  Moreau  had  cbofen,  is  fo  uncommonly 
ftrong,  that  I  witt  attempt  to  defcribe  ittoyour  Lordftiip,  in  hope  of 
conveying  fbme  faint  idea  of  -ihe  difficuhies  of  the  operation  which  hsb 
been  performed. 

The  fiat  country,  which,  extending  fifom  the  Meyn  to  "Withmtwo 
German  miles  of  Bafle,  ieparates  the  mountaitls  of  Francotua  aod 
Suabia  from  the  Rhine,  becomes,  to  the  footbward  of 'Muth^im,  almoft 
a  regular  oblong,  about  an  Englifh  mile  and  a  half  in  breadth,  at  the 
•fouth-eaft  angle  of  which  is  the  village  of  SchHngen.  This  plain  h 
bounded  on  the  fouth  by  a  rivulet,  which,  rifing  at  the  foot  of  the 
high  mountain  called  the  Hoher  Blauen^  near  mt  villa]ge  of  Shzen" 
kircheni  runs  to  Ober  Eckenheim,  and  irom  thence,  m  a  Weflerfi 
direction,  through  Nieder  Eckenheim,  Liel  and  Schtmgen,  to  Steinitadti 
where  It  falls  into  the  Rhine.  At  Schiingjen,  the  huls  on  the  right  6f 
the  rivulet,  (which  are  deep  and  covered  with  vineyards)  turn  fuddenly 
to  the  northward,  and  running  in  that  dire6Hon  towards  Mulheim^  from 
the  eaftern  boundary  of  the  plain  ;  but  thofe  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
rivuletj  which  are  very  high  and  commanding,'  continue  quite  to  the 
Phine,  wtien  they  terminate  abruptly.  Not  far  from  the  fource  of 
The  abovemcntiohed  tivuVc^>  xV«i^  ufc%  ^nother^   which,   taking    an 
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oppo^ttf  that  is  fouth-eafierly  dtredHon,  paiTes  throu^^  Sitzenkirdhen, 
ano^  at  the  village  of  Canderpi  falls  into  the  hvulet  of  that  name  ; 
whiqh,  running  foudi  and  fouth-weft  through  a  veiy  deep,  and,  for  a 
conHderable  cuftance,  alrooft '  impaiTable  ravine,  difcharges  itfelf  into 
the  Rhine  fix  or  feven  £ngli(h  miles  above  Steinlladt.  A*  third  rivulet, 
ri&ng  about  an£ngli(h  mile  to  the  weilward  of  Cantem,  runs  in  a 
nearly  parallel  diredion  to  the  latter,  through  Fuerbach,  Reidlingen, 
and  Baoenmuhlci  and^dls  into  the  Rhine  a  little  below  the  mouth  of 
Cantern. 

Between  the  heads  of  the  abovementioned  ravines  is  a  chain  of  high 
ru|g€d  hills,  covered  with  extenfive  and  very  thick  woods. 

In  thb  almoft  inatuckable  fituation  was  placed  the  right  wing  of  the  • 
eoemy^  army.  The  corps  which  covered  the  extremity  of  it  occupied , 
Cantern,  Sitzenkirchen,  and  the  furrounding  heights,  from  which  the 
line  proceeded  along  the  hillt  above  Ober  and  Nieder  Eckenheim,  Liel« 
Schhngen  and  Steiniladt,  all  of  which  places  were  ilroogly  occupied  ; 
amd  the  left  flank  of  the  line  came  quite  to  the  Rhine,  which  runs  dofe 
under  the  heights  of  Steinftadt;  Advanced  before  the  centre  of  his 
army  the  enemy  had  a  very  ftrong  corps  of  infantry  on  the  heights  and 
iq  the  vineyards  between  Schlingen  and  Felberg. 

About  an  Eng/iQi  mile  in  the  rear  of  the  centre  of  the  poiition,  that 
is  to  the  iouthward'  of  liel,  is  thie  village  of  Tannenkirch ;  t)etween  it* 
and'Iiel  is  the  higheft  hiU  of  the  whole  polition;  and  from  Tannen- 
ktrch  to  the  ground  falls  towards  the  ravine  in  which  Riedlingen  is 
fifuated-:  fo  that  in  cafe  of  the  right  wingbeing,driyen  horn  the  extreme* 
ly  firoog  ground  on  which  it  was  pofied,  it  h^  (by  fiiUing  back  to  the 
Ubi^bts  €?  Tannenkirch)  another  good  pofition,  .  rather  #«  fotence^ 
indeed,  to  that  of  the  left  wing  between  Schlingen  and  Steinftadt. 
but  the  faUentpart  is  fecured-  by  the  high  and  almoft  inattackablc  hill 
between. Tannenkirch  and  Lid. 

An  attempt  to  oblige  Moreau  to  quit  his  pofition,  by  matching  a. very 
ftrong  column  through  the  .mountains  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Cander«  , 
and'through  the  Wifental,  fo  as  to  threaten  his  communication  with  hit 
tete^de-pont  at  Huningen,  would  have  been  too  tedious  an  operation  • 
la  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs,  and  attended  with  the  utmoft  difficulty 
now  that  the  rains  have  rendered  the  roads  fa  bad*    The  Archduke* 
therefore  determined  to  attack  the  right  wing  of  the  enemy's  army,  and ' 
if  poffible  to  diflodge  it  from  the  hills  above  Cantern,  Fuerbach, « 
Sitzeiiklrchen,    and   Ober   and    Nieder    Eckenheim ;   after  gaining , 
poflcSbn  of  which  ground,  his  royal  highneft,  if  the  enemy  haa  perie- 
vered  injnaintaintng  his  pofition,  could  the  next  day  have  proceeded' 
to  the -attack  of  the  heights  behind  the*  ravine  of  Reidlingeni    The 
attempt  was  arduous;  but  every  thbg  was  to  be  expe^lecT f rom  tho^ 
exertions  of  the  army;  for  the,  pliant  exainples  invariably  fliewn  the - 
troops,  inr  the  moft  trying  fituations,.  by  the  brother  of*  thc^ir  £mperor,'r 
aqd.thp  great  ability  with  which  he  has  commanded  them,  has  infpircdr 
the  whole  army  with  a  dejgree  of  confidence  in,  and  attachment  to^  • 
bis  royal  hiehn^O^  •which  is  carried  to^eiithufi^m. 

^  Thd  attacK  wa&  performed  in  the.&llowulg  maimer,*— The  army  was* 
divideiihto  four  principd  columm.:'  the  firit,  or  right  polpmn^  confifted 
of  the.Prihce  de  Cbnde's  corps,,  commanded  by  his  ierene  highnefs,  its . 
advanced  ^uard  being  led. by  th/ePuke*I>*£nghein  t  the  ii^cond  column, 
confifted  61  nine  battsUioos  and  twcnty-fix-fquadrons, .commanded  by  the^ 
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Yrincc  of  Furftenbiirg?  the  third  column  of  eleven  battalions  and  t[ 
brigade  of  cavalry,  under  Qeneral  La  Tour :  and  the  fourth  colum^i  [ 
contifted  of  the  whole  advanced  guard  of  tb^  arnijr,  under  Major-general 
NauendorflF. 

The  two  firft  columns  were  deftined  to  eipploy  the  enemy,  fo  as  to 
prevent  his  detaching  confidcrably  from  his  )ett  wing,  but  not  to  attempt 
any  real  attack  on  the  main  pofitipn  pf  that  wing,  the  ground  from 
Schlingen  to  die  Rhine  being  too  ftrong'to  admit  of  it. 

The  third  and  fourth  columns  were  to  make  the  real  attack  oo  the 
'  encmvN  ri^ht  wing,  and  to  endeavour  to  get  round  in  flank. 

The  Prince  of  Copde's  column  ailembfcd  at  Keuburg,  and  advanced 
to  Steinftadr,  which  village  they  attacked  adnd  'iraortied,  and  maintained 
with  great  iirmpefs  during  the  whole  day,  though  .entirely  commanded 
by  the  left  of  the  enemy's  poiition. 
'  "  The  Pnucp  of  Furftenburg*s  column  aifembled  at  Mnlheim,  anct 
advanced  towards  Schlingen.  It  took  poiTdilion  of  the  heights  oppofite 
the  enemy's  pofition  behind  Schlingen,  and  maintained  them  under  s^ 
fevere  cannonade. 

General  La  Tour's  column  marched  from  Vegeflielm  thrbujjh  Feld- 
,berg.  The  right  wing  of  it  attacked  the  enemy  in  the  vineyards, 
between  Feldberg  and  Schlingen,  whilft  the  left  drove 'them  out  of 
Eckenheim,  then  paiTed  the  ravine,  and  attacked  the  woody  hills 
btliind  it.  The  nature  of  the  ground  was  fuch,  that  both  thefe  attacks 
met  with  the  moft  obftinate  renftance ;  the  right,  however,  at  length 
fucceeded  in  forcing  the  enemy  to  quit  the  vineyards,  and  retire  behind 
Liel,  and  the  left,  after  driving  them  out  of  a  part  of  the  wood,  took  a 
poiition  with  its  right  flank  to  Nieder  Eckenheim,  and  its  left  extendbg 
towards  Feuerbach. 

-General  NauendoriT's  column  had  preceded  General  La  Tour's  as 
fi^r  as  Feldberg,  from  whence  it  took  td  the  left  along  the  foot  of  the 
mountain,  on' which  ftands  the  caftle  of  Burghleim.    It  then  divided, 
into  fcv^al  cplumns ;  one  of  thefe  attacked  the  village  of  Sitzerkirchen, 
and  after  carrying  it,  defcended  by  the  ravine  I  have  defcribed  towards ; 
Cantem.     Another  column,  of  much  more  coniiderable  force,  to  the 
left  of  the  former,  was  commanded  by  General  Nauendorflf  hinifelf. 
He  attacked  the  ftrone  height  fituated  between  the  ravine  of  Sitzen-. 
kirchen  and  that  of  the  Candern,   and  havin|;  gained  poflleffion  of 
them,  after  much  o,ppofltion,  l^e  arrived  immediately  above  the  town 
oif  Candernt    -A  thrrci  column  of  light  infimtry  {(nd  huflars,  commanded 
by  Major«general  Mcrfeld,  drove  the  en^mvfrom  the  ftrong  woodv 
heights  to  the  right  of  Sitzenkirchen,  and  ^t  poifeffioh  of  all  the  high' 
ground  between  Candern  ^nd  Feuerbach,  which  forms  a  part  of  the 
diain  that  rups  between  the  heads  of  the  ravines,  ann  is  conne^ed  with 
the  high  hill  between  Tanpenkirk  ai^d  Liel,    By  this  means  General 
Merfeld  was  enabled  to  efhiblifli  a  comn^qni^tion  ne^f  Feuerbach  with  ^ 
General  Lq  Tour^s  Irft,    T'h^  enemy  was  now  a{fci  driyea  from  the. 
village  of  Candern. 

General  NauepdorfFS  corps  had  b,een  ii^  mafch  all  njghtj  and  owing 
to  the  extreme  badnefs  of  the  roads  hi  the'ttioupt^^^ns,  (rendered  almo^ 
impaflable)  had  ^ot  been  able  to  commence  its  real  attack  till  two 
o'clock  ;  io  that  it  Was  late  in  the  aftrmoon  before  it  fucceeded  as  far 
MS  I  have  mehtid^d.  An  extreme  thick  miil,  followed  by  a  violent 
ifonx7|  which  lafted  lAVdacki  ^Vll  ?ai  ^\<l>&t^d\^ti« "  * 
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The  enemy,  finding  that  the  opei-ations.  pf  th^  day  bad  coinpletel/ 
prepared  .the  way /or  an  attack  upon  the  heights  of  Tannerkirchen,- 
(ytrhich  was  to  have  taken  place  this  n>Qmin|;)  dl^  not  chufe.to  await  tt» . 
but  retreated  in  the  night.    His  rear-^uard  quieted  the  heighti  beh]o4 
Schlingen  about  four  o'clock  this  morning,  ana  he  appears  to  be  retiring 
tow4r£  his  tete«de-pont  at  Huningen.

I  HAVE  to  acquaint  you  for  the  information  of  their  Lordfliips, 
that  yefterday  morning  at  day-light,  his  Majeily's  fliips  Minerva  and 
Melampus  drove  It*  French  national  corvette  on  fhore,  at  the  entrance 
of  BarOeur  harbiour.  The  wind  bein^  dire£tl^  on  fliore,  and  the  tid«^ 
falling,  it  was  impoffible  for  his  Majefty*8  (hips  to  get  near  enough  to 
deftinSVh^;  but  iWa  no  doubt  ihemufl  be  totally  lof^  it  being  half 
ebb  when  fhe  (b-uckr 

Captain  Peyton  having  ordered  me  to  work  up  towards  Havre,  with 
the  Melampus^  md  CbilSers,  we  parted  ivith  the  Minerva  in  the  evening,

It  was,  ne%'ertheler8)'  .with  conlidcrable 
difficulty  thcit  I  prevailed  on  the  Spanifli  co.nixiander  to  decline  the 
'deceiving  of  fuch  i  broadflde,  by  fubmitting;  and  from  every  thirtg 
which  f  have  fincc  learned, '  the  perfonal  eourage,  condtitft,  artd  zeal  of 
.  that  ofiicer,  whpie  name  is  Don  Thomas  Ayalde,  was'  fuch  during  the 
adtion,  ootwithftanding  the  event  of  it,  at  reflects  on  him  the  greatu^ 
honour^  dnd  irrelillibly  impredes  on '  my  mind  the  higheft  admiration 
of  his  chara^r.

The  fpirited  edcertions  of  eirery /officer)  mani  and  boy,  belonging  fo 
the  {hip  I  command,  as  well  in  the  action  as  in  the  iecuring  two  dif- 
abled  mips,  and  bringing  them  inftantly  off  ftom  a  Ciitical  fituation, 
by  taking  the  prize  in  tow,  and  by  their  inceflant  labour  ever  (ince, 
will)  I  tnift^  when  their  fmall*  number  is.  coniidered,  place  them  in  ft 
light  fnperior  to  any  piiife  which  I  could  beftow*  I  am  even  un-» 
willing  to  fpeak  of  the  particular  conduct  of  any  of  the  oflicerSf  but 
the  talents  oifpl&yed  bv  the  firft  lieutenant  (Devonlhire)  who  was  but 
juftoutof  our  fick  lift)  during  the  ad^ton^  added  to  his  uncommod 
fatigue  in  takitig  care  of  the  prize^  and  the  vefy  able  maiHitr  in  which 
he  conducted  and  prepared  to  defend  her^  entitles  him  to  this  diftin^tioil, 
and  proves  him  highly  deferviog  of  the  ncommendatiod  you  gave  him, 
with  his  appointment  in  the  Weft  indies.  And  although  1  had  rather 
any  other  peribn  ftiould  obferve  the  condu6^  of  a  brother  of  mine  ih 
a^ion,  and  fpeak  of  it  afterwards,  yet  i  feel  it  to  be  my  duty,  vis 
captain  of  thefliip,  to  ft^te  that  I  ttiuught  Mr.  Howen^s  (the  fecond 
lieutenant)  condu<^  was  particularly  animating  to  the  lliip*s  company, 
and  ui'eful,  from  the  great  number  of  guns  which  he  faw  well  pointed  ih

^  very  large  dmienfions,  meafuring  eleven  hundred  and  fourteen  tons 
and  a  half  Spanifii^  was  before  the  a£lion  in  complete  good  condition, 
and  is  confidcred  by  the  SpauvQxotficeis  the  fafteft  fai(er|  one  of  the  beft- 
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€Oii(lrui£^ed,  and»  what  they  attach  Coii£cIerable   importance  to^  the 
haudfomeft  frigate  in  their  navy. 
Both  the  frigates  have  this  moment  anchored  in  fafety.

HIS  Majefty's  fliips  Polyphemus  and  Cerberus  arrived  here'  yefter- 
day  afternoon,  the  former  not  having  fcen  any  thing  worth  noticing, 
and  the  latter  having,  as  intimated  in  my  laft,  captured  L'Hirondellc 
(late  Sans  Culotte)  cutter  privateer,  of  ten  guns  and  fixty  men,  and 
chaced  the  Franklin  brig  privateer  into  the  fc^uadron  under  Sir  John 
Warren,  who  made  a  prize  of  her.  Thefe  privateers,  with  the  other 
three  taken  by  the  Santa  Margarita  and  Dryad,  formed  a  fmall  fquadron 
which  had  been  fitted  out  and  failed  together  from  Breft  to  fcour  the 
.  entrance  of  the  Englifli  Channel,  but  have  thus  happily  been  all  fecured 
by  our  cruizers.  Capuin  Drew  has  befides  recaptured  the  Jackfon 
Junior,  Jamaica  home-bound  (hip,  and  tlie  Frienddiip,  Blake,  from  the 
Cape  of^Good  Hope.  The  firft  is  obnoe  hither,  and  the  latter  fuppofed 
gone  to  Plymouth.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  yonr  Lordfliip,  that.official  accounts 
were  this  day  received  by  the  Archduke  frbm  General  D&vidovich, 
iftatinghis  having  beaten  the  corps  that  was  oppofed  to  him,  and  taken 
t  thoufand  prifoners. 

His  advanced  guard  has  taken  pofleifion  of  Trente,  which  place,  as 
well  as  the  flrong  portion  behind  it,  were  abandoned  by  the  enemy 
without  reffiiiance.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordfhip,  that  by  a  l-^ort 
received  by  his  royal  highnefs  the  Archduke,  from  Lieutenant-general 
Neu,  governor  of  Mayence,  it  appears,  that  the  corps  which  had  advanc- 
ed to  the  Nahe  has  been  obliged  to  fall  back,  and  take  apofition  behind 
the  Seltz. 

This  corps  confifted  merely  of  detachments  from  the  garrifon  of 
Mayt-ucr,  commanded  by  Major-generals  Simfchaen  and  Rofcmberg,  The 
latter,  with  the  left  wing,  was  pofled  on  the  heights  of  Biebleflieim  and 
Planig',  to  obferve  Creutznach  ;  the  former,  with  the  right  wing,  on  the 
hil'  called  the  Rochuiberg,  to  defend  the  palfage  of  Binge n.  They 
had  orders,  in  cafe  of  being  attacked  by  a  very  fuperior  force,  to  retire 
nearer  to  Mayencc. 

This  pofition  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Lower  Nahc  il  well  known 
from  the  operations  of  lall  year.  It  is  not  to  be  maintained  agaiaft  an 
en. 'my  of  very  fuperior  force ;  for  Creutznach  lies  fo  entirely  under 
tiie  fire  of  the  hills,  from  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  that  the  enemy  is 
always  mafter  of  that  pafTage,  as  was  fufHciently  proved  by  the  afiFair  of 
fbc  J  ft  of  December^  i79S»  ^^  ^^^^  fide  Creutznach,  the  heights  are

^lmfelf  in  front,  and  on  each  flank  of  the  town :  and  a  corps  of  \cry 
feifcrior  force  cannot  take  poft  near  enough  to  prevent  this  formation. 

On  the  26th  Generals  Simpfchaen  and  Rofemberg  were  attacked  by  two 
divilions  of  the  army  of  the  Sambre  and  Meuie.  The  adtion  lafted 
fcveral  hours,  and  the  enemy,  notwithflanding  fo  very  great  an  in* 
equality  of  numbers,  was  repulled  with  conBderable  lofs. 

Early  on  the  27th,  the  French  renewed  the  attack,  and  advanced  in 
feveral  columns  rrom  Creutznach,  to  turn  the  left  of  the  Auflrians  t 
but  the  latter,  by  an  exertion  of  much  ability  and  fteadinefs,  maintained 
their  pofition.  In  the  evening,  however,  the  generals,  ■  in  conformity 
to  the  order  mentioned  above,  determined  on  retiring  behind  the  Seltz ; 
"tnd  the  retreat  was  executed  with  perfe6l  order.  • 

The  lofs  of  the  Auftrians  on  this  occafion  confifts  in  nineteen  killed^ 
one  hundred  and  eighty-four  wounded,  ninety*fix  miffing ;  on  the 
whole,  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  men,  and  eighty-nine  horfes* 

The  enemy's  was  certainly  conlVdcrable ;  two  hundred  of  them 
^ere  taken  prifoners,  and  brought  into  Mayence,- 

I  am  thus  circumflantial  in  dating  the  particulars  of  this,  in  fa^i  • 
unimportant  affair,  becaufe  I  obferve  that  the  official  reports  of  the 
army -of  the  Sambre  and  Meufe,  1  mean  the  late  ones,  contain  the  moft 
nabfurd  exaggerations.  I  Hiould  confider  them  perfe<5lly  undeferving 
of  notice,  were  it  not  that  thofe  who  have  no  other  means  of  judging 
of  the  events  of  the  campaign,  than  by  coipparing  the.  accounts 
publifhed  by  the  contending  armies,  would  be  led  into  the,  moft 
erroneous  conclufionsi  if  they  gave  each  pa^ty  credit  for  only  an 
equal  degree  of  faitnefs  in  their  relations. 

In  the  enemy's  official  account  of  the  affair  of  the  21ft  of  lail  months 
nearNeuwied,  it  is  reprefented  as  having  been  a  ierious  and  general 
attack  ;  whereas  it  was  merely  undertaken  for  the  purpofe  of  deftroying 
his  bridge,  and  fpreading  alarm  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Rhine.  Both 
thefe  objeds  were  effeded  by  a  very  infignificant  force  j  anH  there  was 
tiot  the  fmalleft  idea  of  a  ferious  affault  on  the  tcte-de*pont  of  Neuwied. 
The  enemy  flates,  that,  befides;m  iiyimenfe  number  killed  and  drowned, 
he  actually  took  one  thpufand  prifoners,  whereas  I  can  affure  your 
Xiordfhip,  from  the  m.oft  authentic  information,  that  the  whole  lofs  of 
the  Auftrians  did  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  men.  • 

After  General  Moreau's  army  had  crofled  the  Rhine,  two  divifions 
of  it  were  detached  towards  Landau,  and  one  divifion  of  the  army  of 
the  Sambre  and  Meufe  arrived  about,  the  fame  time  in  the  neighbour* 
hood  of  Kayflerflautern.  General  Hotze  was  fliil  a^  "Schweigenheim^ 
on  the  road  from  Speyer  to  Landau :  his  corps  was  not  of  fufficient 
ftrength  to  have  any  other  qbjedi  than  that  of  fpreading  alarm  in  Lower 
Alface  ;  and  it  was  evident  that  as  foon  as  the  Rhine  fhould  again 
feparate  the  main  armies,  the  enemy  muft  immediately  become  maftera 
ot  the  vicinity  of  Landau, 

General  Hotze,  therefore,  on  the  approach  of  forces  fo  infinitely 
fuperior  to  his  own,  retired  towards  the  entrenched  camp  of  Manheim, 
without  being  in  the  fmalleft  degree  rnolened  by  the  enemy.  H« 
eflabiilhed  the  advanced  polls  of  his  left  wing  on  the  Reebach,  from 
whence  they  ran  along  the  Fletzbach  towards  Fi  anck'it^^ha!. 

On  the  7th  the  French  attacked  General  Ujczc's  line.  Their 
principal  efforts  were  dire<^ed  againft  tiie  left  v/lr y,  and  the  fire  of 
artillery'  and  fmall  arms  continued  a  great^  pan  ot  ths  day ;  but  the 
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eneiiw  was  repulied,  nod  General  Hotze  fiill  maintains  bis  pofts  in  front 
of.  ihc  entrenched  camp,  extending  from  the  Reebach,  b/  the  village 
of  Maubach  to  Franckenthal.

IT  is  with  the  greatefl  fatisfa&ion  I  have  the  honour  of  announcing, 
to  your  Lord  ill  ip,  that  official  reports  were  this  day  received  by  the  Arch-' 
duke,  from  Generals  Alvinzy  and  Davidovich,  wherein  it  appears  that 
the  offeniive  operations  in  Italy  have  been  moil  fuccefsfuliy  com- 
menced, 

1  (liouid  not  prcfumc  to  addrefs  your  Lordfliip  upon  thfs  (ijbje^, 
were  it  not  that  if  Colonel  Grahr.m  is,  as  1  believe  he  muft  be,  with 
!Marflial  Wurmfer  in  Mantua,  he  cannot  as  yet  have  had  it  in  his  pow^r 
to  correfpond  with  your  Lordfliip, 

General  AWinzy's  report  is  dated  Caldo  Ferro,  Nov.  7.  General 
Davidovich's  at  Trente,  the  8ch  infant. 

After  the  fecond  operation,  undertaken  for  the  relief  of  .Alantun, 
thofe  corps  of  Marflia!  Wurmfer*s  army,  which  could  not  penetrate, 
retired  ;  the  one  under  General  Qutifdanovich  to  the  Venetian  Frioul ; 
the  other,  under  General  Davidovicli,  up  the  valley  of  the  Adigc,  to- 
wards Neumarkt. 

Thefe  corps  were  fuccefsfuliy  reinforced  by  confiderablc  numbers  of 
frefii  troops ;  and  General  Alvinzy  was  appointed  to  command  thft 
whole  of  the  army,  until  it  ihould  effedt  its  re-union  wiih  Marfhal 
WurmftT. 

After  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcements  at  the  places  of  their  deftina- 
tion,  General  Alvinzy,  who  in  perfon  had  undertaken  the  condu£t  of 
the  corps  in  the  Frioul,  arranged  a  plan  of  operations,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  fketch. 

His  own  corps  was  to  advance  through  the  Trevifane  towards  Baf- 
fano^  and,  after  forcing  the  paffages  of  the  Brenta,  to  proceed  towards 
the  Adige,  whiift  General  Davidovich  fliould  defccnd  the  valley  by 
ivhich  that  river  runs  doWn  from  the  mountains  of  the  Tyrol>  forcing 
the  portions  of  Trente,  Rovoredo,  &c. 

On  the  3d  of 'this  month,  upon  the  approach  of  part  of  General 
Alvinzy's  advanced  guard,  the  enemy  abandoned  Caitcl  Franco;  and 
on  the  4th,  the  Aullrian  a)rps  advanced  in  two  columns  to  the  Brenta ; 
the  one  to  Baffano  (of  which  they  took  pofTeirion)  and  the  other  oif 
nearly  equal  force  (under  Lieutenant-general  Provena)  to  Ponleniva. 

General  Alvinzy  halted  on  the  jth  inftant,  and  fpeiit  that  day  in  re- 
cbnnoitering  the  pofition  of  the  enemy.  He  found  the  French  army 
eiicamped  in  three  lines,  in  front  of  Vicenza. 

On  the  6th,  as  General  Alvinzy  was  on  the  point  of  pufliing  forward 
his  advanced  guard,  Buonaparte,  who  had  marched  in  the  night,  com- 
menced a  tiioft  fevcre  attack  upon  his  whole  line.     The  aftion  begaq 
viith  Gei.cra!   Froverra's  c«;ipi  about  feven  in  .the  morning,  and  very 
^lonW  altti  wards  lUS  >:t^c\v\  \xl\o  ^dv'j.aced  sg^aitift  DaiTkno. 

^  General 
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ipcneral  Alvin2y  rf ports,  that  the  cneroy«  attttks,  thmigl^mad^wttti 
the  grcateft  impctuofity,  were  !conftantly  and  complc  cly  repclltfQ; 
and  that  night  put  an  end  to  the  affair,  without  eitner  |>arty  hiving 
gained  or  loft  any  ground :  hut  an  indifputahle  proof  of  the  Auflrian* 
having  had  the  advantage  in  this  action  is,  that  when  General  AWmzf 
next  morning  was  preparing  to  renew  it,  he  found  that  the  enemy  |)ad 
completely  retreated.  He  reports,  that  they  directed  their  march  to- 
wards  Lifiera. 

General  Proverra's  hridge  over  the  Brcnta  having  been  de(hx)ycd  in 
the  courfe  of  the  morning  of  the  6th,  his  column  could  not  crofs  the 
river  till  towards  noon  on  the  7th,  and  General  Alvinzy's  whole  corps 
arrived  late  in  the  evening  of  that  day  at  the  camp  of  Caldo-Ferro^ 

General  Davidovich  had  in  the  mean  time  driven  back  the  corps  op* 
pofed  to  him,  and  made  a  thoufand  prifoners,  and  taken  poffemon  of 
Trente,  as  was-  mentioned  in  his  former  report. 

On  the  fame  day  that  the  above-mentioned  fevere  a^^ioii  was  fought 
on  the  Brenta,  General  Davidovich  attacked  ^he  enemy  in  the  (Iroiijr 
pafs  of  Caliano,  a  little  to  the  northward  of  Rovoredo.  The  French 
had  entrc;{iched  their  pofition,  and  occupied,  in  confiderable  force,  the 
cailles  of  Baflano  and  La  Pietra,  which,  as  I  underfiand,  command  thf 
pafs. 

The  ftrength  of  the  pofition  was  fuch,  that,  notwithftanding  his  re* 
peated  efforci,  General  Davidovich  could  not  force  it  on  the  6th  ;  but 
on  the  fallowing  day  he  renewed  his  attack. 

The  corps  on  the  right  of  the  Adige  eftabliflied  batteries  on  the 
heights  of  Nomi,  which  fired  with  coniiderable  effc^ ;  the  troops  oa 
the  left  of  the  river  attacked  the  caftles  and  intrenchments  with  perfe-> 
Yering  braver)',  and  the  enemv  was  at  length  completely  defeated,  with 
the  loft  of  five  cannons,  e»ght  ammunition  waggons,  and  a  thoufand 
prifoners.  General  Davidovich  fuppofes  the  enemy's  lofs,  in  killed  amf 
wounded,  to  have  been  very  coniiderable,  and  itates  his  own  to  havo^ 
amounted  to  four  hundred  men,  killed,  wounded,  and  miding.

WE  have  particular  fatisfaftion  in  offering  to  you  our  fincere  congra- 
tulations on  the  complete  fuccefs  which  has  attended  the  operations  of 
Rear-admiral  Rainier  in  the  eaftern  feas ;  and  judging  that  an  early  com- 
jnuijiaition  of  this  event  m-g'ir  be  of  material  ute  to  his  Alajefty's  mi* 


mifkn^  we  JiaTtiJetemitDed  to  forward  this  letter  by  the  route. dfJBtii* 
ibiiih. 

It^^pears  bj  the  itar-adcdiral*ft  difpatches,  dated  the  27th  of  Marck, 
;iDd  lithof  April  iaft,  and  which  reached  us  on  the  i8th  inilant^  by 
the  Orpheus  frigate^  that  the  Britiih  troops  were  in  pofTeflion  of  the 
iSaods  of  Amboyna  and  Banda^  with  their  feveral  dejpendenctes,  corn-^ 
fifing,  as  it  was  tboug ht»  the  whole  of  the  Dutch  iflaRds,  excepting 
/ornate,  yielding  cloves,  nutmegs,  and  mace.  This  acquiiition  has 
been  attained  without  the  fmalleft  lofs  on  our  fide. 

Anaboyna  and  its  dependencies  were  delivered  up  on  the  i6th  of  Fe* 
brtiary,  and  Etoda  and  its  dependencies  on  the  8tn  of  March.  Copies 
of  the  capitu^ticns  are  incloied. 

The  admiral  fpeaks  in  the  handfomeft  manner  of  the  aftivity  and 
tlacri^y  with  which  every  duty  was  performed  by  the  forces  under  his 
command,  both  naval  and  military ;  and  dwells  particularly  on  the  per« 
fedi  harmony  which  all  along  fubfiiled  between  the  officers  and  men  in 
both  fervices.  It  behoves  us  on  this  occafion  taconvey  to  you  the  high 
Ibnfc  we  entertain  of  the  able  and  fpirited  conduct  difplayed  by  Rear-  . 
^miral  Rainier,  whofe  hearty  co-operation  with  us  in^tvery  meafure 
conducive  to  the  public  weal  demands  our  warmed  acknowledgcmenti; 
and  whilft  we  feel  alTured  of  your  entire  approbation  of  all  the  meaiis 
employed  by  this  governmetit,  to  give  effect  to  the  arrangements 
4  amed  by  his  Majefty 's  minifters  for  fecuring  the  Dutch  fetilements  i[i 
Indi.^  it  is,  neverthelefs,  incumbent  upon  us  to  declare,  that  the  ac- 
complilhment  of  this  great  obje<5t  has  been  chiefly  obtained  by  the  zea« 
lous  and  cheerful  fupport  which  we  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  expe- 
rience from  the  ofliccr  ent rutted  with  the  execution  of  it. 

We  fliall  do  ourftlvcs  the  honour  of  tranfmitting,  by  the  firft  fea  con- 
Tcyance,  copies  of  all  the  papers  received  from  the  admiral,  which  will 
enable  you  to  form  an  accurate  opinion  of  the  value  of  thofe  iflands» 
At  prefent  we  can  only  give  you  a  fummary  of  his  proceedings. 

The  admiral  found  in  the  trcr^fury  at  Amboyna  81,112  rix  dolhrs, 
and  inrftorc  515,940  pounds  weight  of  cloves  ;  in  the  treafury  at  ijanda 
66,675  ^^^  dollars,  and  in  {lore  84,777  pounds  of  nutmeg?,  and  19,^87 
pounds  of  mace,  befides  merchandize  and  other  ftores  at  each  place, 
tipon  which  no  value  had  been  then  put. 

We   are  preparing  to  fend  a  reinforcement  of  troops  for  the  better 
prote6ion  of  thofc  valuable  iflands ;  and,  as  the  admiral  has  advifed  us 
that  he  is  Ihort  of  provi lions,  and  in  want  of  a  fupply  of  naval  and  mi- ' 
litary  ftores,  it  is  our  intention  to  foiward  an  adequate  flock  of  every 
DecelTary  article. 

We  have  great  pleafure  in  acquainting  you,  that  the  Company's  pof- 
feffions  on  this  coaft  are  in  a  ftate  of  perfe(5t  tranquillity  ;  and  that  we 
have  no  reafon  to  believe  that  any  defigns  are  in  agitation  by  the  native 
powers  hoftile  to  your  intcrefts.  ^

It  is  upon  the  above  conditions  that  tve  fliall,  to-morrow  morning, 
give  over  all  the  guards  of  the  fort  to  the  troops  of  his  Britannic  Ma« 
jedy,  after  receiving  the  ratification  of  thisinftfiimient  by  his  excellency 
ihe  commodore.

Engliih,  to  accept  of  the  terms  offered  to  us,  and  to  deliver  into  their 
hands  this  fort  and  fettlement,  'with  all  its  dependencies^  'upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions,  viz. 

That  private  property  be  kept  fecure  to  every  individual  of  this  fet*j 
tlement,  whether  in  or  out  of  the  company's  fervice  ;  that  the  fervants 
of  the  company,  civil  and  military,  be  kept  in  their  refpe6tive  fta* 
tions,  as  far  fis  may  be  thought  neceilary  for  the  admini(^ration  of  juf» 
tice ;  and  the  civil  government  of  the  place,  the  governor  stlone  parti- 
cularly excepted,  as  the  government  mud,  of  .courfe,  be  vefted  in  the. 
Engliih  ;  that  the  military  continue  to  receive  their  pay,  and  are  not  to 
be  forced  into  the  BritiHi  fervice  contrary  to  their  wilhes.;  and  the  civil 
fervants  alfd  to  be  cohtinued  f^n  their  prefent  pay  ;  and  fuch  an  allow- 
lowance  made  for  the  provifion  of  the  governor  as  his  excellency  the 
commander  of  the  Britifli  forces  may  think  adequate.     The  governor, 

"{ipiv^ver}  and  any  other  fervants  of  the* company,  (hall  be  permitted  to 
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fctire  fronrTthe  fen'ice,  either  to  Batavia  or  clfewhcfc,  whenever  a  con« 
ipenieot  opportunity  ftiall  ofer. 

Upon  thefc  conditions  we,  the  underfigoed,  confent  to  deliver  up 
Fort  Naflan,  the  fettlement  of  Banda,  and  all  its  dependencies,  to  the 
troops  of  his  Britannic  Majefty  to-morrow  morning,  upoti  receiving  a 
copy  of  this  capitulation,  ratified  and  figned  Uy  his  excellency  the  Brt- 
tidi  commander.  The  keys  of  all  the  public  property,  and  all  accounts 
properly  authenticated,  (hall  be  immediately  delivered  over  tothe  Bri- 
tifliy  and  the  government  entirely  veiled  in  them.

FROM  the  intelligence  yon  will  probablj  have  received  from  other 
quarters,  you  will  not  be  furprifcd  to  hear  of  the  pofts  on  thje  extrcf 
mities  of  this  dependency,  both  eaft  and  weft,  being  attacked  in  force 
on  the  fame  day.     On  the  8th  of  Auguft  I  ordered  Lieutenant  Brad^^ 
lliaw,  with  twenty-two  of  the  13th  light  dragoons,  mounted,  to  march 
for  Du  Centre ;  and  Captain  Whitby,  two  fubaltcrns,  and  fixty  privates 
of  the  17th  light  dragoons,  with  non-commiffioned  officers  in  propor« 
tion,  embarked  the  fame  evening  for  Caymites,   from  whence  they 
arrived,  without  any  accident,  at  Du  Centre  and  Raimond,  which  waf 
a  moil  fortunate  ctrcum(lance,  as  the  next  day,  the  nth,  the  enemy 
appeared  before  Poli  Kaimond,  and  after  keeping  a  very  heavy  fire  on 
the  Block-houfe  with  little  effect,  they  attempted  to  florm  it  in  condde- 
rable  force  four  different  times,  and  were  each  time  repulfed  with  great 
lofs,  and  their  chief  killed*    In  this  l^ulinefs  only  one  Britifh  and  tw^ 
chafieurs  were  wounded.    On  Captain  Whitby's  arrival  at  Du  Centra 
he  detached  Lieutenant  Oilman,   of  the  17th  light  dragroons,  with 
twenty  men,  to  Poll  Raimond,  who  immediately  placed  himfelf  in  the 
Block-houfe  with  his  detachment  and  a  larger  party  of  ChaiTeurs.    Oa 
the  lath  the  enemy  dill  continued  before  the  Block-houfe,  which  it 
fituated  on  a  fmall  height,  about  one  hundred  yards  from  the  fort^ 
keeping  up  a  fire  with  mu&etry  with  as  little  effect  asjpefore,  whea 
Lieutenant  Oilman  made  a  fucceisful  fortie  with  the  whoie  of  the  i7tfaL 
and  fome  chalTeurs,  driving  the  enemy  before  him  into  the  woods,  who 
left  (ixteen  whites  and  forty- feven  blacks  dead  on  the  fpot,  and  many 
d^d  and  wounded  were  afterwards  found  in  the  woods  and  road  leading 
over  the  mountains  to  Aux  Cayes.    Some  four-pound  fhot,  a  two- 
pounder  mounted,  feveral  firelocks,  and  other  articles,  were  left  by  the 
enemy  in  their  retreat*    1  am  happy  to  report,  that  ip  this  gallant  affair 
the  17th  regiment  had  only  two  privates  wounded.    The  chaifeurs  had 
one  officer,  Captain  Dutoya,  and  three  chaffeurs  killed,  and  fourteei;^ 
wouaded.    It  ts  fuppofed  the  lofs  of  the  enemy  mufl  have  been  very 
confiderable  indeed,  as  from  every  accpunt  of  fpies  and  d^fcrtcrs,  above 
forty  whites  are  among  the  killed,  and  thofe  dead  of  their  .wounds  and 
found  in  the  woods,  which  I  can  eafily  conceive,  as  the  affault  of  the 
Block-houfe  was  made  by  about  two  hundred  whites,    foimerly  foL- 
diers  in  the  regiment  of  Berwick,  aflifled  by  the  brigands. 

Captain  Whitby  reports,  that  the  honour  of  the  Britifh  fervicc  waf 
never  more  ably  maintained  than  in  the  engagement  at  Foil  Raimond^ 
and  exprefTes  himfelf  highly  grateful  to  Lieutenant  Oilman  and  the  fol- 
diers  of  the  17th,  as  well  as  thofe  of  the  colonial  corps,  for  their  adive 
exertions  in  fd  bravely  checking  the  enemy  in  the  attempt  on  this  poil* 
Indeed,,  Lieutenant  Oilman^s  intrepidity  and  cool  conduct  on  this 
occafion,  appear  to  me  fo  praifeworthy,  that  I  fhould  not  do  juflice  to 
him  or  my  own  feelings  on  this  ocoafion,  if  I  did  not  flrongly  recom- 
inend  him  to  you.  Sir,  for  promotion*    . 

I  am  alfo  happy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  report,  that  the  enemy  has 
been  under  the  neceffiry  of  raifing  the  fiege  of  Irois,  before  which  they 
lay  eighteen  days.     On  the  nth  ult.  General  Rigaud,  with  three  or 
f^urthoufand  brigands,  appeared  before  \t,  atvdfev\^^>\tDxwc^^wci^v^* 
tsuD  Beamiih  to  furreoder  the  fort  to  tVie  leoNsXiiMi^'i  ^i^xtf;A\  Q.^^^va^^& 
Vol.  V.  U  '  ^'SiwwjkSsw 
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Beamifh  very  properly  anfwered,  he  Ihoiild  defend  it  to  the  laft  extre- 
xuity.  The  eneniy  bad  in  the  night  landed  a  iixteen- pounder  and  a 
mortar^  whichi  with  incredible  labour,  they  got  up,  and  opened  on  the 
fort  the  next  day,  within  about  450  yards.  The  moment  I  heard  lroi» 
was  invefled,  I  ordered  100  privates,  officers  and  non-commiffioned 
in  proportion,  with  ttcutenant-coloncl  Hooke,  of  the  lytb,  to  embark 
for  that  place,  where  they  arrived  fafe.  Lieutenant-colonel  Hooke  took 
the  conlmand  of  the  fort  and  troops,  in  which  ftatton  he  has  rendered 
Very  meritorious  fervices. 

finding  the  enemy  had  advanced  a  confiderable  force  between  Iroii 
and  L'Ance  Ergs,  which  fhut  up  by  land  the  communication  withJe-> 
remie,  I  determined,  with  what  force  I  could  colledt,  to  attack  them  on 
the  Morne  Gautier.  On  my  arrival  at  L'Ance  Eros  the  i6th,  a  plan  was 
agreed  upon  to  march  in  thtce  columns  on  the  xgth,  lb  as  to  arrive  be- 
fore Morne  Gautier  at  day-break.  Obferving,  on  my  approach,  that  a 
few  men  of  the  17th  dragroons  were  killed  and  wounded,  and  that 
firing  at  a  diftance  anfwered  no  purpofe,  I  determined  to  carry  the  hill 
by  afiault,  had  formed  the  17th  dragroons  for  that  purpofe,  ordered  the 
'i2th  to  difmount,  and  was  endeavouring  to  rally  the  negroes,  who  had 
!)een  thrown  into  fon\e  confufion,  when  I  received  a  (hot  in  my  left 
breaft,  which  caufed  mc  to  fall  from  my  horfe  ;  afterwards  I  knew  no- 
thing of  what  paiTed,  except  by  report ;  and  I  was  forry  to  hear  that 
M'e  were  under  the  neceffity  of  retreating,  with  the  lofs  of  the  three- 
pounder  we  had  with  us.  Fortunately  this  little  check  did  not  effed 
the  fafety  of  the  fort ;  on  the  contrary,  the  enemy,  who  muft  have  fuf- 
fered  more  than  ourfelves,  evacuated  Gautier,  and  retired  the  next  day 
to  Rigaud,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Irois ;  and  on  the  29th,  Lieutenant* 
colonel  Hooke  wrote  me  he  had  raifed  the  fiege  entirely :  (b  that,  Sir,  I 
inay  now  congratulate  you  hn  this  dependency  being  wholly  freed  from 
the  enemy,  and  on  your  having  it  in  your  power  to  acquaint  his  Ma- 
jefty's  miniftcrs,  that  he  has  been  beaten,  and  failed  in  every  quarter  cf 
this  ifland  urtder  your  command. 

1  have  not  hitherto  been  able  to  procure  cxa6t  returns  of  the  killed 
and  wounded,*  but  I  conceive  that  the  17th  regiment  had  about  icvcn 
killed,  and  fourteen  or  fifteen  wounded ;  none  dangeroufly  in  my  affair 
of  the  19th  ult.  Lieutenant-colonel  Hooke  has  not  jet  made  his  report ; 
but  I  do  not  believe  that  more  were  killed  at  Irois,  and  three  or  four 
mounded :  fo  that  the  enemy's  (liot  and  fliells  had  little  effeft, 

I  am  forry  to  fey  that  Brigadier-major  Manners  received  a  ball  througk 
his  thigh,  but  as  it  milTed  the  bone,  no  bad  effedl  will  arife,  and  he  is 
doing  well.

My  Lord,  ^ 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lord(hip,  mat  in  the  night  of  .- 
th6  2 1  ft  to  the  22d,  the  trenches  were  opened  before  Khel,  on  thefighC^ 
bank  of  the  Kinzig.  The  firil  parallel  of  this  attack,  with  itscommu* 
nicattons,  proceeding  from  the  right  and  left  flank  of  the  right  wing  of 
the  line  of  contravallation,  were  fo  far  completed  during  the  night,  that 
before  day-break  th?  men  were  tolerably  covered.  The  enennv  did  ndk 
attempt  to  interrupt  the  work,  nor  had  he  yet  fired  a  fingle  (hot  upon 
the  trenches ;  but  early  yefterday  morning  (the  22d)  he  made  a  fuddea 
attack  upon  the  left  wing  of  the  line  of  contravallation,  and,  after  zxk 
a£tion,  than  which  nQthing  could  be  poilibly  more  fevere,  was  drivea 
back  into  his  works  with  very  great  lofs. 

The  enemy  having,  in  the  courfe  of  the  night,  fron^  the  21  ft  to  22d9 
brought  over  a  large  body  of  troops  from  Straft)ourg,  formed  his  co- 
lumn of  attack  clofe  behind  the  chain  of  his  advanced  pofts,  with  fo 
much  (ilence,  that  they  were  not  perceived.     Ju(t  before  the  break  of" 
day  (which  however  was  rendered  extremely  obfcure  by  a  very  thick ' 
raift,  that  lafted  the  greater  part  of  the  forenoon),  thefe  columns  begaa 
to  advance.    The  inftant  the  Auftrian  videttes  and  centries  gave  their  ^ 
fire,  which  was  the  only  notice  of  their  approaching  attack,  the  enemy^s  *. 
infantry  ruflied  on  with  the  utmoft  impetuofity,  without  firing  a  (liot^ .' 
and  in  an  inftant  they  were  iiTafters  of  two  redoubts  on  the  left  of  the  * 
firft  line.     The  village  of  Sundheim  was  attacked  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  with  equal  fucceis  4  after  which,  coming  in  the  rear  of  the  curtain 
tfjat  connects  tire  village  with  the  firft  redoubt  to  its  left,  the  enemy  im-  \ 
mediately  carried  that  work,  one  face  of  which  was  not  quite  finifhed. 
Upon  this  large  bodies  of  their  infantry  ru(hed  through  the  openings  i^ 
the  curtains  on  the  whole  front  of  this  wing;  and,  whilft  part  advanced 
again  ft  the  feconi  line,  the  others  endeavoured  to  pofTcfs  themfelves  of 
the  remaining  redoubt  of  the  firft ;  but  thefe,  though  perfedly  left  to 
themfelves  for  a  confiderable  t^me,  entirely  furrounded,  cut  off  from 
ever}'  affiftance,  and  attacked  with  fury  by  the  enemy,  who  frequently 
got  into  the  ditches,  and  attempted  to  climb  the  parapet,  were  defended 
in  a  manner  that  refleds  the  higheft  honour  on  the  officers  and  thoops  , 
that  were  iti  them.    The  lofs  in  all  of  thefe  redoubts  was  conQderable  ; 
and  in  one  the  artillery  drivers  were  at  laft  obliged  to  fire  the  guns,  butr 
all  the  attacks  were  repulfed.  "^ 

The  enemy's  right  column,  after  occupying  the  two  workf  wl^ich  they  J 
had  carried,  pufhed  pn  between  the  dykes  to  attack  the  left  of  the  fe- 
cond  line  ;  but  Prince  Frederick  of  Orange  (whofje  gaUant  and  judicious 
conduct  cannot  fufficiently  be  praifed)  having  rallied  his  brigade,'  placed 
a  part  of  his  infantry  behind  the  dyke,  which.  cpnneSs  the  third  redoubt 
from  the  left  of  the  firft  line  with  the  work  which  is  on  the  l^sft  of  the 
fecond  ;  and  in  this  Situation  he  refifted  the  moft  fevere  attack  that  can 
be  imagined  upon  his  front,  whilft  thofe  bodies  of  the  enemy's  infantry,  . 
which  had  pierced  b^ween  the  redoubt  of  the  firft  line,  were  adtually  in 
his  rear  ;  he  not  only  maintained  his  poft,  but  cprupletely  checked  thC;^ 
cajenj^y's  progrcfs  on  hit  .flank.  '

A'  great  part  of  the  troops  on  the  left  mng  had  been  working  in  the 
trenches  on  the  right  wing  of  the  Kenzie.  General  Latour,  who  com' 
mands  the  army  of  th^uege,  formed  three  of  thefe  battalions  which 
happened  to  be  juft  returning  from  work,  and  retook  the  village  of 
-  Sundheim,  which  he  maintained,  though  the  enemy  made  great  efforts 
to  diflodge  him.  Lieutenant-general  Staader  (who  commands  the  left 
wing)  drove  back  the  enemy,  who  had  advanced  againft  the  right  of  the 
llcond  liiie  of  it,  and  retooK  the  redoubt  on  the  left  of  Sundheim ;  and 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  advancing  between  the  two  dykes,  defeated  the 
column  with  which  he  had  been  fo  fcverely  engaged,  and  recovered  the 
r|doubts  it  had  carried.  The  enemy  then  retired  into  his  entrenched 
c^mp. 
'  The  lofs  of  the  Auflrians  amounted  to  forty  officers  and  about  1300 
wen  killed,  wounded,  and  miffing,  which,  confidering  that  not  more 
than  half  the  left  wing  was  engaged,  is  certainly  confiderable ;  but  Vhat 
df  the  French  muft  have  been  much  greater.  The  ground  round  the 
works  was  in  feme  parts  covered  with  their  dead  bodies,  and  1  am  very 
xftuch  within  bounds  in  ftating  their  lofs  at  2000  men.  During  the 
tii^ic  the  French  were  in  poiTeffion-  of  the  redoubts  on  the  left,  they 
found  (neans  to  carry  off  five  pieces  of  pannpn.  The  others  were  all 
retaken. 

It  is  impoffible  to  attempt  to  do  'juftice  to  the  condu6t  of  the  Arch- 
duke ;  he  animated  the  troops  in  retaking  Sundheim,  directed  the  attacks 
oh  the  work  that  had  been  loft  to  the  left  of  it^  and,  under  the  heavieft 
frc,  gave  his  orders  with  the  greatefk  coolnefs  and  the  mofl  perfeft 
iriilitary  knowledge. 

Lieutenant  Proby,  of  his  Majefty's  9th  regiment  of  foot  (attached  to 
Lieutenant-colonel  Graufurd's  million)  was  wounded  by  a  mufket  Ihot; 
but  I  feel  great  fatisfadlion  in  being  able  to  add  that  the  wound  is  of  a 
very  flight  nature,  and  will  have  no  other  confequence  whatever  than 
ihat  of  a  very  Ihort  confinement.

IX  is  with  much  fatisfa^iion  that  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your 
Lofdfliip,  that  after  an  interval  of  ten  days,  without  any  advices  from 
Italy,  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Archduke  has  this  day  received  a  report 
from  General  A lvin«y,  the  tenor  of  which  is  fuch  as  to  confirm  the 
hopes  which  his  former  difpatches  infpired.  This  report,  which  is  very 
fiiort,  is  dated  Calabro,  November  13,  and  is  in  fubfiance  as  follows: 

■  After  the  action  of  the  6th,  near  BaCano,  the  enemy  continued  to 
retreat,  abandoned  even  the  flrong  pofitlon  of  Montabello  without  rc- 
iHlance,  and  croffisd  the  Adige  at  Verona. 

'  On  the  I  ith  General  Alviozi  arrived  near  Villanova,  and  the  fame 
evening  a  conliderable  part  of  the  enemy's  army,  commanded  by 
Bhonaparte  in  perfon,  advanced  fr6m  Verona,  and  took  poft  in  th^ 
neighbouring  iBOuntiiiins,  .      •

E^rfy  on  the  laHs  Buonaparte  commencei!  a  general  att^lc  vpoa  llie 
trbole  line,  which,  though  made  with  infinite  violencei  wja  refifi^d 
iivith  the  moft  perfe^  ileadinefs  and  bravery. 

Whilft  Buonaparte  was  thus  employed,  in  repeated  though  ineffe^ud 
efforts  to  force  the  front  of  the  pofition,  General  Alvinzt  detached  s 
column  againll  each  of  his  flanks.  No  fooner  had  thefe  arrived  ac 
their  point  of  attack,  than  the  enemy  retreated  with  precipitation  j  and 
a  moil  fevere  and  important  affair  was  thus  completely  decided  in  fi» 
vour  of  the  Auihians. 

Two  of  the  enemy's  generals  were  known  to  have  been  wounded^ 
amd  a  third  was  amongft  the  number  of  priibners  already  brought  xo.

The  enemy  having,  in  the  courfe  of  the  night  from  the  17th  to  the 
1 8th,  received  confiderablfe  reinforcements,  took  another  poiition  on 
the  heights  near  Cambara  ;  in  w^hich  Geiieral  DavUowich  attacked  him
